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CHAPTER  465. 


AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Christian  Church  at   Bethany,  Morgan 

county. 

Be  it  eruuAed  hy  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Qom- 
m&nweaUh  of  Kerdv/dcy : 

§  1.  That  S.  W.  McGuire,  James  S.  Elam,  and  T.  A. 
May,  and  their  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
constituted  a  body-corporate,  to  be  known  and  desig- 
nated by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Bethany  Christian 
Church  of  Morgan  county,  Kentucky ;  ahd  by  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession  and  a  common 
seal,  with  power  to  change  and  alter  the  same  at 
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pleasure ;  and  as  a  body-corporate  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  de- 
fended, in  any  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  They  may  acquire  and  hold,  either  by  pur- 
chase, donation,  gift,  devise,  bequest  or  otherwise, 
real  or  personal  estate,  and  may  sell,  convey,  or  dis- 
pose of  the  same  for  the  use  of  said  corporation  as 
they  may  see  fit,  with  the  consent  of  the  majority  of 
the  members  in  good  standing  of  said  church  at  the 
time. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

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CHAPTER  456. 

AN  ACr  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  '*  An  aet  to  incorporate  the  Central 
Transfer  Company,"  approved  April  16,  1884. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1 .  That  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Central  Transfer  Company,"  approved  April  16,  1884, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows  :  The 
said  Central  Transfer  Company  is  hereby  authorized^ 
from  time  to  time,  at  its  discretion,  by  a  vote  of  a  ma- 
jority of  its  stockholders,  at  any  regalar  meeting,  or 
any  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  to  increase  its 
capital  stock  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  ($150,000) 
one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  And  it  may^ 
under  the  terms  and  upon  the  conditions  provided  in 
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the  third  section  of  the  said  act  of  its  incorporation, 
borrow  money  and  issne  its  bonds  for  any  amount  not 
exceeding  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock  so  increased. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  467. 

AK  ACT  giving  the  constahle  of  the  Hurry  magiBterial  district,  in  Gal- 
loway county,  the  right  to  appoint  a  deputy. 

Be  tt  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assemibly  (^  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  constable  of  Murry  magisterial  dis- 
trict, of  Calloway  county,  Kentucky,  shall  have  the 
power  and  authority  to  appoint  a  deputy  to  aid  in 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  constable  of  said  dis- 
trict. 

§  2.  But  said  appointment  shall  be  made  only  by 
the  consent  and  approval  of  the  county  court  of  Cal- 
loway county,  in  which  court  said  deputy,  before  he 
acts  as  such,  shall  take  the  oaths  now  required  to  be 
administered  to  constables. 

§  3.  The  principal  shall  be  responsible  on  his  bond 
for  all  official  acts  of  his  deputy. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage. .

CHAPTER  458. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Lexington  Opera-house  Com- 
pany. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  that  for  the 
building  and  completion  of  its  opera-house,  at  Lex- 
ington, the  said  company,  in  excess  of  the  capital 
stock  subscribed  and  paid  in,  have  expended^  about 
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fifteen  thousand  dollars,  which  sum  is  now  a  debt 
against  it,  and  said  company  are  desirous  of  making 
provision  for  the  payment  of  said  indebtedness,  by 
the  issue  of  preferred  stock  of  said  company,  redeem- 
able as  hereinafter  provided  ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assernbly  of  tTie  Com- 
monwealth of  KenttLcky : 

%  1.  That  said  opera-house  company  be,  and  it  is 
hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  preferred 
stock  in  said  company  not  to  exceed  fifteen  thousand 
($16,000)  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  which  shall  be  a  preferred  debt  and  a  lien  upon 
the  property  of  the  company,  the  proceeds  of  which 
shall  be  used  to  pay  the  indebtedness  aforesaid. 
Upon  said  shares  of  stock,  which  shall  be  denomi- 
nated preferred  stock,  the  company  shall  pay  a  semi- 
annual dividend  of  three  per  cent,  on  the  first  day  of 
April  and  October.  But  said  company  has  the  right 
to  redeem  said  stock  on  the  first  day  of  April  or  Oc- 
tober in  any  year,  by  paying:  the  par  value  of  same 
and  the  interest  that  may  have  accrued  thereon  to 
the  date  of  redemption;  and  this  right  to  redeem 
said  stock,  and  the  time  within  which  it  shall  be 
exercised,  shall  be  indorsed  on  the  certificates  be- 
fore they  are  issued  or  delivered. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  full  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  459. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  for  the  Ten- 
nessee District,  which  embraces  a  part  of  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
ToonweaUh  of  Kenlucky : 

§  1 .  That  the  annual  conference  of  the  Methodist 
Protestant,    Tennessee   District,    which   embraces  a

part  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  is  hereby  incorpo- 
rated ;  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  and  hold  property,  real,  personal 
or  mixed,  and  that  the  capital  stock  of  said  conferr 
ence  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred  thousand  ($500,000) 
dollars. 

§  2.  Be  it  furiher  enacted^  That  the  affairs  of  said 
corporation  may  be  managed  by  the  annual  confer- 
ence of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  Tennessee 
District,  or  any  seven  persons  said  conference  may 
elect  or  appoint,  said  persons  to  be  elected  or  ap- 
pointed annually  by  said  conference,  and  shall  con- 
tiaue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  appointed, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  said  seven  persons 
president  of  their  body. 

§  3.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  property  which 
said  conference  is  authorized  to  hold  shall  be  applied 
to  said  religious,  charitable,  literary  or  missionary 
purposes  as  said  annual  conference  may  designate: 
Provided^  Said  application  of  said  property  or  funds 
shall  not  be  in  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  laws 
of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  4.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  said  corporation 
may  hold  property  of  any  kind  in  trust  for  such 
religious,  charitable,  literary  or  missionary  purposes 
as  the  donor  or  testator  may  designate,  not  inconsist- 
ent with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  this  State  or  of 
the  United  States,  and  execute  said  trust. 

§  6.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  said  corporation 
shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  treasurer  of  said 
corporation,  either  of  their  own  body  or  any  other 
person,  and  take  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties,  and  impose  such  penalties 
as  they  may  deem  just,  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of 
this  Commonwealth. 

%^.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  a  majority  of  di- 
rectors, authorized  to  be  elected  or  appointed  by  said 
conference,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business  ; 
and  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  sell,  by  the 
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usual  mode  of  conveyance,  any  property  they  may 
hold  in  furtherance  of  the  objects  herein  aathorized. 

§  7.  The  present  board  of  directors  consists  of  the 
following  persons,  viz :  B.  F.  Duggan,  Jos.  Camper, 
J.  S.  Chandler,  M.  P.  Thompson,  J.  P.  Warner,  W. 
H.  Moore  and  J.  N.  Howard. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  460. 

AN  AOT  to  enable  the  Newport  and  Licking,  the  Old  State  Koad,  and 
the  Alexandria  and  Licking  Turnpike  Companies,  in  Campbell  county 
to  consolidate,  or  to  contract  with  each  other  to  authorize  the  erection 
of  a  toll-gate  and  the  collection  of  tolls  for  each  other,  and  to  fix  the       I 

rate  of  toll  in  certain  cases.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  CoTOr 
rrionwecMh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Newport  and  Licking  Tarnpike  Com- 
pany, the  Old  State  Road  Turnpike  Company,  and  the 
Alexandria  and  Licking  Tarnpike  Company,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  empowered,  by  and  with  the  consent 
of  four-fifths  in  interest  of  the  stockholders  in  said 
companies  respectively,  to  so  consolidate,  under  the 
name  of  "The  Newport,  Licking  and  Alexandria 
Turnpike  Company,"  as  to  enable  the  latter  com- 
pany to  have  and  control  one  continuous  and  un- 
broken road  from  Newport  to  Alexandria  in  said 
county,  the  Old  State  Road  Turnpike  Company  to 
retain  its  present  name  and  organization,  except  such 
part  thereof  as  is  essential  to  and  becomes  a  i>art  of 
said  continuous  road  from  Newport  to  Alexandria ;  or 
said  companies,  by  and  with  such  consent,  may  buy, 
sell,  lease,  or  otherwise  contract  to  or  with  each  other, 
in  such  way  and  to  such  an  extent,  in  respect  of  their 
several  roads  or  parts  thereof,  as,  in  the  judgment  of 
said  four-fifths  interest,  may  best  promote  the  inter- 
ests of  said  roads  and  of  the  public. 
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§  3.  That  snch  consolidated  company,  or  said  com- 
panies respectively,  shall  have  the  right,  where  the 
toll  is  now  less  than  one  cent,  to  charge  one  cent. 

§  3.  Said  Old  State  Road  Tampike  Company  shall 
have  the  rifi:ht  to  erect  a  toll-gate  at  a  point  within  a 
mile  of  its  intersection  with  the  road  of  the  present 
Alexandria  and  Licking  Tnmpike  Company. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  legalize  and  ratify  the  subscription  of  the  Boyle  county 
court  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Boyle  and  Lincoln  Turnpike  Com- 
pany. 

WfiiRiLAS,  At  the  October  term,  1886,  of  the  Boyle 
connty  court,  a  subscription  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Boyle  and  Lincoln 
Turnpike  Company  was  ordered  and  made  by  said 
court  in  behalf  of  Boyle  county,  subject  to  the  action 
of  the  Legislature  in  the  premises ;  therefore, 

Be  U  eTMcted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monioecMh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  said  subscription  in  behalf  of  Boyle  county 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  legalized,  ratified  and  confirmed,  with  the 
same  effect  as  if  said  county  and  said  court  had,  be- 
fore the  making  of  said  subscription,  been  fully  au- 
thorized and  empowered  by  law  to  order  and  make  the 
same. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Elizaville  Cemetery  Company,  of 

Elizaville.  Fleming  county. 

Se  it  enacted  hy  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  qf  the  Com- 
monweatth  of  Kentucky : 

That  section  four  of  the  charter  of  the  Elizaville 
Cemetery  Company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so 
amended  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz : 

§  1.  When  a  burial  lot  is  purchased  and  payment 
made  therefor,  the  trustees  shall  cause  a  certificate, 
under  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  to  be  issued  in  the 
name  of  the  purchaser,  the  same  to  be  signed  by  the 
chairman  and  secretary,  which  shall  vest  the  purchaser 
with  title.  This  title  shall  be  transferable  according 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  by-laws  of  the  corporation,  but  in  no  other  man-, 
ner ;  but  shall  descend  or  pass  by  devise  as  other  real 
estate.  The  company  shall  have  a  lien  on  any  lot  sold 
and  not  paid  for  in  full  for  the  purchase  money  or  any 
unpaid  part  thereof.  Such  lots  shall  never  be  used 
for  any  other  purpose  than  burial  lots  ;  and,  if  applied 
to  any  other  use,  the  title  shall  revert  to  the  corpora- 
tion.

CHAPTER  463. 

AK  ACT  to  authorize  the  county  court  of  Pike  county  to  issue  bonds 
for  the  purpose  of  building  a  court-house  and  offices  therein. 

Whereas,  At  the  October  term,  1887,  the  court 
of  claims  of  Pike  county,  by  an  order  of  record, 
unanimously  requested  the  Legislature  to  pass  an 
act  enabling  the  county  court  to  issue  bonds  for  the 
payment  to  the  builders  for  the  building  of  a  new 
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conrt-honse   and   offices  therein,   for  Pike   county; 
therefore, 

Be  it  ena/Aed  by  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaWh  of  Kefniucky : 

§  1.  That   the   county  judge    of   Pike    county   is 
hereby  empowered  and  directed  to  issue  bonds  for 
an  amount  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars, with  interest-bearinj?  coupons  attached,  payable 
to  the  bearer  or  order,  at  the  Catlettsburg  National 
Bank    or   Ashland   National   Bank,   both    of   Boyd 
county,  Kentncky ;  said  bonds  to  issue  in  sums  not 
less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars  each,  to  be  payable  in  such  sums  as  will  de- 
fray said  indebtedness  of  twenty-one  thousand  and 
five  hundred  dollars  within  a  period  of  thirty  years. 
The  first  payment  to  be  made  within  one  year,  and 
then  one  to  be  due  for  each  succeeding  year  there- 
after, until  said  indebtedness  is  paid,  and  so  as  to 
make  the  payment  for  each   year  equal  or  nearly 
equal.     Said  bonds  are  each  to  bear  interest  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  from  their  date  until 
paid,   and  said  interest  to  be  paid  at  one  of  said 
banks  semi-annually ;  said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by 
the  county  judge  of  Pike  county  and  countersigned 
by  the  clerk  of  the  Pike  county  court,  with  his  offi- 
cial seal  attached.    The  judge  may  sell  said  bonds 
at  their  par  value:  Provided^  Before  he  may  do  so 
he  shall  execute  a  bond,  before  the  clerk  of  the 
Pike-  circuit  court,  with  good  security,  in  the  sam 
equal  to  the  amount  of  the  said  bonds,  or  he  may 
deliver  said  bonds  to  the  contractor  or  builder  of 
the  court-house,  without  executing  said  bond ;  said 
builder  to  receive  them  at  their  par  value;  and  if 
said  builder  does  receive  and  negotiate  said  bonds, 
it  shall  be  in  satisfaction  of  his  present  contract 
for  the  building  of  said  court-house. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  of 
levy  of  Pike  county,  annually  to  levy  a  tax  of  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  cents  per  annum  on  the  hun- 
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dred  dollars  on  all  the  tax-jyayers  of  Pike  county, 
to  liquidate  said  bonds  and  their  interest  as  they  be- 
come dne.  The  levy  to  be  made  nnder  the  general 
laws  upon  that  subject. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriflE  of  Pike 
county  to  collect  said  taxes  which  may  be  thus  levied, 
and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  county  judge  of  Pike 
county,  and  shall  be  responsible  therefore  on  his  offi- 
cial bonds. 

§  4.  It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  to  re- 
ceive said  money  from  the  sheriff  and  deposit  the 
same  in  the  bank  in  which  said  bonds  may  be  made 
payable,  as  said  bonds  and  interests  may  become  due, 
for  which  money  he  shall  be  responsible  for  on  his 
official  bond. 

^§5.  The  county  judge  is  hereby  directed  and  em- 
powered to  use  the  money,  when  collected  by  the 
sheriff,  collected  from  the  levy  of  fifteen  cents  on  the 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  made  at  the  Oc- 
tober term,  1887,  of  the  Pike  county  court  of  levy, 
for  the  purpose  of  redeeming  the  first  bond  due  and 
the  interest  thereon  due. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  466. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  a  prescribed 

boundary  in  Madison  county. 

Be  it  CTULcted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwecMh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1 .  That  hereafter  no  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  Bouodarv  ii 
liquors,  or  intoxicating  beverages,  shall  be  sold  within  to  sdi. 
the  following  described  boundary  around  the  school- 
house  of  the  Kingston  Joint  Stock  School  Company, 
in  Madison  county,  Kentucky,  located  in  the  town  of 
Kingston :  Beginning  at  Robt.  Patton,  at  Mt.  Zion 
Church,  including  Patton' s  residence ;  thence  a 
straight  line  to  James  B.  Parker,  including  his  resi- 
dence ;  thence  a  straight  line  to  the  first  toll-gate  on 
the  Berea  Turnpike  Road,  including  the  toll-house ; 
thence  with  the  Berea  pike  towards  Berea  to  Jas.  M. 
Bowen's,  including  his  residence;  thence  a  straight 
line  to  T.  J.  Gibbs',  including  his  residence ;  thence  a 
straight  line  to  Robert  Yates' ,  including  his  residence  ; 
thence  a  straight  line  to  James  P.  Beatty,  including 
his  residence,  and  Brock  Maupin ;  thence  from  J.  P. 
Beatty' 8  to  Frank  W.  Maupin,  including  his  resi- 
dence ;  thence  a  straight  line  to  Robt.  Patton' s,  at  the 
beginning. 

§  2.  If  any  person  shall,  within  the  limits  of  said  Penalty  for  vio- 
diBtrict  as  named  in  section  1,  sell  or  barter  by  retail 
or  wholesale,  any  of  the  liquors  herein,  or  mixture  of 
either,  or  nostrums  as  aforesaid,  shall,  on  conviction, 
be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  offense. 

§  3.  All  fines  mentioned  in  this  act  may  be  recover-  Fines,  how  re- 
able,  either  by  indictment  by  a  grand  jury,  or  upon 
warrant  of  any  justice  of  the  peace,  police  judge  or 
coanty  judge  of  said  county  in  which  the  violation 
is  committed,  which  warrant  shall  be  issued  either 
upon  the  knowledge  of  the  peace  oflicer  or  upon  in- 
formation given  by  any  citizen  of  the  Commonwealth. 
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Election. 


§  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  dnty  of  the  coanty  court  of 
Madison  coanty,  at  its  April  term,  1888,  to  make  aa 
order  on  the  order-book,  directing  the  sheriff  of  said 
county  to  cause  a  poll  to  be  opened  at  the  school- 
house  aforesaid,  in  said  district,  of  which  the  town  of 
Kingston  is  a  part,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May  next, 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  sense  of  the  legal  voters 
in  said  district  as  defined  in  section  1,  as  to  whether 
or  not  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  other  in- 
toxicating beverages,  shall  be  sold  in  said  district. 
Notice  of  said  election  shall  be  posted  on  said  school- 
house  and  five  other  conspicuous  places  in  said  dis- 
trict at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  on  which  the 
election  is  to  be  held.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
county  court  to  appoint  the  necessary  officers  to  hold 
said  election,  when  the  order  therefor  is  made,  who 
shall  be  served  with  notice  of  their  appointment  as 
officers  of  a  general  election  are. 

§  5.  And  if  a  majority  of  said  legal  voters  voting  oni 
the  question  approving  or  disapproving  this  act  shall 
vote  in  favor  of  this  act,  thereafter  this  act  in  all  its 
provisions  shall  be  enforceable,  but  should  a  majority 
of  said  legal  voters  voting  on  said  question  vote  against 
this  act,  then  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  null 
and  void. 

§  6.  Said  officers  shall  certify  the  vote  polled  on

court.  of  said  court  shall  cause  said  certificate  to  be  entered 

on  the  order-book  of  his  court.

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CHAPTER  466. 


AN  ACT  creating  a  new  charter  for  the  town  of  Owenton,  in  Owen 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  AsseTribly  of  the  Com- 
monwecMh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Owenton, 
In  the  county  of  Owen,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  in- 
corporated and  made  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  Body-corporate. 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  ^'  Town  of  Owenton,"  Name. 
and  in  said  name  shall  have  full  power  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  to  have  perpetual  succession,  and  to  do 
and  i)erf  orm  all  such  acts  and  things  as  such  corporate 
bodies  may  rightfully  do. 

§2.  The  boundaries  of  said  town  shall  be  as  fol- Boundary, 
lows :  Banning  at  a  planted  stone  on  the  lands  of 
T.  W.  Staiar ;  thence  north  eighty-seven  and  one  half 
degrees,  west  one  hundred  and  fifty  poles,  to  a  planted 
stone  on  the  lands  of  W.  H.  Suter ;  thence  south  two 
and  one-half  degrees,  west  one  hundred  and  ninety 
poles,  to  a  planted  stone  on  the  lands  of  J.  A.  Moore  ; 
thence  south  eighty-seven  and  one-half  degrees,  east 
one  hundred  and  fifty  poles,  to  a  planted  stone  on  the 
lands  of  F.  Ford;  thence  north  two  and  one-half 
degrees,  east  one  hundred  and  ninety  poles,  to  the 
beginning. 

§3.  That  all  persons  residing  in  said  town  sixty  who  may  vote. 
days  previous  to  an  election,  or  who  are  bona  fide 
owners  of  real  estate  therein,  and  who  have  the  right  to 
vote  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly  and  other 
officers  of  this  Commonwealth,  shall  be  qualified  to 
vote  for  officers  of  said  town. 

§  4.  The  officers  of  said  town  shall  be  a  board  of  Board  trustee*. 
trustees  consisting  of  five  members,  who  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  four  years ;  a  police  judge,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  for  four  years,  and  a  marshal,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  for  two  years ;  the  present  officers  of

Said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  by- 
laws and  ordinances  for  the  government  of  said  town, 
for  the  preservation  of  good  order,  decency  and  deco- 
rum within  its  limits ;  for  the  preservation  of  the 
peace,  lives,  health  and  property  of  the  citizens,  inhab- 
itants and  others  within  its  limits  ;  for  the  preserva- 
tion, repair  and  improvement  of  the  streets,  sidewalks, 
alleys  and  other  public  property  of  said  town;  to 
require  the  owners  of  real  estate  in  said  town  to  build

bawdy  houses,  or  houses  of  ill-fame;  to  license  and  License  tax. 
tax  auctioneers,  peddlers  and  itinerant  venders  of 
goods,  wares,  merchandise,  drugs,  medicines  and  nos- 
trums; also  to  tax  any  show,  menagerie,  circus  or 
other  exhibition  which  may  be  held,  shown  or  exhibited 
in  said  town,  or  within,  one-half  mile  of  the  corporate 
limits  thereof ;  said  board  of  trustees  may  also  provide 
and  maintain  suitable  apparatus  for  the  extinguish- 
ment of  fires  in  said  town.

§  6.  Said  board  of  trastees  shall  have  power  to 
grant  licenses  to  keep  coffee-hoases  in  said  town, 
and  they  may  impose  a  tax  of  not  less  than  three 
hundred  dollars  and  hot  more  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars per  year,  for  the  benefit  of  said  town,  upon  each 
person  obtaining  such  license,  which  shall  be  paid 
when  the  license  is  obtained  ;  but  said  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  have  no  power  to  grant  any  license  for  the 
sale  of  any  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  a 
mixture  thereof,  whenever  the  sale  of  the  same  shall 
be  prohibited  by  any  law  of  this  State:  Provided 
further.  That  such  license  shall  not  take  effect  until 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  county  court  clerk 
the  State  tax  due  on  such  license. 

§  7.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  levy 
a  poll-tax  of  not  exceeding  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
on  each  male  resident  in  said  town  over  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  and  a  tax  of  not  exceeding  fifty 
cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  real 
estate  in  said  town,  as  shown  by  the  assessor's  book 
of  the  county  for  the  current  year ;  but  except  yards 
and  gardens  and  necessary  out-buildings,  no  real  es- 
tate shall  be  taxed  by  said  board,  except  it  shall 
have  been  laid  off  into  town  lots  or  otherwise  used 
or  improved  than  for  farming  purposes ;  and  should 
the  owner  of  any  real  estate  in  said  town  fail  or 
refuse  to  pay  the  taxes  levied  thereon  in  pursuance 
of  this  act,  the  board  of  trustees  may  cause  the  same 
to  be  sold  for  said  taxes  by  the  town  marshal,  at  the 
court-house  door  in  Owenton,  at  public  auction,  to 
the  highest  bidder  for  cash  in  hand,  the  sale  having 
been  first  advertised  for  at  least  thirty  days.  The 
owner  of  the  property  so  sold  may  redeem  the  same 
within  two  years  from  such  sale  by  paying  to  the 
purchaser  thereof  the  purchase  money  therefor,  with 
interest  thereon  at  the .  rate  of  thirty  per  centum  per 
annum  from  the  date  of  sale ;  and  should  the  owners 
of  such  proi)erty  fail  to  redeem  the  same  within  said 
period,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  convey 
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the  same  by  deed  to  the  parchaser,  and  this  deed 
shall  vest  in  sach  purchaser  all  the  title  which  the 
former  owner  may  have  had  to  such  real  estate. 

§  8.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  cl«rk,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  fair 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  board,  and  to  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
board.  They  may  also  appoint  a  treasurer,  prescribe 
his  duties,  and  shall  require  him  to  execute  such  bond 
as  may  be  sufficient  to  protect  the  interests  of  the 
town.  They  may  also  appoint  an  attorney  for  said  Attorney, 
town,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prosecute  all  persons 
charged  with  a  violation  of  the  ordinances  of  said 
town,  and  the  board  may  agree  with  said  attorney  as 
to    his    compensation.    They    may    appoint    special  Poucemen. 

policemen,  and  invest  them  with  the  x)ower8  of  peace 
officers,  and  prescribe  their  duties.  They  may  estab-  work-housc, 
lish  a  work-house,  and  appoint  a  warden  or  keeper 
thereof.  They  may  appoint  such  other  officers  as  may 
be  necessary  in  said  town,  and  may  prescribe  their 
duties.  All  officers  appointed  by  said  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
board. 

§9.  The  judicial  powers  of  said  corporation  shall  pouce  court, 
be  vested  in  and  exercised  by  a  court,  to  be  styled  the 
"Owenton  Police  Court,"  which  shall  be  held  by  the 
police  judge  of  said  town,  under  the  style  of  the 
*' Judge  of  the  Owenton  Police  Court."  A  regular  Term, 
term  of  said  court  for  the  trial  of  civil  actions  shall 
be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in  each  month  of  the 
year;  and  said  police  judge  shall  hold  a  regular 
monthly  term  of  said  court  for  the  trial  of  penal  and 
criminal  causes  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  him  and  noted 
of  record  in  the  order-book  of  said  court ;  but  he  may 
hold  a  court  at  any  time  for  the  trial  of  such  causes. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  police  judge  to  issue  his 
warrant  for  the  arrest  of  any  person  upon  affidavits 
being  filed  that  such  person  is  guilty,  or  that  there 
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are  grounds  for  so  believing  him  guilty  of  a  violation 
of  any  ordinance  of  said  town. 

§  10.  Said  police  jndge,  as  judge  of  said  court,  shall 
Penal  jurisdic-  havB  excIusive  jurisdiction  of  all  offenses  against  the 
ordinances  of  said  town ;  may  hold  examining  courts^ 
and  he  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  in  all  penal 
cases  as  that  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  Owen 
county;  he  may  take  recognizances  and  bail  bonds 
for  appearance  in  any  case  in  his  said  court,  and  the 
collection  of  such  recognizance  or  bail  bond  may  be 
enforced  in  said  court. 

§  11.  Said  police  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all 
Civil  jurisdiction  civil  actions  or  motions  for  the  recovery  of  money  or 
personal  property,  either  at  law  or  in  equity,  within 
the  county  of  Owen,  in  which  the  matter  in  contro- 
versy, exclusive  of  interest  and  coats,  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  12.  Whef^ever  the  jurisdiction  of  said  police  court

courts,  a  tax  of  fifty  cents  shall  be  paid*  to  said  po- 
lice judge  for  the  purpose  and  under  the  same  condi- 
tions as  when  such  taxes  are  paid  to  circuit  court 
clerks,  and  shall  be  accounted  for  in  the  same  maU'- 
ner.  In  all  such  actions  the  fees  of  the  police  judge 
shall  be  the  same  as  those  allowed  by  law  to  circuit 
court  clerks  for  similar  services,  and  the  fees  of  the 
officer  executing  the  process  shall  be  the  same  a» 
those  allowed  by  law  to  sheriffs  for  similar  services  ; 
and  in  taxing  as  costs  the  fees  of  officers  and  attor- 
neys in  all  such  actions,  the  same  rules  of  law  which 
apply  to  and  govern  clerks  of  circuit  courts  shall 
apply  to  and  govern  said  police  judge.

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same  as  those  allowed  by  law  to  constables  for  similar 
services. 

§  13.  Said  Owenton  i)olice  court  shall  be  a  court 
of  record.  Said  police  judge  shall  act  as  clerk  of  said 
court.  He  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  all  its  proceed- 
ings in  suitable  books  to  be  furnished  by  the  town  of 
Owenton,  and  duly  certified  copies  of  the  records  of 
said  court  may  be  given  in  evidence  in  the  other 
courts  of  this  State.  Said  police  judge  shall  have  Attachments  in- 
power  similar  to  a  justice  of  the  peace  to  grant  at-^^''"''"'* 
tachments,  injunctions,  restraining  orders  and  other 
provisional  remedies ;  he  may  issue  any  and  all  pro- 
cess, precepts  and  other  instruments  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  judgments  or  orders  of  said  court, 
and  may  enforce  obedience  to  the  same.

§  18.  The  marshal  of  said  town  shall  be  a  voter  and  U;|J|^'»  **"»**- 
a  resident  therein,  and  he  may,  by  and  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  board  of  trastees,  appoint  a  deputy,  who 
&all  have  the  same  powers  and  perform  the  same 
duties  as  the  marshal.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  thei>uti«s. 
marshal  to  execute  all  orders,  notices,  etc. ,  issued  by 
the  board  of  trastees  ;  to  attend  all  regular  and  other 
terms  of  the  police  court  held  for  the  trial  of  penal 
causes ;  to  execute  all  warrants  or  other  process ;  also 
any  order  or  capias  issued  from  the  Owenton  police 
court  in  any  prosecution  for  a  violation  of  any  of  the

Before  entering 
upon  his  duties,  the  marshal  shall  take  the  oath  pre- 
scribed by  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  and  shall, 
before  the  board  of  trustees,  execute  a  bond  with  good  Give  bond. 
security,  conditioned  that  he  will  well  and  faithfully 
perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  that  he  will  pay 
over  and  account  for  all  taxes  and  all  other  moneys 
collected  by  himself  or  deputy  upon  any  execution, 
order  of  court,  or  of  the  board  of  trustees,  or  on  any 
capias,  execution  or  other  process,  or  which  may  other- 
wise be  collected  as  marshal,  to  the  proper  person  or

§  20.  Any  officer  authorized  by  this  act  to  execute 
any  process  requiring  bail,  shall  have  i)ower  to  take 
such  bail. 

§  21.  All  process  issued  by  said  police  judge  shaU 
be  in  the  name  of  the  ^^  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky," 
and  all  prosecutions  for  a  violation  of  the  ordinances 
of  said  town  or  of  the  laws  within  its  limits,  shall  be 
carried  on  in  the  name  of  the  ''Town  of  Owenton "  as 
plaintiff. 

§  22.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of 
member  of  the  board  of  trustees  or  police  judge  of 
said  town,  unless  he  shall  have  been  a  voter  and  resi- 
dent of  said  town  at  least  one  year  next  before  his 
election  or  appointment ;  nor  shall  any  office  of  said 
town  be  held  by  any  person  not  a  resident  and  voter 
therein. 

§  23.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  re- 
spective offices  the  members  of  the  board  of  trustees 
and  the  police  judge  shall  take  the  oath  prescribed 
by  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  and  the  police 
judge  shall  also  take  an  oath  similar  to  that  required 
by  law  to  be  taken  by  county  judges.  The  police 
judge  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor  npon 
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the  certificate  of  his  election  or  appointment  from 
the  chairman  and  clerk  of  the  board  of  trastees. 
Said  police  judge  shall  also  execute  before  the  clerk 
of  the  Owen  county  court  a  bond  similar  to  that  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  executed  by  county  judges. 

§  24.  A  vacancy  in  the  office  of  member  of  the  board 
of  trustees  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  re- 
maining members  of  the  board  until  the  next  regular 
election  for  trustees.  A  vacancy  in  the  office  of  i)o-  vacancy  pouce 
lice  judge  of  said  town  shall  be  filled  by  appointment^" 
by  the  board  of  trustees  until  the  next  regular  elec- 
tioD  for  police  judge,  and  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
marshal  shall  be  filled  in  like  manner  until  the  next 
regular  election  for  town  marshal. 

§  2d.  All  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  re-  ceneni  lawi. 
lating  to  cities  and  towns,  and  not  inconsistent  with 
this  act,  shall  apply  to  the  town  of  Owenton  and  the 
Owenton  police  court. 

§26.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  coming  within  the 
purview  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  27.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  *and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER   467. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of 
Oliugow,  in  Barren  county,  and  repeal  the  present  charter  of  the  city 
of  Glasgow." 

Be  it  endcted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUJi  qf  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  10  of  article  6  of  an  act,  entitled 
*'An  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Glasgow,  and  to 
repeal  the  present  charter  of  the  city  of  Glasgow," 
approved  April  7,  1882,  be  amended  by  adding  thereto 
the  following :  ^'And  said  town  shall  pay  the  jailer's 
fees  for  keeping  and  dieting  all  prisoners  confined  by 
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the  Glasgow  city  court  for  a  fine,  or  imprisonment  for 
violations  of  the  law  mthin  said  town  limits." 

§3.  All  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby- 
repealed. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  468. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Lawrenceburg  Colored  Cemetery  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Thomas  Burras,  H.  C.  Harris,  Matt.  EUi- 
sien,  Henry  Brown,  and  General  Carter,  and  their 
successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a 
body- corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Lawrenceburg  Colored  Cemetery  Company;  and  by 
that  name  they  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  use  a  common  seal, 
make  all  necessary  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for 
its  government  not  inconsistent  with  the  law  and  the 
provisions  hereof,  and  to  do  such  other  things  as  are 
incident  to  such  a  corporation  and  necessary  to  effect 
the  object  and  purpose  thereof,  which  is  to  provide  a 
suitable  and  permanent  cemetery  near  Lawrencebui^, 
in  Anderson  county,  Kentucky,  for  the  burial  of  the 
colored  dead. 

§  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  take, 
acquire  and  hold,  by  purchase,  gift  or  devise,  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  any  quantity  of  land  in  Anderson 
county,  near  Lawrenceburg,  Kentucky,  not  exceeding 
twenty  acres,  and  receive  a  conveyance  of  the  same  in 
its  corporate  name;  which  land,  when  so  conveyed, 
shall  be  held  by  said  corporation  for  a  cemetery,  and 
shall  never  be  alienated  or  used  by  said  corporation 
for  any  other  purpose ;  and  said  land  and  its  appur-

tenances  shall  be  forever  free  and  exempt  from  all 
execationSy  attachments  and  other  legal  process,  and 
from  any  charge,  liability  or  assignment  to  or  for  any 
pnblic  purpose  inconsistent  with  its  use  as  a  ceme- 
tery, to  which  purpose  and  use  it  is  hereby  forever 
dedicated. 

§  3.  Said  corporation  shall  cause  a  plat  or  plan  to  be 
made  of  the  land  so  acquired  by  it,  dividing  said  land 
into  avenues,  walks  and  burial  lots,  and  designating 
said  avenues  and  walks  by  name,  and  said  burial  lots 
by  number,  which  plat  or  plan  shall  be  recorded  on 
the  books  of  said  corporation.  After  said  land  is 
thus  laid  off,  the  corporation  shall  have  power  to  sell 
said  burial  lots,  in  such  manner  and  on  such  terms  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  directors  of  said 
corporation. 

§  4.  Each  owner  of  a  lot  in  said  cemetery,  upon  the 
production  of  a  receipt  in  full  for  the  price  of  the  lot 
purchased  by  him  from  the  acting  treasurer  of  the  cor- 
poration, shall  be  entitled  to  a  conveyance  of  said  lot» 
which  conveyance  shall  be  made  by  a  certificate  of 
the  board  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  the^ 
corporation,  si)ecifying  that  such  purchaser  is  the 
owner  of  such  lot  or  lots,  which  certificate  shall  be  re- 
corded in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Anderson  county 
court ;  and  such  certificate  shall  invest  the  fee-simple 
right  and  title  in  and  to  such  lot  or  lots  in  the  pur- 
chaser, his  heirs  or  assigns,  forever,  and  shall  have  the 
same  effect  for  all  legal  purposes  as  deeds  duly  exe- 
cuted and  recorded  ;  but  said  lots  shall  be  held  by  the 
purchasers  thereof  subject  to  the  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  of  the  corporation  and  its  board  of  direct- 
ors ;  and  said  lots  shall  never  be  used  by  the  pur- 
chaser for  any  other  purpose  than  that  of  burial  lots, 
and  if  applied  to  any  other  purpose,  the  right  and  title 
thereof  shall  revert  to  the  corporation. 

§  5.  Each  person  receiving  a  certificate  as  aforesaid 
for  one  or  more  of  said  lots  shall  thereby  become  and 
be  considered  thereafter  amember  of  said  corporation^ 
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and  he  or  she  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  in  all  meet- 
ings of  the  corporation. 

§  6.  The  affairs  and  business  of  the  corporation  shall 
be  managed  by  a  board  of  five  directors,  all  of  whom 
shall  be  lot-owners  in  said  cemetery.  The  board  of 
directors  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  members  of 
the  corporation,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
They  shall  choose  a  president  out  of  their  number. 
They  may  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  who 
shall  give  such  bond  as  they  may  require  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duty.  All  vacancies  in 
said  board  of  directors  shall  be  filled  by  appointment 
of  the  president  of  the  board. 

§  7.  The  board  of  directors  shall  make  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations,  as  they  may  deem  proper  for 
calling  and  conducting  their  meetings  and  for  the 
transaction  of  their  business  and  duties.  They  shall 
have  control  of  all  the  business  transactions  of  the 
-corporation ;  shall  collect  and  expend  for  the  corpo- 
ration all  money ;  shall  have  complete  control  of  the 
-cemetery  grounds  and  other  property;  shall  have 
power  to  inclose,  improve,  embellish,  and  to  adorn 
the  cemetery  grounds,  and  to  prescribe  rules  for  in- 
closing, adorning,  and  erecting  monuments  or  vaults 
upon  the  cemetery  lots  by  purchasers. 

§  8.  The  persons  hereinbefore  named  as  incorpora- 
tors shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  directors  of  the 
corporation. 

§  9.  If  any  person  shall  wiUfully  and  without  law- 
ful authority  violate  any  of  the  graves  of  the  dead,  or 
deface  or  remove  any  of  the  tombstones,  monuments, 
or  inclosures,  or  cut,  break,  or  injure  any  tree,  shrub, 
plant,  or  other  ornament  of  said  cemetery,  he  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  besides  being 
liable  to  the  corporation,  or  to  the  owner  of  the  lot, 
for  the  damage  or  injury  done,  he  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  for 
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'each  offense,  ai)oii  conviction  in  any  court  having  ju- 
risdiction thereof. 

§  10.  The  secretary  shall  keep  in  a  well-bound  book, 
kept  for  the  purpose,  a  full  and  accurate  account  of 
all  business  meetings  of  the  company — a  record  of  the 
sales  and  transfer  of  lots. 

§  11.  Purchasers  of  lots  shall  be  required  to  pay 
<»8h,  or  furnish  approved  security  for  deferred  pay- 
ments, before  any  interments  are  made  on  their  lots. 

§  13.  All  money  realized  from  the  sale  of  lots,  or 
profits  received  from  any  source  whatever,  shall  be 
devoted  forever  and  exclusively  to  the  purpose  of  in- 
dosing,  protecting,  and  ornamenting  the  cemetery 
grounds,  except  such  sums  as  may  be  appropriated 
for  necessary  pay  of  officers  and  keeper. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
^lAd  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  469. 

A.N  ACT  to  inoorporate  Chestnut  Grove  Church,  in  Johnson  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assernbly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky ; 

§  1.  That  G.  W.  Butler,  W.  J.  McKinza  and  W.  B. 
Rice,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  *' Trustees  of 
Chestnut  Grove  Church,"  in  Johnson  county,  Ken- 
tucky, and  they  and  their  successors  created  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate  ;  and  by  the  name  and  style  of 
*' Trustees  of  Chestnut  Grove  Church"  shall  have  per- 
petual succession  and  corporate  existence,  with  full 
power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  acquire  and  hold, 
for  the  benefit  of  said  church,  by  purchase,  gift, 
devise,  lease  or  otherwise,  real  and  personal  estate  ; 
to  manage  and  control  the  same,  receive  all  convey- 
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ances  thereof,  to  sell,  convey  and  dispose  of  all  sach 
property  that  they  may  thus  acquire,  or  that  said 
church  now  owns,  and  to  make  full  and  perfect  title 
thereto  to  the  purchaser,  and  reinvest  the  proceeds 
thereof  in  such  real  or  personal  estate  for  the  use  of 
said  church  as  they  may  deem  proper.  A  space  of 
two  hundred  yards  square  around  the  house  belong- 
ing to  said  church  is  hereby  fixed  and  set  apart  as 
the  corporate  limits  of  said  church. 

§  2.  Said  trustees  shall  continue  in  office  for  two 
years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qual- 
ified. Trustees  of  said  church  shall  be  elected  bi- 
ennially by  the  members  thereof,  at  some  regular 
business  meeting  to  be  fixed  by  said  members.  Such 
trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  choose  from  their 
own  body  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  and 
to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body  until  the  next  reg- 
ular election. 

§  3.  AH  money  belonging  to  said  church,  or  debts  or 
evidences  of  debts  due  same,  shall  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  said  trustees,  and  shall  be  invested  or  paid 
out  by  them  as  directed  by  order  made  at  some  regu- 
lar business  meeting  of  the  members  of  said  church  ; 
and  no  money  shall  be  paid  out  except  on  such  order, 
signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the 
secretary  of  said  board  of  trustees. 

§  4.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  said  board  of 
trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  any  business  which  they  are  empowered  by  this- 
act  to  do.  They  shall  have  the  power  to  establish^ 
amend  or  repeal  such  by-laws,  rules  and  ordinances^ 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  supervision  and 
government  of  the  financial  and  fiscal  affairs  of  said 
church :  Provided^  however^  That  such  rules,  by-laws 
and  ordinances,  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  charter,  or  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  5.  Said  trustees,  before  entering  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties,  shall  take  an  oath  to  duly  and 
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faithfally   perform   the  same  to  the  best  of   their 
ability. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  470. 

AN  ACT    io  incorporate  the   Cojne  &  Solar  Detective    Agency,  in 

Campbell  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com" 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  Thomas  Coyne  and  Stephen  Solar,  their 
associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
•created  a  body-corporate,  under  the  name  and  style 
•of  the  Coyne  &  Solar  Detective  Agency  ;  and  by  said 
name  and  style  shall  have  the  power  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  all  the 
powers  incident  to  such  corporation. 

§  2.  That  the  principal  place  of  business  of  said 
•corporation  shall  be  in  the  city  of  Newport,  Ken- 
tucky. 

§  3.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to 
employ  a^nts  in  the  transaction  of  its  said  business : 
Provided,  however^  Before  the  said  agents  shall  pro- 
^;eed  to  act  they  shall  be  duly  appointed  by  the  county 
judge  of  Campbell  county,  Kentucky,  for  a  term  of 
four  years ;  and  further,  before  entering  upon  their 
duties  they  shall  be  first  duly  sworn  by  some  court  or 
justice  of  the  peace  that  they  will  faithfully  discharge 
the  duties  of  their  office :  Provided  further,  That  be- 
fore said  agents  shall  proceed  to  act,  they  shall  exe- 
cute bond  before  the  county  judge  of  Campbell  county 
to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  in  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  to  faithfully  i)erform  all  their  duties 
and  pay  over  all  moneys  that  may  come  to  their  hands 
as  such  agents. 
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§  4.  The  said  agents  shall  have  the  right  to  go  into 
the  county  of  Campbell  for  the  purpose  of  appre- 
hending and  arresting  any  liaw-breaker  against  the 
criminal  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  crim- 
inals from  other  States  fleeing  into  Campbell  county^ 
and  to  recover  any  moneys  or  property  obtained  by 
such  persons  against  the  criminal  law  of  this  or  other 
States ;  and  they  shall  have  the  samie  powers  to  re- 
cover such  moneys  or  property  as  sheriffs  or  oon« 
stables  have. 

§  5.  That  the  said  corporation,  through  its  aforesaid 
agents,  shall  have  the  privilege,  and  it  is  incorporated 
for  the  express  purpose,  of  discovering  and  recover- 
ing any  property  or  other  thing  that  may  have  beea 
stolen,  embezzled,  obtained  by  false  pretenses,  by  any 
artifice  or  trick,  as  in  any  other  way,  against  the  crim- 
inal laws  of  Kentucky  or  other  States,  and  of  appre- 
hending and  arresting  the  felon  or  wrong-doer  guilty 
of  so  obtaining  said  property  or  other  thing. 

§  6.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  this  act  shall  take 
'  effect  from  and  after  its  passage,  and  shall  apply  only 
to  the  county  of  Campbell.

CHAPTER  471. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *^  An  act  levying  and  imposing  a 
tax  on  the  dogs  of  Boone  county,  and  providing  for  its  collection  and 
appropriation  to  the  payment  of  losses  by  the  owners  of  sheep  in  said 
county,  occasioned  by  dogs  killing  and  injuring  sheep." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Corr^ 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  levying  and  im- 
posing a  tax  on  the  dogs  of  Boone  county,  and 
providing  for  its  collection  and  appropriation  to  the 
payment  of  losses  by  the  owners  of  sheep  in  said 
county,    occasioned   by    dogs    killing   and    injuring 
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sheep,"  approved  January  28,  1884,  be  amended  as 
follows:  That  so  much  of  said  act  as  relates  to  the 
appointment  of  a  receiver  of  said  fund,  and  defining 
his  powers,  duties  and  compensation,  be  repealed  ;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  on  or 
before  the  first  of  January  in  each  year,  to  deposit  the 
whole  amount  of  tax  collected  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  in  the  preceding  year  in  the  Boone  County 
Deposit  Bank,  at  Burlington,  to  the  credit  of  the  sheep 
fund,  and  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Boone  county 
court  of  claims,  and  to  be  paid  out  by  them  as  directed 
by  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  original  act. 

§  2.  That  section  fourteen  of  said  act  be  amended  by 
adding  thereto  the  following  words :  Provided^  how- 
eoer^  That  if  said  funds  are  insufficient  to  pay  the  total 
amount  of  claims  and  costs  arising  in  any  year,  then 
the  balance  of  each  claim,  after  paying  the  proratable 
part  thereof,  as  authoiized  by  this  section,  shall  be 
held  and  deemed  to  be  a  good  and  valid  claim  against 
the  fund  collected  under  this  act,  in  the  succeeding 
year  or  years,  and  shall  be  first  paid  out  of  the  same. 
§  3.  That  section  twenty-two  of  said  act  is  hereby 
repealed. 

§  4.  The  provisions  of  this  amending  act  shall  apply 
to  all  claims  now  pending  against  said  fund,  which 
were  presented  on  or  before  the  10th  of  January^ 
1888,  for  losses  occurring  in  the  year  preceding  that 
date,  and  which  have  been  presented  to  the  court  of 
claims  of  said  county,  buc  not  paid  in  full  by  them, 
and  were  due  or  are  to  become  due  on  the  first  of 
Pebraary,  1888,  and  to  all  that  may  hereafter  be  pre- 
sented. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and. 
after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  472. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  prohibit  hones,  malei 
and  hogs  from  running  at  large  on  turnpike  roads  in  Bath  county." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tJie  Com- 
monweaUh  of  KerUtLcky : 

§  1«  That  the  first  section  of  said  act  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  That  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  i)erson  or  persons  to  permit  or  allow  their  horses, 
mules,  hogs  or  stock  cattle  to  run  at  large  upon  any 
of  the  turnpike  roads  in  that  part  of  Bath  county 
lying  and  being  west  of  Slate  creek,  in  said  county : 
Proi^ided^  Tvowener^  That  there  is  excepted  from  the 
operation  of  this  act  all  milk  cows  and  suckling 
calves. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
;and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  473. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  lessees  of  the  New  Liberty  Branch 
Turnpike  Road  and  the  Owenton  and  New  Liberty  Turnpike  Bead,  of 
Owen  county. 

Whereas,  The  New  Liberty  Branch  Turnpike  Road 
and  the  New  Liberty  and  Owenton  Turnpike  Road  in- 
tersected each  other  at  a  point  within  less  than  a  half 
mile  of  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  New  Lib- 
erty, Owen  county,  Kentucky ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Tnonwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  New  Liberty  Branch  Turnpike  Road 
Company  and  Sallie  G.  Revill,  the  lessee  thereof,  and 
New  Liberty  and  Owenton  Turnpike  Company  and  E. 
Bishop,  the  lessee  thereof,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
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authorized  to  erect,  operate,  and  maintain  a  toll-gate 
at  the  said  point  of  intersection  of  said  two  roads  for 
the  parpose  of  collecting  tolls  on  either  or  both  of 
said  roads. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  474. 

AK  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Daniel  L.  Cunningham,  Fred.  Burch  and 

Wm.  C.  Williams,  of  Grant  county. 

Whereas,  Daniel  L.  Cnnningham,  Fred.  Barch  and 
Wm.  C.  Williams,  of  Grant  county,  Kentucky,  were 
regularly  and  legally  enrolled  and  enlisted  under  the 
laws  of  this  State  and  the  United  States,  as  members 
of  the  32d  Kentucky  Infantry  ;  and  whereas,  the  said 
Cunningham  was  duly  elected  and  commissioned  cap- 
tain of  Company  B,  of  said  regiment,  on  the day 

of ,  1862,  and  the  said  Burch  and  Williams  were 

at  the  same  time  elected  and  commissioned  as  first 
and  second  lieutenants  respectively  of  said  company ; 
and  whereas,  before  the  said  company  was  regularly 
mustered  into  the  United  States'  service,  to  wit,  on  the 

day  of ,  1863,  the  said  regiment  was  consoli 

dated  with  the  43d  Kentucky  Infantry,  and  said  com- 
pany merged  and  consolidated  with  certain  companies 
therein ;  and  whereas,  the  said  Cunningham,  Burch 
and  Williams,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  said  consoli- 
dation, resigned  their  said  commissions  and  offices, 
and  returned  to  their  homes  ;  and  whereas,  they  have 
never  been  paid  for  their  services  during  the  time  they 
held  said  commissions,  and  were  in  the  active  service 
of  the  State  ;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Asseinbly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  Adjutant-General  is  hereby  authorized 
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and  reqaested  to  examine  and  audit  the  claims  of  the 
said  D.  L.  Canningham,  P.  Baroh  and  Wm.  C.  Wil- 
liams for  said  services,  and  if  found  to  be  meritorious^ 
to  certify  the  amount  found  to  be  dae  to  each  of  them 
to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  who  shall  there- 
upon draw  his  warrants  in  their  favor  upon  the  Treas- 
urer for  the  sums  so  certified  to  be  due. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  A^djutant-GreneraU 
as  soon  as  the  said  claims  have  been  paid,  to  take  such 
steps  as  may  be  necessary  and  legal  to  secure  the  re- 
imbursement of  said  sums  from  the  United  States 
Government,  and  to  turn  the  same  over  to  the  Auditor 
as  soon  as  collected. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Cemetery  Company  of  Viola  Lodge,  So, 

278,  at  Burlington. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  O.  P.  Conner,  D.  M.  Hewitt,  W.  E.  Piper, 
Incorporators.  J.  G.  Pumish,  Thomas  O.  Cowen,  Richard  White, 
and  W.  L.  Riddell,  and  their  associates,  members  of 
Viola  Lodge,  number  two  hnndred  and  seventy-eight. 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  of  Burlington, 
Boone  county,  Kentucky,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name 
Corporate  name,  aud  stylc  of  thc  Cemetery  Company  of  Viola  Lodge, 
number  two  hundred  and  seventy -eight,  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  by  that  name  said  corpo- 
ration shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be 
able  and  capable  in  law  to  have  and  use  a  common 
seal ;  but  no  act  or  contract  of  the  company  shall  be 
void  for  want  of  a  seal ;  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
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with,  to  sae  and  be  saed,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  coarts  of  this  Com- 
monwealth and  elsewhere.  They  shall  have  power  to  Acauire  ten  acres 
purchase  any  quantity  of  land  in  the  county  of  Boone,.*" ' 
not  exceeding  ten  acres,  and  receive  a  conveyance 
therefor,  with  such  covenants  of  warranty  as  they 
may  deem  proper. 

§  2.  The  land  and  appurtenances,  when  conveyed  to  j.and  held  soieiy 
said  corporation,  shall  be  held  solely  and  exclusively  ^^  **"*"  *'^' 
for  a  cemetery  and  ornamental  grounds,  and  shall 
never  be  alienated,  sold  or  used  for  any  other  purpose 
whatever ;  but  any  portion  of  the  ground  not  laid  off 
may  be  sold  or  used  in  a  manner  not  inconsistent  with 
the  reverence  and  respect  due  to  a  cemetery  ;  and  the 
said  lodge,  by  a  majority  of  its  members  present  at 
any  regular  meeting,  may,  by  a  motion,  the  same 
having  been  submitted,  in  writing,  and  laid  over  one 
week,  sell  or  use  any  portion  of  said  ground  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  stated;  and  after  the  grounds 
shall  be  fully  paid  for,  no  part  thereof  shall  ever  be 
sabject  to  sale,  by  virtue  of  mortgage  or  judgment, 
execution  or  decree,  for  any  cause  whatever. 

§  3.  Said  lodge  may  receive  and  take,*  by  devise  or  ornamenting 
bequest,  any  property  or  other  things  granted,  devised  *""*  *^""^^'"*' 
or  bequeathed  for  the  improvement,  ornamenting  and 
beautifying  of  said  cemetery  and  grounds  in  accord- 
ance with  the  bequest :  Provided,  It  does  not  interfere 
with  the  charter  or  any  by-law  connected  with  it ;  and 
any  grounds  that  may  hereafter  be  purchased  or  re- 
ceived sliall  be  laid  out  to  harmonize  with  the  present 
plan. 

§  4.  The  affairs  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed  Board  trustees. 
by  a  board  of  trustees,  consisting  of  live  members  of 
Viola  Lodge,  number  two  hundred  and  seventy-eight, 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  to  be  elected  by 
ballot,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  shall  elect ;  How  elected. 
and  should  any  of  the  five  trustees  named  in  this  act 
refuse  to  qualify,  as  hereinafter  stated,  within  thirty 
days,  after  the  approval  of  this  act,  the  lodge  shall  fill

named  trustees  shall  hold  their  office  from  the  ap- 
proval of  this  act  nntil  the  last  regular  meeting  of 
Viola  Lodge,  number  two  hundred  and  seventy-eight, 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  in  the  month  of 
June,  1888 ;  and  on  that  day,  and  every  year  thereafter, 
their  successors,  five  in  number,  shall  be  elected ;  bat 
if,  in  any  event,  the  election  should  not  be  held  at  said 
meeting,  then  it  is  to  be  held  at  the  first  regular  meet- 
ing of  said  lodge  thereafter. 

§  5.  Each  trustee,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  shall  make  oath  in  Viola  Lodge,  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  members  assembled,  that  he  will  faith- 
fully discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  will  not  be 
influenced  in  his  conduct  by  sectarian  or  political  par- 
tialities.

§  7.  The  secretary  shall  give  bond,  with  approved 
security,  for  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands 
by  virtue  of  his  office ;  he  shall  pay  all  moneys  re- 
ceived by  him  as  secretary  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  he  shall  sign  all  drafts  for 
money  on  the  treasurer,  the  same  having  been  ordered 
by  the  board  of  trustees,  and  signed  by  the  president, 
and  keep  a  record  of  all  proceedings  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  keeping  copies  of  sales  of  lots  in  a  record- 
book  kept  for  that  purpose  ;  and  it  shall  be  his  daty 
to  make  out  semi-annual  reports  June  the  thirtieth, 
and  December  the  thirty-first^  of  each  and  every  year, 
or  as  often  as  the  lodge  may  require,  and  the  same

a  book  kept  by  the  lodge  for  that  purpose,  in  and 
under  the  control  of  the  secretary  of  said  lodge. 

§  8.  The  treasurer  shall  give  bond,  with  approved  Treasurer. 
security,  for  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands 
by  virtue  of  his  office,  and  pay  all  drafts  for  money 
upon  him  when  properly  signed  by  the  president  and 
secretary,  and  the  seal  of  the  incorporation  imprinted 
on  same  ;  it  will  be  his  duty  to  make  out  semi-annual 
reports,  June  the  thirtieth  and  December  the  thirty- 
first,  of  each  year,  to  said  lodge ;  and  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  make  a  statement  of  the  financial  condition 
of  the  corporation  to  the  board  of  trustees,  or  to 
Viola  Lodge,  number  two  hundred  and  seventy-eight, 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  whenever  called 
upon. 

§  9.  Sale  of  lots.  Any  purchaser  failing  to  pay  the  saie  of  lots. 
contract  price  for  a  lot  or  lots  bargained  for  within 
the  space  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  such  contract, 
shall  forfeit  all  claims  to  tjie  same,  and  the  lot  or  lots, 
with  all  improvements  thereon,  shall  revert  to  the  cor- 
poration and  be  held  as  never  sold.  If  any  interments 
have  been  made  in  any  such  lot  or  lots,  the  trustees 
shall  have  power  to  remove  or  cause  the  bodies  to  be 
removed  to  any  public  ground  kept  for  burial  pur- 
poses, or  to  a  place  set  apart  for  that  purpose  in  said 
cemetery :  Promded^  That  the  trustees  shall  give  a 
written  notice  to  the  person  or  persons  in  whose  name 
such  lot  or  lots  are  purchased  of  at  least  thirty  days 
before  such  action ;  and  if  such  person  or  persons  can 
not  be  found,  then  said  notice  is  to  be  posted  in  said 
lot  or  lots  for  sixty  days. 

§  10.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  be  held  personally 
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responsible  for  all  purchase  money  for  lots :  Provided^ 
They  sell  to  or  allow  an  Irresponsible  person  to  bury 
their  dead  in  a  lot  before  the  payment  of  said  lot  is 
secured. 
§11.  When  a  burial  lot  is  purchased  the  trustees, 
Purchaser's  cer-or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  give  the  purchaser  a  cer- 

tificate. 

tificate  therefor,  which  he  may  have  recorded  by  the 
Boone  county  clerk  on  the  record  of  deeds  in  his 
office,  and  it  shall  be  held  as  a  deed ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees,  before  making  any 
permanent  improvement,  to  submit  the  same  to  the 
lodge  for  its  approval,  they  having  giving  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  kind  of  improvement  to  be  done, 
and  also  the  cost  of  same.  The  statement  shall  be 
read  in  open  lodge,  and  after  reading  shall  lay  over 
one  week,  and  if  then  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  present,  the  statement  shall  be  signed  by 
the  noble  grand  and  the  secretary.  The  secretary  of 
the  lodge  shall  hand  same  to  the  president  of  the 
board  of  trustees;  but  before  proceeding  with  said 
improvements,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president 
to  see  that  there  is  a  written  contract  setting  forth 
plainly  the  work  to  be  done  and  the  cost  of  the  same  ; 
and  the  parties  so  contracting  shall  give  good  secur- 
ity for  the  faithfal  performance  of  his  or  their  con- 
tract ;  and  in  the  event  of  partial  payments  for  work 
so  done,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  retain  thirty  per 
centum  of  the  estimate  of  work  done  until  the  work 
is  completed  according  to  contract  and  approved  by 
the  board  of  trustees ;  and  in  no  case  shall  they  con- 
tract to  have  any  work  done  unless  there  is  sufficient 
money  in  the  treasury  to  pay  for  same. 

§  12.  The  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  lots 
shall  be  first  applied  to  the  refunding  of  any  money 
advanced  or  owing  on  the  purchase  of  the  land,  or  on 
the  improving  of  the  grounds,  or  on  any  fixture  or 
structuie  thereon  belonging  to  the  company.  All  such 
money  not  necessary  for  said  purposes  shall  be  paid 
over  by  the  trustees  to  the  lodge,  retaining  a  suffi- 
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ciency  at  all  times  in  the  trustees'  hands  to  keep  the 
groands  secarely  inclosed,  and  in  proper  condition  for 
cemetery  purposes. 

§  13.  The  title  of  lots  parchased  may  be  transferred  Tide  to  lots, 
under  such  rales  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  pre- 
scribe by  their  by-laws,  but  in  no  other  manner ;  if 
not  transferred  by  the  grantee,  shall  descend  and  pass 
as  other  real  estate  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  herein 
prescribed.  Whenever  an  attempt  is  made  to  use  any 
lot  for  other  than  burial  purposes,  the  title  thereto 
shall  revert  to  the  corporation. 

§  14.  Each  lot-holder  shall  have  access  to  his  lot  at  Have  accrts  to 
any  time  for  burial  purposes,  and  on  other  occasions,  ""'' 
subject  only  to  such  reasonable  restrictions  as  the 
company  may  believe  necessary  for  the  proper  ji:overn- 
ment,  good  order  and  protection  of  the  property ;  and  ornamentation. 
he  may  adorn  and  beautify  his  lot  with  such  monu- 
ments, shrubbery  and  evergreens,  etc.,   as  may  be shmbbery. 
suitable  and  appropriate  to  such  places,  but  shall 
plant  no  tree  or  other  thing  upon  his  lot  of  a  noxious 
or  poisonous  character,  or  by  its  na  ture  is  of  such  a 
growth  as  to  injure,  by  shading  or  falling  or  otherwise, 
any  tombstone,   monument  or  other  structure  upon  Protection  or 
said  grounds  or  any  lot  therein ;  and  the  company  may  *°" 
cause  all  such  things  to  be  removed  from  the  grounds ; 
and  no  lot  shall  be  inclosed  to  itself  in  said  grounds 
except  by  consent  of  the  corporation,  and  in  such  a 
manner  as  it  may  agree  to. 

§  16.  Viola  Lodge,  number  two  hundred  and  seventy-  By-iaws. 
eight,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  may  make 
any  by-law  it  may  deem  necessary  and  proper  for  the 
government  of  the  corporation,  not  inconsistent  with 
this  charter  and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky ; 
and  the  trustees  of  this  -corporation  shall  abide  by  and 
act  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  made  for  the  cor- 
poration by  the  said  lodge ;  and  in  the  event  Viola 
Ix)dge  should,  from  any  cause,  lose  her  charter  as  a 
lodge,  and  thereby  cause  these  grounds  to  come  under 
the  control  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Independent  Order 
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of  Odd  Fellows  of  Kentacky,  then  the  said  Grand 
Lodge  of  Kentacky  shall  conduct  the  affairs  of  these 
grounds  in  accordance  with  these  articles  of  incor- 
poration, and  the  grand  master  of  the  State  shall 
appoint  a  committee  of  five  citizens  of  Burlington, 
Boone  county,  Kentucky,  to  take  charge  of  said  cem- 
etery, to  be  governed  and  controlled  by  these  articles 
of  incorporation  and  the  by-laws  of  same.

CHAPTER  476. 

AN  ACT  forbidding  the  sale  or  gift  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt 
liquors,  or  any  mixture  thereof,  directly  or  indirectly,  on  the  day  of 
any  election,  in  Clinton  and  Cumberland  counties. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  KerUvxiky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell,  give,  loan,  or 
furnish  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  any 
mixture  thereof,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  to  any 
person  or  persons,  on  any  election  day,  either  primary, 
county,  or  State,  in  Clinton  and  Cumberland  counties. 
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§  2.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of 
the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten 
(10)  dollars  and  not  more  than  thirty  dollars. 

§3.  That  the  proceeds  of  all  fines  and  forfeitures 
arising  under  this  act  shall,  after  settling  cost,  be  paid 
to  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county 
in  which  the  offense  was  committed,  and  he  shall  ap- 
ply the  same  to  the  erecting  or  repairing  of  the  public 
school-houses  in  said  county,  as  provided  by  the  com- 
mon school  law. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  regular  practicing 
physicians  in  their  regular  course  of  practice,  or  to 
persons  administering  intoxicants  in  their  own  family 
for  medicinal  purposes,  and  does  not  apply  to  any, 
only  election  days. 

§  6.  This  to  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Spiritaal  Temple  Society  of  Louisville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AsseTribly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  KeTducky : 

§  1.  That  Edward  Earll,  Valentine  Speed,  Mrs. 
Amanda  Hawkes,  Phil.  Tomppert,  Jr.,  and  their  as- 
sociates and  successors,  are  hereby  created  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Spiritual  Temple  Society  of  Louisville ;  and  they,  with 
their  associates  and  successors,  shall  so  continue, 
and  have  perpetual  succession  ;  and  in  said  corporate 
capacity  to  make  contracts  ;  to  hold,  buy  and  sell  prop- 
erty, both  real  and  personal ;  to  contract  and  execute 
leases ;  to  take  grants,  gifts  and  legacies ;  to  make  a 
constitution  and  by-laws  for  the  government  of  the 
same,  and  to  have  a  common  seal ;  to  sue  and  be  sued

in  all  coarts  and  places ;  to  have  public  worship  and 
teachings ;  establish  local  societies ;  may  establish  ly- 
cenms  and  classes ;  may  ordain  and  appoint  teachers 
and  lecturers  and  issue  certificates  to  the  same,  and  ex- 
ercise all  other  privileges  guaranteed  to  and  conferred 
upon  churches  and  other  religious  societies  consistent 
with  the  laws  and  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
and  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.  «

CHAPTER  478. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Thomas  Bradshaw,  of  Simpson  county. 

Whereas,  Thomas  Bradshaw  did  pay  this  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, for  a  license  to  retail  intoxicating  liquors  in 
Simpson  county ;  that  he  paid  the  said  license  on  the 
twenty-fourth  day  of  March,  1886 ;  and  whereas,  the 
sale  of  said  liquors  was  prohibited  in  said  county 
after  January  1,  1887,  and  on  the  said  first  day  of 
January,  1887,  said  Thomas  Bradshaw  did  cease  to 
sell  in  said  county  in  accordance  with  said  prohibitory 
law ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Asseinbly  of  the  Com- 
vwnweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and 
the  same  is,  authorized  and  directed  to  draw  his  war- 
rant on  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  in  favor  of 
the  said  Thomas  Bradshaw  for  the  sum  of  twenty- 
three  dollars,  the  amount  due  said  Bradshaw  for  said 
unexpired  time  of  said  license. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  William  Craig. 

Whereas,  John  Hill,  alias  Davis,  was  arrested  and 
tried  for  barglary  in  the  Louisville  police  court,  and 
held  to  appear  before  the  grand  jury,  and  there  gave 
bail  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  for 
his  apppearance  in  the  circuit  court,  which  was  for- 
feited to  the  State ;  and  that  William  Craig  did  ap- 
pear as  a  witness  for  the  State  in  the  prosecution  of 
said  John  Hill,  alias  Davis,  at  the  different  trials,  at 
an  expense  to  himself  of  thirty  dollars : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Amerably  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  directed 
to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  State  Treasurer  in  favor  of 
William  Craig  for  thirty  dollars,  to  be  paid  out  of 
any  money  in  the  State  Treasury  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  Mrs.  Maaerva  Brashears  be,  aad  she  is 
hereby,  allowed  the  further  time  of  five  years,  from 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  distrain  for  and 
collect  the  outstanding  and  uncollected  fee-bills  of 
said  Manerva  and  Ezekiel  Brashears  as  clerks  afore- 
said.

10,  1878. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
ToonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment, 
having  been  ratified  by  a  majority  of  all  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  city  of  Mayfield  within  the  limits  desig- 
nated by  said  act,  at  an  election  held  under  and  in 
conformity  to  said  act,  at  the  court-house  in  said  city 
of  Mayfield,  on  the  first  Monday  in  July,  1873,  and 
every  thing  required  to  be  done  under  the  thirteenth 
section  of  said  act  having  been  complied  with,  and 
said  city  council  of  the  city  of  Mayfield  having,  under

Peter's  Church,  and 
afterwards  under  the  name  of  St.  Peter's  G-erman 
Lutheran  Church,  and  had  acquired  real  property 
under  both  of  said  names;  and  whereas,  the  society 
is  the  same  which  was  afterward  incorporated  un  ler 
the  name  of  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of 
St.  Peter's  of  Louisville,  and  doubts  have  arisen 
whether  the  said  corporation  has,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  said  act,  thB  power  to  sell  the  real  estate 
acquired  before  its  said  incorporation;  and  whereas, 
said  corporation  is  desirous  to  have  the  creed  of  its 
members  more  clearly  defined,  and  to  obtain  certain

to  exceed  in  value,  together  with  the  property  already 
owned  by  it,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars.

Title  to  property,  society  bofore  its  incorporation,  under  the  names  of 
Evangelical  Apostolical  Congregation  of  St.  Peter's 
Church  and  St.  Peter's  German  Lutheran  Church, 
and  the  legal  title  to  which  property  was  vested  in 
certain  persons  as  trustees  for  said  society,  to-wit: 
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The  lot  on  the  south  side  of  Grayson  street,  In  the  city 
of  Louisville,  beginning  fifty-five  feet  east  of  Eleventh 
street,  running  thence  eastwardly,  and  fronting  on 
Grayson  street  seventy  five  feet,  and  extending  back 
southwardly  between  lines  ranning  at  right-angles  to 
Grayson  street  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  feet  to  an 
alley,  together  with  all  baiidings  thereon,  shall  be 
vested  in  the  German  Evangelical  St.  Petri  Congrega- 
tion of  Louisville,  for  the  use  of  the  persons  who  may 
now  be  members  thereof,  and  of  those  who  may  here- 
after  become  members,  as  long  as  they  shall  remain 
such  members  for  the  purpose  of  worshiping  God 
and  of  religious  instruction,  according  to  the  Evan- 
gelical creed  as  hereinbelow  more  fully  defined. 

§  3.  No  one  shall  become  or  remain  a  member  who  Eligibility  or 
does  not  believe  in  the  creed,  and  the  interpretation"*" 
of  holy  scripture  as  laid  down*  In  the  Confession  of 
Augsburg,  the  Catechism  of  Luther  and  the  Heidel- 
burg  Catechism,  in  points  on  which  these  books  agree 
with  each  other.     On  points  on  which  these  books

differ,  each  member  shall  have  the  right  to  interpret 
the  Scriptnres  according  to  his  own  light,  with  the 
freedom  of  conscience  peculiar  to  the  Evangelical 
creed. 

§4.  The  congregation  may,  by  by-laws,  prescribe  By-iaws. 
additional  qualifications  for  membership,  and  the  con- 
ditions on  which  persons  may  be  admitted  to  member- 
ship; also  the  duties  of  members,  and  the  grounds 
for  which  members  may  be  expelled,  and  the  mode  of 
procedure  in  such  cases,  and  other  rules  of  church 
discipline ;  also  the  manner  in  which  general  meetings 
of  members  may  be  called,  and  the  rules  of  such 
meetings. 

§6.  The  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  sell,  Right  to  seii  and 
and  by  deed  to  convey,  any  and  all  its  real  estate,  both  ^"""^ 
such  as  now  stands  in  the  name  of  trustees  for  the  use 
of  the  Evangelical  Apostolical  Congregation  of  St. 
Peter's  Church,  and  for  the  use  of  the  St.  Peter's 
German  Lutheran  Church,   as  also   any  other  real 
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estate  which  said  congregation  may  have  since  ac- 
quired or  may  hereafter  acquire:  Provided^  That  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  corporation  present 
at  a  meeting  of  members  called  for  the  purpose  of 
deliberating  upon  a  sale  of  church  property,  vote  in 
favor  of  such  sale.  The  deed  signed  by  the  president 
(or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  by  the 
vice-president)  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary 
(and  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  by  its 
treasurer),  with  the  seal  of  the  congregation  attached, 
shall,  in  such  case,  vest  the  title  in  the  purchaser. 

§  6.  The  corporation  shall  endure  as  long  as  it  shall 
have  five  members  in  good  standing. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  go  into  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OenercJ.  Assembly  of  the  Oom-

§  1.  That  the  said  Peter  Ackerman  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  allowed  and  authorized  to  conduct  the  busi- 
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ness  of  a  retail  dealer,  within  the  city  of  Bowling 
Oreen,  of  spiritaous,  vinoas  and  malt  liquors,  under 
and  by  authority  of  the  same  license  procured  by 
him  from  the  Warren  county  court  for  the  purpose 
of  conducting  said  business  at  the  fair  grounds  of  said 
city.

Hazelrigg,  Greorge  Wilson,  John  J.  Smoot,  J.  Vanars- 
dale,  R.  S.  Ratliff,  Thomas  G.  Judy,  Wm.  S.  Mathers, 
J.  R.  Bascom,  J.  G.  Allen,  Wm.  Wilson,  P.  S.  Allen,. 
James  Emmons,  directors,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,

They  may  fix  the  rates  of  entries  for  all  exhibitors, 
and  for  running,  trotting  or  pacing  in  trials  of  speed, 
and  re^^late  and  charge  fees  for  spectators,  and  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  collect  the  same.

§1.  That  the  Christian  County  Driving  Park,  a 
corporation  created  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue 
of  chapter  56  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kentucky , 
be,  and  it  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to 
sell,  or  to  permit  to  be  sold  on  its  grounds,  combina- 
tion, French  and  other  pools,  on  all  trotting,  running 
or  other  races  that  may  take  place  on  said  grounds 
under  its  supervision ;  and  it  may  also  sell  said  pools, 
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at  some  place  to  be  designated  by  its  board  of  direct- 
ors, in  the  city  of  Hopkinsville,  during  the  continn- 
ance  of  said  races :  Promded^  Nothing  herein  shall 
be  construed  as  authorizing  the  selling  of  such  pools 
on  any  races  to  be  run  or  trotted  elsewhere  than  upon 
its  own  race-course. 

§  2.  That  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  county 
judge  of  Christian  county,  upon  the  written  applica- 
tion of  the  board  of  directors  of  said  Christian  County 
Driving  Park,  to  appoint  a  reasonable  number  of 
sober  and  discreet  men  to  act  as  policemen  during 
the  continuance  of  the  races  on  said  race-course; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  policemen  to  pre- 
serve order  and  to  arrest  all  persons  violating  law  or 
disturbing  the  peace  on  the  grounds  of  said  driving 
park.  But  said  policemen,  before  acting  under  such 
appointment,  shall  take  an  oath  before  said  judge 
to  faithfully  and  impartially  perform  their  duty  as 
such  ;  and  the  said  county  j  adge  aforesaid  shall  cause 
an  order  to  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  said  county 
court,  showing  the  names  of  such  policemen,  and  that 
they  have  taken  the  oath  as  required. 

§  3.  That  the  compensation  of  the  policemen  pro- 
vided for  in  the  foregoing  section  shall  be  paid  by 
the  said  Christian  County  Driving  Park.

CHAPTER  493. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  authorize  the  court  of 
claims  of  Grant  county  to  levy  a  tax  for  hridge  purposes/'  and  to 
authorize  said  court  to  issue  bonds  to  raise  funds  to  pay  for  any 
and  all  bridges  that  may  be  built  in  Grant  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  Grant  county  court,  composed  of  the 
presiding  judge  and  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the 
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peace  thereof,  is  hereby  authorized,  by  proper  orders 
of  said  coart,  to  cause  to  be  issued  from  time  to  time, 
as  they  may  think  necessary,  bonds  of  said  county  in 
any  amount  they  may  deem  expedient  in  order  to 
raise  a  fund  with  which  to  pay  off  any  indebtedness 
they  may  have,  or  may  hereafter  make,  in  construct- 
ing any  bridge  or  bridges  in  Q-rant  county.     Said 
bonds  shall  be  issued  in  amounts  of  not  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  and  shall  run  for  such  length 
of  time  as  the  court  may  direct,  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  y€^rs  from  the  date  of  the  issual  of  such  bond  or 
bonds,  and  shall  be  payable  within  the  period  for 
which  such  bond  or  bonds  may  be  issued,  at  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  said  county  court.    They  shall  bear  interest 
not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  the  inter- 
est thereon  shall  be  payable  semi-annually  ;  and  said 
bonds  and  interest  shall  be  payable  at  the  treasurer's 
office  in  Williamstown,  in  said  county.     Said  bonds 
shall  be  issued,  each  with  interest  coupons  attached  to 
the  end  thereof,  in  number  equal  to  doable  the  number 
of  years  said  bond  or  bonds  run,  and  each  for  the 
amount  of  six  months'  interest  on  said  bond  ;  and  said 
coupons  shall  be  numbered  one,  two,  three,  etc.,  repre- 
senting each  six  months'  interest  on  said  bond.     That 
said  coupons  shall  in  substance  coaform  to  the  follow- 
ing form  :  Williamstown,  Kentucky, day  of , 

18 — ,  interest  on  Grant  county  bond  number  -^,  for 

the  year  ending  the day  of ,  18 — ,  $ . 

That  each  of  said  coupons  shall  be  signed  by  the  pre- 
siding judge  of  said  county  and  attested  by  the  clerk 
of  the  county  court.  That  each  of  said  bonds  shall 
be  signed  by  the  presiding  judge  of  the  county  court, 
and  attested  by  the  clerk  thereof,  with  the  seal  of 
said  court  affixed. 

§  2.  That  as  soon  as  the  said  court,  composed  of  the 
presiding  judge  and  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the 
peace  of  said  county,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  as  they 
may  deem  expedient,  pass  an  order  directing  the  issu- 
ing of  the  bonds  herein  authorized,  it  shall  be  the 
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duty  of  the  county  jud^e  and  county  clerk  of  said 
'  ^  county  to  cause  said  bonds  to  be  printed  and  duly  ex- 
ecuted, and  to  sell  the  same  at  any  rate  not  less  than 
their  face,  exclusive  of  coupons ;  and  when  said  bonds, 
or  any  part  thereof,  are  sold  by  them,  the  proceeds- 
thereof  shall  be  by  them  immediately  paid  into  the 
treasury  of  said  county,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to 
report  to  said  county  court,  from  time  to  time,  as  they 
may  sell  and  dispose  of  said  bonds,  giving  the  number 
and  amount  of  bonds  sold,  and  the  name  of  the  pur- 
chaser thereof,  together  with  the  receipt  of  the  treas* 
urer  of  said  county  for  the  proceeds  thereof,  which 
said  report  shall  be  recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  of 
said  county. 

§  8.  That  when  said  bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall 
be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  shall  be  paid  into  the  treas- 
ury of  said  county,  and  the  treasurer's  receipt  for 
same  shall  be  recorded  in  said  court,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  county  court,  by  order  entered  upon  the 
records  of  said  court,  to  direct  the  treasurer  out  of 
said  fund  to  pay  off  and  discharge  any  indebtedness 
that  Grant  county  may  owe  for  the  construction  of 
any  bridge  or  bridges  built  by  said  county,  then  past 
due,  and  take  a  receipt  therefor,  and  report  his  dis- 
bursements of  said  fund  to  said  court  twice  a  year^ 
and  of  tener  if  the  court  require ;  which  report,  when 
examined  and  approved  by  the  court,  shall  be  spread 
upon  the  order  book  of  the  Grant  county  court. 

§  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said 
court,  upon  the  issuing  of  said  bonds,  and  before  the 
sale  and  delivery  thereof,  to  register  said  bonds  and 
coupons  thereto  attached,  and  the  coupons  and  bonds 
when  directed  to  be  paid  by  an  order  of  the  court, 
certified  by  the  clerk  thereof  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
county,  shall  be  authority  to  him  to  pay  any  such 
bond  or  coupon  ordered  to  be  paid  by  said  court ;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer,  upon  the  presen- 
tation of  such  certified  order,  accompanied  by  any 
bonds  or  coupons  so  ordered  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid^ 
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to  pay  off  and  take  up  the  same ;  and  it  shall  be  his 
dnty,  in  a  separate  report  from  his  regular  report,  to 
report  and  deliver  to  said  court,  when  composed  of  the 
presiding  judge  and  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the 
peace  of  said  county,  all  bonds  and  coupons  paid  by 
him ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court,  after  it 
shall  receive  and  approve  said  report,  to  cause  the 
same  to  be  recorded  by  said  clerk ;  and  the  said  court 
shall  cause  all  such  bonds  and  coupons  so  paid  off  and 
reported  to  them  to  be  burned  in  the  presence  of  said 
court,  when  composed  of  a  majority  of  the  justices  of 
the  peace  of  said  county;  and  they  shall  cause  the 
numbers  and  amounts  of  said  bonds  and  coupons,  so 
burned  as  aforesaid,  to  be  entered  of  record  in  the 
order-book  of  said  court. 

§  6.  That  the  county  judge,  county  clerk  and  county 
treasurer  shall  each  execute  bonds  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  respective  duties  imposed  upon 
them  by  this  act,  which  bonds  shall  be  taken  and 
approved  by  the  court  of  claims,  composed  as  afore- 
said, and  said  bonds  shall  be  executed  and  approved 
before  any  or  either  of  said  officers  shall  sell  or 
attempt  to  sell  any  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this 
act ;  and  any  officer  who  shall  sell  or  dispose  of  any 
of  said  bonds  before  having  executed  the  bonds  re- 
quired of  him  or  them,  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
felouy,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  confined 
in  the  penitentiary  from  two  to  five  years. 

§  6.  That  if  any  or  either  of  said  officers,  after  they 
have  sold  and  disposed  of  said  bonds,  shall  willfully 
misapply  or  misappropriate,  conceal,  use  or  loan,  or 
in  any  way  wrongfully  or  fraudulently  dispose  of  the 
proceeds  of  said  bonds,  or  shall  conceal  or  fraudu- 
lently dispose  of  any  of  the  bonds,  or  any  part 
thereof,  for  the  use  of  themselves  or  another  person, 
such  officer  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
felony,  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  confined  in  the 
penitentiary  from  two  to  five  years. 
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§  7.  That  the  sales  of  all  bonds  under  this  act  shall 
be  reported  by  the  officers  intrusted  with  the  sales 
thereof  to  the  Grant  county  court,  which,  when  ap- 
proved by  the  court,  shall  be  by  the  county  clerk 
recorded  in  a  well-bound  book  kept  for  that  purpose, 
with  the  name  of  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  of  said 
bonds,  together  with  the  number  and  amount  thereof, 
and  when  due,  and  the  residence  of  the  purchaser ; 
and  that  all  bonds  issued  under  this  act  shall  be  made 
payable  to  bearer,  and  the  title  thereto  shall  be  passed 
by  sale  and  delivery  without  written  indorsement  or 
assignment. 

§  8.  That  the  tax  authorized  to  be  levied  and  col- 
lected by  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment  is 
hereby  reduced  to  not  exceeding  t.en  cents  per  annum 
on  each  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  the  property  in 
Grant  county  subject  to  taxation  for  State  revenue 
purposes  ;  and  the  said  court  is  hereby  empowered  to 
levy  said  tax  annually,  and  no  poll-tax  shall  be  levied, 
and  the  said  tax  is  hereby  set  apart  to  pay  the  ex- 
panses of  collecting,  managing  and  disbursing  the 
same,  and  for  the  purposes  of  creating  a  sinking  fund 
to  pay  off  the  bonded  indebtedness,  principal  and 
interest  hereby  authorized  to  be  created,  and  for  no 
other  purpose  ;  and  when  said  levy  is  made,  from  time 
to  time,  by  the  said  court,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  court  to  prepare  a  separate  column 
in  the  tax-book,  in  which  he  shall  show  the  amount  of 
the  said  bridge  tax  separate  from  any  other  tax  ;  but 
if  he  fails  to  do  so,  a  copy  of  the  tax-book,  with  the 
order  of  the  county  court  levying  said  tax,  shall  be 
the  sheriff's  warrant  for  collecting  the  said  tax,  and 
the  collecting  officer  shall  pay  said  tax,  less  his  com- 
missions, when  collected  to  the  county  treasurer  of 
Grant  county  as  hereinafter  directed,  and  shall  desig- 
nate the  same  as  Grant  county  bridge  tax ;  and  the 
treaisurer  shall  hold  said  bridge  tax  secure  for  the 
payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  bonded 
indebtedness  authorized  to  be  created  by  this  act. 
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The  connty  coart  shall  not  appropriate  any  part  of 
said  fand  for  any  other  purposes. 

§  9.  That  the  grant  county  coart,  composed  as  afore- 
said, may  oonstruct  and  erect  a  bridge  or  bridges 
across  any  stream  in  G-rant  connty,  at  any  point  they 
may  deem  expedient,  and  shall  pay  for  any  such  bridge 
or  bridges  oat  of  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  authorized 
to  be  sold  under  this  act 

§  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriflf  or 
collector,  on  the  first  day  of  September  in  each  year 
after  he  receives  the  tax-book,  to  report,  under  oath, 
to  the  county  treasurer,  the  amount  of  the  bridge  tax 
he  has  collected,  and  pay  the  same  over  immediately ; 
and  he  shall,  every  sixty  days  thereafter,  report  what 
amount  he  has  collected,  and  pay  that  over  immedi- 
ately ;  and  he  shall  settle  in  full  for  said  tax  by  first 
day  of  March  in  each  year  and  pay  the  same  at  once  ; 
and  upon  his  failure  to  do  so,  the  treasurer  shall  at 
once  demand  the  payment  of  any  balance  that  may  be 
owing ;  and  upon  any  failure  of  the  sheriflf  or  collect- 
ing officer  to  pay  the  same  at  once,  and  without  any 
order  of  court  so  to  do,  the  county  treasurer  shall 
at  once  bring  suit  upon  the  sheriflf' s  county  levy 
bond  for  said  tax,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
owing,  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  or  in  the 
name  of  the  Q-rant  county  court,  and  the  county  at- 
torney shall  bring  the  said  suit  against  said  officer 
and  his  sureties ;  if  suit  is  brought,  the  plaintiflf 
shall  be  entitled  to  recover  fifteen  per  cent,  damages 
on  amount  for  which  said  officer  shall  be  in  arrears 
on  account  said  tax. 

§  11.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court 
to  redeem  said  bonds  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
issued,  commencing  at  number  one,  and  continuing 
numerically  and  regularly  until  the  last  number  has 
been  redeemed. 

§  12.  That  when  the  county  court  has  money  enough 
in  the  treasury  to  pay  off  any  or  all  of  said  bonds  and 
coupons,  and  directs  the  payments  thereof,  it  shall 
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caase  the  treasurer  of  said  county  to  notify  the  hold* 
ers  of  said' bonds,  by  publication  in  any  paper  pub- 
lished in  G-rant  county,  by  at  least  four  weekly 
insertions  in  such  papers,  and  if  no  such  paper  be 
published,  by  written  notices,  directed  to  the  holder 
at  his  post-office,  to  present  such  bond  or  bonds  for 
payment,  ^ving  the  number,  the  amount  and  the  time 
said  bond  runs,  which  is  desired  to  be  redeemed, 
which  shall  designate  a  day  on  which  said  bonds 
are  to  be  presented  for  payment ;  and  should  the 
holder  or  holders  thereof  fail  to  present  said 'bonds 
for  payment  at  the  time  specified  in  said  notice,  in- 
terest upon  said  bonds,  or  such  of  them  as  shall  not 
be  presented,  shall  cease  to  be  paid  by  said  county 
on  said  bonds  from  the  day  so  fixed  for  payment  as- 
aforesaid. 

§  13.  That  the  sheriff  and  his  securities  on  his 
county  levy  bond,  for  each  year,  shall  be  liable  for 
the  collection  and  payment  by  the  sheriff  to  the 
county  treasurer  of  all  taxes  levied  and  to  be  levied 
and  collected  under  this  act ;  and  in  addition  to  the 
remedy  hereinbefore  given,  the  county  treasurer  may 
proceed,  by  motion  in  the  county  court,  against  the 
sheriff  and  his  secure  ties  for  any  failure  to  discharge 
his  duties  under  this  act,  and  fifteen  per  cent,  dam- 
ages for  any  amount  he  may  be  found  in  arrears  and 
has  failed  to  pay  after  demand  has  been  made  by  the 
treasurer. 

§  14.  That  all  property  in  Grant  county,  which  is 
by  law  subject  to  seizure  and  sale  for  the  State  rev- 
enue, shall  be  liable  to  seizure  and  sale  for  all  taxes 
levied  under  this  act. 

§  15.  That  the  county  clerk  shall  be  entitled,  for  the 
services  he  is  required  to  perform  under  this  act,  to 
receive  the  same  fees  which  are  allowed  by  law  for 
similar  services,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  said  Grant 
county  bridge  tax. 

§  16.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge,^ 
on  the  first  Monday  in  October  in  each  year,  to  audit 
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and  settle  the  accoants  of  the  county  treasurer  on  ac- 
count of  said  tax,  and  report  the  same  to  the  succeed- 
ing court  of  claims  for  confirmation  or  correction; 
and  when  the  same  is  approved,  it  shall  be  recorded 
by  the  clerk  in  the  order-book  of  the  Grant  County 
-court. 

§  17.  That  the  county  treasurer,  for  receiving,  pre- 
serving, and  disbursing  said  fund,  be  entitled  to  two 
per  cent,  commission  thereof. 

§  18.  That  the  sheriff  shall  be  allowed,  for  collect- 
ing and  paying  into  the  county  treasurer,  five  per 
cent,  on  the  fund  collected  by  him. 

§  19.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage,  and  shall  repeal  all  lav^s  or  parts  of  laws 
in  conflict  herewith.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Jamee  P.  Harris,  Jr.,  late  sheriff  of  Floyd 

county. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  KefniucTcy : 

§  1.  That  James  P.  Harris,  Jr. ,  late  sheriff  of  Floyd 
<K)nnty,  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  given  the  farther  time  of 
two  years,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  in 
which  to  collect  any  and  all  taxes  and  fee-bills  dne 
him  as  sheriff  of  said  connty  for  the  year  1878. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  495. 

AN  ACT  to  repeal,  in  part,  an  act  t»  authorize  the  counties  of  Barreii> 
Metcalfe  and  Monroe  to  raise  money  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a 
railroad. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
ToonweaUh  of  Kefrducky : 

%  1.  That  so  mach  of  the  above  naine4  act  as  applies- 
to  the  counties  of  Metcalfe  and  Monroe,  and  so  much 
thereof  as  in  anywise  authorizes  the  raising  of  money 
for  any  railroad  by  any  tax  on  the  people  of  Metcalfe 
and  Monroe  counties,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  re- 
pealed. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  496. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  J.  B.  Denham,  late  sheriff  of  Metcalfe 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Oom- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  J.  B.  Denham,  late  sheriff  of  Metcalfe 
county,  be,  and  he  is,  allowed  the  further  time  of  one 
year  from  the  passage  of  this  act  to  distrain  for  and 
collect  his  uncollected  or  delinquent  county  levy  and 
revenue  taxes  and  his  uncollected  fee-bills. 

§  2.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
exempt  said  late  sheriff  from  the  penalties  prescribed 
by  law  against  such  officers  for  distraining  for  or  col- 
lecting illegal  fee-bills. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  497. 


AN  ACT  to  aathorise  and  empower  the  trustees  of  the  M.  E.  Church, 
in  Mt.  Olivet,  Bohertson  county,  to  sell  and  convey  the  property  of 
said  church. 

Be  it  en/icted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Keniueky : 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  M.  E.  Church  in  Mt. 
Olivet,  Robertson  county,  Kentucky,  viz:  N.  A.  Til- 
ton,  Wm.  H.  Hill,  and  R.  Ellis,  or  their  successors  in 
office,  or  a  majority  of  said  board  of  trustees,  be,  and 
are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  sell  and 
convey  the  property  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  situated 
on  Walnut  street,  in  Mt.  Olivet,  Robertson  county, 
Kentucky. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage. 

Approved  March  10,  1888. 


CHAPTER  498. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Jellico  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweoMh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  W.  E.  Thornton  and  E.  C.  Thornton,  and 
their  successors  in  perpetuity,  are  hereby  created  a 
body-corporate,  under  the  name  of  the  Jellico  Bank, 
and  shall  have  power  by  that  name  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  answer  and  de- 
fend as  a  natural  person ;  and  may  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  alter  and  change  the  same  at  pleas- 
ure. 

§  2.  The  property,  business  and  affairs  of  said  bank 
shall  be  under  the  management  and  control  of  a  board 
of  five  directors,  who  shall  elect  from  their  number  a 
president  and  vice-president  and  cashier.    After  the- 
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first  election,  the  said  board  shall  be  elected  annually 
by  the  stockholders,  and  serve  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified.  Said  elections  shall  be  held 
on  the  second  Monday  in  January  in  each  year.  The 
board  may  fill  all  vacancies  that  occur  among  its  mem- 
bers, and  may  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules  and  r^ala- 
tions,  as  are  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the 
business  herein  authorized,  not  inconsistent  with 
existing  laws.  They  may  appoint  such  officers  and 
agents  as  required,  and  take  bonds  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  bank  shall  be  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each ;  and  whenever  one  hun- 
dred shares  have  been  subscribed  and  paid,  the  officers 
may  be  elected,  and  said  bank  may  proceed  to  transact 
a  general  banking  business  ;  it  may  receive  deposits  of 
gold,  silver,  bank  notes,  or  other  notes  that  may  be 
lawfully  circulated  as  money,  and  repay  the  same  at 
such  timo?  and  in  such  manner  and  with  such  inter- 
est, not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  with  the  depositor ;  it  may  loan  money, 
discount  promissory  notes  and  bills  of  exchange,  and 
buy  and  sell  stocks,  bonds  and  other  securities ;  and 
promissory  notes  and  inland  bills  made  negotiable  and 
payable  at  said  bank,  or  any  other  bank  or  banking 
house  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State  or  the 
United  States,  discounted  by  it,  shall  thereby  be  placed 
on  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange. 

§  4.  Said  bank  may  acquire,  possess,  hold  and  use 
all  such  real  and  personal  property,  goods,  chattels  or 
other  things  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  transaction 
of  its  business,  or  which  may  be  pledged  or  conveyed 
to  it  as  security  for  any  debts ;  but  its  power  to  hold 
real  estat^e  taken  or  purchased  in  satisfaction  of  any 
debt  due  it,  or  conveyed  to  it  as  surety  therefor,  shall 
be  limited  to  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  deed. 

§  5.  Each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
ior  each  share  held  by  him.    The  certificates  of  stock 
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tshall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  conntersigned  by 
the  secretary,  and  shall  be  assignable,  bat  the  corpo- 
ration is  not  bonnd  to  take  notice  of  snch  assignments 
nntil  noted  upon  the  books  of  the  company.  The 
stock  shall  be  personal  property. 

§  6.  The  business  herein  anthorized  may  be  trans- 
acted in  Whitley  county  of  this  State. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage,  and  continue  in  folrce  for  thirty  years.

CHAPTER  499. 

AN  AG  r  to  amend  tlie  charter  of  the  town  of  Gave  Gity,  in  Barren 

coonty. 

Be  it  eridcted  hy  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwedtth  of  Kentucky : 

That  an  act,  entitled  '^An  act  to  fix  the  corporate 
boundary  of  Cave  City,  in  Barren  county,"  approved 
March  the  4th,  1869,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  as  follows : 

§  1.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  tovrn  of  Cave  City, 
in  Barren  county,  shall  have  power,  within  the  limits 
of  said  town,  in  addition  to  the  other  powers  granted 
to  and  vested  in  them  by  said  act : 

1.  To  prevent,  abate  and  remove  nuisances  at  the 
expense  of  the  owners  or  occupiers,  or  the  parties 
upon  whose  grounds  they  exists  and  to  define  and 
declare  by  ordinance  what  shall  be  a  nuisance  within 
the  limits  of  said  town ;  and  they  may  by  ordinance 
fix  the  penalty  for  keeping,  causing  or  committing  a 
naisance,  which  shall  be  by  a  fine  in  the  Cave  City 
police  court  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  each 
day  the  same  is  continued  after  notice. 

2.  To  appoint,  support  and  regalate  policemen, 
night  watches  and  patrols,  and  to  prescribe  their 
daties>nd  compensation. 
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3.  To  suppress  gaming,  drankenness,  gambling-- 
houses,  bawdy-houses  or  houses  of  prostitution,  street 
walkers  and  disorderly  houses  of  all  kinds,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  arrest  and  punishment  of  the  offenders^ 
and  may  provide  for  the  punishment  of  any  person 
who  shall  rent  property  to  prostitutes,  or  shall  suflfer 
their  property  to  be  used  or  occupied  by  lewd  or  dis- 
orderly persons,  and  may  prescribe  by  ordinance  such 
penalty  therefor  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  ex- 
ceeding  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

4.  To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguish- 
ment of  fires ;  to  regulate  and  restrain  the  erection  of 
wooden  buildings,  and  to  provide  for  the  removal  of 
the  same  when  built  contrary  to  the  ordinances  of 
said  town. 

5.  To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  suppression  of 
any  riot,  rout,  breach  of  the  peace,  noise,  disturbance^ 
disorderly  or  unlawful  assembly  in  the  streets,  houses 
or  other  places  in  the  town,  or  any  violation  of  any 
town  ordinance,  and  for  the  arrest  and  confinement  of 
the  offenders  in  the  work-house  of  said  town  or  the 
jail  of  Barren  county,  and  to  provide  for  the  trial  of 
the  parties  committing,  engaging  in  or  taking  part  in 
or  aiding  or  abetting  the  same.  The  board  of  trustees 
shall  have  power  to  prescribe  the  penalty  for  such 
offenses,  or  for  any  violation  of  any  of  the  by-laws  or 
ordinances  of  said  town ;  and  the  said  board  of  trus- 
tees of  said  town  may,  by  their  by-laws  and  ordi- 
nances, prescribe  and  provide  in  all  prosecutions  for 
offenses  against  such  by-laws  and  ordinances,  where 
the  penalty,  or  any  part  thereof,  is  a  fine,  that  unless* 
the  fine,  fees  and  costs  shall  be  immediately  paid  or 
replevied,  the  defendant  shall  be  placed  in  the  work- 
house of  said  town  or  the  jail  of  Barren  county,  and 
there  confined  until  the  judgment  for  such  fine,  fees,, 
and  all  costs  of  the  prosecution  shall  be  paid  or  re- 
plevied ;  but  such  imprisonment  shall  not  exceed  one 
day  for  each  one  dollar  of  the  fine,  fees  and  costs  of 
the  prosecution:   Providedy  That  the  penalty  fixed 
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by  aaid  board  of  trastees  for  a  violation  of  any  of 
the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  town  shall  not  ex- 
ceed a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  imprisonment 
for  fifty  days,  or  both,  and  the  fees  and  costs  of  the 
prosecution. 

§  2.  All  laws  and  acts  in  confiict  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  600. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  incorporating  the  town  of  Lewisburg,  county 

of  Logan,  State  of  Kentucky. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Oejieral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  qf  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Lewis- 
barg,  Logan  connty,  Kentncky,  be,  and  are  hereby, 
minced  so  as  to  include  the  following  boundary: 
Beginning  at  the  present  limits  of  the  town  on  the 
northern  boundary  at  Alum  lick ;  thence  west  with 
the  preseat  limits  to  the  north-west  comer  of  Cornel 
Arnold's  lot ;  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  a  stone  on 
the  southern  boundary  pear  the  south-west  corner  of 
the  high  school  lot;  thence  with  the  present  limits 
east  to  Alam  lick ;  thence  with  the  eastern  boundary 
to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  That  all  fines  assessed  in  pursuance  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  charter,  or  any  of  its  amendments,  or 
under  the  by-laws  of  the  town  of  Lewisburg,  together 
with  all  fees  and  costs  arising  from  the  prosecution  of 
the  same,  if  not  paid  or  replevied,  may  be  discharged 
in  the  work-house  or  on  the  streets  or  alleys  or  any 
public  works  of  the  town  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per 
day ;  and  in  case  any  fees  or  cost  are  thus  discharged, 
the  officers  to  whom  such  fees  or  costs  are  payable

shall  be  paid  by  the  town  after  dedacting  fifty  cents 
per  day  for  the  board  of  the  prisoner  while  working 
oat  said  fees  or  cost. 

§  3.  That  the  jastice  of  peace  residing  in  or  nearest 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Lewisbnrg  be  em- 
powered and  hereby  authorized  to  serve  as  police 
judge,  with  all  the  jurisdiction  of  said  judge  of  said 
town  of  Lewisburg. 

§  4.  That  the  board  of  trustees  be  allowed  to  levy  a 
tax,  not  exceeding  forty  cents  per  hundred  dollars<»  to 
be  used  in  improving  streets  and  alleys  and  other  pub- 
lic works  of  the  town. 

§  5.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Be  it  enacted  hy  tTie  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  bank  of  dis- 
count and  deposit  in  the  town  of  Mount  Pleasant, 

Capital  stock  wlth  a  Capital  stock  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed 
and  paid  for  as  the  board  of  directors  of  said  bank 
may  prescribe ;  and  the  subscribers,  their  associates, 
successors,  and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Bank  of 
Harlan,   and    shall    continue    for    twenty-five   years 

Corporation,  from  aud  after  the  passage  of  this  act;  and  shall 
be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with, 
of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  impleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded, of  answering  and  being  answered,  of  de- 
fending and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places 
whatever;  they  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter 
and  change  the  same  at  pleasure;  they  shall  have 
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power  to  receive  gold  and  silver  and  bank  notes  and 
other  ciFCulation  or  currency  or  deposits,  and  pay 
out  and  loan  same;  to  buy  and  sell  drafts,  notes, 
bills  of  exchange,  bonds,  and  stocks;  and  all  bills, 
drafts,  or  notes  made  negotiable  and  payable  at  said 
bank,  or  any  other  bank  or  banking  house,. and  dis- 
counted or  purchased  by  said  bank,  shall  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  ex-  Notes  made  m 
change,  and  like  remedy  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  ^change, 
and  severally,  against  the  drawers  and  indorsers  and 
with  like  effect ;  and  they  may  allow  interest  on  de- 
posits not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum. 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire,  hold,  and  Real  estate. 
possess,  use,  occupy  and  enjoy  all  such  real  estate, 
goods  and  chattels,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  trans- 
action of  its  business,  or  which  may  be  conveyed  to  it 
as  surety  for  any  debt,  or  purchased  in  satisfaction  of 
any  debt,  judgment  or  decree,  and  sell  and  cohvey 
the  same:  Provided^  They  shall  not  hold  any  real 
estate  purchased  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judg- 
ment or  decree,  or  conveyed  to  it  as  surety  therefor, 
for  a  longer  period  than  five  years ;  and  they  may 
make  such  by-laws  for  their  government  as  they  may 
deem  necessary :  Provided^  The  same  are  not  contrary 
to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States. 

§  3.  Said  bank  may  appoint  such  officers  as  may  be  offices. 
necessary  for  the  conducting  of  its  business,  who  shall 
be  under  the  direction  and  control  of  not  less  than 
five  and  not  more  than  seven  directors,  each  of  whom 
shall  be  stockholders,  and  after  the  first  election  shall 
have  been  stockholders  for  at  least  three  months  pre- 
vious to  their  election  ;  and  they  shall  be  residents  of 
this  State,  and  after  the  first  election  shall  be  elected 
annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  in  each  year,  president. 
They  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president,  and 
shall  hold  regular  meetings  at  such  times  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  by-laws,  and  may  have  other  meetings 
when  deemed  necessary ;  and  in  case  of  death  or  resig-

CHAPTER  502. 

AN  ACT  to  authorise  a  special  term  of  the  oouit  of  claims  in  and 
for  Marshall  county  for  the  year  1888,  and  to  empower  said  court 
to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  to  huild,  re-huild.or  repair  the  court- 
house or  clerk's  ofSces  in  said  county.  • 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  a  special  term  of  the  Marshall  coanty 
<K>urt  of  cloims  may  be  held  at  any  time  daring  the 
year  1888,  npon  a  call  of  the  justices  of  the  peace 
for  said  coanty  by  the  county  judge  of  said  coanty. 

§2.  That  said  court  of  claims,  when  assembled 
under  said  call,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  said 
county  being  present,  shall  have  power  to  re- build, 
repair  or  enlarge  the  court-house  or  clerks'  offices,  or 
both,  or  to  build  a  new  court-house  or  clerks'  offices, 
or  both,  in  said  county. 

§  3.  For  the  purpose  of  erecting  new  buildings,  or 
enlarging  or  repairing  the  old  ones,  as  set  forth  in 
section  2  of  this  act,  said  court  of  claims  shall  have, 
at  said  special  term  of  said  court,  power  to  levy  an  ad 
valorem  tax  on  all  the  taxable  property  of  Marshall 
county,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  of  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth 
of  said  property  subject  to  taxation  in  said  county ; 
and  said  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  applied  only 
to  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

§  4.  Said  court  of  claims  is  hereby  authorized  and 
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empowered  to  make  snch  disposition  of  the  old  court- 
house or  clerks'  offices  as  may  be  deemed  best  by  said 
court. 

§  5.  The  taxes  raised  by  the  levy  hereby  provided 
for  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  or  collector  of  the 
county  levy  and  public  dues  of  said  county,  and  he 
shall  be  governed  in  making  said  collections  by  the 
general  laws  governing  and  regulating  the  collection 
of  the  county  levy  and  public  dues  of  said  county^ 
and  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  given  by  the  gen- 
eral law. 

§  6.  The  sheriff  of  said  county  shall,  before  he  pro- 
ceeds to  collect  the  taxes  provided  for  by  this  act^ 
execute  bond  with  good  security,  to  be  approved  by 
said  court  of  claims,  in  the  same  manner  and  form  as 
now  required  by  law. 

§  7.  The  tax  and  levy  herein  provided  for  may  be 
levied  for  the  years  1888-1889,  but  no  longer. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  fro  la 
and  after  its  passage.

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Capital  stock  Keiitucky,  with  a  capital  of  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
with  the  privilege  to  the  stockholders  of  increasing 
the  same  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be 
subscribed  and  paid  for  as  hereinafter  provided  for ; 
and  the  subscribers,  their  associates,  successors,  and 
assigns,  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
Name  and  style,  name  aud  Style  of  the  '*Bank  of  Murray,"  and  shall 
Corporate  SO  coutiuue  for  thirty  years  from  its  organization  ;  and 
shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  natural 
person  in  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  in 
suing  and  being  sued,  of  impleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded, of  answering  and  defending,  in  all  courts 
and  places  whatever;  said  bank  may  have  and  use 
a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure. 
§  2.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  and  man- 
Directon  to  con.  agement  of  five  directors,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a 
and  their  term  of  stockholder  lu  his  own  right :  and  after  the  first  elec- 
tion,  shall  be  elected  annaally  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January  in  each  year,  and  hold  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified ;  they  shall  elect  one

CHAPTER  609. 


AN  ACT  to  establish  the  Allen  Male  and  Female  College  in  Scotts- 

ville,  Allen  county. 

Be  it  eridcted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
ToonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  institution  of  learning  ba,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  established  in  Scotts ville,  Allen 
county,  Kentucky,  by  the  name  and  style  of  '*The 
Allen  Male  and  Female  College,"  which  shall  be 
under  the  control  of  R.  L.  Brown,  S.  H.  Welch,  J. 
R.  Garrison,  F.  G.  Harlan,  W.  H.  H.  Mitchell,  J.  F. 
Pitchford  and  Wm.  H.  Read,  and  their  successors,  as 
trustees  of  said  institution.  If  at  any  time  a  vacancy 
shall  occur  by  death,  removal  or  resignation,  the  other 
trustees  shall  name  a  suitable  person  to  fill  the  vacan- 
cy. They  shall  have  the  power  to  name  one  of  their 
number  president  of  their  board,  and  to  select  such 
other  officers  as  they  may  deem  proper.  They  shall 
have  power  to  employ  such  professors  of  learning  as 
they  may  desire  to  teach  in  said  college.  They  may 
hold  annual  commencements  and  public  examina- 
tions of  the  pupils.  They  may  prescribe  the  courses 
of  instruction  for  said  college.  They  may  confer  the 
degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Science  and  Maid  of  Science, 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Maid  of  Arts,  and  such  honorary 
degrees  and  diplomas  as  is  usual  in  colleges  in  this 
Commonwealth.  But  no  honorary  degree  shall  entitle 
the  person  receiving  it  to  be  exempt  from  the  regular 
examination  as  a  teacher. 

§  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  school  shall 
receive  such  students  of  both  sexes,  and  of  such  de- 
gree of  advancement,  as  it  may  deem  expedient  and 
proper.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Bank  of  Shepherdsville. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweoMh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  There  is  hereby  established  a  bank  in  the  town  oapitai  stock, 
of  Shepherdsville,  Bullitt  county,  Kentucky,  with  a 
capital  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for 
as  hereinafter  specified;  and  the  subscribers,  their 
associates  and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporation, 
corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  Bank  of  Shep- 
herdsviUe,  and  may  so  continue  for  thirty  years  from 
its  organization ;  but  the  board  of  directors  of  said 
bank  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  wind  up  its 
affairs  whenever  the  owners  of  two-thirds  of  the  stock 
determine  that  the  interest  of  the  corporation  requires 
its  discontinuance ;  and  for  this  purpose  the  board  of 
directors  shall  have  all  power  necessary  to  wind  up

§  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of 
a  natural  person  in  contracting  and  being  contracts 
with,  in  suing  and  being  sued,  in  all  places  and  courts 
whatever ;  and  may  have*  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
change  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  3.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  of  not  less

at  all  times  be  residents  of  Bullitt  county ;  and  after

The  board  shall  have  i)ower  to  receive  sub- 
scriptions for  so  many  of  the  shares  of  the  capital 
stock  remaining  unsold  as  they  may  at  any  time  de- 
cide to  sell ;  shall  declare  dividends ;  shall  appoint 
such  officers,  agents  or  servants  as  they  think  neces- 
sary to  conduct  the  business  of  the  bank,  and  pay 
them  such  wages  or  salaries  for  their  services,  and 
take  from  them  such  bonds  to  secure  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  duties,  as  they  may  think  proper ;

It  may  borrow 
or  loan  money,  buy  or  sell  checks,  drafts,  bills  of  ex- 
change, promissory  notes,  uncurrent  money,  bonds, 
stocks,  mortgages  and  other  evidences  of  debt,  and  do 
a  general  banking  business ;  may  take  personal  or 
other  securities  for  the  payment  of  obligations,  and 
dispose  of  the  latter  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  benefit  of  the  incor- 
porated banks  of  Kentucky,"  approved  March  16th, 
1871,  and  such  disposition  shall  pass  a  valid  title  to 
the  same ;  may  receive  deposits  for  minors  or  married 
women,  and  their  checks,  receipts  or  acquittances 
shaU  be  valid.  All  promissory  notes  and  bills  made  ^

§  10.  That  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  happen  by 
death,  removal,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  in  any  office 
filled  by  election,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  an 
election  to  be  held  within  one  month  after  the  board 
of  trustees  have  notice  of  such  vacancy ;  any  vacancy 
occurring  in  an  office  appointed  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  be  filled  by  appointment. 

§  11.  That  when  two  or  more  candidates  for  any 
elective  office  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes  for 
the  same  office,  the  election  shall  be  determined  by 
lot,  in  such  manner  as  the  board  of  trastees  may 
direct,  and  in  the  presence  of  said  board  of  trustees 
and  at  least  three  other  persons. 

§  12.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall,  before  every 
town  election,  appoint  suitable  persons  as  officers  of 
election — two  persons  as  judges,  one  as  sheriff,  and 
one  as  clerk ;  but  no  person  who  is  a  candidate  to  be 
voted  for  at  such  election,  shall  be  appointed  as  an 
officer  thereof.    Officers  of  town  elections  provided 
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for  by  this  act  shall  perform  similar  ser^dces,  receive 
like  i>ay,  and  be  governed  in  their  dnties,  so  far  as 
consistent  herewith,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  i>enal- 
ties,  as  officers  of  State  elections  nnder  the  laws  of 
this  Commonwealth. 

§  13.  That  all  elections  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  town  for  town  officers  shall  be  held  between  the 
hours  of  6  o'clock,  a.  m.  and  7  o'clock,  p.  m. 

§  14.  That  all  male  residents  of  said  town  over  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  shall,  at  the  time  of 
offering  to  vote,  have  resided  in  said  town  ninety  days 
previous  thereto,  and  are  qualified  voters  of  this  Com- 
monwealth under  the  laws  thereof,  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  at  any  election  held  in  said  town. 

§  15.  That  all  laws  in  force  in  this  Commonwealth 
punishing  illegal  voting  at  the  State  elections  shall 
apply  to  illegal  voting  at  the  town  elections  in  the 
town  of  Falmouth,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act  touching  the  qualification  of  voters. 

§  16.  That  all  contests  of  officers  elective  by  the 
voters  of  said  town  shall  be  governed  and  decided  as 
provided  for  by  the  General  Statutes,  as  in  cases  of 
contested  elections  for  any  officer  elective  by  the  voters 
of  the  county. 

§  17.  The  outgoing  town  clerk  shall  certify  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  the  name  of  the  person  elected  to 
the  office  of  police  judge  of  said  town,  if  there  be  no 
contest  for  said  office ;  but  if  said  office  is  contested 
by  any  one,  there  shall  be  no  certificate  of  election 
issue  until  said  contest  is  settled  ;  then  the  clerk  act- 
ing at  the  time  such  contest  is  settled  shall  issue  said 
certificate  to  th6  Secretary  of  State,  and  the  Governor 
shall  commission  said  officer. 

§  18.  That  the  poll-books  of  all  elections  held  in 
said  town  shall  be  returned  by  the  sheriff  of  election 
to  the  clerk  of  said  town,  who  shall  keep  them  on  file 
as  part  of  the  records  of  his  office,  examine  and  com- 
pare the  same,  and  issue  certificates  of  election  to  the

officers  elected,  which  certificate,  before  being  deliv- 
ered, shall  be  spread  on  the  records  of  the  board  of 
trustees. 

Powers^  DiUies  and  Lidbilities  of  Officers. 

§  19.  The  clerk  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal,  if  there  cierk. 
be  one,  and  make  and  keep  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  board  of  trastees,  whose  meetings  he  shall 
attend ;  and  copies  of  all  papers  duly  filed  in  his 
office,  and  transcripts  from  the  records  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  board  of  trustees,  certified  by  him. 
shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts.  He  shall  draw  all 
warrants  on  the  treasury  directed  by  the  board  of 
trustees,  and  shall  countersign  the  same,  and  keep  an 
accurate  account  thereof  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for 
the  purpose.  He  shall  issue  licenses,  and  do  and  per- 
form all  other  acts  and  duties  that  the  board  of  trus- 
tees may  lawfully  require  of  him. 

§  20.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belonging  Treasurer. 
to  the  town,  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of  receipts 
and  expenditures ;  all  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the 
*«3asury,  when  ordered  by  the  board  of  trustees,  by 
warrant,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  of 
said  board  and  countersigned  by  the  town  clerk ;  such 
warrant  shall  specify  the  purpose  for  which  the 
amount  named  therein  is  paid.  The  treasurer  shall 
exhibit  to  the  board  of  trustees,  at  least  fifteen  days 
before  the  annual  election  of  each  year,  and  oftener  if 
required,  a  full  and  detailed  account  of  all  receipts 
and  ^expenditures  after  the  date  of  the  last  annual 
report,  and  also  the  state  of  the  treasury,  which 
account  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk,  and  he 
shall  cause  the  whole  of  the  above  to  be  published  in 
a  newspaper  of  said  town  one  time  at  least  yearly. 

§  21.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  MarshaL 
attend  all  sessions  of  the  police  court,  and  to  give 
the  town  attorney  notice  of  any  proceeding  in  said 
court  to  which  it  is  his  duty  to  attend.    He  shall 
execute  and  make  due  return  of  all  process,  civil  or 
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criminal,  to  him  directed  by  the  police  judge,  the 
presiding  judge  of  the  Pendleton  county  court,  or  any 
justice  of  the  peace  in  said  county.  He  shall  possess 
the  power  and  authority  of  a  constable  under  the  laws 
of  this  Commonwealth,  and  his  powers  for  discharg- 
ing his  duties  shall  be  co-exteDsive  with  Pendleton 
county.  He  shall  be  entitled  as  compensation  to  the 
same  fees  allowed  by  law  to  sheriffs  and  constables 
for  similar  services,  to  be  collected  in  the  same  man- 
ner ;  for  other  services  he  shall  receive  such  fees  and 
compensation  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  prescribe 
by  ordinance  or  by-law.  He  shall  collect  all  execu- 
tions and  other  demands  placed  in  his  hands  for 
collection,  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  person  or 
persons  entitled  thereto.  He  shall  be  liable  in  the 
same  cases,  way  and  manner  as  sheriffs  and  constables 
are,  and  sued  or  prosecuted  in  the  same  manner.  He 
may  or  may  not  be  appointed  collector ;  but  if  he  is, 
he  shall  be  required  to  give,  in  addition  to  the  mar- 
shal's bond,  a  bond  as  collector. 
§  22.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  to 
Collector.  collect  all  taxes  and  assessments  which  may  be  levied 
by  the  board  of  trustees,  and  for  that  purpose  shaU 
have  all  the  powers  of  a  sheriff  to  make  levy  and 
sales  of  both  personal  and  real  estate.  He  shall  pay 
over  to  the  treasurer  all  taxes  and  other  money  as  the 
board  of  trustees  may  direct.  When  the  tax  list  is 
placed  in  his  hands,  he  shall  proceed  at  once  to  col- 
lect the  same,  and  to  enforce  payment  may  proceed  to 
sell  the  same  as  a  sheriff  does,  both  personal  and  real 
estate.  Upon  making  a  levy  on  either  real  or  per- 
sonal property,  the  collector  shall  advertise  the  sam^ 
by  notices  posted  at  the  court-house  door  in  said 
town,  for  at  least  fifteen  days,  when  he  shall  proceed 
to  sell  the  same  at  some  public  place  in  said  town,  to 
be  designated  in  said  notices,  to  the  highest  bidder ; 
and,  on  receiving  the  price  bid,  if  personal  property, 
shall  deliver  the  article  to  the  purchaser ;  and  if  real 
estate,  shall  give  to  the  purchaser  a  certificate  of  such 
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parchase,  which,  on  presentation  to  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, shall  entitle  the  purchaser  to  a  deed  from  the 
lx>ard  of  trustees  for  the  real  estate  so  purchased, 
unless  the  same  be  redeemed  as  hereinafter  provided. 
He  shall  make  to  the  board  of  trustees,  at  such  time 
and  in  such  manner  as  they  may  direct,  a  full  and 
<x)mplete  statement  of  his  acts  and  proceedings. 

§  23.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  attorney  Auomey. 
-of  said  town  to  prosecute  all  penal  offenses  tried  in 
the  police  court  of  said  town,  and  all  penal  offenses 
committed  in  said  town,  which  may  be  tried  in  any 
other  court  of  Pendleton  county  that  has  competent 
jurisdiction  with  said  police  court  over  said  offenses, 
and  to  perform  all  other  duties  incident  to  his  office, 
and  to  give  written  opinions  upon  subjects  submitted 
to  him  by  the  board  of  trustees  or  its  committees. 

§  24.  That  the  assessor  shall  perform  all  the  duties 
which  the  board  of  trustees  may  by  ordinance  or  by- 
law prescribe,  in  relation  to  the  assessment  of  prop, 
•erty  for  the  purpose  of  imposing  or  levying  taxes. 

§  25.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  at 
all  times  to  require  further  and  other  duties,  and  fix 
the  compensation  of  all  officers  whose  duties  are 
herein  prescribed,  and  prescribe  the  powers  and  duties 
of  all  officers  appointed  or  elected  to  office  under  this 
act,  whose  duties  are  not  specifically  mentioned,  and 
fix  their  compensation. 

§  26.  That  the  police  judge,  treasurer,  marshal,  col- 
lector«  and  such  other  officers  as  the  board  of  trustees 
may  require,  shall  severally,  before  they  enter  upon 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  execute  a  bond, 
payable  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  Falmouth,  in  such 
sums,  with  such  conditions  and  such  sureties  as  the 
board  of  trustees  may  approve,  conditioned  that  they 
will  faithfully  execute  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices  and  pay  over  to  such  persons,  and  at  such  times 
as  they  may  respectively  be  entitled  to  the  same,  all 
money  or  other  thing  that  may  come  to  their  hands  as 
such  officers  respectively ;  which  bonds,  with  the  ap- 
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proval  of  the  board  of  trustees  certified  thereon,  shall 
be  carefully  preserved  by  the  clerk  of  said  town,  and 
the  bond  itself  shall  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  the- 
board  of  trustees. 

§  27.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  Falmouth,  or  any 
person  injured  by  the  breach  of  any  or  either  of  said 
bonds,  may,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  prose- 
cute suit  against  said  officer,  his  sureties  or  any  or  all 
of  them,  the  same  as  sheriffs  or  constables  can  be 
prosecuted  or  sued  under  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kentucky. 

§  28.  That  there  is  hereby  established  in  said  town 

Police  court,     a  court,   to  be  styled  the  Falmouth  Police  Court, 

which  shall  be  held  by  one  judge,  to  be  styled  the 

judge  of  the  Falmouth  police  court,   who  shall  be 

elected  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

§  29.  That  the  Falmouth  police  court  shall  have  ex- 
clusive jurisdiction  of  all  prosecutions  for  violations  of 
the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town,  and  concur- 
rent jurisdiction  with  other  courts  of  Pendleton, 
county  of  prosecutions  for  riots,  routs,  breaches  of 
the  peace,  and  other  misdemeanors  committed  within 
said  county,  where  the  penalty  imposed  by  law  does 
not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  fine  and  fifty  days 
imprisonment;  said  court  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  take  recognizances  from  persons  charged 
with  offenses  cognizable  befofe  it  to  appear  and  an- 
swer the  same,  and  the  same  power  to  declare  the 
same  forfeited,  and  pronounce  judgment  thereon,  and 
to  enforce  full  compliance  therewith,  as  circuit  courts^ 
have. 

§  30.  That  said  court  shall  have  power  to  issue  war- 
rants and  other  process  in  the  name  of  the  Common- 
wealth,  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  to  enter 
judgment  and  award,  and  issue  writs  for  the  purpose 
of  enforcing  its  orders  and  judgments,  to  the  same  ex- 
tent and  in  as  full  a  manner  as  other  courts  of  thia 
Commonwealth  of  like  jurisdiction. 
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§  81.  That  said  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  concnr- 
Tent  with  justices  of  the  i)eace  of  Pendleton  county 
in  civil  cases  within  the  magisterial  district  in  which 
^d  town  is  situated ;  and  the  police  judge  shall  have 
I)ower  to  Rrant  orders  of  attachment,  injunctions  and 
restraining  orders,  orders  of  delivery,  writs  of  habeas 
<;orpuSy  distress  warrants  and  warrants  in  forcible 
entry  and  detainer  cases,  under  the  same  circum- 
•stances,  and  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as 
justices  of  the  peace  or  judges  of  courts  with  like 
jurisdiction  and  powers. 

§  32.  That  the  police  court  shall  be  held  at  such 
place  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  or  they 
failing  to  designate  and  provide  a  suitable  place,  at 
such  place  as  the  judge  may  designate  in  said  town. 

§  33.  That  the  court  shall  be  open  at  all  times  for 
the  trial  of  criminal  and  penal  cases  within  its  juris- 
diction :  and  the  terms  for  the  trial  of  civil  cases  shall 
be  held  quarterly,  at  such  times  as  may  be  fixed  by 
said  court  by  an  order  duly  entered  on  its  order-book, 
and  until  thus  changed,  shall  be  holden  at  the  times 
now  prescribed  by  law. 

§  34.  That  said  court  shall  be  a  court  of  record,  and 
the  judge  thereof  shall  act  as  clerk ;  and  copies  of  the 
records  of  said  court,  over  the  signature  of  the  judge, 
and  certified  by  him  as  being  a  true  copy,  shall  be 
evidence  in  any  court  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  36.  That  said  court  shall  have  power  to  punish  for 
contempt  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  not  exceeding  five 
dollars  fine  and  three  days'  imprisonment  for  each 
•offense. 

§  36.  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures  recovered  in  said 
-court  are  hereby  granted  to  said  town,  and  shall  be 
•collected  by  the  marshal  or  other  officers  to  whom 
the  process  is  directed,  and  paid  by  him  to  the  town 
treasurer ;  or  before  process  issues  defendant  can  pay 
his  fine  to  the  judge  of  said  court,  who  shall  pay 
same  to  the  treasurer  of  said  town. 
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§  37.  That  the  defendant  shall  have  the  right  to- 
replevy,  for  three  months,  any  judgment,  fine  or  for- 
feiture of  the  police  court,  on  execution  or  other  final 
process  thereon,  by  giving  bond,  with  good  security, 
in  the  same  manner  as  allowed  by  law  in  similar 
cases  within  the  jurisdiction  of  other  courts  of  thia 
Commonwealth. 

§  38.  That  a  return  of  not  found  on  a  capias  pra 
jiTie  and  of  no  property  found  on  a  jwri  facias  issued 
on  any  judgment  of  the  police  court,  shall  authorize 
an  equitable  proceeding  in  favor  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  Falmouth  against  the  estate  of  the  defendant 
for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  satisfaction  of  said  judg- 
ment, in  the  same  manner  that  a  return  of  no  prop- 
erty authorizes  such  proceedings  in  civil  causes. 

§  39.  That  upon  all  judgments  for  fines  rendered  by 
said  court,  and  which  shall  not  be  paid,  an  execution 
against  the  estate  of  the  defendant  may  be  issued,  or 
a  capias  pro  fine  may  be  issued,  commanding  the 
imprisonment  of  the  defendant  in  the  jaU  or  work- 
house of  the  town  or  county  until  the  same  shall) 
be  paid ;  but  the  imprisonment  shall  not  exceed  one 
day  for  each  dollar  of  such  fine :  Provided^  That  said 
court,  in  its  discretion,  may  assign  such  defendant 
so  fined  to  hard  labor  on  the  streets  or  alleys,  or  any 
works  belonging  in  any  manner  to  said  town,  or  at 
some  other  labor  for  the  benefit  of  said  town,  until 
he  shall  pay  l\is  fine  and  the  costs  adjudged  against 
him ;  allowing  for  his  labor  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar 
per  day;  eight  hours  shall  constitute  a  day;  and  when 
not  at  labor  defendant  shall  be  confined  as  provided 
in  this  section.  And  for  the  purpose  of  putting  him 
in  the  jail  or  work-house  and  takine:  him  out  to  la- 
bor, a  certified  copy  of  the  order  assigning  him  to 
work  shall  be  sufficient  authority  to  the  marshal, 
jailer  or  keeper  of  the  work-house.  All  persons 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  by  said  court  may  be 
assigned  to  labor  in  like  manner  as  those  fined. 
When  persons  imprisoned,  as  contemplated  by  this 
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section,  shall  be  confined  in  the  county  jail,  the  jail- 
er's fees  shall  be  paid  by  said  town. 

§  40.  That  appeals  shall  be  from  the  decisions  and 
judgments  of  said  police  court  of  the  Pendleton  crim- 
inal court  in  criminal  and  penal  causes,  when  the  fine 
exceeds  twenty-five  dollars  or  the  imprisonment  ex- 
ceeds ten  days.  But  no  judgment  shall  be  suspended 
by  such  appeals  unless  the  defendant,  within  five  days 
after  the  rendition  thereof,  cause  to  be  executed,  be- 
fore the  clerk  of  the  court  to  which  the  appeal  is 
taken,  a  bond  with  good  security,  in  all  respects  as 
required  by  section  364  of  the  Criminal  Code  of  Prac- 
tice ;  or,  in  civil  cases,  appeals  shall  be  to  the  Pendle- 
ton quarterly  or  circuit  courts,  the  same  as  appeals 
from  judgments  of  justices  of  the  peace  to  said 
courts. 

§  41.  That  the  fees  of  the  police  judge,  whether 
acting  as  judge  or  clerk  or  otherwise,  shall  be  the 
same  in  all  cases  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  given 
by  law  to  officers  performing  like  services ;  and  fees 
and  costs  shall  be  taxed  in  cases  in  said  court  to  the 
same  extent,  in  the  same  way,  and  under  the  same 
regulations,  as  in  other  courts  having  similar  juris- 
diction. 

OerveraZ  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

§  42.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  stated 
meetings,  and  the  chairman,  or,  in  his  absence,  the 
clerk,  may  call  meetings  by  notice  (oral  or  written)  to 
each  of  the  members ;  a  majority  of  the  members 
elected  as  trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

§  43.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to 
make,  ordain  and  publish  all  such  ordinances,  by- 
laws, police  and  sanitary  regulations,  not  contrary  to- 
the  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth,  for  the  good 
government  of  said  town,  and  to  promote  the  health, 
security,  trade  and  commerce  thereof,  and  that  may 
be  necessary  or  expedient  to  carry  into  effect  the* 
powers  vested  in  the  board  of  trustees,  or  any  officer 
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of  said  town,  by  this  act,  and  to  amend  or  repeal  the 
same,  and  to  enforce  the  observance  of  all  ordinances, 
by-laws  and  regulations  made  in  pursuance  to  this  act 
by  penalties  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  fine 
and  fifty  days  imprisonment  for  any  offense  against 
the  same. 

§  44.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  allowed 
fifty  cents  a  piece  for  every  regular  meeting  of  the 
board  that  they  may  attend,  as  compensation  for  their 
services ;  but  they  shall  not  be  allowed  any  compensa- 
tion for  called  meetings  or  for  any  r^ular  meeting 
they  do  not  attend ;  said  allowance,  when  due,  shall 
be  allowed  by  the  board,  and  an  order  entered  on  their 
minute  book  directing  the  town  clerk  to  draw  a  war- 
rant on  the  treasurer  for  same,  as  all  other  claims  are 
allowed. 

§  45.  That  no  member  of  the  board  shall  hold  any 
office  under  said  board  of  trustees  while  he  is  a  mem- 
ber of  same:  Provided^  There  is  any  compensation 
attached  to  said  office,  the  allowance  of  which  is  made 
by  said  board  of  trustees;  nor  shall  any  member  of 
said  board  of  trustees  be  allowed  to  furnish  materials 
or  other  things  to  said  board  for  the  benefit  of  the- 
town  of  Falmouth  under  contract,  or  in  any  other 
manner,  where  there  is  compensation  attached  to 
i3ame. 

§  46.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  man- 

f 

agement  and  control  of  finances,  and  all  the  property, 
real,  personal,  and  mixed,  belonging  to  the  corpora- 
tion, and  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  the  erec- 
tion, repair,  maintenance,  and  government  of  all  pub- 
lic buildings  of  the  town,  and  to  provide  for  inclosing 
and  improving  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the 
town ;  and  within  the  jurisdiction  of  said  town  shall 
have  power  by  ordinance  or  by-law — 

1.  To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of  gam- 
bling, playing  at  cards,  dice,  or  other  games  of  chance, 
whereat  any  thing  of  value  is  won  or  lost. 

2.  To   license,   tax,  regulate,  or  prohibit  billiard 
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tables,  pigeon-hole,  Jenny  land,  and  similar  tables, 
pin  alleys,  nine  or  ten-pin  alleys,  ball  alleys,  or 
shooting  galleries. 

3.  To  license,  tax,  regulate,  or  prohibit  all  concerts, 
exhibitions,  shows,  circases,  caravans,  theatrical  per- 
formances, and  all  other  exhibitions  and  amusements. 

4.  To  prevent  and  suppress  tumults,  riots,  routs, 
and  breaches  of  the  peace,  noises,  disturbances,  or 
disorderly  assemblages. 

5.  To  restrain  or  suppress  disorderly  houses,  gro- 
ceries, saloons,  halls  and  houses  of  ill-fame. 

6.  To  restrain,  suppress  and  punish  indecent,  ob- 
scene or  profane  language,  conduct  or  exhibitions, 
and  restrain  and  punish  vagrants  and  prostitutes. 

7.  To  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at 
large  of  horses,  swine  or  other  animals,  and  authorize 
the  distraining,  impounding  and  sale  of  the  same  for 
the  penalty  incurred  and  cost  of  proceedings,  and  to 
impose  penalties  on  the  owner  of  any  such  animal  for 
a  violation  of  any  ordinance  or  by-law  in  relation 
thereto. 

8.  To  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and  to 
authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  when  found  at 
large  contrary  to  by-law  or  ordinance,  and  to  impose 
penalties  on  the  owners  thereof  for  permitting  them 
to  run  at  large. 

9.  To  appoint  watchmen  or  policemen,  and  pre- 
scribe their  duties,  powers  and  pay. 

10.  To  establish  and  maintain  a  jail  or  station- 
house,  a  hospital  or  x>^st-house,  an  engine-house, 
work-house,  i)oor-house  and  market-house,  and  make 
rules  and  r^ulations  for  the  government  thereof,  and 
appoint  officers  for  the  conduct  and  management  of 
the  same. 

11.  To  authorize  the  clerk  to  grant  and  issue  license, 
and  direct  the  time  and  manner  of  issuing  and  regis- 
tering thereof,  and  the  fees  to  be  paid  therefor ;  but 
no  license  shall  be  granted  for  more  than  one  year, 
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and  the  fee  for  issaing  the  same  shall  not  exceed  fifty 
cents.

one  year,  shall  not  be  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  the  amount  to  be  paid 
for  any  other  license  authorized  by  this  act  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  board  of  trustees.  Before  any  person 
shall  have  the  right  to  sell  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt 
liquors  within  said  town  or  within  one  mile  thereof,  he 
shall  present  to  the  treasurer  of  said  town  a  certified 
copy  of  the  order  of  the  board  of  trustees  granting 
him  license,  and  lodge  the  same  with  him,  and  pay 
him  the  amount  charged  therefor,  as  fixed  by  ordi- 
nance or  by-law.  If  any  person  shall  sell  spirituous, 
vinous  or  malt  liquors  within  said  limits  without  first 
having  complied  with  the  foregoing  provisions  of  thia 
section,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  retailing  liquor 
without  license,  or  keeping  a  tippling-house,  as  the 
case  may  be,  under  the  General  Statutes,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  indictment  in  the  Pendleton  criminal  court,. 
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and  fined  as  provided  in  ttie  General  Statates  for  the 
commission  of  said  offenses. 

15.  To  provide  for  the  security  of  said  town  against 
fire,  by  the  purchase  of  flre  engines  and  other  fire  appa- 
ratus, and  the  organization  of  one  or  more  fire  com- 
panies ;  appoint  ofiicers  and  make  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  thereof,  and  do  all  other  things 
and  acts  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  an  effective 
fire  department.

and  a  head  or  poll  tax  upon  every  male  inhabitant  of 
said  town  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  of  not 
exceeding  two  dollars,  and  a  tax  not  exceeding  one 
dollar  on  each  dog  that  any  person  may  keep  or  suf- 
fer or  permit  to  be  kept  on  his  or  her  premises.

If  not  re- 
deemed, the  board  of  trustees  shall,  on  presentation 
of  the  certificate  of  sale,  execute  a  deed  to  the  pur- 
chaser, conveying  to  him  the  real  estate  so  sold  and 
unredeemed  as  aforesaid. 

§  61.  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures,  taxes  and  assess- 
ments herein  contemplated  and  provided  for,  shall  be 
appropriated  exclusively  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 
town,  in  such  a  manner  as  the  board  of  trustees  may 
direct. 

§  52.  That  the  clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  sales 
for  taxes  and  assessments,  which  shall  be  open  for  in- 
spection at  all  times. 

Streets^  Alleys^  Public  Orounds^  etc. 

§  53.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  authority 
and  control  over  the  streets,  alleys,  sidewalks,  public 
squares  and  grounds  now  in  said  town,  or  \irtiich  may

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OeneraZ  Asserribly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  qf  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  first  section  of  said  act  be  amended 
by  adding  thereto,  at  the  end  thereof,  the  following : 
^^  Provided,  Said  trnstees  may  dednct  from  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  and  that  of  the  issue 
of  bonds  authorized  by  the  said  act  of  first  of  May, 
1886,  now  remaining  unsold,  such  expense  as  they 
may  incur  in  making  sale  thereof. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  518. 

AN  AOr  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  '*  An  act  to  incorporate  the  town 

of  South  Louisville." 

Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  Oeneral  AsseTobly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  KentucJcy : 

%  1.  That  the  act,  entitled  **An  act  to  incorporate 
the  town  of  South  Louisville,  in  Jefferson  county," 
approved  May  17th,  1886,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  as  follows :  By  striking  out  all  of  the  first 
section  thereof  after  the  word  *' beginning,"  and  insert- 
ing instead  thereof  the  following :  '^At  the  intersection 
of  the  west  line  of  Fourth  street  as  extended  to  the 
north  line  of  the  land  bought  by  Theo.  Schwartz  & 
Co.  from  Churchill ;  thence  along  the  north  line  of 
said  land  to  the  westward  line  of  same ;  thence  south- 
wardly along  said  western  line  to  the  south  line  of 
what  is  known  as  'P'  street;  thence  with  said  line 
east  to  the  western  line  of  the  National  Turnpike 
Road ;    thence  along   said  line  southwardly  to  the 
southwardly  line  of  the  twenty-six  acre  tract  bought 
by  Jones  &  Ward  from  Standiford ;  thence  along  said 
line  eastwardly,  and  in  same  course,  on  a  prolonga- 
tion of  said  line,  across  the  Louisville  and  Nashville 
Railroad  Company's  right  of  way,  and  across  the  fifty- 
acre  tract  bought  by  said  company  from  Jones  to  the 
south-eastern  line  of  said  tract;   thence  along  said 
line  northeasterly  to  where  it  is  seven  hundred  and 
two  feet  and  three  inches  from  the  Louisville  Transfer 
Company's  center  line  ;  thence  north  thirty -three  and 
one-half  degrees,  east,  to  the  northern  line  of  the 
Lilly  tract  of  land ;  thence  along  said  line  westwardly 
to  what  would  be  the  western  line  of  Brook  street,  if 
extended ;  thence  south  on  said  line  to  where  it  inter- 
sects the  northern  line  of  the  Jones  &  Ward  land ; 
thence  along  said  line  westwardly  and  the  north  line 
of  the  said  land  bought  by  Schwartz  &  Co.  to  the 
point  of  beginning:  Provided^  That  should  there  be 
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any  conflict  between  the  above  boundary  and  that  of 
the  city  of  Loaisville,  then  the  boundary  of  said  town 
shall  yield  to  that  of  said  city,  and  follow  it  along^ 
until  beyond  the  conflict,  and  then  follow  the  bound- 
ary of  said  town  as  herein  given." 

§  2.  That  section  9  of  said  act  of  May  17th,  1886, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

§  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passa^^e.

CHAPTER  619. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Bank  of  Louisville. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Oomr- 
TuonweaUh  of  KerUucky : 

%  1.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  Bank  of  Loais- 
Capital  stock,  vllle  Is  hereby  fixed  at  one  million  dollars;  and  for 
the  pnrpose  of  procuring  the  additional  capital  so- 
authorized,  the  board  of  directors  are  empowered  to- 
issne  and  sell  additional  stock  sufficient^  at  the  rate  of 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  share,  to  increase  the 
present  stock  to  a  total  of  one  million  dollars.  Parts- 
of  such  total  additional  stock  hereby  authorized  may 
be,  from  time  to  time,  offered  and  sold.  But  no  part 
of  such  new  stock  shall  be  sold  nor  subscriptions 
therefor  be  taken  at  a  less  rate  than  the  par  value 
thereof. 
§  2.  That  power  is  hereby  given  to  said  Bank  of 
Safety  vault.  Louisvillc,  upon  the  vote  of  its  board  of  directors  to 
construct  a  commodious  and  strong  safety  vault,  con- 
taining a  number  of  compartments  or  boxes  designed 
and  adapted  for  renting  to  persons  who  desire  to  have 
a  place  of  safe  deposit  for  valuables ;  and  power  is 
hereby  given  said  bank,  through  its  board  of  directors^ 
to  rent  out  the  boxes  in  such  safety  vault  to  such  per- 
sons or  corporations,  and  for  such  periods  of  time,  and 
at  such  rates  as  may  be  agreed. 
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§  3.  Said  board  of  directors  may  employ  vaalt  vauit-keepen. 
keepers  and  other  officers  and  employes  proper  or  nec- 
essary to  the  custody  and  management  of  said  safety 
vault.  All  such  officers  and  employes  shall  hold  their 
places  at  the  pleasure  of  the  board  of  directors,  and 
the  board  of  directors  may  require  of  any  or  all  such 
bond  or  bonds,  and  may  prescribe  the  form  and  fix 
the  penalty  of  the  same,  and  from  time  to  time  exact 
farther  bond  or  surety  as  in  their  judgment  may  be 
expedient. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  provis- 
ions of  the  same  shall  have  been  accepted  by  a  ma- 
jority in  interest  voting  at  a  regular  stockholders'^ 
meeting,  or  at  some  special  stockholders'  meeting 
called  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  acceptance 
of  this  act,  and  the  fact  certified  to  the  Governor  of 
this  Commonwealth  under  the  seal  of  said  cori)ora- 
tion.  The  vote  shall  be  taken  in  conformity  with  the 
law  now  existing  regulating  meetings  of  stockholders 
and  the  voting  thereat.

CHAPTER  620. 

AN  AOT  to  incorporate  the  Daysville,  Elkton  and  Fairview  Turnpike 

Road  Company,  in  Todd  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  is  hereby,  incorporated  incorponttion.; 

.  and  style. 

for  the  purpose  of  bnilding,  const  r  acting -and  manag- 
ing a  turnpike  road  from  the  county  line  between 
Logan  and  Todd  counties,  beginning  on  the  Russell- 
ville  and  Hopkinsville  road  near  P.  Lyons'  residence, 
with  said  road  through  Daysville  and  Elkton,  and  to 
the  county  line  between  Todd  and  Christian  counties, 
in  Fairview,  or  so  much  thereof  as  said  corporation 
may  deem  proper  to  build,  under  the  name  and  style 
of  *'The  Daysville,  Elkton  and  Fairview  Turnpike 
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Road  Company ;"  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  have  the  right  to  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  to  sne  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Common- 
wealth ;  and  be  a  body-corporate  and  have  a  common 
seal,  which  they  may  alter  or  change  at  pleasure,  and 
all  other  rights  and  powers  incident  to,  and  necjsssaxy 
to  carry  into  effect,  the  i)owers  hereinafter  granted. 
§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall

§  a  That  C.  H.  Penick,  John  N.  Dill,  A.  W.  Good- 

TNames  of  incor-  mau,  S.  H.  PerMus,  E.  B.  Weathers,  Georcce  Jesnp, 
William  Jesup,  Robert  Banner,  W.  S.  Wyatt  and 
W.  A.  Starkes,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  com- 
missioners to  open  books  and  receive  subscription  for 
stock  in  said  company,  at  such  times  and  places  as 
any  three  of  them  may  deem  expedient ;  and  when  fif- 
teen hundred  dollars  of  said  stock  shall  have  been 
subscribed,  said  commissioners,  or  any  three  of  them 
choosing  to  act,  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockhold- 
ers, by  general  public  notice  posted  up  in  DaysviUe, 
Elkton  and  Fairview,  when  and  where  the  stockholders 
shall  meet  to  organize  and  elect  officers,  at  which 
meeting  they  shall  elect  a  president  and  five  directors, 
who  shall  have  the  control  and  management  of  said 
road,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  transact  the  business  of  said  company,  and  in  whom 
•and  their  successors  shall  be  vested  the  corporate 
powers  of  said  company ;  that  in  all  the  elections  held 
^under  this  charter,  each  and  every  stockholder  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  owned 
by  him,  to  be  cast  either  in  person  or  by  proxy, 
authorized  by  writing ;  the  president  so  chosen  shall 
be  the  executive  of  said  board,  and  preside  over  the 
meetings,  and  in  his  absence  the  board  may  select  one 
of  its  members,  as  president  pro  tem.^  who  shall  have 
the  same  powers  and  perform  the  same  duties  of  the 
president ;  the  board  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 
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treasarer  andi secretary,  and  prescribe  their  duties  and 
fix  their  compensation. 

§  4.  After  the  board  is  thus  organized,  an  annual  £»«=«<»». 
election  of  president  and  directors  shall  be  held  in 
Elkton  on  the  first  Monday  in  November  of  each  year, 
and  if,  for  any  reason,  it  should  not  be  held  on  that 
day,  it  may  be  held  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable ; 
the  officers  so  elected  shall  hold  their  office  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quali- 
fied.  Said  directors  are  authorized  and  empowered  to 
fill  any  and  all  vacancies  occurring  in  said  board  ;  no 
person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  president  or 
director  unless  he  is  the  owner  in  his  own  right  of 
stock  in  said  company ;  they  shall  have  the  right  to 
make  all  necessary  by-laws  for  the  government  of 
themselves,  officers  and  affairs  of  said  company,  not 
inconsistent  with  this  charter  and  the  laws  of  the  land, 
and  regulate  the  manner  of  election  of  its  officers. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  keep  Duty  of  aecre-

the  books  and  accounts  of  said  company,  to  attend 
the  meetings  of  said  board,  and  keep  in  a  substantial 
book  an  accurate  record  of  all  its  proceedings,  which 
ehall  at  all  times  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the 
stockholders. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  said  Duty  of  treat- 
company  to  collect  and  receipt  for  all  the  stock  paid 
in,  and  he  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  the  money  be- 
longing to  said  company,  and  he  shall  pay  the  same 
out  only  on  the  order  of  the  board  of  directors,  certi- 
fied to  him  by  the  secretary  ;  but  before  entering  on 
the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  execute  a  bond,  with 
approved  security,  to  said  board,  conditioned  that  he 
will  faithfully  perform  all  the  duties  of  treasurer,  and 
pay  over  as  directed  by  the  board  any  money  in  his 
hands  belonging  to  the  company,  and  will  make  full 
settlement  of  his  accounts  when  required  t)y  said 
board ;  and  on  going  out  of  office  will  deliver  to  said 
board  or  his  successor  all  books,  papers,  property,

§  12.  That  the  directors  of  said  company  shall  have  suoerintendents 
power  to  employ  all  needful  superintendents  and  en- ""  ~  "**"" 
gineers  deemed  by  them  expedient;  to  acquire,  by 
contract,  any  material  for  bailding  the  road ;  and  in 
case  a  satisfactory  agreement  can  not  be  made  with 
the  owner  for  the  same,  they  may  have  any  rock 
quarry,  timber  land,  or  other  thing  necessary  for  build- 
ing or  repairing  the  same,  condemned  according  to 
the  general  laws  in  force  on  this  subject.  They  shall 
have  i)ower  and  authority  to  enter  upon  any  lands 
to  examine  any  rock  quarry  or  timber  or  other  thing 
needed  for  the  construction  or  repairs  of  said  road ; 
and  they  have  the  right  to  use  the  present  county 
road  herein  referred  to  for  a  road-bed  for  said  tarn- 
pike  without  having  it  condemned,  and  to  contract 
with  or  lease  that  part  of  said  road  now  metaled, 
from  the  county  court,  on  such  terms  and  on  sach 
time  as  they  may  agree. 

§  13.  That  the  county  court  of  Todd  county,  a  ma-  county  sutacrip- 
jority  of  the  justices  being  present  and  concurring 
therein,  may  sabscribe  stock  in  said  road,  not  exceed- 
ing five  hundred  dollars  per  mile  as  completed ;  and 
for  the  purpose  of  paying:  the  same,  said  court  may 
levy  and  have  collected  a  poll  and  ad  valorem  tax  on 
the  citizens  and  property  in  the  magisterial  districts 
through  which  it  rans  for  the  payment  of  said  stock.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Deposit  Bank  Calhoon,  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwedUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  a  bank  is  hereby  created  and  established 
Creation.         lu  the  towu  of  Calhoou,  McLean  county,  Kentucky. 

§  2.  That  the  subscribers  to  the  capital  stock  thereof, 
Corporate  pow-  together  wlth  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns, 
»ty  c.  ^^^  ^j  other  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders 
in  this  incorporation,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
made  and  created  a  bocjly-corporate  and  politic,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Deposit  Bank ;  and  by  that 
name  shall  be  made  capable  to  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be 
defended,  in  any  court  or  place  whatsoever,  and  have 
all  the  powers  hereinafter  given ;  and  make  and  use 
a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at 
pleasure;  also  make,  establish,  and  put  into  execu- 
tion such  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient 
for  the  government  and  management  of  its  business, 
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not  inconsistent  with  or  contrary  to  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  the  State  of   Kentucky  or  the  United 
States. 
§  3.  That  F.  E.  Porter,  R.  H.  Glover,  J.  Weil,  J.  J.  Name,  of  com- 

missioners. 

Giles,  W.  L.  Hobson,  R.  M.  Q-lover,  Ben.  F.  Landrum, 
Jas.  Cote,  J.  E.  Porter,  Isaac  Calhoon,  Q-eo.  F.  In- 
gram, Gr.  T.  Cary,  R.  G.  Cary  and  P.  F.  Lockett,  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  receive  subscrip- 
tions to  the  capital  stock  of  said  bank,  any  two  of 
whom  may  act ;  and  when  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  ($12,500)  shall  have  been  sab- 
scribed,  said  commissioners  shall  give  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers  in  the 
town  of  Calhoon,  and  the  corporation  may  organize 
and  begin  business.  When  five  thousand  dollars 
($5,000)  of  subscribed  stock  shall  have  been  paid  in, 
and  when  the  president  or  cashier  of  said  bank, 
elected  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  have  made  oath 
to  the  fact  of  such  payment,  before  some  judge,  jus- 
tice or  notary,  and  the  remaining  seven  thousand  five 
hnndred  dollars  ($7,600)  subscribed  shall  be  paid  in 
such  manner  and  at  such  times  as  the  board  of  direct- 
ors may  direct. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  bank  shall  be  twenty-  capital  »tock. 
five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000),  divided  into  shares  of 
fifty  dollars  each,  and  may  be  increased  from  time  to 
time  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  stockholders  to  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  but  not  to  exceed  that 
amount.  At  all  elections  for  directors,  or  upon  all 
questions  submitted  to  the  stockholders  for  their  vote 
and  decision,  each  share  of  stock  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  vote.  The  board  of  directors  elected  on  the 
organization  of  the  corporation  shall  hold  their  offices 
until  the  first  Monday  in  January  succeeding  such 
election,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified. 

§  5.  Said  corporation  shall  be  under  the  control  of  By  whom  con. 
not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five  directors,  who 
sball   be  stockholders  and  residents  of   this  State. 
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They  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders,  and  the 
election  shall  be  held  at  the  office  of  the  bank,  under 
the  direction  of  three .  stockholders  named  by  the 
directors ;  the  vote  may  be  cast  by  person  or  proxy ; 
a  plurality  of  the  votes  of  the  stockholders  repre- 
sented at  any  election  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 
The  regular  election  for  directors  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Monday  of  January  in  each  year,  and  they  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  saccess- 
ors  are  elected  and  qualified.  They  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  president,  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  by 
death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  of  any  director  or  the 
president,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining 
members  of  the  board  of  directors.  Should  an  elec- 
tion  for  directors,  from  any  caase,  fail  to  be  held  on 
the  day  hereinbefore  designated,  the  corporation  shall 
not  from  that  cause  be  dissolved,  but  the  directors 
chosen  at  the  preceding  election  shall  continue  to 
hold  until  the  next  annual  election,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  office  of 
cashier  shall  not  be  incompatible  vrith  that  of  di- 
rector. 
§  6.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  receive  sub- 
subKTiptions  toscriptions  for  so  many  of  the  shares  of  said  bank 
remaining  unsold  as  they  may  at  times  choose  to  sell ; 
to  declare  dividends,  elect  one  of  their  number  presi- 
dent, and  appoint  such  officers,  agents  and  servants  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of 
the  corporation,  and  pay  them  such  wages  and  take 
from  them  such  bonds  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
their  duties  as  they  may  think  proper.  The  stock 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  personal  property,  and  shall 
be  assignable  only  on  the  books  of  the  company ;  but 
said  corporation  shall  have  a  lien  on  the  stock  to 
secure  any  indebtedness  of  the  stockholders  on  any 
portion  of  unpaid  stock.  Every  stockholder  shall  be 
individually  liable  to  the  creditors  of  the  bank  to  the 
full  amount  of  stock  subscribed  and  owned  by  him ; 
but  when  the  same  shall  be  paid  in  full  by  them,  no

fall  amount  of  stock  subscribed,  any  subscriber  may 
nevertheless  pay  in  his  full  subscription. 

§  7.  That  said  bank  shall  have  power  to  transact  a  Nature  of  busi. 
general  banking  and  financial  business,  to  loan  and 
advance  money,  discount  promissory  notes,  buy  and 
sell  exchange,  stocks  and  all  kinds  of  mercantile 
securities  ;  may  buy  and  sell  gold  and  silver  coin,  and 
all  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  except  that  it 
shall  not  have  power  to  make  or  issue  notes  of  its  own 
to  be  circulated  as  money.  The  promissory  notes  and 
the  biUs  of  exchange  made  negotiable  and  payable  at 
its  banking  house,  or  at  any  other  banking  house, 
when  discounted  by  this  bank,  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  put  upon  the  same  footing  of  foreign  bills  of 
exchange,  and  like  remedy  may  be  had  thereon, 
jointly  and  severally,  against  the  makers,  drawers 
and  indorsers.  The  said  bank  shall  have  the  power 
to  make  advances  on  approved  security,  upon  agri- 
cultural products,  including  growing  crops,  and  upon 
all  manufactures  and  fixtures  as  personal  property. 
It  may  receive  in  pledge  or  as  security  for  money 
loaned  or  debts  owing  it,  bonds,  stocks,  produce  and 
merchandise,  United  States  vouchers,  certificates  or 
bonds  of  indebtedness,  or  the  bonds  of  this  or  any 
other  State,  city,  county  or  of  any  company  incorpo- 
rated by  the  United  States  or  any  State,  and  sell  the 
same  on  the  non-payment  of  the  debt  or  demand  by 
ordinary  course  of  judicial  proceedings. 

§  8.  That  said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,  Deposits. 
bank  notes,  or  other  notes  which  may  be  circulated  as 
money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner,  at  such 
times,  and  with  such  interest  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
with  the  depositors  by  special  or  general  contract,  not 
exceeding,  however,  six  per  cent,  per  annum. 

§9.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  from  minors 
and  married  women,  and  the  receipts  and  acquittances 
of  such  minors  and  married  women  shall  be  valid. 
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§  10.  That  said  bank  may  acquire,  hold,  use,  occupy 
and  enjoy  all  such  real  estate,  goods  and  chattels*  as 
may  be  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its  business^ 
or  to  farther  the  objects  of  its  creation,  or  which  may 
be  conveyed  to  it  as  surety  for  any  debt,  or  purchased 
in  aid  of  the  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment  or 
decree :  Provided^  Said  bank  shall  not  hold  any  real 
estate  they  required,  except  such  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  longer  than  five 
years. 

§  11.  The  president  and  other  otBcers  of  this  bank» 
Oath  of  officers,  before  entering  upon  their  duties,  shall  take  an  oath 
before  some  justice  of  the  peace  or  notary  to  faithfully 
and  honestly  perform  their  respective  duties  as  re- 
quired by  this  charter. 

§  12.  That  this  charter  shall  continue    for  thirty 
Duration  of  char  years,  aud  the  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to 
repeal  or  amend  the  same  at  pleasure.

inamdaal  or  to  any  association  or  company  incorpo- 
rated or  to  be  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this 
State. 

§  3.  That  said  turnpike  or  gravel  roads  shall  be  How  leased, 
leased  as  entireties,  that  is,  each  turnpike  shall  be 
offered  and  let  out  in  a  separate  lease  upon  the  best 
possible  terms,  in  which  it  shall  be  provided  that  the 
lessee,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  shall,  within  a  reasonable 
time,  not  to  exceed  one  year,  put  the  turnpike  so 
leased  to  him  in  good  repair ;  which  will  be  deemed 
to  have  been  done  when  the  road  is  provided  with  all 
suitable  culverts,  side  ditches,  drains,  turnouts  and 
bridges,  and  supplied  with  all  necessary  metal  laid 
down  npon  road-beds  and  grades  as  provided  in  the 
charters  under  which  such  roads  were  built,  so  that 
said  roads  shall  be  in  such  condition  and  repair  as 
would,  under  the  law  now  in  force  in  this  State,  enti- 
tle a  turnpike  company  to  charge  and  receive  tolls :

§  6.  To  enable  such  lessee  to  acquire  lands  for  toll-

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  ^'An  act  to  incorporate  the  Garrsni 
Female  College,"  approved  March  26,  1884. 

Whereas,  The  Garrard  Female  College,  at  Lancas- 
ter, Kentucky,  sold  and  conveyed  to  J.  P.  Sandifer  a 
certain  lot  of  ground  in  Lancaster,  Kentucky,  and  a 
certain  othei*  lot  of  ground  in  Lancaster  to  John  M. 
Logan  and  lillia  J.  Logan,  said  conveyances  being 
shown  by  deeds  of  record  in  the  office  of  clerk  of 
the  Garrard  county  court ;  and  whereas,  some  doubt 
has  arisen  as  to  whether  said  Garrard  Female  College- 
had  the  right  at  the  time  to  sell  or  convey  by  deed 
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Teal  estate  belonging  to  said  Garrard  Female  College ; 
therefore,  to  remove  all  doubts  upon  that  question, 

Be  ii  enacted  by  the  Qeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
mmweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  was  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  said 
act  that  said  Garrard  Female  College  had  authority 
thereunder  to  sell  and  convey  its  real  estate ;  and  that 
said  deeds  of  conveyance  from  said  Garrard  Female 
College  to  said  J.  P.  Sandifer  and  J.  M.  Logan  and 
Lillia  J.  Logan  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  as 
of  the  date  of  said  conveyances,  and  are  legal  convey- 
ances to  all  intents  and  purposes. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  542. 

AK  ACT  declaring  the  court-house  of  Clark  county  to  be,  for  all  pur- 
poses of  jurisdiction,  equally  within  Winchester  and  Blue  Ball  pre- 
cincts, in  said  county. 

Wheeeas,  The  division  line  between  the  justices' 
precincts  of  Winchester  and  Blue  Ball,  in  Clark 
county,  extends  through  the  court-house  of  said 
county ;  and  whereas,  it  is  important  for  the  con- 
venient administration  of  justice  that  every  part  of 
said  court-house  building  shall  be  held  to  be j  within 
each  of  said  precincts  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Oom- 
vumweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  for  all  purposes  of  jurisdiction,  and  for  all 
purposes  in  any  way  pertaining  to  the  administration 
of  justice  in  said  county,  said  court-house  building 
shall  be  taken  and  held  to  be  wholly  and  equally 
within  each  of  said  precincts. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  644. 

AN  AOT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Morton's  Qap,  in  Hopkins  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwedUh  of  Kerd/acky : 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Morton's  Gap,  in  the  county 
Boundary.       of  Hopklns,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated 
with  the  following  boundaries :  Beginning  at  a  planted 
stone  in  Main  street,  running  north  twenty-one  and  a 
half  west  ninety-eight  poles  to  a  stake  in  the  north 
boundary  line;  thence  north  sixty- three  east  thirty- 
four  poles  to  a  sweet-gum;  thence  south  sixty-five 
east  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  poles  to  a  planted 
stone ;  thence  south  four  west  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
two  poles  to  a  sweet-gum  and  black  oak ;  thence  south 
thirty-one  west  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  poles  to  a 
walnut;  thence  north  eighty  west  sixty-six  poles  to 
a  white  oak ;  thence  north  five  west  three  hundred 
poles  to  a  black  gum ;  thence  north  sixty-three  east 
seventy  poles  to  sweet-gum,  the  b^inning  corner. 
§  2.  That  the  fiscal,  prudential  and  municipal  con- 
Trasiec.  to  con  cems  of  sald  towu,  with  the  government  and  control 
when  elected  and  thereof ,  shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  trustees,  five  in

number,  to  be  annually  elected  on  the  first  Saturday 
in  May  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town:  Pro- 
vided^ however^  That  no  one  shall  be  eligible  to  said 
office  of  trustee  who  has  not  resided  in  said  town  one 
year  next  before  his  election,  and  who  shall  not  be,  at 
the  time  of  his  election,  a  qualified  voter  for  State 
Representative. 
§  3.  That  said  trustees  and  their  successors  shall  be 
Name  and  style,  a  body-polltlc  aud  corporate,  and  shall  be  known  by 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Town  of  Morton's  Gap ;  and  by  that  name  shall  be 
capable  in  law  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being 
impleaded,  in  all  C3urts  and  places ;  and  may  use  a 
seal. 
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§  4.  Said  trastees  shall  take  an  oath,  before  some  Trustees  to  take 
officer  qoaUfied  to  administer  it,  that  they  will  faith- 
fully and  without  favor  or  affection  to  any  one,  dis- 
charge the  duties  that  may  devolve  upon  them  as 
trastees  during  their  continuance  in  office,  as  well  as 
the  general  oath  provided  in  the  Constitution. 

§5.  The  trustees  shall   appoint  a  treasurer,  who  shaii  appoint

§  6.  The  said  trustees  shall  exercise  and  possess  all  Powers  ©r

laws  of  the  State  vested  in  and  granted  to  trustees  of 
towns.  They  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
make  all  necessary  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regula- 
tions to  carry  into  full  effect  the  powers  granted  by 
this  act,  and  such  others  as  are  not  contrary  to  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this 
State,  for  the  purposes  of  securing  the  quiet  and  good 
order  of  said  town,  and  the  comfort  and  health  of  the 
citizens  thereof. 

§  7.  The  said  trustees,  for  the  use,  benefit  and  orna- Trustees  may  ac 
ment  of  said  town,  shall  have  power  to  acquire  real 
and  personal  estate,  either  by  purchase,  donation  or 
otherwise,  and  shall  have- power  to  sell  and  convey 
the  same,  a  majority  of  the  board  consenting  thereto : 
ProDtded^  That  the  votes  for  and  against  a  proposition 
of  a  sale  shall  be  specially  entered  on  the  records 
kept  by  the  clerk.

and  may  procure  the  condemnation  of  any  real  estate 
for  the  purpose  as  follows :  Provided,  That  in  no  case 
shall  private  property  be  taken  for  any  such  purpose 
without  the  written  consent  of  the  claimant,  or  a  just 
and  full  comx)ensation  therefor  be  first  paid  in  money 
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to  said  claimant.  If  the  amount  of  such  compensa- 
tion cannot  be  fixed  by  agreement,  the  trustees  may 
then  proceed  to  condemn  the  same  as  prescribed  by 
law,  and  either  may  appeal  as  now  provided  by  law. 
f  §  9.  The  trustees  shall,  at  any  time  before  final  order

tion law ;  and  if  any  person  shall  refuse  to  give  in 
such  list,  he  or  she  shall  be  triple  taxed  on  the  value 
of  their  proi)erty ;  said  value  to  be  ascertained  by  the 
oaths  of  any  two  persons  resident  in  said  town,  and 
said  triple  tax  to  be  recovered  by  warrant  before  the 
police  judge  in  the  name  of  the  board  of  trustees. 
Said  assessor  shall  be  paid  for  his  services  such  sum 
as  the  said  trustees  may  order.

CHAPTER  545. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Carroll  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  KerUiicJcy : 

§  1.  That  the  Carroll  county  court  is  hereby  author- 
to  levy  and  have  collected  an  ad  valorem  tax,  not 
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exceeding  ten  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'" 
worth  of  taxable  property  in  said  county,  for  the- 
purpose  of  paying  the  present  indebtedness  of  said 
county,  and  to  build  or  repair  bridges  and  culverts  on 
the  various  roads  in  said  county  in  the  future.  Said 
tax  may  be  levied  at  any  time  before  the  first  of  Au 
gust,  1888,  for  the  year  1888,  and  the  court  of  claims- 
for  said  county  may  levy  said  tax  whenever  thought 
necessary  thereafter. 

§  2.  The  sheriff  of  said  county  shall  collect  said  tax 
when  levied,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of 
said  county  on  or  before  the  first  of  December  of  each 
year,  for  which  he  will  receive  four  per  cent,  on  the- 
amount  collected  as  compensation  for  collecting  the 
same.  Said  sheriff  and  his  sureties  on  the  sheriff's 
county  levy  bond  shall  be  liable  for  the  collection  and 
payment  of  said  taxes  as  aforesaid. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  546. 

AN   ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  henefit  of  Taylor 

county." 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Asserribly  of  the  Com-

§  1.  That  chapter  144,  section  2,  of  Acts  of  1885-6, 
approved  March  8,  1886,  be  amended  by  striking  out 
the  following  words :  ''On  the  first  Monday  in  Octo- 
ber in  each  year,"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing words:  "At  the  regular  sittings  of  the  court 
of  claims  for  said  county." 

§  2.  That  any  levies  heretofore  made  by  the  said 
court  of  claims  for  Taylor  county,  under  said  chapter 
144,  which,  by  oversight  of  said  court,  was  not  made 
on  the  said  first  Monday  in  October  as  prescribed  in 
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said  section  2,  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  shall, 
and  is  hereby,  made  legal  and  binding  as  if  it  was 
made  on  the  said  first  Monday  of  October. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  jyassage.

CHAPTER  547. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  Owen  county  court  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  to 
pay  off  its  indebtedness,  and  to  issue  bonds  to  refund  its  outstanding 
bonded  indebtedness,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Owen  county  cpnrt  be,  and  it  is  hereby, 
anthorized  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  county  in  any 
sum  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars,  to  pay  off 
its  present  floating  indebtedness  for  turnpike  and 
bridge  purposes,  and  in  any  additional  sum,  not  ex- 
ceeding eighty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of 
refuuding  the  present  bonded  indebtedness  of  said 
county.  No  bond  is  to  be  for  a  less  sum  than  one 
hundred  dollars. 

§  2.  Said  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  ex- 
ceeding six  per  centum  per  annum,  and  shall  be  due 
and  payable  in  fifteen  years,  but  redeemable  at  any 
time  in  the  pleasure*  of  the  county  court  after  eight 
years  from  the  issual  of  any  of  said  bonds. 

§  3.  They  shall  be  signed  by  the  county  judge  and 
attested  by  the  county  clerk  of  said  county,  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  county  treasurer  of  said  county,  and 
stamped  with  the  seal  of  the  court.  They  shall  be 
made  payable  to  bearer  and  pass  by  delivery,  and  the 
interest  thereon  shall  be  paid  semi-annually. 

§  4.  Said  bonds  shall  be  disposed  of  by  said  county 
court  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  the  present  in-^ 
debtedness  of  the  county  not  already  bonded,  and 
bonds  may  be  issued  under  this  act  and  substituted 
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for  bonds  heretofore  issued,  bearing  a  greater  rate  of 
interest,  but  the  amoant  of  bonds  to  be  limited,  as 
provided  in  section  1  of  this  act. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  countj^  court  judge 
and  county  treasurer  to  regulate  and  sell  said  bonds. 
The  date,  amount,  and  when  due  of  each  bond  shall  be 
entered  by  them  upon  a  register  kept  by  the  county 
treasurer  for  that  purpose ;  and  the  proceeds  of  said 
bonds  shall  be  paid  to  the  county  treasurer,  and  be  by 
him  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  said  indebtedness, 
and  he  shall  be  responsible  upon  his  bond  for  the 
faithful  application  of  such  moneys. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  to  pro- 
vide for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of 
said  bonds,  and  is  authorized  to  levy  an  ad  valorem 
tax  for  not  more  than  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  in  the  county  to  en- 
able it  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  but 
the  ad  valorem  tax  in  said  county  shall  not  at  any 
time  exceed  the  said  sum  of  fifty  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  in  any  one 
year. 

§  7.  Said  tax  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner 
and  under  the  same  liability  that  other  county  taxes 
are  collected,  and  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  order  of 
the  county  court. 

§  8.  The  county  court  shall  have  power  to  make  all 
orders  necessary  to  carrying  into  execution  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
.and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  648. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Ludlow. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  The  school  board  of  the  city  of  Ludlow,  in 
Kenton  jconnty,  shall  have  full  and  exclasive  control 
of  all  the  school  money  and  funds  now  belonging  to, 
or  that  may  hereafter  in  anywise  come  to  belong  or 
appertain  to,  the  common  school  fund  or  to  the  com- 
mon schools  of  said  city. 

§  2.  The  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Ludlow  shall  be 
€a?  officio  the  treasurer  of  the  school  board,  shall  give 
bond  with  two  sufficient  sureties  for  double  the  largest 
amount  of  money  which  will  pass  through  his  hands 
in  one  year,  which  bond  must  be  approved  by  the 
school  board ;  he  shall  submit  to  the  school  board  of 
said  city  a  statement  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  money  belonging  to  the  school  fund,  and  showing 
the  balance  remaining  to  the  credit  of  said  fund  once 
in  each  month,  and  at  such  other  times  as  said  school 
board  may  require;  and  said  treasurer  shall  pay  all 
certificates  of  indebtedness  issued  by  said  school 
board  immediately  upon  presentation. 

§  3.  A  majority  of  all  the  members  of  said  school 
board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business. 
The  expenditure  of  money,  the  filling  of  vacancies  in 
said  board,  and  the  election  of  teachers  or  other  em- 
ployes, shall  require  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of 
all  the  members  of  said  board ;  in  the  transaction  of 
all  other  business,  a  majority  of  the  members  present 
shall  concur,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  said  board. 

§  4.  If  any  member  elected  to  said  school  board 
shall  fail  to  qualify  within  thirty  days  after  the  be- 
ginning of  Ms  term  of  office,  his  seat  may  be  declared 
vacant  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the  qualified  members.

CHAPTER  54». 

AN  ACT  fur  the  henefit  of  district  No.  114,  known  as  Green  Hill  Sem- 
inary, Barren  county. 

Whereas,  There  being  a  greater  number  of  papil 
children  of  school  age  living  in  said  district  No.  114, 
known  as  Green  Hill  Seminary^  Barren  county,  than 
the  present  law  permits  money  to  be  drawn  upon,  and 
they  being  convenient  enough  to  attend  the  school- 
house  in  said  district,  more  so  than  to  adjoining  dis^ 
tricts;  therefore, 

Be  tt  enacted  by  the  OeTberaZ  AssevMy  of  the  Ctmt- 
monweaUh  of  Kefntucky: 

§  1.  That  all  the  white  pupil  children  of  said  dis- 
trict of  school  age,  at  the  proper  time,  be  reported  in 
the  census  report,  and  that  the  district  draw  the  pub- 
lic school  fund  each  year  for  all  children  properly 
reported,  as  in  other  districts  where  the  number  does 
not  exceed  the  requirement  of  the  law. 

§  2.  The  above  section  first  shall  first  apply  to  the 
census  taken  in  April,  1888. 

§  3.  The  board  of  trustees-elect  of  the  common 
school  shall  also  be  the  trustees  of  the  said  Green  Hill 
Seminary,  district  No.  114,  and  they  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  appoint  a  principal  or  president  of 
the  school,  and,  with  the  advice  of  said  principal, 
such  other  teachers  as  may  be  necessary  to  instruct 
the  pupils  of  said  school  and  seminary  in  the  arts  and 
sciences,  and  in  all  necessary  and  useful  branches  of 
a  thorough  and  liberal  education  ;  the  object,  aim  and 
design  being  not  only  a  common  school  under  the: 
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general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  for  the  education 
of  all  its  white  children  within  the  school  age  residing 
in  said  district,  bat  also  to  enable  the  trustees  and 
teachers  thereof  to  raise  the  standard  of  education, 
and  to  teach  all  persons  or  children  that  may  attend 
said  school  the  higher  branches  of  education  not  re- 
quired by  the  common  school  law  of  the  State  to  be 
taught  in  schools  exclusively  under  and  regulated  by 
said  school  law. 

§  4.  The  trustees  of  said  school  and  seminary,  to- 
gether with  the  principal  teacher  thereof,  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  regulate  the  course  of  studies, 
including  all  common  school  branches,  and  grade  the 
school  children  in  departments  and  classes  as  to  them 
may  seem  best ;  and  may  also  confer  upon  the  grad- 
uates of  said  school  and  seminary  such  diplomas, 
honors  and  degrees,  as  evidence  of  scholarship,  as 
are  usual  in  the  high  schools  and  colleges  in  this 
Commonwealth. 

§  5.  Nothing  in  sections  2,  3  and  4  shall,  in  any 
way,  interfere  with  the  regulations  of  the  common 
school  as  prescribed  by  the  common  school  law  gov- 
erning the  same. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  660. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of 

Hardyville,  in  Hart  county." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
momoeaUh  of  KeTducky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  ^entitled  '^  An  act  to  establish  the 
town  of  Hardy ville,  in  Hart  county,  Kentucky,,"  ap- 
proved March  21st,  1861,  the  same  re-enacted  and 
amended  March  10,  1880,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
re-enacted  and  amended  as  follows,  viz :  The  corporate 
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limits  of  said  town  shall  hereafter  be  as  follows :  Be- 
ginning at  Jesse  Russell's,  including  him ;  thence 
straight  line  to  J.  T.  Burks' ,  including  him  ;  thence  to 
J.  R.  G.  Burks' ,  including  him ;  thence  to  Stokes 
Baird's,  Jr.,  on  top  of  the  knob,  including  him  ;  thence 
to  A.  S.  Baird's,  including  him  ;  thence  toL.  F.  Mans- 
field's, including  him  ;  thence  to  southwest  corner  of 
Thos.  Riordan's  field  adjoining  J.  J.  White's  ;  thence 
to  R.  W.  Boyd's  residence,  including  it ;  thence  to  A. 
L.  King's,  including  him;  thence  to  J.  D.  Smith's, 
including  him  ;  thence  to  J.  S.  Harper's  residence, 
including  it ;  thence  to  Mrs.  Susan  Hunter's,  including 
her ;  thence  straight  line  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  L.  P.  Bryant,  J.  J.  White  and  S.  M.  Durham 
are  hereby  appointed  trustees  of  said  town,  and  they 
and  their  successors  shall  have  all  the  privileges, 
rights  and  powers  as  is  provided  for  trustees  of  said 
town  in  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
amendment. 

§  3.  That  J.  W.  Wood  is  appointed  police  judge  of 
said  town,  who,  after  qualifying  according  to  law,  and 
executing  the  required  bond,  shall  act  as  police  judge 
of  said  town  until  the  next  regular  election  of  officers 
of  said  town,  and  he  and  his  successors  shall  be  under 
the  same  jurisdiction  as  is  provided  for  same  in  section 
three  of  amendment  approved  March  lOth,  1880. 

§  4.  That  Sam.  R.  Bryant  is  appointed  town  mar- 
shal of  said  town,  and  after  qualifying  according  to 
law,  and  making  the  required  bond,  shall  hold  the 
office  of  town  marshal  until  the  next  regular  election 
of  officers  of  said  town ;  and  he  and  his  successors 
shall  have  the  same  rights  and  privileges,  and  be  un- 
der the  same  responsibilities,  as  is  provided  in  section 
four  of  amendments  approved  March  10th,  1880. 

§  5.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed,  so  far  as  they  may  conflict 
with  this  act.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisville  Democratic  Club. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaZth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  B.  P.  Camp,  Thomas  H.  Sherley,  A.  S. 
Willis,  John  T.  Gathright,  W.  B.  Hoke,  P.  Hagan, 
Lyttieton  Cooke,  Shackelford  Miller,  C.  G.  Hulsewede, 
E.  D.  Briscoe  and  Joseph  B.  Reed,  their  associates, 
snccessors  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  cre- 
ated a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Louisville  Democratic  Club  ;  and  by  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  power  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  and 
do  business  generally. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  club  shall  not  exceed 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of 
ten  dollars  each,  and  the  said  stock  shall  be  held  by 
members  only ;  and  upon  the  death,  resignation  or 
expulsion  of  any  member,  the  stock  held  by  him 
shall  revert  to  the  club. 

§  3.  The  said  club  shall  be  located  in  the  city  of 
Loaisville,  Kentucky,  and  shall  have  power,  and  is 
hereby  authorized,  to  establish,  furnish  and  maintain 
a  suitable  club-house  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  its 
members,  and  for  the  purpose  of  social  enjoyment, 
the  advancement  of  science  of  political  economy,  and 
the  propagation  of  the  principles  of  Democracy,  and 
the  promotion  of  social  and  friendly  relations  among 
its  members ;  and  for  that  purpose  may  purchase, 
build  and  rent  suitable  land  and  buildings  in  said 
city ;  and  the  said  club  may  take  and  hold,  by  gift, 
purchase,  contract  or  devise,  personal  and  real  estate 
to  the  value  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which 
shall  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  club. 

§  4.  The  club  may  be  organized  as  soon  as  five  thou- 
sand dollars  of  its  stock  is  subscribed  and  paid  for,  by 
the  appointment  of  a  president,  and  such  other  offi- 
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cers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  Its  members  may 
make  such  by-laws,  rales  and  regalations,  as  it  may 
deem  proper,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  government 
and  management  of  the  club ;  and  it  may,  by  its  by- 
laws, prescribe  the  duties  and  qualifications  of  its 
members,  and  the  conditions  upon  which  persons  may 
become  and  remain  members  of  the  club. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  662. 

AN  ACT  to  iDcorporate  the  Corinth  Odd  Fellows'  Hall  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CoTn- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Charles  W.  Hutcherson,  A.  N.  Shadd,  N. 
B.  McGlain,  Henry  Jones,  J.  W.  Montgomery  and  J. 
K.  Hutchinson,  and  their  successors,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  created  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  by  the 
name  of  "  Corinth  Odd  Fellows'  Hall  Company,''  with 
all  the  authority  and  power  of  corporations,  for  the 
purposes  hereinafter  mentioned. 

§  8.  The  corporation  aforesaid  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  purchase  and  hold  lands  in  fee- 
simple  and  by  lease,  and  to  erect  thereon  such  build- 
ings and  edifices  as  they  may  think  proper,  and  to 
rent  and  lease  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  such 
term  or  terms,  and  at  such  price  or  prices,  as  they  may 
think  proper. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not 
exceed  ten  thousand  ($10,000)  dollars,  and  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
ten  dollars,  and  may  be  issued  and  transferred  in  such 
manner  as  the  board  of  directors  of  said  corporation 
may  direct. 

§  4.  The  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed 
by  six  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  presi- 
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dent  by  the  other  directors,  and  all  of  whom  shall  be 
stockholders  in  said  corporation.  The  iirst  board  of 
•directors  shall  consist  of  Charles  W.  Hatcherson,  A. 
N.  Shadd,  N.  B.  McLain,  Henry  Jones,  James  W. 
Montgomery  and  J.  K.  Hntcherson,  who  shall  con- 
tinne  in  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1889, 
or  until  their  sucC'essers  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority 
in  interest  of  the  stockholders  of  said  corporation. 
Each  succeeding  board  of  directors  of  said  corpora- 
tion shall  continue  in  office  one  year,  or  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualify.  If  any  of  the 
above-named  directors  shall  decline  or  refuse  to  act,  a 
majority  of  the  others  shall  fill  the  vacancy  by  ap- 
X)ointing  some  one  else.  The  board  shall  have  power 
to  adopt  such  rules  and  by-laws  for  the  government 
of  the  corporation  and  management  of  its  affairs  and 
business  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State.  The  said 
corporators  may  open  books  of  subscription  and  re- 
ceive subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany herein  incorporated ;  and  books  of  subscription 
may  be  opened  and  subscriptions  received  at  such 
places,  and  by  such  agent  or  agents,  as  the  board  may 
direct,  and  upon  such  notice  thereof  as  any  four  of 
said  corporators  may  deem  right  and  proper. 

§  6.  The  said  Corinth  Odd  Fellows'  Hall  Compa- 
ny, of  Grant  county,  Kentucky,  shall  not  own,  in 
fee- simple  or  by  lease,  lands  exceeding  in  value  ten 
thousand  ($10,000)  dollars,  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company.  Whenever  one  thousand  ($1,000)  dollars 
of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  is  subscribed, 
and  thirty  per  cent,  thereof  is  paid  in,  they  shall  have 
the  power  to  pledge  or  mortgage  their  property  to 
secure  the  payment  of  any  debt  or  debts  they  may 
incur  upon  the  account  of  the  corporation.  The  said 
corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
borrow  money  at  any  rate  of  interest,  not  exceeding 
ten  per  cent,  per  annum  ;  and  when  they  shall  borrow 
money  at  any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  ten  per 
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cent.,  it  shall  be  binding :  Provided^  It  shall  be  speci- 
fied in  the  contract  what  the  rate  of  interest  shall  be. 

§  6.  The  board  of  directors  shall  be  elected  annu- 
ally upon  the  first  Monday  in  January,  and  upon  snob 
notice  as  the  board  of  directors  may  prescribe.  They 
shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  own 
body.  They  may  make  such  calls  of  payment  of 
stock  subscribed  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  not 
exceeding  twenty  per  cent,  for  every  thirty  days- 
They  may  keep  their  office  at  such  place  as  they  may 
deem  to  the  Interest  of  the  company.  They  may  ap- 
point a  secretary,  treasurer,  and  such  officers  and 
agents  as  they  may  think  necessary,  with  such  com- 
pensation as  the  board  may  fix ;  and  may  have  a  cor- 
porate seal,  and  may  alter  or  change  same  from  time 
to  time  as  they  deem  necessary. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  563. 

AN  AOT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Granard,  in  Fayette  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Granard,  in  the  county  of 
Fayette,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorpo- 
rated, declared  and  established  within  the  following 
limits  and  bounds,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  a  point  in 
the  centre  of  the  Russell  or  Cynthiana  Turnpike 
Boad,  comer  to  the  toll-house  property  of  the  first 
toll-gate  on  said  road  north  of  Lexington ;  thence 
with  the  line  of  the  toll-gate  grounds  south  seventy- 
two  degrees  twenty -seven  minutes,  west  one  hundred 
and  fifty-four  feet,  to  a  corner  to  the  same  grounds 
and  those  of  Chinn,  formerly  Lawson;  thence  with 
Chinn's  line  north  sixty-seven  degrees  and  thirty- 
three  minutes  west,  nine  hundred  and  sixty  feet,  to 
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a  comer  in  Chinn's  line,  and  comer  to  the  Eastern 
Lnnatic  Asylam  farm ;  thence  with  the  line  of  that 
farm  sonth  forty-seven  degrees  fifteen  minutes  west, 
twelve  hundred  and  fifty  feet,  to  a  corner  to  same ; 
thence  with  their  line  and  that  of  Price  and  others, 
south  forty-four  degrees  and  six  one-hundredth  min- 
utes, east  seventeen  hundred  and  sixty-eight  feet,  to  a 
stake,  corner  to  the  lands  of  Mulligan ;  thence  with 
that  line  south  forty-two  degrees  forty  minutes  east, 
six  hundred  and  forty-seven  feet,  to  a  point  in  the 
centre  of  the  said  Russell  or  Cynthiana  Turnpike 
Road,  and  comer  to  said  last  named  property ;  thence 
with  the  centre  of  said  turnpike  north  three  degrees 
forty-five  minutes,  east  thirteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven  and  one-half  feet,  to  a  point  in  the  centre  of 
the  pike;  thence  again  with  the  centre  of  the  road 
north,  eleven  degrees  fifty-five  minutes,  east  nine 
hundred  and  fifty-nine  feet  to  the  beginning. 
*  §  2.  That  D.  Mulligan,  Jas.  McCoy,  Paul  Conlon,  i  ncorporaton. 
and  Jas.  H.  Mulligan,  and  Louis  H.  Mulligan,  their 
associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  ap- 
^inted  to  act  as  the  first  board  of  trustees  of  said 
town,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  success- 
ors are  elected  and  qualified,  with  power  to  fill  any 
vacancy  that  may  occur  in  their  number.  Said  town 
of  Granard  shall  be  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  and 
in  its  name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  have  all  the 
rights  and  powers  necessary  to  execute  the  purposes 
for  which  this  corporation  is  created. 

§  3.  An  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  Election. 
of  June,  1888,  and  on  the  same  day  every  year  there- 
after, at  some  convenient  place  in  said  town,  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  five  trustees  of  said  town,  who 
shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
succcessors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and  at  said 
election  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  are  entitled 
to  vote,  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  now 
existing  or  hereafter  made  by  law.     The  trustees  so  Trustee*. 
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elected  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  daties  of 
their  offices,  take  an  oath  traly  and  faithfully  to  x>^r- 
form  their  daties  as  trustees.  If,  for  any  cause,  an 
election  is  not  held  on  the  day  fixed  therefor,  the 
trustees  in  office  shall  continue  to  serve  until  their 
successors  are  elected.  Said  trustees  and  their  suc- 
cessors in  office  shall  have  the  power  to  enact  all  by- 
laws and  ordinances  necessary  to  the  improvement, 
regulation,  well-being,  and  advancement  of  the  inter- 
ests of  said  town :  Provided^  The  same  be  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  State.  They  may  elect  a  president 
of  the  board  of  trustees ;  he  have  jurisdiction  concur- 
rent with  justices  of  the  peace  of  Payette  county,  and 
to  try  all  misdemeanors  committed  in  the  town,  or 
violations  of  town  ordinances  or  by-laws.  Practice 
in  his  court  and  process  therefrom  shall  be  controlled 
by  the  law  applicable  to  justices  of  the  peace  of  Fay- 
ette county;  and  he  may  charge  the  same  fees  and 
have  the  same  rights  and  be  under  the  same  liabilities 
of  such  justices.  They  may  appoint  or  elect  a  secre- 
tary, and  appoint  or  elect  an  assessor,  a  collector,  and 
such  other  officers  or  agents  as  they  deem  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  powers  or  duties  imposed  on  them  by 
law,  and  require  of  them  such  bonds  as  they  see  fit. 

§  4.  They  are  hereby  empowered  and  authorized  to 
Schools,  streets,  Tecelvc  by  gift,  donation,  or  to  acquire  by  purchase 
or  condemnation,  any  lot  or  lots  of  ground  in  said 
town  for  school  purposes,  or  making  streets  or  side- 
walks, and  may  contract  for  the  building  or  purchase 
of  school-houses,  making  roads,  streets,  sidewalks, 
alleys,  digging  and  walling  and  making  wells  or 
pumps,  buildings,  sewers  and  cisterns,  laying  gas  or 
water-pipes,  and  contracting  for  a  supply  of  water 
or  gas,  and  for  baying  proper  fire  engines,  and  keep- 
ing in  repair  all  the  town's  improvements  and  prop- 
erty. 

§  5.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  col- 
lect an  annual  tax  upon  all  the  land  in  said  town,  not 
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to  exceed  fifty  cents  upon  the  one  hundred  dollars  of 
the  cash  value  of  the  said  land,  for  the  uses  and  pur- 
])06es  of  said  town.  And  said  town  shall  not  levy  or 
•collect  any  other  tax,  but  may  charge  for  the  pur- 
poses hereinabove  stated  a  license  upon  any  grocery, 
store  or  other  place  of  sale  of  any  articles  by  retail, 
not  to  exceed  fifty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars 
on  the  gross  amonnt  of  sales  of  such  grocery,  store 
or  other  place  of  sale  by  the  year ;  and  may  fine  or 
prohibit  any  such  place  not  licensed  by  them. 

§  6.  The  collector  shall  have  the  power  to  collect,  collector. 
l>y  distress  or  otherwise,  the  taxes  or  license  levied  or 
fixed  on  the  property  within  said  town.  Before  en- 
tering upon  his  duties,  said  collector  shall  execute  a 
bond  to  said  trustees,  in  Bnvih  penalty  as  they  shall 
direct,  with  surety,  to  be  approved  by  them,  and  pay- 
able to  them,  for  the  faithful  collection  of  said  taxes, 
and  the  payment  of  same  to  said  trustees  or  their  . 
ajicent ;  and  for  breach  of  the  conditions  of  said  bond, 
tudd  trustees  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  sue 
said  collector  and  his  sureties,  and  enforce  payment 
thereof. 

§  7.  Every  inhabitant  of  said  town  over  twenty-one  voters. 
years  of  age,  who  shall  have  resided  two  years  in  the 
State,  or  one  year  in  Payette  county,  and  sixty  days 
in  this  town  next  preceding  the  election,  may  be  a 
voter  at  any  town  election.  The  trustees  shall  ap- 
point judges,  sheriffs  and  clerks  of  elections  in  said 
town,  and  be  governed  therein  by  the  laws  in  regard 
to  such  duties,  when  imposed  upon  the  county  court 
by  law  in  regard  to  elections  in  the  county. 

§8-  That  the  said  town  of  Granard  shall  not  beshaiinotbc 
incorporated,  added  to,  or  in  any  way  connected  with  ***'**^  '^* 
any  other  municipality,  city  or  town,  or  with  the 
government  of  any  such,  without  the  consent  of  a 
majority  of  the  freeholders  of  said  town,  expressed 
at  an  election  or  vote  taken  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining their  wishes  upon  that  question ;  and  parties 
hereafter  investing  money  in  real  estate  in  said  town 
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Investments,     sholl  be  deemed  to  have  made  sach  investments  npoit 
the  faith  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  shall 
have  a  right  to  demand  the  enforcement  of  the  same. 
§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  fron^ 
and  after  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  office  of  county  surveyor  and  that  of 
deputy  county  court  clerk  are  not  incompatible. 
§  2.  That  this  act  shall  apply  only  to  Green  county. 
§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  approved  on  the  second  day  of  March»

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  KerducTcy : 

§  1.  That  an  act  approved  March  2,  1888,  entitled 
''An  act  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  'An  act  to  amend 
and  reduce  into  one  the  various  acts  in  regard  to 
Bardstown,' "  be  amended  by  adding  to  the  second 
last  section  of  the  said  act,  which  was  approved  on 
the  second  day  of  March,  1888,  the  following :  Pro- 
vided^  That  all  taxes  mentioned  in  the  act  to  which 
this  is  an  amendment,  shall  be  paid  on  or  before  the

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  now  existinji;  Louisville  Gaa  Company,  and 

to  grant  it  a  new  charter. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oenercd  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Keniucky : 

§  1.  That  the  now  existing  Louisville  Gas  Company  incorporating 

and  term. 

is  hereby  chartered  and  incorporated  for  the  full  term 
of  thirty  years,  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 1889,  and  the  following  charter  is  granted  to  said 
company,  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  upon  and  after 
said  first  day  of  January,  1889,  and  continue  in  full 
force  and  effect  for  the  term  of  thirty  (30)  years,  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

§  2.  That  said  company  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  corporate 
body-corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession, 
by  the  name  of  the  ''Louisville  Gas  Company,"  and 
by  that  name  said  corporation,  its  assigns  and  success* 
ors,  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  contracting  and  being 
'Contracted  with,  suing  and  being  sued,  defending  and 
being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all 
matters  whatsoever,  as  natural  persons ;  and  may  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  break,  alter  and  change 
the  same  at  pleasure ;  may  from  time  to  time  ordain 
und  put  in  execution  such  by-laws;  rules  and  regula- 
tions, for  the  government  and  conduct  of  its  affairs, 
and  the  efficient  and  safe  management  thereof,  as  may 
be  deemed  expedient,  proper  or  necessary,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  of  this  State ;  and  said  company  may  take, 
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parchase,  hold,  enjoy,  mortgage,  sell,  lease,  assign^ 
transfer  and  convey  such  property  and  property  inter- 
ests, real,  personal  and  mixed,  legal  and  equitable, 
stock  in  other  gas  companies,  buildings,  machinery, 
patents,  apparatus  and  other  things  as  may  be  deemed 
to  be  proper  or  necessary  to  the  successful  prosecution 
of  its  business  of  making,  storing,  distributing  and 
vending  gas  in  the  city  of  Louisville  and  its  suburbs  : 
Promded^  however^  That  nothing  in  this  charter  shall 
be  construed  to  authorize  said  company  to  dispose  of 
its  franchises  or  to  vest  the  control  thereof  in  any 
other  x)erson,  company  or  corporation  whatever.    And 
said  company  shall  have  the  power  and  authority, 
whenever  the  board  of  directors  thereof  shall  consider 
the  interest  of  the  company  requires  it,  to  issue  bonds 
in  a;ny  amount  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars^  to  bear  interest  at  any  rate  not  ex-

§  3.  Said   corporation  shall  have  full  power    and 
Nature  of  busi-  authorlty  to  manufacture  and  vend  gas  to  be  made 
"^'  from  any  and  all  of  the  substances,  or  a  combination 

thereof,  from  which  inflammable  gas  is  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  obtained. 
§  4.  That  said  corporation  shall  succeed  to  and  become 
May  succeed  to  thc  owncr  of  the  property,  securities  and  effects  of  the 
franSiite.,  proo-  now  exlstlng  LoulsviUe  Gas  Company  ;  and  to  enable 
com'panyV        g^id  corporatiou  to  construct,  continue  and  extend  its 
gas  works,  and  capacity  to  manufacture,  distribute 
and  deliver  gas  in  the  present  or  future  limits  of  the 
city  of  Louisville  and  its  suburbs,  it  is  hereby  author- 
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ized  to  continue  the  use  of  its  buildings,  works,  appa- 
ratus,  machinery,  mains,  service  pipes,  and  other 
property  now  employed,  or  which  may  be  employed, 
in  manufacturing,  distributing,  storing  and  delivering 
gas  prior  to  January  1st,  1889 ;  and  from  and  after 
that  time  may  own  and  extend  the  mains,  conductors, 
service  pipes  and  works  into  and  through  all  the 
streets,  alleys,  lanes,  parks,  roads  and  ways  of  said 
city  and  its  suburbs,  and  for  that  purpose,  and  to  that 
end,  said  company  may  open  and  take  up  the  carriage- 
ways, sidewalks  and  curbings,  and  shall  replace  the 
same  in  as  good  condition  as  before,  within  a  reasona- 
ble time  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  city  engi- 
neer, and  be  liable  to  said  city  and  any  person  for  any 
damage  which  may  arise  therefrom,  and  for  any  un- 
reasonable delay  in  replacing  the  same.  But  pipes 
shall  not  be  laid  through  fire  cisterns,  nor  within  three 
feet  of  the  outer  walls  thereof. 

§5.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  capital  stock... 
exceed  four  millions  of  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  shall  consist,  first,  of 
the  stock  of  the  now  existing  Louisville  Gas  Com- 
pany, as  the  same  was  on  March  1st,  1888,  at  its  par 
value,  for  which  certificates  shall  be  issued ;  second, 
the  company  hereby  created  may  sell  at  not  less  than 
par,  and  issue  its  stock  for  the  purpose  of  making 
permanent  improvements,  additions  or  extensions  to 
its  works,  and  for  no  other  purpose,  to  the  extent  of 
the  capital  stock  hereby  authorized ;  but  no  sale  of

the  general  council  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  of  each  year,  an  annual 
report  of  its  operation  and  condition,  in  full  and  com- 
plete details ;  and  said  annual  report  shall  show  the 
net  profits,  and  the  per  cent,  thereof  on  the  capital

§  7.  The  stockholders  of  the  corporation  other  than  Board  of  direct. 
the  city  of  Louisville  shall  elect  five  directors  of  the  t*««i  and  duties". 
company,  and  the  eceneral  council  of  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville shall  elect  four  others,  and  the  nine  directors  so 
chosen  shall  constitute  a  board  of  directors  of  said 
company,  and  they  shall  choose  one  of  their  number 
to  be  president  of  the  board ;  and  said  board  of  direct- 
ors shall  be  intrusted  with  the  real  and  personal  and 
other  estate  and  property  interest  of  said  company, 
and  with  the  administration,  conduct  and  management 
of  all  its  afl^airs.  Bach  director  must  be  a  stockholder 
in  his  own  right  of  at  least  ten  shares  of  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  for  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to 
the  time  of  his  election,  but  no  director  elected  to 
represent  the  city  of  Louisville  shall  own  more  than 
one  hundred  shares  of  the  capital  stock.  The  election 
of  directors  of  said  company,  to  be  chosen  by  the 
stockholders  thereof,  other  than  the  city  of  Louisville, 
shall  be  held  annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  July, 
during  the  continuance  of  this  charter,  of  which  elec- 
tion ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  in  one  or  more  of 
the  newspapers  published  in  Louisville,  Kentucky; 
and  the  general  council  of  said  city  shall,  at  its  first 
regular  meeting  after  the  first  Monday  in  July  of  each 
year  during  the  continuance  of  this  charter,  elect  the 
^aid  four  directors  to  serve  in  said  company  on  the 
part  of  said  city.  All  of  said  directors  shall  serve  for 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  chosen 
and  qualified,  and  shall  be  bona  fide  residents  of 
Louisville  at  the  time  of  their  election.  Death,  ceas- 
ing to  hold  as  many  as  ten  shares  of  said  capital  stock, 
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X)ermanent  removal  from  the  city,  or  other  inability 
to  perform  the  duties  of  a  director  of  said  company, 
shall  create  a  vacancy  in  the  board  of  directors,  whict 
shall,  in  case  such  a  ^vacancy  occars  amongst  the  num- 
ber of  directors  chosen  by  the  stockholders  other  thaib 
the  city  of  Louisville,  be  filled  by  the  remaining^ 
directors  of  that  class,  and  in  case  the  vacancy  occurs 
amongst  the  number  of  directors  chosen  by  said  gen- 
eral council,  it  shall  be  filled  by  that  body  :  Promdedy 
That  the  board  of  directors  of  the  now  existing  Louis- 
ville Gas  Company,  who  shall  be  in  office  at  the  time 
the  charter  of  said  company  expires,  shall  be^  and 
they  are  hereby,  empowered  to  act  as  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  corporation  to  which  this  charter  is 
granted,  until  the  first  regular  election  herein  pro- 
vided for ;  a  list  of  stockholders,  eligible  to  be  chosen 
as  directors,  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  company  to- 
the  general  council  twenty  days  before  the  time  for 
the  election  of  city  directors  of  said  company.  If  for 
any  cause  an  election  of  directors  of  said  company 
shall  not  be  held  at  the  time  appointed  by  this  act  for 
such  elections,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  hold  such  elections 
within  the  ninety  days  succeeding.  But  ten  days^ 
notice  must  be  given  by  the  company  of  the  time  for 
the  election  of  the  directors,  who  are  to  be  elected 
by  the  stockholders,  and  by  the  mayor  for  the  election 
by  the  council  of  the  city  directors.  Such  notice  is 
to  be  given  by  at  least  five  insertions  in  some  daily 
newspaper  published  in  the  city  of  Louisville. 
§  8.  Said  corporation  shall  have  full  power  and 
Agents  and  authority  to  employ  such  agents  and  servants  as  the 
business  of  the  company  may  require,  and  to  contract 
with  them  for  their  services ;  and  to  require  of  them 
such  bonds  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  and  business  which  may  be  assigned  to 
them,  from  time  to  tinve,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
and  proper. 

§  9.  In  the  month  of  January,  1889,  and  at  the  be- 
ginning of  each  new  mayoralty  term  thereafter,  the

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mayor  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  with  the  approval  ofcas  expert  and 

inspector  and  hit 

the  general  council  of  said  city,  shall  appoint  a  com-  du»« 
petent  ^s  expert,  who  shall  own  no  stock,  and  not  be 
interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  said  company,  as 
the  city  gas  inspector,  to  serve  until  the  beginning  of  the 
next  succeeding  mayoralty  term,  unless  removed  from 
office  as  hereinafter  provided:  Before  entering  into 
office  said  city  gas  inspector  shall  give  bond  in  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  his  duties,  on  which  any  one  injured  by  the 
official  act  of  said  inspector  may  recover.  Said  in- 
spector shall  have  his  office  in  the  city  hall  of  said 
city,  accessible  to  gas  consumers  and  citizens,  and 
shall  be  paid  by  said  city  a  salary  of  three  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  payable  as  provided  by  salary 
ordinance  in  like  manner  with  the  salaries  of  other 
officers  and  employes  of  said  city.  The  office  hours 
of  said  inspector  shall  be  from  9  a.  m.  to  3  p.  m.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  inspector  to  examine  into 
any  alleged  errors  in  the  gas  bills  of  consumers,  pri- 
vate or  public,  when  called  upon  by  the  consumer  to 
do  so,  and  to  correct  the  same  when  erroneous ;  to 
examine  into  the  monthly  gas  bills  rendered  against 
said  city,  and  correct  the  same ;  to  make  daily  tests  of 
the  gas  furnished  by  said  company  as  to  candle  power 
and  quality  ;  to  serve  on  said  company  written  notice 
of  any  defect  or  failure  in  the  power  or  quality  of  the 
gas,  as  provided  by  this  charter,  on  each  day  on  which 
said  tests  shall  show  such  defect  or  failure  ;  to  make  a 
certified  report  of  such  defect  or  failure,  the  dura- 
tion thereof,  and  such  damages  as  may  have  been  sus- 
tained according  to  the  rate  per  diem  as  hereinafter 
fixed,  with  a  certificate  that  written  notices  as  required 
were  served  on  said  company,  to  the  general  council 
of  said  city,  within  thirty  days  after  the  beginning  of 
such  defect  or  failure,  and  from  time  to  time  there- 
after in  the  event  such  defect  or  failure  continues  or 
recurs.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  inspector  to  fur- 
nish said  company  an  annual  time  schedule,  prepared 
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on  the  basis  of  four  thonsand  hours'  burning  per 
annum,  by  which  the  street  lamps  shall  be  lighted 
and  extinguished  ;  to  report  to  said  company  any  fail- 
ure or  neglect  to  light  or  extinguish  the  lamps  in 
accordance  therewith,  or  to  clean,  repair  or  keep  in 
order  said  lamps,  and  to  see  that  any  such  neglect  or 
failure  is  remedied.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  in- 
spector to  examine  into  the  annual  reports  furnished 
by  said  company  to  said  general  council,  and  to  advise 
the  mayor  if  the  same  are  unsatisfactory.  It  is 
further  provided  that  said  inspector  shall  have  a  gen- 
eral supervision  over  all  the  meters  of  said  company 
and  the  connecting  pipes  of  the  public  lamps,  and 
shall  examine  and  seal  said  meters  before  they  are  put 
in  use,  and  condemn  or  reject  said  pipes  if  insufficient 
to  supply  the  gas  required  by  a  five-foot  burner. 
Said  inspector  is  hereby  given  the  authority  and 
power  to  do  all  such  acts,  and  have  all  such  access  to 
the  property  of  said  company  as  may  be  necessary  to 
the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  herein  imposed 
upon  him.  For  any  failure  or  neglect  on  the  part  of 
said  inspector  to  perform  faithfully  the  duties  of  his 
office,  he  may  be  removed  by  the  mayor  of  said  city 
with  the  approval  of  the  general  council.  Said  com- 
pany shall  furnish  to  all  consumers,  private  and  pub- 
lic, gas  of  an  illuminating  power  of  not  less  than 
sixteen  candles,  English  sperm,  and  of  the  best  quality 
of  said  power,  the  same  to  be  tested  by  the  city  gas 
inspector;  and  said  company  shall  fully  and  freely 
permit  said  city  gas  inspector  to  test  and  inspect  the 
gas,  gas-meters  and  pressure  at  any  and  all  times ; 
and  for  any  defect  in  the  power  or  quality  of  gas 
furnished  consumers  below  or  inferior  to  the  standard 
of  power  or  quality  prescribed  herein,  or  any  failure 
of  said  company  to  furnish  gas  of  said  standard  for 
five  consecutive  days,  then  said  company  shall  imme- 
diately pay  to  said  city  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
for  such  fifth  day,  and  a  like  amount  for  each  suc- 
<;eeding  day  until  the  gas  is  of  said  standard,  on  con- 
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dition  that  written  notice  is  given  to  said  company  by 
said  city  gas  inspector  of  such  defect  or  failure  on 
each  day  on  which  complaint  shall  be  made :  Pro- 
mded^  ?u>wever^  That  if  said  defect  or  failure  be  the 
result  of  unavoidable  accident  or  casualty,  said  com- 
pany shall  not  be  liable  or  make  any  such  payment  if 
it  shall  repair  such  injury  or  accident  with  reasonable 
dispatch.  And  upon  such  defect  or  failure  as  to  the 
standard  of  power  or  quality  of  gas  furnished  to  con- 
sumers, private  or  public,  then,  upon  the  certified 
report  thereof  to  the  general  council  of  said  city  by 
the  city  gas  inspector,  a  sufficient  amount  to  compen- 
sate therefor  as  damages,  in  accordance  with  the  rate 
})er  diem,  as  herein  fixed,  shall  be  withheld  by  said 
city  from  any  bill  or  claim  which  said  company  may 
then  have  against  said  city ;  but  if  such  amount  is 
not  so  withheld,  the  liability  of  said  company  shall 
continue:  Provided^  however ^  That  before  the  said 
inspector  shall  correct  any  bill  of  a  private  consumer 
or  of  the  city,  he  shall  make  inquiry  of  the  treasurer 
of  said  company  in  reference  to  any  error  alleged  to 
be  therein,  and  if  satisfied  that  there  is  an  error,  he 
shall  give  a  certificate  over  his  signature  of  the  correc- 
tion of  such  bill,  and  such  certificate,  as  well  as  the 
reports  of  said  inspector,  provided  for  above'  in  refer- 
ence to  the  candle  power  and  quality  of  gas,  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  contained  therein. 

§  10.  Said  company  shall  have  the  exclusive  privi-  Exclusive  privi- 
lege of  erecting,  maintaining  and  operating  gas  works  ''^'' 
in  the  city  of  Louisville  for  the  manufacture  and  sale 
of  gas  for  illuminating  and  heating  purposes  during 
the  continuance  of  this  charter ;  reserving,  however,  to 
any  i>ersun  the  right  to  erect  gas  works  on  his  own 
premises  for  supplying  said  premises  with  gas  for  his 
own  use:  Pronded^  That  this  section  shall  not  be 
held  to  exclude  the  introduction  and  sale  of  natural 
f^as  for  fuel,  heating  and  illuminating  purposes,  or 
of  erecting  and  maintaining  the  necessary  works  and 
appliances  for  the  storing,  distributing,  conducting^ 
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general  utilization  and  sale  of  natural  gas  for  par- 
poses  of  illumination  and  heating. 
§  11.  Said  company  shall  put  lamp-posts  along  the 

Lamp-posis.  streets  as  the  gas  mains  are  extended,  at  a  distance  of 
about  two  hundred  feet,  or  as  near  that  distance  as 
the  dimension  of  the  squares  will  admit;  and  when 
there  are  mains  on  both  sides  of  the  streets,  the  lights 
shall  be  located  so  as  to  alternate,  preserving  the  dis- 
tance of  about  two  hundred  feet  between  the  lamps 
on  each  side  of  the  street ;  shall  furnish  gas  for  said 
lamps  at  the  rate  of  at  least  five  cubic  feet  per  hoar  to 
each  burner,  and  light  and  extinguish  the  lamps,  the 
time  of  lighting  and  extinguishing  the  lamps  to  be 
fixed  annually  in  January,  by  schedule  by  the  city 
gas  inspector  on  the  basis  of  four  thoasand  hours' 
burning  per  annum ;  and  keep  the  lamps  clean,  in 
order  and  repair,  and  the  charge  to  the  city  therefor 
shall  be  twenty  dollars  per  annum  for  each  lamp  ased 
now  or  hereafter  erected. 
§  12.  The  said  company  shall  famish  illuminating 

Private  consum.  gas  to  prfvate  cousumcrs  who  may  ilpply  therefor, 
under  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  company,  at  a  price  not  to  exceed  one 
dollar  and  thirty-five  cents  per  one  thousand  cubic 
feet,  less  a  discount  of  five  cents  per  one  thousand 
cubic  feet  to  all  persons  (including  the  city  except  as 
to  street  lamps)  paying  their  bills  within  five  days 
after  same  are  due ;  and  shall  furnish  non-illuminat- 
ing fuel  or  heating  gas  to  private  consumers  who  may 
apply  therefor,  under  reasonable  rules  and  regula- 
tions to  be  prescribed  by  the  company,  at  a  price  not 
to  exceed  fifty  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet ;  and  the 
charge  for  gas  to  private  consumers  shall  be  so  graded 
as  that  said  company's  profits  shall  not  exceed  eight 
per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  par  value  of  the  capital 
stock  issued.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  company 
shall  annually  cause  the  records  of  its  business  to  be 
examined  in  detail  by  a  disinterested  expert  account- 
ant, whose  report  shall  be  published  with  the  annual

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report  of  said  company  ;  and  the  records  of  the  busi- 
ness of  said  company  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection 
of  the  mayor,  or  a  committee  of  the  general  council,  at 
Any  time  during  the  business  hours  of  the  day,  in  the 
presence  of  one  of  the  officers  of  the  company ;  and 
Buch  committee  or  mayor,  before  entering  upon  their 
Tv^ork,  may  select  to  assist  or  represent  them  a  disin- 
terested expert  accountant,  who  shall  have  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  the  com  mittee  in  such  inspection : 
Provided^  That  the  prices  fixed  by  this  section 
and  section  11,  shall  only  apply  for  the  years  1889 
to  1893,  both  years  inclusive,  and  that  during 
the  year  1893,  and  prior  to  October  1,  the  price 
of  gas  to  the  city  per  lamp-post,  and  to  the  pri- 
vate consumer  per  one  thousand  cubic  feet,  shall  be 
fixed  by  a  board  of  arbitration,  composed  of  three 
oivil  engineers,  one  to  be  selected  by  the  mayor,  with 
the  approval  of  the  general  council  of  the  city  of  Lou- 
isvilJe,  one  by  the  directors  of  this  company,  and  the 
other  by  the  two  so  chosen ;  or  in  the  event  of  their 
•disagreement,  by  the  chancellor  of  the  Louisville 
chancery  court.

of  the  capital  stock:  Provided^  The  price  of  gas  to 
private  consumers  (including  the  city,  except  as  to 
street  lamps)  shall  never  exceed  the  maximum  rate 
fixed  herein  for  the  first  five  years,  nor  more  than  will 
yield  the  company  the  eight  per  cent,  profits  herein- 
before stated. 
§  13.  The  company  shall,  until  its  capital  stock  is 

Extension  of  exhausted,  extend  its  mains  beyond  the  point  of  pres- 
ent extension,  upon  the  request  of  the  general  council 
of  the  city  of  Louisville,  or  of  the  residents  upon  the 
streets  to  which  such  extension  is  desired,  when  the 
profits  on  the  gas  furnished  for  the  public  and  private 
lights  arising  from  such  extension  will  yield  six  per 
cent,  on  the  cost  thereof,  or  when  the  company  shall 
be  guaranteed  that  profit  on  the  cost  of  such  exten- 
sions by  the  residents  upon  the  streets  so  supplied 
with  gas.

company  for  the  damage  it  has  sustained  thereby, 
shall  be  liable  to  indictment,  and,  upon  conviction  of 
such  offense,  shall  be  fined,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
jury,  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  city  work-house  of  Louis-

be  invested  by  it  as  trustee  for  said  city,  with  the  con- 
currence and  advice  of  the  general  council  of  the  city 
of  Louisville,  and  held  as  a  trust  fund  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid  during  the  existence  of  this  charter : 
Provided^  hoioever^  That  this  company  may  sell  and 
dispose  of  such  part  and  so  much  of  said  trust  fund, 
other  than  stock  of  said  company,  as  was  accumulated 
under  the  now  existing  Louisville  Gas  Company,  as 
may  be  necessary  to  pay  off  any  and  all  unpaid  gas 
bills  owing  to  said  company  by  said  city  ;  and  should

council  shall  thereupon  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected 
a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  deficiency  or  deficiencies, 
with  interest.

plying said  towns  and  villages  and  the  citizens  thereof 
with  gas,  upon  such  terms  as  the  respective  parties 
may  agree  upon;  and  said  municipal  authorities  of 
said  towns  and  villages  may  give  said  company  the 
right  and  authority  to  lay  its  mains  and  service  pipes 
under  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  parks,  and  other  pub- 
lic places  of  said  towns  and  villages  in  such  manner, 
and  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
contracting  parties.  And  said  company  shall  have 
the  right  to  acquire,  hold,  use  and  dispose  of  all  such 
real  and  personal  property,  and  may  erect  all  build- 
ings and  machinery  which  may  be  deemed  necessary, 
proper  or  fit,  to  enable  it  to  manufacture  and  dis- 
tribute gas  to  the  said  towns  and  villages  and  the  citi- 
zens thereof  ;  and  if  it  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  do 
so  in  order  to  supply  gas  to  said  towns  and  villages, 
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said  company  may  extend  its  main  pipes  from  the 
city  of  Louisville  into  said  towns  and  villages. 

§  19.  The  city  of  Louisville,  if  it  so  elect,  may  pur- ^j}}^  cuy  to 
chase  the  entire  gas  works  property  and  effects  of  the 
said  company,  at  the  termination  of  this  charter,  at 
the  fair  value  thereof  at  that  time:  Providedj  That 
said  city  shall  notify  the  company  of  such  election  on 
her  part  at  least  one  year  before  the  termination  of 
said  charter.  The  value  of  said  gas  works  property 
and  effects  shall  be  ascertained  by  two  competent  civil 
•engineers,  selected,  one  by  the  city  of  Louisville  and 
the  other  by  the  said  corporation  ;  and  to  provide 
against  a  possible  disagreement  between  the  said 
Taluers,  they  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge 
of  their  duties  as  such,  choose  an  umpire,  who  shall 
determine  any  differences  which  may  arise  between 
said  valuers  in  the  valuation  of  said  works,  property 
and  effects,  and  the  determination  of  said  valuers  and 
seAd  umpire  shall  be  binding  and  final.  The  proceeds 
of  said  works,  property,  and  effects  shall  be  divided 
jn-o  rata  among  the  stockholders,  including  the  city 
of   Louisville. 

§  20.  This  charter  shall  not  be  altered,  amended  or  Amendment  to 
repealed  without  the  concurrence  of  the  general 
council  of  the  city  of  Louisville  and  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Louisville  Gas  Company :  Provided^ 
That  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  section  14  of  this 
act :  And  provided^  That  a  violation  of  any  of  the 
essential  provisions  of  this  charter  shall  cause  a  for- 
feiture thereof.  ♦ 

§  21.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  <*An  act  establishing  a  new  charter 
for  the  city  of  Louisville,"  approved  March  8,  1870. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§1.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  establishing   a 
new  charter  for  the  city  of   Louisville,"   approve cL 
March  3,  1870,  in  so  far  as  the  same  speaks  or  treata 
of  building  or  making  new  streets  within  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  as  now  or  here- 
after established,  shall  remain  as  the  same  is  now 
fixed  and  prescribed  by  law,  except,  when  any  street 
is  ordered  or  directed  by  the  general  council  to  be 
made  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  of  property  adja- 
cent thereto,  or  within  the  taxable  limits  therefore, 
and  any  property  adjacent  thereto  or  within  the  taxa- 
ble limits  for  making  said  street  belongs  to  the  county 
of  Jefferson,  the  cost  which  said  county  is  liable  for 
by  reason  of   owning  property  within    the  taxable 
limits,  shall  be    certified    to    the    treasurer  of   said 
county,    and    the    apportionment   warrant    therefor 
shall  be  certified  to  said  treasurer,  and  paid  by  him 
out  of  any  funds  in  his  hands  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated.    And  if  any  land  is  owned  hy  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  or  held  in  trust  for  the  State  of  Kentucky, 
within  the  assessable  district  or  limits  to  be  assessed 
or  taxed  for  the  cost  of  making  any  street,  the  cost  of 
making  said  street  shall  be  apportioned  as  now  di- 
rected by  law,  and  the  proportion  due  from  the  said 
property  owned  by  the  State  of  Kentucky,  or  held  in 
trust  for  said  State,  shall  be  apportioned  against  the 
State  of  Kentucky,  and  the  apportionment  warrant 
shall  be.  certified  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts 
for  the  State  of  Kentuckv*,  and  he  shall  draw  his  war- 
rant on  the  State  Treasurer  for  the  amount  of  such 
costs  in  favor  of  the  person  or  persons  named  in  said 
warrant  as   the   beneficiary    thereof,   and  the  State 
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Treasurer  shall  pay  said  warrant  drawn  by  the  Aud- 
itor out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise 
4ippropriated. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas-

CHAPTER  660. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Paducah  and  Southern  Railroad  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Qom- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Chas.  Reed,  Thos.  H.  Puryear,  J.  M.  Big-  incorpomion' 
ger,  J.  C.  Cobb,  Hugh  Mulholland,  Jr.,  of  Paducah, 
B.  L.  Ellison,  of  Calloway  county,  and  J.  H.  Johnson, 
of  Marshall  county,  their  associates,  successors  and 
assigns,  are  hereby  created  and  made  a  corporate  body 
within  this  Commonwealth,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Paducah  and  Southern  Railroad  Company,  with 
perpetual  succession,  and  with  power  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  to  be  sued,  in  all  the 
courts  of  this  State  and  elsewhere  as  natural  persons  ; 
to  use  a  common  seal,  with  power  to  renew  or  alter 
the  same  at  pleasure. 

§2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  Paducah  and  oapiui  itock. 
Southern  Railroad  Company  shall  be  two  millions  of 
dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  and  which  may  be  subscribed  for  by  any  corpo- 
ration, as  well  as  by  individuals  ;  and  the  corporation 
hereby  created  shall  have  the  power  to  subscribe  for 
stock  in  any  other  railroad  or  bridge  company. 

§  3.  That  said  Paducah  and  Southern  Railroad  Com-  Buud  road. 
pany  shall  have  the  right  to  build  and  operate  a  rail- 
road in  the  county  of  McCracken,  in  the  city  of 
Paducah,  from  the  terminus  of  any  bridge  or  transfer 
that  may  be  established  across  the  Ohio  or  Tennessee 
rivers,  in  said  county,  to  any  station  or  depot  in  said 
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city,  or  to  a  junction  or  intersection  with  any  other 
railroad,  with  necessary  branches  to  reach  any  manu- 
facturing or  industrial  establishments  in  said  city; 
and  may  extend  its  line  of  road  southwardly,  by  sin- 
gle or  double  track,  to  the  Tennessee  State  line,  at 
such  point  as  the  company  may  select  in  Graves  or 
Calloway  counties ;  and  may  consolidate  its  stock  and 
property  with  the  stock  and  property  of  any  other 
connecting  railroad  within  or  outside  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, with  which  it  may  form  a  continuous  but 
not  a  competing  line,  under  such  name  and  terms  as 
the    consolidating    companies    may    mutually    agree 
upon ;  and  may  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a 
railroad  transfer  across  the  Ohio  or  Tennessee  rivers, 
or  both,  at  Paducah,  either  alone  or  in  connection 
with  any  other  company,  upon  such  terms  as  may 
be  agreed  upon ;  and  may  purchase,  lease  or  make 
running  arrangements  with  any  other  railroad  com- 
pany with  which  it  may  connect,   and  may  carry 
and  transfer  its  locomotives  and  cars,  both  freight 
and  passenger,   across  said  rivers;   it  being  the  in- 
tent and  purpose  of  this  act  to  enable  and  authorize 
the  said  Paducah  and  Southern  Railroad  Company  to 
build,  own  and  operate  a  line  of  railway  and  river 
transfer  from  some  convenient  point  in  the  city  of 
Paducah  to  any  such  bridge  or  transfer  landing,  and 
connect  the  same  with  a  line  of  railway  in  the  State 
of  Illinois  by  bridge  or  river  transfer ;  and  may  estab- 
lish and  construct  such  depots,  sidings,  turn-tables, 
round-houses,  shops,  and  offices  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  in  the  operation  and  management  of  said 
railroad ;  and  may  purchase,  lease  or  otherwise  ac- 
quire and  hold  real  or  personal  property  for  the  use  and 
accommodation  of  said  railroad  tracks,  transfer  land- 
ings, river  transfer,  depots,  sidings,  shops,  and  offices, 
and  other  corporate  purposes  connected  with  the  busi- 
ness of  said  company  ;  and,  if  necessary,  may  sell  and 
convey  such  property  when  not  required  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid. 
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§  4.  That  when  said  company  is  unable  to  agree  with  condemn  land. 
the  owner  or  owners  of  any  land  or  other  real  estate  or 
improvements  which  may  be  wanted  or  req  aired  for  the 
purposes  of  said  company  for  the  purchase  or  use  of 
the  same,  or  if  such  owner  or  owners,  or  any  of  them, 
labor  under  such  legal  disability  as  to  prevent  them 
from  contracting  with  said  company  or  its  authorized 
agents,  or  if  such  owner  or  owners  be  non-resident  of 
said  county  of  McCracken,  the  said  Paducah  and 
Southern  Railroad  Company  is  hereby  authorized  to 
proceed  to  condemn  such  land,  real  estate  or  improve- 
ments which,  in  its  judgment,  may  be  required  for 
the  purpose  or  business  of  said  company,  as  is  pro- 
vided by  the  statute  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  act, 
entitled  '*An  act  to  prescribe  the  mode  of  condemn- 
ing land  for  the  use  of  railroad  and  turnpike  com- 
panies,^' approved  April  11th,  1882. 

§5.  That  to  enable  said  Paducah  and  Southern  Bonds. 
Railroad  Company  to  carry  out  the  objects  and  pur- 
poses of  this  act,  said  company  is  hereby  authorized 
to  issue  and  sell  its  negotiable  bonds,  bearing  a  rate  of 
interest  not  to  exceed  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  the 
principal  and  interest  to  be  made  payable  at  such 
times  and  places  as  said  company  may  determine,  and 
may  secure  the  payment  of  the  same  by  mortgage 
upon  its  property,  rights  and  franchises  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, either  separately,  or  in  connection  with 
its  property,  rights  and  franchises  out  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. Any  consolidated  company,  of  which  this 
company  may  form  a  constituent  part,  shall  have  the 
same  or  like  powers  as  are  herein  granted. 

§  6.  That  the  city  of  Paducah  may  subscribe  to  the  paducah  may

capital  stock  of  said  railroad  company  in  an  amount 
not  to  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  pay 
for  the  same  in  the  bonds  of  said  city  at  par.  Said 
bonds  to  be  made  negotiable  and  payable  in  such 
snms,  and  at  such  place,  as  the  city  council  of  said 
city  may  deem  proper,  and  may  bear  a  rate  of  interest 
not  to  exceed  five  per  cent,  per  annum  ;  said  interest 
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to  be  represented  by  coupons  attached  to  said  bonds, 
and  to  be  paid  semi-annnally ;  said  bonds  to  be  signed 
by  the  mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  city  clerk  of 
said  city,  and  the  coupons  thereto  may  be  signed  by 
the  clerk  of  said  city  by  engraved  signature.     But 
before  any  such  subscription  becomes  valid  and  bind- 
ing on  said  city  of  Paducah,  the  same  shall  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  city  council  of  said  city  to  the  legal 
voters  of  said  city  at  a  general  or  special  election,  and 
voted  for  affirmatively  by  a  majority  of  all  the  legal 
voters  in  said  city  voting  at  such  election.    The  city 
council  shall  have  the  power  to  fix  the  time  when  said 
election  shall  be  held,  and  in  case  of  special  election 
the  mayor,  clerk  and  city  attorney  of  said  city  shall 
compare  the  polls  and  certify  the  result  to  city  coun- 
cil of  said  city. 
§  7.  The  incorporators  herein  named  shall  constitute 
ijubscription  of  the  first  board  of  directors  of  said  company,  and  may 
organize  the  same  and  provide  for  the  subscriptions  of 
stock  to  said  company,  and  shall  pass  by- laws  for 
the  government  of  the  business  of  said  company  ;  the 
meeting  of  stockholders,  the  election  of  directors,  and 
other  necessary  provisions  for  the  carrying  on  of  the 
corporate  business  of  said  company.    The  by-laws  of 
said  company  shall  provide  for  the  number  of  direct- 
ors after  the  first  election,  which  shall  take  place 
within  twelve   months  of   the  organization  of    said 
company. 

§  8.  That  no  bonds  shall  be  issued  by  any  of  the 
counties  herein  named  to  the  railroad  company  until 
said  railroad  company  has  constructed  its  road  and 
run  its  cars  through  the  said  counties :  And  provided 
further^  That  the  railroad  company  actually  begin 
work  in  good  faith  within  two  years  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  charter,  and  construct  and  complete  ten 
miles  of  its  road  each  consecutive  year  thereafter; 
that  no  election  to  vote  to  subscribe  stock  to  said 
railroad  company  only  at  the  option  of  the  county 
judge,  with  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace 
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concaning  therein ;  and  that  no  election  shall  be 
held  until  the  said  railroad  company  deposit  with 
the  county  judge  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  to 
pay  the  expenses  of  said  election. 

§  9.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  enforced  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  661. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Paducah  and  Cairo  Bailroad  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Aseernbly  of  the  Cam- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  George  Langstaff,  T.  J.  Floumoy,  Charles  incorporaton. 
Reed,  Q.  Q.  Quigley,  D.  G.  Murrell,  W.  S.  McNary, 
P.  H.  Darby,  Dr.  Charles  Hinkle,  J.  O.  Harbless,  Dr. 
S.  Shivelle,  John  F.  Cocke  and  R.  M.  Shelton,  their 
associates,  successors  and  assigns,  who  may  become 
stockholders,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Paducah  and  Cairo  Railroad  Company ;  and  by  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable 
of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded, defending  and  being  defended  in  law  and 
equity,  in  all  courts  and  elsewhere,  in  like  manner  and 
as  fully  as  natural  persons;  said  corporation  may 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  break,  alter  or  re- 
new same  at  pleasure;  and  by  said  corporate  name 
may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  are  hereby 
invested  with  all  the  powers  necessary  to  acquire, 
hold  and  dispose  of  property,  real  and  personal,  and 
to  transact  business  as  a  natural  person. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  may  be  capiui  stock. 
any  amount,  not  exceeding  two  million  dollars,  to  be 
divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and 
may  be  subscribed  or   purchased,  owned  and  con- 
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trolled  by  iadividaals,  firma  or  other  corporations  in 
or  out  of  this  State. 
§  3.  Any  three  of  the  corporators  named  in  the  first 
Meeting.  sectlon  may,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deen» 
proper,  call  a  meeting  of  the  corporators  therein 
named,  giving  them  reasonable  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  such  meeting ;  and  such  of  them  as  may 
attend  such  meeting  may  open  books  for  subscriptions 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and  when  one- 
hundred  thousand  dollars  of  said  stock  shall  have 
been  subscribed,  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscrib- 
ers, notifying  each  of  the  time  and  place  of  such 
meeting ;  and  at  such  meeting  said  subscribers  may 
organize  said  corporation  by  electing  from  the  num- 
ber a  board  of  seven  directors,  who  shall  elect  from 
their  number  a  president  and  one  or  more  vice-presi- 
dents, and  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer,,  who  may 
or  may  not  be  stockholders.  At  such  meeting  each 
share  of  stock  subscribed  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,, 
to  be  cast  by  the  subscriber  in  person  or  by  his  written 
proxy. 
§  4.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  man- 
Management,  agement  and  control  of  the  property,  business  and 
affairs  of  said  company,  and  may  adopt  such  by-laws 
for  the  government  of  the  company,,  its  ofS.cers,  agents 
and  employes,  as  may  be  needful  or  proper,  and  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  success- 
ors shall  be  duly  elected  and  qualified ;  and  may  fill 
vacancies  occurring  in  their  number,  and  may  appoint 
i^ppointagenu.  or  authoHze  the  appointment  of  such  other  officers 
and  agents  and  employes  as  may  become  proper  in 
the  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  corporation,, 
and  prescribe  their  duties  and  compensation,  and  take 
from  any  of  them  bond,  with  security,,  for  the  due 
performance  of  their  duties. 
§  5.  The  directors  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  all 
cau  meeting*,  auuual  aud  called  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  and 
in  such  manner  as  they  may  determine  shall  fi:ive 
reasonable  notice  thereof  to  the  stockholders.     The- 
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directors  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meetings  of 
the  stockholders;  and  in  all  elections,  and  upon  all 
questions  which  shall  come  before  any  stockholders' 
meeting,  each  share  of  stock  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote,  to  be  cast  by  the  holder  in  person  or  by  written 
proxy. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  to  reopen  stock  books.  2  \ 
stock  books  for  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company  at  such  times  and  places,  and  continue 
them  open  for  such  time  as  they  may  deem  proper ; 
and  they  may  sell  the  stock  of  said  company  upon 
such  terms  as,  in  their  judgment,  may  be  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  said  company.  The  capital  stock  of  said 
company  shall  be  personal  property,  and  shall  be 
issued,  certified,  transferred  and  registered  in  such 
manner  as  the  said  board  of  directors  may  prescribe. 

§  7.  Said  company  is  authorized  to  locate,  build  and  Buiid:raUroa4. 
operate  a  railroad,  with  such  number  of  tracks,  sid- 
ings, stations,  telegraph  wires,  and  other  appliances, 
as  it  may  determine  upon,  and  for  that  purpose  may 
acquire  a  continuous  line  or  strip  of  land,  one  hundred 
feet  in  width,  with  such  additional  ground  as  may 
be  needed  for  the  use  of  said  railroad,  from  the  city 
of  Paducah,  or  from  a  point  near  said  city,  to  a  point 
upon  the  Ohio  river  or  upon  the  Mississippi  river,  in 
Ballard  county,  to  be  selected  by  it,  and  to  equip  such 
railroad  with  proper  machinery  and  appliances ;  and 
shall  have  all  the  powers  necessary  to  acquire,  hold, 
own  and  sell,  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  any  and  all  real 
estate  and  personal  or  mixed  property  proper  for  car- 
rying out  the  objects  of  its  creation,  in  all  respects  as 
a  natural  person  could  do. 

§  8.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized,  by  ap-  condemn  und. 
propriate  proceedings  in  the  courts,  and  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law,  to  condemn  and  use,  in  the 
construction  and  operation  of  said  railroad  and 
switches,  sidings,  telegraphs  and  stations,  any  prop- 
erty, whether  real  or  personal,  which  may  be  neces- 
sary and  proi)er  for  said  purpose. 
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§  9.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase  and 
Powers  to  buy    hold  any  other  railroad  in  this  or  any  other  State,  and 
or  conso     c.    ^^^  subscrlbe  stock  in,  or  aid  in  building,  any  other 
railroad,  in  or  out  of  'this  State,  whenever  in  the  judg- 
ment of    the  board  of  directors  it  may  be  to  the 
advantage  of  said  company  so  to  do.    It  may  also 
consolidate  with  any  other  company,  in  or  out  of  this 
State,  upon  such  terms,  and  under  such  style  and 
name,  as  may  be  agreed ;  and  may  lease  and  operate 
any  other  railroad,  or  may  lease  its  railroad,  or  any 
branch  thereof,  to  any  other  company,  to  be  operated 
by  such  company,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed 
upon;  and  authority  is  hereby  given  the  board  of 
directors,  through  the  president  or  such  other  agents 
as  it  may  employ,  to  make  and  execute,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  majority  in  value  of  the  stockholders,  such 
contracts  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  for  any  of 
these  purposes. 
§  10.  Said  company  may,  from  time  to  time,  borrow 
Borrow  money,  such  sums  of  mouoy  as  it  may  require  in  the  construc- 
tion, equipment  or  operation  of  said  railroad,  or  any 
branch  thereof,  and  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  com- 
pany, bearing  any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six 
per  cent,  per  annum,  and  sell  same  upon  such  terms 
as  it  may  deem  proper ;  and  to  execute  mortgages  or 
deeds  of  trust  upon  any  or  all  of  its  property  and 
franchises  to  secure  the  payment  thereof ;  and  bonds 
sold  by  said  company  at  less  than  their  par  value 
shall  be  as  valid  and  binding  upon  it  as  if  sold  at 
their  par  value.     Authority  is  given  said  board  of 
directors,  through  the  president  or  such  other  agents 
as  it  may  employ,  with  the  consent  of  the  majority 
in  value  of  the  stockholders,  to  prescribe  the  terms 
and  manner  of  execution,  and  to  execute  all  such 
bonds  and  coupons  or  other  obligations  of  said  com- 
pany, and  such  mortgages  or  deeds  of  trust,  as  it  may 
determine  to  issue. 
§  11.  Copies  of  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of 
Keep  journal,    the  board  of  directors  of  said  company,  certified  by 
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the  secretary  or  other  castodian  thereof,  under  the 
seal  of  said  company,  shall  be  competent  evidence  in 
all  conrts  and  elsewhere  of  said  proceedings,  with  the 
same  effect  and  to  the  same  extent  that  the  original 
record  of  such  proceedings,  duly  proved,  could  be 
used  as  such  evidence. 

§  12.  Said  company  may  receive  subscriptions  to  its 
capital  stock,  payable  in  real  estate  or  in  labor  or  ma- 
terials, and  may  receive  conveyances  of  such  real 
estate,  and  may  lease,  purchase  or  otherwise  acquire 
and  own,  hold,  use  and  control,  all  such  real  estate  Real  etute. 
and  personal  property  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper 
in  or  about  the  construction,  equipment  or  operation 
of  said  railroad  or  branches,  and  a  line  or  lines  of  tel-  Tdegraph  noes. 
egraph  along  same,  or  which  may  be  conveyed  to  it  in 
payment  of  any  subscription  to  its  stock,  or  in  satis- 
faction of  any  debt,  and  it  may  sell  and  convey  same 
as  a  natural  person ;  but  real  estate  acquired  in  pay- 
ment of  any  subscription  or  debt,  and  not  required  in 
or  about  the  business  of  said  company,  shall  not  be 
held  by  it  longer  than  five  years. 

§  13.  Said  company  may  contract  with  any  corpora-  contract. 
tion,  firm  or  individuals,  for  the  construction  or  equip- 
ment, or  both,  of  said  railroad,  or  any  part  or  branch 
thereof,  and  pay  for  same  wholly  or  in  part  with  the 
stock,  bonds  or  other  property  or  securities  of  said 
company,  in  such  manner  and  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  board  of 
directors. 

§  14.  Any  city  or  town  into  or  through  which  said  city  or  town 

_  grant  right  of 

railroad,  or  any  branch  thereof,  may  be  constructed  by  way. 
its  council,  board  of  trustees,  or  other  proper  corporate 
authority,  may  grant  to  said  company  the  right  to 
construct  and  operate  its  main  and  side-tracks  upon 
the  streets,  alleys  and  highways  of  such  city  or  town. 

§  15.  Said  company  may  construct  and  operate  such  Branches. 
branches  from  its  main  line  as  the  board  of  directors, 
with  the  consent  of  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stock- 
holders, may  authorize,  and  extend  same  into  other 
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Rates.

States  with  their  authority  so  to  do  ;  and  the  priv- 
ileges, powers  and  franchises  herein  granted  shall 
extend  and  apply  to  such  branches,  to  same  extent 
and  in  the  same  manner,  as  to  the  main  line. 

§  16.  Said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  charge 
and  receive  the  rates  for  transportation  of  freight  and 
passengers  nsaal  on  such  roads  in  Kentucky,  and  the 
Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  regulate  said  rates. 

§  17.  The  general  office  of  said  company  shall  be  at 
Place  of  business,  such  place  as  the  board  of  directors  may  determine, 
and  a  majority  of  said  board  shall  be  a  quorum. 

§  18.  Any  city,  incorporated  town,  county,  or  civil 
or  election  district  or  precinct  of  a  county,  into  or 
through  which  said  railroad  or  branch  thereof  may 
pass,  is  hereby  authorized  to  subscribe  for  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  to  be  paid  for  with  the  bonds 
of  such  city,  town,  county  or  precinct,  in  such  sums 
and  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  ;  and  the 
mayor  and  council  of  such  city,  the  board  of  trustees 
of  such  town,  or  the  county  court  of  such  county,  or 
of  the  county  in  which  such  precinct  is  situated,  are 
hereby  authorized  to  issue  and  deliver  such  bonds  of 
such  city,  town,  county  or  precinct  to  said  company 
in  payment  for  such  stock  so  subscribed.  All  such 
bonds  shall  be  payable  to  bearer  with  coupons  at- 
tached, bearing  any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six 
per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  the  bonds  to  be  payable  at  such 
date  as  they  may  designate  in  said  city  not  exceeding 
thirty  years  from  the  date  thereof.  But  before  any 
such  subscription  shall  be  made  on  the  part  of  any 
such  city,  town,  county  or  precinct,  the  mayor  and 
council  of  such  city,  the  board  of  trustees  of  such 
town,  or  the  county  court  of  such  county,  or  of  the 
county  in  which  such  precinct  shall  be  situated,  may, 
in  their  discretion,  submit  the  question  of  such  sub- 
scription to  the  qualified  voters  of  such  city,  town, 
county  or  precinct,  to  be  voted  upon  at  such  time 
as  the  said  mayor  and  council,   board  of  trustees, 
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or  county  court  may  designate,  of  which  at  least 
twenty  clays'  public  notice  shall  be  given  by  pub- 
lication of  snch  notice  in  all  the  daily  and  weekly 
newspapers  published  in  such  city,  town,  county 
or  precinct,  at  least  ten  times  in  such  daily  and 
twice  in  snch  weekly  papers;  and  if  no  such 
papers  shall  be  so  published  therein,  then  by  posting 
printed  notices  of  such  election  in  at  least  five  public 
places  in  every  voting  precinct  in  such  city,  town  or 
county,  and  a  like  number  in  such  precinct  at  least. 
twenty  days  before  the  day  of  such  election.  Said 
mayor  and  council,  board  of  trustees  or  county  court, 
shall  appoint  the  necessary  officers  and  make  all  need- 
ful arrangements  for  holding  such  election ;  and  if  a 
majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  such  city,  town,  county 
or  precinct  at  such  election  shall  vote  in  favor  of  mak- 
ing snch  subscription  to  said  stock,  then  the  said 
mayor,  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees,  or  county 
judge,  shall  make  such  subscription  on  behalf  of  such 
city,  town,  county  or  precinct  so  voting,  and  shall 
issue  and  deliver  to  said  company  the  bonds  thereof,  of 
such  denominations  as  may  be  determined  on,  in  pay- 
ment of  such  subscription  as  hereinbefore  provided. 
And  thereupon,  the  said  mayor  and  council,  board 
of  trustees,  or  county  court,  shall  levy  and  collect, 
and  thereafter  annually  levy  and  collect,  a  tax  upon 
the-  taxable  property  of  such  city,  town,  county 
or  precinct,  as  listed  under  the  revenue  laws  of  the 
State,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said 
bonds  as  it  shall  accrue,  and  expenses  connected 
therewith ;  and  they  are  also  authorized  and  re- 
quired to  make  provision  for  the  payment  of  said 
bonds  at  maturity  by  creating  a  sinking  fund,  and 
to  levy  and  collect  annually  such  additional  tax  as 
may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose,  and  to  make  suit- 
able provision  for  the  safe-keeping  and  proper  invest- 
ment of  such  sinking  fund.  Said  taxes  shall  be 
collected  by  the  tax-collecting  officers  of  such  city, 
town,  county  or  precinct,  or  such  other  person  as  the 
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authoritieB  thereof  before  mentioned  may  appoint  for 
that  purpose ;  such  collector,  whether  the  regalar  col- 
lecting officer  or  si)ecially  appointed,  shall  be  required 
to  give  proper  bond,  with  good  and  sufficient  surety, 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  under  this 
act.  The  collector  of  said  tax  shall  give  receipts  to 
the  persons  paying  same,  showing  the  amount  paid 
and  the  date,  and  that  it  was  paid  under  this  act,  and 
the  person  paying  same  shall  be  entitled  to  stock  of 
said  company  to  the  amount  thereof ;  and  whenever 
such  tax  receipts  to  the  amount  of  one  share  shall  be 
presented  to  said  company,  it  shall  issue  to  the  holder 
thereof  a  certificate  of  stock  therefor ;  but  it  shall 
not  be  required  to  issue  a  certificate  for  a  fractional 
part  of  a  share.  Said  company  may  pay  to  such  city^ 
town  or  county  the  amount  of  tax  levied  for  any  year 
under  this  act,  and  thus  stop  the  collection  of  such 
tax  for  such  year  :  Provided,  That  no  bonds  shall  be 
issued  or  delivered  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  such  city, 
town,  county  or  precinct,  or  tax  levied  under  this  act^ 
until  said  railroad  shall  be  constructed,  and  one  or 
more  trains  run  thereon  from  its  terminus  at  Paducab 
to  the  terminus  thereof  ,to  be  selected  by  said  com- 
pany, upon  the  Ohio  or  Mississippi  river^  as  authorized 
by  this  act :  And  provided  further^  That  no  subscrip- 
tion to  said  stock  shall  be  made  by,  or  on  behalf  of 
such  city,  town,  county  or  precinct,  nor  shall  any 
bonds  thereof  be  issued  or  delivered,  nor  shall  any 
tax  be  levied  or  collected  under  this  act,  until  a 
majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  such  city,  county,  town 
or  precinct  shall  have  voted  in  favor  of  making  such 
subscription,  at  an  election  held  as  herein  authorized ; 
and  it  shall  be  within  the  discretion  of  the  mayor  and 
council  of  such  city,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  such 
town,  or  the  county  court  of  such  county,  or  of  the 
county  within  which  such  precinct  is  situated,  to  hold 
such  election,  or  to  refuse  to  do  so. 

§  19.  The  mayor  and  council  of  such  city,  board  of 
trustees  of  such  town,  or  county  court  of  such  county^ 
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or  of  the  county  within  which  such  precinct  may  be 
situated,  so  levying  sach  taxes,  shall  appoint  a  treas- 
urer or  other  officer,  who  sliall  receive  such  taxes  from 
the  collecting  officer,  who  shall  be  required  to  give 
bond,  with  sufficient  security,  for  the  proper  discharge 
of  his  duties  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  treasurer 
or  other  officer  to  see  that  all  moneys  collected  for 
taxes  under  this  act  are  faithfully  kept  and  applied  to 
the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said 
bonds,  and  expenses  growing  out  of  the  collection, 
keeping  and  paying  of  same ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  collecting  officer  to  pay  over  to  such  treasurer 
or  other  officer  all  moneys  collected  by  him  under  this 
act,  and  to  settle  his  accounts  as  often,  and  at  such 
times,  and  in  such  manner,  as  the  said  mayor  and 
council,  board  of  trustees,  or  county  court  may  re- 
quire. 

§  20.  Said  company  shall,  in  good  faith,  within  one 
year,  survey  and  adopt  the  line  of  said  railroad  from 
Paducah  to  the  terminus,  to  be  selected  by  said  com- 
pany, upon  the  Ohio  or  Mississippi  river,  in  Ballard 
eounty,  as  herein  authorized ;  and  within  two  years 
shall,  in  good  faith,  begin  work  on  said  railroad,  and 
shall  coimplete  at  least  ten  miles  of  road-bed  each 
year  thereafter  until  the  whole  shall  be  completed, 
and  shall  lay  the  track  between  said  termini  within 
five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act ;  and  upon  fail-  ,^ 

ure  thereof,  this  charter  may  be  forfeited  as  to  the 
incompleted  portion  thereof. 

§  21.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  county  court  of  Rockcastle  county  to  levy 
and  collect  an  ad  valorem  tax  for  county  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  KeTVtucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Rockcastle  county,  in 
order  to  reduce  the  poll-tax  to  one  dollar,  shall  have 
power  to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax,  not  to  exceed  thirty 
•cents,  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  taxable  prop- 
erty in  said  county,  to  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of 
said  county,  under  the  same  pains  and  penalties  as 
sheriffs  are  now  subject  to  under  existing  laws :  Pro- 
f)ided^  That  before  the  said  court  shall  be  authorized 
to  levy  the  said  ad  valorem  tax,  and  reduce  the  poll- 
tax  as  herein  provided,  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  first  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  county,  at  the  regular  August  election  of  1888, 
and  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  said  county  voting  at 
said  election  shall  have  voted  in  favor  of  such  ad 
valorem  tax  and  reduced  poll-tax,  the  vote  to  be 
<}ertified  by  the  examining  board  to  the  court,  and 
entered  upon  the  record  in  the  county  court  clerk's 
office  of  said  county. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company  of  Ken- 
tucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Paris  C.  Brown,  Q.  O.  Maddux,  H.  Drex- 
elius,  Sam'l  Bigstaff,  J.  K.  Stone,  W.  P.  Dickerson, 
C  J.  Helm,  G.  Artsman,  H.  Buchanan,  or  such  of 
them  as  may  act,  *and  their  associates,  successors  and 
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^assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-cor- 
porate, under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Mutual  Fire 
Insurance  Company  of  Kentucky  ;  with  perpetual  suc- 
^^ession,  and  full  pov^ers  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued ;  to  acquire,  use,  hold  and  dis- 
pose  of  real  and  personal   property;    to  invest  its 
H^apital  and  funds  accumulated  in  the  course  of  its 
l)U8iness,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  any  bonds,  stocks, 
mortgages,  deeds  of  trust  in  real  estate,  in  or  out  of 
the  State  of  Kentucky ;  to  loan  its  said  capital  and 
accumulated  funds  out  on  such  security  as  its  board 
-of  directors  may  determine,  not,  however,  except  as 
•authorized  by  the  general  insurance  laws  of  the  State ; 
to  insure  houses,  buildings,  and  other  kinds  of  prop- 
erty,  in  or  out  of  this  State,   against  loss  or  dam- 
age by  fire  or  from  lightning;  to  cause  itself  to  be 
insured  against  any  loss  or  risk  it  may  have  incurred 
in  the  course  of  its  business,  and  upon  the  interest  it 
may  have  in  any  property  by  means  of  any  loan  or 
loans  it  may  have  on  mortgage  or  other  lien,  and  gen- 
erally to  do  and  perform  other  matters  and  things 
proper  to  promote  these  things ;  to  enact  by-laws  not 
in  conflict  with  this  act  or  the  laws  of  the  State. 
That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  the 
premium  notes  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each, 
which  shall  be  transferable  only  on  the  books  of  the 
•company,  and  shall  be  paid  up  only  as  the  directors 
of  said  company  shall  determine.     Any  person,  his 
heirs,  executor,  administrator  and  assigns,  may,  by 
said  company,  beallowed  to  become  a  member  thereof 
by  insuring  property  therein  on  the  mutual  plan. 
Persons  so  insuring  shall,  in  addition  to  paying  in 
cash  a  sum  to  be  determined  by  the  directors,  also 
execute  a  note  to  said  company  for  such  a  sum  as  the 
directors  shall  determine,  which  sum  shall  be  for  fifty 
dollars,  or  the  multiples  thereof.     Said  note  shall  be 
payable  on  demand  at  any  time  during  the  life  of  the 
insurance  for  which  the  same  may  have  been  given, 
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and  a  lien  for  the  amount  of  same  shall  exist  on  the 
property  insared;  notes  for  any  one  risk  shall  not 
exceed  one  thousand  dollars.  At  the  expiration  of 
the  term  of  insurance  for  which  such  notes  may  be 
Riven,  they  shall  be  delivered  up  to  the  assured  ;  said 
notes  shall  constitute  part  of  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company.  Whenever  said  company  shall  meet  any 
loss  which  they  cannot  otherwise  pay,  then  they  shall 
assess  all  such  notes  their  proportionate  part  of  such 
loss,  and  may,  if  necessary,  institute  proper  proceed- 
ings to  collect  the  same ;  uo  isuch  assessment  shall, 
however,  be  made  until  the  ten  thousand  dollars  of 
capital  stock  shall  have  been  exhausted.  On  the  first 
of  January  in  each  year  said  company  shall  ascertain 
its  net  earnings  after  the  payment  of  all  expenses, 
and  shall,  out  of  the  same,  set  apart  twenty -five  per 
cent,  thereof  as  a« surplus  fund  ;  from  the  residue  they 
shall  pay  to  the  holders  of  the  ten  thousand  dollars 
of  capital  stock  six  per  cent,  thereon,  and  the  residue 
shall  be  declared  a  dividend  on  the  said  ten  thousand 
dollars  of  capital  stock  and  all  premium  notes  that  are 
six  months  old,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  to  the  hold- 
ers of  said  stock  and  the  makers  of  said  notes  in  cash« 
No  such  division  of  earnings  shall,  however,  be  de- 
clared, unless  the  capital  stock  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  unimpaired,  but  the  whole  of  the  earnings 
shall  go  to  make  up  the  impairment  of  the  capital 
stock.  Private  property  of  the  owners  of  the  capital 
stock  shall  be  exempt  from  liability  for  corporate 
debts,  except  to  the  extent  of  unpaid  subscription  to 
the  stock,  and  the  face  of  premium  notes  unpaid. 
The  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed  by  a 
board  of  five  directors,  to  be  chosen  from  the  owners 
of  the  ten  thousand  dollars  of  capital  stock  by  the 
owners  thereof,  and  the  makers  of  premium  notes« 
who  shall  be  entitled  to  participate  in  the  profits,  in 
person  or  by  proxy ;  each  share  of  stock  and  each 
fifty  dollars  of  premium  notes  shall  represent  one 
vote.     Said  board  may  elect  and  employ  such  officers

the  Constitation  and  laws  of  this  State  or  the  United 
States,  as  they  see  proper.  Said  company  shall,  in  so 
far  as  applicable,  comply  with  the  laws  of  this  State 
regulating  fire  insurance  companies. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

needed  or  convenient  in  doing  such  telegraph  busi-

§  4.  The  said  company  is  hereby  granted  the  right 
to  run  its  railroad  and  branches,  side-tracks  and 
switches,  into  the  corporate  limits  of  any  incorporated 
town  or  city,  after  having  first  obtained  the  consent  of 
such  towns  or  cities,  and  to  build  and  operate  its  tracks 
across  or  along  any  streets  of  such  municipalities,  or

§1.  That  George  B.  Nelson,  P.  H.  Dudley,  Eli 
Bean,  I.  N.  Cardwell,  A.  W.  Catherwood,  Henry 
Long,  P.  B.  Dudley,  and  all  other  persons  who  shall 
hereafter  become  stockholders  in  the  company  hereby 
incorporated,  shall  be  a  body-corporate,  by  the  name 
of  the  Winchester  Trust  Company,  of  Winchester, 
Kentucky,  and  shall  continue  in  operation  for  a  term 
of  thirty  years ;  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
sue  and  be  sued,  and  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
hereinafter  given ;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  alter  same  at  pleasure.

%  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  within 
one  mile  of  the  turnpike  road  leading  from  Yosemite 
to  Dunnville,  in  Casey  county,  to  sell  spirituous, 
vinous  or  malt  liquors  in  any  quantity :  Provided^ 
That  this  section  shall  not  affect  the  laws  now  in 
force  in  the  incorporated  towns  on  said  road. 

§  2.  That  any  person  guilty  of  a  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  the  preceding  section  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  for 
each  offense  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dol- 
lars. 

§  3.  That  the  county  judge,  police  judges,  and  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  in  Casey  county,  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  issue  a  warrant  of  arrest,  upon  the  affidavit 
of  any  respectable  citizen  of  said  county,  against  any 
one  charged  with  the  offense  of  violating  the  provis- 
ions of  the  first  section  of  this  act  without  indictment 
by  a  grand  jury:  Provided^  The  Commonwealth's  at- 
torney or  the  defendant  may  demand  and  have  a  jury 
to  try  the  case.

%  1.  Louis  DeBard,  Wm.  Mitchell,  J.  T.  Young,  N. 
B.  Lloyd,  H.  Campbell,  L  N.  Phipps  and  C.  Ragan^ 
their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  by 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Pineville  Coal,  ton,  Tim- 
ber and  Transportation  Company ;  and  by  that  name 
and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  power 
to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  own  property,

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oenerai  Assembly  of  the  Comr- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kerdv/iky : 

§  1.  That  the  Martin  county  court  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  authorized  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  county, 
bearing  any  rate  of  interest  that  the  county  court  by 
its  order  may  designate,  not  exceeding  seven  i)er  cen- 
tum per  annum,  and  in  such  amounts  as  the  court 
may  direct :  Provided^  That  at  no  time  shall  the  out- 
standing bonds  exceed  eight  thousand  dollars,  and  be 
made  payable  at  any  time  the  court  may,  by  its  order, 
fix ;  but  in  no  case  shall  the  time  exceed  twenty  years  ; 
and  may  fix  the  time  of  paying  the  interest  annually 
or  semi-annually  ;  and,  for  that  purpose,  shall  attach 
coupons  to  said  bonds ;  said  bonds  and  coupons  shall 
be  signed  by  the  county  judge  and  countersigned  by 
the  county  court  clerk ;  but  before  the  same  shall  be 
issued,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  said  county  shall 
be  present  and  concur  in  the  same. 

%  2.  That  the  bonds  mentioned  in  section  1  may  be 
sold  by  any  agent  appointed  by  the  county  court; 
Provided^  however^  That  in  no  event  shall  they  bring 
less  than  ninety-five  per  cent,  of  the  face  of  same ;  and 
the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  shall  be  used  exclusively 
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for  the  pnrpose  of  redeeming  or  paying  off  the  bonds 
of  said  county  now  outstanding,  bailding  or  repair- 
ing the  public  buildings  and  bridges  of  said  county, 
and  to  "psij  off  any  deficit  that  now  exists  or  may 
hereafter  exist  by  reason  that  per  capita  tax  has  been 
or  may  hereafter  be  insufficient  to  pay  the  current 
expenses  of  said  county. 

§  3.  For  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  pay  the 
principal  and  accruing  interest  on  said  bonds,  the 
county  court  of  claims  of  said  county  is  hereby  em- 
powered and  authorized  to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  on 
all  the  taxable  property  in  said  county,  not  exceeding 
fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth,  which 
tax  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff  of  said 
county,  and  shall  by  him  be  collected  in  the  same 
way  and  manner  as  the  Stat«  revenue  is  collected  ;  and 
^d  sheriff  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable  for  the  col- 
lection  of  same  as  he  is  by  existing  laws  for  the 
collection  of  the  county  levy,  and  shall  pay  the  same 
over  in  like  manner  when  required  by  the  county 
i5ourt.

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«hall  pay  correspondingly  to  the  dues  paid  by  original 
fiubscribers,  with  interest  at  such  rate,  not  exceeding 
six  i)er  cent.,  as  the  association  may  prescribe  in  its 
by-laws :  Provided^  That  no  stockholder  shall  hold  or 
acquire,  at  any  time,  a  majority  of  the  shares  in  any 
one  class.

Other  socurity  which  may  be  given  by  a  stockholder 
to  the  association  to  secure  any  loan  which  may  be 
made,  a  first  lien  is  hereby  given  to  the  association 
upon  the  interest  and  stock  of  any  such  shareholder 
in  said  association  to  secure  it  in  such  indebtedness. 
§  10.  A  new  class  or  classes  may  be  opened,  and  de- 

New  classes,  poslts  or  dues  paid  in  thereon,  at  any  time  the  board 
of  directors  may  determine ;  the  board  of  directors 
and  officers,  as  heretofore  provided,  shall  be  elected 
by  the  stockholders  of  the  class  longest  in  existence, 
and  there  shall  be  but  one  board  of  directors,  and 
these  shall  have  the  government  of  all  the  affairs  of 
the  association  ;  each  class  shall  be  known  and  desig- 
nated by  a  particular  letter  of  the  alphabet  or  number ;

with  any  other  association  of  a  similar  character 
doing  business  in  the  city  of  Lexington,  upon  such 
terms  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon ;  and  all 
stock  formed  and  opened  under  this  act,  and  the 
stock  of  any  association  uniting  and  consolidating 
with  it,  shall,  in  all  respects,  be  on  the  same  foot- 
ing, entitled  to  the  same  privileges  and  rights,  as 
may  be  the  stock  and  shares  of  such  association  and 
of  this  association,  and  liable  to  the  same  restric-

tion, the  consolidated  associations  may  continue  under 
the  corporate  name  hereinbefore  stated,  or  that  of  the 
association  uniting  with  this  one.

mortgages  and  liens  to  secure  the  same ;  no  reserve 
fund  shall  be  accumulated,  but  its  fund  shall,  as  far 
as  practicable,  be  kept  loaned  out,  preference  al- 
ways being  given  to  members,  and  loaned  to  others 
only  when  members  do  not  desire  to  borrow.  No 
class  shall  have  any  advantage  over  any  other  class  ; 
all  members  in  a  particular  class  shall  stand  on  an 
equal  footing  with  the  members  in  the  same  class ; 
no  lands  shall  be  held  or  owned  outside  of  Fayette 
county,  unless  in  some  contingency  the  association 
should  be  compelled  to  buy  such  to  secure  a  debt;

A.K  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Abdallah  Park  Association,  of  Harrison 

county. 

Be  it  endcted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaZth  of  KeTducky : 

§  1.  That  W.  H.  Wilson,  W.  T.  Handy,  T.  J.  Me-  incorporator*. 
gibben,  Joseph  Fennell,  Dr.  J.  T.  McMillan,  Ash 
Welch  and  A.  Ashbrook,  and  their  associates,  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  body-cor- 
porate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  under 
the  name  of  •* Abdallah  Park  Association  ;'*  and  by 
that  name  it  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  the 
courts  of  law  or  equity ;  may  acquire  by  purchase,  own  land. 
lease  or  otherwise,  land,  or  a  right  to  the  use  of  land,  in 
Harrison  county,  for  the  use  of  the  association ;  may 
improve  it;  may  sell  and  convey  the  same,  or  any 
part  thereof,  at  pleasure,  and  acquire  or  improve 
other  in  its  stead :  Provided,  That  the  quantity  of 
the  land  held  by  the  association  shall  not  exceed  two 
hundred  acres ;  may  acquire,  hold  and  dispose  of  object. 
such  personal  estate  as  it  may  deem  necessary  and 
proi)er  for  promoting  the  improvement  in  the  various 
breeds  of  cattle,  horses,  hogs  and  other  live  stock,  by 
holding  exhibitions,  awarding  premiums  in  the  vari- 
ous classes  for  excellence,  and  by  such  other  means  as 
it  may  deem  proper.  It  may  adopt  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  adopt. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  shall  not  exceed  fifty  thou-  capital  stock. 
sand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars each,  payable  in  such  installments  as  the  board  of 
directors  may  direct  and  provide.  Payment  of  all 
subscriptions  may  be  enforced  by  suit  in  the  name  of 
the  society,  or  the  shares  upon  which  any  payment 
shall  be  in  arrears,  after  the  call  made  therefor,  may

§  4.  The  first  meeting  of  the  society  shall  be  held  in

said  city,  at  which  meeting  there  shall  be  elected, 
after  the  acceptance  of  the  act  of  incorporation,  a 

Officers.  board  of  directors,  consisting  of  a  president,  a  vice- 

president,  a  secretary  and  five  directors.  The  regular 
annual  election  shall  be  held  in  the  city  of  Cynthiana 
on  the  second  day  of  April  in  each  year  thereafter,  or 
some  other  day  in  each  year  thereafter  that  the  board 
of  directors  may  fix  and  direct.  At  any  regular  an- 
nual meeting  it  may  change  the  number  of  directors. 
If  no  election  be  made  at  the  appropriate  time,  the 
board  of  directors  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  society 
for  that  purpose.  The  president  and  directors  shall 
hold  their  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of 
the  society,  and  until  their  respective  successors  are 
elected.  Each  holder  of  stock  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote  in  the  election  of  officers  and  directors,  and 
in  all  meetings  of  stockholders,  upon  all  questions 
that  may  be  proposed  to  be  voted  upon,  for  each  and 
every  share  of  stock  he  may  hold.     Called  meetings 
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may  be  held  at  any  time,  by  order  of  the  board  of  di- 
rectors, upon  notice  published  two  weeks  for  specified 
objects.  At  regalar  meetings,  or  meetings  held  by  ad- 
journment over  from  regular  meetings,  the  power  of 
the  society  over  it  shall  be  absolute,  except  as  con- 
trolled by  this  charter  and  the  law  of  the  land.

§  5.  The  prudential,  fiscal,  and  other  concerns  of  Management. 
the  society,  together  with  all  its  estate  or  interests  of 
every  kind,  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  board 
of  directors  aforesaid,  and  they  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary  in 
carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the  society ;  to  take  bond 
with  security  from  any  of  them,  as  well  as  of  the  treas- 
urer, for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties ;  to 
fill  vacancies  in  any  of  these  offices  and  the  board  of 
directors ;  to  regulate,  at  their  discretion,  as  they  may 
think  proper,  admission  to  the  grounds  and  participa- 
tion in  its  fairs  and  races,  and  to  make,  alter,  and 
modify  such  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws,  and  do 
all  such  acts,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States,  as  in 
their  opinion  are  requisite  for  the  accomplishment  of 
the  objects  of  the  association  and  for  the  good  order 
and  proper  management  of  its  exhibitions.  Three  di- 
rectors, with  the  president  or  vice-president,  shall  be 
a  qaorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  6.  Said  association  may  issue  the  bonds  of  the  Bonds. 
corporation  hereby  created  to  any  amount,  not  in  ^all 
exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  not  at 
any  time  to  an  amount  exceeding  one  half  the  value 
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of  its  real  estate,  in  sums  of  one  hundred  and  five 
hundred  dollars,  made  payable  in  not  more  than 
twenty  years  from  date  of  issue,  bearing  interest  of 
not  more  than  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  at 
such  place  as  may  be  designated ;  and  for  said  inter- 
est coupons  may  also  be  issued  attached  to  said  bonds, 
to  be  signed  by  the  president  of  said  association,  and 
countersigned  by  the  secretary  thereof  and  the  cou- 
pons by  the  secretary ;  and  to  secure  the  payment  of 
said  bonds  and  interest,  said  association  shall  have 
full  power  to  execute  a  mortgage  upon  its  real  estate. 

§  7.  Said  association  may  open  and  keep  an  office 
for  the  conduct  of  its  business  in  the  city  of  CyB- 
thiana. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  574. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Yincennes,  Oakland  City  and  Owensboro  Kail- 
road  Company. 

Whereas,  The  Vincennes,  Oakland  City  and  Owens- 
Preambie.  boro  Rallroad  has  been  duly  organized  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  Indiana,  by  virtue  of  which  organiza- 
tion said  railroad  company  is  authorized  to  buUd, 
construct  and  operate  its  said  road  from  a  point 
within  the  city  of  Vincennes,  in  the  county  of  Knox, 
in  the  State  of  Indiana,  through  the  counties  of  Knox, 
Pike,  Gibson,  Warrick,  and  Spencer,  in  the  said  State 
of  Indiana,  to  the  Ohio  riyer,  at  a  point  near  to  or  op- 
posite the  city  of  Owensboro,  Kentucky ;  and  whereas, 
the  said  railroad  company  originally  and  now  con- 
templates the  extension  of  its  road  through  the  county 
of  Daviess  to  a  point  within  the  city  of  Owensboro, 
Kentucky,  or  near  thereto ;  now,  because  of  the  prem- 
ises, 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  present  directors  of  this  railroad  com-  incorporator!. 
pany,  to  wit :  Edward  Watson  and  S.  N.  Chambers, 
of  Vincennes,  Indiana ;  W.  A.  Oliphant,  of  Union, 
Indiana ;  W.  M.  Cockrum,  of  Oakland  City,  Indiana ; 
A.  L.  Powers,  of  Lynnville,  Indiana;  J.  B.  Cockrum, 
of  Booneville,  Indiana;  J.  C.  Haines,  of  Richland, 
Indiana ;  J.  C.  Rudd  and  C.  W.  Bransford,  of  Owens- 
boro,  Kentucky,  their  associates  and  successors,  are 
hereby  created  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  with 
perpetual  succession,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
a  railroad  from  a  point  on  the  Ohio  river,  iu  Daviess 
county,  Kentucky,  opposite,  or  as  nearly  as  may  be, 
to  the  point  where  the  Vincennes,  Oakland  City  and 
Owensboro  Railroad  terminates,  on  the  bank  of  said 
river,  in  Spencer  county,  Indiana,  and  thence  through 
the  county  of  Daviess  to  and  within  the  city  of  Owens- 
boro. The  style  and  name  of  the  corporation  hereby 
created  shall  be  the  Vincennes,  Oakland  City  and 
Owensboro  Railroad  Company. 

§  2.  That  the  said  railroad  corporation  shall  have,  Rights  conferred 
and  there  is  hereby  granted  to  i^,  all  the  rights,  pow- 
ers, privileges,  franchises  and  immunities  conferred 
upon  it  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  under 
which  it  has  been  created  and  organized,  in  so  far  as 
the  same  are  not  in  conflict  with  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Kentucky. 

§3.  The  Vincennes,  Oakland  City  and  Owensboro  Bmid  and  opcr- 
Railroad  is  hereby  empowered  to  build,  construct  and  *'*  '"^  * 
operate  its  said  road  in  the  county  of  Daviess,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  I  of  this  act ;  and  it  shall  have  power 
to  purchase,  acquire  and  hold  all  rights  of  way  neces- 
sary to  enable  it  to  carry  out  the  purposes  for  which 
this  corporation  is  created,  and  it  shall  also  have  the 
power  to  acquire  and  hold  such  real  estate  as  may  be 
Qecessary  for  its  depots,  switches  and  machine  shops. 

§  4.  Said  company,  through  its  board  of  directors,  incorporation. 
shall  have  and  may  exercise  all  the  rights,  powers  and 
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privileges  incident  and  necessary  to  the  purposes  of 
such  corporation.  It  may  contract  and  be  contracted 
with  in  its  corporate  name,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts 
and  places  as  a  natural  person ;  and  have  a  common 
seal,  and  change  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 
§  5.  The  Vincennes,  Oakland  City  and  Owensboro 

Negotiate  bonds.  Rallroad  Company  may,  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing, completing  and  operating  its  line  of  railroad, 
issue  and  negotiate  its  bonds,  to  be  signed  by  the 
president  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary,  with 
the  seal  of  the  corporation  affixed  thereto,  in  any  snm 
not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  per  mile  for  each 
mile  of  road  to  be  constructed  through  Daviess 
county,  Kentucky,  by  the  said  corporation.  The  said 
bonds  to  be  for  five  hundred  dollars  each,  and  to  be 
payable  at  more  than  thirty  years  from  their  date  of 
issue,  each  of  the  said  bonds  to  bear  interest  from  the 
date  of  their  issue,  at  any  rate  not  to  exceed  six  per 
in  any  one  year. 

§  6.  That  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  payment 
of  said  bonds  and  interest,  said  company  may  execuie 
a  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust,  conveying  said  railroad 
and  all  its  property  and  franchises  to  a  trustee  or 
trustees,  and  with  such  covenants  and  stipulations  as 
may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  purpose  and  object 
of  its  execution.  Said  railroad  company  is  further 
authorized  and  empowered  to  receive  subscriptions 
from  individuals  to  aid  in  building  and  constructing 
its  said  road,  and  to  that  end  it  may  open  books  for 
receiving  such  subscriptions.

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CHAPTER  676. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Bellevue,  in  Campbell 
county,  and  authorizing  the  issue  of  school  bonds  of  the  town. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Aesembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  KeTitucky : 

§  1.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Bellevue,  issue  bond.. 
in  Campbell  county,  Kentucky,  are  hereby  duly  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said 
town,  to  be  called  **  Bellevue  School  Bonds,"  to  any 
amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  ($10,  - 
000)  dollars ;  and  to  pledge  the  faith,  credit  and  rev- 
enue of  the  town  for  the  payment  of  the  same ;  said 
bonds,  or  their  proceeds,  to  be  used  exclusively,  and 
for  no  other  purpose,  than  the  building  of  a  school- 
house  in  said  town. 

§  2.  Said  bonds  shall  be  of  the  denominations  of  Denomination  of 

^  bonds. 

one  hundred,  five  hundred  or  one  thousand  dollars, 
as  said  board  of  trustees  shall,  by  resolution  or  by 
ordinance,  determine.  They  shall  be  numbered  seri- 
ally, commencing  with  the  number  (1)  one.  They 
shall  be  made  payable  fifteen  years  after  date,  with 
the  option  on  the  part  of  the  town  to  redeem  them, 
or  any  of  them,  five  years  after  their  date,  bearing 
interest  from  their  date  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent, 
per  annum,  payable  annually,  the  interest  as  it  ma- 
tures, and  the  principal,  when  due,  to  be  made  pay- 
able at  some  place  to  be  designated  in  said  bonds. 
Interest  coupons  shall  be  attached,  to  be  numbered 
serially,  from  one  (1)  to  fifteen  (15),  and  every  coupon 
to  bear  the  serial  numbers  of  the  bond  to  which  it  is 
attached.  Each  of  said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the 
president  of  the  board  of  trustees  and  countersigned 
by  the  town  clerk,  and  shall  have  the  seal  of  the  town 
affixed  thereto.  Each  of  said  interest  coupons  shall 
be  signed  by  the  town  clerk.  Said  bonds  and  coupons 
shall  be  made  payable  to  bearer,  and  shall  pass  by 
delivery.     Said  bonds,  when  so  issued,  shall  be  placed 
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in  the  hands  of  the  president  of  the  board  of  tms- 
tees,  the  town  clerk  and  the  town  treasurer,  who  shall 
have  the  right  to  dispose  of  any  of  the  said  bonds  at 
no  less  than  their  par  value,  and  with  their  proceeds 
pay  the  cost  of  the  school-house  to  be  erected  in  said 
town.  Said  officers  to  report  in  writing  to  said  board 
its  actions  in  the  premises,  quarterly  and  oftener  if 
required  by  said  board,  the  number  and  amount  of 
the  bonds  disposed  of  by  them,  and  to  whom.  Said 
bonds  shall  be  lithographed  and  issued  in  book  form, 
with  stub  attached,  showing  the  number,  amount  and 
date  of  issue  of  each  bond,  and  to  whom  'sold,  and 
amount  received  therefor.  Any  person  who  shall  use 
or  appropriate  any  of  their  proceeds  otherwise  than 
in  the  manner  herein  directed  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  embezzlement,  and  upon  conviction  punished  as 
provided  by  statutes  in  case  of  embezzlement. 

§  3.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  are  hereby 
Levy  taxes.  authoHzed  to  levy  an  additional  tax  each  year  of  ten 
cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars,  and  to  be  levied 
every  year  until  said  bonds  are  paid  off,  and  to  be 
used  exclusively  to  pay  off  said  indebtedness.  If  any 
sum  should  remain  over  after  paying  off  said  bonds 
and  the  interest  thereon,  such  sum  shall  be  credited 
to  the  school  fund  of  said  town. 

§  4.  That  the  town  of  Bellevue,  in  Campbell  county, 
Improve  strecu.  Kcutucky,  bc,  aud  the  same  is  hereby,  authorized  to 
improve  any  one  side  of  any  avenue,  street,  alley  or 
way,  or  common,  not  less  than  one  square  in  length, 
in  said  town,  on  the  petition  of  the  majority  of  abut- 
ting property -owners  fronting  on  any  such  street,  etc., 
or  to  improve  any  such  one  side  of  such  street  or  alley 
or  avenue,  by  such  petition,  where  the  opposite  side 
of  such  street  is  not  laid  out  in  town  lots  or  in  the  cor- 
poration. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  576. 

AIY  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Huntsville,  in  Butler  county. 

£e  it  enacted  by  the  Oenerai  As^ernbly  of  the  Com- 
fnonwealih  of  KentiiGky : 

§1.  That  the  town  of  Huntsville,  in  Butler  county,  Limits, 
is  hereby  incorporated.  The  corporate  limits  shall  be 
as  follows :  Beginning  at  the  north-east  corner  of  D. 
Hunt's  orchard  fence,  on  West  side  of  Rochester 
road,  running  a  western  course,  in  a  line  with  said 
fence  one  hundred  and  fifty  yards  to  a  stone ;  thence 
a  southern  course  to  E.  E.  Abbott,  north-west  corner, 
on  same  side  of  said  road,  still  south  with  her  line  to 
her  south-west  corner,  in  Coal  Bank  road ;  thence  west 
to  the  comer  of  T.  N.  Peurod's  field,  on  west  side 
Coal  Bank  road ;  thence  south  with  said  fence  to  his 
south  line ;  thence  an  east  course,  a  straight  line  to  a 
walnut  tree  near  the  comer  of  A.  J.  Jinkens'  garden, 
on  east  side  of  said  Rochester  road ;  thence  a  straight 
line,  an  eastern,  so  as  to  strike  F.  P.  Gains'  fence, 
fifty  yards  east  of  his  house;  thence  a  straight  line 
to  E.  E.  Abbott's  south-east  corner,  on  north  side  of 
London  road ;  thence  with  her  line,  between  her  farm 
and  town  lots,  to  her  north-east  and  D.  Hunt's  south- 
east corner,  at  a  spring ;  thence  with  D.  Hunt's  fence 
to  a  point  opposite  the  beginning  comer ;  thence  a 
straight  line  to  the  beginning  corner. 

§  2.  That  B.  T.  Mayhugh,  Joseph  R.  Dabbs  and  T.  Tmuees. 
N.  Penrod,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  trus- 
tees of  said  town,  who  shall  choose  one  of  their  body 
as  chairman,  and  another  as  clerk,  and  a  majority 
of  said  trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  busi- 
ness. 

§  3.  The  trustees  appointed  shall  remain  in  office 
until  the  first  Saturday  in  June,  1889,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  4.  And  upon  which  day,  and  upon  the  first  Satur-  Eiecuon. 
day  in  June  in  each  succeeding  year  thereafter,  there 
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Oath. 


shall  be  elected  three  persons,  to  serve  as  trustees  of 
said  town  for  one  year,  and  until  their  saccessors  are 
duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  6.  That  J.  B.  Rowland  shall  act  as  police  judge, 
and  F.  P.  Grains  is  appointed  marshal. 

§  6.  That  said  officers  shall,  before  they  enter  upon 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  take  the  oath  pre- 
scribed by  law,  and  the  marshal  shall  execute  bond  in 
the  county  court,  with  approved  security,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 

§  7.  Said  police  judge  shall  have  concurrent  juris- 
Poiicejudge  diction  with  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  Huntsville 
precinct,  in  all  criminal  and  penal  cases,  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  same  fees  for  similar  services.  The 
marshal  shall  have  the  same  power,  both  civil  and 
criminal,  as  constables  of  Butler  county,  and  be  enti- 
tled to  the  same  fees  for  his  services. 

§  8.  That  said  trustees  are  hereby  constituted  a 
body -corporate ;  and  in  their  name  the  trustees  of  the 
town  oi  Huntsville  may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  exercise 
all  other  privileges  incident  to  municipal  corporations. 

§  9.  That  said  police  judge  and  town  marshal  shall 
hold  their  office  until  the  first  Saturday  in  June,  1889, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified ; 
thereafter  they  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time  and 
same  place  and  for  the  same  length  of  time  as  the 
trustees  are  elected. 

§  10.  That  all  citizens  residing  in  said  town  and  in 
said  corporate  limits  sixty  days  before  the  town  elec- 
tion, and  who  are  qualified  to  vote  and  to  hold  office 
under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States 
and  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  Kentucky,  are  en- 
titled f6  a  vote  and  hold  office  in  said  town. 

§  11.  The  board  of  trustees  created  under  this  act 
Election  officers,  shall  provldc,  prfor  to  the  first  election,  proper  of- 
ficers for  holding  the  same ;  and  they  shall  give  at 
least  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  hold- 
ing said  election  by  written  notice,  posted  in  at  least 
three  public  places  in  said  town.

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§  12.  Said  trustees  shall  make  and  enforce  all  By-iaws; 
needfal  by-laws  and  rales  for  the  government  and 
refi^alation  of  said  town,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of 
the  State  of  Kentucky;  and  they  may  do  and  per- 
form all  needful  acts  to  promote  and  carry  out  the 
chief  objects  of  this  corporation,  to  wit:  The  im- 
provement of  said  town  and  its  good   government.

§  14.  All  vacancies  in  the  officers  by  death,  failure  vacancies. 
to   act,  removal  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  ap- 
pointment of  the  trustees,  two-thirds  of  same  acting 
for  that  purpose. 

§  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  577. 

AN  ACT  to  reincorporate  and  amend  the  laws  for  the  town  of  Camp. 

bellsville,  Taylor  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gefneral  Assenfibly  bf  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§1.  That  the  present  members  of  the  board  of  Trustees, 
trustees  of  said  tovm  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  ap- 
pointed trustees  of  said  town,  and  shall  constitute  the 
board  of  trustees  of  Campbellsville  under  this  act ; 
and  three  of  said  trustees  shall  hold  the  office  of 
trustee  until  the  second  Monday  in  May,  1888,  two  of 
them  until  the  second  Monday  in  May,  1889,  and  two 
of  them  until  the  second  Monday  in  May,  1890,  and 
until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified, 
as  hereinafter  provided.     Said  trustees  shall  determine 
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by  lot  who  of  them  shall  hold  the  office  of  trustees 
for  the  respective  periods  above  mentioned. 
§  2.  That  from  and  after  the  second  Monday  in 
Number  of  trus.  ^^y,  1888,  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be 
composed  of  six  trustees,  two  of  whom  shall  be  elected 
by  the  lepjally  qualified  voters  of  said  town  on  the 
second  Monday  in  May,  1888,  and  shall  hold  their 
office  for  the  period  of  three  years,  and  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified ;  and  on  the 
second  Monday  in  Mny,  1889,  and  on  the  second  Mon- 
day in  May  of  each  year  thereafter,  two  trustees  shall 
be  elected  by  said  voters,  and  said  trustees  shall  hold 
their  respective  offices  for  a  period  of  three  years 
from  and  after  their  election,  and  nntil  their  successors 
are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  That  for  the  purpose 
of  electing  the  trustees  as  aforesaid,  an  election  shall 
be  held  in  said  town  on  the  second  Monday  in  May, 
1888,  and  on  the  second  Monday  in  May  of  each  year 
thereafter,  at  such  place  as  the  trustees  may  appoint, 
and  of  which  at  least  ten  days  previous  public  notice 
shall  be  given,  by  written  or  printed  notices  posted  at 
at  least  five  public  places  in  the  town  by  the  town 
clerk ;  and  two  judges,  to  be  appointed  by  the  board 
of  trustees ;  and  the  two  persons  having  the  highest 
number  of  votes  cast  at  said  election  for  the  office  of 
trustee  shall  be  declared  elected,  and  the  town  clerk 
shall  issue  certificates  of  election  to  them. 

§  3.  That  an  election  shall  be  held  in  said  town  on 
the  first  Monday  in  August,  1888,  at  which  there  shall 
be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  a  police 
judge  and  a  marshal,  and  every  second  year  thereafter 
there  shall  be  elected  by  said  voters  a  marshal,  and 
every  fourth  year  a  police  judge  for  said  town ;  the 
marshal  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and  the 
police  judge  for  four  years,  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified.  Said  election  shall  be  held  in. 
like  manner,  and  under  like  notice,  as  the  election  of 
trustees  provided  for  herein. 
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§  4.  ISo  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  trus- 
tee or  marshal  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  said  town,  and  a 
•qualified  voter  thereof,  and  has  not  resided  in  said 
town  at  least  twelve  months  preceding  his  election. 
No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  police  judge 
unless  he  possesses  the  qualifications  of  county  judges 
required  by  law  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  shall  have 
been  a  bonaflde  citizen  of  said  town  for  at  least  two 
years  preceding  his  election,  and  shall  have  been  a 
regularly  licensed  attorney  at  law  of  at  least  four 
years'  practice. 

§  5.  All  other  officers  of  said  town  shall  be  citizens 
thereof,  and  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

§  6.  That  every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  office 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  take  and  sub- 
scribe, before  some  authorized  officer,  the  oath  of 
office  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  of  this  Common- 
wealth, and  file  a  certificate  thereof  with  the  clerk  of 
said  town,  and  shall  execute  the  bond  required  and 
prescribed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  by-laws 
and  ordinances  of  this  said  town,  before  he  enters  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office. 

§  7.  When  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  office  filled 
by  election,  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
the  board  of  trustees  until  the  next  regular  election  of 
such  officer,  or  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qual- 
ified. 

§  8.  When  two  or  more  candidates  for  any  elective 
office  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  the  board 
of  trustees  shall  determine,  by  lot,  in  such  manner  as 
may  to  them  seem  best,  who  shall  hold  said  office,  and 
snch  determination  shall  be  made  in  the  presence  of 
at  least  three  other  persons,  citizens  of  said  town,  and 
the  same  shall  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  said 
board. 

§  9.  The  trustees  shall,  before  every  annual  town 
election,  appoint  two  judges  to  assist  the  clerk  in 
holding  the  same.  The  compensation  of  said  judges 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  trustees;  but  their  liabilities 
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shall  be  the  same  as  the  officers  of  State  elections 
under  the  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  10.  The  elections  herein  provided  for  shall  be  held 
between  the  hours  eight  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and 
five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon ;  and  all  laws  in  force  in 
this  Commonwealth  punishing  illegal  voting  or  illegal 
acts  at  the  State  elections,  shall  apply  to  illegal  vot- 
ing and  illegal  acts  at  the  town  elections  in  said  town, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  to  the  qualifi- 
cation of  voters. 

§  11.  All  qualified  voters,  under  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth,  who  shall,  at  the  time  of  offering  to 
vote  at  a  town  election,  have  resided  in  the  town  six 
months  previous  thereto^  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  at 
such  elections  for  said  town. 

§  12.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  judge  of  the  quali- 
fications, elections  and  returns  of  its  members;  and 
cases  of  contested  elections  for  any  town  office  elective 
by  the  people  shall  be  heard  and  determined  by  the 
trustees  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may, 
by  ordinance,  prescribe. 

§  13.  The  town  clerk  shall  certify  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  the  name  of  the  person  elected  to  the  office 
of  police  judge,  and  the  Governor  of  this  Common- 
wealth shall  issue  a  commission  to  such  officer. 

§  14.  The  poll- books  of  all  elections  for  said  town 
shall  be  preserved  by  the  town  clerk  as  part  of  the 
records  of  his  office,  and  he  shall  examine  and  com- 
pare the  same  and  issue  certificates  of  election  to  the 
persons  elected,  which  certificates,  before  being  de- 
livered, shall  be  approved  by  and  spread  upon  the 
record  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  16.  The  first  election  under  this  act  shall  be  held 
on  the  second  "Monday  in  May,  1888,  and  the  govern- 
ment of  said  town  prior  to  that  time  shall  consist  of 
the  various  officers  now  in  office,  subject  to  the  other 
provisions  of  this  act. 
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Powers  and  Duties  of  Trustees. 

%  16.  That  said  board  of  trustees  and  their  success- 
ors shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be 
known  and  called  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Campbellsville ;  and  by  that  name  shall 
be  capable  in  law,  for  and  in  behalf  of  said  town,  of 
contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  of  defending  and  being  defended,  of 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  all  courts ;  and  of 
taking,  holding,  purchasing,  leasing,  and  conveying 
such  real  and  personal  estate  as  the  purposes  of  the 
town  may  require  within  or  without  the  limits  of  said 
town ;  and  in  all  courts  and  places  may  do  all  things 
which  a  body-corporate,  with  perpetual  succession, 
may  lawfully  and  rightfully  do  within  the  limits  of 
the  powers  herein  granted. 

§  17.  That  all  the  legislative  power  and  authority  of 
said  town,  together  with  the  fiscal,  prudential  and 
municipal  concerns  thereof,  and  the  ccovemment  and 
control  of  same,  shall  be  vested  in  said  board  of  trus- 
tees. 

§  18.  That  the  officers  of  said  town  not  hereinbefore 
provided  for  shall  be  a  clerk,  treasurer,  assessor,  col- 
lector, and  attorney,  and  such  other  officers  and  em- 
ployes as  the  trustees,  from  time  to  time,  shall  appoint. 
Any  vacancy  occurring  by  death,  removal,  resignation 
or  otherwise,  of  any  officer  appointed  by  the  board  of 
trustees,  may  be  filled  by  said  board. 

§  19.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  stated 
meetings,  and  the  chairman,  or,  in  his  absence,  the 
town  clerk,  may  call  meetings  by  notice  to  each  of 
the  members.  A  majority  of  the  members  elected 
shall  constitute  a  quorum.  At  the  first  regular  meet- 
ing after  their  qualification  the  said  board  of  trustees 
shall  select  one  of  their  members  to  preside  over  their 
meetings,  who  shall  be  styled  "  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Campbellsville."  The  said  chairman 
shall  not  vote  on  any  matters  before  the  board,  except 
in  cases  of  a  tie  vote  by  the  other  members  present. 
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In  the  absence  of  the  chairman  any  member  of  the 
board  may  be  selected  to  discharge  his  duties  for 
the  time. 

§  20.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the 
power  to  make,  ordain  and  publish  and  enforce  all 
such  ordinances,  by-laws,  police  and  sanitary  rej^ula- 
tions  for  the  good  government  of  said  town,  and  to 
protect  the  health,  security,  trade  and  commerce 
thereof,  that  they  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient, 
not  contrary  to  the  Constitution-  and  laws  of  this 
State;  and  they  may  enforce  the  observance  of  all 
by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  made  in  pursu- 
ance of  this  act  by  imposing  penalties,  not  to  exceed 
one  hundred  dollars  fine,  and  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail,  not  to  exceed  fifty  days. 

§  21.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the 
management  and  control  of  the  finances  and  all  the 
property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  belonging  to 
said  town,  and  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  the 
erection,  repair,  maintenance  and  government  of  all 
public  buildings  for  the  town.  They  shall  have  power, 
within  the  local  jurisdiction  of  said  town,  by  ordi- 
nance or  by-law — 

1.  To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of  gam- 
ing, fraudulent  devices,  playing  at  cards  or  other 
^me  of  chance,  whereat  any  thing  of  value  is  bet, 
won  or  lost. 

2.  To  license,  tax,  regulate,  or  prohibit  billiard 
tables,  pool  tables,  or  pigeon-hole  tables,  and  all  simi- 
lar tables  and  contrivances,  nine  or  ten-pin  alleys,  ball- 
alleys  and  shooting  galleries. 

3.  To  license,  tax,  regulate,  or  prohibit  all  con- 
certs, exhibitions,  shows,  circuses,  theatrical  perform- 
ances, and  all  other  exhibitions  and  amusements. 

4.  To  restrain  or  suppress  disorderly  houses,  gro- 
ceries, saloons,  halls  and  houses  of  prostitution ;  to 
restrain,  suppress  and  punish  indecent  or  profane 
language  or  conduct,  and  restrain  and  punish  va- 
^grants  and  common  prostitutes;   to  restrain,  regu- 
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late  and  prohibit  the  miming  at  large  of  horses,  swine 
and  other  animals,  and  to  impose  penalties  on  the 
owner  of  such  animals  for  a  violation  of  any  ordi- 
nance or  by-law  in  relation  thereto. 

6.  To  license,  tax  and  regulate  auction  sales  and 
aactioneers,  peddlers,  itinerant  vendors  of  medicines, 
or  other  goods,  wares  or  merchandise ;  also  teamsters, 
stnds,  bulls  and  jacks,  and  all  agents  of  insurance 
and  lottery  offices  and  agencies  doing  or  offering  to  do 
or  pretending  to  do  business  in  said  town,  and  to  pre- 
vent any  business  of  the  above-named  kind  being 
done  in  said  town  without  license. 

6.  To  declare  what  are  nuisances,  and  to  provide  for 
the  abatement  thereof. 

7.  To  license  or  not  license,  tax  and  regulate  within 
said  town,  and  within  one  mile  thereof,  hotel  or  tavern- 
keepers,  saloon  or  coffee-house  keepers,  grocers,  mer- 
chants, druggists  and  keepers  of  other  places  where 
spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  are  sold,  and  to 
restrain  and  punish  the  sale  of  such  liquors,  or  any 
of  them,  without  license ;  and  the  said  trustees  may,  by 
ordinance,  prohibit  the  sale  of  such  liquors,  or  any 
of  them^  within  said  town  and  within  one  mile  thereof. 
The  amount  to  be  paid  for  license,  if  said  board,  in 
their  discretion,  shall  authorize  license  to  issue  to  sell 
spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  in  any  hotel  or 
tavern  or  saloon  or  coffee-house,  shall  be  not  less  than 
one  hundred  ($100)  nor  more  than  five  hundred  ($600) 
dollars  for  the  period  of  one  year.  The  amount  to 
be  paid  by  any  druggist  for  the  privilege  of  retail- 
ing such  liquors,  or  any  of  them,  by  prescription,  for 
one  year,  shall  not  be  less  than  one  hundred  dollars 
and  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars ;  any  mer- 
chant, druggist  or  grocer  who  shall  obtain  a  license 
from  the  trustees  to  sell  such  liquors  in  quantities 
not  less  than  a  quart,  shall  pay  for  such  license  for 
one  year  the  sum  of  not  less  than  seventy-five  nor 
more  than  three  hundred  dollars.    Before  any  person 
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shall  have  the  right  to  sell  spirituoas,  vinoas  or  malt 
liqaors  within  said  town,  or  within  one  mile  thereof, 
he  shall  present  to  the  treasurer  of  said  town  a  certi- 
fied copy  of  the  order  of  the  board  of  trastees  grant- 
ing him  license,  and  pay  said  treasurer  the  amount 
charged  therefor  as  fixed  by  the  by-laws  or  ordinances 
of  said  town ;  and  any  person  who  shall  sell  such 
liquors,  or  any  of  them,  within  said  limits  without 
having  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  section^ 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  retailing  liquor  without 
license,  or  be  deemed  guilty  of  keeping  a  tippling- 
house,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall  be  fined  the  sum 
provided  by  the  General  Statutes  for  such  offenses. 
The  amount  to  be  paid  for  any  other  license  provided 
for  under  this  act  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  trus- 
i/e6o* 

8.  To  prohibit  the  giving  away  of  any  spiritoous, 
vinous  or  malt  liquors  to  any  minor  or  apprentice 
without  the  written  consent  of  his  or  her  guardian^ 
parent,  master  or  mistress ;  and  they  may  prohibit  the 
giving  away  of  such  liquors  to  any  person  whatever,, 
and  fix  the  x>enalty  therefor. 

9.  To  regulate  and  license  butchers,  and  to  revoke 
their  license  for  immoral  conduct,  etc.,  in  the  course 
of  their  trade. 

10.  To  authorize  the  clerk  of  the  board  to  issue 
license  and  direct  the  time  and  manner  of  issuing^ 
them,  and  the  fees  to  be  paid  therefor.  No  license 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  trans- 
ferable, and  no  license  shall  be  granted  by  said  town 
until  all  general  laws  in  that  respect  ha&  been  com- 
plied with. 

11.  To  prevent  horse-racing,  immoderate  riding  or 
driving  in  the  said  town,  and  to  punish  abuse  of  ani- 
mals, and  compel  persons  to  fasten  or  othevwise  secure 
their  horses,  mules  or  oxen  or  other  animals,  while 
attached  to  vehicles  while  standing  or  remaining  on 
the  streets. 
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12.  To  regulate  the  keeping  of  gunpowder  or  any 
other  combustible  or  dangerous  material. 

18.  To  have  exclusive  power  over  the  streets,  alleys 
and  sidewalks,  and  to  remove  or  abate .  any  obstruc- 
tion or  encroachment  therein  or  thereon,  and  to  pre- 
vent the  encumbering  of  the  streets,  sidewalks,  lanes, 
alleys  and  public  grounds  with  carriages,  buggies, 
carts,  sleighs,  wagons,  wheelbarrows,  boxes,  lumber, 
timber,  fire  wood,  brick,  stone,  post  awnings,  signs,  or 
any  substance  or  material  whatever. 

14.  To  make  regulations  to  preve^t  the  spread  of 
any  contagious  diseases  in  said  town. 

16.  To  appoint  watchmen  and  policemen,  and  pre- 
scribe their  duty  and  pay,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
law. 

16.  To  provide  for  the  security  of  said  town 
against  fire,  by  the  purchase  of  fire  engine  or  other 
fire  apparatus;  by  the  organization  of  a  fire  com- 
pany; appoint  officers,  &c.,  and  make  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  the  government  thereof;  to  acquire,  by 
donation  or  purchase,  lands  for  cemeteries,  either 
within  or  without  the  town  limits.  They  shall  have 
the  power  to  lay  out  said  cemetery  in  lots,  and  sell 
the  same;  to  improve  the  cemetery,  and  to  exercise 
full  control  over  the  same,  and  to  enforce  the  proper 
regulations  and  management  thereof,  and  to  punish 
all  trespassers  thereon  by  fines  or  penalties.  They  are 
invested  with  full  control  of  the  cemetery  already 
established,  and  may  keep  the  same  in  repair  at  the 
expense  of  the  town. 

17.  To  provide  the  town  with  water  in  any  man- 
ner they  may  deem  proper,  and  to  establish,  make 
and  regulate  public  wells,  pumps  and  cisterns. 

18.  To  exclusively  regulate,  control,  repair,  grade, 
pave  and  macadamize  and  clear  the  streets  and  al- 
leys, bridges,  side  and  cross-walks,  and  open,  widen, 
straighten,  extend  and  vacate  streets  and  alleys  ac- 
cording to  law. 

19.  To    establish  hospitals   and  pest-houses,    and 


I 
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make  reKulations  for  the  government  thereof,   and 
discontinue  the  same  at  pleasure. 

20.  To  do  ail  acts  and  make  all  regulations  which 
may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  health  and 
the  suppression  of  disease. 

21.  To  prohibit  any  work  or  business  being  done 
on  the  Sabbath  day,  and  to  punish  any  person  found 
at  or  engaged  at  any  work  or  business  on  that  day, 
except  it  be  the  ordinary  household  offices  of  daily 
necessity,  or  other  work  of  necessity  or  charity :  Pro- 
mded.  That  persons  who  are  members  of  any  religious 
society,  who  observe  any  other  day  than  Sunday  for 
the  Christian  Sabbath,  shall  not  be  punished  if  they 
observe,  as  a  Sabbath,  one  day  in  each  seven. 

Powers  aiid  Duties  of  Officers. 

§  22.  That  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  board,  and  take 
care  that  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  by- 
laws and  ordinances,  of  the  town  are  enforced,  and 
that  all  the  executive  officers  of  the  town  discharge 
their  respective  duties.  The  chairman  shall  likewise 
have  the  power  to  perform  the  duties  of  police  judge 
in  all  prosecutions  for  violating  any  town  ordinance ; 
in  cases  where,  from  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  police 
judge,  or  from  absence,  sickness  or  other  cause,  the 
police  judge  does  not  and  can  not  act,  and  he  shall  be 
allowed  the  same  fees  therefor  as  the  police  judge  or 
<5lerk  is  allowed ;  he  shall  account  for  and  pay  over 
to  the  treasurer  all  fines  or  other  moneys  received  by 
him  in  his  judicial  capacity. 

§  23.  That  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
keep  the  corporate  seal,  if  there  be  one,  and  make 
and  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  at  whose  meetings  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
attend ;  and  copies  of  all  papers  filed  in  his  office, 
and  transcripts  from  the  proceedings  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  certified  by  him,  shall  be  evidence  in  all 
courts.    He  shall  likewise  draw  warrants  on  the  treas- 
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nry,  and  coantersiecn  the  same,  and  keep  an  accurate 
account  thereof  in  a  book  provided  therefor,  and  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  the  trustees  may,  by  ordi- 
nance or  by-laws,  require  of  him.  He  may  receive 
as  compensation  for  his  services  such  sum  as  the 
board  of  trustees  may  allow  him. 

§  24.  That  the  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  be- 
longing to  the  town,  and  keep  an  accurate  account 
of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  in  such  manner  as 
tbe  board  of  trustees  may  direct.  All  money  shall  be 
drawn  from  the  treasury  by  warrant  of  the  chairman 
or  that  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  acting  chair- 
man, countersigned  by  the  clerk.  Such  warrant  shall 
specify  for  what  purpose  the  amount  therein  is 
drawn.  The  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  the  board  of 
trustees,  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  of  each  year,  and 
oftener  if  required,  a  full  and  detailed  account  of  all 
receipts  and  expenditures,  and  also  the  state  of  the 
treasury,  which  account  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  clerk,  and  by  him  spread  upon  the  records  of  his 
office. 

§  25.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to 
attend  the  sittings  of  the  police  court,  to  execute  all 
process,  civil  and  criminal,  issued  and  to  him  directed 
by  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the  police 
judge,  the  presiding  judge  of  Taylor  county,  or  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  and  all  process  placed  in  his  hands 
for  execution,  which  a  constable  is  authorized  by  la>v 
to  execute.  He  shall  possess  the  power  and  authority 
of  a  constable  in  this  Commonwealth,  and  his  powers 
for  discharging  his  duties  shall  be  co-extensive  with 
Taylor  county.  He  shall  be  entitled  as  compensation 
to  the  same  fees  as  allowed  by  law  to  constables  for 
similar  services,  and  collectable  in  the  same  manner 
as  constables  fee-bills  are.  He  may  or  may  not  be  ap- 
X)ointed  collector  for  said  town  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees ;  but  if  appointed,  he  shall  be  required  to  give,  in 
addition  to  his  marshal's  bond,  his  bond  as  collector 
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to  the  board  of  trustees,  to  be  approved  by  them  and 
filed  with  their  clerk. 

m 

§  26.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  to 
collect  all  taxes  which  may  be  levied  by  the  board  of 
trustees,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  as  fast  as 
he  may  collect  the  same ;  and  he  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  herein  prescribed  or  required 
by  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  27.  That  the  assessor  shall  perform  all  the  duties 
which  the  trustees  may,  by  by-laws  or  ordinance,  pre- 
scribe in  relation  to  assessing  the  property  for  taxa- 
tion by  the  board  of  trustees.  If  any  person  refuses 
to  give  a  correct  list  of  his  taxable  property,  when 
legally  caUed  on  to  do  so,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  police  judge. 

§  28.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power,  at 
any  and  all  times,  to  require  further  and  other  duties 
of  all  officers  whose  duties  are  herein  prescribed,  and 
prescribe  the  powers  and  duties  under  this  charter  of 
all  officers  elected  or  appointed  under  this  act  to  any 
office  under  this  act  whose  duties  are  not  herein  spe- 
cifically mentioned,  and  fix  their  compensation. 

§  29.  The  treasurer,  collector  and  marshal  shall 
severally,  before  they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices,  execute  a  bond,  payable  to  the 
board  of  trustees  of  Campbellsville,  with  such  condi- 
tions and  sureties  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  ap- 
prove, conditioned  that  they  will  faithfully  execute 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  and  pay  over  to 
such  persons,  and  at  such  times  as  they  may  respect- 
>"  ively  be  entitled  to  the  same,  all  moneys  or  property 

that  may  come  to  their  hands  as  such  officers ;  which 
bond,  with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  trustees  cer- 
tified thereon  by  the  clerk,  shall  be  filed  and  carefully 
kept  In  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Taylor  county 
court.  Said  board  of  trustees  may  also  require  bond 
to  be  executed  by  the  other  officers  of  said  town,  the 
forms  thereof  to  be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  which 
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bonds  shall  be  filed  with  and  kept  by  the  clerk  of 
said  board. 

§  30.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  Oampbellsyille, 
or  any  other  person  injured  by  the  breach  of  any  or 
either  of  said  bonds,  may,  in  any  court  having  juris- 
diction, prosecute  suit  or  notice  on  said  bond  against 
any  officer  by  whose  breach  of  duty  they  have  been 
injured,  and  his  sureties,  or  any  or  either  of  them,  or 
the  personal  representatives,  heirs  or  devisees  of  any 
or  either  of  them,  as  now  provided  by  law  for  pro- 
ceedings against  sheriffs  or  constables  on  their  bonds, 
and  the  said  bonds  shall  not  be  satisfied  by  the  first 
or  any  other  recovery  thereon  until  the  board  of  trus- 
tees and  every  x>erson  aggrieved  by  the  acts  of  omis- 
sion of  such  officer  shall  have  been  recompensed. 

§  31.  That  if  any  person,  having  been  an  officer  in 
said  town,  shall  not,  within  ten  days  after  notification 
and  request,  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office^  all  the 
property,  pai)ers  and  effects  of  every  description  in 
his  possession  belonging  to  said  town  or  appertaining 
to  the  office  he  held,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  the 
use  of  said  town  one  hundred  dollars,  besides  all  costs 
and  damages  for  his  neglect  or  refusal  to  do  so,  which 
shall  be  recovered  by  action  in  the  police  court. 

Police  Court. 

§  32.  That  the  judicial  power  of  said  corporation 
shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  vested  in  and  shall  be  exer- 
cised by  a  court,  to  be  styled  *^The  Campbellsville 
Police  Court,"  which  shall  be  held  by  one  judge,  to 
be  styled  the  judge  of  the  Campbellsville  police  court, 
Tvho  shall  be  elected  as  provided  in  this  act. 

§  33.  Said  police  court  shall  have  exclusive  original 
jurisdiction  to  hear,  try  and  determine  finally  all 
actions,  prosecutions  or  other  proceeding  for  the  vio- 
lation of  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  said  town ; 
and  shall  have  concurrent  original  jurisdiction  with 
justices  of  the  peace  of  Taylor  county  in  all  penal 
and  criminal  cases  which  said  justices'  now  have  or

may  hereafter  be  given  them  by  general  law ;  and 
shall  have  concurrent  original  jurisdiction  with  the 
Taylor  circuit  court  to  hear,  try  and  determine 
finally  all  prosecutions,  actions  and  proceeding  for 
misdemeanors  against  the  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth committed  in  Taylor  county.  The  judge  of 
said  i)olice  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hold  ex- 
amining courts  in  felony  cases,  and  for  his  ser- 
vices in  holding  examining  courts  shall  receive  the 
same  compensation  as  is  allowed  by  law  to  justices 
of  the  peace  for  similar  services,  to  be  paid  as  said 
justices'  fees  are  directed  by  law  to  be  paid. 

§  84.  Said  police  court  shall  have  concurrent  ori- 
ginal jurisdiction  with  justices  of  the  peace  of  Taylor 
county  of  all  matters  of  law  and  equity  in  the  limits 
of  said  county,  in  all  actions  or  proceedings  for  the 
recovery  of  money  or  personal  property,  when  the 
matter  in  controversy,  exclusive  of  interest  and  costs, 
does  not  exceed  fifty  dollars,  and  concurrent  original 
jurisdiction  with  the  Taylor  circuit  court  when  the 
matter  in  controversy,  exclusive  of  interest  and  costs, 
does  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  in  value ;  and 
said  police  court  shall  have  the  same  power  and  au- 
thority to  enforce  its  orders  and  judgements  as  the 
circuit  courts  of  this  Commonwealth  have. 

§  35.  If,  in  any  action  in  the  police  conrt,  except  as 
herein  provided,  it  shall  appear,  during  the  pendency 
thereof,  that  the  title  of  real  estate  id  involved  in  the 
controversy,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court,  on  the 
motion  of  either  party  to  the  action,  to  make  an  order 
transferring  it  to  the  Taylor  circuit  court ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  police  court  to  deliver 
the  original  papers,  and  certified  copies  of  all  orders 
made  in  said  action,  to  the  clerk  of  said  circuit  court ; 
but  if  judgment  be  rendered  by  the  police  court,  the 
title  to  real  estate  shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 

§  36.  All  appeals  from  the  judgments  of  said  police 
court  in  criminal  and  penal  cases  shall  lie  to  the 
Taylor  circuit  court,  but  no  appeal  shall  be  taken 
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nsless  the  jadgment  shall  exceed  twenty  dollars,  ex* 
elusive  of  interest  and  costs ;  but  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  said  town  shall  be  entitled  to  an  appeal  from 
any  jadgment  of  said  court  deciding  against  the  con- 
stitutionality or  validity  of  any  portion  of  this  char- 
ter, or  any  of  the  ordinances  of  said  town,  and  said 
appeal  ma^  be  directly  to  the  Taylor  circuit  court,  or 
to  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

§  37.  The  judge  of  said  police  court  shall  have 
authority  to  issue  and  try  writs  of  forcible  entry  and 
detainer,  and  power  to  grant  injunctions,  restrainino: 
orders,  attachments  and  writs  of  habeas  corpus ;  and 
for  issue  and  granting  or  trying  any  of  which  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  now  allowed  for  similar 
services. 

§  88.  That  all  proceedings  in,  and  processes  from, 
said  court,  and  all  prosecutions  for  a  violation  of 
city  ordinances  of  said  town,  shall  be  in  the  name  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  ;  and  all  prosecu- 
tions for  misdemeanors  against  the  laws  of  this  State 
shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
^cky;  that  all  fines,  judgments  and  forfeitures  of 
said  court,  whether  for  violations  of  town  ordinances 
or  the  laws  of  the  State,  shall  be  for  the  use  and  bene- 
fit of  said  town :  Provided^  The  offenses  against  the 
State  laws  for  which  said  fines,  judgments  and  for- 
feitares  are  rendered  are  committed  within  the  limits^ 
of  said  town ;  all  other  fines  and  judgments  in  crim- 
inal and  penal  actions  shall  be  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky. 

§  39.  All  processes  in  civil  and  criminal  causes  shall 
be  made  returnable  to  the  police  court  or  before  the 
jadge  thereof,  and  may  be  directed  to  the  town  mar- 
shal, sheriflF,  constable,  coroner,  or  any  peace  oflftcer 
of  Taylor  county ;  and  a  policeman  of  said  town  shall 
be  deemed  a  peace  oflicer,  so  far  as  the  services  of  pro- 
cess in  criminal  and  penal  causes  are  concerned. 

§  40.  The  judge  of  the  police  court  shall  have  the- 
same  powers  and  authority  to  enforce  order  and  de- 
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coram  in  said  court,  and  to  compel  the  attendance 
of  witnesses  and  punish  for  contempt,  as  the  circuit 
judges  of  this  Commonwealth  have. 

§  41.  The  police  court  shall  be  held  at  the  court- 
bouse  in  said  town,  or  at  such  place  as  the  board  of 
trustees  may,  by  ordinance,  designate.  The  judge  of 
said  court  shall  have  power  to  fix  such  times  for  hold- 
ing said  court  for  the  trial  of  criminal  and  penal 
causes  as  the  number  of  cases  coming  before  said 
court,  in  his  discretion,  may  seem  to  require. 

§  42.  The  regular  terms  of  said  court  for  the  trial  of 
civil  causes  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in 
each  month  of  the  year,  except  the  months  of  Janu- 
uary  and  October,  and  may  continue  from  day  to  day 
until  the  business  thereof  is  disposed  of. 

§  48.  That  the  judge  of  said  court  shall  be  the  clerk 
of  the  same,  and  in  all  prosecutions  for  violations  of 
town  ordinances,  and  misdemeanors  against  the  laws 
of  the  State,  committed  within  the  limits  of  said 
town,  he  shall  tax,  in  all  bills  of  costs,  such  fees  as 
are  allowed  clerks  of  the  circuit  courts  of  this  Com- 
monwealth for  similar  services,  said  fees  to  be  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  sai^  town ;  and  in  all  other  crim- 
inal and  penal  prosecutions  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
•charge  and  tax  the  same  fees  as  is  or  may  be  allowed 
by  law  to  clerks  of  the  circuit  courts  for  similar  ser- 
vices, except  as  herein  provided.  In  all  civil  matters, 
when  the  jurisdiction  is  concurrent  with  that  of  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
fees  as  are  now  or  may  be  hereafter  allowed  by  law  to 
them ;  and  when  the  jurisdiction  of  the  police  court, 
in  civil  matters,  is  concurrent  with  the  Taylor  circuit 
<50urt,  he  shall  receive  the  same  fees  allowed  by  law  to 
the  circuit  court  clerks  of  this  Commonwealth  for  sim- 
ilar services:  Provided,  however^  That  said  police 
judge  may,  by  order  entered  upon  his  order-book, 
appoint  a  clerk  of  said  court,  and  may  remove  him 
at  his  pleasure ;  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall 
perform  the  duties  of  a  clerk  to  said  court  during  his 
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continaance  in  office,  and  shall  receive  for  his  services 
the  fees  authorized  to  be  charged  for  such  services 
herein. 

§  44.  All  prosecutions  and  proceedings  for  violations 
of  the  town  ordinances,  and  for  misdemeanors  against 
the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  may  be  tried  in  the 
police  court  on  information,  on  oath  filed  and  a  war- 
rant OT  summons  issued,  without  the  intervention  of  a 
grand  jury. 

§  46.  In  all  civil  proceedings  in  said  court,  where 
the  amount  in  controversy,  exclusive  of  interest  and 
costs,  does  not  exceed  fifty  dollars,  the  pleadings  may 
be  oral ;  but  in  all  other  civil  cases  in  said  court  the 
pleadings  shall  be  in  writing. 

§  46.  The  pleadings  and  practice  and  mode  of  pro- 
cedure in  said  court,  in  criminal  and  penal  cases,  shall 
be  governed  by  the  Criminal  Code  of  Practice  of  this 
State,  and  in  all  civil  causes  shall  be  governed  by  the 
Civil  Code  of  Practice  of  this  State. 

§  47.  The  said  police  court  shall  be  a  court  of  record, 
and  the  records  thereof,  or  certified  copies  of  the 
same,  over  the  signature  of  the  judge  or  clerk  thereof, 
shall  be  evidence  in  any  court  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  48.  The  judge  of  the  police  court  shall  be  a  con- 
servator of  the  peace,  and  may  issue  warrants  of  arrest 
or  summons  for  offenders  against  the  laws  of  the  town 
and  State,  when,  from  information  given  him  upon 
oath  of  any  person,  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  there  are 
reasonable  grounds  to  believe  an  offense  has  been  com- 
mitted ;  and  for  offenses  committed  in  his  presence  he 
may  order  an  arrest  without  a  warrant ;  the  person 
so  offending  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

§  49.  That  the  judge  of  the  police  court,  or  the  clerk 
thereof,  shall  keep  a  docket  book,  order  or  judgment 
book,  execution  book,  and  a  book  for  noting  attend- 
ance of  witnesses  in  criminal  and  penal  causes,  and  a 
similar  set  of  books  for  civil  causes,  which  shall  be 
furnished  and  paid  for  by  the  town. 

§60.  When  the  jurisdiction  of  the  police  court  in 
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civil  matters  is  concurrent  with  the  Taylor  circoit 
court,  a  tax  of  fifty  cents  shall  be  paid  to  the  judge 
thereof,  for  the  purposes  and  under  the  conditions  as- 
when  such  tax  is  paid  to  circuit  clerks,  and  the  same 
rules  that  circuit  clerks,  in  the  taxation  of  attorneys* 
fees,  shall  apply  to  the  police  court  or  the  judge 
thereof. 

§  61.  The  judge  of  the  police  court  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary,  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  to- 
be  fixed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and  to  be  paid 
quarterly  out  of  the  town  treasury,  on  a  warrant 
drawn  in  his  favor  by  the  clerk  of  said  town  on  said 
treasury ;  and  in  addition  to  the  amount  paid  him  by 
said  trustees,  he  shall  receive  from  the  State  Treasury 
one  hundred  dollars  annually ;  that  the  State  Auditor 
shall,  every  six  months,  issue  his  warrant  upon  the 
Treasurer  of  State  for  fifty  dollars,  in  favor  of  said 
police  judge  of  the  town  of  Campbellsville. 

§  52.  The  law  governing  the  election  of  special 
judges  of  circuit  courts  shall,  as  to  the  cause  there- 
for, and  mode  of  election,  apply  to  the  election  of  a 
special  judge  of  the  said  police  court :  Provided^  The 
town  marshal  shall  perform  the  duties  in  regard 
thereto,  and  as  required  of  circuit  court  clerks  in  the 
election  of  special  judges.  The  special  judge  of  the 
police  court  shall  possess  the  qualifications  of  the 
regular  police  judge. 

§  53.  That  all  appeals  from  the  judgment  of  said 
court  in  civil  matters  shall  be  to  the  Taylor  circuit 
court;  but  no  appeal  shall  be  granted  unless  the 
amount  in  controversy,  exclusive  of  interest,  exceeds 
twenty  dollars,  and  shall  be  taken  in  the  same  manner 
as  appeals  from  other  inferior  courts  are  taken  to  the 
circuit  courts. 

§  54.  That  said  police  court,  or  the  judge  thereof, 
shall  have  all  the  powers  necessary  to  fully  effectuate 
and  make  complete  and  effective  the  jurisdiction  and 
authority  herein  conferred. 

§  55.  Before  the  issuing  of  any  executive  or  other 
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^al  process  on  a  judgment  for  a  fine  or  forfeiture  in 
said  court,  the  defendant  may  pay  the  same  to  the 
judge  of  the  court.  The  defendant  may,  before  or 
after  the  issuing  of  any  execution  or  capias  pro  flne^ 
replevy  for  (3)  months  any  judgment,  fine  or  forfeit- 
ure of  the  police  court  in  the  manner  allowed  by  law 
in  similar  cases  in  courts  of  similar  jurisdiction  in  this 
"Commonwealth. 

§  66.  A  return  of  not  found  on  a  capias  pro  flne^ 
and  of  no  proi)erty  found  on  a  fieri  facias  issued  on 
any  judgment  of  the  police  court,  shall  authorize  an 
equitable  proceeding  in  favor  of  the  trustees  of  Camp- 
bellsville  against  the  estate  of  the  defendant  for  the 
purpose  of  enforcing  the  satisfaction  of  such  judg- 
ment, as  a  return  of  no  property  found  authorizes 
such  proceeding  in  civil  courts. 

§  57.  Upon  all  judgments  for  fines  rendered  by  said 
court,  which  shall  not  be  paid  or  replevied  at  the  time 
of  rendering  the  same,  an  execution  against  the  estate 
of  the  defendant  may  be  issued,  or  a  capias  pro  fine 
may  be  issued,  requiring  the  imprisonment  of  the 
defendant  in  the  county  jail  until  the  same  shall  be 
paid  or  replevied ;  but  the  imprisonment  shall  not  ex- 
ceed one  day  for  each  one  dollar  of  such  fine :  Pro- 
rndedj  That  said  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  assign 
^Qch  defendant  so  fined  to  hard  labor  for  the  benefit 
-of  the  town,  until  he  shall  pay  the  fine  and  costs 
adjudged  against  him,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per 
day;  such  defendant  shall  not  be  required  to  labor 
more  than  eight  hours  per  day ;  while  at  labor,  such 
defendant  shall  be  under  control  of  the  town  marshal 
-or  some  other  i)erson  appointed  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, who  shall  be  responsible  on  his  official  bond  for 
the  escape  of  the  defendant ;  when  not  at  labor,  such 
defendant  shall  be  imprisoned  as  provided  in  this  sec- 
tion ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  putting  him  in  jail  and 
taking  him  out  to  labor,  a  certified  copy  of  the  judg- 
4nent  assigning  him  to  work  shall  be  sufficient  author- 
ity to  the  marshal  or  other  person  appointed  to  control

said  defendant  and  to  the  jailer ;  all  persons  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  by  judgment  of  said  court  may  be 
assigned  to  labor  in  like  manner  as  those  fined  ;  when 
persons  are  imprisoned  or  confined  in  the  county  jail, 
as  contemplated  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the 
jailer's  fee  shall  be  paid  by  the  town. 

Streets  and  Alleys, 

That  the  board  of  trustees  of  Campbell  sville 
shall  cause  all  streets,  alleys  or  public  grounds  laid 
out  by  them  to  be  surveyed  and  described,  and  a 
description  thereof  to  be  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose  by  the  clerk  of  said  town,  showing  par- 
ticularly the  proposed  improvements  and  the  real  es- 
tate required  to  be  taken ;  and  such  streets  and  alleys, 
when  opened,  shall  be  public  highways. 

§  68.  That  whenever  the  public  convenience  may, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  board  of  trustees,  require  any 
street  or  alley,  lane  or  highway,  to  be  opened,  laid 
out,  extended,  changed,  straightened  or  altered,  or 
any  public  grounds  to  be  laid  out  \ot  to  be  opened, 
they  may  obtain  or  purchase  from  the  owners  thereof 
such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  therefor,  and 
obtain  from  such  owner  or  owners  a  conveyance  of 
such  real  estate,  which  conveyance  shall  be  recorded 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Taylor  county  court. 

§  59.  That  in  all  cases  where  the  board  of  trustees 
can  not  or  do  not  obtain  or  purchase  such  real  estate, 
and  receive  conveyances  therefor,  they  shall  have 
power  to  cause  to  be  filed  in  the  Taylor  county 
court  a  petition,  in  which  the  board  of  trustees  of 
Campbell  sville  shall  be  made .  plaintiffs  and  all  the 
owners  of  such  real  estate  and  the  guardians  of  infant 
owners  shall  be  made  defendants ;  but  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  to  swear  to  said  petition.  Said  petition 
shall  describe  the  street,  alley,  lane,  highway  or  pub- 
lic grounds  that  is  sought  to  be  laid  out,  altered, 
extended,  widened  or  straightened,  the  character  of 
the  proposed  improvements,  where  situated,  and  the 
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names,   if  known,   of  the  owners  of  the  real  estate 
required  to  be  taken.     If  any  of  said  owners  are  non- 
residents or  infants,  the  petition  shall  state  who  are 
non-residents  and  who  are  infants,  and  who  are  the 
guardians  of  such  infants,  if  such  there  be;  and  all 
such  owners,   and    the  ^aardians   of   such    infants, 
shall  be  sammoned  actually  as  required  by  the  Civil 
Code  of  Practice  as  in  ordinary  actions,  if  residents 
of   this  State;  ani  the  non-resident  owners,  if  any, 
shall    be    warned    as    required    by   said   Code,   and 
gtuirdians  dd  litem  shall  be  appointed  for  said  in- 
fants, who  shall  answer ;  and  an  attorney  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  any  non-resident  defendant  or  defendants 
in  the  way  and  manner  required  in  said  Code  of  Prac- 
tice, and  his  duties  shall  be  as  therein  prescribed  ; 
and  after  all  the  defendants  shall  have  been  so  actu- 
ally and  constructively  sammoned  before  the  court, 
and  the  answer  of  the  guardian  ad  litem  and  the  re- 
port of  the  attorney  for  the  non-residents  shall  have 
been  filed,  the  county  court  shall  appoint  two  intelli- 
gent,  competent   and  disinterested  citizens  of   said 
town,  who  are  housekeepers  and  not  akin  to  either 
of   the  parties,  as   commissioners   to   ascertain  and 
report  the  damages  that  will  accrue  to  the  owner 
or  owners  of  said  real  estate.    If  the  opening,  al- 
teration,   extension,    widening    or    straightening   of 
the  street,  alley,  lane,  highway  or  public  grounds 
that  is  sought  in  the  petition  shall  be  made,  said 
commissioners,  being  first  duly  sworn  to  discharge 
their  duties  herein,  shall,  by  actual  view  of  the  preui- 
ises,  and  from  such  evidence  as  may  be  offered  before 
them  by  either  side,  ascertain  and  assess  the  dam- 
ages, including  the  value  of  the  real  estate  proposed 
to  be  taken,  that  will  accrue  to  or  be  sustained  by  the 
owners  of  such  real  estate,  if  the  improvement  pro- 
loosed  in  the  petition  shall  be  ordered  to  be  made. 
Said  commissioners  shall  file  a  written  report  of  their 
assessment,  together  with  the  evidence  taken  before 
them,  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk,  at  least  five^ 
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days  before  the  next  regular  term  of  the  Taylor 
county  court  after  their  appointment,  at  which 
court  the  plaintiffs,  or  any  of  the  defendants,  may 
file  exceptions  to  said  report,  and  at  said  term  the 
county  court  shall  hear  such  exceptions,  if  any,  to 
said  report,  and  shall  approve  and  confirm,  or  alter 
or  quash  the  same ;  or  he  may,  for  cause  shown,  con- 
tinue the  hearing  of  such  exceptions  until  the  next 
term  of  the  court ;  and  if,  upon  the  final  hearing,  the 
court  shall  approve  or  alter  the  amount  of  damages 
assessed  in  said  report,  he  shall  give  judgment  for 
such  amount  so  determined  by  him  to  the  party  or 
parties  entitled  thereto,  to  be  paid  by  the  said  board 
of  trustees  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  funds  of  said 
town ;  and  shall  order  the  street,  alley,  highway,  or 
public  grounds  to  be  laid  out  and  opened  upon  the 
payment  of  said  damages.  That  from  such  judgment 
of  the  Taylor  county  court  either  party  aggrieved 
may  take  an  appeal  td  the  Taylor  circuit  court.  If 
such  an  appeal  be  taken,  the  clerk  of  the  county  court 
shall  deliver  all  the  papers  and  transcript  of  the 
records  pertaining  to  said  suit  to  the  clerk  of  the 
Taylor  circuit  court  ten  days  before  the  next  term 
of  the  said  circuit  court,  and  said  circuit  court 
shall  hear  and  determine  the  said  report  of  said 
^commissioners  and  the  exceptions  thereto,  and  by 
its  judgment  confirm  or  modify  said  or  quash  said 
report.  If  said  court  shall  confirm  or  modify  the 
amount  of  said  assessment  of  damages,  it  shall 
order  that,  upon  the  payment  of  the  amount  so 
determined  by  it  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto  by  the 
said  board  of  trustees,  the  said  board  shall  lay  oat 
and  open,  or  alter  or  widen  or  straighten  the  street^ 
alley,  highways  or  public  grounds  mentioned  in  the 
petition,  and  upon  the  payment  of  such  damages  said 
real  estate  so  taken  shall  be  public  property,  and 
under  the  control  of  the  board  of  trustees :  Provided^ 
That  at  any  time  before  such  order  shall  be  made  to 
iay  out  or  open  any  such  street,  alley,  highway  or 
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public  grounds,  the  board  of  trostees  may  abandon 
the  preceding,  being  responsible  for  all  costs  that 
may  have  accrued  to  any  party  to  said  proceedings ; 
and  in  such  event  the  public  grounds,  street,  alley  or 
highway  shall  not  be  opened  out. 

§  60.  That  the  owners  in  front  of,  or  upon  whose 
premises  the  board  of  trustees  shall  order  and  direct 
t^urbing  and  sidewalks  to  be  reconstructed,  repaired 
or  relaid,  shall  make,  repair  or  relay  such  curbing  or 
sidewalks  at  their  own  expense,  and  in  the  manner 
and  with  the  material  and  in  the  time  prescribed  by 
the  trustees  by  ordinance  or  otherwise;  and  if  not 
done  in  the  manner,  with  the  material,  and  within  the 
time  so  prescribed,  the  board  of  trustees  may  cause 
the  same  to  be  constructed,  repaired  or  relaid,  and 
assess  the  expense  thereof,  by  an  order  to  be  entered 
upon  the  record  of  their  proceedings,  upon  such  lots 
respectively,  and  collect  the  same  by  warrant  and  sale 
of  the  premises  as  in  the  case  of  taxes.  A  suit  also 
may  be  maintained  by  the  board  of  trustees  in  favor 
of  said  town  against  said  owners  for  such  improve- 
ment. But  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  lands 
and  lots  of  infants,  married  women,  lunatics  or  idiots, 
nor  to  agricultural  lands,  unless  their  guardians  or 
committees  be  personally  notified.  That  no  person 
shall  be  required  to  make  a  sidewalk  in  front  of  his 
or  her  premises  until  after  the  street  in  front  shall 
have  been  graded  and  macadamized  at  the  cost  and 
exi>ense  of  the  town. 

Ihxaiion. 

%  61.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  Campbellsville 
shall  have  power,  subject  to  the  exceptions  hereinafter 
mentioned,  to  annually  levy  and  collect  taxes,  not  ex- 
ceedinfi:  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth 
of  all  the  real  estate  in  said  town,  including  the  im- 
provements on  such  real  estate,  and  upon  all  personal 
estate,  including  stores,  groceries  and  factories,  shops, 
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as  well  as  bonds,  notes,  stocks  and  other  evidences  of 
debt:  Provided^  That  in  listing  money,  notes,  and 
other  debts  due  a  citizen,  he  may  deduct  from  the 
gross  amount  due  him  an  amount  equal  to  the  debts 
due  from  him,  and  also  upon  each  one  hundred  dol- 
lars' worth  of  railroad  and  railroad  property  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  the  value  thereof  to 
be  assessed  as  provided  for  by  the  general  laws  of  this 
State. 

§  62.  That  there  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation 
under  this  act  all  lands  within  the  limits  of  said  town 
used  exclusively  for  farming  purposes,  unless  said 
lands  should  be  at  any  time  divided  into  town  lots, 
then  they  are  to  be  taxed  as  other  proi)erty.  There 
shall  also  be  exempt  from  taxation,  under  this  act,  all 
public  property  belonging  to  said  town,  the  county  of 
Taylor,  or  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  all  churches 
and  parsonages,  and  all  grounds  dedicated  to  such 
uses,  school  property,  and  a  cemetery  belonging  to 
said  town. 

§  63.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  also  have 
power  to  annually  levy  and  collect  a  tax  per  capita 
upon  eaeh  and  every  male  inhabitant  in  said  lown  over 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  not  exceeding  two  dol- 
lars in  any  one  year,  and  a  tax  not  exceeding  one  dol- 
lar on  each  dog  over  one  that  any  person  may  keep, 
or  suffer  to  be  kept,  on  his  premises. 

Assessment  and  Collection  of  Taxes. 

§  64.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power,  by 
ordinance,  to  prescribe  the  form  of  assessment  rolls 
and  prescribe  the  duties  and  define  the  power  of 
assessors,  and  make  such  rules  and  give  such  direc- 
tions in  relation  to  attending,  revising  or  adding  to 
the  rolls  as  they  may  deem  proper  and  expedient, 
not  inconsistent  with  general  laws.  That  the  annual 
assessment  rolls  shall  be  returned  by  the  assessor  on 
or  before  the  first  Monday  in  April  of  each  year,  but 
the  time  may  be  extended  by  the  board  of  trustees. 
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On  fhe  return  thereof,  the  board  ntay  fix  a  day  for 
hearing  objections  thereto,  and  the  clerk  iriiiall  give 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  hearing;  and. 
any  person  feeling  aggrieved  by  the  assessment  of 
his  or  her  property  may  appear  at  the  time  specified 
and  make  objections.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  supply  omissions  in  said  assessment  rolls ; 
and  for  the  purpose  of  equalizing  the  same,  to  alter, 
to  take  from  or  add  to,  or  otherwise  correct  and  re- 
vise the  same.  That  when  the  assessment  roll  shall 
have  been  corrected  and  revised,  the  same  shall  be 
filed,  and  an  order  confirming  the  same  shall  be  en- 
tered by  the  clerk.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  there- 
upon, by  ordinance  or  resolution,  levy  such  sum  or 
sums  of  money  as  they  deem  proper,  not  exceeding 
the  amount  atithorized  by  this  act,  and  to  direct  the 
collector  to  collect  the  same. 

§  65.  That  all  taxes  and  assessments,  general  and 
special,  levied  or  assessed  by  the  board  of  trustees 
under  this  act,  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  upon  which  the  same  may  be  imposed 
until  such  tax  shall  be  paid.  No  sale  or  transfer  of 
real  estate  shall  affect  the  lien  thereon  for  such  taxes. 

§  66.  The  collector  shall  collect  all  taxes  and  assess- 
ments which  shall  be  levied  and  assessed  by  the  board 
of  trustees,  and  for  that  purpose  he  shall  have  all  the 
powers  of  a  sheriff  to  make  sales  of  personal  and 
real  estate ;  he  *  shall  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  all 
taxes  and  other  moneys  by  him  collected  as  soon  as 
collected.  When  the  tax  list  is  placed  in  his  hands, 
he  shall  proceed  at  once  to  collect  the  same ;  and  to 
enforce  payment,  may  levy  on  and  sell  personal  prop- 
erty, after  advertising  the  same  by  written  or  printed 
notices,  posted  at  the  court-house  doors  and  three 
other  public  places  in  said  town  for  at  least  ten  days. 
Within  three  months  from  the  time  he  receives  said 
list,  he  shall  make  out  and  return  to  the  board  of 
trustees  a  report,  showing  the  amount  collected,  the 
names  of  those  who  have  paid,  and  those  who  are 
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delinquent ;  but  he  shall  report  no  person  delinqaent, 
nor  shall  he  be  credited  in  his  settlement  with  the 
trustees  by  the  list  of  any  i)erson  who  owns  personal 
proi)erty  in  said  town  out  of  which  their  taxes  can  be 
made.  Upon  the  return  of  the  collector's  report,  as 
above  provided,  the  board  of  trustees  shall,  by  order 
duly  entered  of  record,  direct  a  warrant  to  be  made 
out,  signed  by  the  chairman  and  countersigned  by  the 
clerk,  commanding  the  collector  to  levy  upon  and  sell 
so  much  of  the  real  property  of  the  delinquents,  nam- 
ing them,  situated  in  the  town,  as  may  be  necessary 
to  pay  the  taxes  due,  naming  the  amount  and  the  cost 
of  sale.  On  receipt  of  said  warrant,  the  collector  shall 
proceed  to  make  levies  as  thereby  commanded,  and 
shall  sell  so  much  of  the  property  levied  on,  at  public 
auction,  to  the  highest  bidder,  at  the  court-house  door 
in  Campbellsville,  as  will  pay  said  tax  and  costs  of  the 
sale ;  but  before  making  said  sale,  he  shall  advertise 
the  time,  place,  and  terms  of  sale,  amount  to  be  raised 
and  description  of  the  property  to  be  sold,  by  written 
or  printed  notices,  posted  up  at  the  court-house  door 
and  four  other  public  places  in  said  town  for  not  less 
than  fifteen  days  before  the  day  of  sale.  On  receiving 
the  price  bid,  he  shall  give  to  the  purchaser  of  the 
property  a  certificate  of  purchase,  describing  the  prop- 
erty in  such  a  manner  that  it  may  be  identified.  Such 
•certificate,  on  presentation  to  the  board  of  trustees, 
shall  entitle  the  purchaser  to  a  deed  from  said  trus- 
tees to  any  real  estate  so  purchased,  unless  the  same 
be  redeemed  as  hereinafter  provided.  And  said  col- 
lector shall  make  to  the  board  of  trustees,  within 
such  time  as  they  may  direct,  a  full  and  complete  re- 
turn of  the  manner  in  which  he  has  executed  said  war- 
rant, which  return  shall  be  spread  upon  the  records  of 
the  said  board. 

§  07.  The  collector  shall  be  allowed  such  fees  for 
selling  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  prescribe.  The 
clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  such  sale,  which  shall  be 
open  for  public  inspection  at  all  reasonable  times. 
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§  68.  The  right  of  redemption,  in  all  cases  of  sales 
of  real  estate  for  taxes  or  assessments,  shall  exist  to 
the  owners  for  the  period  of  two  years  from  the  day  of 
sale,  on  payment  of  the  amount  for  which  it  was  sold, 
and  twenty  per  cent,  thereon,  and  taxes  accraing  sub- 
sequent to  the  sale.  If  the  estate  of  any  infant  or 
feme  covert,  or  lunatic,  be  sold  under  this  act  as  afore- 
said, the  same  may  be  redeemed  at  any  time  within 
two  years  after  such  disability  shall  have  been  re- 
moved. In  case  of  redemption,  the  money  may  be 
paid  to  the  purchaser,  or  for  him  to  the  town  clerk, 
who  shall  make  a  special  deposit  thereof  with  the 
treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  therefor ;  if  not  redeemed, 
the  board  of  trustees,  upon  the  return  of  certifi- 
cate of  sale  oY'  proof  of  its  loss,  shall  direct  the 
collector  or  his  successor  to  execute  a  deed  to  the 
purchaser,  conveying  to  the  purchaser  the  premises 
so  sold  and  unredeemed  as  aforesaid.  The  collector 
may  charge  a  fee  of  one  dollar  for  every  deed  so  made, 
to  be  taxed  as  other  costs. 

§  69.  If,  at  any  sale  of  real  or  personal  estate  for 
any  taxes  or  assessments,  no  bid  shall  be  made  for 
any  parcel  of  land  or  ground,  or  any  chattels,  the 
same  shall  be  struck  off  to  said  board  of  trustees  for 
the  benefit  of  said  town,  and  thereupon  the  board  of 
trustees  shall  receive  from  the  officer  making  the  sale 
a  certificate  of  the  sale  thereof,  and  they  shall  be 
vested  with  the  same  rights  as  other  purchasers  at 
such  sales,  for  the  benefit  of  said  town. 

§  70.  Any  deed  or  duly  authenticated  copy  of  the 
record  thereof,  made  for  real  estate  sold  for  taxes  or 
assessments,  shall  be  prima  fade  evidence  of  the 
power  and  authority  to  sell  the  same,  and  that  all  the 
proceedings  in  reference  to  such  sale,  and  levying 
taxes  or  assessments  for  which  the  same  was  sold, 
were  regular. 

§  71.  That  where  persons  failing  or  refusing  to  pay 
taxes  upon  personal  property,  remedies  against  that 
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shall  be  exhaasted  before  any  sale  of  real  estate  can 
be  made. 

§  72.  All  persons  liable  to  pay  poll-tax  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  who  shall  fail  to  pay  the  same 
for  three  months  after  notice  and  demand  by  the  col- 
lector, may  be  required  to  work  on  the  streets  of  the 
town,  under  the  direction  of  the  collector,  or  such 
other  ofScer  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  direct,  at 
such  rate  per  day  as  said  trustees  may  ordain,  until 
such  tax  is  discharged,  and  the  person  or  persons  so 
working  shall  be  entitled  to  a  receipt  for  such  tax. 
Any  person  who  shall,  without  lawful  excuse,  fail  or 
refuse  to  work  as  provided  in  this  section,  after  two 
days'  previous  notice  by  the  collector,  shall,  by  proper 
procedure  in  the  police  court,  be  fined  the  sum  of  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each  offense. 

§  78.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  and  police- 
men of  said  town,  at  all  times,  to  arrest  drunken  and 
disorderly  persons  in  said  town  without  waiting  for  a 
warrant,  and  bring  them  before  the  police  judge,  and 
in  his  absence,  before  the  chairman  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  and  in  the  absence  of  both,  before  a  justice 
of  the  peace ;  and  in  the  event  all  such  ofiScers  are 
absent  from  said  town,  he  shall  have  power  and  is 
hereby  authorized  to  put  them  in  the  county  jail 
until  sober,  and  then  bring  them  out  for  trial  before 
some  peace  ofllcer,  or  said  marshal  or  policeman,  in  the 
absence  of  a  peace  ofllcer  to  try  any  offender,  may 
take  bond  of  said  offender  for  his  appearance  for  trial, 
in  the  same  manner  that  bails  are  taken  when  war- 
rants are  issued. 

Oeneral  ProvisioTis. 

§  74.  The  board  of  trustees,  at  least  two  weeks  be- 
fore each  annual  assessment  as  herein  provided,  shall 
cause  to  be  posted  in  two  public  places  in  said  town 
a  full  and  complete  statement  of  the  receipts  and  dis-

§  76.  That  merchants  and  business  men  may,  during 
the  day,  and  only  during  the  day,  have  the  privilege 
^f  occup3ang  the  sidewalks  fronting  their  business 
houses  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  or  expressing 
their  goods. 

§77.  That  all  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed, 
now  belonging  to  the  town  of  Campbellsville,  or  the 
'board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  is  hereby  vested  in 
the  board  of  trustees  as  created  or  provided  for  by 
this  act. 

§  78.  That  the  Taylor  county  court  shall  not  grant  a 
license  to  any  person  or  persons  to  sell  spirituous, 
vinous  or  malt  or  intoxicating  liquors  within  said  town, 
or  within  one  mile  thereof,  unless  the  person  applying 
for  such  license  shall  produce  to  the  county  court  a 
certificate  from  the  board  of  trustees  or  the  treasurer 
of  said  town  that  the  town  tax  for  license  required  or 
authorized  by  this  act  has  been  paid  by  such  appli-

.  §  79.  That  the  present  police  judge  and  marshal  of 
Campbellsville  shall  be  continued  in  office,  and  exer- 
cise all  duties  and  functions  of  their  respective  offices 
under  this  charter,  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified  as  herein  provided. 

§  80.  All  ordinances  and  regulations  and  by-laws 
now  in  force  in  said  town,  and  not  inconsistent  with 
this  act,  shall  remain  in  full  force  until  altered  or 
repealed  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  81.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trus-

tees  at  all  times  to  keep  the  streets,  alleys,  lanes  and 
highways  in  said  town  in  good  order  and  condition, 
and  for  every  failure  to  do  so  they  shall  be  liable  to 
indictment  and  fine,  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  twenty-five  dollars. 

§  82.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  relation  to  the 
town  of  Campbellsville  and  its  government  and  offi- 
cers, heretofore  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  which  are  incon- 
sistent with  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  83.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  ta 
authorize  and  direct  any  collector  by  them  appointed 
to  collect  all  taxes  which  have  been  heretofore  levied 
by  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  which  are  un- 
paid, and  said  collector,  when  so  required,  shall  collect 
said  taxes,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  for  enforc- 
ing the  collection  of  the  same  that  are  herein  given  to 
the  collector  of  taxes  in  said  town.

A.  J.  C.  Mathey,  N.  Wiest,  J.  Marcus,  S.  Promholtz,. 
Wm.  White,  E.  Y.  Peak,  J.  W.  Hambangh,  Albert 
Scott,  Chas.  O.  Zahner,  J.  M.  Bowers,  N.  Steinberg,. 
Thos.  P.  Watts,  Wm.  Pouch,  O.  S.  Kline,  C.  W.  Van 
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Roen,  Jos.  Schmidt,  Amos  E.  Yeager,  L.  D.  White, 
W.  W.  LeGrande,  Allen  Patterson,  Samnel  Cogge- 
shall,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Bock,  Mrs.  George  L.  Smith,  Mrs.

§  2.  Said  institution  shall  be  permanently  located  in  Location. 
or  near  the  city  of  Louisville,  Jefferson  county.  State 
of  Kentucky;  and  the  object  shall  be  to  provide  a 
home  and  school  for  the  education  of  orphans  of  de- 
'^eased  Odd  Fellows,  and  such  others  as  may  be  placed 
under  its  charge. 

§  8.  The  membership  of  said  institution  shall  con-  Membership. 
sist  of  active  members,  all  of  whom  shall  be  Odd  Fel- 
lows  in  good  standing  in  their  respective  lodges. 

§  4.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Meetings. 
institution  called  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage 
of  this  act  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  board  of 
directors,  to  consist  of  not  more  than  thirty  members, 
and  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  in  September  there- 
after, who  shall  officiate  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified.  One-third  of  the  said  directors 
elected  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  one-third  for 
two  years,  and  one-third  for  three  years ;  the  class  of 
each  to  be  determined  by  lot,  at  the  first  meeting  of 
the  board  after  the  election  to  be  held  in  September  ;

§  8.  The  object  of  said  Odd  Fellows'   Orphanage

receive  into  its  custody,  and  retain  under  its  exclusive 
control,  any  and  all  of  the  orphans  of  the  deceased 
Odd  Fellows  of  Kentucky,  or  by  such  committees  as 
the  lodge  may  intrust  with  the  duty  of  recommending 
to  the  officers  of  said  Odd  Fellows'  Orphanage,  and 
such  orphans  of  deceased  Odd  Fellows  of  Kentucky 
as  may  be  suitable  objects  of  its  care  and  protection ; 
also  all  such  as  may  be  placed  under  its  control  by 
the  surviving  parent  or  by  the  guardian ;  also  any

§  12.  The  county  court  of  Jefferson  county  and  the  county  court  of 
Louisville  chancery  court  shall  have  the  power,  on 
complaint  made,  to  investigate  the  condition  or  treat- 
ment of  any  child  or  children  in  said  institution,  and 
to  review,  correct  or  annul  any  articles  of  apprentice- 
ship that  may  be  entered  into  under  this  act,  if,  upon 
investigation,  such  court  should  deem  it  advisable  and 
just.

after become  stockholders  of  the  company  hereby  in- 
corporated, shall  be  a  body-corporate,  by  the  name  of. 
*'The  Frankfort  Safety  Vanlt  and  Trust  Company," 
and  by  that  name  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  and 
have  all  the  powers  hereinafter  given  ;  and  may  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleas- 
ure. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist

shares  shall  have  been  subscribed  and  twenty  per 
cent,  thereof  paid  in,  the  shareholders  may  elect  a 
board  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  thirteen 
directors,  who  shall  serve  until  the  next  annnal  elec- 
tion, which  shall  be  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  January 
of  each  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected 
and  qualified ;  and  the  directors  so  elected  of  said  Begin.

Keceive  goods,  celvc  f or  saf e-kccpiug  any  valuables  that  may  be  in- 
trusted to  it,  receipting  for  the  same  by  its  president, 
vice-president  or  secretary ;  and  may  guarantee  such 
special  deposits  for  such  compensation  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  said  corporation  and  said  de- 
positors. 
§  8.  The  said  corporation  may  be  appointed,  and 

Act  as  guardian,  may  act  as  guardian  of  infants,  as  executors  or  ad- 
ministrator, or  committee  of  idiots  or  lunatics,  as 
receiver,  assignee  or  other  trustee,  whether  appointed 
by  deed,  by  last  will  and  testament,  by  any  court 
within  this  Commonwealth,  or  in  any  other  manner 
not  inconsistent  with  law.    It  may  receive  and  hold 
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in  trast  estate,  real  and  personal,  including  the  notes, 
bonds  obligations  and  accounts  of  estates  and  indi- 
viduals, of  companies  and  corporations,  private  or  pub- 
lic ;  and  may,  in  its  fiduciary  capacity,  purchase,  col- 
lect, adjust  and  settle,  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  in 
this  State  or  elsewhere.  It  may  act  as  agent  or  attor- 
ney in  the  leasing,  conveying  and  managing  real  and 
personal  estate,  receiving  and  collecting  rents  and 
other  moneys,  in  the  issuing  and  countersigning  cer- 
tificates of  stock,  bonds,  or  other  obligations  of  any 
corporation  or  municipality,  State  or  public  author- 
ity ;  and  may  receive  and  manage  any  sinking  fund 
therefor ;  and  may  accept  and  execute  and  guarantee 
all  such  trusts  of  every  description,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  this  State,  as  may  be  committed  to 
it  by  any  person  or  persons,  or  by  any  corporation,  or 
by  any  court  of  record  of  this  or  any  other  State.  It 
shall  have  a  trast  department,  and  all  of  its  business 
of  a  fiduciary  character  shall  be  kept  in  a  separate 
and  special  set  of  books. 

§  9.  One*half  of  the  capital  stock  paid  in  shall  be  capital  stock. 
invested  in  such  securities,  at  such  rates  of  interest  as  ^  ""^ 
they  promise  to  pay,  as  are  authorized  by  law  for 
trustees,  and  from  time  to  time  shall  be  reinvested  in 
the  same,  and  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from 
other  investments,  and  designated  on  the  books  of  the 
company  as  '* Investments  of  Trust  Capital;"  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  company,  through  its  presi- 
dent and  secretary,  to  make  a  detailed  statement 
annually  (or  oftener  if  so  required)  to  such  court  or 
courts  as  may  have  committed  any  trust  or  trusts  to 
said  company  of  all  such  investments,  together  with  a 
statement  as  near  as  practicable  of  the  value  of  the 
estates  and  property  so  committed  to  said  company, 
which  statements  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  one 
of  said  officers ;  and  said  trust  capital  shall  be  spe- 
cially and  primarily  liable  for  the  obligations  of  said 
<K)mpany  as   executor,   administrator,   guardian,   re- 
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ceiver,  assignee  or  trustee  in  any  other  capacity,  and 
shall  not  be  liable  for  any  other  debt  or  obligation  of 
the  company  until  all  its  obligations  in  regard  to  its 
trusts  as  aforesaid  shall  have  been  first  duly  met  and 
discharged.  The  residue  of  the  capital  and  other 
moneys  in  the  hands  of  the  company  may  be  loaned 
or  invested  in  such  manner  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  corporation ;  but  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed 
to  permit  said  company  to  discount  paper  or  to  engage 
in  the  business  of  banking.  Said  corporation  shall 
keep  a  complete  set  of  books,  showing  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  money,  and  giving  a  full  and  correct 
account  of  all  its  transactions  in  each  and  all  of  the 
trusts  committed  to  its  care ;  which  books  shall  be 
open  to  the  insx)ection  of  the  courts  committing  such 
trusts  to  its  care  and  to  the  parties  in  interest,  at  such 
times  as  such  courts  may  direct. 
§  10.  The  capital  of  said  company  shall  be  taken 
Capital  stock  as  aud  consldcred  as  the  security  required  by  law  for  the 
security.  faithful  performauce  of  its  duties,  and  other  security 

shall  not  be  required  upon  its  appointment  to  any  of 
the  offices  or  duties  mentioned  herein,  except  when  re- 
quired by  the  courts  or  by  parties  in  interest ;  but  any 
court  having  jurisdiction  to  make  or  approve  such  ap- 
pointments shall  have  power,  before  making  or  approv- 
ing the  same,  and  any  time  thereafter,  to  examine  the 
officers  of  the  company  under  oath  or  affirmation,  as 
to  the  security  aforesaid,  and  the  amount  and  extent 
of  its  fiducial  liabilities;  and  if  deemed  advisable  by 
said  court  or  courts  to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  in- 
vestigate the  affairs  and  management  of  said  company, 
who  shall  report  to  such  court  the  manner  in  which 
its  investments  are  made,  and  the  security  offered  ta 
those  by  or  for  whom  its  engagements  are  held,  the 
expense  of  such  investigation  to  be  paid  by  said  com- 
pany. 
§  11.  In  the  exercise  by  said  company  of  the  powers 
Responsibilities,  herolu  authorizcd  as  guardian,  executor,  administra- 
tor, committee  of  lunatics,  or  of  any  office  or  duty  im- 
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posed  by  the  courts  on  or  otherwise  committed  to  said 
company,  it  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities, shall  have  the  same  powers,  and  shall 
leoeiya  the  same  compensation,  as  may  be  fixed  by 
law  with  relation  to  individuals  holding  similar  offices 
or  trusts,  except  as  herein  otherwise  specially  pro- 
vided. The  exercise  of  the  other  powers,  and  the  per- 
formance of  other  duties  by  said  company  may  be,  as 
to  compensation  and  otherwise,  matters  of  contract 
with  parties  interested. 

§  12.  Said  corporation  may,  from  time  to  time,  de- 
clare and  pay  dividends,  but  such  dividends  shall  be 
paid  only  from  the  net  earnings  of  the  company. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage,  and  continue  in  force  for  thirty  years.

CHAPTER  583. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  and  establish  a  public  school  for  colored 
people  in  the  town  of  Hawesville,  and  within  a  radius  of  two 
miles  of  the  court-house  in  said  town. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky: 

%  1.  That  all  of  the  territory  embraced  within  a 
radius  of  two  miles  of  the  court-house,  in  the  town  of 
Hawesville,  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  incorporated  as  a 
school  district,  which  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
management  of  a  board  of  trustees  elected  by  the 
colored  voters  within  the  limits  of  said  territory  as 
hereinafter  directed. 

§  2.  The  persons  so  elected  shall  constitute  and  be 
styled  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Hawesville  colored 
public  school,  and  by  that  name  shall  be  a  body-poli- 
tic and  corporate,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract 
and  be  contracted  with ;  may  buy  and  sell  and  convey 
real  estate  and  personal  estate  necessary  for  school 
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parposes;   and  the  title  to  same  shall  vest  in  said 
board  of  trustees  and  their  successors. 

§  3.  The  number  of  trustees  for  said  district  shall 
be  five,  to  be  elected  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April 
annually,  and  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified.  A  majority  of  said  board 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness ;  and  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any 
of  said  trustees,  or  if,  from  any  cause,  there  shall  be 
a  vacancy,  the  other  members  of  the  board  shall  fill 
said  vacancy  by  the  appointment  of  some  suitable 
and  qualified  person ;  said  trustees  to  qualify  within 
one  week  after  their  election. 

§  4.  Said  trustees,  before  entering  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties,  shall  take  an  oath  to  faith- 
fully perform  the  duties  required  of  them  under  this 
act,  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  county  judge. 

§  5.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  power 
to  fix  the  time  and  place  of  meeting ;  to  make  all  by- 
laws and  rules  for  the  government  of  themselves  and 
appointees,  and  for  the  management,  control  and  gov- 
ernment of  said  public  school ;  and  shall  cause  to  be 
kept  a  correct  journal  of  their  proceedings,  which 
shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  any 
citizen  of  Hawesville  and  the  territory  mentioned. 

§  6.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  all 
teachers  and  other  persons  necessary  to  carry  on  said 
school,  prescribe  all  rules  for  their  government,  and 
fix  their  compensation  or  salaries ;  and  may  dismiss 
or  suspend  any  teacher  or  other  person  appointed  by 
them,  and  in  connection  with  county  school  commis- 
sioner prescribe  the  branches  of  education  to  be 
taught  in  the  school,  grade  the  school  and  classes, 
and  prescribe  the  necessary  qualifications  for  and  the 
mode  of  examination  of  pupils  or  persons  applying 
for  admission  into  the  school. 

§  7.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  one  of 
its  members  chairman,  who  shall  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings, and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  de- 
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volved  upon  him ;  and  may  appoint  a  secretary,  pre- 
scribe Ms  duties  and  fix  his  compensation,  if  they 
deem  it  necessary  to  do  so. 

§  8.  All  colored  children  over  six  and  under  twenty 
years  of  age  within  said  district  shall  have  equal 
rights  of  admission  to  said  school  free  from  all  charges 
for  admission  or  tuition  ;  and  it  is  expressly  provided 
that  only  colored  children  shall  be  admitted  to  said 
school. 

§  9.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall,  at  the  end  of 
each  scholastic  year,  make  out  a  report  in  writing 
(and  have  the  same  published,  if  they  deem  it  nec- 
essary), showing  the  number  of  pupils  in  said  school, 
and  the  condition  and  amount  of  property  and  funds 
belonging  thereto,  and  such  other  facts  and  informa- 
tion as  the  cause  of  public  education  requires. 

§  10.  The  following  persons  are  hereby  constituted 
and  appointed  trustees  under  this  act,  viz:  Taylor 
Gratewood,  Henry  Grimes,  Zeno  JoUey,  John  Butler 
and  Stephen  Miller,  with  power  to  till  vacancies  as 
herein  provided,  and  serve  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified. 

§  11.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  provide  the 
funds  for  purchasing  suitable  grounds,  and  for  build- 
ing the  school-house,  and  paying  all  the  expenses  of 
said  school ;  and  to  this  end  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  board  of  trustees,  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  and  directed,  to  cause  to  be 
levied  and  collected  an  annual  tax  at  the  rate  of  not 
exceeding  ninety-five  cents  upon  each  one  hundred 
dollars'  worth  of  the  property  owned  by  colored  per- 
sons subject  to  taxation  for  revenue  purposes  to  the 
State  within  the  limits  of  said  school  district  afore- 
said ;  the  assessment  and  collection  to  be  made  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided 
by  law  for  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes  for 
the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  Hawesville  pub- 
lic white  school.  This  tax  shall  be  called  the  school 
tax  for  the  Hawesville   colored  public  school,   and 
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payable  in  money  only,  and  is  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  defraying  the  annual  expenses  of  said  school^ 
and  the  construction  of  a  building  in  which  to  teach 
said  school,  including  repairs  upon  the  building  and 
the  payment  of  the  secretary,  treasurer  and  assessor 
and  collector  that  may  be  appointed  and  authorized 
to  discharge  the  duties  thereof ;  and  also  to  levy  and 
collect  annually  a  capitation  tax  not  exceeding  two 
dollars  on  each  colored  male  citizen  within  the  limits 
of  said  district  over  twenty-one  years  of  age.  The 
assessor  appointed  by  the  trustees  of  the  Hawesville 
public  schools  to  assess  the  taxable  property  in  that 
district  for  school  purposes,  shall  make  the  assessment 
necessary  for  fixing  and  collecting  the  taxes  to  be 
raised  under  this  act  and  under  the  same  regulations 
and  rules,  and  at  the  same  time  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  trustees  of  said  Hawesville  public  school  in 
their  own  assessments,  and  shall  receive  for  his  services 
compensation  at  the  same  rate  as  therein  provided. 
The  taxes  to  be  raised  under  this  act  shall  likewise  be 
collected  by  the  same  collector  collecting  the  taxes  for 
the  Hawesville  public  school  district,  who  shall  have 
the  same  power  and  authority  in  the  collection  of  same 
as  he  has  conferred  upon  him  by  that  act,  and  shall 
collect  the  taxes  under  this  act  at  the  same  time  that 
he  collects  the  taxes  for  said  Hawesville  public  school 
district.  The  treasurer  of  said  Hawesville  public  school 
district  shall  act  as  the  treasurer  for  the  colored  pub- 
lic school  created  under  this  act,  under  the  same 
responsibilities  and  penalties  as  treasurer  for  said 
former  school,  and  his  sureties  thereunder  shall  be 
responsible  for  all  the  money  that  passes  into  his 
hands  which  may  be  collected  under  this  act  as  they 
are  under  or  his  bond  for  the  collection  of  the  taxes 
as  tax  collector  for  the  Hawesville  public  school  dis- 
trict :  Provided^  That  said  tax  shall  not  be  levied  and 
collected  until  the  question  shall  have  been  submitted, 
by  said  board  of  trustees,  to  the  resident  colored  tax- 
payers within  the  limits  of  said  school  district  required 
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to  pay  taxes  under  this  act  for  said  pnblic  school ; 
and  if  a  majority  of  said  voters  voting  shall  vote  in 
favor  of  the  levy  and  collection  of  said  tax,  then  it 
shall  be  the  daty  of  said  board  of  trustees  to  cause 
said  tax  to  be  levied  and  collected  as  aforesaid,  and 
appropriated  for  the  construction  of  a  school-house, 
and  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  said  public 
school,  and  the  purchase  of  suitable  grounds. 

§  12.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  two  judges 
and  a  clerk  to  hold  the  election  for  taking  the  sense 
of  the  voters  in  said  district  upon  the  question  of 
levying  and  collecting  said  tax,  and  also  for  the  elec- 
tion of  trustees  of  said  district,  who  shall  be  sworn 
as  officers  for  holding  State  and  county  elections ;  and 
said  judges  shall  make  out  and  return  the  poll-books 
to  said  board  of  trustees,  who  shall  examine  the  same, 
note  the  result  upon  their  journal,  and  issue  certifi- 
cates of  election  to  those  having  the  highest  number 
of  votes  for  trustees. 

§  13.  The  superintendent  for  common  schools  shall 
annually  make  an  estimate  of  the  share  or  proportion 
of  the  State  common  school  fund  which  would  be 
coming  or  due  to  that;  P*irt  of  the  territory  embraced 
within  the  limits  of  said  public  school  district  afore- 
said, as  if  the  boundaries  of  the  same  were  taken  as 
the  boundary  of  such  district ;  and  shall  annually  pay 
over  to  the  treasurer  aforesaid,  or  to  the  teacher,  or  as 
he,  in  his  discretion,  may  think  best,  herein  created, 
the  full  amount  of  such  proportion  or  share  which 
shall  be  held  and  used  by  them  as  the  other  funds 
herein  provided  for. 

§  14.  The  board  of  trustees  may  admit  into  said 
school  colored  children  who  do  not  reside  within  the 
limits  of  said  school  district,  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions,  ahd  upon  payment  of  such  charges,  as 
the  said  board  may  deem  right. 

§  15.  The  limits  and  lines  of  the  Hawesville  public 
school  district  shall  be  the  limits  and  lines  of  the 
school  district  created  by  this  act. 
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§  16.  The  treasurer  and  tax  collector,  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  daties  under  this  act,  shall  receive 
the  same  compensation  for  their  services  therefor  as 
may  be  allowed  them  by  this  board  of  trustees  of  the 
Hawesville  public  school  district  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties  under  that  board  and  the  act  creating 
the  same. 

§  17.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  584. 
CTvarter  of  Dixie  Pvhlic  School  District. 

A19  ACT  to  establish  a  system  of  common  schools  in  the  town  of  Dixie^ 

Henderson  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  AssemMy  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  KeTducky : 

§  1 .  That  all  the  territory  embraced  within  the  f ol- 
Limiu.  lowing  limits,  to  wit :  Beginning  where  the  seminary 

line  crosses  Beaverdam  creek,  near  the  Gottingham 
old  ford ;  running  thence  down  said  creek  to  the  point 
where  Nat.  P.  Hughes'  west  line  intersects  said  creek  ; 
thence  with  said  line,  between  John  Hughes  and  Nat. 
P.  Hughes,  to  where  it  intersects  Wm.  Duncan's  line  ; 
thence  running  an  eastward  direction,  between  said 
Nat.  P.  Hughes  and  Duncan;  thence  between  said 
Hughes  and  Elizabeth  Dixon,  to  where  it  intersects 
the  Harman  farm  (late  Wm.  Hughes^  farm);  thence 
continuing  an  eastward  course  between  said  Harman 
and  Dixon,  to  the  point  where  it  intersects  Hamp 
Ivie's  line ;  thence  in  a  southward  direction,  on  the 
line  between  said  Ivie  and  Dixon;  to  the  point  where 
it  intersects  Thomas  Dixon's  line,  continuing  with 
said  Thomas  Dixon's  and  Elizabeth  Dixon's  line  to 
the  point  where  it  intersects  the  William  McClure 
farm ;  thence  continuing  in  a  direct  course  with  the 
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last  said  line,  across  the  Wm.  McClare  farm,  to  the 
point  where  it  intersects  the  line  between  Jerome 
King's  farm  and  said  McClure  farm  ;  thence  running 
a  soath- eastward  direction,  on  the  line  of  the  two  last 
mentioned  farms,  and  continuing  on  same  line  be- 
tween the  farms  of  James  Crook  and  Thomas  Watson  ; 
thence  between  Isaiah  Crook  and  Deborah  Crook; 
thence  between  Isaiah  Crook  and  lot  of  the  Methodist 
and  Baptist  Chnrch ;  thence  between  said  Crook  and 
John  Crook ;  thence  between  Nate  Dorsett  and  B.  P. 
Overfield ;  thence  between  Overfield  and  Prank  Bar- 
nett,  to  the  point  where  it  intersects  said  seminary 
line  ;  thence  with  said  seminary  line  to  the  beginning ; 
shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  incorporated  as  a  school  dis- 
trict, which  shall  be  under  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  a  board  of  trustees,  consisting  of  Dr.  J.  R. 
Sigler,  Dr.  C.  A.  (Jalloway,  H.  W.  Ivie,  A.  B.  Dixon, 
C.  P.  Dixon,  and  J.  Q-.  Whitledge,  and  their  success- 
ors. 

§  2.  Said  trustees  shall  constitute  and  be  styled  incorporated. 
"The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Dixie  Public  School," 
«nd  by  that  name  shall  be  known  as  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contmct  and 
be  contracted  with,  may  buy  and  sell  and  convey  real 
and  personal,  and  the  title  to  all  school  property  in 
said  district  shall  vest  in  said  board  and  their  suc- 
cessors forever. 

§  3.  The  said  trustees,  before  entering  upon  their  oaih. 
duties,  shall  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  their  ^ 
duties,  and  shall,  within  one  month  after  the  incor- 
poration of  this,  the  said  school  district,  meet  and 
organize.  The  president  of  said  board  shall  be  one 
of  their  own  number,  selected  by  themselves  at  their 
first  regular  meeting,  in  case  of  whose  absence  or  in- 
ability to  act  at  this  or  any  subsequent  meeting,  a 
majority  of  said  board  shall  elect  one  of  those  present 
to  act  as  chairman,  to  preside  and  discharge  the 
duties  of  president  pro  tern. 
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Secretary  aad 
treasurer.

§  4.  Said  board  shall  appoint  one  to  act  as  secretary 
and  another  as  treasurer,  each  of  whom  shall  hold  his 
office  one  year  and  antil  his  successor  is  appointed  and 
qaalified,  and  shall  perform  such  duties  as  generally 
pertain  to  their  respective  positions  as  secretary  and 
treasurer,  and  all  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  board. 

§  6.  The  said  trustees  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  passage  of  this  act  by  the  Legislature,  pub- 
lish this  act,  calling  an  election,  submitting  this  prop- 
osition to  the  white  voters  over  twenty-one  years  of 
age  having  made  their  homes  within  said  district  sixty 
days  prior  to  the  day  of  election ;  and  also  at  the  same 
time  six  trustees  of  said  school,  all  of  whom  must  be 
bona  fide  residents  of  said  district,  shall  be  elected, 
who,  when  qualified,  shall  succeed  the  trustees  herein 
named.  And  said  trustees  so  elected  and  qualified 
shall,  at  their  first  regular  meeting,  divide  themselves 
into  two  classes  of  three  each,  and  shall  then  deter- 
mine by  lot  which  class  shall  hold  their  office  until 
the  first  day  of  September,  1888,  and  which  class 
shall  until  the  first  day  of  September,  1889,  which 
shall  be  recorded  in  their  journal.  And  the  term  of 
office  of  each  shall  expire  upon  the  day  so  decided ; 
and  the  citizens  of  said  school  district  shall,  upon  the 
first  Monday  in  August  next,  between  the  hours  of 
1  and  6  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  in  each  year  succeeding, 
elect,  as  in  all  other  elections,  three  suitable  persons 
as  school  trustees,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  the 
term  of  two  years :  Provided,  That  said  trustees  shall 
always  hold  their  office  until  their  successors  ate  duly 
elected  and  qualified  :  And  provided  further^  That  at 
any  event  it  should  become  expedient  or  necessary  to

act  or  otherwise,  shall  be  vested  in  the  said  board  of 
trustees  and  their  successors. 

§  7.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  ™  vacandet 

*^  and  make  by- 

^1  vacancies  in  its  own  body,  make  all  by-laws  and^"^ 
rules  for  the  government  of  themselves  and  ap- 
pointees, and  for  the  dispatch  of  business  and  for  the 
management,  and  control  and  government  of  the 
43chools,  and  to  enforce  such  by-laws  and  rules  by 
suitable  fines  and  x>^nalties,  to  be  recovered  in  any 
court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount. 

§  8.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  said  board  shall  Quorum. 
-constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
They  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  every  two  months,  M«iing». 
and  shall  fix  the  time  of  their  meeting,  and  may  meet 
as  often  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  trans- 
action of  business.  The  president,  with  one  other 
member  of  the  board,  shall  have  power  to  call  a  meet- 
ing whenever  they  may  consider  such  meeting  neces- 
sary. A  majority  of  those  present  may  transact  any 
business  except  in  the  making  of  a  contract  for  the 
purchase  or  sale  of  real  estate,  for  the  erection  of  any 
building,  or  for  the  paying  of  money,  in  which  case  a 
majority  of  the  whole  board  must  concur,  and  the 
yeas  and  nays  shall  be  polled  and  recorded  in  the 
journal. 

§  ii.  Said  board  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  regular  and  Keep  journal. 
correct  journal  of  their  proceedings  in  a  well -bound 
book,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  any  of  the  members  of  said  board,  or  to  the 
committee  appointed  by  the  citizens  of  said  district, 
in  a  r^ular  manner  for  such  purpose,   but  to  no 
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other  person  or  persons,  except  by  order  of  the  board, 
or  at  the  option  of  the  officer  in  whose  charge  sach 
books  may  be  kept. 

§  10.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  all  teach- 
ers and  other  persons  necessary  to  successfully  carry 
on  said  schools,  and  prescribe  all  rules  for  their  gov- 
ernment and  fix  their  compensation  or  salaries ;  and 
may  dismiss  or  suspend  teachers  or  other  persons  ap- 
pointed by  them,  prescribe  the  branches  of  educa- 
tion to  be  taught  in  the  schools,  grade  the  schools  and 
classes,  and  prescribe  the  necessary  qualification  for, 
and  the  mode  of  examination  of,  pupils  or  persons 
applying  for  admission  to  the  schools. 

§  11.  That  all  the  whit^  children  between  the  ages 
of  six  and  twenty-one  years  old,  on  the  first  day  of 
July  before  the  ensuing  term,  whose  parents  or  neces- 
sary legal  guardian,  and  those  who  are  permanently 
separated  in  good  faith  from  parents  or  guardians, 
and  are  residents  of  said  school  district,  shall  have 
equal  rights  to  the  schools  free  of  charge :  Provided 
further.  That  persous  having  children  living  with 
them  from  under  the  control  of  parents  or  guardians 
as  mentioned  in  this  section,  shall  appear  in  person 
before  the  board  of  trustees  and  make  oath  and  pro- 
duce other  satisfactory  evidence,  if  required,  the  ar- 
rangement is  permanent  and  in  good  faith. 

§  12.  No  catechisms  or  form  of  religious  belief  shall 
be  taught  or  inculcated  in,  nor  shall  any  class-books  be 
used  or  adopted  for,  said  schools  which  reflects  upon 
any  religious  denomination,  nor  shall  any  class  or 
classes  be  so  conducted  as  to  interfere  with  the  relig- 
ious belief  of  parents  or  pupils. 

§  13.  The  secretary  shall  attend  all  the  meetings  of 
the  board,  keep  their  records  and  papers,  and  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  or  prescribed 
by  said  board  of  trustees,  and  shall  receive  such 
salary  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  board,  and  paid  at  such 
time  as  they  may  direct. 
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§  14.  The  treasurer,  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  Treasurer's 

cuties. 

«hall  execute  a  bond  to  the  board  of  trustees,  with 
good  and  ample  sureties,  to  be  approved  of  by  said 
l)oard  of  trustees,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  all  his  duties,  and  to  pay  over  to  the 
proper  person  or  persons  all  moneys  which  may  come 
to  his  hands  by  virtue  of  said  ofl5ce.  He  shall  re- 
<^ive  and  dispense  the  money  belonging  to  the  school 
iund,  keep  accurate  and  true  accounts  in  well-bound 
books  of  all  his  acts,  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  required  or  prescribed  by  said  board  of 
trustees:  Provided^  however^  That  he  is  at  no  time 
to  pay  out  or  disburse  the  money  of  said  school  fund, 
except  upon  an  order  directed  to  him  officially,  and 
signed  by  the  president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and 
indorsed  by  the  secretary,  and  for  such  services  he 
shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  board 
and  paid  at  such  time  as  they  may  direct. 

§  15.  The  board  of  trustees  shall,  at  the  end  of  each  pubush  report. 
scholastic  year,  and  oftener  if  required,  make  out 
and  report  to  the  patrons  of  said  schools  a  written  or 
printed  statement,  in  circular  form,  showing  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  in  said  schools,  and  the  condition  and 
amount  of  property  and  funds  belonging  thereto,  and 
such  other  information  as  may  be  desired. 

§  16.  If  the  amount  donated  by  the  people  is  insuffi-  Levy  andcoiiea 
cient  to  build  a  school-house  in  said  district,  with  at 
least  two  good  and  sufficient  rooms  to  accommodate 
all  the  pupils  in  said  district,  with  an  ante-room  and 
such  furniture  and  other  facilities  as  are  necessary, 
the  board  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect  a  per 
capita  tax,  not  exceeding  two  dollars,  from  each  white 
male  in  the  district  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and 
a  tax  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  in  the 
district,  to  be  collected  by  district  collector  as  similar 
State  taxes  are  by  sheriff,  which  money  shall  be  used 
lor  the  sole  purpose  hereinabove  mentioned. 
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§  17.  The  said  board  of  tniBtees-  diall  cause  an  an- 
Taxes.  nual  tax,  not  exceeding  fifty  (60)  cents  on  the  one- 

hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property,  to  be  levied  upon 
and  collected  by  an  assessor  and  collector  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  said  board  of  trustees,  upon  the  same 
property  in  said  school  district  as  is  taxed  by  the 
State  for  common  school  purposes,  and  the  assess- 
ment to  be  made  at  such  time  as  may  be  directed  by 
the  said  trustees:  Provided  always^  liowever^  That 
only  property  belonging  to  white  persons  shall  be 
taxed ;  and  at  the  same  time,  and  in  like  manner  with 
the  annual  property  tax,  cause  a  per  capita  tax,  not 
exceeding  five  dollars,  to  be  annually  levied  upon  and 
collected  from  each  white  male  person  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  resident  within  said  Dixie  public  school 
district.  Said  taxes  and  expenses  of  collecting  the 
same  shall  be  collected  by  the  person  appointed  for 
that  purpose,  at  the  discretion  of  said  board  of  trus- 
tees, by  levy,  distress  or  sale,  in  the  same  manner  aa 
the  county  and  State  revenue  is  now  collected ;  and 
the  officer  so  collecting  said  tax  shall,  with  his  sure- 
ties, be  responsible  upon  his  bond,  which  shall  have 
been  previously  filed  with  and  approved  of  by  the  said 
board  of  trustees,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties,  with  such  penalties  as  are  now  prescribed  by 
law  for  delinquencies. 
§  18.  The  board  of  trustees  shall,  in  the  month  of 
Duties  of  irus-  July  or  August,  make  a  report  or  estimate  in  writing 
to  the  citizens  of  said  school  district,  showing  the  prob- 
able amount  of  money  necessary  to  properly  conduct 
said  public  schools  for  the  next  scholastic  year,  which 
amount  shall  be  levied  for  and  collected  by  taxation 
as  hereinbefore  mentioned.  The  time  for  assessing 
and  collecting  said  taxes  shall  be  determined  by  the 
said  board  of  trustees.  After  the  present  year  the 
board  shall  make  the  above-named  report,  and  cause 
the  above-named  assessments  and  collections  to  be 
made  at  a  stated  time  in  each  year.  If  any  of  said 
trustees,  or  treasurer,  or  collector,  or  any  officer  of 
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said  schools,  shall  appropriate  any  of  said  funds  to  his 
own  use  or  other  than  the  use  of  Dixie  public  schools, 
he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony,  and,  upon  con- 
viction, shall  be  confined  in  the  penitentiary  of  the 
State  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  five  years. 

§  19.  The  funds  arising  from  the  collection  of  such  Funds,  how 
taxes  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer 
of  the  board  of  trustees  by  the  collector,  and  his 
receipt  taken  for  the  same  within  sixty  days  after 
the  tax  books  are  placed  in  his  hands  for  collection, 
or  said  tax  collector  shall  be  delinquent,  and 
liable  to  the  same  penalties  as  sheriff  or  collectors  of 
State  for  failure  in  collecting  or  paying  over  State 
revenue,  and  shall  be  proceeded  against  in  the  same 
way,  except  that  the  procedures  shall  be  in  the  name 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  in  the  Henderson  circuit 
court ;  and  the  execution  of  any  such  judgment  in  the 
said  court  shall  be  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  Hender- 
son county,  or  to  any  ofllcer  the  court  may  direct,  and 
the  sheriff  or  officer  shall  collect  and  account  for  the 
same,  and  be  responsible  upon  his  bond,  as  in  other 
cases  of  executions  placed  in  his  hands. 

§20.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  cause  a  census  ofceiuus. 
the  children  under  the  school  law  to  be  taken  and 
reported  to  the  county  superintendent  as  directed  in 
article  8  and  section  12  of  common  school  laws ;  and 
the  superintendent  or  superintendents  for  common 
schools  shall  annually  make  an  estimate  of  the  share 
or  proportion  of  the  State  common  school  fund  which 
shall  be  due  to  the  school  district  of  Dixie  as  herein 
described ;  and  shall  annually  pay  over  to  the  board 
of  trustees  herein  created  the  full  amount  of  said 
proportion  or  share,  which  shall  be  held  and  used  by 
them  as  the  other  funds  herein  provided  for. 

§  21.  All  lands  within  the  boundary  of  said  school  Escheats. 
district,  which  shall  escheat  or  in  any  way  be  forfeited 
to  the  Commonwealth,  shall  vest  in  said  board  of  trus- 
tees, to  be  used,  held  and  controlled  by  them  as  other 
property  and  funds.

§  22.  The  treasurer  of  said  school  district  shall  re- 
ceive and  receipt  for  the  tax-book  for  each  year,  and 
collect  and  receipt  for  taxes  paid.  He  will  deliver 
said  tax-book,  or  a  certified  statement  therefrom,  to 
the  board  of  trustees  at  a  time  appointed  by  them, 
showing  the  names  of  those  who  have  not  paid,  and 
the  amount  due  from  each  to  the  collector  of  said 
district,  who  shall  proceed  to  collect  said  unpaid 
taxes,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  a  penalty  of  ten  per 
cent,  shall  be  added. 

§  23.  All  parties  moving  into  said  district  (with 
intention  to  become  permanent  residents),  after  the 
annual  assessment  has  been  taken,  shall  be  entitled, 
free  of  charge,  only  to  the  first  five  months'  session  of 
the  ensuing  term. 

§  24.  The  collector  of  said  school  district  shall  have 
power  to  collect  the  taxes,  or  any  moneys  due  the 
district,  by  levy,  distress  or  sale,  anywhere  in  the 
county  of  Henderson. 

§  25.  No  one  in  said  district  shall  become  the  guar- 
dian of  a  non-resident  child,  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
its  enjoying  the  benefits  of  the  schools. 

§  26.  The  board  of  trustees  may  admit  into  said 
public  schools  white  children  who  are  non-residents 
of  the  said  school  district  of  Dixie,  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions,  and  upon  payment  of  such  charges,  as 
the  board  may  deem  right. 

§  27.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  locate  said  school- 
house  on  the  ridge  west  of  T.  W.  Ivie's  dwelling,  the 
land  now  being  that  of  the  heirs  of  the  late  Eliza 
Dixon,  deceased;  and  said  board  of  trustees  shall 
have  power  to  condemn  one  and  one-half  acres  of 
said  land  as  in  section  6  of  article  8  of  common  school 
laws,  and  the  deed  made  to  them  by  county  commis- 
sioner, as  in  said  common  school  laws.  And  said 
board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  open  or  cause 
to  be  opened  any  road  or  roads,  or  cause  new  roads 
to  be  made,  if  deemed  necessary  by  them,  for  the 
easy  access  of  all  the  children  in  said  district  to  said 
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school  building.  And  any  person  or  persons  ref  asing 
to  open  sQch  roads  shall,  npon  the  order  of  the  coanty 
jadge,  be  forced  through  in  same  manner  as  in  county 
roads. 

§  28.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  so  vote  to  be  uken 
soon  as  the  same  shall  be  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the 
qualified  voters  (as  in  section  6  of  this  act)  of  said 
school  district,  at  an  election  appointed  by  the  board 
of  trustees,  and  held  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the 
sense  of  the  voters  upon  the  subject  of  such  ratifica- 
tion. The  board  of  trustees  herein  appointed  shall 
cause  printed  notices  to  be  posted  at  not  less  than  five 
public  places  in  said  district  for  not  less  than  ten 
days  prior  to  said  election,  stating  time,  place  and 
purpose  of  said  election.

CHAPTER  586. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  <'An  act  to  incorporate  the  Lewis- 

hurg  high  school,  in  Logan  county." 

Whebeas,  The  school  building  in  which  is  taught 
the  common  school  of  district  No.  79,  Logan  county, 
is  not  large  enough  to  accommodate  the  pupils  attend- 
ing said  school ;  and  whereas,  said  school-house  is  at- 
tached to  the  building  owned  and  occupied  by  the 
Lewisburg  high  schoo),  in  which  there  is  room  to  ac- 
commodate both  the  pupils  of  the  common  school  and 
the  high  school ;  and  it  being  best  that  both  schools 
should  be  under  one  management,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Lewisburg  high  school,  in  Logan  county,"  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  adding  the  following 
sections,  viz: 
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§  1.  That  common  school  district  No.  79,  in  Logan 
county,  which  includes  the  town  of  Lewisburg,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  placed  under  the  control  and 
management  of  the  trustees  of  the  Lewisburg  high 
school. 

§  2.  The  trustees  of  Lewisburg  high  school  and  their 
successors  in  office  shall  act  as  common  school  trustees 
of  said  district  No.  79,  and  shall  perform  all  the  duties 
required  by  law  of  school  trustees,  and  shall  report  to 
the  school  commissioner  of  Logan  county  in  the  same 
manner  and  at  the  same  time  as  trustees  of  common 
schools  are  required  to  do ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  commissioner  to  draw  and  pay  over  to  the  treas- 
urer of  said  trustees  all  the  money  due  to  the  said 
common  school  district  No.  79,  for  white  children  in 
that  year ;  but  said  money  shall  only  be  used  by  said 
treasurer  in  paying  teachers. 

§  3.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  fix  the  rate  of  tuition 
of  all  pupils  attending  the  free  school  session  who  live 
outside  of  the  district,  or  not  within  the  common 
school  age,  or  pursuing  studies  not  required  by  law, 
living  in  said  district. 

§  4.  That  the  stockholders  owning  one  or  more 
shares  of  stock  in  said  high  school,  living  outside  of 
the  limits  of  said  school  district  No.  79,  shall  be 
deemed  residents  of  said  district,  and  be  entitled  to 
the  same  benefits  and  privileges  of  the  common  school 
^  as  though  they  were  actual  residents  of  said  district. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  586. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  a  public  graded  school  in  common  school  district 

No.  7,  in  Johnson  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  KerUucky : 

%  1.  That  all  of  the  territory  included  in  common  Limits. 
school  district  number  7  (7),  in  Johnson  county,  Ken- 
tucky, beginning  at  the  mouth  of  the  Line  branch  and 
running  along  the  divide  between  the  Line  branch  and 
Rock  House,  so  as  to  include  the  farm  on  which  Dan 
Hitchcock  lives;  thence  so  as  to  include  all  of  the  ter- 
ritory inclosed  on  the  Lower  Twin  branch,  below  the 
farm  on  which  Martha  Salyers  lives ;  thence  so  as  to  in- 
clude all  of  the  territory  on  the  right  hand  fork  of  the 
Upper  Twin  branch,  below  the  farm  on  which  Sam  Blair 
lives  ;  thence  running  the  old  line  to  the  beginning,  is 
hereby  incorporated  as  a  public  graded  school,  and  the 
board  of  trustees  thereof  appointed  and  to  be  selected, 
as  hereinafter  provided,  is  hereby  created  a  body -cor- 
porate, to  be  styled  the  board  of  trustees  of  public 
graded  schools  of  district  number  seven,  in  Johnson 
county,  and  granted  the  power,  by  that  name,  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  acquire 
by  purchase,  donation,  devise  or  otherwise,  any  real 
or  personal  property,  for  public  school  purposes  in 
said  district,  and  to  sell  and  convey  the  same ;  and  the 
title  to  any  property  so  acquired  shall  vest  in  said 
trustees  and  their  successors  in  office  forever. 

§  2.  That  Isaac  Rice,  James  S.  Spradlin  and  Edward  Tni«te«  ap.

Blair,  who,  at  present,  compose  the  board  of  trustees 
of  said  district,  shall  continue  to  act  in  that  capacity 
until  the  end  of  the  present  school  year  1888,  and  for 
three  years  thereafter.

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shall  also  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  secretary,  treas-  Appoint  office» 
urer,  assessor,  and  collector,  and  to  require  and  take 
bonds,  with  approved  security,  from  the  same,  lor  the 
faithful  discharge  by  them  of  their  duties ;  to  ordain 
and  put  into  execution  such  constitution  and  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  them- 
selves, their  appointees,  agents,  and  teachers,  and  for 
the  efficient  management,  control,  and  government  of 
the  public  schools  in  said  district,  and  for  the  preser- 
vation and  protection  of  the  property  belonging  to  the 
same ;  and  if  the  school-house  belonging  to  said  dis- 
trict becomes  in  any  manner  unfit  for  use,  the  chair- 
man of  the  board  shall  condemn  the  same,  and  have 
it  repaired  or  a  new  house  built,  as  the  case  may  re- 
quire ;  and  for  failure  to  do  so  said  chairman  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  penalties  which  the  law  imposes 
upon  a  county  superintendent  for  a  similar  neglect  of 
duty.  The  secretary  of  said  board  shall  keep  a  jour- 
nal of  all  their  official  acts  and  proceedings,  which 
shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  inspection. 

§  6.  Said  board  of  trustees,  before  entering  uponoaih. 
the  discharge  of  their  da  ties,  shall  take  an  oath  before 
an  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths  to 
faithfully,  honestly  and  impartially  discharge  the 
duties  required  of  them  by  this  act  and  the  laws  of 
this  Commonwealth  regulating  public  schools,  which 
shall  apply  to  said  district  except  when  otherwise 
provided  in  this  act.  They  shall  app9int  teachers  Employ  teachers, 
and  such  other  persons  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
on  the  school  in  said  district,  and  shall  regulate  their 
salaries  and  compensation,  and  may  suspend  or  dis-* 
miss  them  whenever  they,  in  their  discretion,  deem 
it  advisable  to  do  so.  No  teacher  shall  be  employed 
to  teach  the  public  school  in  said  district  who  has  not 
obtained  a  certificate  of  qualification  as  required  by 
the  common  school  laws  of  the  State.  Said  board  of 
trustees  shall  grade  said  school  and  prescribe  the 
branches  to  be  taught  in  the  different  classes,  and 
the  necessary  qualifications  for,  and  mode  of  examina- 
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tion  of,  pupils  or  other  persons  applying  for  admis- 
sion into  the  different  grades  of  said  school ;  and 
also  for  the  punishment  of  such  pupils  or  other  per- 
sons for  a  violation  of  the  rules  of  government  of  the 
school. 
§  6.  Every  white  child  in  said  district,  within  the

funds  received  and  disbursed  during  the  year,  and 
such  other  facts  and  information  concerning  the  school 
as  they  may  desire  to  have  published. 

§  9.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  Levy  and  couect 
levy  and  cause  to  be  collected  an  annnal  tax  upon  all*" 
taxable  property  belonging  to  white  persons  in  said 
district,  of  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  upon  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  said  property,  as  the  same 
is  assessed  for  State  purposes,  and  a  capitation  tax  of 
not  exceeding  two  dollars  upon  each  qualified  white 
voter  in  said  district ;  and  the  funds  thus  raised  shall 
be  used  only  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  school 
grounds  and  buildings,  or  erecting  the  same,  and  pro- 
viding suitable  furniture,  teachers,  and  paying  the 
other  necessary  expenses  of  conducting  said  graded 
school.  This  fund  shall  be  used  only  for  the  purposes 
designated  in  this  section,  and  the  treasurer  shall  pay 
out  the  same  in  such  manner  and  proportions  as  said 
board  of  trustees  may  direct. 

§  10.  That  before  said  tax,  provided  for  in  section  voie  to  be  taken. 
9  of  this  act,  shall  be  levied  and  collected,  the  proposi- 
tion must  be  ratified  and  approved  by  a  majority  of 
all  the  legally  qualified  voters  in  said  district  voting 
at  an  election  held  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  be 
held  at  such  time  and  place  in  said  district  as  said 
board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  after  having  duly 
advertised  the  same  by  printed  or  written  notices, 
posted  at  six  conspicuous  places  in  said  district,  at 
least  twenty  days  before  the  election,  which  notices 
shall  state  the  rate  of  taxation  to  be  assessed,  and  theRateoftaxa 
number  of  years  the  same  is  to  be  collected.  When 
said  proposition  to  levy  a  poll  and  ad  valorem  tax 
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has  been  ratified  as  provided  in  this  section,  said 
board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  a  board  of  collectors 
to  collect  the  same.

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AN  ACT  to  charter  the  Corinth  Deposit  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  KentiicJcy : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  bank  of  de- 
posit in  Corinth,  Kentucky,  with  a  capital  of  twenty- 
five  thousand  ($25,000)  dollars,  in  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for 
as  hereinafter  provided ;  and  the  subscribers,  their 
associates  and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  cor- 
porate, by  the  name  and  style  of  the  ''Corinth  Deposit 
Bank,"  and  shall  so  continue  for  thirty  years  from  its 
organiz  tion ;  and  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and 
being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of 
impleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  answering  and 
defending,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever ;  it  may 
have  a  common  seal,  and  change  and  renew  the  same 
at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  direction  and 
control  of  five  directors,  all  of  whom  must  be  stock- 
holders, and,  after  the  first  election,  shall  be  elected 
every  two  years,  commencing  on  the  first  Monday  of 
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January  after  the  first  election,  and  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  January  every  two  years  thereafter,  and  hold 
ofiSce  until  tbeir  saccessors  are  elected  and  qualified  ; 
they  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president,  and  P'e«idcnt. 
shall  hold  regular  meetings  at  such  times  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  by-laws  ;  and  other  meetings  may  be  held 
whenever  deemed  necessary ;  and  in  case  of  death  or 
resignation  of  any  director,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  the  board  of  directors.  The  directors  shall  have 
power  to  receive  subscriptions  for  so  many  of  the  shares 
of  the  stock  of  said  company  remaining  unsold  as  they 
may  at  times  choose  to  sell ;  to  declare  dividends  of  the 
profits  arising  out  of  the  business,  and  to  appoint 
such  officers,  agents,  and  servants  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  bank,  and 
pay  them  such  sums  as  wagers  and  salaries,  and 
to  take  ttom  them  such  bond  to  secure  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties,  as  they  shall  deem  proper 
and  reasonable.  The  stock  shall  be  deemed  personal 
property,  and  shall  be  assignable  according  to  such 
rules  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  from  time  to  time 
establish  ;  but  said  corporation  shall  have  a  lien  on  the 
stock  to  secure  any  indebtedness  by  the  stockholders 
for  any  unpaid  balance  due  thereon. 

§3.  The  private  property  of  the  stockholders  shall  Private  property. 
be  exempt  from  the  corporate  debts,  save  that  each 
stockholder  shall  be  liable  for  corporate  debts  to  the 
amount  of  his  or  her  unpaid  subscriptions  to  the  cap- 
ital stock. 

§  4.  W.  H.  Daugherty,  Gt.  W.  Trimnell,  R.  C.  Ford,  incorporators, 
T.  H.  Doughtery,  A.  Bean,  J.  M.  Minor,  W.  W.  Scott, 
J.  M.  Lancaster,  W.  H.  Childers  are  hereby  ap- 
I)ointed  commissioners,  any  one  of  whom  may  open 
books  and  receive  subscriptions  for  capital  stock  ;  and 
when  one  hundred  shares  have  been  subscribed,  it 
shall  be  his  or  their  duty  (as  the  case  may  be)  to  give 
notice  by  written  or  printed  notices  or  otherwise,  and 
appoint  a  day  for  the  election  of  a  board  of  directors, 
who  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  ensuing  election.

The  payment  of  the  shares  sabscribed  shall  be  made 
as  prescribed  by  the  board  of  directors ;  and  should 
any  of  the  subscribers  fail  to  pay  for  their  subscrip- 
tion of  stock  as  herein  provided,  after  giving  notioe 
to  them  of  their  intention  for  thirty  days,  the  direct- 
ors may,  by  resolutions  entered  on  their  records,  resell 
the  same  at  such  times  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 
Said  corporation  may  commence  business  as  soon  as 
five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  paid  in. 

§  5.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver, 
bank  notes,  and  other  notes  which  may  be  lawfully 
circulating  as  money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such 
manner,  at  such  times,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with 
the  depositors  by  special  or  general  contract;  may 
deal  in  loaning  money,  exchange,  promissory  nates, 
and  other  evidences  of  debt ;  take  personal  and  other 
securities  for  the  payment  thereof,  and  dispose  of  the 
latter  as  provided  by  an  act  for  the  benefit  of  the  in- 
corporated banks  of  this  State,  approved  March  16, 
1871 ;  and  the  promissory  notes  made  negotiable  and 
payable  at  its  banking  house,  or  at  any  bank,  and  in- 
land bills  which  may  be  discounted  by  it,  shall  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign 
bills  of  exchange. 

§  6.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire,  hold,  pos- 
sess, use,  occupy  and  enjoy  all  such  real  estate,  goods 
and  chattels,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  transaction 
of  its  business,  or  which  may  be  conveyed  to  it  as 
surety  for  any  debt,  or  purchased  in  satisfaction  of 
any  debt,  judgment  or  decree,  and  sell  and  convey 
the  same  ;  and  they  may  make  such  by-laws  for  their 
government  as  they  may  deem  necessary :  Promded^ 
The  same  be  not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States :  And  provided 
fiirtTier^  That  no  real  estate  purchased  by  them  in 
satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment  or  decree  shall  be 
held  for  a  longer  period  than  five  years. 

§  7.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue 
any  note  or  bill  to  be  passed  and  used  as  money. 
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§  8.  The  GFeneral  Assembly  shall  have  the  right  to  G«nerai  assem. 
examine  the  affairs  of  said  corporation  by  any  com- 
mittee or  officer  they  may  appoint  for  the  purpose. 

§  9.  The  capital  stock  of  said  bank  may  be  in-  capiui 
creased  from  time  to  time  as  the  directors  may  deem 
advisable  and  proper,  but  not  to  exceed  one  thousand 
shares. 

§  10.  The  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  in  Cor-  Election 
inth,  and  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  each  share  of  stock  held  by  him  or  her,  and 
may  vote  in  person  or  by  written  proxy. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  588. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Central  Valley  Railway   Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  GeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
ToonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Abram  T.  Keightley,  "William  Daggy,  J.  incorporators. 
W.  Lee,  W.  H.  McElwain,  L.  A.  Wheally,  J.  D. 
Shouse  and  John  R.  Cravens,  their  associates,  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created 
a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Central  Valley  Railway  company,  with  Name, 
perpetual  succession;  and  shall  have  power  to  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued 
in  and  under  the  corporate  name ;  to  acquire,  hold 
and  transfer  real  and  personal  property,  for  carry- 
ing into  execution  all  its  business  and  operations  :  to 
have  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  or  amend  the 
same  at  pleasure,  and  to  do  any  and  every  thing  nec- 
essary, proper  or  convenient  to  be  done  to  carry  out 
or  facilitate  the  objects,  purposes  and  operations  of 
this  company. 

§  2.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  railway  com-  Directors. 
pany  shall  be  stockholders  therein,  and  shall  consist

shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  said  board  if 
any  occur  therein,  and  to  transact  all  the  business 
of  the  company.  The  directors  shall  be  duly  qual- 
ified as  provided  by  law,  and  it  is  hereby  provided 
that  the  incorporators  named  in  a  preceding  section

Increase  capital,  lucrease  the  amouut  necessary  for  carrying  said  pro- 
visions into  effect.  The  capital  stock  of  said  rail- 
way company  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  and  individuals,  railroad  com- 
panies or  corporations,  and  other  corporations,  either 
within  or  without  this  State,  may  subscribe  for  and 
hold  stock  in  said  company.  Stock  in  said  company 
shall  be  paid  for  in  installments  and  in  such  amounts, 
place  and  manner  as  may  be  directed  by  the  board  of 
directors ;  but  if  any  stockholder  fails  to  pay  any 
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«ach  installment  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  period 
of  sixty  days  after  being  demanded,  then  said  stock

to  lay  a  track  or  tracks,  build  a  depot,  and  such  other 
houses  and  structures  as  may  be  deemed  necessary, 
any  street,  highway  or  property,  or  any  portion  of 
the  same  that  said  railway  company  shall  select  for 
such  purpose.  Said  company  may  acquire  title  to 
and  hold  land  by  donation  in  payment  of  stock,  by 
purchase  or  lease,  and  have  the  right  and  authority 
to  use,  sell,  lease  or  operate  or  exchange  the  same 
for  the  benefit  of  said  company:  Provided^  That  all 

Acquire  Und«.  lauds  acqulred  by  said  railway  company,  and  which 
may  not  be  necessary  for  the  construction  or  opera- 
tion of  railroad,  shall  be  sold  by  said  railway  com- 
pany within  five  years  after  the  completion  of  said 
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railway  throagh  the  county  in  which  said  lands  are 
sitnated. 

§  11.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  railway  com-  Rate*. 
pany  shall  have  power  to  establish  sach  toll  and  rates 
for  the  conveyance  of  persons,  property  and  freight 
on  their  railway  and  branches,  not  exceeding  the  tolls 
and  rates  charged  by  other  railroads  in  this  State,  or 
not  exceeding  the  legal  limits  which  may  be  estab- 
lished by  general  laws  regulating  charges  for  passage 
and  freight  on  railroads  in  this  State. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  589. 

AN   ACT  to  incorporate  the  Rugby  Mining  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TrumwecMh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Alfred  T.  Pope,  A.  W.  Overton,  and  their  incorporators. 
successors  in  perpetuity,  are  hereby  incorporated  as 
"The  Rugby  Mining  Company."  Under  that  name 
they  are  authorized  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  make  con- 
tracts, to  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure,  and  to  do  all  other  things  incident  to  cor- 
porations, and  that  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  act ;  and  may  establish  its  principal 
place  of  business  at  any  point  in  this  State. 

§  2.  Said  corporation  is  authorized  to  do  a  general  character  of

mining  business  m  coal,  iron  and  other  substances ; 
may  engage  in  making  coke,  iron,  steel  and  the  like  ; 
may  deal  in  fire-clay  and  lumber  of  every  kind ;  may 
erect  and  operate  mills  and  blast  furnaces ;  and  may 
bore  for  gas,  salt,  oil  and  other  substances  upon  its 
own  property. 

§  3.  Said  corporation  may  sell  and  ship  the  products 
of  its  mines,  wells,  mills  and  lands  to  any  market,  and 
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to  facilitate  this,  may  connect  its  own  mines,  millsy 
furnaces,  etc.,  with  the  line  of  any  railroad  or  river 
near  thereto ;  and  to  this  end  may  erect  and  operate 
chutes,  tramways,  road-beds,  steam  engines  and  cara 
over  its  own  lands  or  the  lands  of  others,  their  con- 
sent having  been  first  obtained  ;  but  it  shall  not  have 
the  right  to  condemn  such  lands. 

§  4.  The  aforesaid  incorporators  are  authorized  to 
open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  and  when 
one  hundred  shares  are  subscribed,  the  corporation 
may  commence  business.  The  officers  shall  consist  of 
a  president,  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  a 
board  of  seven  directors.  The  directors  shall  be 
elected  by  the  stockholders  as  soon  as  convenient, 
after  an  hundred  shares  are  subscribed,  and  the  di- 
rectors shall  elect  the  other  officers  and  fill  all  vacan- 
cies. There  shall  be  an  annual  meetin^g  of  the 
stockholders  for  the  election  of  directors,  and  the 
transaction  of  other  business,  on  the  second  Tuesday 
in  January  of  each  year ;  but  the  directors^  by  resoln- 
tion,  may  change  the  time  for  this  annual  meetings 
and  fix  the  place,  and  may  also  c-all  stockholders^ 
meetings  whenever  the  business  of  the  corporation 
requires  it. 

§  5.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
capiuu  stock,  one  million  dollars,  to  be  divided  in  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  for  which  certificatea  shall  be 
issued,  signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by 
the  secretary,  which  shall  be  transferable ;  but  the 
corporation  shall  not  be  compelled  to  take  notice  of 
any  assignment  of  its  stock  until  the  same  is  noted  on 
the  books  of  the  company.  The  stock  shall  be  per- 
sonal property. 

§  6.  The  board  of  directors  may  employ  such  offi- 
cers and  agents  as  may  be  necessary  to  transact  the 
business  of  the  company,  and  fix  the  terms  of  em- 
ployment, and  require,  in  their  discretion,  bonds  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties ;  and  shall 
have  the  power  to  make  such  by-laws^  rules  and  rega- 
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lations,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  may  deem  proper 
for  the  interest  of  the  corporation,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  general  laws  of  the  State. 

§  7.  The  corporation  may  buy,  lease  and  hold  such  how  real  e«uie. 
lands,  mines,  mining  property,  minerals,  timber,  and 
such  other  property  as  may  be  necessary  and  conven- 
ient in  the  transaction  of  its  business,  and  may  sell, 
convey,  rent  or  mortgage  the  same;  and  it  may  re- 
ceive real  or  personal  property  in  payment  for  stock 
upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

§  8.  The  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  issue  May  issue  nego- 
negotiable  coupon  bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  *  ""  '*'^'" 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  bearing  not  exceeding 
six  per  cent,  interest,  payable  semi-annually,  in  not 
more  than  thirty  years ;  and  to  secure  the  same  may 
mortgage  its  franchises,  its  real  estate  or  x>6rsonal 
property,  the  bonds  to  be  signed  by  the  president  and 
countersigned  by  the  secretary,  or  their  signature  may 
be  engraved.  The  mortgage  must  be  signed  and  ac- 
knowledged by  the  president ;  the  corporation  shall 
also  be  empowered  to  buy  the  stock  of,  or  consolidate 
with,  any  other  corporation  upon  the  terms  agreed 
upon.  It  may  employ  one  or  more  deputy  sheriffs  of 
the  county  in  which  its  mining  property  is  situated 
to  preserve  the  peace,  and  enforce  the  laws  on  and 
about  the  premises,  to  make  arrests,  and  exercise  a 
general  police  supervision  thereof. 

§  9.  It  shall    be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  Liquon. 
spirituous,   vinous,  malt  or  fermented  liquors  upon 
the  lands  of  the  corporation,  and  any  violation  of 
this  provision  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  sixty 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  indictment. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

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CHAPTER  590. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Bardwell  to  bor- 
row money  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  opening  streets  in  said 
town. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Bard- 
well are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  of  money 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose 
of  improving  and  opening  streets  in  said  town ;  and 
may  agree  to  pay  for  same  any  rate  of  interest  not 
exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per  annum.  But  before  same 
shall  be  borrowed  an  order  to  that  effect  shall  be  en- 
tered upon  the  record  book  of  said  board,  specify- 
ing the  amount  to  be  borrowed,  the  rate  of  interest 
to  be  paid ;  and  said  order  shall  show  that  a  ma- 
jority of  said  board  consented  thereto. 

§  2.  When  said  order  has  been  made,  the  police 
judge  of  said  town  shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  ap- 
pointed to  carry  same  into  effect ;  and  to  that  end 
may  execute  the  necessary  bonds  or  note  for  the 
sum  borrowed,  bearing  the  rate  of  interest  agreed 
on,  and  payable  at  the  time  stipulated  by  the  board, 
and  for  which  said  corporation  shall  be  responsible 
in  their  official  capacity,  and  which  may  be  enforced 
against  said  town  by  appropriate  proceeding  in  law 
or  equity. 

§  3.  The  board  is  hereby  authorized  to  annually 
lay  a  special  levy  upon  the  taxable  property  in  said 
town,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth,  to  be  devoted  exclusively  to 
the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  upon  the 
money  borrowed. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

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CHAPTER  591. 

AN  AOT  to  incorporate  the  Paris  Street  Railway  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Keniucky : 

§  1.  That  J.  M.  Thomas,  J.  T.  McMillan  and  Ossian  incorporators. 
Edwards,  and  their  saccessors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of 
the  ''Paris  Street  Railway  Company,"  with  all  the 
I)Owers  and  authority  incident  to  corporations  for  the 
purpose  hereinafter  mentioned  ;  and  said  corporators, 
or  any  two  of  them,  may  open  books  of  subscription, 
and  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company,  at  such  times  and  places,  and  upon  such 
notices  thereof,  as  they  may  deem  proper  and  right. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one  capital  stock, 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  be  issued  and  transferred  in  such 
manner,  and  upon  such  conditions,  as  the  board  of 
directors  of  said  corporation  may  direct ;  but  the  cor- 
poration may  be  organized  when  as  much  as  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars  of  said  stock  shall  have  been 
subscribed. 

§  8.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  Managers. 
by  a  board  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  live 
directors,  at  the  option  of  the  stockholders,  to  be 
chosen  by  the  stockholders,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
president,  and  all  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders  in 
said  corporation,  and  who  shall  continue  in  office  for 
one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified ;  said  board  of  directors  shall  have  author- 
ity to  elect  or  appoint  such  other  officers  or  agents  as 
they  may  deem  necessary,  and  discharge  the  same  at 
their  pleasure;  and  may  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  said  corpora-

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which  may  happen  by  death,  resignation  or  other- 
wise ;  and  may  make  such  calls  of  payment  of  stock 
as  they  may  deem  proper.  The  first  election  of  di- 
rectors shall  be  held  as  soon  as  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be  subscribed,  of  the 
time  and  place  of  which  election  the  corporators,  or 
such  of  them  as  act,  shall  give  such  notice  as  they 
may  deem  right  and  proper. 
§  4.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and 
Business.  empoworod  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  single 
track  railway,  not  exceeding  six  feet  in  width,  with 
all  necessary  and  convenient  tracks  for  turn-oats, 
side-tracks  and  appendages,  in  the  city  of  Paris  and 
the  county  of  Bourbon,  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  in, 
on,  over  and  along  such  street  or  streets,  highway  or 
highways,  within  the  present  or  future  limits  of  the 
city  of  Paris,  as  the  mayor  and  board  of  councilmen 
of  said  city  shall  authorize ;  said  Paris  Street  Railway 
Company  so  to  do  in  such  manner,  and  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions,  and  with  such  rights  and  privi- 
leges, as  the  said  mayor  and  board  of  councilmen 
may,  by  contract  or  otherwise,  with  said  corporation, 
prescribe ;  and  to  extend  said  railway  to  any  point  or 
points,  not  exceeding  three  miles  from  the  limits  of 
Paris  as  they  now  exist ;  and  in  making  such  exten- 
sions it  may  make  the  same  in,  on,  over  and  along  any 
roads,  bridges  and  highways  entering  said  city  of 
Paris,  in  such  manner  and  upon  such  terms  and  con- 
ditions, and  with  such  rights  and  privileges,  as  the 
county  court  of  Bourbon  county,  or  other  corporation 
or  corporations  owning  or  controlling  such  roads, 
highways  and  bridges  may,  by  contract  or  otherwise, 
with  said  Paris  Street  Railway  Company,  prescribe; 
and  to  such  ends  the  mayor  and  board  of  councilmen 
of  the  city  of  Paris,  the  county  court  of  Bourbon 
county,  and  all  other  corporations,  are  hereby  author* 
ized  and  empowered  to  contract  with  said  Paris  Street 
Railway  Company. 
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§  5.  To  enable  said  corporation  to  constract  the  rail-  Acquire  rights 
ways  authorized  by  this  act,  the  said  corpoiation  is 
invested  with  the  right  to  acquire  such  land  or  right 
of  way,  by  writ  of  dd  quod  damnum^  in  the  same 
manner  that  turnpike  road  companies  are  authorized 
by  the  General  Statutes  of  Kentucky,  as  may  be  nec- 
essary for  laying  their  tracks,  side-tracks,  turn-outs, 
for  car  sheds  and  stables.  The  said  corporation  is 
authorized  and  empowered  to  acquire,  hold,  improve, 
mortgage  and  convey  real  estate  in  the  city  of  Paris 
and  Bourbon  county,  exclusive  of  the  tracks  and  right 
of  way,  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars.  The  said  corporation  may  borrow  Borrow  money. 
money  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  at  such  rate  of  interest  as  it  may  deter- 
mine, not  to  exceed  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  issue 
its  bonds  in  sums  of  one  hundred,  five  hundred  and 
one  thousand  dollars,  and  may  pledge  and  mortgage 
the  property  of  the  corporation,  including  railway 
tracks,  fixtures,  rolling  stock,  and  all  appurtenances 
and  real  estate  belonging  to  said  corporation ;  and  said 
corporation  may,  at  any  time,  purchase  its  capital 
stock. 

§  6.  The  rate  of  fare  for  any  distance  within  the  Rates. 
city  limits  shall  not  exceed  five  cents,  and  outside  the 
city  limits  it  shall  not  exceed  ten  cents  for  each  pas* 
Sanger,  except  when  cars  or  carriages  shall  be  char- 
tered for  a  specific  purpose. 

§  7.  The  cars  to  be  used  upon  said  railways  shall  be  Motive  power. 
operated  by  animal  or  other  power,  excepting  steam  ; 
and  the  streets  on  and  along  which  said  railway  com- 
pany may  run  their  tracks  shall  be  kept  in  good 
repair  by  said  company  for  two  feet  on  either  side  of 
the  track,  so  long  as  said  company  shall  continue 
to  operate  said  roads,  under  such  regulations  as  the 
mayor  and  board  of  councilmen  of  the  city  of  Paris 
may  prescribe  by  ordinance  or  agreement,  and  the 
said  tracks  and  said  two  feet  on  each  side  thereof 
shall  be  under  the  control  of  said  company.

§  8.  That  any  person  obstructing  said  railway  or 
ways,  or  cars  ranning  thereon,  in  any  way  what- 
ever, or  preventing  the  use  thereof  for  public  travel, 
or  who  shall  willfully  damage  or  injure  any  of  the 
property  of  said  company,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof, 
be  fined  in  any  sum  within  the  discretion  of  a  jury 
as  in  cases  for  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  liable  by 
civil  action  to  said  company. 

§  9.  That  any  person  willfully  or  maliciously 
placing  any  obstruction  on  said  railway  or  road,  or 
otherwise  causing  the  cars  or  other  carriages  thereon 
to  be  thrown  oflf  the  rails,  or  by  placing  obstruc- 
tions thereon,  or  making  holes  in  the  road- way  or 
near  thereto,  whereby  any  person  or  persons  are 
injured,  or  his  or  her  life  endangered,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  felony,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall 
be  confined  in  the  jail  and  penitentiary  of  this  State 
for  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than  ten  years, 
at  the  discretion  of  a  jury,  and  shall  be  liable  to  said 
company  for  the  injury  to  their  property. 

§  10.  Work  upon  said  street  railway  shall  begin 
in  good  faith  within  three  years,  and  the  road  in 
operation  within  five  years  after  the  passage  of  this 
act. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

AM  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Hancock  Storage  and  Warehouse  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  John  W.  Beauchamp,  W.  W.  Taber,  W. 
Incorporators.    S.  ThoHias,  Robert  Winn,  R.  C.  Lamar,  R.  E.  Dun- 
can and  J-  J.  Storm,  and  their  successors,  associates 
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and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- 
corporate  and  i)olitic,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
''The  Hancock  Storage  and  Warehouse  Company," 
with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  and  to  have  all  other  general  rights, 
powers  and  privileges  of  other  corporations. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  capiui  stock 
not  exceed  five  thousand  shares  of  ten  dollars  each, 
which  shall  be  personal  property,  and  evidenced  by 
the  certificates  of  the  company,  and  transferable  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  company  or  the  directors 
thereof.

with  such  additional  buildings,  screws  and  other  im- 
plements and  fixtures  as  may  be  necessary  or  con- 
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venient  in  carrying  on  the  basiness  of  the  company ; 
and  may  acqaire  and  hold  approaches  and  avenaes, 
and  to  construct  roads  to  and  from  its  properties. 

§  5.  Said  corporation  may  receive  tobacco,  grain 
Receive  com.  and  Other  agricultural  or  merchantable  products  and 
storage.  commodltles,  for  storage  or  for  safe-keeping,  and  issue 

warehouse  receipts  therefor  to  the  person,  persons  or 
corporations  who  may  store  or  warehouse  with  it ;  and 
any  warehouse  receipt  issued  by  it  shall  be  evidence 
of  the  storage  or  custody  of  the  property  named  and 
described  in  the  body  thereof,  which  receipt  shall 
describe  the  character,  grade  or  quality  of  the  tobacco 
or  grain  or  other  product ;  and  if  of  different  grades, 
shall  state  each  separately  and  as  specifically  as  may 
be.  The  said  warehouse  receipts,  when  so  issued,  may 
be  assigned  by  the  parties,  persons  or  corporations  to 
whom  issued,  by  the  said  parties,  persons  or  corpora- 
tions written  on  the  back  of  any  such  warehouse 
receipt^  and  which,  so  written,  shall'  pass  the  title  to 
the  property  in  storage  evidenced  by  said  warehouse 
receipts. 

§  6.  Said  corporation  may  charge  such  rates  or  corn- 
Kates,  missions  for  the  warehousing  storage,  either  upon  the 
value  of  the  property  stored  and  put  in  its  custody  or 
the  space  it  may  occupy,  or  both,  as  shall  be  assented 
to  by  the  persons  so  placing  it  in  its  custody,  which 
rates  or  commissions,  and  all  other  charges  against  the 
property,  shall  be  stated  in  or  indorsed  on  the  receipt. 

§  7.  It  may  make  advances  on  tobacco  or  other  pro- 
Make  advances,  ducts  stored  with  it  or  given  to  its  custody,  upon  rates, 
charges  and  commissions  to  be  mutually  agreed  upon, 
in  writing,  between  it  and  the  parties,  persons  or  cor- 
porations who  may  store  their  property  in  its  ware- 
houses or  place  it  in  their  custody ;  and  it  shall  have 
a  prior  lien  on  all  property  that  may  be  stored  or 
warehoused  with  it  or  given  to  its  custody  for  its 
warehouse  rates,  charges,  commissions  and  advances. 

§  8.  Any  and  all  warehouse  receipts  that  may  be

nreceipis.  Issued  by  the  said  company,  as  herein  authorized,  the 
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holders  thereof  may  pledge  or  hypothecate  as  collate- 
ral with  any  bank  or  banker,  as  may  be  in  accordance 
with  the  usages  of  trade  and  commerce  in  pledging  or 
hypothecating  commercial  securities  as  collateral,  to 
secure  the  payment  of  a  debt  or  liability  or  the  per- 
formance of  the  conditions  of  any  contract,  fixed  or 
conditional,  in  any  locality  in  which  the  pledge  or 
hypothecation  may  be  made  ;  and  the  banks  or  bank- 
ers who  may  take,  receive  or  hold  said  warehouse 
receipts  in  pledge  or  hypothecation  as  collateral  for  a 
past  or  present  debt,  or  conditional  liability  or  obliga- 
tions, shall  be  entitled  to  have  and  enforce  the  like 
remedies  thereon  as  they  may  now  or  hereafter  have 
on  commercial  securities  pledged  or  hypothecated 
with  them  as  collateral :  Provided^  however^  That  if

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons,  other  than  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Beech  Grove  Sunday  School  Union,  or  such  person 
or  persons  as  may  be  authorized  by  said  board,  to 
sell  any  kind  of  refreshments  or  products  of  the 
soil,  either  on  the  grounds  of  the  Beech  Grove  Sun- 
day School  Union,  or  within  one  mile  of  the  same, 
on  the  same  day  or  days  on  which  the  said  Union 
holds  its  Sunday  schools,  Sunday  school  celebrations, 
picnics,  etc. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  this  act  shall,  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  ten 
dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense, 
recoverable  by  warrant  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction.

§  2.  It  is  further  enacted  that  said  John  J.  Ham- 
mond be,  and  he  is  hereby,  empowered  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  and  to  sue  and  be  sued,  as 
though  he  was  twenty-one  years  of  age.

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell,  give,  loan  or 
furnish  any  person  any  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt 
liquors,  or  any  mixture  thereof,  either  directly  or 
indirectly,  except  for  medicinal  purposes,  on  a  pre- 
scription made  and  signed  by  a  regular  practicing^ 
physician  on  any  election  day,  either  primary,  school, 
county  or  State,  in  the  county  of  Adair. 

§  2.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of 
the  above  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,, 
and,  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  and  not 
more  than  thirty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its* 
passage.

CHAPTER  598.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Asserribly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Keniucky : 

%  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  give,, 
sell,  loan,  or  otherwise  procure  for  themselves  or  an- 
other, on  the  day  of  holding  any  State,  county  or  mu- 
nicipal election  in  the  counties  of  Floyd  and  Johnson, 
held  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  any  spir- 
ituous, vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  mixture  of  any  or 
either  of  them,  or  any  other  intoidcating  drink,  ex- 
cept cider,   at  the  place  of   holding   such  election,. 
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or  within  three  miles  thereof ;  and  any  person  violat- 
ing the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  on  indictment  by  the  grand  jnry  of  said 
county. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  church  purposes  or 
sacramental  occasions,  nor  to  physicians  in  the  bona 
fide  practice  of  their  profession.

Company  of  Covington. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Comr 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Robert  Hamilton,  Frank  P.  Helm,  F.  J. 
Meyers,  George  G.  Perkins,' H.  B.  Wells,  O.  J.  Wig- 
gins, J.  P.  Orr,  L.  H.  Brooks,  E.  J.  Hickey,  or  such 
of  them  as  may  act,  and  their  associates,  successors 
and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- 
corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Com- 
monwealth Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Company  of 
Covington,  Kentucky,  with  perpetual  succession,  and 
full  powers  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue 
and  be  sued  ;  to  acquire,  use,  hold  and  dispose  of 
such  real  and  personal  property  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  proper  conduct  of  its  business;  to  invest  its 
capital  and  the  funds  accumulated  in  the  course  of 
business,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  any  bonds,  stock, 
mortgages,  and  deeds  of  trust  on  real  estate  in  or 
out  the  State  of  Kentucky;  to  loan  its  said  capital 
stock  and  accumulated  funds  on  such  security  as  its 
board  pi  directors  may  determine:  Provided^  Said 
investments  and  loan  are  such  as  are  required  by 
the  insurance  laws  of  this  State;  to  insure  houses, 
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buildings  and  all  other  kinds  of  property  against  loss 
or  damage  by  fire,  or  from  lightning  or  tornado,  in  or 
oat  of  this  State ;  and  to  make  all  kinds  of  insurance 
on  goods,  merchandise  and  other  property  in  course 
of  transportation,  whether  on  land  or  water ;  to  cause 
itself  to  be  insured  against  any  loss  or  risk  it  may 
incur,  and  upon  the  interest  it  may  have  in  any  prop- 
erty ;  to  consolidate  with,  or  purchase  the  rights  and 
property  of,  any  other  fire  insurance  company,  and  to 
generally  do  and  perform  all  other  matters  and  things 
proper  to  promote  these  things ;  to  enact  by-laws  and 
regulations  not  in  conflict  with  this  act.  The  capital 
stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars ;  but  it  may  be  increased  at  any  time  by  a  vote 
of  stockholders  holding  two-thirds  of  the  capital 
stock  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars.

may  deem  necessary,  and  to  generally  conduct  the 
business  and  make  all  by-laws  and  regulations  of  the 
company.  Said  board  of  directors  shall  be  elected  by 
the  stockholders,  who  shall  have  one  vote  for  each 
share  of  stock  owned,  and  they  may  vote  by  proxy. 

§  4.  The  incorporators  named  in  this  act,  or  any  of 
them,  or  a  committee  appointed  by  them,  may  open 
books  and  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock ; 
and  after  the  stock  is  subscribed,  the  election  of 
directors  shall  be  held  at  such  place  and  time  as  may 
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be  designated  by  notice  printed  two  weeks  prior 
thereto  in  a  newspaper  printed  or  circtdated  in  the 
city  of  Covington  ;  and  an  election  for  directors  shaU 
be  held  annnally  thereafter.  The  chief  place  of  busi- 
ness of  said  company  shall  be  the  city  of  Covington, 
in  this  State,  where  the  board  of  directors  shall  trans- 
act the  business  of  the  company. 

§  5.  The  private  property  of  stockholders  shall  be 
exempt  from  liability  for  corporate  debts.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisville  Fire  and  Life  Protective  Asso- 
ciation of  Louisville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cam-

Bayly,  Henry  W.  Gray,  M.  A.  Huston,  Henry  S.

Lyman,  Adolph  Reutlinger;  Joseph  J.  Fischer,  B. 
Frese,  A.  F.  Coldewey,  all  of  the  city  of  Louisville^

cessors and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created 
a  body^politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and 

eorporaie  name,  style  of  Louisvillc  Fire  and  Life  Protective  Associa- 
tion, and  by  that  name  shall  be  known  and  called,  and 
shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being

§8.  This  corporation  shall  have  power  to  provide  Powen  and 
suitable  rooms  for  the  transaction  of  their  business,  and  bmincn. 
and  also  provide  and  maintain  a  corps  of  men,  with 
proper  officers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  so  far  as  prac- 
ticable, to  discover  and  prevent  fires,  with  suitable 
apparatus  to  save  life  and  personal  property  at  or 
after  a  fire ;  and  the  better  to  enable  them  so  to  act 
with  promptness  and  efficiency,  full  power  is  hereby 
granted  to  such  corps  and  its  officers  to  enter  any 
building  on  fire,  or  which,  in  their  judgment,  is  ex- 
posed to,  or  in  danger  of,  taking  fire  from  other  burn- 
ing buildings,  to  protect  and  save  life  and  property, 
or  any  part  thereof,  at  or  after  the  fire.

§  9.  That  in  every  third  year  after  the  formation  of 
this  association,  an  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation 
shall  be  held,  on  ten  days'  notice  in  one  or  more  of 
the  papers  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  giving  date,  time 
and  place  of  such  meeting,  at  which  meeting  each 
incorporated  insurance  company  or  association  doin^ 
business  in  the  said  city,  whether  its  officers  or  agents 
be  members  of  this  corporation  or  not,  shall  have  the 
right  to  be  represented  by  one  of  said  officers  or 
agents;  and  each  organization  represented  at  such 
meeting  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote ;  and  a  majority

penalty  may  be  computed  and  recovered  up  to  the 
time  of  the  trial  of  any  suit  for  the  recovery  thereof, 
which  penalty  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered,  with 
costs  of  suit,  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
within  this  State. 

§  12.  The  officers  and  men  of  this  association,  with 
their  teams  and  apparatus,  shall  have  the  right  of 
way,  while  going  to  a  fire,  through  any  street,  lane  or 
alley  in  said  city,  subject  to  the  rights  of  the  fire  de- 
partment ;  and  any  violation  of  the  rights  of  the  said 
protective  association  shall  be  punished  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  provided  for  the  violation  of  the  rights^ 
of  the  fire  department  of  said  city  of  Louisville.

CHAPTER  614. 

AK  AOT  for  the  benefit  of  G.  W.  Baker,  of  Clay  county. 

Wheebas,  Daniel  Gray  being  charged  with  murder 
in  the  Clay  circuit  court,  at  its  October  term,  1886,  and 
it  having  been  shown  in  open  court  that  two  of  his 
most  important  witnesses  were  sick  and  unable  to  tes- 
tify in  said  case  at  said  term,  as  they  lived  a  distance  of 
fifteen  miles  from  the  county  seat  of  Clay  county,  bnt 
by  an  agreement  of  the  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and 
the  attorneys  for  the  defendent,  the  court  appointed 
George  W.  Baker  to  represent  the  Commonwealth  in 
taking  the  deposition  of  the  defendant's  witnesses  in 
said  case.  The  defendant  is  now  serving  a  life  sen- 
tence in  the  State  penitentiary,  and  was,  at  the  time 
of  his  conviction,  hoplessly  insolvent,  and  had  no 
property  out  of  which  the  attorney's  fee  could  be 
collected.  And  whereas,  the  action  of  the  court  in 
appointing  said  G.  W.  Baker  to  act  in  said  case  for 
the  Commonwealth  enabled  the  court  to  try  the  case 
at  that  term  of  the  court,  thereby  saved  the  State  the 
cost  of  continuing  said  case  for  another  term,  and  the 
expenditure  of  a  considerable  sum  of  money  to  pay  a 
number  of  witnesses,  who  were  summoned  on  behalf 
of  the  Commonwealth ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the 
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Treasury  in  favor  of  said  G.  W.  Baker,  for  twenty 
dollars,  payable  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  615. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Fannie  E.  Hoskins,  of  Taylor  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OenercU  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
moTvweaUh  of  Kentucky :

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Qeneral  Asseiribly  of  the  Com-^ 
rMnfiwealth  of  Kentv^cky : 

§  1.  That  the  Clark  county  court,  composed  of  the 
justices  of  the  peace  of  said  county  and  the  county 
judge,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  receive 
and  accept  from  any  turnpike  road  corporation  in 
Clark  county  all  the  property  and  franchises  of  such 
corporation,  by  transfer  or  assignment  of  such  prop- 
erty or  franchises,  which  said  transfer  or  assignment 
shall  be  made  by  the  president  of  such  corporation 
and  acknowledged  by  him,  as  deeds  are  required  by 
law  to  be  acknowledged,  and  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
same  manner.

their  charter;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  stock  repre- 
sented at  such  meeting  is  voted  in  favor  of  the  sur- 
render, such  vote  shall  be  spread  upon  the  records  of 
the  company,  and  also  an  order  directing  the  presi- 
dent to  make  the  transfer;  and  the  president  shall 
present  a  certified  copy  of  said  order,  signed  by  him- 
self and  the  secretary,  to  the  Clark  county  court  be- 
fore said  court  shall  act. 

§  3.  That  when  sach  transfer  or  assignment  is  so 
made  and  accepted  by  the  Clark  county  court,  said 
surrender  and  acceptance  shall  be  spread  upon  the 
records  of  said  court,  and  said  county  court  shall  then 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  operate  such  road 
under  its  charter,  and  shall  succeed,  and  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  all  the  penalties  pertaining  thereto :  Provided^ 
however^  Said  county  court  may,  at  any  time,  by  an 
order  of  record,  cease  to  collect  tolls,  in  which  event 
it  shall  be  relieved  of  all  liabilities  and  penalties,  sav- 
ing only  as  apply  to  dirt  roads. 

§  4.  That  the  Clark  county  court,  when  it  accepts 

the  surrender  of  any  charter  of  such  corporation  as 

aforesaid,  shall,  in  its  discretion,  have  full  power  and 

authority  either  to  operate  such  road  under  its  charter, 

as  provided  in  the  third  section,  or  it  may  accept  the 

surrender,  and  hold  and  control  and  manage,  as  it  now 

holds  and  controls  and  manages  other  county  dirt 

roads,  and  keep  it  in  repair  in  the  same  manner. 

§  6.  Any  creditor  of  such  road  may,  within  sixty 
days  after  the  stockholders  have  voted  the  surrender 

of  their  charter  as  aforesaid,  institute  proceedings  in 
a  court  of  equity  to  subject  said  road  and  franchises 
to  the  payment  of  its  indebtedness,  by  sale  or  other- 
wise, the  purchaser  to  succeed  to  all  the  rights,  priv- 
ileges and  penalties  imposed  by  the  charter  of  such 
road.  If  such  proceedings  are  not  commjanced  within 
that  time,  all  claims  shall  be  barred. 
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§  6.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  road  in  which 
the  State  has  an  interest,  and  shall  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  621. 

AN  ACT  to  allow  the  justices  of  the  peace  living  nearest  the  court- 
house ill  Lower  Town  precinct  No.  1,  and  Upper  Town  precinct  No. 
2,  in  Daviess  county,  to  hold  their  regular  terms  of  court  for  the 
trial  of  civil  actions,  once  in  each  month,  at  the  court-house  in  said 
county,  or  other  places  in  said  precincts. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  justices  of  the  peace  living 
nearest  the  court-house  in  Lower  Town  precinct  No. 
1,  and  Upper  Town  precinct  No.  2,  in  Daviess  county, 
to  hold  their  regular  terms  of  court  for  the  trial  of 
civil  actions  once  in  each  month,  at  the  court-house 
in  said  county,  or  other  places  in  said  precincts,  on 
days  to  be  fixed  by  the  judge  of  the  Daviess  county 
court. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  622. 

AN  ACT  to  give  a  lien  for  the  damages  on  cattle  and  other  live  stock 

committing  trespasses  in  Carroll  county. 

Be  it  encbcted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  in  all  cases  where  the  law  gives  a  person 
the  right  to  an  action  for  damages  for  cattle  or  other 
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live  stock  trespassing  on  his  land  or  premises,  or  on 
land  or  premises  under  his  control  or  in  his  possession^ 
such  person  shall  have  a  lien  on  the  cattle  or  other 
live  stock  so  trespassing  to  secure  the  payment  of  any 
judgment  that  may  be  rendered  in  his  favor  against 
the  owner  or  person  having  the  control  of  such  cattle 
or  other  live  stock  for  such  trespass,  which  lien  may 
be  enforced  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  by 
ordering  the  sale  of  said  cattle  or  other  live  stock,  or 
a  sufficient  number  thereof  to  satisfy  such  judgment 
for  damages  and  all  costs ;  and  the  proceeds  of  such 
sale  shall  be  so  applied  so  far  as  necessary  ;  and  this, 
regardless  of  any  exemption  provided  by  the  laws  of 
this  Commonwealth:  Provided^  howeioer^  Proceed- 
ings to  enforce  such  lien  shall  be  commenced  within 
sixty  days  from  the  day  on  which  such  trespass  was 
committed. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  apply  only  to  the  county  of  Car- 
roll; and  the  same  shall  be  in  force  in  said  county 
from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Dallasburg  and  Sanders'  Station  Turnpike 

Road. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kerducky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created  a  body- politic 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Dal- 
lasburgh  and  Sanders'  Station  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany, of  Owen  county,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
a  macadamized  turnpike  road  from  a  point  of  the 
New  Liberty  and  Dallasburgh  Turnpike,  at  the  resi- 
dence of  Ben.  K.  Davis,  then  in  or  near  the  old 
road,  tapping  the  New  Liberty  and  Liberty  Station 
Turnpike  at  the  bridge  across  Eagle. 
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§  2.  The  capital  shall  not  exceed  six  thousand  dol- 
lars, in  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each. 

§  3.  The  following  citizens  shall  constitute  the  in- 
corporators and  commissioners  to  solicit  stock :  Henry 
HcDarment,  L.  L.  North,  John  McDarment,  Jesse  L. 
Baker,  Geo.  Griffith,  Newton  Crawford,  B.  K.  Davis, 
W.  G.  Claxton,  and  John  McNeal. 

§  4.  The  commissioners  (or  any  three  who  will  act) 
shall  procure  suitable  books  in  which  the  stockhold- 
ers shall  enter  into  the  following  obligation,  to- wit: 
"We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  annexed,  promise 
to  pay  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Dallas- 
burgh  and  Sanders'  Station  Turnpike  Road  Company 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every 
share  of  stock  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such  pro- 
portions or  sums,  and  at  such  times  and  places,  as  the 
said  directors  and  president  may  direct." 

§  5.  That  the  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  every  share  of  stock  paid  up  held  by  them ; 
and  when  any  stockholder  desires,  he  may  vote  by 
proxy,  in  writing,  at  any  and  all  elections  for  officers 
on  said  road. 

§  6.  That  a  board  of  five  (5)  directors  shall  be 
elected  to  conduct  the  business  of  said  turnpike  com- 
pany ;  the  election  to  be  held  at  Dallasburgh  after  ten 
days'  public  notice.  The  said  board  of  directors  to 
immediately  organize  for  business  by  the  election  of 
one  of  their  number  for  president,  and  a  secretary 
and  treasurer,  to  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

§  7,  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
fix,  grade,  locate,  build  and  establish  said  road  be- 
tween the  x>oints  designated,  and  may  acquire  by  pur- 
chase, gift,  relinquishment,  writ  of  dd  quod  damnum^ 
deed  or  otherwise,  the  right  of  way  for  the  road  ;  the 
width,  metal,  etc.,  to  be  fixed  by  said  board  of  direct- 
ors and  the  aid  of  a  practical  engineer. 

§  8.  That  said  board  of  directors  shall  hold  office 
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one  year  from  date  of  their  election,  or  antil  their 
sucoessors  are  duly  elected  and  qjoalified. 

§  9.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall,  in  their  dis- 
cretion, have  the  authority  to  erect  a  toll*gate  or  gates 
on  said  road  at  sach  places  as  they  may  deem  proper ; 
employ  gate-keepers,  who  shall  collect  toll  from  per- 
sons  traveling  on  said  road  at  the  rates  now  fixed  by 
law  on  other  turnpikes  in  this,  Owen  county. 

§  10.  The  private  property  of  stockholders  shall  not 
be  liable  for  the  debts  of  the  company,  except  to  the 
extent  of  their  stock. 

§  11.  That  said  turnpike  road  company,  when  so 
organized,  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered, 
defend  and  be  defended,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  and  make  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary,  which 
do  not  conflict  with  the  Constitution  of  either  the 
State  of  Kentucky  or  the  United  States. 

§  12.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  full  power  to 
do  aU  other  acts  and  things  necessary  to  be  done 
to  locate  and  establish  and  complete  said  turnpike 
road. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  624. 

AN  ACT  to  empower  the  **  Odd  Fellows*  Hall  Association,  of  DajtoD^ 
Oampbeli -county,  Kentucky/'  to  bond  its  debt. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  directors  of  the  ''Odd  Pel- 
lows'  Hall  Association,  of  Dayton,  Kentucky,"  the 
same  being  a  body-politic  and  corporate  under  said 
name  and  style,  and  incorporated  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  66  of  the  General  Statutes,  in  Oampbeli 
county,  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  authorized  to  issue  a 
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series  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  one  hundred  dollar 
bonds,  with  six  per  cent,  interest  coupons  attached, 
said  bonds  to  be  dated  July  first,  1888,  and  payable 
twenty-five  years  after  date  at  the  German  National 
Bank  of  Newport,  Kentucky ;  said  interest  to  be  pay- 
able semi-annually  on  the  first  days  of  January  and 
July  in  each  year  at  said  bank ;  said  bonds  to  be  se- 
cured by  a  first  mortgage  on  all  the  property  of  said 
association. 

§  2.  The  said  association  shall  have  the  power  to  re- 
deem said  bonds  after  ten  years  before  maturity :  Pro- 
videdj  It  shall  give  ninety  days  actual  notice  to  the 
holder  or  holders  thereof  of  their  intention  so  to  do, 
in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  McOracken  county,  empowering  it  to  iuue 
bonds  and  levy  and  collect  taxes  to  pay  the  same,  for  the  parpose  of 
refunding  its  bonds  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest. 

Whereas,  The  whole  indebtedness  of  McCracken  Preamble, 
county  is  in  three  issues  of  bonds,  bearing  six  per 
cent,  per  annum  interest,  payable  semi-annaally,  and 
dated  on  June  1,  1878,  June  1,  1882,  and  July  1,  1883, 
the  first  two  issues  maturing  in  twenty  years  from 
their  respective  dates,  the  last  issue  maturing  at  thirty 
years  from  date,  all  being  subject  to  call  and  payable 
at  the  option  of  said  county  at  any  time  after  one 
year  from  the  date  thereof ;  now,  for  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  enabling  said  county  to  call  in  said  outstand- 
ing bonds,  in  order  to  substitute  therefor  a  bond 
bearing  a  lower  rate  of  interest, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Cam- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§1.  That  the  county  of  McCracken,   through  its  Authorirfd  to 
county  court,  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  authorized  and 
empowered  to  issue  new  bonds  of  said  county,  not

§  5.  The  said  marshal  shall  have  the  same  power  in  Manhai's  pow. 
said  town  and  the  county  of  Barren  that  the  jsherifl"* 
has  by  law  to  serve  notices,  execute  warrants,  writs, 
and  all  other  process  from  any  of  the  courts  of  said 
coanty,  and  to  levy  and  collect  executions  and  orders 
from  the  courts  of  s&id  county. 

§  6.  That  said  marshal  and  his  securities  shall  be  Liaboity  or  mar- 
liable  on  his  official  bond  for  all  taxes,  dues  and  de- 
mands listed  with  him  for  collection,  in  the  same  man- 
ner that  sheriffs  are  liable  under  the  laws  of  the  State : 
and  suit  on  his  bond  may  be  instituted  in  the  name  of 
the  trustees  of  Hiseville,  in  any  court  having  jurisdic- 
tion. 

§  7.  The  marshal,  for  his  services  in  prosecutions  for  Manhart  (ess. 
violation  of  the  town  ordinances,  shall  be  entitled  to 
same  fees  as  for  similar  services  in  criminal  or  penal 
prosecutions  under  the  general  law. 

§  8.  The  said  marshal  shall  have  the  same  power  to  Power  in  coii«c- 
coUect  taxes  by  garnishment  as  is  now  given  to****"  ****** 
sheriffs  of-  this  Commonwealth  by  the  laws  of  the 
State.  The  notice,  similar  to  that  required  to  be  given 
by  the  sheriff,  may  summon  the  person  or  persons 
owing  the  taxes  before  the  HiseviUe  police  court ;  and 
said  court  shall  have  the  same  power  to  hear  and  de- 
termine any  garnishment  for  taxes  due  said  town  as 
the  county  court  has  in  the  garnishment  for  taxes  due 
the  Commonwealth. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  marshal  to  pay  shaii  pay  over  to 
over  to  the  treasurer  and  take  his  receipt  for  all  fines, 
forfeitures,  taxes  and  other  moneys  collected  by  him 


treasurer. 
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at  as  early  a  period  as  possible  after  their  collection. 
And  he  mast  pay  all  moneys  collected  on  executions 
and  capias  pro  fine  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary and  July  of  each  year.  And  he  must  make  a 
final  settlement  with  the  treasurer  on  the  first  day  of 
September  in  each  year,  and  deliver  to  the  treasurer 
the  tax  list,  together  with  the  money  collected  on  the 
49ame,  less  the  commission  allowed  for  collecting,  and 
take  receipts  for  same  ;  and  on  his  failure  so  to  do,  he 
and  his  securities  shall  be  responsible  on  his  official 
bond  for  such  default,  in  like  manner  and  subject  to 
the  same  penalties  that  sheriffs  and  their  securities 
are. 
§  10.  If  there  should  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
vaomcv  in  mar- marshal,  tho  board  of  trustees  %hall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  collector,  who  shall  have  the  same  power  to 
collect  the  taxes  due  said  town,  and  under  the  same 
conditions  and  penalties,  as  herein  provided  for  the 
marshal.  And  said  collector  must  give  bond,  with 
security,  to  be  approved  by  said  board,  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  duties. 

Article  X, 

§  1.  In  addition  to  the  powers  now  conferred  on 
Board  of  tnistoe«.  trustees  by  law,  the  board  of  trustees  of  Hiseville  are 
vested  with  the  power — 

1.  To  make  all  necessary  ordinances  for  the  regula-

2.  To  pass  all  necessary  ordinances  for  the  suppres- 
sion of  riots,  routs,  breaches  of  the  peace,  affrays,  un- 
lawful assemblies,  riotous  or  disorderly  conduct  and 
drunkenness  in  said  town,  and  to  provide  for  the 
punishment  of  persons  engaged  in  such  offenses,  and 
fix  the  penalties. 

3.  To  fix  penalties  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the 
ordinances  of  the  town,  in  such  sums  as  they  may 
deem  best,  not  however,  in  any  case  to  exceed  one 
hundred  dollars  for  any  one  offense. 
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4.  To  declare  by  ordinances  what  are  nuisances 
within  said  town,  and  by  their  order  direct  the 
same  to  be  abated  ;  and  they  may,  by  ordinance,  im- 
pose fines  upon  persons  guilty  of  creating  or  continu- 
ing nuisances  in  said  town. 

§  2.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  634. 

AN  ACT  to  aathorize  John  M.  Arnett  to  erect  a  boom  across  Bill 

Oakley  creek,  in  Magoffin  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OeneraZ  Assernbly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  John  M.  Arnett  is  hereby  authorized  to 
erect  and  keep  a  boom  across  Bill  Oakley  creek,  in 
Magoffin  county,  at  or  near  its  mouth,  for  the  purpose 
of  catching,  holding  and  harboring  loose  saw-logs 
which  may  be  adrift  upon  said  stream  and  coming 
against  said  boom. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

■  Approved  March  19,  1888. 


CHAPTER  635. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  <'An  act  to  further  regulate  the  con- 
duct of  elections  in  the  city  of  Covington/' 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kerdvxiky  : 

%  1.  That  the  language  following,  contained  in  the 
seventh  section  of  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  further 
regulate  the  conduct  of  elections  in  the  city  of  Cov- 
ington," approved  May  1,  1886,  viz:     The    Kenton 
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connty  coart  and  the  city  council  of  C!ovington,  and 
paid  one-half  by  said  connty  and  one-half  by  said 
city,  except  that  in  city  elections  the  entire  expense 
shall  be  paid  by  said  city,  be,  and  the  same  is,  struck 
out  and  repealed,  and  therefor  the  following  words  are 
inserted  and  substituted  in  said  section  seven,  to  wit : 
"The  city  council  of  the  city  of  Covington,  and  be 
allowed  and  paid  by  said  council." 

§  3.  And  said  act  is  further  amended  by  adding  to 
the  sixth  section  thereof  the  following  words  and  fig- 
ures, to  wit :  ''  Said  board  shall  have  power  to  elect  a 
clerk  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year  from  and 
after  his  election.  The  clerk  shall  attend  all  meetings 
of  the  board,  and  shall  make  and  keep  true  and  correct 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  thereof  in  a  record  book 
to  be  procured  by  said  board  and  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose. He  shall  make  and  record  and  keep  lists  of  the 
officers  of  election  appointed  by  said  board,  together 
with  the  dates  of  their  respective  appointments.  He 
shall  also  keep  the  financial  accounts  of  the  board, 
and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  di- 
rected by  the  said  board.  The  board  shall  fix  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  to  its  clerk,  which  shall  not 
exceed  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  which  shall  be  paid  by 
the  city  council  as  the  salaries  of  other  city  officers 
are  paid,  upon  a  certificate  from  said  board  showing 
the  amount  thereof. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  636. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  and  the  amendments  thereto,  authorizing  the 
^Carroll  county  court  to  take  Btock  in  turnpike  roads  in  said  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  section  two  of  the  amendment  to  said  act, 
which  was  approved  January  23,  1884,  be  amended  by 
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triking  ont  the  whole  of  said  section,  and  inserting  in  Act  of  January 

9\,  1884,  amend- 

lieu    thereof  the  following:  That  all  tnmpike  roaded. 
companies  which  have  or  may  hereafter  bnild  turnpike 
roads  in  said  county  by  the  aid  of  said  county,  are 
authorized  to  collect  the  same  rate  of  tolls  on  saidroiii. 
roads  as  is  now  allowed  to  be  charged  by  the  General 
Statutes  of  Kentucky  for  travel  on  turnpike  roads; 
but  before  charging  or  collecting  such  tolls,  said  com- 
panies shall  issue  stock  to  said  county  equal  to  the  luue  stock  to 
sum  x>a^d  by  said  county  to  assist  in  building  said 
roads,  certificates  for  which  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Carroll  county  court,  and  an  order  entered  of 
record  stating  that  the  said  stock  has  been  so  depos- 
ited. 

§  2.  Whenever  the  board  of  directors  of  any  turn- 
pike road  in  said  county  presents  to  the  Carroll  county 
court  an  order  stating  that  the  turnpike  road  managed 
by  said  directors  is  transferred  to  said  county  court  as 
a  county  road,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  court  to 
accept  the  same,  and  thereafter  treat  it  as  a  public 
road ;  and  the' same  shall  be  worked  and  kept  in  repair 
as  the  public  roads  of  said  county  are  worked  and 
kept  in  repair. 

§  3.  To  properly  work  and  keep  in  repair  such  pub- 
lie  roads  of  said  county,  the  hands  and  teams  within 
one  mile  of  said  roads  may  be  assigned  to  work  the 
same,  but  no  team  shall  be  required  to  work  more 
than  four  days  in  any  year ;  and  for  failure  or  refusal 
to  work,  the  hands  shall  be  fined  as  now  provided  by 
the  General  Statutes  ;  and  the  owners  of  the  teams, 
which  refuse  or  fail  to  send  or  have  their  teams  worked 
when  summoned,  shall  be  fined  in  like  manner  and 
amount. 

§  4.  The  provisions  of  section  three  in  regard  to 
teams  shall  apply  to  all  the  public  roads  of  said 
county. 
§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com-

§  1.  That  all  the  territory  embraced  within  the  limits 

Boundary  oi  dis- of  commoii  school  distrlct  No.  49,  including  the  town 
of  Adairville,  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  incorporated  as 
a  school  district,  which  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
management  of  trustees  elected  by  the  legal  white 
voters  within  the  limits  of  said  territory  as  herein- 
after designated,  and  shall  be  known  as  the  Adairville 
Public  School  District. 
§  2.  The  persons  so  selected  shall  constitute  and  be 

Board  of  trustees,  styled  the  *'Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Adairville  Pub- 
lic School  District,"  and  by  that  name  shall  be  a 

Corporate  po«r-  body-polltlc  aud  corporate,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
contract  and  be  contracted  with;  may  buy  and  sell 
and  convey  real  and  personal  estate  for  school  pur- 
poses; and  the  title  of  all  public  school  property  in 
said  district  shall  vest  in  said  board  and  their  suc- 
cessors. 
§  3.  The  number  of  trustees  for  said  district  shaU

should  be  a  vacancy,  the  other  members  of  the  board

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§  4.  Said  trustees,  before  entering  upon  the  dis- 
cbarge of  their  duties,  shall  take  an  oath  to  faithfully 
X>erform  the  duties  required  of  them  under  this  act 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  county  judge. 

§  5.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  By.uvs. 
fix  the  time  and  place  of  meeting;  to  make  all  by- 
laws and  rules  for  the  government  of  themselves  and 
appointees,  and  for  the  management,  control  and  gov- 
ernment of  the  public  school ;  and  shall  cause  to  be 
kept  a  correct  journal  of  their  proceedings,  which  k«»p  record 
shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  any  citi- 
zen of  Adairville  and  the  territory  mentioned. 

§  6.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  all  f^Sen'^Md  fix 
teachers  and  other  persons  necessary  to  carry  on  said  ^"p*"**"''" 
school,  and  prescribe  all  rules  for  its  government,  and 
fix  their  compensation  or  salaries,  and  may  dismiss  or 
suspend  any  teacher  or  other  person  appointed  by 
them  for  good  cause ;  prescribe  the  branches  of  edu- 
cation to  be  taught  in  the  school,  and  prescribe  the 
necessary  qualification  for  and  the  mode  of  examina- 
tion of  pupils  applying  for  admission  into  the  school. 

§  7.  The  said  board  shall  appoint  one  of  its  members  chairman. 
chairman,  who  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  devolved  upon  him, 
and  may  appoint  a  secretary,  prescribe  his  duties,  and 
fix  his  compensation. 

§  8.  All  white  children  over  six  and  under  twenty  pupiu  who  may 
years  of  age,  residing  in  said  district,  shall  have  equal 
rights  of  admission  to  said  school,  free  from  all 
charges  of  admission  or  tuition,  except  an  incidental 
fee  not  exceeding  one  dollar  for  each  pupil  per  session 
of  ten  months ;  and  it  is  expressly  provided  that  only 
white  children  shall  be  admitted  into  said  school. 

§  9.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall,  at  the  end  of  Make  reports. 
each  school  year,  make  out  a  report,  in  writing,  and 
have  the  same  published,  if  they  deem  it  necessary, 
showing  the  number  of  pupils  in  said  school,  and  the 
condition  and  amount  of  property  and  funds  belong- 
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Shall  IcTy  and 
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ing  thereto,  and  sach  other  facts  and  information  as 
the  cause  of  public  education  requires. 
§  10.  The  following  persons  are  hereby  appointed 

Trustees  named,  and  coustltuted  trustces  uudcr  this  act,  namely:  A. 
M.  Moselej,  W.  K.  Rayburn,  J.  A.  Bell,  J.  C.  Carroll, 
G.  D.  Cregor,  J,  M.  Barbee  and  J.  L.  Moorman,  who 
are  hereby  clothed  with  as  full  power  and  authority 
as  trustees  as  if  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  in 
said  school  district  at  a  regular  school  election 
therein  for  the  selection  of  a  board  of  trustees,  and 
serve  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
§  11.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  cause  to  be  levied 
and  collected  an  annual  tax  at  the  rate  of  not  exceed- 
ing seventy-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars' 
worth  of  property  owned  by  white  persons,  subject  to 
taxation  for  revenue  purposes  to  the  State,  within  the 
limits  of  the  said  Adairville  public  school  district 
aforesaid  ;  and  there  shall  also  be  levied  annually  by 
the  said  board  of  trustees  a  capitation  tax,  not  exceed- 
ing two  dollars,  on  each  white  male  citizen  within  the 
limits  of  said  school  district  over  twenty-one  years  of 
age :  Provided^  That  the  levy  of  said  ad  valorem  tax 
and  capitation  tax  aforesaid  shall  not  be  made  until 
the  question  of  the  levy  of  the  same  shall  have  been 
submitted  by  the  said  board  of  trustees  to  the  resident 
voters  within  the  limits  of  said  Adairville  public 
school  district,  required  to  pay  taxes  under  this  act

Said  collector  shall  execute  bond  running  in  the  name 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Adairville  pub- 
lic school;  before  said  board  of  trustees,  with  good 
security,  to  be  approved  by  them,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties,  with  the  same  penalties  as  are 
or  may  be  prescribed  by  law  for  the  sheriff  in  the  col- 
lection of  the  State  revenue ;  and  shall  receive  for  his 
services  such  compensation  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
the  board  of  trustees.  Said  collector,  together  with 
his  securities,  shall  be  responsible  on  his  bond  for  any 
and  all  delinq[uencies  as  collector.  This  tax  shall  be 
called  the  school  tax,  and  be  paid  in  money  only,  and 
to  be  used  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  including  the 
compensation  that  may  be  allowed  the  treasurer,  sec- 
retary, assessor,  and  collector  by  said  board  of  trus- 
tees. The  proposition  for  submitting  the  vote  on  the 
question  of  levying  the  said  tax  may  be  submitted 
any  number  of  times,  notwithstanding  a  majority  of 
said  voters  may  have  previously  voted  against  the 
levying  of  the  said  tax. 

§  12.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  ap-  Treasurer. 
point  a  treasurer  for  said  school  district,  who,  before 
entering  upon  his  duties,  shall  execute  bond  running 
in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  said  board  of  trustees,  with 
good  security  approved  by  them,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties  under  this  act. 
All  funds  arising  from  the  collection  of  the  annual  tax 
shall  go  into  the  hands  of  said  treasurer,  who  shall, 
together  with  his  securities,  be  responsible  therefor.

aries of  the  same  were  taken  as  the  boundary  of  such 
district,  and  shall  annually  pay  over  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  board  of  trustees  herein  created  the  full  amount 
of  such  proportion  or  share,  which  shall  be  held  and 
used  by  them  as  the  other  funds  herein  provided  for. 

§  15.  The  board  of  trustees  may  admit  into  said

the  said  board  may  deem  right. 

§  16.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  two  judges 
Officer,  election,  ^ud  a  clcrk,  who  reside  in  said  district,  to  hold  the 
election  of  trustees  of  said  district,  who  shall  be  sworn 
as  officers  for  holding  State  and  county  elections  ;  and 
said  judges  shall  make  out  and  return  the  poll-booka 
to  said  board,  who  shall  examine  the  same  and  issue 
certificates  of  election  to  those  having  the  highest 
number  of  votes. 

§  17.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  an  assessor^ 
Assessor.  who  shall  make  the  assessments  necessary  for  fixing 
and  collecting  said  taxes,  under  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  trustees, 
and  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as 
may  be  fixed  by  said  board  of  trustees.  The  assessor 
shall,  in  listing  and  assessing  the  taxable  property  in 
said  district  for  taxation  under  this  act,  shall  assess 
said  property  at  its  fair  cash  value.     If  the  owner  of 
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any  property  so  listed  claims  that  the  valuation  so 
made  is  excessive,  he  shall  have  the  right  to  bring  the 
matter  before  the  board  for  correction.  Said  board, 
after  hearing  the  proof,  shall  change  and  correct  snch 
valuation  if  it  proves  to  be  unreasonable.  And  like- 
wise, if  the  assessment  of  any  of  the  property  in  said 
district  listed  for  taxation  shall  be  valued  by  the 
assessor  too  low,  said  board  of  trustees,  upon  their 
own  motion,  shall  cite  the  owner  or  his  agent  before 
them  by  written  notice,  and  change  and  correct  the 
assessment  or  valuation  made  by  the  assessor. 

§  18.  The  present  board  of  trustees  of  common 
school  district  No.  49  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  em- 
powered and  directed  to  dispose  of  any  property,  real 
and  personal,  now  in  their  hands  belonging  to  said 
common  school  district,  and  pay  the  proceeds  thereof 
to  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Adairville  public  school : 
Protided^  That  such  disposition  of  said  property 
shall  not  be  made  until  this  act  is  ratified  by  the 
voters  in  said  district  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  pre- 
scribed. 

§  19.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  638. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  Carter  county  court  to  levy  an  ad  valorem 
tax  on  the  taxable  property  of  said  county  each  year  to  pay  the  ordi- 
nary indebtedness  and  expenses  of  said  county,  and  to  repeal  all  laws 
authorizing  the  levy  of  a  poll  or  capitation  tax  in  said  county  for 
county  purposes  ordinary. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
manweaUh  of  Kentucky :

CHAPTER  653. 

AN   ACT  respecting  vagrants  in  the  city  of  Louisville. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  following  persons  are  vagrants : 

1.  A  person  who,  not  having  visible  means  to  main- 
tain himself,  lives  without  employment. 

2.  A  x>erson  who,  being  an  habitual  drunkard,  aban- 
dons, neglects,  or  refuses  to  aid  in  the  support  of  hia 
family. 

3.  A  person  who  has  contracted  an  infectious  or 
other  disease  in  the  practice  of  drunkenness  or  de- 
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bauchery,  requiring  charitable  aid  to  restore  him  to 
health. 

4.  A  person  wandering  abroad  and  begging,  or  who 
goes  about  from  door  to  door,  or  places  himself  in  the 
streets,  highways,  passages,  or  other  public  places,  to 
beg  or  receive  alms. 

5.  A  person  wandering  abroad  and  lodging  in  bar- 
rooms, ale-houses,  watch  or  station-houses,  out-houses, 
market-places,  sheds,  stables,  barns  or  uninhabited 
buildings,  or  in  the  open  air,  and  not  giving  good 
account  of  himself. 

§  2.  A  police  officer  or  constable  must  (or  any  agent 
or  officer  of  an  incorporated  charity  organization  soci- 
ety) arrest  and  bring  before  the  Louisville  city  court 
a  vagrant  under  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  if  such 
arrested  person  be  found,  after  trial,  to  be  a  vagrant  as 
herein  defined,  he  shall  be  committed  to  the  city 
work-house  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  if 
he  be  a  proper  object  of  charity,  he  may  be  sent  to  the 
city  hospital  or  to  the  city  alms-house,  the  time  and 
place  of  his  commitment  being  left  to  the  discretion 
of  the  judge  of  said  court :  Provided^  however ^  That 
said  judge  shaU  not  commit  any  person  to  said  hos- 
pital or  alms-house  without  the  authority  or  consent 
of  the  proper  manager  or  custodian  of  said  hospital 
or  alms-house. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage, and  shall  apply  only  to  the  city  of  Louisville.

other  obligations  of  any  corporation,  association,  mu-

§  4.  As  soon  as  a  sufficient  amount  has  been  sub-  Duty  of  incor- 
scribed  to  build  one  inile  of  said  road,  it  shall  be  the  **'*"'*^"' 
duty  of  the  above-named  incorporators,  or  some  one 
of  them,  to  give  notice  of  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders of  said  company  at  some  convenient  point  for 
the  purpose  of  choosing  officers,  and  at  said  meeting 
at  least  two  of  said  incorporators  shall  be  present  to 
superintend  said  election.     There  shall  be  a  president 
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and  five  directors  elected,  who  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
Elect  a  clerk,  aud  qualified.  The  directors  shall  elect  a  clerk, 
who  shall  also  act  as  treasurer  of  said  company, 
and  he  shall,  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  execute 
bond,  with  security,  as  treasurer,  ta  be  approved  by 
said  company,  to  the  effect  that  he  will  faithfully 
perform  the  duties  of  said  office,  and  that,  when  re- 
quired by  said  company,  he  will  pay  over  any  and  all 
money  in  his  hands  as  clerk  and  treasurer.  He  shall 
hold  his  office  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified. 

§  5.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish 
and  erect  a  toll-gate  on  said  road  when  three  miles 
thereof  has  been  completed,  at  such  point  thereon  as 
they  may  select,  and  may  collect  toll  theteon. 

§  6.  Said  company  are  authorized  to  let  out  the 
building  or  making  of  said  road  to  contractors,  on 
such  terms  and  in  such  portions  as  they  deem  proper. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  keep  a  faith- 
Duiy  of  clerk,  f  ul  record  of  all  proceedings  of  the  board  of  directors, 
and,  as  treasurer,  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all 
moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  him,  which  records 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  stock- 
holders. 

§  8.  No  one  call  for  subscription  shall  be  for  more 
Call  for  tubscrip.  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  amount  subscribed,  nor 
shall  such  calls  be  made  oftener  than  thirty  days. 

§  9.  The  president  and  board  of  directors  shall  have 
and  exercise  full  control  and  management  of  the 
affairs  of  said  company,  and  may  enact  such  by-laws 
for  the  government  of  said  road  as  they  think  proper, 
and  may  employ  such  agents  as  are  deemed  proper. 

§  10.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  acquire, 
hold,  use  and  enjoy  such  real  estate,  earth,  timber, 
gravel  or  stone  as  may  be  necessary  in  or  for  the  con- 
struction of  said  turnpike,  and  may  condemn  land  for 
the  right  of  way  and  toll-houses,  gravel,  stone  and 
timber  necessary  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  in 


tion 
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the  same  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  condemna- 
tion of  land  by  railroad  companies  when  same  can  not 
be  obtained  by  consent  or  purchase. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  661. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Simpsonyille. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  OeneraZ  AsseTnhly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  KeTvtucky : 

§  1.  That  the  boundaries  of  the  town  of  Simpson-  Boundary. 
yille,  Kentucky,  in  Shelby  county,  shall  be  the  same 
as  are  now  established  by  law. 

§  2.  That  the  fiscal,  prudential  and  municipal  con- 
cerns of  said  town,  with  the  government  and  control 
thereof,  shall  be  vested  in  five  trustees,  any  three  of  Tru«te«s. 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business, 
and  all  of  whom  shall  have  resided  in  said  town  six 
months  next  preceding  their  election. 

§  3.  That  said  trustees  and  their  successors  shall  poutic  and  cor- 
be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known  ^™'*' 
by  the  name  and  title  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  town  of  Simpsonville ;  and  by  that  name  shall 
be  capable  in  law  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,    of   suing  and   being  sued,    of    pleading  and 
being  impleaded,  of  answering  and  being  answered, 
and  of  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts 
and  in  all  places ;  and  may  use  a  common  or  private  Power  to  defend. 
seal,  and  do  all  other  acts,  matters  and  things  which 
a  body-politic  or  corporate  having  perpetual  succes- 
sion can  lawfully  and  rightfully  do  and  perform. 

§  4.  There  shall  be,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  March,  Election. 
1888,  and  every  year  thereafter,  an  election  held,  by 
the  persons  qualified  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  for 
five  trustees  for  said  town,  who  shall  be  residents 
of  said  town  and  legal  voters  therein,  and  shall  hold 
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'  Limitation  to^ 
'Voter. 


their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  saccesson 
are  duly  elected  and  qaalified.  Any  vacancy  that 
may  occur,  from  any  cause^  in  said  board  of  trastees, 
may  be  filled  by  the  board  until  the  next  regular 
election.  The  trustees,  before  they  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  office,  shall  take  an  oath  before  the 
county  judge,  or  other  qualified  officers  of  Shelby 
county,  faithfully  to  discharge  their  duties. 

§  6.  No  person  shall  vote  at  an  election  for  trustees 
unless  he  be  a  legal  voter,  and  shall  have  been  a  resi- 
dent of  the  town  for  sixty  days  before  the  election 
at  which  he  offers  to  vote. 

§  6.  Said  election  shall  be  held  after  ten  days'  no- 
Time  of  holding  tice,  posted  up  by  the  clerk  in  three  conspicaoas 
places  in  said  town,  or  at  such  accessible  places  as 
may  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees  ;  and  the 
chairman  of  the  board,  together  with  the  nearest 
magistrate  of  the  county,  shall  constitute  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  said  election,  together  with  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees,  who  shall  be  clerk  of 
the  election,  and  these  three  shall  hear  and  determine 
the  qualifications  of  voters.  The  five  eligible  per- 
sons voted  for,  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes, 
shall  constitute  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  ensuing 
term.  The  poll-books  shall  be  signed  by  the  super- 
visors and  delivered  to  the  clerk,  who  shall  file  them 
with  the  archives  of  the  town.  The  clerk  shall  notify, 
in  writing,  the  persons  elected  as  trustees,  and  they 
shall  qualify  within  twenty  days  after  their  election. 

§  7.  Any  three  of  said  trustees  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  business.  They  shall  elect  one  of  their 
number  chairman,  who  shall  preside  over  their  delib 
erations  when  convened,  and  shall  call  meetings  of 
the  board  whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary.  There 
shall  be  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  board  at 
such  times  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws. 

§  8.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  full  power  to  make 

iPower  of  trustees  all  by-laws  uecessary,  and  pass  ordinances  for  the 

government  of  said  town,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
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laws  and  Constitution  of  this  State,  and  may  fix  ade- 
qaate  penalties  for  the  violations  of  such  ordinances, 
not  exceeding  a  fine  one  hundred  dollars  nor  exceed- 
ing fifty  days'  imprisonment  for  the  violation  of  any 
one  ordinance :  Provided^  No  ordinance  shall  take 
effect  until  a  copy  thereof  shall  have  been  posted  up 
by  the  clerk,  for  ten  days,  in  three  conspicuoas  places 
in  said  town.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to 
license  and  tax  all  shows,  exhibitions,  circuses,  mena- 
geries, concerts,  fairs,  festivals  or  other  entertain- 
ments, and  auction  sales  held  in  said  town  (except  by 
schools  or  churches),  for  money  or  profit,  such  reason- 
able rates  as  they  fix  by  ordinances,  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollars  for  any  one  show,  and  for  any  one  day 
and  night,  to  be  i)aid  by  the  proprietor,  salesman, 
manager  or  getter-up  thereof;  and  they  shall  have 
power  to  extend  the  jurisdiction  so  as  to  abate  any 
nuisance  or  other  things  that  may  be  determined  to 
the  moral  and  sanitary  interest  of  said  town  within* 
one-half  mile  of  the  limits  thereof. 

§  9.  They  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect,  upon  lc^  ^nd  collect 
the  real  and  personal  property  in  said  town  subject fiij*"°"** **"**" 
to  taxation  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars' 
worth  of  property  annually,  and  may  assess  a  poll- 
tax  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  annually 
upon  each  tithe  in  the  town,  whidh  taxes  shall  be 
applied  to  the  improvement  of  the  streets  and  alleys 
and  drainage  of  the  town,  and  to  its  other  and  usual 
expenses :  Provided^  That  such  lands  as  are  used  for 
agricultural  purposes  that  lie  within  the  boundaries  of 
said  town  shall  not  be  taxed  for  general  purposes, 
but  they  may  be  taxed,  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  ten 
cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  of  value,  for  the  im- 
provement oi  the  streets,  alleys  and  walks  of  said 
town.     Said  trustees  shall,  for  the  use  of  said  town,  possesion  of 
take  possession  of   all  buildings    or   property  now  ^"'^*^'°*'' *°* 
owned  by  said  town,  and  all  prox)erty  held  in  trust 
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by  it ;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  acquire 
and  hold,  by  deed,  gift  or  lease,  any  lot  or  lots  or  par- 
cel of  land  or  building  or  buildings  necessary  for  the 
use  of  the  town,  and  may  acquire  or  erect  a  good  and 
sufficient  building  to  be  used  as  a  lock-up  for  said 
town,  for  the  confinement  of  persons  convicted  in  the 
police  court  of  said  town  for  the  violation  of  the  ordi- 
nances or  by-laws  of  said  town,  or  for  the  temporary 
keeping  of  other  lawful  prisoners  until  they  can  be 
removed  to  the  county  jail,  or  to  any  other  place  of 
confinement  in  which  they  may  lawfully  belong. 
§  10.  The  said  trustees  shall  appoint  a  town  clerk, 

Appoint  clerk,  who  may  be  one  of  their  number,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  all  the  books,  bonds  and  papers  belonging 
to  the  town,  and  shall  safely  keep  them.  He  shall 
attend  the  meetings  of  the  board,  record  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
imposed  upon  him.  They  shall  appoint  a  treasurer, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  receipts  for,  and  take 

ohai^c  of  money  charge  of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  town,  and  pay 
them  out  upon  the  order  of  the  board.  He  shall  keep 
an  account  of  all  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  and 
shall  report  once  a  month  to  the  board  the  condition 
of  the  finances  of  the  corporation.  The  clerk  and 
treasurer  shall  give  bond  with  sufficient  security,  to 
be  approved  by  the  board,  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  their  respective  duties  ;  and  upon  default  or 
violation  of  said  bond,  suit  may  be  brought  against 
the  officer  and  his  securities  in  any  court  having  juris- 
diction thereof.  Said  officers  shall  hold  their  offices 
one  year  from  the  time  they  were  appointed,  but  may 
be  removed  for  cause  at  any  time  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  board  and  others  appointed  in  their  stead ;  and 
they  shall,  upon  the  appointment  of  their  successors, 
delivf^r  to  them  all  their  books,  papers  and  property 
of  the  corporation,  of  any  kind  whatever,  that  may  be 
in  their  possession. 
§  11.   On  the  first  Saturday  in  March,  1888,  and 

Time  of  election,  every  two  years   thereafter,  at  the  same  time  and 
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place,  and  under  the  same  regnlations  that  the  trus- 
tees are  to  be  elected,  there  shall  be  elected,  by  the 
same  voters  of  said  town,  a  police  judge,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and  until  his  successor 
is  commissioned  and  qualified.  The  clerk  of  the  board 
of  trustees  shall  give  a  certificate  to  the  person  receiv- 
ing the  highest  number  of  votes  for  police  judge,  and 
upon  presentation  of  the  same  to  the  Governor  of 
Kentucky,  he  shall  issue  a  commission  to  said  officer. 
He  shall,  by  virtue  of  'his  office,  be  a  conservator  of 
I)eace,  and  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  be  commissioned  and  sworn  to  faithfully  Jerfomanceof 
and  impartially  to  execute  all  the  duties  of  police 
judge  of  said  town,  and  also  take  such  other  oaths 
as  are  administered  to  justices  of  the  board.  He 
shall  have  the  same  power,  authorities,  and  jurisdic- 
tion with  justices  of  the  peace  in  civil,  penal,  and 
criminal  cases,  and  in  addition  (except  when  unable 
to  act  from  any  cause,  in  which  event  the  nearest  jus- 
tice of  this  district  shall  discharge  his  duties  until  he 
can  resume  his  duties  of  his  office),  he  shall  have  ex- 
clusive jurisdiction  within  the  limits  of  said  town  of 
all  the  infractions  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of 
said  town,  and  of  riots,  affrays,  and  breaches  of  the 
peace  committed  within  the  limits  thereof;  and  he  Power  to  fine. 
shall  have  power  to  fine  for  contempt  in  any  sum  not 
to  exceed  five  dollars,  and  to  imprison  not  exceeding 
ten  hours.  He  shall  have  all  necessary  power  for 
issuing  compulsory  processes  against  parties  and  wit- 
nesses, and  he  may  order  a  jury  to  any  civil  case  be- 
fore him,  at  the  request  of  the  parties,  when  the  amount 
in  controversy  is  over  ten  dollars.  He  shall  order  the 
arrest  of  any  drunken  or  disorderly  person  within  the 
limits  of  said  town ;  and  upon  such  person  being 
brought  before  him,  may  order  them  to  be  confined 
until  they  are  sober,  and  may  require  a  disorderly 
person  to  give  security  to  be  of  good  behavior  for 
any  period  not  to  exceed  one  year.  The  bond 
shall   be    to   the   Commonwealth   of    Kentucky   in 
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any  reasonable  sum  not  to  exceed  one  thousand 
dollars;  and  his  court  shall  be  a  court  of  record. 
When'  a  peace  bond  is  violated,  the  trustees  of  said 
town  may  institute  proceedings  for  the  breach  thereof 
before  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  and  the  fine,  if 
any,  assessed  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of 
said  town  for  its  benefit.  He  shall  have  power  to 
drder  the  arrest,  without  warrant,  of  any  person  or 
persons  whom  he  may  see  violating  any  of  ordinances 
of  said  town,  or  committing  any  breach  of  the  x)eace 
within  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  cause  them  to  be 
brought  before  him  for  trial.  No  appeal  in  civil,  penal 
or  criminal  cases,  where  the  amount  involved  does  not 
exceed  ten  dollars,  besides  interest  and  costs,  shall  be 
taken  from  the  decisions  of  said  judge.  His  fees  shall 
be  the  same  as  those  allowed  justices.  He  shall  hold 
his  court  quarterly  for  the  trial  of  all  civil  cases  pend- 
ing before  him  on  the  second  Friday  in  January, 
April,  July  and  October,  and  may  continue  each  term 
from  day  to  day  until  completed ;  and  he  may  try  all 
penal  and  criminal  cases  as  soon  as  brought  before 
him,  giving  parties  a  reasonable  time  to  present  for 
trial. 
§  12.  The  board  of  trustees  shall,  immediately  after 
Appoint  town    their  election  in  March,  1888,  and  annually  thereafter, 

marshal. 

appoint  a  town  marshal  for  said  town,  whose  appoint- 
ment shall  be  entered  of  record,  stnd  upon  a  certified 
copy  thereof  being  produced  to  the  clerk  of  Shelby 
county  court,  he  shall,  at  a  regular  or  special  term  of 
said  court,  administer  to  said  marshal  the  same  oaths 
taken  by  constables,  and  that  he  will  faithfully  per- 
form all  the  duties  of  marshal  of  said  town  according 
to  law;  an^  said  marshal  shall  execute  bond,  with 
good  security,  in  said  court,  as  constables  are  required 
to  do,  with  the  further  covenant  that  he  will  perform 
all  the  duties  of  marshal  of  said  town  according  to 
the  law.  The  bond  shall  be  attested  by  the  clerk, 
approved  by  the  court,  and  filed  in  the  clerk's  office. 
The  marshal  shall  pay  the  clerk  his  legal  fees  for 
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same.  The  marshal  and  sureties  on  his  bond  shall 
be  liable  thereon  to  the  trustees  of  said  town,  and  to 
any  and  all  persons,  as  constables  are  liable  on  their 
bond,  and  the  like  penalties  and  actions  may  be  had 
thereon.  The  marshal  shall  hold  his  office  for  one 
year,  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  quali- 
fied :  Promded^  Twwever^  That  the  trustees  may,  at  any 
time,  remove  him  from  office  for  jast  and  sufficient 
cause,  and  may  appoint  another  to  fill  his  unexpired 
term,  to  be  qualified  in  like  manner  as  the  first ;  and 
the  marshal  of  said  town  shall  have  the  same  powers, 
authorities  and  jurisdiction  that  is  given  to  consta- 
bles, and  shall  be  under  the  same  responsibility  and 
liabilities  for  his  acts. 

§  13.  The  marshal  shall  have  and  receive  for  hiss«iaryof 
services  the  same  fees  and  commissions  allowed  by 
law  to  constables  for  like  services  ;  and  for  collecting 
taxes  and  performing  services  for  said  town,  such 
commissions  and  fees  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  him 
and  the  board  of  trustees.  It  shall  be  the  special 
duty  of  said  marshal  to  execute  all  processes  issued 
for  an  alleged  violation  of  th^  by-laws  and  ordinances 
of  said  town,  and  to  receive  and  execute  all  processes, 
and  collect  all  executions  issued  by  police  judge  of 
said  town ;  in  doing  which,  he  may  go  to  any  part  of 
Shelby  county,  and  make  return  of  same ;  and  to  ar- 
rest any  drunken  or  disorderly  person  or  persons,  and 
take  them  before  the  proper  officer  for  trial ;  but  in 
case  of  temporary  inability  of  said  marshal  to  act, 
from  any  cause,  the  duty  may  be  performed  by  any 
constable  in  district.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mar- 
shal to  collect  all  taxes  due  said  town,  executions 
and  other  demands  which  may  be  put  into  his  hands 
to  collect  or  execute,  and  account  for  and  pay  over 
the  same  to  whosoever  may  be  entitled  thereto. 

§  14.  The  board  of  trustees  may,  at  any  time  when  Appoint  pouce 
expedient,  if  necessary  for  the  public  good,  appoint 
any  necessary  number  of  policemen  to  assist  in  sup- 
pressing riots  or  disorderly  conduct,  and  in  keeping 
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the  peace,  and  pay  such  policemen  such  sum  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  for  their  services. 
§  15.  All  officers  of  said  town  shall  be  residents 

Officer*  of  town,  thereof,  and  over  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

§  16.  Shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees,  at  the  first 

Discharge  duties,  meeting  after  the  annual  election,  or  as  soon  there- 
after as  possible,  to  appoint  an  assessor,  who,  after 
being  sworn  faithfully  to  discharge  the  dijties  of  his 
office,  shall  call  upon  the  owners  of  taxable  property, 
or  their  agents,  and  make  out  a  true  list  of  their 
taxable  estate,  real  and  personal,  with  the  valae 
thereof;  and  this  shall  be  made  upon  the  oath  of 
the  tax-payer  or  his  agent.  In  the  absence  of  either, 
the  assessor  shall  give  notice,  as  now  required  by  law 
for  assessors  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  they  be 
subject  to  like  penalty  if,  after  notified  to  appear 
and  give  his  or  her  taxable  list.  The  said  assessor 
shall  return  said  list  within  one  month  after  his 
appointment,  and  may  be  fined  for  failure  to  do  so, 
upon  motion  of  the  trustees,  upon  five  days'  notice, 
before  the  police  judge,  in  a  sum  not  less  than  ten 
nor  more  than  twenty  dollars.  Said  assessors  shall 
be  paid  by  said  trustees,  out  of  the  revenues  of  the 
town,  such  sum  as  may  be  agreed  for  his  services. 

§  17.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  act  as  a  board  of 
supervisors  of  tax  for  said  town. 

§  18.  If  any  person  against  whom  a  penalty  of  fine 
is  assessed  in  the  police  court  of  said  town  for  a  viola- 
tion of  the  by-law  or  ordinances  of  said  town,  shall 
fail  to  pay  the  same,  said  police  judge  shall  have 
authority  to  direct  the  confinement  of  such  person  or 
persons  in  the  town  prison  house  or  lock-up,  or  work 
them  upon  the  streets,  alleys  or  such  other  work 
within  the  limits  of  said  town  as  would  be  a  pablie 
benefit,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  for  each  day  so  con- 
*  fined  or  worked  until  said  fine  and  cost  are  paid. 
Said  person  or  persons,  while  so  confined  or  worked, 
shall  be  uaider  the  direction,  control  and  care  of  the 
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marshal,  who  shall  see  the  person  or  persons  so  con- 
fined or  worked  are  properly  cared  for. 

§  19.  All  money  obtained  for  licenses,  fines  and  for- 
feitures authorized  by  this  charter,  and  for  fines  and 
forfeitures  imposed  by  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of 
said  town,  shall  be  paid  into  the  town  treasury  for  the 
benefit  of  said  town.    . 

§  30.  For  the  non-payment  of  taxes  due  said  town  Non-payment  ot 
upon  any  real  estate,  the  marshal  is  hereby  vested  ****** 
with  power  and  authority  to  sell  such  real  estate  for 
the  amount  of  taxes  and  cost  of  sale  on  the  premises 
for  cash,  at  such  time  and  after  such  notice  as  is  re- 
quired of  sheriffs  in  sales  of  real  estate ;  and  when 
sold,  and  not  returned  within  two  years  from  the  date 
of  sale,  by  paying  over  the  price  bid  and  ten  per  cent, 
per  annum  thereon,  said  marshal  or  his  successor  in 
office  shall  convey  the  same  by  dues  to  the  purchaser 
or  his  assigns. 

§  21.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this 
are  hereby  repealed.  This  shall  not  be  construed  so 
as  to  invalidate  the  collection  of  taxes  due  said  town 
ander  the  original  charter. 

§  22.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  662. 

AN  ACT  appointing  an  ofScial  reporter,  and  for  the  preservation  of 
evidence  in  certain  cases  tried  before  the  city  court  of  Louisville. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
ToonweaUh  of  Kefrducky : 

%  1.  That  the  judge  of  the  city  court  of  Louisville  phonograpic  «. 
is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  phonographic  re-^"^'' 
porter,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  a  term  of  four 
years,  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  quali- 
fied, subject  to  removal  by  the  judge  for  neglect  of 
duty  or  incompetency. 
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§  2.  Upon  the  tiial  of  any  felony  case,  the  pre-

Be  it  encLcted  hy  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Cornr 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  put  or  throw,  or  cause 
or  permit  to  flow,  or  run  any  liquid  material  or  sub- 
stance of  any  kind  into  the  reservoir  of  any  water- 
works company  in  Fayette  county,  whereby  the  water 
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in  such  reservoir  shall  be  or  may  be  polluted,  or  ren- 
dered in  any  way  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 

§  2.  Where  any  such  reservoir  is  supplied  by  sur- 
face drainage,  it  shall  also  be  unlawful  to  carry  on 
or  conduct  any  slaughter-house  or  manufacture  of 
any  kind  in  such  place,  or  in  such  manner  that  the 
flow  or  drainage  from  the  same  may  at  any  time  run 
or  flow  into  such  reservoir ;  and  each  day  upon  which 
the  same  shall  be  so  conducted  shall  constitute  a 
separate  offense. 

§  3.  Any  violation  of  the  provisions-  of  this  act 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fiae  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  shall 
also  render  the  offender  liable  in  a  civil  action  to 
the  company  injured  for  double  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages sustained  by  his  act.

§  2.  Before  erecting  said  sidewalk  or  footway,  the 
width  thereof  shall  be  condemned  by  the  county  court 
of  Nicholas  coanty,  on  application  of  the  board  of 
common  council,  or  a  majority  of  said  council,  of  the 
city  of  Carlisle,  for  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  for 
that  purpose.  Said  writ  shall  issue,  and  the  proceed-

If  said  turnpike  road  refuses 
to  obey  the  orders  of  said  board  of  common  council 
with  reference  thereto,  it  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
nuisance,  and  shall  be  subject  to  punishment  therefor

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Ohio,  Cumberland  and  Mississippi  Kivor 

Railway  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Asserribly  of  the  Oom- 
monwecMh  of  KervtucJcy : 

%  1.  That  Francis  M.  Green,  John  Hammack,  Thos. 
Blackwell  and  James  Tates,  of  Webster  county;  and 
J.  W.  Blue,  A.  H.  Cardin,  Dr.  W.  J.  Deboe,  J.  C. 
Elder,  Jr.,  and  T.  J.  Nunn,  of  Crittenden  county, 
Kentucky,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns 
who  may  become  stockholders,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Ohio,  Cumberland  and  Missis- 
sippi River  Railway  Company;  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  de- 
fending and  being  defended,  in  law  and  equity,  in 
all  courts  and  elsewhere  as  a  natural  person;  and 
said  corporation  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  set  aside  and  renew  or  alter  the  same  at  pleas- 
ure ;  and  by  said  corporate  name  may  contract  and 
be  contracted  with ;  and  by  that  name  shall  be,  and 
are  hereby,  invested  with  all  the  powers  and  immu- 
nities of  natural  persons,  in  acquiring  and  disposing 
of  all  real  and  personal  estate  which  it  may  be  need- 
ful to  acquire  or  dispose  of  in  order  to  facilitate  the 
object  and  purpose  of  this  act  and  of  this  corpora- 
tion. 

§2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be 
any  amount  not  exceeding  thirty  thousand  dollars  per 
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mile  for  each  mile  of  said  road  which  said  company 
shall  build  or  own  in  this  State,  to  be  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each ;  and  individo- 
als,  railroad  companies  and  other  corporations,  either 
in  or  out  of  this  State,  are  authorized  to  subscribe 
for  and  hold  stock  in  said  company. 

§  3.  The  corporators  named  in  the  first  section,  or 
so  much  of  them  as  may  act,  may  open  books  for 
subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company, 
at  such  times  and  in  such  places  as  they  may  think 
proper,  and  give  such  notice  of  the  times  and  places 
of  opening  the  same  as  they  think  proper ;  and  when 
twenty  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed, 
they  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  notify- 
ing each  subscriber  of  the  time  and  place  of  meet- 
ing, and  proceed  to  organize  said  company  by  electing 
from  the  subscribers  a  board  of  directors  of  seven 
in  number,  who  shall  elect  a  president,  vice-presi- 
dent, secretary  and  treasurer  from  the  stockholders 
of  the  company  ;  the  president  and  directors  shall 
have  power  to  adopt  such  by-laws  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  company,  its  oflBicers,  agents  and  em- 
ployes, in  the  general  conduct  and  management  of 
the  affairs  and  business  of  the  company,  as  may  be 
needful  and  proper. 

§  4.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  provide  in  the 
by-laws  for  an  annual  election  of  the  board  of  direct- 
ors, consisting  of  seven  in  number,  who  shall  be  stock- 
holders of  said  company,  and  fix  the  time  and  place, 
and  determine  the  manner  of  the  first  and  succeeding 
election  of  directors ;  the  directors  shall  severally 
hold  their  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  success- 
ors are  elected  and  qualified ;  it  shall  require  a 
majority  to  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  board  of  di- 
rectors for  the  transaction  of  business ;  at  the  elec- 
tion of  directors,  and  all  other  meetings  of  stockholders 
in  said  company,  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  each  share  of  stock  so  held,  which  may  be 
cast  in  person  or  by  written  proxy ;  provisions  shall 
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be  made  in  the  by-laws  for  annaal  meetings  of  the 
stockholders,  and  such  oalled  meetings  as  are  neces- 
sary. 

§*5.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  the 
management  and  control  of  the  property,  business 
and  affairs  of  the  company,  and  may  appoint  all  such 
officers  and  agents  and  employes  as  are  necessary, 
prescribe  their  duties  and  compensation,  and  take 
from  any  of  them  bond,  with  security,  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  their  duties. 

§  6.  The  general  office  of  said  company  shall  be 
located  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  board. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  and  president 
of  said  company  to  open  stock  books  for  the  subscrip- 
tion of  capitar  stock  at  such  times  and  places,  and 
continue  them  open  for  such  length  of  time,  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary ;  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany is  hereby  declared  to  be  personal  property  ;  and 
may  be  issued,  certified,  transferred  and  registered  in 
such  manner  and  in  such  places  as  may  be  ordered 
and  provided  by  the  board  of  directors  of  said  com- 
pany. 

§  8.  The  said  Ohio,  Cumberland  and  Mississippi 
River  Railway  Company  shall  be,  and  is  hereby, 
authorized  and  empowered  to  locate  and  construct, 
build  and  complete  a  railroad,  and  may  establish  such 
gauge  or  gauges,  and  construct  its  said  railway  and 
branches  with  such  gradients  and  curvatures,  as  it 
may  deem  best  calculated  to  subserve  and  promote  the 
object  and  purpose  of  this  charter ;  and  also  construct 
telegraph  lines,  bridges,  inclines  and  transfer  boats,  or 
any  other  device  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  its 
cars,  passengers  and  freights  across  any  and  all  navi- 
gable river  or  water-course,  road,  highway,  railroad  or 
canal,  in  such  manner  as  not  to  obstruct  the  use  of  the 
same. 

§  9.  That  said  Ohio,  Cumberland  and  Mississippi 
Railway  Company  may  have  the  right  to  purchase, 
lease  or  receive  donations  of  land,  depot  grounds,  or 
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other  property  or  money,  that  may  be  usefal  in  the 
prosecution  of  its  business. 

§  10.  And  it  may  build,  operate  and  maintaia 
branches  from  its  main  line  as  it  may,  from  time  to 
timp,  determine. 

§  11.  Shall  have  power  to  construct  and  operate  its 
railroad  and  telegraph  on  the  line  described  in  this 
section ;  and  for  that  purpose  shall  be  entitled  to 
acquire  title  to  a  continuous  lines  of  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  feet  in  width  of  land,  with  such  addi- 
tional grounds  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  use  of  said 
railway  and  telegraph  lines,  from  its  commencement 
at  some  point  on  the  Ohio  river,  at  or  near  Henderson, 
Kentucky,  Henderson  county,  in  a  southernly  direc- 
tion by  Yates'  store  and  Clay,  in  Webster  county; 
thence  to  or  near  Marion,  in  Crittenden  county ;  thence 
to  or  near  Smith  land,  in  Livingston  county  ;  thence  to 
Padncah,  in  McCracken  county ;  and  build,  construct 
and  furnish  said  railway  with  all  necessary  side-tracks, 
turn- outs,  switches,  depots,  stations,  and  all  necessary 
buildings,  erections  and  structures  for  the  convenient 
workings  of  said  railway  and  carrying  on  its  business ; 
and  with  all  other  rolling  stock  of  every  sort  and  kind ; 
and  all  other  machinery,  implements  and  property  the 
company  deem  necessary  and  proper  for  the  proper 
prosecution  of  its  business ;  and  said  company  shall 
have  power  to  operate  and  maintain  the  same;  and 
for  said  purpose  said  company,  in  its  corporate  capa- 
city, is  hereby  vested  with  all  power  necessary  for 
purchasing,  acquiring  title  to,  holding,  and  using  such 
real  and  personal  property  as  may  be  necessary  in  the 
constructing,  maintaining,  and  operating  of  said  rail- 
road. 

§  12.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  by  its 
agents,  surveyors  and  engineers,  to  cause  such  exami- 
nation and  surveys  to  be  made  of  the  different  routes 
as  are  necessary  to  determine  which  is  most  suitable 
for  the  construction  of  said  railway;  and  the  president 
and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  their  author- 
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ized  agents  may  agree  with  the  owners  of  any  land, 
earth,  stone,  timber,  or  other  material  or  improvement 
which  may  be  wanted  fo'r  the  construction,  operation 
and  maintenance  of  said  railway  or  any  of  its  works 
necessary  for  the  nse  of  said  railway,  for  the  purchase 
in  fee-simple,  or  the  use  and  occupation  of  the  same  ; 
and  if  they  can  not  agree,  said  company  may  condemn 
tsame  as  now  provided  by  law.  Said  company  shall 
not  be  delayed  in  progressing  with  its  work  by  the 
proceedings  required  in  this  section,  but  may  enter 
apon  and  use  the  land  and  real  estate  needed,  and 
take  and  use  the  earth,  gravel,  stone,  timber,  and 
other  material  necessary  for  its  use  at  any  time  after 
it  has  been  viewed  and  valued  by  the  commissioners  ; 
and  after  payment  or  tender  made  of  the  same  value 
so  estimated,  first  notifying  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
same,  and  causing  a  correct  account  to  be  kept  of  the 
material  use  to  date  of  inquest  of  damages. 

§  13.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  pur- 
chase and  hold  any  other  road  in  this  State  or  else- 
where, and  may  subscribe  stock  to  any  railroad,  bridge 
or  depot  company,  in  or  out  of  this  State ;  and  may 
agree  on  terms  for  consolidating  said  company  with 
any  other  railroad  company  in  or  out  of  this  State, 
upon  such  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon ;  and 
may  lease  and  operate  any  railroad  connecting  with 
said  railroad  or  branches,  and  upon  such  terms  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  between  the  companies  so  uniting, 
connecting  or  consolidating;  and  for  that  purpose  full 
power  is  hereby  given  to  said  company  to  make  and 
execute  such  contracts  with  any  other  company  as  will 
secure  the  object  of  such  connection  by  lease  or  other- 
wise ;  said  company  may  also  sell  the  said  railroad  or 
lease  the  same,  and  may  extend  branches  of  said  road 
to  any  point  in  southern  or  western  Kentucky. 

§  14.  The  Ohio,  Cumberland  and  Mississippi  Rail- 
way Company,  in  order  to  raise  means  for  the  con- 
struction, equipment  and  operation  of  their  railroad, 
may  issue  and  sell  the  bonds  of  said  company  of  the 
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of  the  stock  or  money,  the  county  courts  respectively 
shall  then  subscribe  the  amount  thereof  upon  the 
books  of  the  company,  and  levy  upon  the  tax-payers 
of  such  county  or  district  such  sum  as  will  be  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  stock  so  subscribed ;  said  tax  to  be 
collected  as  other  county  taxes :  Provided^  Not  more 
than  fifty  per  cent,  of  such  tax  shall  be  collected 
in  any  one  year.  Whenever  any  county  or  district 
shall  have  subscribed  or  donated  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company  as  aforesaid,  the  county  court  may 
issue  bonds  to  the  amount  subscribed  or  donated,  or 
any  part  thereof,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  not 
exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  with  coupons  at- 
tached for  the  payment  of  said  interest;  said  bonds 
not  to  be  in  smaller  denominations  than  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  redeemable  and  payable  at  such  times 
and  place  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

§  21.  Any  corporated  city  or  town  through  or  near 
which  said  road  may  be  located  may  subscribe  or 
donate  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  upon  ap- 
plication to  the  incorporate  authorities  thereof  by  the 
<5ompany.  Before  the  incorporate  authorities  shall 
flubscribe  or  donate  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany, they  shall  submit  the  proposition  to  an  election 
of  the  voters  of  said  city  or  town,  ten  days'  notice 
being  given  (which  notice  shall  state  the  amount 
asked).  Said  election  shall  be  held  in  manner  and 
form  as  other  municipal  elections  ;  and  should  the 
majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  such  town  or  city 
polled  at  such  an  election  be  in  favor  of  such  sub- 
scription or  donation,  the  mayor  of  said  city  or  town, 
or  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees,  shall  pre- 
scribe the  amount  on  the  books  of  the  company ;  and 
the  incorporate  authorities  of  said  city  or  town  may 
issue  the  bonds  thereof,  to  the  amount  so  subscribed, 
or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  payment  of  said  stock  or 
donations,  with  the  coupons  attached  for  the  interest ; 
said  interest  not  to  exceed  six  per  cent,  per  annum  ; 
said  bonds  to  be  in  denominations  not  less  than  one 
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tinndred  dollars  each,  and  payable  or  redeemable  as 
may  be  agreed  upon.  The  tax  hereby  authorized 
shall  be  levied  and  collected  as  other  taxes  in  said 
<5ity  or  town,  and  not  more  than  iifty  per  cent,  thereof 
shall  be  collected  in  any  one  year. 

§  22.  That  the  survey  shall  be  begun  within  one 
year  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  that^the  actual 
<x)nstruction  of  the  said  railroad  be  and  is  commenced 
within  two  years  from  the  granting  of  this  charter. 
And  after  such  commencement  of  construction,  at 
least  ten  miles  of  said  road  shall  be  completed  v^thin 
each  year  until  the  final  completion  of  same.  And  a 
failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  foregoing  require- 
ments of  this  section  shall  forfeit  the  right  of  said 
company  to  complete  the  portion  of  said  road  that 
shall  then  be  uncompleted,  or  to  acquire  further  right 
of  way  for  main  track.  And  that  no.  bonds  shall  be 
delivered  to  said  railroad  company  until  said  com- 
pany shall  have  same  constructed  and  in  operation, 
and  the  cars  running  thereon  to  the  place  of  agree- 
ment with  the  county  judge  of  the  several  counties 
through  which  the  road  may  run  and  the  railroad 
company;  also,  that  the  mayor  of  any  city,  or  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  town,  may 
act  under  the  same  privileges  as  the  county  judge  of 
the  counties  relative  to  the  delivery  of  said  bonds. 

§  23.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the   Williamstown  graded  free  school  dis- 

district. 

Be  it  enaeted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  election  held  on  the  second  day  of 
July,  1887,  for  the  purposes  of  taking  the  sense  of  the 
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le^al  voters  residing  in  the  William stown  graded  free 
school  district,  in  Grant  county,  on  the  proposition  to 
vote  an  annual  tax  of  fifty  cents  on  the  one  hundred 
dollars  of  property  within  said  district,  for  the  organi- 
zation, equipment  and  maintenance  of  a  graded  free 
school  in  said  district,  and  to  elect  trustees  therefor, 
is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed,  and  all  the  acts  and 
doings  of  the  said  board  of  trustees  in  reference  to  or- 
ganizing the  said  school  and  levying  the  said  tax,  not 
contrary  to  the  Constitution  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States,  are  also  ratified  and  confirmed, 

§  2.  For  the  more  speedy  and  satisfactory  work  of 
providing  a  suitable  house  and  gounds  for  the  accom- 
modation of  said  graded  free  school  district  the 
board  of  trustees  thereof  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  the  coupon  bonds  of  the 
said  graded  free  school  district,  not  exceeding  in  the 
aggregate  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  ($8,000)  dollars. 
The  said  bonds  shal^  be  issued  in  denominations  of 
not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  one  thou- 
sand dollars  each,  in  the  discretion  of  the  said  trustees  ; 
shall  run  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  thirty  years^ 
but  be  redeemable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  board ; 
bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  centum 
per  annum,  the  said  interest  payable  semi-annually  at 
the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  said  board.  Said  bonds 
shall  be  made  payable  to  bearer,  and  pass  by  sale  and 
delivery  ;  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  of  said 
board,  and  attested  by  the  secretary  thereof,  and  may 
be  issued  at  such  times  and  in  such  amount^s  as  the 
necessities  of  said  graded  free  school  district  may  re- 
quire ;  but  none  of  said  bonds  shall  be  sold  for  lesa 
than  the  face  par  value,  and  the  proceeds  of  all  sales 
of  any  of  said  bonds  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of 
said  board,  and  shall  only  be  used  for  the  purposes 
contemplated  in  this  act. 

§  3.  After  the  issue  and  sale  of  so  many  of  said 
bonds  as  shall  be  necessary  to  purchase  suitable 
grounds,  and  build,  furnish  and  thoroughly  equip  a 
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suitable  house  for  the  use  and  accommodation  of  said 
.graded  free  school  district,  the  annual  tax  to  be  levied 
thereafter  shall  only  be  for  a  sum  suflScient  to  pay  the 
estimated  legitimate  expenses  of  running  said  graded 
free  school,  and  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds ;  and 
^ny  surplus  revenue  left  on  hand  at  the  end  of  any 
year  shall  go  to  create  and  build  up  a  sinking  fund 
for  the  purchase  and  retirement  of  said  bonds. 

§  4.  The  county  superintendent  of  common  schools 
for  Grant  county,  and  the  trustees  of  the  Williams- 
town  graded  free  school  district,  are  hereby  authorized 
und  empowered  to  make  more  definite  and  certain  the 
boundary  of  said  graded  free  school  district,  and 
when  so  made  certain  and  definite,  the  same  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  said  county  superintend- 
ent, and  also  in  the  minute-book  kept  by  said  trus- 
tees. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  draw  his

Whereas,  Daniel  Gray,  being  charged  with  murder 
in  the  Clay  circuit  court,  at  its  October  term,  1886, 
and  it  having  been  shown  in  open  court  that  two  of 
his  most  important  witnesses  were  sick  and  unable  to 
testify  in  said  court,  as  they  lived  a  distance  of  fifteen 
miles  from  the  county  seat  of  Clay  county.  But  by 
an  agreement  of  the  Commonwealth  attorney  and  the 
attorneys  for  the  defendant,  the  court  appointed  T.  L. 
Rawlins,  an  examiner  of  Clay  county,  to  go,  in  com- 
pany with  an  attorney  for  the  defendant,  and  also  an 
attorney  appointed  by  the  court,  to  act  for  the  Com- 
monwealth, viz:  George  W.  Baker,  and  take  the 
depositions  of  the  defendant's  witnesses,  which  were 
read  before  the  jury  as  testimony  for  the  defendant. 
The  defendant  is  now  serving  a  life-time  sentence  in 
the  State  penitentiary,  and  was,  at  the  time  of  his  con- 
viction, hopelessly  insolvent,  and  had  no  property  out 
of  which  the  examiner  could  collect  his  fee  for  said 
service ;  and  whereas,  the  action  of  the  court  in  ap- 
pointing said  Rawlins  to  take  said  deposition  enabled 
the  court  to  try  the  case  at  that  term,  thereby  saved 
the  State  the  cost  of  continuing  said  case  for  another 
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term,  and  the  expenditure  of  a  considerable  amonnt 
of  money  to  pay  a  number  of  witnesses  who  were 
summoned  on  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth;  there- 
fore 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monibealth  of  KenttLcky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the 
Treasury  in  favor  of  said  T.  L.  Rawlins  for  eleven 
dollars  and  fifty  cents,  payable  out  of  any  money  in 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

§  2.  And  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  689. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  primary  elections  in  the  county  of  Franklin, 
and  to  punish  bribery  and  illegal  voting  at  such  elections.

§  1.  That  whenever  a  primary  election  shall  be  held 
in  Franklin  county,  pursuant  to  a  call  of  the  county 
committee  of  any  political  party,  for  the  election  of 
a  candidate  for  any  State  or  county  offices  in  said 
county,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such;

tion  thereof  in  the  circuit  court  of  said  county,  bei 
fined  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,^ 
or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  from  ten  to  fifty 
days,  or  both  so  fined  and  imprisoned  in  the  dis^ 
cretion  of  the  jury. 

§  2.  Any  person  who  shall  vote  at  any  such  elec-

to  two  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  from  one  to  six 
months  in  the  county  jail  in  the  discretion  of  the 
jury.

any  reward,  benefit  or  advantage,  present  or  future,

shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  assault  with  intent  to 
bribe,  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined  not  less 
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than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  in  the  discretion  of 
the  jury.*  Whoever,  bein^  a  clerk  or  judge  of  said 
election,  or  a  member  of  a  committee  to  compare  and 
count  the  votes  and  declare  the  result,  shall  know- 
ingly receive  or  record  the  vote  of  any  person  not

exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  any 
jail  in  the  county  not  to  exceed  thirty  days,  or  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment;  and  any  justice  of  the 
peace  of  Campbell  county  shall  have  jurisdiction  to 
try  the  offenders  for  the  violation  of  said  by-laws; 
and  all  fines  collected  in  such  prosecutions  shall  be 
paid  to  said  village,  and  said  village  shall  pay  the 
fees  now  allowed  by  law  to  the  county  jailer,  for 
keeping  persons  convicted  under  said  by-laws.  Said 
board  shall  also  have  power  to  elect  one  or  more  po- 
licemen for  a  term  of  two  years,  who  shall  have  the 
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village,  a  reasonable  attorney  fee,  to  be  fixed  by  the 
court.

that  he  will  pay  to  said  town  and  this  Commonwealth 
all  fines  that  may  be  assessed  against  him  or  any  of  his 
employes,  and  to  any  person  above  named,  such  dam- 
ages as  they  may  have  sustained  by  reason  of  the  sale, 
gift,  or  loan  by  himself,  or  any  employe  of  his,  any  of 
said  liquors  to  any  such  person  in  the  habit  of  becom- 
ing intoxicated,  after  notice  not  to  do  so,  including 
loss  of  time  and  mental  suffering  occasioned  thereby.

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be  any 
amount,  not  exceeding  thirty  thousand  dollars  per 
mile,  for  each  mile  of  railroad  which  said  company 
shall  build  or  own  in  this  State  or  other  States,  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  may  be 
subscribed  for,  purchased,  owned  and  controlled  by 
individuals  in  and  out  of  this  State,  and  by  railroad 
companies  and  other  corporations  in  Kentucky  or 
elsewhere.

of  the  times  and  place  and  object  of  such  meeting,  and 
proceed  to  organize  said  company  by  electing  from  the 
subscribers  the  board  of  directors,  of  not  less  than  nine 
nor  tnore  than  fifteen  in  number,  who  shall  elect  from 
their  number,  or  from  among  the  stockholders,  a  pres- 
ident and  a  vice-president.

said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  establish  such 
rates  of  tolls  for  the  conveyance  of  persons  and  prop- 
erty on  the  said  railroad  as  it  may  deem  proper,  sub- 
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ject  to  the  provisions  of  section  18  hereof,  bnt  not 
exceeding,  however,  the  rates  charged  by  other  similar 
roads  for  like  services. 

§  18.  That  the  Legislature  of  Kentacky,  in  panting 
Kentucky  Legu- this  charter,  reserves  the  right  by  general  laws  to 
control  and  regulate  the  rates  of  freight  and  passenger 
traffic  on  the  road  and  branches,  to  be  built  under  this 
charter,  in  common  with  the  other  railroads  in  Ken- 
tucky, and  to  amend  this  charter  upon  reasonable 
notice  to  the  company. 

§  19.  The  said  company  shall,  within  one  year,  make 
Begin  work,  a  preliminary  survey  of  the  route;  that  within  two 
years  it  shall  actually  begin  work  of  building  and 
construction ;  that  during  each  succeeding  year  it 
shall  complete  and  operate  not  less  than  ten  miles  of 
road- way,  until  the  line  is  completed,  or  forfeit  the 
charter  for  the  uncompleted  portion  thereof. 

§  20.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  19,  for  thirty  years 
from  and  after  its  passage,  with  the  privilege  of  re- 
moval, upon  such  conditions  as  the  Legislature  of 
Kentucky  may  deem  proper.

CHAPTER  702. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  county  court  of  Casey  county  to  levy  taxes 
and  issue  bonds  to  raise  money  to  build  a  court-house  in  Casey  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Comr 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  to  raise  money  to  build  a  court-house  in 
Levy  taxes.  Casey  county,  and  to  pay  the  interest  and  principal 
of  any  debt  contracted  for  the  same  purpose,  the 
county  court  of  said  county  is  hereby  authorized  to 
levy  an  ad  valorem  tax,  not  to  exceed  fifteen  cents,  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  of  all  pfoperty  subject  to 
State  revenue,  and  continue  such  tax  from  year  to 
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year  as  long  as  same  may  be  necessary,  in  addition 
to  the  taxes  now  allowed  by  law. 

§  2.  That  said  court  may  cause  the  bonds  of  the  luue  bonds. 
county,  not  to  exceed  the  aggregate  sum  of  fifteen 
thousand  dollars,  of  such  denomination  as  the  court 
may  choose,  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  f^ach, 
to  be  executed  (in  printed  form),  under  the  seal  of  the 
county,  signed  by  the  presiding  judge  of  the  court 
and  countersigned  by  its  clerk,  payable  when  and 
where  the  court  may  elect,  with  annual  interest  cou- 
pons, at  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum, 
and  to  be  sold  at  not  less  than  par,  for  the  said  pur- 
pose of  raising  money  to  build  a  court-house. 

§  3.  That  the  sheriflf  or  collector  of  taxes  of  Casey  sheriff  or  coi- 
county,  and  their  sureties,  shall  be  responsible  on  their 
bonds  for  the  collection  of  taxes  herein  authorized,  in 
the  manner  they  are  responsible  for  the  ordinary 
county  levy  ;  shall  have  and  exercise  the  same  powers 
in  the  collection  thereof  as  are  conferred  for  collecting 
the  county  and  State  taxes;  and  shall,  under  the 
same  penalties,  pay  over  to  whom  the  said  court  may 
appoint  receiver,  and  at  such  times  as  the  court  may 
require. 

§  4.  That  the  court  shall  designate  the  county  treas-  xreaiurer. 
urer,  or,  if  there  be  no  such  ofRcer,  a  special  treasurer, 
to  receive  the  funds  raised  as  herein  provided,  and 
pay  out  the  same  as  the  court  may  direct ;  and  such 
treasurer  shall,  before  receiving  any  of  said  moneys, 
execute  a  good  and  sufficient  bond,  with  good  surety, 
approved  by  said  court,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties. 

§  5.  That  each  act  of  the  said  county  court  herein  Record. 
authorized  shall  be  done  by  an  order  entered  on  its 
records,  a  majority  of  all  the  justices  of  the  county 
being  present  and  concurring. 
§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  703. 


AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  voters  of  Bell  county  to  vote  as  to  loca- 
tion ot  proposed  new  court-house  and  jail,  and  to  provide  for  payment 
ot  cost  ot  same. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bell  county 
court  to  order  the  sheriflE  of  said  county  to  open 
a  poll,  at  each  of  the  voting  precincts  of  said  county, 
on  Monday,  the  thirtieth  day  of  April,  1888,  or  afl 
soon  thereafter  as  county  court  may  order,  to  take 
the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  county  as 
to  whether  the  proposed  new  court-house,  clerk's  of- 
fices,, jail  and  jailer's  residence  shall  be  located  upon 
the  present  public  square,  or  at  some  other  place 
within  the  present  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of 
Pineville,  to  be  determined  upon  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided ;  and  the  said  county  court  shall  appoint  the 
officers  to  hold  said  election,  and  in  making  said 
appointments  shall  have  due  regard  to  the  general 
laws  on  that  subject. 

§  2.  That  in  making  out  the  poll-books  for  the  va- 
rious precincts  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  vote  on 
said  question,  the  clerk  shall  prepare  one  column 
in  which  to  record  the  votes  of  those  who  are  in  favor 
of  locating  the  proposed  new  public  buildings  upon 
the  present  public  square,  and  one  column  in  which 
to  record  the  votes  of  those  who  are  in  favor  of 
the  location  of  said  proposed  new  public  buildings 
at  some  place  other  than  the  present  public  square 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  Pineville ;  and  the 
poll-books  shall  be  delivered  by  the  sheriff  to  the 
several  clerks  of  the  election.  The  clerk  of  said 
election  shall  propound  to  each  individual  voter  vot 
ing  at  said  election  the  following  question:  "Are 
you  for  the  location  of  the  proposed  new  court-hoase, 
jail  and  jailer's  residence,  upon  the  present  public 
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square,  or  at  some  other  place  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  Pineville,  to  be  fixed  upon  hereafter?" 
If  said  voter  answer  that  he  is  in  favor  of  the*  lo- 
cation of  said  proposed  new  public  buildings  upon 
tlie  present  public  square,  his  vote  shall  be  so  re- 
corded, and  if  he  answers  that  he  is  in  favor  of  the 
location  of  said  proposed  new  public  buildings  at 
some  other  place  than  the  present  public  square 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  Pineville,  then  his 
-vote  shall  be  so  recorded. 

§  3.  That  the  poll-books  shall  be  kept  sealed  by 
the  clerks  of  said  election,  as  required  of  them  by 
the  general  law  upon  the  subject  of  election,  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  by 
the  sheriflE  of  said  election ;  and  the  officers  whose 
duty  it  is  to  compare  the  vote  in  case  of  elections 
shall,  on  Wednesday  after  said  election,*  open  said 
poll-books  and  count  and  compare  the  polls  and  make 
known  the  result,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  re- 
quired by  law  in  the  election  of  county  officers. 

§  4.  That  if  a  majority  of  all  those  voting  at  said 
election  vote  for  the  location  of  the  proposed  new 
public  buildings  at  some  place  other  than  the  present 
public  square,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  Pine- 
ville, to  be  fixed  upon  as  hereinafter  provided,  the 
proposed  new  public  buildings  shall  be  erected  at 
said  place,  and  the  books,  paipers  and  records  of 
the  county  shall  be  removed  there,  and  the  various 
courts  of  the  county  shall  be  held  there,  and  it  shall 
thereafter  be  the  county  seat  of  said  county ;  and 
if  a  majority  of  those  voting  at  said  election  vote 
in  favor  of  the  location  of  the  proposed  new  build- 
ings upon  the  present  public  square,  the  proposed 
new  public  buildings  may  be  erected  thereon,  and  it 
shall  remain  the  county  seat  of  said  county. 

§  6.  That  upon  its  being  ascertained  that  a  ma- 
jority of  those  voting  at  said  election  have  voted 
for  the  location  of  said  proposed  new  public  build- 
ings at  some  place  other  than  the  present  public 
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square,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town  of 
Pineville,  then  T.  J.  Aaher,  William  North,  Sr.,  and 
J.  J.  Gibson  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized 
and  empowered  to  select  a  suitable  place,  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  Pineville,  for  the  location 
of  said  proposed  new  public  buildings,  and  they 
shall  report  to  the  county  court  of  said  county, 
giving  the  metes  and  bounds  of  the  land  selected, 
and  said  report  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the 
order-book  of  said  county  court. 

§  6.  That  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  Bell  coun- 
ty court  to  raise  money  to  build  the  said  new  court- 
house and  jail  in  Pineville,  in  said  county,  the  county 
court  of  said  county,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the 
peace  of  said  county  being  present  and  concurring 
therein,  may  cause  bonds  of  said  county  to  be  issued, 
not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars,  of  the  denominations  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  as  the  said  court  may  order,  said  bonds  to  be 
prepared  and  executed  under  the  seal  of  the  county 
court,  signed  by  the  presiding  judge,  and  attested  by 
the  clerk  of  said  court,  payable  to  the  holders  thereof 
at  such  place  and  in  such  time  as  the  court  may  di- 
rect, in  not  less,  however,  than  five  years,  nor  more 
than  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  said  bonds,  the 
interest  on  said  bonds  not  to  exceed  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent,  per  annum,  and  to  be  paid  semi-annually 
(said  bonds  to  be  redeemable  at  the  pleasure  of  said 
court,  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  five  years 
after  date).  Said  bonds  shall  have  Interest  coui>ons 
attached  thereto,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  county 
court  clerk,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  list  of 
all  the  aforesaid  bonds,  showing  the  number,  date, 
amounts,  when  issued  and  delivered,  to  whom  deliv- 
ered, and  when  due,  which  list  shall  be  carefully  kept 
by  said  clerk  in  his  office,  or  in  such  other  place  as  the 
court  may  order. 

§  7.  Said  county  court  shall  have  full  power  and 
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authority  to  sell  and  dispose  of,  and  deliver  to  the 
purchaser,  all  or  any  of  the  bonds  herein  provided  for, 
and  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and 
interest  of  the  same,  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times 
as  it  may  think  proper,  through  or  by  a  commissioner 
or  agent  appointed  by  said  court :  Provided,  That  be- 
fore such  commissioner  or  agent  shall  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  his  oflSce,  he  shall  take  an  oath  before  the 
presiding  judge  of  said  court  to  the  effect  that  he  will 
faithfully  discharge  his  duties  as  such  commissioner 
or  agent  ;  and  shall  also  execute  a  good  and  sufficient 
bond  before  said  court,  conditioned  that  he  will  faith- 
fully discharge  his  duties,  and  that  he  will  promptly 
pay  over  to  the  proper  person  any  and  all  money  re- 
ceived by  him  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds. 

§  8.  The  said  county  court  may  deliver  said  bonds 
to  such  commissioner  or  agent,  at  such  times  and  in 
such  amounts  as  it  may  deem  proper ;  and  he  shall 
sell  and  dispose  of  the  same,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  as  the  court  may  direct,  and  pay  over  the 
money  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  same  to  the  person 
appointed  by  the  court  to  receive  the  same ;  such  com- 
missioner or  agent  shall  keep  an  accurate  list  of  the 
number,  date,  amount  and  time  when  due,  to  whom 
sold,  and  also  a  list  of  such  bonds  as  remain  unsold  ; 
such  commissioner  or  agent  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
and  whenever  ordered  by  the  court,  make  a  full  and 
complete  report  of  his  acts  to  said  court,  together  with 
said  lists  of  said  bonds.  Said  commissioner  or  agent, 
for  his  services  as  such,  shall  receive  a  commission,  to 
be  allowed  by  the  court,  of  not  exceeding  the  half  of 
one  per  cent,  on  the  amount  realized  from  the  sale  of 
said  bonds. 

§  9.  Said  court  shall  appoint  some  suitable  person 
receiver  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  receive  and  receipt  for  the  money  arising 
from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  herein  provided  for,  and 
"pSLj  the  same  out  by  order  of  the  county  court,  at 
such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  the  court  may  direct. 
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But  before  such  receiver  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge 
of  his  duties  he  shall  take  an  oath  in  open  court  to 
the  effect  that  he  will  faithfully  discharge  his  duty ; 
and  he  shall  also  execute  a  good  and  sufficient  bond 
before  said  court,  to  be  approved  by  said  court,  con- 
ditioned that  he  will  faithfully  discharge  his  duty  as 
receiver  as  aforesaid  ;  and  that  he  will  promptly  pay 
over  the  money  in  his  hands  as  such  receiver  to  such 
person  or  persons  as  may  be  entitled  thereto,  when- 
ever directed  so  to  do  by  order  of  said  court.  Said 
receiver,  for  his  services  as  such,  shall  receive  a  com- 
mission, to  be  allowed  by  said  court,  of  not  exceeding 
the  half  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  amount  that  may 
come  to  his  hands  as  such  receiver. 

§  10.  That  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  pay 
off  th^  bonds  and  interest  hereby  authorized  to  be  is- 
sued, the  county  court  of  said  county,  a  majority  of 
the  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  county  being  present 
and  concurring  therein,  may  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax 
of  not  exceeding  twenty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dol- 
lars' worth  of  taxable  property  in  said  county  per  year 
for  such  number  of  years  as  may  becessary  to  raise 
the  amount  authorized  by  this  act. 

§  11.  The  tax  herein  provided  for  shall  be  collected 
by  the  sheriff  of  said  county  at  the  same  time  that  he 
collects  the  State  revenue,  and  shall  have  like  power 
to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  same.  The  sheriff 
shall  receive  the  same  compensation  for  the  collection 
of  said  tax  as  he  receives  for  the  collection  of  the 
State  revenue ;  but  before  he  shall  proceed  to  collect 
the  tax  herein  provided  for,  he  shall  execute  bond, 
with  good  and  sufficient  surety,  to  be  approved  by 
the  court,  the  same  as  other  bonds  for  the  collection 
of  public  dues. 

§  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  receiver,  from  time 
to  time,  and  whenever  ordered  by  the  court,  to  make 
a  full  and  accurate  report  of  the  money  that  has  come 
to  his  hands  as  such  receiver,  and  what  money  he  has 
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paid  out  as  such  receiver,  and  file  hia  vouchers  there- 
for. 

§  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  court 
to  take  charge  of  the  bonds  executed  by  the  commis- 
sioner or  agent,  receiver  and  sheriff,  and  to  carefully 
keep  the  same  in  his  oflBice,  or  such  other  place  as  the 
court  may  require. 

§  14.  The  county  court  shall  appoint  annually  a 
board  of  three  persons,  to  be  known  as  the  sinking 
fund  commissioners  of  said  county,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  collect  and  receive  from  the  sheriif  of  said 
county  annually  the  amount  of  the  tax  levied  for  the 
payment  of  the  bonds  and  interest  thereon,  as  herein 
authorized,  and  also  such  other  tax  as  may  be  levied 
to  pay  off  any  specified  indebtedness  of  said  county 
for  any  public  'improvement  out  of  the  funds  so  com- 
ing to  their  hands.  Said  commissioners  shall  off  the 
interest  on  said  bonds  or  other  debts  as  it  becomes 
due,  and  any  balance  remaining  in  their  hands  shall 
be  known  as  the  sinking  fund  of  said  county,  and 
shall  be  kept  and  invested  by  said  board  from  year 
to  year  in  such  securities  as  they  may  think  best ;  or 
such  fund  may  be  used  to  buy  in  the  said  bonds  from 
time  to  time  as  they  may  have  opportunity.  This 
fund  shall  be  held  sacred  for  the  payment  of  said 
bonds,  and  such  other  indebtedness  as  may  be  speci- 
fied in  the  order  making  the  levy. 

§  15.  Before  said  commissioner  enter  on  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties,  they  shall  each  take  an  oath 
before  the  county  judge  to  faithfully  discharge  the 
duties  of  their  oflSce,  and  one  of  their  number  shall 
be  selected  bv  them  as  treasurer,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  all  the  funds  and  property  belonging  to 
said  fund.  He  shall  execute,  before  the  county  judge, 
good  and  sufficient  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  duties  as  such  treasurer.  He  shall  pay  out  the 
money  coming  to  his  hands  on  the  order  of  the  said 
•commissioner.     No  bonds  shall  issue  under  provis- 
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ions  of  this  act  until    after   election    provided  for 
herein. 

§  16.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwedlth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  at  a  regular  election,  to  be  held  on  the

§  4.  The  court  of  claims  held  in  1888,  and  each  year 

Court  of  claims,  thereafter,  shall  levy  and  assess  a  poll  tax  for  high- 
way purposes  of  one  dollar  on  each  male  person 
twenty-one  years  of  age  and  over,  except  such  as  thfr 
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county  court  may  for  sufficient  reasons  exempt,  and 
regular  ordained  ministers  of  the  gospel,  not  follow- 
ing any  other  occupation  or  profession,  and  shall  also 
levy  a  road  tax  not  exceeding  fifteen  cents  per  annum 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  liable 
to  taxation  for  the  State  or  county  revenue,  as  listed 
by  the  assessor,  which  levy  shall  be  certified  by  the 
clerk  of  said  county  to  the  sheriflf  of  said  county  ; 
and  the  sheriflf  shall  collect  said  tax  as  other  county 
levy  is  now  collected,  and  shall  have  the  same  com- 
mission therefor.  All  taxes  so  collected  shall  be  kept 
separate  for  each  magisterial  district,  and  to  be  paid 
over  to  the  treasurer  of  Hardin  county,  to  be  held  by 
him  subject  to  the  requisition  of  the  superintendent 
of  roads  in  the  district  where  the  person  who  pay  it 
reside,  if  he  has  residence  in  the  county,  if  not,  where 
the  most  of  his  land  lies.  Said  sheriflf  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty  under 
this  act  on  his  bond  given  for  the  collection  of  the 
county  levy. 

§  6.  All  money  collected  by  the  sheriflf  shall  be  paid  sheriff-*  duty, 
over  by  said  sheriflf  to  the  county  treasurer  the  first 
Monday  in  May,  June,  July  and  August  in  each  year 
in  equal  installments.  The  sheriflf  shall  return  his  de- 
linquents to  the  court  of  claims  each  year,  made  out 
by  magisterial  districts,  and  make  settlements  as  other 
county  levy  is  settled,  except  this  shall  be  separate 
and  apart  from  other  county  levy  settlements.  The 
sheriflf  shall  be  credited  in  his  settlement  by  the  de- 
linquents that  the  court  of  claims  may  allow  him. 

§  6.  Said  delinquents  shall  be  fined  double  thepi 
amount  of  taxes  for  failing  to  pay  the  same ;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  to  take  a 
list  of  the  delinquents  of  their  respective  districts, 
and  issue  warrants  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
against  the  said  delinquents  the  first  term  of  their 
courts  thereafter ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
superintendent  of  roads  to  serve  the  said  warrants ; 
and  when  fines  are  assessed,  the  magistrate  shall  issue 


ines. 
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a  capias  against  said  delinquents  for  said  fine  and 
costs,  and  if  not  paid  or  replevied  immediately, 
said  delinquent  shall  be  arrested  by  the  superin 
tendent  of  the  district,  and  compelled  to  work  out 
said  fines  and  costs  on  the  roads  at  the  rate  of  wages 
of  other  employes,  or  to  be  committed  to  the  county 
jail  and  confined  therein  for  a  number  of  days  equal 
to  seventy-five  cents  per  day  for  the  fine  and  costs. 
This  shall  not  prevent  the  collection  of  same  by  exe- 
cution, to  be  issued  by  said  magistrate  when  called  for 
by  said  superintendent. 
§  7.  The  tax-payers  may  have  the  right  to  work  out

as  judicious  ditching,  draining,  making  fills,  grading,

their  safe- keeping ;  and  he  may,  out  of  the  road 
funds,  purchase  such  other  tools  or  materials  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  use  of  roads  in  his  district ;  and 
for  all  articles  so  purchased  he  shall  draw  his  warrant 
on  the  treasurer  for  the  same  ;  such  tools  and  material 
shall  be  the  property  of  such  district ;  and  the  super- 
intendent shall  be  fined  fifteen  dollars  for  using,  lend- 
ing or  letting  any  such  tools  out  of  his  hands  for  any 
other  purpose  than  on  the  roads ;  and  any  one  who 
may  borrow  such  tools  shall  be  fined  fifteen  dollars, 
recoverable  before  a  justice  of  the  peace ;  and  said  fine 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  to  be  used  for  re- 
pairing roads. 

§  12.  The  superintendent  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  Make  out  sched- 
his  terms  of  oflBice,  make  out  schedule  of  all  property  *"  "*  p^p^'^y 
belonging  to  his  district  appertaining  to  roads,  and 
turn  the  same  over  to  his  successor  in  office,  taking  his 
receipt  therefor,  which  schedule  shall  be  copied  upon 
a  book  to  be  kept  for  road  purposes  in  his  district. 

§13.  The  superintendent,  or  any  other  person  by  May  enter  lands. 
his  order,  may  enter  upon  any  land  adjoining,  or  in

assess  the  damages  in  twenty  days  after  their  ap- 
pointment. They  shall  first  take  an  oath  to  faith- 
fully discharge  their  duties,  to  be  administered  by 
the  superintendent;  and  they  shall  report,  within 
five  days  after  their  assessments,  to  the  superintend- 
ent, having  first  given  notice  thereof  to  the  com- 
plainant; and  superintendent  shall  give  his  requi- 
sition on  treasurer  for  road  purposes,  unless  he 
should  deem  such  award  unreasonable,  in  which

It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  examining  board  to  make  out  a  certificate, 
under  oath,  of  the  votes  cast  in  said  countv  for 
and  against  the  road  law,  and  deliver  the  same  to 
the  presiding  judge  of  the  county  court  of  said  coun- 
ty, who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  entered  of  record 
by  the  county  court  clerk  of  Hardin  county. 

§  22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  said 
county,  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  day  upon 
which  this  law  is  to  be  voted  upon,  to  give  no- 
tice by  printed  handbills,  posted  at  the  court-house 
in  Elizabeth  town,  and  in  each  voting  precinct,  that 
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a  vote  will  be  taken  at  the  AugiiBt  election  for  or 
against  a  road  law;  bat  a  failure  of  such  notice 
shall  not  invalidate  this  law. 

§  23.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  705. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of 
Helena,  in  Mason  county,"  approved  March  8,  1854. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the-  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TnonuoeaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Helena^ 
in  Mason  county,  be,  and  is  hereby,  amended  so  that 
the  corporate  limits  of  said  town  be  extended  to  and 
bounded  on  the  south  by  the  lands  of  W.  Y.  Wells- 
and  Charles  Minor ;  on  the  east  to  the  lands  of  W. 
Y.  Wells;  on  the  north  and  west  to  the  lands  of 
Wm.  Luttrell. 

§  2.  That  on  the  iirst  Saturday  in  April,  1888,  and 
every  year  thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected,  by  the 
qualified  voters  resident  in  or  owning  real  estate 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  a  police 
judge  and  town  marshal  for  said  town  for  the  term 
of  one  year,  whose  term  of  oflBice  shall  commence 
on  the  second  Monday  after  their  election,  and  con- 
tinue for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  3.  Said  police  judge  shall  have  the  same  juris- 
diction, concurrent,  criminal  and  penal,  with  justices 
of  the  peace  of  said  county,  and  shall  have  the  same 
fees,  rights,  duties,  and  be  under  the  same  liabilities, 
as  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  county.  He  shall 
have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  under» 
or  violations  of,  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said 
town. 
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§  4.  The  marshal  of  said  town  shall  give,  bond, 
with  sufficient  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  trus- 
tees of  the  town,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  all 
his  duties,  and  payment  of  money  collected,  and 
shall  liave  the  same  powers,  duties,  fees  and  liabili- 
ties ^within  the  limits  of  said  town  and  county  as 
any  constable  of  said  county. 

§  5.  The  police  judge  shall  keep  a  record,  and  have 
the  same  rights  and  powers,  and  be  governed  by  the 
same  laws  in  all  other  respects,  not  provided  for  in 
this  act,  as  justices  of  the  peace. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage;

CHAPTER  708. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Pleasant  Home,  in  Oweu  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kerduchy : 

%  1.  That  a  certain  body  of  land  lying  on  the  Owen- 
ton  and  Clay  Lick  Turnpike  Road,  in  Owen  county, 
Kentucky,  and  bounded  as  follows :  Beginning  on  Boundary. 
Clay  Lick  and  Owenton  Turnpike,  two  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  south  of  intersection  of  Clay  Lick  dirt  road  ; 
thence  east  fifteen  hundred  feet ;  thence  north  three 
hundred  feet ;  thence  north-west  eleven  hundred  and 
forty  feet ;  thence  south-west  eleven  hundred  and 
twenty-five  feet  to  Clay  Lick  dirt  road  to  a  point  in 
said  road  four  hundred  feet  west  of  Clay  Lick  and 
Owenton  Turnpike ;  thence  south-east  five  hundred 
feet  to  Owenton  and  Clay  Lick  Turnpike  Road  to 
the  beginning,  be,  and  is  hereby,  established  as  the 
town  of  Pleasant  Home. 

§  2.  That  one  copy  of  a  map  or  plat  of  said  town  Keep  maps 
shall  be  kept  by  the  trustees  of  said  town  of  Pleasant 
Home,  subject  to  inspection  of  lot-owners  and  citizens

§  3.  That  W.  H.  Lowdenback,  W.  O.  Lowdenback 
and  James  Lemen  be,  and  are  hereby,  appointed  trus- 
tees of  said  town,  and  shall  hold  their  office  till  the

§  5.  A  police  judge  and  marshal  shall  be  elected  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  on  the  first  Monday 
in  June  next ;  the  former  to  serve  four  years  and  the 
latter  two  years,  and  until  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified. 

§  6.  Said  officers,  including  the  trustees,  shall, 
before  they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  office,  take 
the  oath  prescribed  by  law,  and  the  marshal  shall 
execute  bond  and  surety  in  the  county  court,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  before 
he  shall  perform  any  of  the  duties  as  constable.  He 
shall  also  execute  bond  to  the  trustees  of  the  town  in 
the  performance  of  his  duties  as  marshal. 

§7.  Said  police  judge  and  marshal  shall  have  con- 
current jurisdiction  with  justices  of  the  peace  and 
constables  in  Owen  county  in  criminal  and  penal 
cases,  and  a  like  jurisdiction  in  civil  causes  within  the 
limits  of  said  town  ;  and  to  charge  the  same  fees  for 
services  as  justices  of  the  peace  and  constables  are 
allowed  by  law  to  charge  for  like  services.  The  police 
judge  shall  execute  bond  similar  to  that  required  of 
justices  of  the  peace  in  the  Owen  county  court. 

§  8.  The  trustees  of  said  town  are  empowered  to 
pass  such  by-laws  and  enact  such  regulations  as  may 
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he  necessary  for  the  government  and  well-being  of 
said  town,  and  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  and  to 
£11  any  oflBice  created  by  this  act  which  may  be  m^ade 
vacant  by  death,  resignation  or  other  cause,  till  the 
next  regular  election  ;  and  they  may  also  appoint  a 
treasurer  and  clerk. 

§  9.  Said  trustees  may  levy  and  collect  a  tax  within  L^vy  and  collect 
the  limits  of  said  town  on  all  taxable  property,  not 
•exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dol- 
lars' worth  of  taxable  property ;  and  a  tithe  not  ex- 
ceeding one  dollar  on  each  tithable  in  the  limits  of 
said  town. 

§  10.  The  clerk  jshall  keep  a  full  and  faithful  record  ci«k 
of  'the  proceedings  of  the  trustees  of  said  town,  which 
shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  citizens  at  all 
times  ;  and  all  by-laws  and  regulations  enacted  by 
the  trustees  shall  be  copied  by  the  clerk,  and  posted 
by  him  in  some  conspicuous  place  for  the  inspection 
of  the  citizens. 

§  11.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fix  salaries 
the  salary  of  treasurer  and  clerk,  and  appoint  such 
-ofllcers  as  are  necessary,  and  serve  at  the  elections 
held  for  officers  of  said  town,  and  fix  the  pay  for  said 
services.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Henderson,  Hartford  and  Knoxville  Bail- 
road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  D.  Banks,  Jr.,  R.  C.  Soaper.  Paul  J. 
Marrs,  James  R.  Barrett,  James  S.  Alves,  W.  S.  John- 
son and  Montgomery  Merritt,  and  such  other  persons 
as  they  may  associate  with  themselves,  be,  and  are 
hereby,  constituted  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  in 
perpetuity,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Henderson, 
Hartford  and  Knoxville  Railroad  Company ;  and  by 
that  name  the  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  shall  have  all 
the  rights  of  a  natural  person  in  purchasing  and  hold- 
ing property  suitable  for  the  object  and  purpose  of 
constructing,  equipping  and  maintaining  a  railroad^ 
with  one  or  more  tracks,  from  the  city  of  Henderson,^ 
State  of  Kentucky,  through  Hartford,  Ohio  county, 
to  the  Tennessee  State  line,  in  the  general  direction  of 
Knoxville,  Tennessee,  'and  by  such  route  as  said  com- 
pany may  select.

pany, to  be  paid  in  at  such  times  and  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  said  corporators  may  determine. 

§  6.  Whenever  one  thousand  shares  shall  have  been  caii  meeting. 
subscribed  for,  the  said  corporators  shall  call  an  elec- 
tion for  the  election  of  seven  directors,  fixing  the 
time  and  place,  and  giving  ten  days  written  notice 
for  each  of  the  subscribers.  The  said  board  of  di- 
rectors shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president  and  President 
one  vice-president,  and  shall  also  elect  a  secretary 
and  treasurer,  and  may  employ  such  other  officer 
or  agent  as  they  may  determine.

tal stock  payable  in  coal  or  iron,  or  other  lands,  or  in  subscriptions  of

labor  or  material,  and  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
agreed  upon :  Provided^  That  said  corporation  shall 
sell  all  mineral  or  other  lands,  which  may  be  acquired 
by  them,  and  which  are  not  necessary  for  the  con- 
struction of  said  railroad,  within  five  years  after  the 
completion  of  the  railroad  through  the  counties  in 
which  said  lands  are  situated.

or  otherwise ;  and  for  refining,  dealing  in  or  utiliza- 
tion for  sale  any  of  the  said  products,  and  for  these 
purposes  may  sell  any  or  all  stock  or  all  property 
in  such  manner  and  upon  such  terms  as  may  seem 
best  for  the  interest  of  the  said  corporation ;  and

§  1.  That  said  act  is  hereby  so  amended  as  to  em- 
power any  bona  fide  housekeeper  who  is  a  resident  of 
Foster  precinct,  Bracken  county,  to  take  up  and  im- 
pound any  stock  mentioned  in  said  act,  which  may  be 
found  running  at  large  or  trespassing  upon  his  or  her 
premises. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  making  the 
seizure  of  such  stock  to  provide  for  their  care  and 
keeping,  who  shall  be  allowed  a  reasonable  compen- 
sation therefor,  and  report  the  same  to  the  constable 
of  the  precinct  or  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  or  any  of 
his  deputies,  within  three  days  thereafter. 
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§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  so  notified  to 
take  charge  of  said  stock  and  execute  the  provisions 
of  said  act:  Provided,  hoioever,  That  the  owner  of 
such  stock  may  redeem  the  same  within  the  three 
days  specified  in  this  act  by  paying  to  the  person 
making  the  seizure  a  reasonable  compensation  for 
their  care  and  keeping.

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leaving  the  same  at  any  other  time  or  place  than  those 
prescribed  by  said  company,  or,  not  being  the  owner 
of  a  lot,  part  of  lot  or  grave  therein,  shall  enter  said 
grounds  without  a  permit  from  the  designated  officer 
or  officers  of  the  company,  such  person  so  ofiFending 
shall  be  liable  for  a  misdemeanor,  and  punishable  by 
warrant  before  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Frank- 
fort by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  and  not  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  said  court. 

§  6.  That  any  of  the  offenses  mentioned  in  the  fifth 
section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment  may 
also  be  tried  by  warrant  before  the  police  court  of  the 
city  of  Frankfort,  and  if  the  person  charged  be  found 
guilty,  he  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
five  and  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  said  court. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  circuit  judge  of  Magoffin  county  shall, 
Appointmeni  of  at  the  first  term  of  the  Magoffin  circuit  court  after 
this  act  takes  effect,  and  annually  thereafter,  appoint 
three  commissioners,  citizens  of  said  county,  who  shall 
be  styled  a  board  of  commissioners  for  Magoffin  county, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be,  after  their  appointment  and 
qualification,  to  hear,  audit  and  determine  the  cor- 
rectness of  all  claims  or  charges,  of  every  kind  what- 
ever, that  may  be  presented  against  said  county,  and 
which  may  be  asked  to  be  paid  by  said  county  out 
of  its  county  levy  or  ad  valorem  tax.

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§  2.  Said  commissioner  shall,  after  being  appointed  ^ond  of  commis- 
and  sworn,  execute,  in  the  Magoffin  circuit  court, 
such  bond  or  covenant  as  the  judge  of  said  court 
may  require  of  them ;  and  they  shall  select  and  ap- 
X)oint  a  treasurer,  who  shall  execute  such  bond  or 
covenant  as  the  said  court  may  prescribe,  in  an  or- 
der entered  on  the  records  of  his  court;  said  com- 
missioners shall  receive  five  dollars  per  day  each, 
for  each  day  they  are  necessarily  engaged  in  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this 
act,  and  shall  make  an  allowance  to  the  treasurer 
appointed  by  them  for  his  services  such  as  they 
think  him  entitled  to.

sons before  them  ;  they  shall  have  free  access  to  any 
books,  records  or  papers  in  either  the  county  or 
circuit  court  clerk's  office  of  Magoffin  county;  and 
the  sheriff  of  Magoffin  county  shall  execute,  and  due 
return  make,  of  any  and  all  process  issued  by  the 
•chairman  of  said  board ;  and  any  failure  or  refusal 
on  said  sheriff's  part  to  do  so,  shall  subject  him 
to  all  the  pains  and  penalties  now  denounced  by  law 
against  sheriff  and  other  officers  for  failing  to  exe- 
cute and  make  return  of  process  put  into  his  hands. 

§  4.  Said  board  shall  meet  in  the  court-house,  in  Time  and  place 
the  town  of  Salyersville,  on  the  first  Monday  in  Oc- 
tober, 1888,  and  annually  thereafter,  for  the  purpose 
of  hearing  all  claims  that  may  be  presented  against 
Magoffin  county,  at  which  meeting  they  shall  hear 
all  such  claims,  audit  and  adjust  the  same,  and  allow 
«uch  as  they  may  think  just,  and  have  the  same  en- 
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paupers.

covenants  of  the  undertaker  or  keeper  as  they  deem 
proper,  upon  which  covenant  suit  may  be  brought  in 
the  circuit  court  for  any  defalcation  or  failure  on  the 
part  of  the  keeper  of  the  poor  to  discharge  his  duty. 

§  6.  Said  board  of  commissioners  shall  have  full  and 
exclusive  control  of  the  poor-house  property,  and  fail 
power  and  authority  to  have  any  repairs  done  on  the 
public  roads,  public  buildings  or  poor-house  property 
of  the  county,  or  the  erection  of  any  bridge,  when 
the  same  is  too  onerous  for  the  hands  allotted  to  work 
such  road ;  and  shall  make  provisions  out  of  the 
county  levy  for  the  cost  of  the  same. 

§  7.  They  shall,  at  their  meeting  in  the  month  of 
October,  in  the  court-house  in  Salyersville,  as  herein 
provided  for,  levy  and  fix  the  county  levy  and  ad 
valorem  tax  for  said  county,  not  exceeding  the  amount 
now  allowed  by  law ;  and  shall,  at  the  same  time, 
make  a  full  and  com  plete  settlement  with  the  sheriff 
of  MagoJEn  county  of  all  moneys  that  he  has  received 
or  paid  out  belonging  to  the  county^  and  have  the 
said  settlement  entered  of  record  at  length  in  the  Ma- 
goflBn  county  court  clerk's  oflBce. 

§  8.  The  sheriff  of  Magoffin  county  shall  be  collector 
of  the  county  levy  and  ad  valorem  tax  fixed  by  said 
commissioners,  he  first  giving  bond  for  the  collection 
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of  the  same  as  now  required  by  law;  and  should  he 
fail  or  refuse  to  execute  such  a  bond  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  in  February  in  each  year  in  the  Magoffin 
county  court,  said  board  shall  appoint  a  suitable 
person  to  collect  said  county  levy  and  ad  valorem 
tax  for  said  county,  who  shall  execute  bond  for  the 
collection  of  the  same  in  the  Magoffin  county  with 
approved  security. 

§9.  That  no  claim  or  charge  against  Magoffin  claims  how  paid, 
county  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  county  levy,  or  ad 
valorem  tax  or  appropriation  made  by  said  commis- 
ssoners,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  whether  for 
original  claims  or  for  pro  rata  amounts  on  claims 
heretofore  entered  of  record,  without  the  approval 
of  said  commissioners,  entered  of  record  in  the  Ma- 
goffin county  court,  and  signed  by  them. 

§  10.  Said  board  of  commissioners  shall  have  power  Extra  meetings

to  meet,  at  any  time,  when  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
for  them  to  do  so,  for  the  interest  of  the  county,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  doing  any  repairs  on  the  public 
road,  bridges  of  the  county,  public  buildings,  or  to 
make  any  orders  relative  to  the  paupers  of  said 
county. 

§  11.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  12.  •  Two  of  the  commissioners  directed  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  this  act  shall  belong  to  the  same  political 
party,  and  the  other  commissioners  and  treasurer  shall 
belong  to  the  same  political  party,  but  a  different 
party  to  which  said  two  commissioners  belong.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Frank  Preston,  etc.,  of  Johnson  coanty. 

Be  it  ena/Aed  by  the  Oerieral  Assembly  of  the  Com-

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Frank  Preston, 
Mont.  Preston  and  G.  B.  Preston,  their  lessees,  as- 
signees and  grantees,  to  charge  and  collect  a  rea- 
sonable wharfage  upon  all  shipments  of  goods  or 
merchandise  of  any  kind  placed  on  said  wharf-boat 
while  in  course  of  shipment,  said  wharfage  not  to 
exceed  the  usual  rates  charged  along  said  river  upon 
similar  articles.  They  shall  also  have  the  right  to 
charge  a  fee,  of  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  day,  for 
any  boat  or  craft  anchored  or  tied  at  said  wharf -boat :

as  conferred  by  the  original  act  of  incorporation,  and 
acts  amendatory  thereof,  shall  continue  in  fall  force  for 
the  period  of  twenty-five  years  from  June  10,  1890. 
But  the  extension  of  the  charter  of  said  bank  shall  be 
subject  to  the  restrictions  and  provisions  following, 
viz:

AN  ACT  to  vacate  **  Park  Place  "  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  and  pro- 
vide for  the  opening  and  dedication  of  Ormsby  avenue  through  thfr 
same. 

Whereas,  James  M.  Bryant  and  Theodore  Harris 
heretofore  laid  out  and  dedicated  to  public  use  as  a 
park  a  strip  of  land  in  the  city  of  Louisville  known 
as  '*  Park  Place,"  with  streets  on  both  sides  thereof  ; 
and  whereas,  the  owners  of  the  property  fronting  on 
said  ''Park  Place"  are  desirous  of  having  the  same 
vacated  for  public  use  as  a  park,  and  Ormsby  avenue 
extended  through  the  same ;  and  whereas,  the  said 
James  M.  Bryant  and  Theodore  Harris  have  by  their 
deed  duly  executed,  consented  that  said  Park  Place, 
and  the  streets  laid  out  by  them  on  both  sides  of  it, 
may  be  vacated,  and  have  relinquished  all  reversion- 
ary interests  which  they  have  therein,  and  have  con- 
sented that  Ormsby  avenue  may  be  extended  through 
said  Park  Place,  and  that  the  streets  so  vacated  shall 
become  and  form  a  part  of  the  lots  fronting  thereon  ; 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  KeTducky : 

§1.  That  "Park  Place"  in  the  city  of  Louisville, 
and  the  streets  now  laid  out  and  existing  on  the  north 
and  south  sides  thereof,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
vacated  for  public  use  as  originally  dedicated. 

§  2.  That  Ormsby  avenue  in  the  city  of  Louisville 
be,  and  it  is  hereby,  extended  and  dedicated  to  public 
use,  from  the  east  side  of  First  street  to  the  east  line 
of  said  Park  Place.  Said  avenue  shall  be  of  the  uni- 
form width  of  sixty  feet,  and  the  center  line  thereof 
shall  be  the  center  line  of  said  Park  Place. 

§  3.  So  much  of  Park  Place,  and  the  existing  streets 
on  both  sides  thereof,  as  shall  not  be  required  in  the 
extension  of  Ormsby  avenue  as  above  provided,  shall 
become  and  remain  a  part  of  the  lots  fronting  thereon^ 
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tbe  same  as  if  said  lots  had  originally  extended  out  to 
the  line  of  Onnsby  avenue  as  above  dedicated. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  735. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  within 
tbe  limits  of  Columbia  voting  precinct,  io  Adair  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  what- 
soever to  sell  any  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors, 
in  any  quantity,  within  the  limits  of  Columbia  voting 
precinct,  in  Adair  county. 

§  2.  Any  x)erson  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum 
not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five- 
hundred  dollars. 

§  3.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to- 
druggists  who  sell  for  sacramental  purposes,  or  for 
medical  purposes  on  a  prescription  of  a  regular  resi- 
dent practicing  physician;  but  no  physician  shall 
make  or  sign  any  such  prescription  except  the  person, 
for  whom  it  is  prescribed  is  actually  sick,  and  such 
liquors  are  actually  required  as  a  medicine ;  and  any 
physician  who  makes  or  signs  any  prescription  for 
such  liquors,  except  as  provided  in  this  act,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  act,  and  on  con- 
viction thereof  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered, 
by  an  indictment  of  the  grand  jury  and  an  action  in. 
the  circuit  court. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  736. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and   malt  liqaon 

in  the  county  of  Kobertson. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com, 
ToonweaUh  of  KeTitucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  auy  person  or  per- 
ynuwfui  to  sell  sons  to  Sell,  barter,  give,  loan  or  traffic  in  spirituous, 
vinous  or  malt  liquors,  in  any  quantity  whatever, 
within  the  county  of  Robertson,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided ;  and  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  authorizing 
the  county  judge,  or  the  trustees  of  any  town  within 
said  county,  to  grant  a  license  to  retail  spirituous, 
vinous  or  malt  liquors,  are  hereby  repealed. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  procuring  or  use 
Not  to  apply,  of  wiue  for  sacramental  purposes,  or  to  a  regular  resi- 
dent practicing  physician  who,  in  good  faith,  pre- 
scribes the  same  as  a  medicine  to  his  patient  or 
patients,  or  to  the  sale  from  a  distillery  in  the  county 
by  the  owner  thereof  or  his  agent,  at  any  one  time  in 
a  quantity  not  less  than  ten  gallons,  and  then  not  to 
be  drank  on  the  premises  where  sold,  or  premises 
adjacent  thereto. 

§  3.  Nor  shall  this  act  or  its  provisions  apply  to 
those  who  give  or  furnish  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt 
liquors  to  a  member  or  members  of  their  own  family, 
or  their  invited  guests  at  their  own  household. 
§  4.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  the  first 
Penalties.  sectlou  of  this  act,  unless  within  the  exceptions 
named  in  the  second  and  third  sections,  shall  be  fined 
for  each  offense,  each  violation  to  be  deemed  a  sep- 
arate offense,  in  a  sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor 
exceeding  three  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by 
the  indictment  of  a  grand  jury,  or  by  a  proceeding 
before  the  county  judge,  or  any  magistrate  or  police 
judge,  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth,  after  five 
days'  notice  ;  the  accased,  if  he  demands  it,  to  be  en- 
titled to  a  trial  by  a  jury.

M.  and  6  p.  m.,  on  that  day  ;  all  persons  being  allowed 
to  vote  at  said  election  who,  on  that  day,  would  be 
-eligible  to  vote  for  a  Representative  in  the  Legisla- 
ture. The  clerk  of  the  county  court  shall  prepare  the 
poll-books  for  the  election,  heading  one  column :  ''For 
the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt  liquors,"  and 
another:  ''Against  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and 
malt  liquors,"  and  the  votes  recorded  as  the  voters 
may  express  themselves.

CHAPTER  787. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  selling,  lending,  procuring  or  furnishing,  giv- 
ing of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  intoxicating  drinks,  in 
Elliott  county. 

Be  it  encbcted  by  th^Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 

Unlawful  to  sell  persous  to  sell,  lend,  procure  for,  give  or  furnish  to 

any  other  person  or  persons  any  spirituous,  vinous 
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or  malt  liqaors,  or  any  intoxicating  drinks,  in  any 
•quantity  whatever,  in  Elliott  coanty,  except  as  here- 
inafter provided. 

§  2.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  found 
guilty  of  selling,  lending,  procuring  for,  giving,  or 
furnishincc  to  any  other  person  or  persons,  any  spir- 
ituous, vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  intoxicating 
brinks,  in  any  quantity  whatever,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall,  upon 
<5onviction  thereof,  either  upon  indictment  by  grand 
jury  or  information  and  warrant  before  county  judge, 
or  any  police  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  Elliott 
<X)unty,  be  fined  sixty  dollars  for  every  such  offense  ; 
-and  every  such  selling,  lending,  procuring  for  or  giv- 
ing shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

§  3.  Any  shift  or  device  for  the  purpose  of  evading  Evading  law. 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  establishment  of 
resorts  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  or  drinking  any 
intoxicating  liquors,  such  as  club-rooms,  or  by  any 
other  name,  within  the  county  aforesaid,  shall  be 
deemed  unlawful ;  and  every  sale  or  delivery  to,  or 
handing  out  of  such  intoxicating  liquors,  by  any  club- 
room  keepers,  or  tender  to  any  person,  shall  con- 
stitute a  violation  of  this  act,  and  subject  the  offender 
to  the  penalty  prescribed  in  section  2  of  this  act. 

§  4.  The  keeper  or  tender  of  any  resort  wherein  violators. 
intoxicating  liquors  are  kept  for  the  purpose  of  vend- 
ing, giving  away,  keeping  for,  or  issuing  to  others, 
shall  be  deemed  a  violator  of  this  act,  and  each  day, 
or  part  of  day  or  night  he  so  keeps  same,  shall  be  a 
separate  offense,  and  subject  him  to  the  penalty  pre- 
scribed in  said  section  2  of  this  act. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  rent  his 
property  to  another  for  the  disposition  of  the  inhib- 
ited liquors,  or  to  use  his  own  property  for  that  pur- 
pose ;  and  such  use  of  the  property  by  a  lessee  shall 
work  an  immediate  forfeiture  of  his  rights  under  the 
lease ;  and  should  any  landlord  permit  his  property 
to  be  used  within  the  county  aforesaid,  after  knowl- 
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edge  of  the  fact  has  been  brought  home  to  him  or  his^ 
agent,  if  a  non-resident  of  the  State  or  county,  and 
he  has  a  resident  agent,  without  taking  immediate^ 
steps,  in  good  faith,  to  dispossess  such  tenant,  he  shall 
be  deemed  a  violator  of  this  act,  and  shall,  for  each 
week  he  allows  such  tenant  to  carry  on  such  business 
after  such  knowledge,  and  without  honest  effort  to- 
dispossess  him,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  sixty  dollars, 
which,  when  assessed,  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  real  estate 
where  such  violation  occurred,  enforceable  by  appro- 
priation action  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth,  in 
the  Elliott  circuit  court. 
§  6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  county  judge  of

§  7.  All  laws  of  a  general  or  local  nature,  incon- 

Lawi  repealed,  slsteut  wlth  or  repuguaut  to  this  act,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed, so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable  to  said  coun- 
ty or  towns  in  said  county,  and  no  construction  shall 
be  given  to  any  such  law  or  laws  as  shall  in  anyvrise 
permit  the  selling,  lending,  procuring  for,  or  giving 
of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  intoici- 
eating  drinks,  in  said  county. 
§  8.  This  act  shall  not  be  considered  as  affecting

curing intoxicating  liquors  for  a  minor  or  an  inebri- 
ate, and  all  penalties  therein  prescribed  for  said 
offenses,  and  rights  of  suit  given  to  others  for  a 
violation  of  said  laws,  shall  still  be  in  force  as  if 
this  act  had  not  been  passed. 
§  9.  It  is  provided  that  a  regular  bona  fide  druggist 

Druggist.  may  sell  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  any 
mixture  of  either,  for  exclusively  medical  purposes^ 
to  be  removed  from  the  premises  upon  a  written 
prescription,   signed  by  a  regular  practicing  physi- 
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ciaQ  anthorized  to  practice  medicine  under  the  laws 
of  this  Commonwealth,  who  has  no  interest  in  the 
sale ;  but  no  physician  shall  make  or  sign  any  such 
prescription  unless  the  person  for  whom  it  is  made 
is  actually  sick,  and  such  liqaor  is  absolutely  re- 
quired as  a  medicine.  Such  prescription  shall  be 
dated,  and  shall  name  the  person  for  whom  pre- 
scribed and  the  quantity  needed.  No  prescription 
shall  be  good  but  for  one  sale.  The  druggist  shall 
keep  same  on  file  for  public  inspection.  Wine  may 
be  sold  for  sacramental  purposes  on  the  production 
of  a  certificate  of  a  clergyman  affirming  that  it  is 
for  such  purposes;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
druggist  to  keep  a  register  of  all  sales  made,  and 
make  a  report  of  such  to  the  criminal  court  on  the 
first  day  of  each  term.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  Fayette  county  to  subscribe  for  stock  in  the  Ken- 
tucky Union  Railway  Company,  and  issue  bonds  in  payment  thereof. 

Whereas,  At  an  election  duly  ordered  by  the  Preamble, 
county  court  of  Fayette  county,  which  was  held 
on  the  first  day  of  August,  1887,  in  all  the  voting 
precincts  of  that  part  of  Fayette  county  which  lies 
outside  of  the  city  of  Lexington,  to  take  the  sense 
of  the  voters  of  that  part  of  said  county  upon  the 
proposition  to  subscribe  for  stock  in  the  Kentucky 
Union  Railway  Company  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars  for  and  on  behalf  of  that  part  of  said 
county  lying  outside  of  the  city  of  Lexington,  and 
at  said  election  the  question  of  subscription  was  de- 
cided in  the  affirmative ;  and  whereas,  it  is  deemed 
important '  to  remove  all  doubts  as  to  the  legality 
of  said  election,  and  to  make  more  certain  the  powers 
and  duty  of  the  county  court  of  said  county  to  carry 
into  effect  the  purposes  and  intentions  of  said  elec- 
tion ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assemibly  of  the  Com- 
monwecbUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  election  held  in  the  county  of  Fayette  Election, 
outside  of  the  city  of  Lexington,  on  the  first  day 
of  August,  1887,  to  take  the  sense  of  the  voters  of 
said  county  outside  of  said  city  upon  the  question 
submitted  to  them  as  to  subscribing  to  the  capital 
stock  of  the  Kentucky  Union  Railway  Company,  as 
stated  herein,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  ratified  and 
declared  to  have  been  a  legal  election,  and  all  acts 
or  things  which  should  have  been  done  in  and  about 
said  election,  but  which  were  omitted,  if  any,  are 
hereby  held  to  have  been  waived,  and  to  be  cured 
and  supplied  by  virtue  hereof. 

§  2.  The  county  court  of  Fayette  county  is  hereby  subscribe  stock. 
empowered  and  directed  to  subscribe  to  the  capital 
stock  of  the  Kentucky  Union  Railway  Company  to 
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the  extent  of  five  hundred  shares  of  the  par  value  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  amounting  in  all  to  the  sum 
of  fifty  thousand  dollars. 
§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  of  Fay- 
Duty  of  county  ottc  couuty  to  providc  means  for  the  payment  of  said

subscription,  to  be  made  in  behalf  of  the  county  of 
Fayette,  outside  of  the  city  of  Lexington,  in  a  manner 
pointed  out  in  section  19  of  an  act  approved  March  10, 
1864,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Kentucky 
Union  Railway  Company ;"  and  for  the  purpose  of 
said  subscription,  and  providing  means  for  paying  the 
same,  the  said  section  is  hereby  declared  to  be  in  full 
force  and  effect ;  the  bonds  issued  to  pay  said  sub- 
scription shall  be  the  bond^  of  Fayette  county,  but 
the  taxes  levied  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and 
interest  shall  not  be  levied  on  any  real  estate  situated 
in  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Lexington  as  at 
present  constituted,  or  upon  personal  property  of  per- 
sons residing  within  the  city.

the  road-bed  or  right  of  way  of  any  other  road,  in  a 
continuous  line  from  the  city  of  Lexington  to  Breathitt 
county. 
§  5.  That  the  act,  entitled  ' '  An  act  to  repeal  all  acts 

Acts  repealed,  aud  parts  of  acts,  so  far  as  the  same  authorize  the 
county  of  Fayette  and  the  city  of  Lexington  hereafter 
to  subscribe  stock  in  railroad  companies,"  approved 
April  22d,  1880,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed 
so  far,  and  only  so  far,  as  it  is  in  conflict  with  the 
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provisions  of  this  act;  and  said  act,  whicti  was  ap- 
proved April  22d,  1880,  except  in  so  far  as  it  conflicts 
liiirith  this  act,  is  declared  to  be  in  fall  force  and  effect.

AN  ACT  to  iDCorporate  the  Lexington  and  Madison  Kailway  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OeneroL  AsserrMy  of  the  Oom- 
mcnwedUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Sidney  E.  Haight,  Charles  A.  Korbly,  L.  incorporatoim.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  people  of  Casey  county  to  vote  on   pro- 
hibiting the  sale  of  liquors,   and   fixing  the  penalty  for  the  sale  o^ 
liquors  in  said  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Comr- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  officers  appointed  by  the  county  court 
of  Casey  county  to  hold  elections  in  said  county  in 
the  year  1888,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to- 
open  a  poll  at  the  various  voting  places  in  said  county 
on  the  first  Saturday  in  the  month  of  October,  1888^ 
to  take  the  sense  of  legal  voters  on  the  question 
of  prohibiting  the  sale  of  liquor  in  *  said  county. 
The  polls  shall  be  kept  open  by  the  officers  of  elec- 
tion from  7  o'clock,  A.  M.,  to  6  o'clock,  p.  m.;  and 
the  question  shall  be  put  to  each  voter,  **Are  you 
for  or  against  the  sale  of  liquor  in  Casey  county  ? '  ^ 

§  2.  The  poll-books  of  the  election  ordered  by  the 
first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  returned  to  the 
clerk's  office  of  Casey  county  by  the  Wednesday 
after  the  election,  properly  sealed  and  signed  by 
the  officers  holding  said  election,  as  other  poll-book » 
are  by  law  required  to  be  signed  and  sealed.  Said 
books  shall  be  opened  by  the  county  judge,  clerk 
and  sheriff,  and  the  votes  by  them  counted ;  and 
if  it  shall  be  shovsm  by  said  count  that  a  majority 
of  those  voting  at  said  election  have  voted  for  pro- 
hibiting the  sale  of  liquor  in  said  county,  the  re- 
sult shall  be  so  declared  by  being  entered  on  the 
order-books  of  said  county  court  of  Casey. 

§  3.  That  if  it  be  ascertained,  by  the  election  or- 
dered by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  that  a  ma- 
jority of  those  voting  at  said  election  voted  to  prohibit 
the  sale  of  liquor  in  said  county,  then  it  shall  be  un- 
lavsrful,  from  and  after  the  entry  of  the  result  of  said 
election  in  the  order-book  of  the  clerk's  office,  for 
any  person  or  persons  to  sell  spirituous,  vinous  or 
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malt  liquors  in  said  county:  Provided^  That  any 
person  or  persons  who  may,  at  the  time  of  said  elec- 
tion, have  license  to  sell  liquor  as  a  beverage,  may 
<x)ntinue  to  do  so  until  the  expiration  of  the  time 
for  which  the  license  was  given. 

§  4.  That  after  the  entry  of  the  result  of  said  elec- 
lion  shall  have  been  made,  the  sale  of  spirituous, 
^nous  or  malt  liquors  in  said  county  shall  be  con- 
sidered a  misdemeanor,  and  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for 
-each  offense,  and  each  sale  shall  be  considered  a 
49eparate  offense. 

§  5.  That  the  county  jud^e,  police  judge  and  magis- 
trates of  said  county  are  authorized  to  issue  a  warrant 
•of  arrest,  upon  the  oath  of  any  respectable  citizen  of 
said  county,  against  any  one  charged  with  the  offense 
of  violating  the  third  section  of  this  law,  without 
indictment  by  a  grand  jury :  Provided^  The  Common- 
wealth attorney  or  the  defendant  may  demand  and 
liave  a  jury  to  try  the  case. 

§  6.  That  should  a  majority  of  those  voting  at  said 
•election  vote  against  prohibiting  of  the  sale  of  liquor 
in  said  county,  authority  is  hereby  given  the  county 
judge  of  Casey  county  to  call  another  election  for  the 
same  purpose,  at  some  other  time  not  less  than  one 
year  from  the  time  of  holding  the  first  election  ;  and 
■should  a  majority  of  the  voters  who  voted  at  the 
second  election  vote  against  the  sale  of  liquor  In  said 
<5ounty,  and  the  result  thereof  entered  of  record, 
then  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  at  once  thereafter 
be  in  full  force  and  effect  as  though  a  majority  had 
voted  for  prohibition  at  the  first  election  authorized 
toy  this  act. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  741. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the   charter  of  the  Fayette    Building  and    L«o«n 

Association. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Payette  Bailding^ 
and  Loan  Association,  approved  February  29,  1888, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows  :  By 
striking  of  the  fifth  section  of  said  act,  and  insert* 
ing  and  enacting  in  lieu  thereof  as  the  fifth  section, 
the  following,  to-wit :  Section  6.  The  object  of  said 
association  being  to  enable  its  members,  by  their  earn- 
ings and  savings,  to  acquire  homes  and  other  prop- 
erty, its  business  shall  be  to  loan  its  capital  stock  as 
paid  in,  and  the  accumulations  thereof,  only  upon 
mortgages  and  loans  upon  real  estate  ample  in  amount 
to  secure  the  same,  preference  being  given  in  all  cases 
to  members  of  said  association  ;  and  said  loans  shall 
be  made  at  such  rate  of  interest,  not  exceeding  six 
per  cent.,  as  may  be  agreed  by  the  parties  thereto, 
together  with  such  premiums  therefor  as  may  be 
offered  by  the  parties  to  whom  the  loans  may  be  made. 

§  2.  The  board  of  directors  shall  consist  of  any  num- 
ber fixed  in  the  by-laws  not  exceeding  eleven. 

§  3.  That  said  association  may  provide  in  its  by- 
laws upon  what  terms  persons  may  enter  and  stock 
subscribed  in  any  particular  class,  and  upon  what 
terms  members  may  withdraw  from  any  particular 
class ;  and  so  much  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
amendment  as  requires  persons  entering  a  class  after 
it  shall  have  commenced  operations  to  pay  up  equal  in 
amount  with  those  first  entering  such  class,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *' An  act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  spirit- 
uous, vinous  or  malt  liquors  in  this  Commonwealth,"  so  far  as  it  applies 
to  the  counties  of  Menefee,  Powell  and  Wolfe. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  regulate  the 
sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  in  this  Com- 
monwealth," approved  January  26,  1874,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  amended  by  adding  the  word  ''county" 
as  follows,  to- wit:  Before  the  words  "civil  district" 
in  the  fourth,  eighth  and  tenth  lines  in  section  one ; 
and  before  the  words  ''civil  district"  in  the  seventh- 
line  in  section  three  ;  and  before  the  word  "district" 
in  the  sixth  line  of  section  four  ;  and  before  the  word ' 
"district"  in  the  third  line  of  section  five  ;  and  before 
the  word  "district"  in  the  fourth  and  sixth  lines  of 
section  six  ;  and  before  the  word  "town"  in  the  second, 
line  of  section  nine. 

§  2.  That  the  election  provided  for  in  the  act  to 
which  this  is  an  amendment  to  take  the  sense  of  the 
people  "as  to  whether  they  are  for  or  against  the  sale 
of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,"  shall  not  be 
held  on  the  day  of  any  regular  State,  town,  county, 
city  or  district  election,  but  the  county  court  shall 
name  in  the  order  the  day  on  which  it  shall  be  held.

That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of 
Fayette  county,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  said 
county  concurring,  to  make  subscription  of  stock  for 
macadamizing  the  Jack's  Creek  Road,  in  said  county : 
Provided^  Said  subscription  shall  not  exceed  sixteen 
hundred  dollars  per  mile,  and  a  like  proportion  for 
every  fraction  thereof :  And  provided^  That  no  money 
so  subscribed  by  said  court  shall  be  paid  except  on 
the  terms  and  conditions  now  provided  by^  law. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

'AN  ACT  to  incorporarte  the  Twenty-second  and  Walnut  Streets  Bap- 
tist Church,  of  Louisyille. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Asserribly  of  the  Com- 
•monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  John  H.  Weller,  Heslop  H.  McCuUock, 
Jas.  M.  Dinwiddle,  Jas.  H.  Morris,  Jas  H.  Howard 
and  Prank  I.  Brocar,  trustees  of  the  Twenty-second 
and  Walnut  Streets  Baptist  Church,  of  Louisville, 
and  their  successors  as  such,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Twenty-second  and 
Walnut  Streets  Baptist  Church,  of  Louisville ;  and 
by  that  name  shall  have  pei'petual  succession  and  a 
common  seal,  or  may  use  their  own  individdal  seals 
or  scrolls;  and  may  sue  or  be  sued,  plea^  or  be 
impleaded,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this 
:State. 
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§  2.  That  when  any  vacancy  in  said  board  may 
occur  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  or  other 
disqualification  to  act,  to  be  judged  of  by  the  church 
at  a  regular  business  meeting,  it  shall  be  competent 
for  the  members  of  said  church  to  fill  such  vacancy 
or  vacancies  at  any  regular  business  meeting.  Said 
church  shall  also  have  power  to  remove  from  office 
any  one  or  more  of  said  trustees,  a  majority  of  all 
the  members  present  at  a  regular  business  meeting 
concurring  therein,  and  may  proceed  to  fill  such  va- 
cancy in  the  manner  provided  above  for  filling  vacan- 
cies: Provided^  That  no  removal  or  appointment  of 
a  trustee  shall  take  place  until  notice  of  such  inten- 
tion has  been  given  at  a  previous  regular  business 
meeting  of  the  church. 

§  3.  That*  the  above-named  trustees  and  their  suc- 
cessors are  hereby  invested  with  power  to  receive  a 
conveyance  of  a  lot  of  ground  on  the  south-west 
comer  of  Twenty-second  and  Walnut  streets,  in  Lou- 
isville, upon  which  a  church  edifice  has  been  erected, 
and  which  is  now  occupied  by  said  Twenty-second 
and  Walnut  Streets  Baptist  Church  ;  also  to  purchase 

and  receive  title  to  other  ground  not  exceeding 

,  with  its  appurtenances,  for  a  burial-ground  or 


other  church  purposes ;  but  the  said  lots  or  parcels 
of  ground  shall  be  held  by  said  trustees  or  their  suc- 
cessors for  the  entire  and  exclusive  use  and  benefit 
of  the  Twenty-second  and  Walnut  Streets  Baptist 
Church,  of  Louisville,  or  such  portion  thereof  (should 
there  ever  be  a  schism)  as  adhere  to  the  present  arti- 
cles of  faith  as  now  held  by  said  church  forever. 

§  4.  That  said  trustees,  or  their  successors,  shall

acts  common  to  limited  corporations  not  in  conflict 
with  the  laws  of  this  State. 
§  5.  This  act  shall  take  e£Fect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  745. 

AN  AOT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *  An  act  to  create  a  special  road  Uw 
for  Grant  county,"  approved  March  20, 1880 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Qeneral  Assefwibly  of  the  Cam- 
moTVweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Grant  connty  courts  composed  of  the 
Ad  valorem  ux.  presiding  judge  and  a  majority  of  the  jnstices  of  the 
peace  of  said  county,  are  hereby  authorized  to  levy  an 
annual  tax  of  ten  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars^ 
worth  of  the  taxable  property  in  Grant  county,  by 
magisterial  districts,  and  not  exceeding:  three  dollars 
Poll  tax.  poll  tax  on  each  voter  in  said  county,  by  districts,  for 
the  purpose  of  working  and  repairing  the  dirt  roads 
in  said  county. 

§  3.  That  the  tax  authorized  to  be  levied  under  the 
first  section  of  this  act  may  be  levied  by  magis- 
terial districts,  when  the  two  justices  in  any  snch 
district  shall  apply  to  the  county  court,  when  com- 
posed as  aforesaid,  for  the  levy  of  said  tax  in  the 
district  represented  by  them,  and  when  it  shall  appear 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that  said  tax  is  desired 
by  any  magisterial  district  in  Grant  county.  The 
court  may  levy  the  said  tax  upon  all  of  the  taxable 
property  in  said  district,  and  also  by  a  poll  tax  of 
not  exceeding  three  dollars  upon  each  voter  in  such 
district;  and  the  ad  valorem  tax  so  levied  shall  not 
exceed  ten  (10)  cents  on  each  hundred  dollars'  worth 
of  property  in  such  district  for  any  one  year. 
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§  3.  That  said  tax  shall  not  be  levied  in  any  district 
in  Grant  connty  unless  the  justices  of  the  peace  rep- 
resenting such  district  shall  apply  to  the  court  for  the 
levy  of  said  tax,  when  the  court  may  levy  said  tax,  if 
they  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  same  is  proper  and 
right ;  and  when  said  tax  shall  be  levied  in  any  dis- 
trict, the  same  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner,  and 
appropriated  in  the  same  way,  as  is  now  authorized 
by  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

§  4.  That  in  all  magisterial  districts  where  said  tax 
is  not  levied,  the  dirt  roads  therein  shall  be  worked 
and  kept  in  repair  as  now  provided  by  the  General 
Statutes  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  county  court  to  appoint  the  proper  offi- 
cers, and  cause  said  roads  to  be  worked  in  accordance 
with  the  general  laws  of  this  State. 

§  5.  That  all  taxes  heretofore  levied  upon  the  Cin-  to  be  paid  to 
cinnati  Southern  Railroad  and  the  property  belong- 
ing thereto,  in  whatever  name  the  same  may  have 
assessed,  which  may  have  been  levied  under  or  by 
virtue  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  shall, 
when  collected,  be  paid,  by  the  person  who  collects  the 
same,  into  the  county  treasury  of  Grant  county ;  and 
any  officer  now  having  in  his  hands  any  taxes  levied 
and  collected  under  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amend- 
ment shall  pay  the  same  into  the  county  treasury  of 
Grant  county,  and  the  county  court  shall  apply  the 
same,  when  paid  in,  to  the  payment  of  any  debt  cre- 
ated for  the  purpose  of  building  bridges  or  turnpike 
roads  in  said  county,  or  they  may,  in  the  discretion 
of  said  court,  apply  the  same  in  aid  of  the  county 
levy. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and 
repeals  all  laws  in  conflict  herewith.

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AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Bell  County  Building  and  Loan  AjBsociation. 

Be  it  enacted  "by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  KerUucky : 

§  1.  That  David  G.  Colson,  James  S.  Bingham,  W. 
G.  Colson,  and  W.  B.  Moss,  their  associates,  saccess* 
ors  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  and 
constituted  a  body-corporate,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Bell  County  Building  and  Loan  Associa- 
tion ;  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded ;  shall  have  perpetual  succession ; 
may  have  and  use  a  common  seal ;  may  acquire  and 
hold  real  and  persoual  estate,  and  sell  and  convey  the 
same ;  and  shall  have  and  possess  such  other  powers 
as  are  consistent  with  the  objects  of  the  Association, 
and  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth 
and  those  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  The  oflSiC^s  of  the  association  shall  be  a  presi- 
dent, a  vice-president,  solicitor,  secretary,  and  assist- 
ant secretary,  if  one  be  deemed  necessary,  and  a 
treasurer,  and  any  namber  of  directors  not  exceed- 
ing-nine ;  and  until  the  first  election  of  officers  here- 
inafter provided  for  the  corporators  herein  named,  or 
their  successors  and  assigns,  shall  constitute  the  first 
board  of  directors,  and  shall  hold  their  places  as  such 
directors  until  the  first  election,  which  shall  be  held 
in  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  and  on 
the  same  day  annually  thereafter.  The  officers  of  the 
association  shall  be  elected  by  the  first  board  of  di- 
rectors from  among  their  own  number,  and  these  shall 
hold  their  respective  offices  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  take  their  places ;  and  thereafter  the  fun- 
eral officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  board  of  directors, 
either  from  among  their  own  number  or  from  among 
the  stockholders. 

§  3.  In  elections  and  at  meetings  for  the  transactions 
of  other  business,  each  member  shall  be  entitled  to 
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one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  held  by  him :  Pro- 
videdj  That  women  and  infants,  members  of  the  asso- 
ciation, may  vote  by  proxy,  married  women  and 
infants  by  their  hnsbands  and  gaardians,  other  women 
by  any  member  of  the  association  selected  by  them,  in 
writing,  to  act  for  them. 

§  4.  The  corporators  above  named,  or  any  of  them,  Books  for  sub- 

scription. 

shall  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  ;  and 
whenever  one  hundred  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  said 
association  may  go  into  operation  ;  other  shares  may 
subsequently  be  subscribed  until  the  stock  in  each 
class  shall  be  complete.  The  subscribers  in  any  class 
shall  pay  correspondingly  to  the  dues  paid  by  original 
subscribers,  with  interest  at  such  rate,  not  exceeding 
six  per  cent.,  as  the  association  may  prescribe  in  its 
by-laws :  Provided^  That  no  stockholder  shall  hold  or 
acquire  at  any  time  a  majority  of  the  shares  in  any 
one  class ;  stock  in  all  classes  shall  be  transferable  on 
the  books  of  said  association  as  may  be  provided  in  its 
by-laws.  ^ 

§  6.  The  object  of  this  association  being  to  enable  object. 
its  members,  by  their  savings  and  accumulations,  to 
acquire  homes  and  other  property,  its  business  shall 
be  to  loan  its  capital  as  paid  in,  and  the  accumula- 
tions thereof,  only  upon  mortgages  and  liens  upon  real 
estate,  and  good  collateral,  ample  in  amount  to  secure 
the  same,  preference  being  given  in  all  cases  to  mem- 
bers of  the  association  ;  and  said  loans  shall  be  made 
at  such  rate  of  interest,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent.,  as 
may  be  agreed  by  the  parties  thereto. 

§  6.  The  corporaticm  may  provide  in  its  by-laws  By-iaws. 
what  reasonable  penalties  shall  attach  for  failure  to 
pay  the  installments  of  stock  at  the  time  fixed  there- 
for, and  shall  have  full  power  to  enforce  such  penal- 
ties by  reasonable  fine  or  forfeiture  of  such  stock.  It 
may  provide  also  upon  what  terms  members  desiring 
to  do  so  may  withdraw  from  the  association ;  and  may 
also  direct  what  officers  shall  be  required  to  execute 
bonds  with  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
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their  duties,  and  the  amoant  of  penalties  in  snch 
bonds ;  and  said  bonds,  when  executed,  shall  be  fully 
binding  upon  the  obligors  thereon  ;  and  may  of  mem- 
bers require  the  payment  in  advance,  as  may  be  fixed, 
of  an  amount  per  week,  monthly  or  annually,  of  a 
contribution  by  way  of  payment  of  ordinary  expenses 
on  each  share,  and  also  fix  an  invitation  fee  on  each 
share. 

§  7.  The  officers  and  directors  may,  from  time  to 
time,  adopt  any  rules  for  conducting  the  business  of 
the  association  applicable  to  the  entire  association,  or 
particular  rules  or  sets  of  rules  applicable  to  each 
class,  which  rules  and  by-laws  may  be  altered  and 
changed,  from  time  to  time,  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  provided  in  the  original  by-laws,  none  of  which, 
however,  shall  be  in  conflict  with  this  act  or  the  gen- 
eral law. 

§  8.  Said  corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
buildings  or  securing  lands,  either  as  a  general  in- 
vestment or  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  or  for  the  benefit 
of  members,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon, 
or  for  other  good  purposes  in  accord  with  the  safety 
and  good  of  the  association  or  any  of  its  classes,  may 
issue  its  bonds ;  but  no  bonds  shall  be  issued  without 
the  consent  of  the  association,  which  bonds  shall  bear 
a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  an- 
num, payable  annually  or  semi-annually. 

§  9.  In  addition  to  the  mortgage  or  other  lien,  or 
other  security  which  may  be  given  by  a  stockholder 
to  the  association  to  secure  any  loan  which  may  be 
made,  a  first  lien  is  hereby  given  to  the  association 
upon  the  interest  and  stock  of  any  such  share-holder 
in  said  association  to  secure  it  in  such  indebtedness. 

§  10.  A  new  class  or  classes  may  be  opened,  and 
deposits  or  dues  paid  in  thereon,  at  any  time  the 
board  of  directors  may  determine ;  the  board  of  di- 
rectors and  officers,  as  heretofore  provided,  shall  be 
elected  by  the  stockholders  of  the  class  longest  in 
existence ;  and  there  shall  be  but  one  board  of  di- 
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rectors,  and  these  shall  have  the  government  of  all 
the  affairs  of  the  association ;  each  class  shall  be 
known  and  designated  by  a  particular  letter  of  the 
alphabet  or  number ;  no  part  of  the  profit  or  loss 
of  any  one  class  shall  be  credited  to  or  charged 
against  any  other  class,  bat  in  all  things,  except 
as  herein  provided,  each  class  shall  be  treated  as 
separate  and  distinct;  but  two  or  more  classes  may 
be  opened  and  conducted  at  the  same  time. 

§  11.  No  class  shall  consist  of  less  than  one  bun-  Payments. 
dred  shares ;  no  weekly  or  other  dues  or  payment 
on  a  share  shall  be  greater  than  five  dollars  or  less 
than  twenty-five  cents ;  installments  or  dues  may  be 
required  to  be  paid  at  such  times  and  periods  as 
the  board  of  directors  may  fix  ;  shares  may  be  fixed 
at  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  not  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars  par  value ;  shares  may  be  re- 
quired to  continue  for  a  certain  designated  time, 
or  until  the  net  accumulations  will  enable  the  shares 
of  a  class  to  realize  a  designated  sum ;  interest  on 
loans  may,  by  agreement,  be  charged  and  deducted 
from  the  sum  loaned  in  advance,  but  the  rate  of  in- 
terest shall  not  exceed  six  per  cent. 

§  12.  Provisions  may  be  made  in  the  by-laws,  if  withdraw, 
deemed  expedient,  for  allowing  stockholders  in  any 
particular  class  to  withdraw  from  any  such  class,  or 
from  the  association,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  fair 
and  just ;  and  the  board  of  directors,  if  they  deem  it 
expedient^  may  open  a  building  class,  in  which,  with  a 
borrowed  or  paid-up  fund,  land  may  be  purchased  and 
buildings  erected,  to  be  sold  to  the  members  of  such 
class  or  others,  preference  being  always  given  to  mem- 
bers, and  paid  for  in  such  manner  and  on  such  pay- 
ments as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

§  18.  The  board  of  directors  may  employ  such  attor-  Attorkeys. 
nays  and  agents  to  act  for  the  association  as  in  their 
judgment  the  business  may  require,  and  may  fix  the 
compensation  for  the  services  performed. 

§  14.  Said  association  may  write  and  consolidate  consolidate. 
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with  any  other  association  of  a  similar  character  doin^ 
business  in  the  county  of  Bell,  upon  such  terms  as 
may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  ;  and  all  stock  formed 
and  opened  under  this  act,  and  the  stock  of  any  asso- 
ciation uniting  and  consolidating  with  it,  shall,  in  all 
respects,  be  on  the  same  footing,  entitled  to  the  same 
privileges  and  rights,  as  may  be  the  stock  and  shares 
of  such  association  and  of  this  association,  and  lia- 
ble to  the  same  restrictions  and  burdens ;  and  in  the 
event  of  a  consolidation,  the  consolidated  associations 
may  continue  under  the  corporate  name  hereinbefore 
stated,  or  that  of  the  association  uniting  with  this 
one. 
§  15.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  in- 
Np^l^n^^ne      vesting  this  association  with  any  banking  privileges, 
beyond  the  mere  power  to  lend  its  funds  and  take 
mortgages  and  liens  to  secure  the  same;  no  leserve 
fund  shall  be  accumulated,  but  its  funds  shall,  as  far 
as  practicable,  be  kept  loaned  out,  preference  always 
being  given  to  members,  and  loaned  to  others  only 
when  members  do  not  desire  to  borroiy.    No  class  shall 
have  any  advantage  over  any  other  class ;  all  members 
in  a  particular  class  shall  stand  on  an  equal  tooting 
with  the  members  in  the  same  class  ;  no  lands  shall  be 
held  or  owned  outside  of  Bell  county,  unless  in  some 
contingency  the  association  should  be  compelled  to 
buy  such  to  secure  a  debt,  and  in  that  event  such  lands 
shall  be  held  no  longer  than  such  reasonable  time  as 
will  allow  the  association  to  dispose  of  the  same  to 
secure  the  payment  of  its  debt ;  and  no  real  property 
shall  be  owned  by  the  association  within  Bell  county 
as  an  investment,  or  for  sale  to  and  benefit  of  members, 
to  a  greater  amount  than  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, nor  shall  bonds  of  the  association  be  issued  for 
any  purpose  to  a  greater  amount  than  that  sum. 

§  16.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the   PleaBureville,  Oakland  and  Sweet  Home 

Turnpike  Koad. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  KeTvtucTcy : 

§  1.  A  company  may  be  formed  and  created  a  body-  corporate  name. 
X>olitic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
**  Pleasureville,  Oakland  and  Sweet  Home  Turnpike 
Road  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  turn-  object. 
pike  road  from  the  town  of  Pleasureville  Depot  to  a 
point  near  where  the  Sweet  Home  pike  road  intersects 
the  pike  road  on  the  road  known  as  the  old  Frankfort 
road,  also  to  the  Cropper's  and  Stiver's  Mill  pike  road 
at  a  point  near  George  Williams'  mill,  all  of  said 
road  being  in  Shelby  county,  Kentucky,  except  about 
one-fourth  of  a  mile.  The  said  road  to  be  located  by 
five  of  the  commissioners  of  this  charter,  to  be  elected 
or  appointed  by  the  said  commissioners. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  Capital  stock. 
exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  divided  into 
shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  subscribed  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  set  forth. 

§  3.  A  book  for  subscription  of  stock  in  said  commissioners. 
company  may  be  opened  at  any  time  by  Robert  G. 
Bergen,  J.  P.  Bryant,  Wesly  Hall,  J.  T.  Campbell, 
E.  W.  Easley,  J.  R.  Elkins,  T.  H.  Hancock,  T.  C.  Ire- 
land, J.  N.  Johnston,  S.  D.  Kesler,  E,  B.  Nash,  M.  H. 
Rncker,  Geo.  F.  Shipman,  R.  H.  Shuck,  Thomas  Shee- 
han,  and  Ben  F.  Williams,  who  are  appointed  com- 
missioners for  that  purpose,  and  who,  or  any  of  them, 
may  solicit  subscription  for  that  purpose,  in  which 
book  the  persons  proposing  to  become  stockholders  in 
said  shall  enter  into  an  obligation  in  words  as  follows^ 
viz:  We,  whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed,  do 
promise  to  pay  to  the  Pleasureville,  Oakland  and 
Sweet  Home  Turnpike  Road  Company  the  sura  of

§  5.  As  soon  as  twenty  shares  are  subscribed,  the 
said  commissioners,  or  any  of  them  who  may  act,  may 
give  notice  for  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers  to  the  cap- 
ital stock  of  said  company,  to  be  held  at  Pleasureville 
Depot,  Kentucky,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  a  pres- 
ident and  five  dii^ectors  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the 
said  company,  said  notice  to  be  given  by  written  notice 
posted  at  the  depot  in  Pleasureville  seven  days  before 
said  meeting.  Said  commissioners,  or  any  three  of  them 
who  may  be  present  at  said  meeting,  may  take  the 
votes  of  those  who  shall  have  subscribed  to  the  capital 
stock  of  the  said  company,  and  shall  allow  each  per- 
son who  shall  have  so  taken  stock  to  vote  once,  ia 
person  or  by  written  proxy,  for  each  and  every  share 
of  stock  so  subscribed ;  and  said  commissioners  present 
shall  declare  the  person  having  the  highest  number  of 
votes  cast  for  him  as  president  to  be  duly  elected  pres-

the  same  in  the  manner  above  specified:  Provided^ 
No  person  not  a  stockholder  in  the  said  company  shall 
be  eligible  to  the  office  of  president  or  directors. 
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§  6.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall,  before  oath. 
they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  take  an 
oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  police  judge  or 
<5lerk  of  a  court,  that  they  will  faithfully,  and  to  the 
best  of  their  skill  and  ability,  discharge  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices  in  said  company.  Upon  the 
qualification  of  the  president  and  directors  they  shall 
-elect  a  treasurer,  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as 
they  may  deem  necessary,  who  shall  hold  their  offices 
a.t  the  pleasure  of  the  president  and  directors.  The 
president  and  directors  shall  hold  their  offices  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  7.  Upon  the  election  and  qualification  of  the  presi-  corporate. 
dent  and  directors  aforesaid  they  shall  be  a  body- 
X)olitic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name, 
«tyle  and  title  of  the  Pleasureville,  Oakland  and 
Sweet  Home  Turnpik  Road  Company;  and  by  the  said 
name  the  said  company  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion, and  all  the  privileges  and  franchise  incident  to  a 
<x>rporation ;  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  hold- 
ing their  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits 
thereof,  and  of  purchasing  and  holding,  to  them  and 
their  successors  and  assigns,  and  of  selling  and 
transfering  and  conveying,  all  such  lands,  tenements 
and  estates,  real  and  personal,  as  shall  be  deemed  nec- 
essary to  them  in  the  management  of  its  aflfairs  ;  and 
to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  in  all 
the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  in  every  other 
place  whatever,  and  to  do  all  and  every  matter  and 
thing  which  a  natural  person  may  do. 

§  8.  The  private  property  of  the  stockholders  shall 
not  be  subject  to,  nor  in  any  way  be  bound  for,  the 
debts  of  the  company. 

§  9.  Said  company  shall  fix  and  regulate  the  eleva-  crade. 
tion  and  grade  of  the  said  road,  the  width  of  the  part 
thereof  to  be  covered  with  stone  ;  also  the  thickness, 
not  to  be  less  than  the  law  of   Shelby  county,  Ken- 
tucky,    and   designate  the  points  of  commencement 
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and  termination  and  route  of  the  road,  and  the  points 
of  erection  of  toll-gates. 
§  10.  The  president  may  call  meetings  of  the  direct- 

caii  meetings.    Qrs  at  such  times  and  places  as  he  may  think  proper. 
Two  of  said  directors  and  the  president,  or  three  of 
the  directors  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business; 
and  in  case  of  the  death  or  absence  of  the  president, 
the  directors  may  elect  a  president  pro  tempore^  and 
may  fill  vacancies  in  their  board  when  any  occur,  from 
any  cause,  until  the  next  regular  election,  or  their  sac- 
cessors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 
§  11.  In  case  the  said  company  shall  be  unable  to* 

Condemn  land,  agree  wlth  the  owner  of  any  lands  for  the  right  of 
way  through  the  same,  it  may  make  application  to- 
the  presiding  judge  of  the  county  court  in  which  that 
part  of  the  road  is  located  for  the  appointment  of 
three  commissioners,  who  shall,  after  taking  an  oath 
that  they  will  faithfully  and  to  the  best  of  their  abil- 
ity discharge  the  duties  of  their  position,  proceed  to 
view  such  land  and  assess  the  value  thereof,  and  the 
damages  which  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  will  sus- 
tain by  reason  of  the  location  of  said  road ;  but  in 
assessing  the  damages  which  the  owner  or  owners  of 
such  land  will  sustain  by  reason  of  the  location  of  said 
road,  said  commissioners  shall  take  into  consideration 
the  advantages  resulting  to  the  adjoining  lands  of 
the  proprietor  by  reason  of  such  location.  Said  com- 
missioners shall  report  in  writing  to  the  said  presid- 
ing judge,  and  thereupon  he  shall  cause  notice  to  be 
given  to  the  proprietors  of  such  land  or  their  agents 
or  representatives,  to  appear,  at  the  expiration  of 
ten  days,  and  show  cause  why  such  report  should  not 
be  confirmed  and  the  right  of  way  vested  in  said 
company.  If  any  of  said  owners  are  infants  or  i)er- 
sons  of  unsound  mind,  a  guardian  ad  litem  shall 
be  appointed  as  in  other  cases.  In  case  such  owner 
fails  to  appear,  or  having  appeared,  fails  to  make 
any  exceptions  to  said  report,  the  presiding  judge 
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^hall  confirm  the  same  and  make  an  order  vesting 
the  right  of  way  in  said  company.  In  case  excep- 
tions are  made  to  said  report  by  the  owner  of  the 
lands  or  the  company,  the  said  connty  judge  shall 
•decide  upon  the  same.  In  case  either  party  shall 
be  dissatisfied  with  the  judgment  thereon,  an  appeal 
may  be  taken  to  the  circuit  court  as  in  other  civil 

*CaSeS. 

§12.  No  judgment  shall  be  rendered  vesting  the  judgment. 
Tight  of  way  in  said  company  until  the  value  of  the 
land  and  the  damages  assessed  by  the  commissioners 
or  by  the  judge  shall  have  been  paid  to  the  owners  or 
his  authorized  agent,  or  deposited  in  court  for  such 
owner. 

§  13.  The  rate  of  toll  and  the  distance  to  be  built  tou. 
for  a  gate  thereon  to  be  governed  by  the  general  law 
of  the  Commonwealth  and  of  Shelby  county ;  and  if 
any  person  liable  to  pay  toll  on  said  road,  at  any  gate 
•erected  in  conformity  with  this  act,  shall,  directly  or 
indirectly,  evade  the  same,  such  person  or  persons  so 
offending,  for  every  such  offense  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
to  the  company  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  recoverable 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  like  manner  as  other 
<lebts  of  equal  amounts. 

§14.  The  commissioners  appointed  to  receive  sub- Powen  of  com- 
ascriptions  of  stock,  or  any  of  them,  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  take  a  release  of  the  ground  and  right  of  way 
from  the  x)ersons  through  whose  lands  said  road  may 
pass  and  be  constructed,  and  a  grant  of  material  that 
may  be  necessary  to  construct  or  repair  said  road. 

§  16.  The  company  shall  have  full  power  to  permit  work  out  itock. 
any  stockholder  to  work  out  his  or  her  stock  in  said 
road  that  she  or  he  may  have  subscribed,  or  any  part 
thereof,  at  an  agreed  price. 

§  16.  That  the  president  and  directors  may,  if  they  ducHcs  and 
deem  necessary,  cause  to  be  condemned  along  the  ^""* 
route  of  the  proposed  road  not  exceeding  forty  feet 
in  width,  upon  which  to  construct  said  road  and  all 
necessary  ditches  and  drains. 
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Bonds. 


§  17.  All  moneys  to  which  the  company  may  be- 
Treasurer.  entitled,  and  which  may  be  received  by  it,  or  any  of 
its  officers  or  agents,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treas- 
urer, and  shall  be  paid  out  by  him  only  upon  the 
order  of  the  board  of  directors,  as  shall  appear  f  ix>m 
the  records  of  the  company,  and  a  certificate  there- 
from, signed  by  the  president,  and  presented  to  said 
treasurer  for  payment. 

§  18.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  and  au- 
purchase  other  thorfty  to  purchase  any  turnpike  road  with  which  ita 
road  may  connect,  or  to  purchase  any  part  thereof, 
or  interest  therein,  which  it  may  desire,  together  with 
all  the  rights  and  franchises,  of  whatsoever  kind  or 
nature,  belonging  thereto. 

§  19.  The  said  company  shall  have  full  power  to  and 
authority  to  issue  any  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  rais> 
ing  money  to  pay  off  any  indebtedness  of  the  com- 
pany, or  to  raise  money  for  the  purpose  of  building^ 
or  completing  said  road ;  and  when  the  company 
shall  desire  to  raise  money  for  any  such  purpose, 
and  shall  so  direct,  the  president  of  the  road  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  convey,  by  deed 
of  mortgage  for  said  purpose,  acknowledged  by  him 
for  and  on  behalf  of  said  company,  and  recorded 
in  the  clerk's  offices,  in  which  county  the  said  road 
is  located,  the  said  road,  together  with  all  of  its 
lands,  tenements,  appurtenances,  rights,  privileges 
and  franchises,  to  a  trustee  for  the  security  of  the 
payment  of  said  bonds. 

§  20.  The  money  received  from  tolls  on  said  road 
shall  be  expended,  so  far  as  necessary,  in  keeping 
the  same  in  good  order,  and  the  remainder  shall  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest 
of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  act,  in  case  any  shall 
be  issued.  Said  company  may  use  any  part  of  the  net 
earnings  of  the  road  in  purchasing  its  bonds  before 
maturity,  and  the  surplus  money  of  the  company, 
after  the  completion  of  the  road  and  the  payment 
of  said  bonds,  if  any  are  issued,  shall  be  distributed 
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among  the  stockholders  in  proportion  to  the  amount 
of  stock  held  and  owned  by  them  respectively,  by 
dividend  declared  at  such  times  and  in  such  man- 
ners as  the  company  may  see  fit. 
§  21.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  748. 

AN  ACT  to  consolidate  common  school  district  No.  88,  in  Marshall 
county,  with  the  Marshall  County  Seminary  at  Benton,  in  said  county,, 
and  to  provide  fur  the  levy  of  a  school  tax  in  said  district. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OeneraX  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  Marshall  Coanty  Sem- 
inary, and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  also  be  trus- 
tees of  common  school  district  No.  S8,  in  Marshall 
county,  and  their  appointment  shall  remain  as  noiir 
provided  by  law. 

§  2.  That  said  board  of  trustees,  a  majority  concur- 
ring, may  once  in  each  year  submit  the  proposition  of 
a  school  tax  to  the  voters  of  said  district,  authorized  to- 
vote  under  the  common  school  laws  of  this  State,  after 
first  posting  written  or  printed  notices,  in  five  or  more 
conspicuous  places  in  said  district,  at  least  fifteen 
days  before  the  vote  is  taken,  that  an  election  will 
be  held,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  stated  in  said  no- 
tices, to  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said 
district  upon  the  question  of  levying  an  ad  valorem 
tax  of  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars'  worth  of  property  in  said  district,  subject  to 
taxation  for  revenue  purposes ;  and  also  a  per  capita 
tax,  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor  more  than  two  dol- 
lars and  fifty  cents,  upon  each  person  authorized  to- 
vote  under  this  section  of  this  act. 

§  3.  For  the  purpose  of  taking  the  vote  provided 
for  in  section  2  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the- 
clerk  of  said  board  of  trustees  to  prepare  a  suitable 
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poll-book  for  the  parpose  of  taking  the  vote  upon 
said  question,  in  which  poll-book  there  shall  be  two 
columns,  one  headed  ^'For  school  tax,"  and  the  other 
^'Against  school  tax;"  and  the  clerk  of  said  board 
shall  act  as  clerk  of  the  election  provided  for  in  this 
act,  who,  in  conjunction  with  two  suitable  persons,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  county  judge  to  act  as  judges  of 
said  elections  shall  hold  said  election.  The  election 
herein  provided  for  shall  be  held  on  the  day  specified 
in  the  notices  provided  for  in  section  2  of  this  act,  and 
between  the  hours  of  7  o'clock  a.  m.  and  6  o'clock  p. 
M.,  and  the  clerk  shall  record  the  names  of  those  vot- 
ing for  or  against  said  tax  as  given ;  said  tax,  when 
voted,  levied,  and  collected,  as  provided  in  this  act, 
shall  be  used,  in  conjunction  with  the  common  school 
fund  due  said  district,  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
teachers  to  teach  a  common  school  of  five  months  in 
said  district  in  each  year,  which  school  shall  be  free  to 
all  the  white  children  in  said  district  within  the  com- 
mon  school  age. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  holding  the 
-election  herein  provided  for  to  return  said  poll-book, 
with  the  result  of  said  election  properly  certified,  as 
required  by  law  in  similar  elections,  to  said  board  of 
trustees,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  notice  of  said 
election;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of 
trustees  to  cause  the  same  to  be  recorded  on  the  rec- 
•ord-book  or  books  kept  by  said  board  of  trustees. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  trustees, 
within  five  days  after  any  election  held  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  and  the  return  of  the  poll-books  as 
herein  provided  for,  by  suitable  orders,  entered  upon 
the  record  books  of  said  board,  to  levy  a  tax  of  not 
exceeding  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth 
of  taxable  property  in  said  district,  and  a  per  capita 
tax  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor  more  than  two  dol- 
lars and  fifty  cents  on  each  person  in  said  district  au- 
thorized to  vote  on  said  question  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act ;   but  the  levy  of  said  tax  shall  not  con- 
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tinue  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year,  unless  the 
same  shall  be  voted  by  the  voters  of  said  district  as 
herein  provided  for  each  year. 

§  6.  If  at  any  time  a  tax  shall  be  voted  under  the 
proyisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
board  of  trustees  to  appoint  some  suitable  person  in 
said  district  to  make  the  assessment  as  herein  provided 
for,  and  may  agree  with  such  person  as  to  his  compen- 
sation ;  said  assessment,  when  made  by  such  person, 
shall  be  returned  by  him  to  said  board  of  trustees, 
who  may,  in  their  discretion,  appoint  some  suitable 
person  to  supervise  said  assessment,  who  shall  be 
sworn  and  have  the  same  powers  and  perform  like 
duties  as  county  supervisors  under  the  law. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  Marshall 
county  to  collect  the  taxes  under  the  provisions  of  thid 
act,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  execute  to  said  board 
of  trustees  a  receipt  for  the  assessor's  book,  or  such 
tax  book  as  they  may  cause  to  be  prepared,  and  said 
sheriff  shall  be  liable  upon  his  official  bond  for  any 
taxes  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which 
may  be  collected  by  action  or  motion  in  the  name  of 
**The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Marshall  County  Semi- 
nary;" and  in  collecting  said  taxes  said  sheriff  shall 
have  the  same  powers  and  be  subject  to  the  same  pen- 
alties as  now  provided  by  law  in  collection  of  the 
county  levy  in  the  county  of  Marshall ;  all  taxes  col- 
lected by  him  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  paid  over  by  him  to  the  treasurer  of  said  board  of 
trustees,  whose  receipt  he  shall  take  therefor,  and  said 
treasurer  shall  be  liable  on*  his  bond  as  such  for  any 
money  so  received. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  trustees, 
at  least  once  in  each  year,  and  on  or  before  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  November  in  each  year,  to  make  a  set- 
tlement with  said  sheriff,  and  to  allow  him  such 
oredits  for  delinquents,  a  list  of  which  shall  be  made 
out  and  sworn  to  by  him,  as^may  appear  to  be  just  and 
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prox)er,  and  commissioti  on  the  amount  collected,  and 
paid  over  to  said  treasurer  by  him,  not  exceeding  six 
per  cent,  on  the  amount  so  collected  and  paid  over. 

§  9.  Immediately  after  the  settlement  and  payment 
to  the  treasurer  of  said  board  by  the  sheriflf, ,  said 
treasurer  shall  report,  in  writing,  to  the  said  board 
of  trustees,  showing  any  balance  in  his  hands  from 
former  settlements,  top^ether  with  the  amount  re- 
ceived by  him  from  taxation  or  other  sources  for 
common  school  purposes  for  that  year,  which  report 
said  board  shall  cause  to  be  recorded  as  part  of  the 
record  of  said  board  of  trustees. 

§  10.  The  common  school  fund  due  to  said  district 
number  thirty-eight,  in  said  county,  shall,  in  any 
year  in  which  the  tax  herein  provided  for  shall  be 
voted,  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  board  of 
trustees  by  the  county  school  superintendent  out  of 
said  county,  or  those  authorized  to  pay  out  the  same ; 
and  said  treasurer  shall  pay  out  all  moneys  coming 
into  his  hands  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  the 
teachers  employed  to  teach  the  common  schools  in 
said  district,  but  only  on  the  orders  of  said  board  of 
trustees ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  report  and  make 
settlement  with  said  board  of  trustees  touching  such 
funds  at  any  time  when  called  on  by  them  ;  and  such 
reports  and  settlements  shall  be  duly  recorded  by  said 
board  of  trustees. 

§  11.  All  funds  raised  by  taxation  shall  be  used,  in 
connection  with  the  common  school  funds  of  said  dis- 
trict, for  the  payment  of  teachers  of  the  common 
school  in  said  district,  except  the  expenses  in  collect- 
ing said  taxes. 

§  12.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  Marshall  County 
Seminary  shall  fix  the  rate  of  tuition  for  all  pupils 
attending  the  free  school  session  who  reside  outside 
of  said  district,  or  not  within  the  common  school  age, 
and  residing  in  said  district ;  and  any  pupil  living  in 
said  school  district,  and  within  the  school  age,  and 
attending  the  free  school  in  said  district,  may  be 
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charged  for  instructions  in  the  classes,  but  for  nothing 
else. 

§  13.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  seminary  shall 
have  power  to  confer  upon  graduates  of  said  semi- 
nary such  diplomas,  honors,  and  degrees,  as  evidence 
of  scholarship,  as  is  usual  in  schools  and  colleges  of 
like  standing  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  14.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to 
make  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  may  be 
necessary  and  essential  for  their  government,  not  to 
conflict,  however,  with  the  several  provisions  or  any 
provisions  of  this  act. 

§  15.  The  secretary  or  clerk  of  said  board  shall 
attend  all  meetings  of  the  board,  k^ep  all  records  and 
papers,  and  i>erform  such  other  duties  as  the  board 
may  require. 

§  16.  If,  at  any  time,  the  people  of  said  district 
shall  fail  or  refuse  to  vote  the  taxes  as  herein  pro- 
vided for,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  board  of  trustees 
to  submit  the  question  of  taxation  in  said  district 
under,  and  as  provided  in,  the  common  schopl  laws  of 
this  Commonwealth. 

§  17.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  before 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  upon  proceedings 
in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth ;  and,  in  addition 
thereto,  shall  be  liable  to  said  company  for  any  dam- 
ages sustained  by  sach  wrongful  transportation.     But 
nothing  herein  shall  make  it  unlawful  for  any  one 
o^^ning  a  skiff  or  other  craft  to  transport  across  said 
river  himself  or  any  member  of  his  family,  or  his  em- 
ploye or  his  own  property.     Nor  shall  any  thing  in 
this  act  be  construed  as  prohibiting  steamboats  or 
other  craft  engaged  in  the  usual  business  of  trans- 
portation up  or  down  said  rivers  from  landing  at  any 
point  convenient  to  the  town  of  Wickliffe,  and  taking 
on  and  discharging  freight  or  persons. 

§  15.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  750. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  county  court  of  Letcher  county  to  issue  bonds 
to  discharge  existing  indebtedness,  and  for  the  purpose  of  building  a 
court-house. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweatth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Letcher  county  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  the  presiding  judge 
and  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  being 
present  and  concurring  therein,  to  issue  the  bonds  of  issue  bonds. 
the  county  of  Letcher  to  the  amount  of  three  (3) 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  to  discharge  the  in- 
debtedness of  the  county  due  and  in  arrears  at  the 
passage  of  this  act. 

§  2.  That  the  said  county  court,  a  majority  of  the  submu  to  vote. 
magistrates  being  present  and  concurring  therein,  be, 
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and  hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered  to  sabmit  to 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  said  county,  at  the  next  or 
any  ensuing  general  election,  the  proposition  to  issae 
the  bonds  of  said  county,  in  any  sum  not  exceeding- 
ten  thousand  ($10,000)  dollars,  to  produce  a  fund  for 
the  purpose  of  building  a  suitable  court-house  for  the 
said  county. 
§  3.  Before  any  such  election  shall  be  held,  thirty 
Notice.  (30)  days'  notice  thereof  shall  be  given,  by  written  or 

printed  notice,  posted  in  five  or  more  public  places  in 
said  county  ;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  legal  votes  cast 
at  such  election  be  in  favor  of  such  proposition,  then 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  county,  the  presiding  judge 
and  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  being  pres- 
ent and  concurring,  to  issue  the  bonds  authorized  by 
the  second  section  of  tins  act. 
§  4.  Bonds  issued   under   the  authority  and  pro- 
Bonds  payable,  vislous  of  thls  act  shall  be  payable  in  not  exceeding 
thirty  (30)  years  from  date,  shall  bear  a  rate  of  inter- 
est not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable 
annually  or  semi-annually,  and  principal  and  interest 
be  payable  at  such  place  as  the  court  may  direct,  and 
the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  separately  applied  as 
provided  in  the  first  and  second  sections  of  this  act. 
The  bonds  shall  be  payable  to  bearer,  and  in  such 
sums  not  exceeding  the  limit  prescribed  aforesaid,  as 
the  court  may  deem  most  advantageous  in  negotiating 
their  sale.    The  presiding  judge  of  the  court  shall 
sign  the  bonds,  and  the  clerk  shall  countersign  them 
and  affix  the  seal  of  the  court.     Coupons  attached  to 
the  bonds  for  interest  shall  be  signed  by  the  clerk  of 
the  county  court. 
§  6.  The  court  shall  have  power  to  designate  some 
Court's  duty,     persou  to  negotiate  a  sale  of  the  bonds  and  receive 
the  proceeds  upon  their  delivery,  and  hold  and  dis- 
burse the  same  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed or  as  ordered  by  the  court.     The  court  shall 
require  of  such  person  as  shall  be  so  appointed  to 
give  bond,  with  good  security,  for  the  safe-keeping  of 
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the  money  and  the  faithfal  discharge  of  all  his  duties 
in  relation  to  said  bonds.  The  county  judge  shall 
c&nse  a  record  to  be  kept  of  all  bonds  issued  under 
this  act,  showing  amount  and  date  of  each.

CHAPTER  751. 

AJN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  '<An  act  to  charter  the  Maysyille 
^ater  Company,  and  to  ratify  and  validate  the  water-works  ordinance 
of  the  city  of  Maydville  and  its  contract  thereunder  with  the  Mays- 
-ville  Water  Company." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaZth  of  K&niucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Maysville  Water  Company  is  hereby  condemn  prop. 
given  authority,  by  the  proceedings  hereinafter  stated, 
to  condemn  to  Its  use  any  and  all  kinds  of  property, 
in  Maysville  or  Mason  county,  Kentucky,  which  it 
may  need  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  to  the 
city  of  Maysville  and  other  towns  or  localities  near 
the  said  city. 

§  2.  That  whenever  said  corporation  desires  to  con- 
demn any  property  to  its  use,  and  shall  be  unable  to 
contract  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  land  or 
material  necessary  for  its  use  for  the  purpose  thereof, 
it  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county 
court  a  particular,  description  of  the  land  and  ma- 
terial which  it  is  desired  to  condemn,  and  may  ap- 
ply to  the  county  court  to  appoint  commissioners  to 
assess  the  damages  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  may 
be  entitled  to  receive ;  and  thereupon  the  said  court 
shall  appoint  three  impartial  housekeepers  of  the 
county,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially discharge  their  duties  under  this  act. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  commissioners' 
view  the  land  and  material,  and  to  award  to  the  owner 
or  owners  the  value  of  the  land  or  material  taken ;  and 
where  less  than  the  whole  of  the  land  is  taken,  they 
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shall  also  award  the  damages,  if  any,  resulting  to  the 
adjacent  lands  of  the  owner,  considering  the  purposes 
for  which  it  is  taken  ;  but  shall  deduct  from  such,  in- 
cidental damages  the  value,  if  any,  of  the  advantage 
and  benefits  that  will  accrue  to  such  adjacent  lands 
from  the  uses  to  which  said  land  condemned  shall  be 
put  by  said  corporation.  They  shall  return  a  report 
in  writing  to  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court, 
stating  their  award,  and  shall  describe  in  their  report 
the  land  and  material  condemned,  and  give  the  names 
of  the  owners,  and  whether  non-residents  of  the  State, 
infants,  of  unsound  mind,  or  married  women. 

§  4.  Upon  the  filing  of  said  report  the  clerk  of  said 
court  shall  issue  process  against  the  owners  to  show 
cause  why  said  report  should  not  be  confirmed,  and 
shall  make  such  orders  as  to  non-residents  and  per- 
sons under  disability  as  are  required  hy  «the  Civil 
Code  of  Practice  in  actions  against  them  in  the 
circuit  court. 

§  5.  At  the  first  regular  term  of  said  court,  begin- 
s>uty  of  court  ulug  uot  earlier  than  ten  days  after  the  date  of  the 
service  of  the  summons,  or  thirty  days  from  the  date 
of  the  warning  order,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court 
to  examine  said  report,  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  be  in 
conformity  to  this  act,  and  to  the  extent  that  no  ex- 
ceptions have  been  filed  thereto  by  either  party,  it 
shall  confirm  said  report ;  but  if  said  report  be  not 
in  conformity  to  this  act,  the  said  court  shall  require 
the  commissioners  aforesaid  to  amend  the  same,  and, 
if  necessary,  to  review  the  land  and  material  taken. 

§  6.  If  exceptions  shall  be  filed  by  either  party,  the 
Exceptions.  court  shall  forthwith  order  the  case  to  trial ;  except, 
for  cause  shown,  the  same  may  be  continued  to  a  later 
day  in  the  same  term  or  in  the  next  term,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court.  In  the  trial  of  said  case  said 
report  shall  not  be  considered  as  prima  facie  evidence 
of  the  value  of  the  land  or  material  taken.  In  assess- 
ing the  damages  the  jury  shall  be  governed  by  the 
rule  prescribed  in  the  third  section  of  this  act.    If 
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:safficient  cause  be  not  shown  for  setting  aside  the 
verdict,  the  court  shall  render  judgment  in  conform- 
ity thereto,  and  shall  make  such  orders  as  may  be 
proper  for  the  conveyance  of  the  title  upon  the  pay- 
ment or  tender  of  the  damages  assessed. 

§  7.  An  appeal  shall  lie  from  the  judgment  of  the  Appeal. 
<5ircuit  court  to  the  Superior  Court  or  Court  of  Ap- 
peals, according  as  the  amount  of  damages  awarded 
shall  come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  said  courts. 

§  8.  Upon  the  filing  of  the  report  of  the  commis-  possession. 
sioners  as   aforesaid,   the  company  may,   upon    the 
payment  or  tender    to    the  owners  of    the   amount 
due  as  shown  by  the  report  of  the  commissioners, 
be  entitled  to  take  possession  of  said  land  and  ma- 
terial, and  to  use  and  control  the  same  for  the  pur- 
poses for  which  they  were  condemned  as  fully  as  if 
the  title  had  been  conveyed  to  it ;  but  if  the  com- 
pany shall  be  dissatisfied  with  the  award,  it  may  pay 
the  amount  thereof  into  court  at  th^  time  it  files  its 
exceptions  to  the  report,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to 
take  possession  of  the  land  and  material  as  above  de- 
ecribed,  which  act  on  the  part  of  the  company  shall 
not  prejudice  its  right   to  litigate   the  question  of 
valae  as  hereinbefore  described ;  and  if  the  amount 
of  the  award  shall  be  diminished,  the  company  shall 
have  the  right  to  withdraw  from  said  fund  in  court 
the  difference  between  the  amount  of  the  verdict  and 
the  amount  of  the  award ;  but  if  the  amount  of  said 
award  shall  be  increased,  the  company  shall  pay  into 
-court  said  difference. 

§  9.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  confiict  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed,  in  so  far  as  they  may  affect  this 
corporation. 

§  10.  This  act  stiall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  762. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  city  of  Oweneboro  to  aid  the  construction' 
of  the  Owensboro  and  Indiana  bridge  by  subscription  of  stock  or 
donation. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tTie  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Owens- 
Aid  to  bridge,  boro,  Kentucky,  be,  and  they  are,  authorized  and 
empowered  to  aid  and  assist  the  construction  and 
building  of  the  Owensboro  and  Indiana  bridge ;  and. 
in  order  to  induce  and  to  encourage  its  speedy  build- 
ing at  or  near  the  city  of  Owensboro,  across  the  Ohio- 
river,  said  council  may  subscribe  stock,  or  donate  any 
Amount.  sum,  uot  to  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
payable  in  the  bonds  of  said  city,  which  said  bond& 
shall  bear  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  five  per 
cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  shal) 
mature  at  such  time  or  times  as  the  council  may,  by 
ordinance,  determine,  not  later  than  thirty  years  after 
their  date:  Providedy  That  no  such  subscription  of 
stock  or  donation  shall  be  authorized,  nor  bonds 
issued  in  payment  thereof,  until  after  the  question  of 
such  subscription  or  donation  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  qualified  voters  of  said  city,  and  a  majority  of  all 
the  qualified  voters  of  said  city  shall  vote  in  favor 
of  such  subscription  or  donation.  The  common  coun- 
cil shall  designate  the  time  when  said  election  shall 
be  held,  and  make  such  orders  in  relation  to  public 
notice  of  the  election,  and  all  other  matters  in  rela- 
tion thereto,  as  shall,  in  their  judgment,  be  necessary 
to  obtain  a  fair  expression  of  the  popular  will  upon 
the  question.  In  the  exercise  of  their  own  discretion, 
the  council  may,  at  any  time,  order  said  election  on 
the  proposition  to  subscribe  stock  or  make  a  donation 
to  said  bridge  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  vest  said 
city  with  power  or  authority  to  both  subscribe  stock 
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luid  make  a  donation,  the  trne  intent  of  this  act  beinf; 
to  authorize  said  city  to  either  subscribe  stock  or 
-donate  any  sum,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand 
•dollars,  to  said  Owensboro  and  Indiana  bridge,  but 
not  to  do  both.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the 
number  of  qualified  voters  of  said  city,  recourse  shall 
be  had  to  the  number  listed  by  the  city  assessor  at 
the  last  assessment  prior  to  the  taking  of  any  vote 
under  this  act,  or  the  council  may  cause  a  registration 
or  list  of  the  voters  to  be  made  by  the  city  assessor  or 
some  other  competent  person  for  said  purpose. 

§  2.  That  said  bonds  issued  in  payment  of  said  sub-  Bonds 
Bcription  or  donation  shall  be  delivered  to  the  presi- 
dent of  the  board  of  directors  of  said  bridge  company 
only  when  said  bridge  shall  have  been  fully  completed 
and  permanently  built,  and  railroad  trains  running 
over'the  same :  Provided,  That  said  bridge  is  so  built 
and  completed  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  said 
election  authorizing  said  subscription  of  stock  or 
donation. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  common  council  each  Levy  tax. 
year  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  oflE  the 
bonds  and  the  interest  within  a  certain  number  of 
years,  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on  the  one  hundred 
dollars  of  taxable  property  in  said  city  in  one  year ; 
and  they  may  also  levy  an  annual  head  or  capitation 
tax  on  each  tithe  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and 
interest.  Said  taxes  shall  be  levied  and  collected  at  collected. 
the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  and  way,  and 
under  the  same  responsibilities,  as  the  other  taxes  of 
the  city  are  levied  and  collected ;  and  the  official 
bonds  of  the  treasurer  and  collector  shall  be  made 
a,nd  taken  to  cover  their  duties  under  this  act,  the 
same  as  they  now  cover  their  duties  under  the  charter 
^nd  ordinances  of  the  city;  and  the  city  council  and 
the  said  collecting  officers  shall  have  the  same  power 
of  enforcing  collection  and  payment  of  said  taxes  as 
they  now  have  for  enforcing  the  collection  and  pay- 
ment of  the  other  taxes  of  the  city. 
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§  4.  The  taxes  thus  levied  and  collected  shall  be  set 
apart  and  exclusively  appropriated  to  the  purpose  for 
which  they  are  levied,  and  for  no  other  purpose  what- 
ever. 

§  5.  Proryided^  That  not  more  than  one  election 
shall  be  ordered  on  either  proposition,  and  never 
more  than  one  election  in  any  one  year. 

§  6.  In  any  issue  of  bonds  under  this  act,  the  ri^ht 
shall  be  reserved  to  said  city  to  call  in  and  pay  off 
said  bonds,  or  any  of  them,  at  any  time  after  five 
Node*  to  be  years  from  the  issual  of  said  bonds.  Sixty  days'  no- 
tice of  the  calling  of  said  bonds,  or  any  of  them,  shall 
be  given  by  publication  of  such  notice  in  any  news- 
paper published  in  Owensboro,  for  two  weeks ;  and 
at  the  end  of  said  sixty  days  the  interest  on  any 
bonds  so  called  shall  cease. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its- 
passage.

Assembly  of  tJie  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  chapter  307  of  the  Acts  of  1888,  approved 
February  25,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as 
follows :  Provided^  That  should  this  road  consoli- 
date with  any  other  railroad  company,  the  consolida- 
tion should  be  forbidden  to  ask  a  vote  for  further  sub- 
scription of  any  county,  city  or  town  that  has  already 
subscribed  stock,  without  additional  legislation  :  And 
provided  further^  That  when  any  election  for  sub- 
scribing stock  to  said  railroad  by  any  county,  city  or 
town  through  which  said  road  proposes  to  construct 
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its  road,  that  sach  election  shall  be  published  in  the 
county  paper,  and  if  no  such  paper  is  published  in 
said  county,  then  by  posted  handbills  in  at  least  four 
public  places  in  each  voting  precinct  in  said  county, 
at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  such  an  election :  And 
jpromded  further^  That  no  bonds  of  any  county  that 
may  vote  a  subscription  to,  or  take  stock  in  said  road, 
shall  be  issued  to  said  railroad  company  until  said 
road  shall  have  constructed,  operated  and  run  its  cars 
through  said  county. 

§  2.  That  the  rate  of  interest  on  any  bonds  that 
may  be  issued  by  any  county,  city  or  town  to  said 
railroad,  shall  not  bear  a  greater  rate  than  six  per 
cent,  per  annum ;  and  that  before  any  such  election 
can  be  held  or  ordered,  the  railroad  company  shall 
deposit  with  the  judge  of  such  county  a  sufficient  sum 
of  money  to  pay  all  the  expenses  of  holding  said  elec- 
tion. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  enforced  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  754. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *<  An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of 

Beech  Grove,  McLean  county." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  amended  charter  of  the  town  of  Beecli  Levy  ta». 
Grove,  McLean  county,  Kentucky,  approved  April  17, 
1882,  be  so  amended  as  to  empower  the  board  of  trus- 
tees to  annually  levy  and  collect  taxes,  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
all  the  r6al  estate  in  said  town,  including  the  improve- 
ments on  such  real  estate,  and  upon  all  personal  es- 
tate, including  stores  and  groceries. 

§  2.  That  there  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  under  Exempt  from. 
this  act,  all  lands,  stock  and  farming  implements  used 
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exclusively  for  farming  purposes,  and  within  tlie 
boundary  of  said  town,  unless  said  land  should  be  at 
any  time  divided  into  town  lots,  then  they  are  to  be 
taxed  as  other  property.  There  shall  also  be  exempt 
from  taxation,  under  this  act,  all  public  property  be- 
longing to  said  town,  any  church,  public  school,  all 
grounds  attached  to  any  church  or  public  school ;  all 
parsonages  or  grounds  dedicated  solely  to  such  uses, 
and  any  cemetery  belonging  to  said  town. 

§  3.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  also  have  power  to 
Toll  tax.  annually  assess  and  collect  a  tax,  per  capita^  upon 
every  and  each  male  inhabitant  of  said  town  over 
twenty -one  years  of  age,  of  not  exceeding  one  dollar, 
and  a  tax  not  exceeding  one  dollar  on  each  dog  a  per- 
son may  keep,  or  suffer  or  permit  to  be  kept,  on  his 
premises. 

§  4.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  Beech  Grove  shall 
Streets.  have  power  to  lay  out  public  grounds,  streets,  alleys, 

and  highways,  and  to  alter,  extend,  widen,  contract, 
straighten,  open,  or  continue  the  same.  That  when- 
ever the  public  convenience  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  require  any  street  or  alley,  lane  or 
highway,  to  be  opened,  laid  out,  extended,  changed, 
straightened,  or  altered,  they  may  obtain  or  purchase 
from  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  such  real  estate  as 
may  be  necessary  therefor,  and  obtain  from  such 
owner  or  owners  a  conveyance  of  said  real  estate, 
which  conveyance  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  McLean  county  court. 

§  5.  To  regulate  the  tax  for  the  selling  of  any  ardent 
xiquort.  spirits,  or  other  intoxicating,   fermented,  vinous  or 

malt  liquors,  by  any  hotel-keeper,  tavern-keeper,  bar- 
room, coffee-house,  saloon  or  drug  store  in  said  town, 
under  and  by  virtue  of  the  present  statutory  laws  of 
this  Commonwealth  :  Provided^  That,  in  addition  to  the 
present  State  tax,  the  tax  (under  this  act,  if  such  traffic 
be  tolerated  in  the  town)  upon  licensed  hotel,  tavern 
or  innkeepers,  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars 
for  a  year,  and  the  tax  upon  any  merchant  or  merchants 
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to  sell  sach  liquors  in  said  town  shall  not  exceed  two 
hundred  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  amount  now  re- 
quired by  law.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to 
license  or  authorize  any  saloon  or  coffee-house-keeper 
to  sell  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  and  require 
•each  of  them  to  pay  an  annual  tax,  not  to  exceed  two 
hundred  dollars  a  year,  and  no  such  license  shall  be 
transferable. 

§  6.  To  prevent  and  suppress  any  riot,  rout  or  breach  Br«ach  of  p«ace 
of  the  peace,  noise,  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct 
or  assemblage. 

§7.  To  prevent  horse-racing,  immoderate  riding  or  Hone-racing, 
driving  in  the  town,  and  to  authorize  persons  immod- 
-erately  riding  or  driving  to  be  stopped  by  any  person, 
and  to  punish  or  prohibit  the  abuse  of  animals,  and 
to  compel  persons  to  fasten  or  secure  their  horses, 
mules,  oxen  or  other  animals  attached  to  vehicles  or 
otherwise,  while  standing  or  remaining  in  the  streets. 

§  8.   To  prevent  the  incumbering  of   the  streets,  outmction  of 
sidewalks,   lanes,   alleys   and    public   grounds    with 
carriages,  carts,  sleighs,   sleds,    wheelbarrows,   signs, 
boxes,  lumber,  timber,  fire- wood,  brick,  stone,  post- 
awnings,  or  any  substance  or  material  whatever. 

§  9.  To  restrain  and  regulate  or  prevent  the  run-  stock  nmniog  at 

larsrc 

ning  at  large  of  horses  and  swine,  and  authorizing 
the  distraining,  Impounding  and  sale  of  same  for  the 
penalty  incurred  and  cost  of  proceedings ;  and  also 
to  impose  penalties  on  the  owners  of  such. animals 
for  a  violation  of  any  by-law  or  ordinance  in  relation 
thereto.

§4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  oapiui stock.* 
fifty  thousand  dollars  ($60,000),  divided  in  shares  of 
one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  each. 

•  §  6.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  man-  officen. 
aged  by  a  board  of  seven  directors,  who  shall  be 
elected  annually  by  and  from  the  stockholders,  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  April,  at  the  principal  place  of 
business  at  Bockville,  Lawrence  county,  Kentucky, 
and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified  ;  but  the  incorpo- 
rators  hereinbefore  named  shall  serve  as  directors  un- 
til the  first  annual  election,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified;  and  should  a  vacancy  at 
any  time  occur  in  the  board,  it  may  be  filled  for  the 
unexpired  term  by  vote  of  the  remaining  directors 
spread  upon  its  records.

§  10.  The  private  property  of  the  stockholders  shall

tion. 
§  11.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and 
Build  bridge,     empowered  to  locate,  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
a  pier  bridge  across  Big  Sandy  river  at  the  point  set 
forth  in  the  third  (3)  section  of  this  act;  and  shall 
have  power  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  as  mach 
real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  or  •  convenient  for  the 
site  of  said  bridge,  abutments,  piers,  toll-houses,  and 
suitable  avenues  leaching  to  said  bridge;  and  if  said 
company  can  not  contract  for  such  sites  and  ways

Said  road  shall  begin  in  GaiTard  county,  at  the  toll-  Route. 
gate  on  the  Lowell  and  Spoonville  Turnpike  Road  at 
Lowell,  Q-arrard  county;  thence  the  county  road  to 
Spilman's  mUl;  thence  over  the  grade  and  bridges 
made  by  A.  T.  Spilman  and  R.  M.  Argo,  from  said 
mill  to  the  Richmond  and  Lancaster  pike ;  thence  to 
White  Lick  creek ;  thence  striking  the  Madison  county 
line  at  any  point  between  the  mouth  of  Walnut  Mead- 
ow creek  and  the  lands  of  James  Soper,  as  the  board 
of  directors  may  deem  best;  and  thence  to  Berea, 
Madison  county.  The  points  of  beginiiing  and  ending 
within  the  limits  named,  and  the  route  for  said  road, 
after  crossing  the  Richmond  and  Lancaster  pike,  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  directors  of  said  company. 

§  2.  iSaid  company  shall  be  known  as  the  Lowell  corporate  name 
and  Berea  Turnpike  Road  Company ;  and  in  that 
name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  and  buy  and  sell,  hold  and  convey  any  real 
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estate  necessary  for  the  construction  and  operation  of 
its  road,  and  may  do  any  lawful  acts  necessary  in  the 
premises. 
§  3.  JohnM.  Higgenbotham,  John  Davis  and  Charles 

commissionen.  Baker  aro  hereby  appointed  commissioners  for  that 
part  of  said  road  running  in  Garrard  county;  and 
they,  or  any  two  of  them,  may  open  books  and  receive 
subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  they  deem  fit.

Board  of  direct.  Tho  board  of  directors  shall  be  five  in  number,  and 
shall  be  annually  elected,  and  shall  hold  office  for 
one  year,  and  till  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  Said  directors  shall  annually  elect  one  of 
their  number  president,  and  shall  annually  appoint 
a  secretary  and  treasurer;  and  said  treasurer  shall 
give  bond,  with  good  security,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  that  he  will 
pay  out  and  account  for  all  the  money  that  may 
come  to  his  hands  as  such  treasurer  presented  to 
the  order  of  the  board  of  directors.

CHAPTER  760. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Boone  County  Deposit  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com-

§  1.  That  section  5  of  said  act  shall  not  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  limit  the  right  and  power  of  the  bank  to 
purchase  and  hold  real  estate  and  buildings  neces- 
sary for  its  banking  place  to  a  term  of  five  years; 
but  said  bank  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase,  from 
time  to  time,  any  such  property  necessary  for  its  use, 
and  sell  the  same,  and  make  other  purchases  for  the 
like  purpose  whenever  and  as  often  as  its  banking 
business  may  require,  and  it  may  erect  any  buildings 
on  any  real  estate  so  purchased  suitable  and  necessary 
for  its  business. 

§  2.  That  section  7  be  amended  by  adding  the  fol- 
lowing thereto :  "  That  the  board  of  directors  may  pro- 
vide for  the  reissuing  of  certificates  oF  stock  that  have 
been  or  may  hereafter  be  issued,  and  such  reissue  shall 
be  for  such  number  of  shares  and  fractions  in  each 
certificate  as  the  stockholder  may  desire,  unless  such 
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ireissae  be  otherwise  ordered  by  the  board  of  direct- 
ors in  such  by-laws  and  rales  as  they  may  make  from

§  3.  That  section  16  be  amended  by  adding  to  the 
last  sentence  these  words :  ''And  a  fractional  vote 
corresponding  with  any  paid-up  fractional  part  of  a 
share  he  may  own." 

§  4.  That  section  17  be  so  amended  as  to  authorize 
the  board  of  directors  to  remove  at  will  any  agent, 
^employe  or  officer  of  the  said  bank. 

§  &  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

hereby  invested  with  power  to  do  all  necessary  and 
needful  things  for  the  benefit  of  said  town ;  and  may- 
make  and  enforce  such  ordinances  for  the  government 
and  regulation  of  the  affairs  of  said  town  as  they 
shall  deem  expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Con- 
stitution or  general  laws  of  the  State.  They  may 
declare  such  things  as  are  inimical  to  the  health  of 
said  town,  or  an  annoyance  to  the  citizens  of  said 
town,  nuisances,  and  abate  same ;  and.  may  appoint  a 
marshal  for  said  town,  who  shall  hold  said  office  until 
the  next  regular  election  in  said  town,  and  until  his 
successor  is  elected  and  duly  qualified,  and  shall  give 
bond  as  required  by  law  of  constables ;  and  said  mar- 
shal shall  have  the  jurisdiction  of  a  constable,  and 
among  his  other  duties  he  shall  enforce  the  ordinances 
of  said  town. 

§  4.  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  the  power 
to  levy  an  annual  tax  on  the  taxable  property  witMn 
its  limits  of  not  exceeding  thirty  cents  of  the  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property,  and  may  also 
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levy  a  poll-tax  of  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty 

-cents  annnally,  if  so  much  be  found  needful  for  the 

benefit  of  said  town.    And  the  trustees  shall  appoint 

a  street  commissioner,  who  shall  have  the  powers  of  a 

surveyor  of  a  public  highway,  and  shall  call  out  the 

male  citizens  of  said  town  of  the  same  age,  who  are 

^required  to  work  on  the  public  roads,  for  the  purpose 

•of  working  on  the  streets  of  the  town  and  keeping 

them  in  good  order.    And  for  any  neglect  or  failure 

to  perform  these  duties,  shall  be  liable  to  indictment 

and  fine  as  surveyors  of  the  public  highways. 

§  6.  On  the  second  Tuesday  in  January,  1889,  there  Eiccuon*. 
shall  be  an  election  in  said  town,  at  which  all  quali- 
fied voters  may  vote  ;  and  at  this  election  there  shall 
be  five  trustees  and  a  marshal  elected  for  said  town  ; 
,and  such  an  election  shall  be  held  on  the  day  named 
every  two  years  thereafter,  and  the  officers  so  elected 
shall  qualify  within  twenty  days  thereafter. 

§  6.  The  chairman  of  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall,  poUcc  judge. 
ex  officio^  be  police  judge  of  said  town,  and  as  such  is 
hereby  invested  with  power  and  jurisdiction  to  try, 
decide  and  punish  for  all  violations  of  the  ordinances 
»of  said  town,  and  also  try  for  any  breach  of  the 
peace,  or  other  oflEense  of  which  a  justice  of  the  peace 
has  jurisdiction,  committed  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  said  town ;  and  may  issue  warrants  and 
'writs  or  other  legal  process  for  the  enforcement  of 
his  jurisdiction,  and  cause  same  to  be  executed  by  any 
sheriff,  town  marshal  or  constable.  All  fines  for  viola- 
i;ion  of  ordinances  of  the  town  shall  be  for  the  benefit 
-of  the  town,  but  those  inflicted  by  said  police  judge 
for  other  offenses  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of 
i}he  general  law  of  the  State. 

§  7.  The  town  marshal  shall  collect  all  taxes  for  Ma«hai. 
tthe  town,  and  shall  be  allowed  the  same  commission 
for  same  as  sheriffs  are  allowed  for  collecting  State 
ftaxes,  and  shall  be  responsible  on  his  bond  for  the 
faithful  paying  over  the  same. 

§  8.  The  board  of  trustees  are  invested  with  power  ^^^^ ««»'" 
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to  change  or  extend  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town 
as  justice  or  the  growth  of  said  town  shall  require. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Preambie.  eral  Assemblj  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  which  was 
approved  April  the  9th,  1878,  which  a<5t  afterwards^ 
by  due  course  of  law,  went  into  full  force  and  eflfect ; 
and  whereas,  the  turnpike  commissioners,  under  said 
law,  has  collected  taxes,  and  with  which  they  have 
located  said  turnpike  road,  and  procured  the  right 
of  way  for  the  same  from  Lagrange  to  Westport,  and 
built  some  of  the  said  road ;  and  whereas,  said  law, 
so  far  as  it  enables  them  to  collect  taxes  for  the  pur- 
pose of  building  said  road  is  concerned,  has  now  ex- 
pired, and  the  said  commissioners  have  no  further 
authority  under  said  law ;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Oom- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.   That  W.   R.   Palin,   Wm.   Latimore,   Robert 
Incorporators.    McClelldu,  Thomas  Duncan,  Moses  Kirkpatrick  and 
John  R.  Adams,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  made  com- 
missioners to  open  and  complete  so  much  of  the  turn- 
pike in  Oldham  county,  leading  from  Lagrange  to 
the  Ohio  river,  at  Westport,  as  has  not  been   com- 
pleted by  the  commissioners  which  were  elected  un- 
der the  act  approved  April  9,  1878. 
§  2.  Said  commissioners  herein  named  are  hereby 
corporaic:        made  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  authorized 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  contract  and  be  contracted

with,  in  their  name  as  Commissioners  of  the  West- 
port  and  Laf^range  Tampike. 

§  8.  Said  commissioners  are  hereby  empowered  to  Powen  of  com. 
receive  from  the  commissioners  elected  nnder  the™'""*"* 
act  of  April  9th,  1878,  and  the  amendments  thereto, 
titles  and  papers  with  reference  to  the  rights  of  way 
'for  said  road,  and  all  papers  showing  the  location  of 
said  road  as  adopted  by  them ;  and  the  commission- 
ers appointed  by  this  act  are  hereby  authorized  to 
open  and  to  complete  said  turnpike  road  as  it  has 
been  located  by  said  commissioners  under  the  act  of 
April  9,  1878.

^5.  Said  commissioners  shall  use  their  best  judg- Grade. 
ment,  and  decide  as  to  the  grade  on  said  road,  and 
the  depth  and  kind  of  metal  to  be  used  in  the  con- 
struction thereof. 

§  6.  Said  commissioners  shall  appoint  a  treasurer.  Treasurer. 
who  shall  collect  and  pay  out  all  moneys  under  and 
by  the  rules  and  direction  of  said  board.  Said  treas- 
urer, before  he  enters  upon  his  duties  as  such,  shall 
be  required  to  execute  bond  to  said  commissioners, 
with  approved  surety,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties,  on  which  he  and  his  sureties  shall  be 
liable  to  said  commissioners  for  any  failure  to  com- 
ply with  his  duties  as  said  treasurer. 

§  7.  Said  commissioners  are  empowered  to  make  Regulations. 
such  roles  and  regulations  in  the  transaction  of  their 
business  as  they  deem  best  and  proper;  and  when, 
in  their  judgment,  they  have  a  sufficient  amount  sub- 
scribed to  open  and  complete  either  a  portion  or  the 
whole  of  said  road,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  let 
the  same  out  by  contract,  as  they  may  decide  upon. 

§  8.  The  commissioners  appointed  by  this  act  shall 
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'Compensation.  Teceive  110  paj  for  their  services,  bat  they  may  pay 
the  treasurer  a  sam,  to  be  fixed  by  them  before  said 
treasurer  enters  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and 
not  otherwise. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  revive 
the  act  of  April  9,  1878,  herein  referred  to,  or  any 
of  the  amendments  th<*reto,  except  as  is  specifically 
stated  herein;  and  the  board  of  commissioners  ap- 
pointed by  this  act  shall  in  nowise  be  liable  or  respon- 
sible for  any  debts  created  by,  or  any  other  acts  done 
by,  the  commissioners  elected  under  the  act  of  April 
'  9,  1878,  or  any  of  the  amendments  thereto. 

§  10.  If,  in  the  judgment  of  the  commissioners,  they 
find  that  they  can,  in  any  place,  make  an  advantage- 
oas  change  in  the  location  of  said  road,  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  make  said  change,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  owners  of  the  land  over  which  said  changed 
road  will  be  located  ;  but  no  change  is  to  be  made  in 
the  termination  of  said  road. 

§  11.  When  said  road  is  completed  in  full,  or  so 
Reportto  county  much  thereof  completed  as  to  be  able  to  be  used  as  a 
continuous  road,  the  said  commissioners  are  directed 
to  report  the  same  to  the  county  court  of  Oldham 
county,  which  court  will  then  receive  said  road  as  a 
county  or  public  road,  and  the  same  is  then  to  be  kept 
in  repair  as  other  public  roads. 

§  12.  This  act  is  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage.

%  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  authorize  the 
^counties  of  Pulaski,  Wayne  and  Clinton,  and  certain 
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towns  and  magisterial  districts  therein,  to  sabscribe 
stock  in  any  railroad  company,"  approved  February 
20,  1888,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended  as  to 
invest  the  county  judge  and  a  majority  of  the  justices 
of  the  peace  in  commission,  and  the  board  of  trustees 
or  city  council,  respectively,  with  the  authority,  and 
they  are  respectively  authorized  and  required  to  an- 
nually levy  a  tax  on  all  the  property  subject  to  State 
revenue  in  such  county,  district,  town  or  city,  to  enable 
them  to  create  and  establish  the  sinking  fund  author- 
ized by  said  act;  but  the  levy  for  any  one  year  shall 
not  exceed  the  ratio  of  such  year  to  the  whole  number 
of  years  said  bonds  are  made  to  run.

§  3.  The  commissioner  or  board  of  commissioners

Covington,  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeiieral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Ellen  B.  Dietrick,  Charity  E.  Warner, 
locorporatore.  Maigaret  Hamilton,  Mary  B.  Trimble,  Araminta  H. 
Shinkle,  Kate  Corry,  Oberia  P.  C.  O'Hara,  Susan 
Crawford,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be, 
and  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate  and  politic^ 
by  the  name  and  style  of  '*The  Home  for  Aged  and 
Indigent  Women;"  and  by  that  style  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  all 
courts  and  ways,  as  in  cases  of  individuals ;  and 
take  by  purchase,  gift  or  devise,  and  hold,  use, 
dispose  of  and  convey,  in  all  lawful  ways,  any  estate, 
real,  personal  or  mixed,  for  the  use  and  interest  of 
Use  of  property.  Said  corporatiou  hereby  created  :  Provided^  That  no 
part  of  such  estate,  or  income  thereof,  shall  be  used 
for  any  other  purpose  or  business  than  in  providing 
a  suitable  asylum,  and  for  the  support  and  main- 
tenance of  the  same,  and  of  such  aged  and  indigent 
women  as  shall  be  admitted  into  the  same  under 
the  by-laws  thereof:  And  provided  also^  That  all 
property  held  by  said  corporation  shall  be  free  from

taxation  or  assessment  of  any  kind,  either  State, 
county  or  municipal ;  and  said  corporation  may  have 
a  common  seal,  and  the  same  may  change  and  renew 
at  pleasure;  and  make,  ordain  and  put  into  execu- 
tion such  by-laws,  regulations  and  ordinances,  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  welfart, 
management  and  good  government  of  said  corpora- 
tion, the  officers^  members,  servants  and  the  inmates 
of  their  asylum :  Prornded,  The  same  be  not  incom- 
patible  with  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  or  of 
the  United  States. 

§  2.  Persons  may  become  members  of  tiie  said  cor-  Membership. 
poration  upon  payment  of  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
annually,  at  or  before  the  annual  meeting  thereof ; 
and  any  person  who  shall  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars 
in  advance  shall  be  a  member  of  said  corporation 
during  his  or  her  entire  natural  life. 

§  3.  As  soon  as  this  act  shall  be  passed,  any  one  of  ^^°''«' 
the  corporators  named  in  the  first  section  thereof  shall 
notify  each  of  the  other  incorporators  of  a  time  and 
place  for  organizing  said  corporation,  and  choosing 
twenty-four  managers  thereof.  These  managers  shall 
be  women,  either  married  or  single,  and  their  qualifi- 
cations may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  cor- 
poration. The  managers  so  elected  shall  meet  and 
organize  themselves  within  six  weeks  after  their  elec- 
tion ;  and  shall  elect  from  their  own  number  a  presi- 
dent, a  vice-presiclent,  a  secretary  arid  a  treasurer, 
who  shall  serve  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors 
are  duly  elected.  Their  powers  and  duties  shall  be  de 
fined  by  the  by-laws.  Said  managers,  and  all  managers 
thereafter  elected,  shall  continue  in  oflBce  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected.  The  board  of  managers 
may  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  numbers  created  by 
death,  resignation,  removal,  refusal  to  serve,  or  from 
any  other  cause.  They  shall  have  power  to  meet  and  p^w^nu 
adjourn  at  their  own  discretion ;  shall  make  and  pre 
serve  a  fair  record  of  all  their  proceedings  ;  shall  have 
the  general  management  and  control  of  the  property

§  4.  That  the  custody,  control  and  management  of 
all  the  endowment  or  capital  funds  and  property^ 
real,  personal  or  mixed,  of  said  home  for  aged  and 
indigent  women,  shall  be  vested  in  three  male  tros- 
tees,  to  be  styled  *•  Fiscal  Trustees,"  who  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  managers 
present  at  their  first  meeting,  and  thereafter  annually. 
These  trustees  shall  hold  office  for  three  years,  ex- 
cept the  first  trustees  so  appointed,  who  shall  hold 
office  respectively  one,  two  and  three  years,  the  terms 
to  be  determined  by  the  managers. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  to  take 
and  possess  all  the  endowments  or  capital  funds  or 
property  which  said  corporation  may  have,  or  be  en- 
titled to  have,  and  the  same  security  to  manage,  in- 
vest, change  or  dispose  of  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  corporation,  so  as  to  yield  a  regular  income ;  and 
they  shall,  every  three  months,  ar  oftener  if  desired, 
give  an  account  of  all  funds,  property  and  income  to 
the  proper  board  of  managers  of  said  corporation ; 
and  shall  collect  and  pay  over  to  their  treasurer  or 
order  all  the  net  income  of  such  investments,  after 
deducting  the  actual  and  necessary  expenses  of  said 
trust :  Provided^  That  no  charge  or  allowance  for  the 
services  of  said  trustees  shall  be  made  or  permitted.

28, 1873,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  strik- 
ing oat  of  the  twelfth  section  thereof,  and  in  the  third 
line  of  said  section,  the  words  ''eight  months,"  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "five  months." 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  771. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  trustees  of  the  Church  for  the  FroraoUon 

of  Christian  Holiness. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  KeTvtucJcy : 

§  1.  That  H.  C.  Miller,  J.  H.  Hemp,  R.  Cowell,  Gib- 
son P.  Broyles,  C.  T.  Clark,  G.  C.  Wetstein,  T.  White, 
trustees  of  the  Charch  for  the  Promotion  of  Christian 
Holiness,  in  Lonisville,  Jefferson  county,  Kentucky, 
of  which  J.  W.  Maxwell  is  now  pastor,  and  their  suc- 
cessors in  office,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  ''Trustees  of  the  Church  for  the  Promotion  of 
Christian  Holiness,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  per- 
petual succession ;  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  may  change  the  same  at  discretion ;  may  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  and  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
necessary  and  incident  to  relip;ious  corporations,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this 
State  and  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

§  2.  That  when  any  vacancy  in  said  board  may  occur 
by  death,  resignation,  removal  or  otherwise,  it  shall 
be  competent  for  the  quarterly  conference  of  said 
church  to  fill  such  vacancies  at  any  regular  meetings 
according  to  the  discipline  of  said  church  ;  and  said 
quarterly  conference  shall  also  have  power  to  remove 
from  office  any  one  or  more  of  said  trustees^  by  a 
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majority  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  meet- 
ing. 

§  3.  The  above  named  trustees  and  their  successors 
shall  have  full  power  to  take  by  gift,  purchase,  devise, 
bequest,  release,  assignment  or  otherwise,  any  real  or 
X>er8onal  estate  or  property  ;  and  they  shall  hold  and 
control  any  and  all  property  so  received  or  acquired 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Church  for  the  Promo- 
tion of  Christian  Holiness ;  and  the  said  corporation 
shall  have  power  to  hold  and  convey  and  otherwise 
disj)ose  of  the  same,  with  all  the  powers  incident  to 
religious  corporations. 

§  4.  The  said  trustees  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  pledge,  mortgage  or  encumber  any 
church  building,  lot  of  ground,  or  any  other  property 
held  by  them  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said 
church,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  or  of  raising 
money  to  pay  off  and  discharge  any  and  all  debts  and 
liabilities  created  or  incurred  by  and  on  behalf  of  the 
said  church  or  its  trustees. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  organization  and  maintenance  of  a  graded 
free  school  in  common  school  district  No.  8,  in  Johnson  county.

§  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  graded  Limits. 
free  school  in  common  school  district  No.  3,  in  John- 
son county,  Kentucky,  which  is  bounded  as  follows : 
Beginning  at  the  upper  side  of  Tom^s  creek,  on  the 
west  side  of  the  Big  Sandy  river ;  thence  up  the  ridge 
between  Big  Sandy  river  and  Tom's  creek;  thence 
with  the  ridge  up  the  river  to  a  point  opposite  La 
fayette  Preston's,  so  as  to  include  William  Preston's- 
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farm ;  thence  across  the  river  to  the  lower  end  of 
Perry  Childers'  line ;  thence  with  hiai  line  to  the  top 
of  the  ridge;  thence  down  the  river,  and  with  the 
ridge,  to  the  Bob^s  Branch  ridge;  thence  around  the 
Bob's  Branch  ridge  back  to  the  river,  so  as  to  include 
both  forks  of  Bob's  Branch ;  thence  down  the  river 
ridge  to  the  Greasy  creek  ridge ;  thence  up  the  Greasy 
creek  ridge  to  the  mouth  of  Two-mile  creek ;  thence 
across  the  creek,  and  with  the  ridge,  down  the  creek 
to  the  river  at  the  lower  end  of  W.  J.  Ward's  farm, 
so  as  to  include  both  sides  of  Greasy  creek  from  the 
mouth  of  Two-mile  down;  thence  up  the  river  and 
with  it  to  the  beginning ;  the  people  residing  within 
said  boundary  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  to 

<jorporaie.  be  a  body-corporate,  and  possessing  all  the  powers 
necessary  to  the  execution  of  the  purposes  herein- 
after set  forth.    The  corporate  name  thereof  shall  be 

Nam*.  «'The  Ward  City  Graded  Free  School  District;"  and 

by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession  and  cor- 
porate existence,  with  full  power,  through  its  board 
of  trustees,  hereinafter  provided  for,  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  to  ordain  and  put 
into  execution  such  constitution  and  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  said  corpora- 
tion, and  the  prudent  and  efficient  management  of  its 
affairs,  as  may  be  deemed  just  and  proper,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  State ;  and 
may  have  a  corporate  seal,  and  alter  or  renew  the  same 
at  pleasure.  The  title  to  all  common  school  property 
within  said  district  shall  vest  in  said  corporation; 
and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  use,  occupy,  and  con- 
trol all  such  property,  and  to  take  title  to  any  prop- 
erty that  may  hereafter  be  conveyed  to  it  for  the  use 
and  beneiit  of  the  common  schools  of  said  district,  and 
to  draw  and  expend  in  the  support  of  such  schools  so 
much  of  the  common  school  fund  of  the  State  as  may 
be  due  said  district,  from  year  to  year,  under  the  com- 
mon school  laws  regulating  the  distribution  and  ex« 
penditure  of  said  fund. 
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^  3.  Said  corporation  shall  be  under  the  exclasive  Management. 
^control  and  management  of  a  board  of  three  trustees, 
-to  be  elected  by  the  persons  resident  within  said  dis- 
'trict    qualified  by  law  to  vote    for  common  school 
:trastees.    The  first  election  for  trustees  under  this 
-act  shall  be  held  at  the  ward  city  school-house,  on 
•the  first  Saturday  in  June,  1888,  as  and  in  the  man- 
ner school  trustees  are  now  required  to  be  elected  by 
Tthe  general  laws  of  the  State.     So  soon  as  these  tras- 
ttees  are  chosen,  they  shall  qualify  by  taking  the  oath 
:^s  prescribed  for  common  school  trustees,  and  draw 
lots  to  ascertain  which  of  them  shall  hold  office  for 
one  year,  which  for  two  years,  and  which  for  three 
j^ears  ;  it  being  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  act  to 
require  one  trustee  to  be  elected  annually,  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  June,  for  the  term  of  three  years  after 
^e  first  election.     Should  a  vacancy  occur  at  any  time 
•by  death  or  resignation  or  removal,  such  vacancy  for 
i;he  unexpired  term  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining 
onembers  of  the  board. 

§3.  The  trustees  shall  organize  within  two  weeks  Trustees. 
:af ter  their  election,  by  electing  one  of  their  number 
H)hairman  and  such  other  subordinate  officers  as  they 
•may  deem  proper ;  and  they  may  require  any  of  said 
•officers  to  give  bond,  with  personal  security,  to  insure 
a  proi>er  discharge  of  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned 
i;hem.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  board  to  organize 
:and  maintain  a  system  of  common  and  graded  schools 
within  said  district,  and  to  have  the  same  taught  not 
Hess  than  five  nor  more  than  ten  months  in  every 
^ear,  to  which  every  white  child  in  said  district, 
within  the  common  school  age,  shall  have  free  access 
land  the  right  to  attend,  free  of  charge  at  all  times, 
:as  he  might  have  were  said  school  taught  under  and 
[pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State 
^which  regulate  the  common  schools  of  the  State. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  trustees  to 
have  a  census  taken  of  said  district,  and  the  number 
of  scholars  within  the  common  school  ages  resident 
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therein  ascertained,  in  the  month  of  April  every  year^ 
and  to  report  the  number  to  the  county  superintend- 
ent; and  to  make  such  reports  of  their  schools  a» 
are  required  from  school  trustees  under  the  general 
laws  of  the  State. 

§  5.  Said  board  of  trustees  is  authorized  to  levy  and 
collect  an  annual  poll-tax,  not  exceeding  two  dollars 
on  each  poll ;  also  an  annual  tax  not  exceeding  fifty 
cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  in  value  of  all  the- 
taxable  property  within  said  district,  as  the  same  is 
assessied  for  State  purposes.    The  tax  thus  levied  shall 
be  listed  with  the  sheriff  of  the  county  of  Johnson, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  the  same,  and  pay  the 
money,  less  live  per  cent,  for  his  commission,  to  the 
board  of   trustees  when  collected,   and  he  and  his- 
securities  shall  be  responsible  therefor,  as  in  case  of 
other  taxes :  Provided^  however^  That  the  provisions- 
of  this  section,  so  far  as  it  applies  to  taxation,  shall 
not  take  effect  until  it  has  been  ratified  and  approved 
by  a  majority  of  the  legally  qualified  voters  residing 
in  said  district  and  voting  at  any  election.     Said  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  in  said  dis- 
trict as  said  board  of   trustees  shall  designate,  after 
having  duly  advertised  the  same  by  printed  or  written 
notices,  posted  at  six  conspicuous  places  in  said  dis- 
trict, at  least  twenty  days  before  the  election,  which 
notices  shall  state  the  rate  of  taxation  to  be  assessed^ 
and  the  number  of  vears  the  same  is  to  be  collected. 
§  6.  Said  trustees  shall  make  an  annual  settlement 
County  superin.  wlth  the  couuty  Superintendent  of   Johnson  county, 
and  in  such  settlement  show  what  moneys  they  have 
received  and  paid  out  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and   produce  vouchers  for  all  payments  made. 
They  shall  have  the  power  to  admit  scholars  from  other 
districts,  or  persons  residing  in  said  district  over  the 
common  school  age,  to  the  school,  and  to  assesss  their 
tuition  for  the  privilege  of  attending  the  same,  and 
the  fund  thus  derived  shall  be  added  to  the  school 
fund  of  said  district. 
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§  7.  The  common  school  laws  of  the  State  shall  be 
-observed  in  the  organization  and  maintenance  of  said 
graded  free  school,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  act. 

§  8.  This  school  is  for  white  children  only. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
4sage.

CHAPTER  776. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  New  JelHco  Mining  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  th^  Cojih- 
monweaUh  of  Keviuclcy : 

§  1.  That  M.  E.  Thornton  and  C.  E.  Thornton,  and 
their  successors  in  perpetuity,  are  hereby  incorporated 
as  the  New  Jellico  Mining  Company.  Under  that 
name  they  are  authorized  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  make 
contracts,  to  have  a  common  seal  and  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure,  and  to  do  all  other  things  incident  to  corpo- 
rations, and  that  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  act ;  and  may  establish  its  principal 
place  of  business  at  any  point  in  this  State. 

§  2.  Said  corporation  is  authorized  to  do  a  general 
mining  business  in  coal,  iron  and  other  substances ; 
may  engage  in  making  coke,  iron,  steel,  and  the  like ; 
may  deal  in  fire-clay  and  lumber  of  every  kind  ;  may 
erect  and  operate  mills  and  blast  furnaces ;  and  may 
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l>or6  for  gas,  salt,  oil  and  other  sabstances  upon  its 
own  property. 

§  3.  Said  corporation  may  sell  and  ship  the  products 
of  its  mines,  wells,  mills  and  lands  to  any  market ; 
and  to  facilitate  this,  may  connect  its  own  mines, 
mills,  furnaces,  etc.,  with  the  line  of  any  railroad  or 
river  near  thereto ;  and  to  this  end  may  erect  and  ope- 
rate chutes,  tramways,  road-beds,  steam  engines  and 
cars  over  its  own  lands  or  the  lands  of  others,  their 
consent  havinj^  been  first  obtained ;  but  it  shall  not 
have  the  right  to  condemn  such  lands. 

§  4.  The  aforesaid  incorporators  are  authorized  to  subscription 

books. 

Open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock ;  and  when 
one  hundred  shares  are  subscribed,  the  corporation 
may  commence  business.  The  officers  shall  consist  of 
a  president,  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  a 
board  of  seven  directors.  The  directors  shall  be 
elected  by  the  stockholders  as  soon  as  convenient 
after  one  hundred  shares  are  subscribed,  and  the 
directors  shall  elect  the  other  officers  and  fill  all 
vacancies.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  for  the  election  of  directors,  and  the 
transaction  of  other  business,  on  the  second  Tuesday 
in  January  of  each  year ;  but  the  directors,  by  a  reso- 
lution, may  change  the  time  for  this  annual  meeting 
and  fix  the  place ;  and  may  also  call  stockholders' 
meetings  whenever  the  business  of  the  corporation  re- 
quires it, 

§5.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  b^capuai  stock. 
two  million  dollaife,  to  be  divided  in  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  for  which  certificates  shall  be 
issued,  signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by 
the  secretary,  which  shall  be  transferable ;  but  the 
corporation  shall  not  be  compelled  to  take  notice  of 
any  assignment  of  its  stock  until  the  same  is  noted 
on  the  books  of  the  company.

ness  of  the  company,  and  fix  the  terms  of  employ- 
ment, and  require,  in  their  discretion,  bonds  for  the

§  8.  The  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  issue 
negotiable  coupon  bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
one  million  dollars,  bearing  not  exceeding  six  per 
cent,  interest,  payable  semi-annually,  in  not  more 
than  thirty  years,  and  to  secure  the  same  may  mort- 
gage its  franchises,  its  real  estate  or  personal  prop- 
erty, the  bonds  to  be  signed  by  the  president  and 
countersigned  by  the  secretary,  or  their  signature  may 
be  engraved.  The  mortgage  must  be  signed  and  ac- 
knowledged by  the  president ;  the  corporation  shall 
also  be  empowered  to  bfly  the  stock  of,  or  consolidate 
with,  any  other  corporation  upon  the  terms  agreed 
upon.

county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
fnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Bard- 
well,  in  Carlisle  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  lay  out  and  establish,  by 
ordinance,  such  streets  and  alleys  in  said  town  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  use  and 
enjoyment  of  the  public ;  and  for  this  purpose  they 
may,  by  their  officers  or  agents,  enter  upon  and  ap- 
propriate the  private  property  of  any  person  or  per- 
sons, and  to  that  end  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  contract  with  the  owners  of  any  such 
property  for  such  streets  and  alleys,  and  to  receive  a 
conveyance  for  same  upon  such  conditions  as  may  be 
agreed  upon. 

§  2.  If  said  board  of  trustees  is  unable  to  agree  with 
the  owners  of  such  property  as  may  be  laid  off  by  or- 
dinance, into  streets  or  alleys,  as  to  compensation 
therefor,  or  if  said  owners,  by  reason  of  any  disabil- 
ity, can  not  contract,  or  if  such  owner  be  a  non-resi- 
dent of  the  county,  then,  in  either  of  such  cases,  the 
board  of  trustees  may,  upon  application  to  the  police 
court  of  said  town,  procure  a  writ  of  ad  qiLod  dam- 
num  to  issue,  directed  to  the  sheriff  or  some  constable 
of  Carlisle  county,  commanding  him,  within  a  time 
therein  named,  to  summon  a  good  and  lawful  jury  of 
twelve  men  to  meet  upon  the  land,  or  convenient 
thereto,  which  is  so  taken  by  said  street  or  alley,  and, 
after  having  been  sworn  as  in  the  condemnation  of  a 
public  highway,  they  shall  proceed,  after  having  heard 
the  evidence,  to  assess  the  damages  which  the  owner 
has  sustained  by  reason  of  his  property  having  been 
taken  for  such  street  or  alley. 
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§  3.  If  such  owner  be  a  resident  of  the  county,  no 
such  condemnation  shall  be  had  until  he  shall  ha?e 
been  served  with  a  copy  of  such  writ  for  at  least  ten 
days  before  the  meeting  of  said  jury,  nor  if  such 
owner  be  laboring  under  any  disability,  other  than 
that  of  coverture,  until  defense  be  made  by  guardian 
ad  litem^  nor  if  such  owner  be  a  non-resident,  until  a 
defense  be  made  by  attorney  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police  judge  to  at- 
tend and  preside  at  such  trials,  and  to  keep  a  record 
of  the  proceedings,  which  he  shall  return  to  and  file 
in  his  office.  Either  party  may  except  to  the  verdict 
within  three  days  after  it  is  returned,  and  said  excep- 
tions shall  be  tried  by  said  police  judge,  and  he  may, 
if  he  thinks  proper,  award  a  new  trial. 

§  5.  The  board  of  trustees,  or  the  defendant,  may, 
within  sixty  days  after  the  verdict,  prosecute  an  ap- 
peal to  the  common  pleas  court  of  said  county.  The 
mode  of  taking  such  appeal  shall  be  the  same  as  an 
appeal  from  a  justice's  court,  except,  when  the  party 
taking  the  appeal  is  laboring  under  a  disability  other 
than  coverture,  no  bond  shall  be  required.  The  cost 
of  the  appeal  shall  be  regulated  as  on  other  appeals 
from  inferior  courts. 

§  6.  In  no  case  shall  the  said  board  of  trustees  open 
any  such  street  or  alley  until  the  compensation  ad- 
judged to  the  owner  has  been  actually  paid,  or  secured 
in  such  manner  as  the  court,  upon  final  trial,  shall 
prescribe ;  and  in  no  event  shall  said  trustees  lay  Out 
or  establish  any  such  street  or  alley  so  that  it  shall 
include  any  part  of  any  dwelling-house. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  780. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  The  Shelby  Club. 

Whereas,  It  is  desired  that  a  public  reading- 
room  shall  be  established  in  Shelbyville,  Kentucky, 
and  that  the  moral,  intellectual,  and  social  qualities 
of  its  citizens  shall  be  developed,  and  additional  ad- 
vantages may  be  given  the  youth  of  Shelby  county ; 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  AssemMy  of  the  Com- 
vum/weaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  C.  Kinkel,  R.  A.  Smith,  J.  A.  Middleton,  incorporatow. 
G.  A.  Armstrong,  Jr.,  J.  C.  Beckham,  W.  T.  Poynter, 
and  L.  Chowning,  and  all  other  persons  who  shall 
hereafter  become  stockholders  of  the  company  hereby 
incorporated,  shall  be  a  body-corporate,  by  the  name 
of  The  Shelby  Club ;  and  by  that  name  have  perpet- 
ual succession  and  existence,  and  may  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  and  have  all  the 
powers  hereinafter  given ;  and  may  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  capital  stock. 
of  six  shares  of  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  with 
the  privilege  to  increase  the  same,  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  capital  stock,  at  any  annual  or  special 
meeting,  to  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand 
dollars.  Any  three  of  the  corporators  named  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act  shall  have  the  power  to  open 
books — receive  subscriptions  at  such  time  and  places 
as  they  may  deem  expedient;  and  when  six  shares 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  share- holders  may  elect 
a  president,  secretary,  and  a  board  of  directors,  to 
consist  of  seven  members^  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business,  who  shall 
be  elected  annually  by  the  stockholders  on  the  second 
Friday  night  in  May  in  each  year,  and  who  ]shall  hold 
office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  have  been 
elected  and  qualified.    At  such  election  {each  stock-

holder  shall  be  entitled  to  have  one  vote  for  each  share 
of  stock  owned  by  him  in  said  company.  The  presi- 
dent and  directors  so  elected  may,  and  they  are  hereby, 
anthorized  and  empowered  to  have  and  to  exercise  in 
the  name  and  behalf  of  the  company  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  that  are  hereby  eriven. 

§  3.  The  directors  shall  appoint  a  treasurer  and  sach 
other  officers,  agents  or  employes  as  the  business  or 
the  demands  of  the  company  may  require,  and  shall 
fix  their  salaries. 

§  4.  The  board  of  directors  shall  make  all  by-laws 
necessary  for  conducting  the  business  of  the  corpora- 
tion, and  shall  have  power  to  require  and  enforce,  by 
suit  or  otherwise,  payment  of  any  amount  remaining 
unpaid  on  the  stock  of  the  corporation,  at  such  times 
and  in  such  proportions  as  they  may  think  proper. 

§  5.  All  elections  for  president  and  directors  shall 
be  by  ballot,  and  any  stockholder  shall  be  eligible  to 
be  elected.  At  any  meeting  of  the  stockholders  six 
stockholders  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business. 

§  6.  The  stockholders  at  any  regular  meeting,  an- 
nual or  monthly,  may  fix  the  price  and  terms  upon 
the  complying  with  which  any  person  not  a  stock- 
holder may  be  entitled  to  such  certain  stipulated 
rights  and  privileges  and  benefits  in  this  corpora- 
tion as  may  be  granted  them  by  said  stockhold- 
ers, in  consideration  of  said  prices  and  terms  being 
complied  with. 

§  7.  The  president  shall  issue  to  each  stockholder 
a  certificate  of  stock  whenever  the  same  shall  be 
paid,  and  such  certificate  shall  be  personal  property, 
and  may  be  sold  and  assigned  by  said  stockholders 
to  any  assignee  thereof,  and  the  same  may  be  trans- 
ferred on  the  books  of  the  company. 

§  8.  Any  share-holder,  and  every  member  of  his  fam-

port,  shall  be  entitled,  free  of  charge,  to  enjoy  all  the 
privileges  and  benefits  of  this  corporation,  to  attend 
any  lectures,  amusements  or  entertainments  given  or 
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held  under  the  auspices  or  control  of  this  corpora- 
tion, subject  only  to  such  by-laws  as  may  be  adopted 
by  the  board  of  directors. 

§  9.  The  whole  of  the  capital  stock  of  this  corpora-  Rcai  estate. 
tion  shall  be  invested  in  real  estate  or  in  interest- 
bearing  securities  that  may  be  determined  upon  by 
the  board  of  directors ;  and  no  part  of  the  said  cap- 
ital stock  shall  ever  be  taken  or  applied  in  payment 
or  discharge  of  any  liability  of  this  corporation  ;  and 
said  capital  stock  shall  not  be  liable  therefor;  and 
said  capital  stock  can  not  be  encumbered  in  any 
way  whatever,  if  this  corporation  should  cease  to 
exist,  or  should  be  dissolved  by  mutual  consent  of 
the  stockholders  or  otherwise  ;•  then  said  stockhold- 
ers shall  be  entitled  to  the  assets  of  this  corpora- 
tion, and  shall  be  entitled  to  have  said  capital  stock 
returned  to  them  according  to  the  amount  of  stock 
they  each  hold. 

§  10.  This  corporation  may  require  and  hold  real 
estate  in  the  town  of  Shelbyville,  Kentucky,  not  ex- 
ceeding in  value  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  may  sell 
and  convey  same  whenever  it  may  deem  advisable, 
and  the  de6d  of  conveyance  shall  be  signed  and  ac- 
knowledged by  the  president  in  pursuance  to  an  order 
made  by  the  stockholders  at  any  regular  or  special 
meeting.  This  corporation  may  purchase,  hold  or 
own  any  personal  property  of  any  kind,  and  may  in- 
vest any  money  it  has  in  any  interest-bearing  securi- 
ties, or  may  lend  any  money  it  has  to  any  individual, 
or  may  take  security  therefor,  either  personal  or  a  lien 
on  personal  or  real  estate.  This  corporation  may  pur- 
chase any  books,  papers,  periodicals,  musical  instru- 
ment, or  any  furniture  for  its  rooms,  and  may  sell  the 
same  at  any  time. 

§  11.  This  corporation  may  acquire  and  hold,  by  gift 
or  lease,  any  property,  real  or  personal . 

§  12.  This  corporation  may  contract  for  and  make 
provision  for  and  charge  admission  fees  to  any  lecture, 
musicale,  reading  or  entertainment  of  any  kind,  with 
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any  person  or  persons:  Provided^  That  the  capital 
stock  of  this  corporation  shall  not  in  anywise  be 
liable  therefor ;  and  no  member  of  this  corporation,  or 
any  member  of  his  family  living  with  him  and  de- 
pendent apon  him  for  support,  shall  not  be  chai^ged 
any  admission. 

§  13.  The  stock  shall  be  liable  for  taxation  in  the 
hands  of  the  share-holders  as  other  personal  estate, 
and  this  corporation  shall  not  in  any  way  be  liable  for 
taxation  for  any  purpose. 

§  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  781. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  within 

three  miles  of  Mannsville,  Taylor  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweatth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell 
any  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  hard  cider, 
or  cider  oil,  or  any  mixture  thereof,  in,  or  within  three 
miles  of  the  town  of  Mannsville,  Taylor  county,  Ken- 
tucky. 

§  2.  That  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion one  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  fifty  dollars 
for  each  offense. 

§  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  783. 

AN  ACT  submitting  to  the  voters  of  Nelson  county,  and  the  several  jus- 
tices* districts  thereof,  the  question  whether  or  not  spirituous,  vinous, 
malt,  or  any  intoxicating  liquors  whatever,  shall  be  sold  in  said  county, 
or  in  any  justices*  districts  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  qualifications  of  the  voters  at  the  elec-  vote. 
tion  hereinafter  provided  for  shall  be  the  same  as  in 
elections  for  Representative  in  the  General  Assembly. 

§  2.  Whenever  a  written  petition,  signed  by  at  least  Petiuon. 
six  voters  in  each  justices'  district  of  said  county,  ask- 
ing for  a  vote  in  said  county,  and  in  the  several  jus- 
tices' districts  thereof,  upon  the  question  whether  or 
not  spirituous,  vinous,  malt,  or  any  intoxicating 
liquors  whatever,  shall  be  sold  in  said  county,  or  in  any 
of  the  justices'  districts  of  said  county,  shall  be  filed 
with  either  the  judge  or  clerk  of  the  Nelson  county 
<x>urt,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  judge,  at  the  next 
regular  succeeding  term  of  his  court,  to  enter  upon  his  • 
order-book  an  order  for  an  election  to  be  held  in  said 
county,  on  a  day  at  least  twenty  days  distant  from  the 
time  when  the  order  is  made,  for  the  purpose  of  tak- 
ing the  sense  of  the  voters  of  said  county,  and  the 
several  justices'  districts  thereof,  upon  the  question 
whether  or  not  spirituous,  vinous,  malt,  or  any  intoxi- 
cating liquors  whatever,  shall  be  sold  in  said  county  or 
in  any  of  the  several  justices'  districts  thereof.  Said 
election  shall  not  be  held  on,  nor  within  sixty  days 
of,  the  general  elections  held  in  August  and  November,  order  of  eie«tioD. 

§  3.  Said  order  shall  direct  the  sheriff,  or  if  that 
office  be  vacant,  the  coroner,  or  if  that  office  be  vacant, 
the  jailer  to  hold  the  election. 

§4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  clerk  Duty  of  c«cen. 
of  said  county  to  deliver  to  the  sheriff,  or  other  officer 
whose  duty  it  may  be  to  hold  the  election,  a  certified 
copy  of  said  order  within  ten  days  after  its  entry  on 
the  order-book.

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff,  or  other 
oflBicer  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  hold  the  election,  to 
have  said  order  published  at  least  once  a  week,  for 
two  consecutive  weeks,  in  a  newspaper,  if  there  is  a 
newspaper  published  so  often  in  said  county ;  and 
also  to  have  said  order  printed  in  handbill  form,  and 
at  least  live  of  them  posted  in  different  conspicuous 
places  in  each  voting  precinct  in  said  county.  Said 
publications  shall  be  within  thirty  days  next  pre- 
ceding the  day  on  which  the  election  is  held,  and  the 
handbill  shall  be  posted  for  at  least  fifteen  days  next 

Publication,  preceding  the  day  of  election.  If  no  newspaper  is 
published  in  said  county,  then  said  handbills,  posted 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  suflScient.  The  sheriff,  or  other 
officer  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  post  said  handbills, 
shall  be  allowed  twenty  dollars  for  so  doing,  which 
shall  be  taxed  as  costs,  and  collected  as  is  hereinafter 
provided  for. 
§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff,  or  other  oflS- 

Duty  of  sheriflF.  cer  directed  in  said  order  to  hold  the  election,  to  open 
a  poll  at  the  usual  voting  place  in  each  voting  pre- 
cinct in  said  county  on  the  day  fixed  in  the  order, 
and  the  officers  holding  the  election  shall  propound  to 
each  voter  the  following  questions : 

1.  *'Are  you  for  or  against  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
Qucsiion.         liquors  in  this  county  ? " 

2.  "Are  you  for  or  against  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  this  justices'  district  ?" 

Each  person's  vote  shall  be  recorded  for  or  against 
Record.  the  Sale  of  said  liquors  in  said  county,  as  he  then  di- 

rects, and  each  person's  vote  shall  also  be  recorded 
for  or  against  the  sale  of  said  liquors  in  that  jus- 
tices' district  wherein  he  is  entitled  to  vote,  as  he 
may  then  direct. 
§  7.  The  hours  for  said  election  shall  be  between 
Hours  for  dec-  seveu  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  six  o'clock,  p.  m.  The 
poll-books  shall  be  properly  ruled  for  taking  the 
vote  on  the  two  above  set  out  propositions.  Each 
page  of  each  poll-book  shall  be  signed  by  the  re. 
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spective  precinct  clerks  of  election  as  the  pages  are 
completed ;  and  when  the  polls  are  closed  the  officers 
of  election  at  each  precinct  shall  then  and  there  ascer- 
tain the  number,  in  that  precinct  wherein  they  are 
officers,  that  voted  for  the  sale  of  said  liquors  within 
the  county,  and  the  number  that  voted  at  said  poll 
for  allowing  said  liquor  to  be  sold  in  that  justices' 
district ;  also  the  number  that  voted  against  the  sale 
of  same  within  the  county,  and  the  number  that 
voted  at  said  poll  against  the  sale  of  same  in  the 
justices'  district;  and  they  shall  write  out  same  in 
full  in  letters  (not  in  figures)  in  the  back  part  of 
the  poll-book.  Each  officer  and  clerk  of  the  election 
at  each  precinct  shall  sign  same,  then  seal  the  book, 
and  return  it  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  in  the 
same  time  and  manner  that  poll-books  in  elections 
for  Representatives  in  the  General  Assembly  are  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  returned.  The  poll-books  shall 
be  procured  by  the  county  court  clerk,  and  their 
cost  shall  be  taxed  as  costs,  and  collected  as  here- 
inafter provided  for. 

§  8.  The  poll-books  shall,  in  the  same  time  after  this  Poiibooks. 
tslection  as  after  the  election  for  Representatives  in 
the  General  Assembly,  be  opened,  examined  and  com- 
pared by  the  same  board  of  examiners  as  compare  and 
examine  the  poll-books  in  elections  for  Representative

the  sale  of  said  liquors  within  the  county,  then  there-

after  there  shall  be  no  license  granted  to  any  one  to 
sell  any  spirituous,  vinous,  malt,  or  any  intoxicating 
liquor  whatever,  within  said  county ;  and  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  one  to  sell  or  trade  any  such  liquor 
within  said  county  ;  and  should  said  certificate  show 
that  a  majority  of  all  those  voting  in  any  justices'  dis- 
trict voted  against  the  sale  of  such  liquor  within  that 
district,  then  no  license  shall  thereafter  be  granted  to 
any  one  to  sell  such  liquor  in  that  district ;  and  it  shall 
tliereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  one  to  sell  or  trade  such 
liquor  in  any  district  which  gave  a  majority  against 
the  sale  of  said  liquors  in  that  district.  Said  certifi- 
cate shall  be  entered  upon  the  order-book  of  the  county 
court ;  and  said  entry,  or  a  copy  thereof,  certified  by 
the  county  court  clerk,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  prose- 
cutions under  this  act. 

§  1 0.  Should  any  one,  at  the  time  said  certificate  is 
filed  before  the  county  court  and  entered  as  aforesaid, 
be  selling  said  liquors  under  a  license  from  said  county 
court,  then  such  one  shall  not  be  convicted  under 
this  act  until  after  said  license  expires. 

§  11.  Should  any  incorporated  town  in  said  county 
be  situated  partly  in  one  justices'  district  and  partly 
in  another  justices'  district,  and  the  sale  of  such 
liquor  should,  under  this  act,  be  voted  out  of  one 
of  those  districts  and  not  out  of  the  other,  then, 
in  that  case,  the  sale  of  such  liquor  is  not  to  be 
made  unlawful  by  this  act  in  any  part  of  such  town. 
This  exception  shall  extend  no  further  than  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  such  town,  and  shall  not  interfere  in 
any  way  with  the  result  of  any  vote  taken  under  an- 
other act  than  this. 

§  12.  The  officers  of  the  election  herein  provided 
for  shall  be  selected  in  the  same  way,  receive  same 
compensation,  and  shall  possess  the  same  qualifica- 
tions as  those  who  officiate  in  elections  for  Repre- 
sentatives in  the  General  Assembly. 

§  13.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
-Manufecturcre.  auy  manufacturer   nor  to  any  bona  fide  wholesale 
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dealer ;  but  in  no  event  will  any  one,  not  even  a  manu- 
facturer or  wholesale  dealer,  be  allowed  to  sell  in  quan- 
tities less  than  ten  gallons,  except  druggists,  who  may 
sell  only  for  medicinal  purposes,  and  shall  not  sell 
more  than  a  quart  at  any  one  time,  and  then  only 
upon  the  written  prescription  of  a  regular  practicing 
physician.  But  no  physician  shall  give  any  such  pre- 
scription unless  the  person  who  actually  needs  the 
liquor  is  present  before  him  for  examination  when  the 
prescription  is  made.  The  physician's  opinion  that 
the  person  was  sick  or  absolutely  needed  the  liquor 
shall  not  be  conclusive  that  said  person  was  sick  or 
needed  the  liquor,  but  the  jury  trying  the  case  shall 
be  the  sole  judges  of  those  facts.  Every  such  pre- Prescriptions. 
scription  shall  be  written  in  ink,  shall  be  signed  by 
the  physician  giving  it,  shall  be  dated,  and  shall  not 
be  good  unless  used  on  the  day  of  its  date ;  and  no 
druggist  shall  sell  liquor  more  than  once  on  the  same 
prescription.  Should  a  physician  give  a  prescription  Penalties. 
for  liquor,  and  should  said  prescription  be  filled  from 
liquor  owned  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  physician 
^ving  the  prescription,  or  should  said  physiciail  de- 
rive any  profit,  directly  or  indirectly,  from  the  sale  of 
such  liquor  on  said  prescription,  then  the  prescription 
shall  be  no  protection  to  the  one  making  the  sale,  and 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  physician  to  give  any  pre- 
scription which  is  so  filled.  No  one  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  a  regular  practicing  physician  under  this  act 
i^ho  has  not,  at  the  time  of  giving  the  prescription, 
complied  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  laws  of  this 
State  concerning  physicians,  as  those  laws  now  are  or 
may  hereafter  be. 

§  14.  Any  druggist  who  sells  spirituous,  vinous,  Druggists. 
malt,  or  any  intoxicating  liquor  whatever,  under  this 
act,  shall  first  procure  a  license  from  the  county  court 
so  to  do,  and  shall  give  ten  days'  notice,  by  written  or 
printed  handbills,  posted  at  the  court-house  door  in 
jBardstown,  and  ten  public  places  in  the  oeighborhood 
of  th^  house  wherein  he  intends  to  sell,  of  his  inten* 
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tion  to  apply  to  said  coart  for  the  license.  Each  pre- 
scription shall  state  whom  the  liquor  is  for,  else  it 
shall  be  no  protection  to  the  seller.  Before  a  license 
is  granted  to  any  druggist,  the  applicant  shall  prove, 
in  open  court,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  judge,  that  he 
is  a  druggist  in  good  faith ;  that  he  is  a  man  of  good 
moral  character,  and  shall  make  oath  that  he  will  not 
sell  or  trade  any  such  liquors  in  violation  of  this 
act.  In  addition  to  which,  he  shall  execute  bond,  with 
good  and  sufficient  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  said 
court,  conditioned  that  he  will  not  sell  or  trade  any 
such  liquor  in  violation  of  this  act.  Said  bond  shall 
be  executed  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  and 
may  be  sued  on  as  often  as  this  act  is  violated.  The 
druggist  shall  enter  all  prescriptions  for  spirituous, 
vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  wherein  there 
is  any  spirituous,  vinous  or  m^lt  liquor,  in  a  book  to 
be  kept  for  that  purpose,  the  original  prescription  to 
be  entered  by  pasting  same  in  said  book,  which  book 
shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  grand  jury,  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  the  judge  of  the  county  court,  or 
the  police  judge  of  any'  incorporated  town  in  said 
county.  Where  two  or  more  persons  are  partners  in 
the  drug  business,  the  firm  name  and  the  individual 
names  of  the  partners  shall  be  signed  to  the  bond 
aforesaid,  and  each  of  them  shall  take  said  oath. 
Every  clerk  in  a  drug  store  shall  go  before  the  county 
court,  at  a  regular  term,  and  make  a  similar  oath; 
and  should  any  clerk  in  a  drug-store  sell  or  trade  any 
of  said  liquors  unlawfully,  both  he  and  each  of  his 
principals,  if  more  than  one,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
penalties  hereinafter  set  out  against  selling  said 
liquors. 
§  15.  Should  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  county

violated  in  his  district,  or  should  the  county  judge 
believe  or  have  information  that  this  act  has  been 
violated  in  the  county,  or  should  any  police  judge 
believe  or  have  information  that  this  act  has  been 
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violated  in  the  town  wherein  he  is  judge,  such  jus- 
tice, judge  or  police  judge  shall  immediately  issue  a 
warrant  for  the  arrest  of  the  person  believed  to  be  a 
violator  of  this  act,  and  shall  proceed  to  hold  an 
•examining  trial,  and  if  there  are  reasonable  grounds 
for  believing  that  the  defendant  will,  on  final  trial, 
be  convicted,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  justice,  judge 
or  police  judge  holding  the  examining  trial  to  hold  poHcc  judge, 
the  defendant  to  answer  at  the  next  term  of  the  Nel- 
son circuit  court,  and  may  admit  the  accused  to  bail 
for  his  appearance  at  said  court,  or  in  default  of  bail, 
oommit  him  to  jail  to  await  the  action  of  the  grand 
jury.  Said  bail  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  for  each  charge.  Any  of  the  aforesaid 
officers  may  summon  any  one  before  him  whom  he 
believes  has  knowledge  of  any  violation  of  this  act, 
and  interrogate  such  one  under  oath,  and  may  com- 
pel such  one,  by  process  of  contempt,  to  appear  be- 
fore him  and  answer  questions.  Warrants  and  other 
process  under  this  act  shall  be  directed  to  the  sher- 
iff or  other  peace  oflBcer  of  Nelson  county,  or  any 
other  county  in  this  State.  The  county  attorney  of 
Nelson  county  shall  prosecute  all  offenders  in  any  of 
the  inferior  courts  above  mentioned,  and  the  Com- 
monwealth's attorney  for  the  judicial  district  in  which 
Nelson  county  may  be  located  shall  prosecute  all 
offenders  in  the  circuit  court.  Any  sheriff  or  peace 
oflBcer  who,  negligently  or  willfully,  shall  fail  to  exe- 
cute any  warrant  or  process  issued  under  this  act, 
shall  be  punished  as  is  hereinafter  provided  for. 

§  16.  The  election  herein  provided  for  may  be  held  Election. 
once  a  year  until  its  provisions  are  adopted  for  the 
county,  after  which  the  vote  shall  not  be  taken  of tener 
than  every  three  years.  If  one  or  more  elections  are 
held  under  this  act  before  the  adoption  of  its  provis- 
ions for  the  whole  county,  and  in  any  of  those  former 
elections  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors 
shaU  have  been  voted  out  of  any  justices'  district,  the 
same  shall  be  binding  and  in  force  in  said  district  for 
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three  years ;  and  any  subsequent  election  held  during 
the  three  years  shall  not  invalidate  the  vote  under 
which  the  sale  of  said  liquors  was  prohibited  in  said 
district ;  but  should,  at  any  such  subsequent  election, 
said  district  again  vote  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  such 
liquors  in  said  district,  then  the  three  years  shall  com- 
mence from  the  time  when  the  certificate  of  the  exam- 
ining board  of  the  last  election  was  entered  upon  the 
order  book.  Should  the  sale  of  such  liquors  be  pre- 
vented by  a  vote  under  this  act  in  said  county,  or  in 
any  justices'  district  thereof,  and  at  the  expiration  of 
the  three  years  those  who  are  in  favor  of  the  sale  of 
said  liquors  in  said  county  or  district,  as  the  case  may 
be,  do  not  petition  for  another  vote  on  the  question, 
then  it  shall  still  be  unlawful  to  sell  or  trade  said 
liquors  until  there  is  an  election  under  this  act,  at 
which  election  a  majority  of  those  voting  vote  for  the 
sale  of  said  liquors. 

§  17.  Should  any  vote  under  this  act  be  in  favor  of 
the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  in  either 
the  county,  district,  precinct,  city  or  town,  said  vote 
shall  not  annul  any  vote  (or  its  result)  against  the  sale 
of  said  liquors  in  such  district,  precinct,  city  or  town, 
taken  under  another  act  than  this,  until  same  has  been 
in  effect  for  at  least  three  years. 

§  18.  The  judge  of  the  Nelson  circuit  court  shall 
Nehon  circuit    give  this  act  in  charge  to  every  Nelson  county  grand 
jury  after  the  sale  of  said  liquors  shall,  under  this  act, 
have  been  voted  out  of  said  county,   or  any  part 
thereof. 

§  19.  The  county  judge  shall  not  make  the  order  for 
the  election  herein  provided  for  unless  the  aggregate 
possessions  of  the  petitioners  amount  to  a  sum  suffi- 
cient to  cover  all  the  costs  of  the  election;  and  all 
expenses  of  or  incident  to  the  election  shall  be  taxed 
by  the  county  clerk  as  costs,  for  which  the  i)etitioner» 
shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable,  and]^shall.;not^be 
entitled  to  any  exemptions  against  same. 

§  20.  Should  any  one  violate  the  provisions  of  this 
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act  by  selling  or  trading  any  spirituous,  vinous, 
malt,  or  any  intoxicating  liquor  whatever,  within 
any  territory  wherein  the  selling  or  trading  of  such, 
liquors  is  made  unlawful,  such  person  or  persons 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  iined  not  less  than  fifty 
dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  im- 
prisoned in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  ten  days 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  days  for  each  offense, 
or  may  be  both  so  fined  and  imprisoned,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  trial  jury. 

§  21.  Should  the  county  judge,  county  clerk,  sheriff,  oaicers. 
coroner,  jailer,  justice  of  the  peace,  police  judge,  or 
any  other  person  upon  whom  this  act  imposes  a  duty, 
fail  or  refuse  to  fully  perform  said  duty,  such  one  so 
failing  or  refusing  shall,  upon  conviction  therefor, 
be  fined  not  less  than  oue  hundred  dollars,  and  im- 
prisoned in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  ten  days. 

§  22.  Should  any  physician  or  any  druggist,  or 
any  one  else  not  included  under  the  preceding  sec- 
tion, or  not  included  in  the  words  "physician  or 
druggist,"  do  any  thing  which  is  by  this  act  made 
unlawful,  or  fail  or  refuse  to  perform  any  duty  im- 
posed by  this  act,  such  a  one  shall,  upon  conviction 
therefor,  be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  and  not  penalties. 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  less  than  ten  days  and  not  more  than 
fifty  days,  or  be  both  so  fined  and  imprisoned,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  jury. 

§  23.  All  prosecutions  under  this  act  shall  be  in 
the  circuit  court. 

§  24.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

AN  AOT  to  enable  common  school  district  !No  35,  in  Calloway  coantj, 
to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  any  railrod  company  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  this  State  in  the  mode  prescribed  herein,  and  provide 
for  the  payment  of  such  subscription. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comr 
monweaUh  of  Kerdueky : 

§  1.  That  common  school  district  No.  35,  in  the 
county  of  Calloway,  may  become  a  stockholder  in 
any  railroad  company  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  this  State  in  any  amount,  and  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  on,  not  exceeding 
in  the  aggregate  one-tenth  of  its  taxable  property,  by 
complying  with  the  requirements  of  this  act,  and  pay 
the  same  in  the  coupon  bonds  of  said  common  school 
district  at  par ;  said  bonds  to  be  negotiable  and  pay- 
able in  such  sums  and  at  such  times  as  may  be  agreed 

.Rate  of  interest,  upon,  to  bear  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per 
centum  per  annum,  the  interest  to  be  represented  by 

Bonds.  coupons  attached  to  the  bonds,  payable  semi-annually 

in  the  city  of  New  York;  Provided^  however.  That 
said  railroad  company  shall  run  its  railroad  into  or 
through  said  common  school  district.  The  bonds  of 
said  common  school  district  to  be  signed  by  the 
county  judge  and  county  clerk  of  said  county,  with 
the  seal  of  the  county,  the  coupons  to  be  signed  by 
the  clerk  alone,  with  the  seal  of  the  county ;  said 
bonds  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  said  common 
school  district  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
may  be  agreed  on  by  said  common  school  district. 
§  2.  That  before  any  such  subscription  shall  become 

votetobetaken  valid  and  binding  on  said  common  school  district,  it 
is  made  the  duty  of  the  county  judece,  in  his  discre- 
tion, when  requested  so  to  do  by  the  railroad  com- 
pany proposing  to  construct  the  line,  to  call  a  special 
election  in  said  common  school  district,  giving  not 
less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  sixty  days'  notice,  at 
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which  election  the  legal  voters  of  said  common  school 
district  shall  vote  for  or  a.gainst  the  matter  of  sub- 
scription of  stock  to  said  railroad  company ;  and  if 
at  any  such  election  a  majority  of  the  qualified  and 
legal  voters  of  said  common  school  district,  voting 
at  such  election,  shall  vote  in  favor  of  the  subscrip- 
tion of  stock  to  said  railroad  company,  the  county 
judge  of  said  county  shall  make  the  subscription  in 
the  name  of  said  common  school  district ;  the  county 
judge  of  said  county  shall  appoint  oificers  of  the 
election  residing  in  said  common  school  district,  who 
shall  hold  the  same  under  the  election  laws  of  this 
State,  and  he  shall  fix  the  time,  at  the  court-house  in 
Murray,  when  such  election  shall  be  held,  and  the 
oflScers  authorized  by  law  to  compare  polls  in  county 
elections  shall  count  and  certify  the  result  of  such 
election. 

§  8.  If  said  common  school  district  shall  subscribe  Duty  of  county 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  railroad  company,  under^"  ^' 
this  act,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  of 
said  county  to  levy  annually  a  tax  on  the  property  of 
tbe  tax-payers  of  said  common  school  district,  liable 
to  taxation  under  the  revenue  laws  of  this  State,  a 
sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  its  bonds  as  the 
same  matures,  and  to  create  a  sinking  fund,  from 
time  to  time,  for  payment  of  the  bonds  at  maturity, 
with  the  cost  of  collecting  the  same,  and  to  appoint  a 
collector,  and  have  the  said  taxes  collected  and  ap- 
plied to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  such  bonds, 
and  the  bonds  when  they  become  due  and  payable ; 
and  should  the  sinking  fund  so  created  be  insufficient 
to  pay  the  bonds  at  maturity,  in  like  manner  to  levy 
and  have  collected  a  tax  to  pay  said  bonds  and  the 
costs  of  collecting  said  taxes,  first  taking  from  said 
collector  bond,  with  ample  security,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties,  and  to  account  in  due  time 
for  all  moneys  collected  under  this  act.  If,  after  pay- 
ing the  interest  on  the  bonds,  there  shall  remain  a 
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surplus  in  the  hands  of  the  collector,  for  any  one  or 
more  years,  sufficient  to  take  up  one  or  more  bonds, 
it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  of 
said  county  to  apply  such  surplus  to  the  payment  of 
any  outstanding  bond  or  bonds  of  said  common  school 
district. 

§  4.  In  case  any  proposition  to  subscribe  stock 
under  this  act  is  defeated,  it  may  be  re-submitted,  or 
another  proposition  submitted  to  another  vote,  at  any 
time  after  thirty  days. 

§  6.  Prior  to  submitting  any  proposition  under  this 
act,  the  railroad  company  desiring  such  subscription 
shall,  upon  an  order  of  the  county  judge  of  said 
county,  deposit  with  the  county  clerk  an  amount  of 
money  sufficient  to  pay  all  expenses  incident  to  hold- 
ing an  election  under  this  act. 

§  6.  All  elections  held  under  this  act  shall  be  con- 
ducted under  the  election  laws  of  this  State. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  enforced  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  786. 

AN  AOr  to  incorporate  the  Deposit  Bank  at  Fulton,  Fulton  county. 

Be  it  encbcted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  Savings  and 
Deposit  Bank  in  Fulton,  Pulton  county,  Kentucky, 
with  a  capital  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed 
and  paid  for  as  hereinafter  provided ;  and  the  sub- 
scribers to  said  stock,  their  associates,  successors  and 
assigns,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  Deposit  Bank,  and  shall  so  con- 
tinue for  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  its  organiza- 
tion, unless  sooner  dissolved  by  a  majority  in  interest 
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of  the  stockholders  therein ;  and  shall  have  and  may 
exercise  all  the  rifichts  and  privileges  of  a  natural  per- 
son in  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  and  as 
sach  may  sne  and  be  saed,  and  plead,  answer  and 
defend,  in  any  court  or  place  whatever ;  and  may  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at 
pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  and  man- 
agement of  a  board  of  nine  directors,  and  shall  hold 
their  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  have 
qualified  ;  and  after  the  first  election  under  this  char- 
ter they  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  first  Monday 
in  January  of  each  year,  or  as  soon  as  possible  theie- 
after;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  for  any  cause,  the 
remaining  directors  may  fill  the  same  with  other 
stockholders ;  they  shall  elect  one  of  their  number 
president ;  they  shall  have  power  to  sell  any  of  their 
stock  not  subscribed  for ;  to  declare  dividends  arising 
out  of  the  profits  of  the  business  of  said  bank ;  to 
appoint  such  officers,  agents  and  employes  as  may  be 
necessary  to  properly  conduct  the  business  of  said 
bank,  and  pay  them  for  their  services,  and  may  take 
such  bonds  from  the  president,  cashier  or  other  em- 
ployes of  said  bank  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to 
insure  a  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  du- 
ties ;  and  may  make  and  enforce  such  by-laws  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  'proper  management  and  control 
of  the  affairs  of  said  bank :  Provided^  The  same  be 
not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  this 
State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  3.  That  James  P.  Tyler,  J.  W.  Chambers,  C.  E. 
Rice,  D.  J.  Bard,  W.  T.  Carr,  W.  W.  Evans,  J.  M. 
Freeman,  L.  Barry,  J.  A.  Wyatt,  T.  D.  Pierce  and 
J.  W.  Mott  are  hereby  constituted  and  appointed  a 
board  of  directors  for  said  bank,  to  hold 'office  as  such 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  have  qualified ; 
and  they  may  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in  their  num- 
ber, and  shall  provide  for  an  election  of  directors  by 
the  stockholders  in  one  month  after  its  organization. 
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The  directors  aforesaid  shall  cause  the  (fishier  to  give 
due  and  proper  notice  to  all  the  stockholders,  by  pub- 
lication in  some  newspaper  printed  in  Fulton,  or  by 
written  or  printed  notices  through  the  mails,  of  the 
proposed  time  and  manner  of  holding  said  first  elec- 
tion, at  which  every  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to 
cast  one  vote,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  for  each  share 
of  stock  owned  by  him,  and  on  which  he  has  paid  in 
full  all  the  called  installments  due  at  the  date  of  said 
election. 

§  4.  The  board  of  directors,  as  named  in  section 
three  of  this  act,  may  appoint  one  or  more  of  their 
number  to  open  books,  and  take  subscriptions  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  bank,  and  to  receive  and 
hold  in  trust,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  sub- 
scribers, any  sums,  not  less  than  five  dollars  per 
share,  that  may  be  paid  in  by  any  subscribers  at  or 
after  the  time  of  making  said  subscription  and  before 
the  organization  of  the  bank ;  and  as  soon  as  five 
hundred  shares  of  said  stock  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed for,  they  may  organize  said  bank  by  electing 
a  president  and  appointing  a  cashier ;  and  may  b^gin 
business  as  soon  as  sevenoy-five  hundred  dollars  of 
the  capital  has  been  paid  in :  Provided^  That  the 
cashier  shall  first  go  before  the  county  judge,  or 
some  justice  of  the  peace,  clerk  of  a  court  of  record, 
or  notary  public,  and  make  and  subscribe  to  an  oath 
(or  affirmation)  that  said  seventy-five  hundred  dollars 
of  capital  has  actually  been  subscribed  and  paid  in. 

§  5.  After  the  organization  of  said  bank,  the  calls 
for  payments  of  installments  or  the  subscriptions 
of  stock  shall  not  at  any  one  time  exceed  ten  dollars 
per  share,  nor  be  made  oftener  than  one  call  per 
month ;  and  at  least  ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given 
each  subscriber  of  the  time  such  installment  will  be 
<lue;  and  any  share  of  stock  on  which  any  called 
installment  is  at  any  time  thirty  days  over  due,  may 
be  declared  forfeited  by  the  board  of  directors  after 
ten  days'  notice  in  writing  to  the  owner  thereof  of 
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'their  intention  to  forfeit  same,  provided  the  same 
still  remains  unpaid.  All  shares  of  stock  so  for- 
feited by  the  board  shall  be  sold  at  public  auction, 
after  notice  to  pay,  first,  all  such  due  or  overdue 
installments  to  the  bank  and  the  expense  of  making 
the-  sale,  and  the  remainder,  If  any,  shall  be  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  stockholder  in  the  books  of  the 
bank,  and  notice  shall  be  given  him  of  the  amount 
thereof. 

§  6.  The  stock  in  said  bank  shall  be  deemed  i)er- 
sonal  property,  and  shall  be  transferable  only  on  the 
books  of  the  bank  by  the  stockholder,  his  agent  or 
attorney,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the 
directors  shall  from  time  to  time  establish ;  and 
every  stockholder  shall  be  individually  liable  to  the 
creditors  of  the  bank  for  the  full  amount  of  the 
unpaid  stock  subscribed  for  and  owned  by  him. 

§  7.  Said  bank,  when  organized,  may  receive  de- 
posits of  gold  and  silver  coin,  bank  notes,  and  all 
other  notes  which  may  be  lawfully  circulated  as 
money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner  and  at 
such  times  as  may  be  agreed  on  with  the  depositor 
by  general  or  special  contract ;  may  transact  a  gen- 
eral banking  business,  loan  money,  discount  paper, 
buy  and  sell  bills  of  exchange,  promissory  notes, 
nncurrent  money,  stocks,  bonds  and  other  evidences 
of  debt;  take  personal,  collateral,  or  other  security 
for  the  payment  of  same,  and  dispose  of  such  stocks, 
bonds  and*  securities  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  benefit 
of  the  incorporated  banks  of  Kentucky,"  approved 
March  16,  1871. 

§  8.  Said  bank  may  acquire,  hold  and  use  such  real 
estate,  goods  and  chattels,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
transaction  of  its  business,  or  which  may  be  conveyed 
to  it  as  security  for,  or  purchased  in  satisfaction  of, 
any  debt,  judgment  or  decree,  and  may  sell  and  con- 
vey the  same,  and  may  buy  its  own  stock  in  satisfac- 
tion of  any  such  debt,  judgment  or  decree,  but  must 
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resell  the  same  as  soon  as  practicable;  bat  no  real 
estate  purchased  by  it  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt, 
jadgment  or  decree  shall  be  held  for  a  longer  period 
than  five  years. 

§  9.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  from  minors 
and  married  women,  and  the  receipts  and  acquittances 
of  such  minors  and  married  women  shall  be  valid  and 
binding. 

§  10  The  president,  cashier,  directors,  and  other 
oflScers  of  said  bank,  before  entering  on  the  discharge 
of  their  respective  duties,  shall  each  take  an  oath  (or 
affirmation)  before  the  county  judge,  or  some  justice 
of  the  peace,  clerk  of  a  court  of  record,  or  notary 
public,  faithfully,  and  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
ability  and  judgment,  to  discharge  all  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices  or  stations  under  this  charter, 
or  which  may  be  required  of  them  by  the  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations,  of  the  corporation,  and  that 
they  will  not  sanction  or  permit  the  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  charter  during  their  contin- 
uance in  office. 

§  11.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  amend, 
alter  or  repeal  this  charter  at  pleasure. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  786. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  county  court  of  Crittenden  county  to  levy  an 
nd  valorem  tax  for  paying  the  indebtedness  of  said  county,  and  repair- 
ing and  building  bridges  in  said  county,  and  to  keep  same  in  repair. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  KeTitucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Crittenden  county,  a 
majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  county 
being  present  and  concurring  therein,  be,  and  is  here- 
by, authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  once  a  year  an 
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ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  ten  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  in  said 
county ;  and'^the  county  jndge  of  said  county  shall 
have  power  to  call  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  said 
county  together  to  levy  said  tax  for  the  year  1888 ; 
and  the  money,  when  so  raised,  to  be  used  in  paying 
the  indebtedness  of  said  county  now  existing,  baild- 
ing  and  repairing  bridges,  and  keeping  the  same  in 
repair. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  said  county 
to  collect  said  taxes,  and  for  collecting  same  shall  be 
allowed  the  same  commission  now  allowed  them  by 
law  for  collecting  the  revenue  tax.  They  shall  faith- 
fully perform  their  duty  in  collecting,  accounting  for, 
and  paying  over  the  said  taxes  in  due  time,  as  the  said 
county  court  may  direct,  and  shall  be  held  responsible 
ui)on  his  said  bonds  as  sheriff  for  failing  to  perform 
his  duties  under  this  act. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  787. 

AN  AOT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  to  amend  an  act  incorpo- 
rating Hamilton  College,  in  the  city  of  Lexington/'  approved  March 
18,  1884. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Tnonwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act^  entitled  ^'An  act  to  amend  an  act 
incorporating  Hamilton  College,  in  the  city  of  Lex- 
ington, Kentucky,"  approved  March  18,  1884,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit :  Each  share  of  fifty  dollars  of  paid-up 
stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  one  vote  on 
all  questions  subject  to  determination  by  the  stock- 
holders, which  vote  may  be  cast  either  in  person  or 
by  written  proxy. 
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§  2.  At  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders  said  stock- 
holders shall  elect  a  chairman  to  preside  over  their 
deliberations,  and  shall  choose  a  secretary  for  record- 
ing the  minutes  thereof ;  and  it  shall  be  the  dnty  of 
said  stockholders  to  consider  all  questions  brought 
before  them  pertaining  to  their  interests. 

§  3.  Upon  the  written  request  of  the  holders  of  one- 
third  of  tha  stock,  addressed  to  the  president  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  call  a  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders,  by  advertising  the  same  daily 
in  some  newspaper  published  daily  in  the  city  of 
Lexington,  Kentucky,  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
meeting. 

§  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed  ;  and  this  act  shall  be  in  force 
and  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  788. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  a  Normal  School  at  Augasta,  in  Bracken  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assemhly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  an  institation  of  learning  is  hereby  estab- 
lished in  Angasta,  in  Bracken  county,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  "The  Augasta  Normal  School,"  which 
shall  be  under  the  control  of  George  Doniphan,  C.  R. 
McCormick,  G.  H.  McKibben,  T.  S.  Bradford,  Geo. 
W.  Moneyhon,  and  J.  R.  Minor  and  their  successors, 
as  trustees  of  said  institution.  If  at  any  time  a  va- 
cancy shall  occur  by  death,  removal,  or  resignation, 
the  other  trustees  shall  appoint  a  suitable  person  to 
fill  the  vacancy.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
one  of  their  number  president  of  their  board,  and 
such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  proper.  They 
shall  have  power  to  employ  such  professors  of  learn- 
ing as  they  may  desire  to  teach  said  normal  school, 
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and  may  co-operate  with  the  common  school  trustees, 
and  make  such  arrangements  as  may  be  a^i^reeable  and 
advantageous  to  the  institution  hereby  created,  and 
the  advancement  of  learning ;  they  may  hold  annual 
commencements  and  public  examinations  of  the  pu- 
pils, and  may  confer  such  honorary  degrees  and  di- 
plomas as  is  usual  in  colleges  and  high  schools  in 
this  Commonwealth.  They  may  adopt  all  needful 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  necessary  for  the 
government  of  said  institution,  and  shall  be  a  body- 
corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  ^^The  Au- 
gusta Normal  School;"  and  may  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  acquire  and  hold 
real  or  i)ersonal  property,  sell  and  dispose  of  the 
same  in  their  corporate  name. 

§  2.  That  said  normal  school  shall  receive  students 
of  both  sexes,  and  any  degree  of  advancement. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.  *

Whereas,  W.  Alexander,  McHenry  Bhoads,  B.  D. 
Bingo,  J.  Z.  Smith,  H.  C.  Truman,  J.  D.  Coleman,  C. 
W.  Hesson,  E.  O.  Ross,  J.  W.  Lytle,  Lem.  McHenry, 
J.  H.  Williams,  C.  M.  Crow,  J.  E.  Pendleton,  Jr.,  O. 
M.  Shultz,  S.  W.  Hesson,  H.  B.  Taylor,  B.  L.  Harri- 
son, F.  W  Samples,  Willie  Foster,  Lonnie  Render,^ 
J.  H.  B.  Carson,  J.  W.  Bartlett  and  J.  M.  Hathway, 
of  Ohio  county.  State  of  Kentucky,  desiring  to  fur- 
ther intellectual  and  scientific  culture  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Qom- 
monweaUh  of  KeTducky : 

§  1.  That  these  gentlemen,  with  all  others  with 
whom  they  may  become  associated,  be  incorporated 
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as  a  body-politic,  for  the  purpose  above  mentioned, 
with  the  privilege  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  suing  and  being  sued,  acquiring  and  holding 
property. 

§  2.  That  this  association  shall  be  designated  as  the 
Adelphian  Society  of  Hartford  College  and  Business 
Institute. 

§  3.  That  business  of  this  society  shall  be  transacted 
by  an  executive  committee  of  five  members  chosen  by 
ballot,  as  the  society  may  designate  in  their  by-laws  ; 
one  of  whom  shall  be  a  president,  one  vice-president, 
one  secretary,  one  sergeant-at-arms,  and  one  treasurer. 

§  4.  That  in  no  way  shall  private  property  become 
subject  to  debts  of  the  society,  except  it  be  hypothe- 
cated by  the  owner  as  surety  for  such  debt. 

§  6.  That  the  society  shall  be  indissolubly  connected 
with  Hartford  College  and  Business  Institute,  and 
subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  trustees  of  said 
college  may  impose  during  the  existence  of  the  said 
college. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  790. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *<An  act  to  amend  and  reduce  into 
one  the  several  acts  in  reference  to  the  town  of  Marion,"  approved 
March  20th,  1876. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  qf  the  Com^ 
monweoMh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  article  two,  section  six,  of  said  act  be 
amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following:  '^In  case 
of  the  vacancy  in  the  office  of  marshal  of  said  town, 
the  board  of  trastees  of  said  town  shall  have  power 
and  aathority  to  appoint  a  marshal  to  fill  said  vacancy, 
who  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  next  regular  election 
thereafter  held  for  the  election  of  trustees  of  said 
town." 
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§  2.  That  article  five,  section  two,  subsection  two,  of 
.isaid  act  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  To  grant 
license  for  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt 
liquors  in  said  town,  and  to  tax  and  regulate  the  sell- 
ing of  any  ardent  spirits,  or  other  intoxicating,  fer- 
mented, vinous  or  malt  liquors,  by  any  hotel-keeper, 
tavern-keeper  or  innkeeper,  coffee-house  or  merchant 
in  said  town,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  present  stat- 
utory laws  of  this  Commonwealth :  Provided^  That  in 
■addition  to  the  State  tax  required  by  law  to  be  paid 
to  the  county  court  clerk  of  said  county,  the  tax  under 
this  act  upon  licensed  hotels,  tavern  or  innkeepers 
shall  not  be  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  within  the  discre- 
tion of  the  board  of  trustees ;  and  the  tax  upon  mer- 
chants' license  shall  not  be  less  than  one  hundred  nor 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars  ;  and  the  license  upon 
•coffee-houses,  with  the  privilege  of  selling  liquors  by 
retail,  shall  not  be  less  than  four  hundred  dollars  nor 
more  than  six  hundred,  in  addition  to  the  State  tax 
Tequired  by  law:  Promded  further^  That  no  hotel, 
tavern  or  innkeeper,  merchant  or  coffee-house-keeper, 
■shall  be  authorized  to  sell  under  a  license  granted  by 
the  board  of  trustees  until  he  shall  have  first  paid 
over  to  the  clerk  of  the  Crittenden  county  court  the 
tax  required  by  law  to  be  paid  by  the  venders  of  ardent 
spirits. 

§  3.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed ;  and  that  this  act  take 
^efEect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  791. 


AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  people  of  Grayson  county  to  vote  an  ad  va- 
lorem tax  to  pay  its  indebtedness. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  tTie  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  ike  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  people  of  Grayson  county  shall  be  al- 
lowed  to  vote  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  less  than  five 
cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  in 
said  county  subject  to  taxation,  and  not  more  than 
ten  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  prop- 
erty subject  to  taxation  at  the  time  of  holding  said 
election  in  said  county.  Said  election  shall  be  on  the 
first  Monday  in  August,  1888,  at  the  same  time  and 
place  where  the  State  election  is  held.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  sheriffs  of  the  election  at  the  different 
voting  places  in  said  county  to  propound  to  each  voter 
the  question.  Are  you  for  or  against  levying  an  ad  va- 
lorem tax  for  the  payment  of  the  indebtedness  of  said 
county  t  If  he  votes  in  the  affirmative,  his  vote  shall 
be  recorded  in  favor  of  the  tax ;  and  if  he  votes  in  the 
negative,  his  vote  shall  be  recorded  against  the  tax  ^ 
then,  if  the  majority  of  the  legal  votes  cast  are  for  the 
tax,  then  the  tax  shall  be  due  when  the  majority  of  the 
votes  are  cast  in  favor  of  the  tax,  and  shall  be  col* 
lected  by  the  sheriff  of  said  county  the  same  as  he 
collects  the  State  tax;  and  then  the  sheriff  paying  the 
taxes  when  collected  over  to  the  county  judge  of  said 
county,  and  said  county  judge  giving  good  bond  for 
the  same  received  ;  and  said  county  judge  to  pay  out 
said  money  as  the  county  court  directs :  Provided^ 
Said  money  is  paying  the  debts  the  county  owes,  and 
not  to  be  used  otherwise.  The  county  judge  is  to  pre- 
pare poll-books  for  recording  the  votes  for  and  against 
the  tax,  and  the  expense  of  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  county  levy ;  and  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
county  judge  to  notify  the  votes  of  the  county  through 
the  county  papers,  three  weeks  before  the  election, 
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that  there  will  be  a  tax  vote  taken  on  the  regalar 
August  election  day  of  the  year  1888 ;  and  the  county 
judge  to  fix  the  rate  to  be  voted,  not  less  than  five 
<3euts  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property, 
nor  more  than  ten  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars' 
worth  of  taxable  property. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  an  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  792. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  authorize  the  city  of 
Henderson  to  issue  bonds  and  fund  her  present  indebtedness/'  ap- 
proved January  80,  1878. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
fnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  all  of  section  (4)  four  of  an  act,  entitled 
**An  act  to  authorize  the  city  of  Henderson  to  issue 
bonds  and  fund  her  present  indebtedness,"  approved 
January  30, 1878,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed, 
and  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  is  inserted  and 
enacted  in  its  stead,  viz:  ''For  the  payment  of  the 
interest  oh  said  bonds  as  it  accrues,  and  the  principal 
when  it  matures,  the  revenues  and  resources  of  said 
city  are  pledged."  And  to  this  end  it  is  further 
enacted,  that  the  said  common  council  shall  annually 
•cause  to  be  levied  and  collected  a  tax  suflScient  to  pay 
the  current  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  the  cost  of 
collecting  said  tax,  upon  all  the  property  in  said  city 
subject  to  taxation  under  the  present  revenue  laws  of 
this  State,  including  the  amounts  owned  by  the  resi- 
dents of  said  city,  which  is  taxed  by  the  State  under 
the  equalization  law,  and  including  all  real  estate  in 
said  city  owned  by  the  banks  or  banking  corporations, 
whether  used  by  them  in  conducting  their  business  or 
not.  The  tax  levied  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  by 
the  collecting  officer  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of 
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sinking  fund  commissioners,  and  bis  receipt  taken 
therefor;  and  the  said  treasurer  shall  hold  and  use 
same  exclusively  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on 
the  said  bonds  heretofore  issued ;  and  whereas,  doubts 
have  arisen  as  to  whether  the  property  owned  by  the 
Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company  in  the 
city  of  Henderson  is  subject  to  taxation  to  pay  the 
interest  on  that  series  of  the  funding  bonds  of  the  city 
issued  and  used  in  taking  up  and  paying  off  the  bonds 
issued  in  payment  for  stock  in  the  Evansville,  Hen- 
derson and  Nashville  Railroad  Company ;  therefore. 
Be  it  further  enacted^  That  all  the  property  owned 
by  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company, 
its  assigns  or  successors,  in  said  city,  shall  be  liable  to 
taxation  under  this  act,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the 
interest  on  the  aforesaid  funding  bonds  and  the  prin- 
cipal when  it  matures,  and  for  the  purpose  of  pajring 
the  interest  on  all  other  bonds  of  the  city  of  Hen- 
derson issued  under  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
amendment.  And  the  taxation  of  the  Louisville  and 
Nashville  Railroad  property  as  aforesaid,  ta  pay  the 
interest  on  the  bonds  aforesaid,  is  not  in  any  way  to 
change  or  affect  the  liability  of  other  property  in  said 
city  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  act  and  the 
act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisville  Deposit  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kerrducky : 

%  1.  That  Julius  Bamberger,  Louis  Barkhause,  Mor- 
incorporatora.    rfs  A.  Sachs,  N.  F.  Block,  M.  J.  Streng,  A.  Rosen- 
thal, D.  A.  Sachs,  Henry  Laub^  and  Joseph  Sabel, 
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together  with  their  associates  and  assigns,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  appointed  and  made  a  corporation 
and  body-politic,  nnder  the  name  and  style  of  "The Name. 
Louisville  Deposit  Bank,"  and  shall  continue  until 
the  first  day  of  January,  1918 ;  and  by  that  name  are 
made  capable  in  law  to  have,  purchase  or  receive, 
possess,  enjoy  and  retain,  to  them  and  their  success- 
ors, lands,  rents,  tenements,  goods,  chattels,  public 
and  private  securities  of  any  kind,  not  exceeding  at 
anyone  time  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  to  sell,  encumber  or  dispose  of  the  same  ;  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and 
be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  court  of 
record,  or  any  other  place  whatsoever.  Also  to  make 
and  use  a  cx>mmon  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter 
and  renew  at  pleasure.  Also  to  ordain,  establish  and 
pat  in  execution  such  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  or 
convenient  for  the  government  of  said  corporation, 
not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  State  or  the  United 
States. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  oapitai  itocic 
exceed  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

§  3.  The  corporators  named  in  this  act,  or  any  three  Books  for  sub-> 
of  them,  may  open  books  for  the  subscription  0!"'*"'°" 
stock,  and  when  one  thousand  shares  shall  have  been 
subscribed  for,  said  corporation  shall  give  notice  of  a 
meeting  of  the  subscribers,  when  twenty  dollars  shall 
be  paid  on  each  share  subscribed  for,  and  the  com- 
pany may  be  organized,  when  the  remaining  eighty  organize, 
dollars  shall  be  secured,  to  be  paid  at  the  time  and  in 
the  manner  that  shall  be  designated  by  the  share- 
holders who  have  paid  in  twenty  dollars  on  each 
share  subscribed  for.  Corporators  named  who  shall 
fail  to  subscribe  for  stock  shall  not  be  members  of 
the  company,  and  all  such  subscribers  as  shall  fail  to 
pay  twenty  dollars  on  each  share  subscribed  for,  on 
the  day  designated  in  the  above  named  notice,  shall 
cease  to  be  stockholders,  and  the  stock  subscribed  for 
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by  them  may  be  sabscribed  for  by  others  under  the 
direction  of  the  person  or  persons  who  received  the 
original  subscription ;  and  in  case  any  subscriber  shall 
fail  to  pay  any  call  made  by  the  board  of  directors 
(who  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  calls)  for 
the  unpaid  balance  of  his  subscriptions,  and  remain 
in  default  for  sixty  days,  the  board  may,  in  its  discre- 
tion, forfeit  his  stock  for  the  benefit  of  the  company, 
upon  the  company  refunding  to  him  his  money  ;  and 
the  board  of  directors  may,  in  their  by-laws,  prescribe 
the  manner  in  which  the  capital  stock  shall  be  in- 
creased :  but  in  no  event  shall  it  exceed  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
§  4.  The  business  of  the  company  shall  be  managed 
-Management,  by  uot  less  thau  five  VLOX  more  than  nine  directors,  to 
be  chosen  by  the  subscribers  or  stockholders ;  and  no 
one  shall  be  a  director  unless  he  is  the  owner  of  stock 
.  in  said  bank.  An  election  for  directors  shall  be  held 
at  the  first  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  and  the  di- 
rectors then  elected  shall  continue  in  office  until  the 
first  Monday  in  January  succeeding,  or  until  their 
successors  are  chosen ;  and  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January  of  each  year  thereafter  an  election  for  di- 
rectors shall  be  held  in  the  office  of  the  company, 
under  the  direction  of  three  stockholders,  who  shall 
have  been  appointed  by  the  directors  for  that  pur- 
pose. Such  elections  shall  be  held  by  ballot,  and  by 
plurality  of  votes  of  the  stockholders  and  their  prox- 
ies, allowing  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  repre- 
sented. The  rule  of  voting  stock  shall  apply  to  all 
questions  submitted  to  the  decision  of  the  stockhold- 
ers. Should  an  election  for  directors,  from  any  cause, 
fail  to  be  made  on  the  day  herein  designated,  the  cor- 
poration shall  not,  from  that  cause,  be  dissolved ;  but 
^ny  and  all  elections  made  subsequent  thereto,  by 
competent  aathority,  shall  be  deemed  valid,  and  so 
held.  The  board  of  directors  may,  at  any  time,  till 
vacancies  according  to  rales  to  be  established  by  the 
Jby-laws  of  the  corporation. 
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§  6.  The  board  of  directors  may  choose  one  of  their  President 
number  for  president,  in  such  manner  and  for  such 
a  period  as  they  may  ordain,  and  employ  such  clerks, 
officers,  agents  or  servants  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
to  a  proper  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  company; 
fix  their  salaries,  prescribe  their  duties,  and,  at  their 
option,  receive  bonds,  with  security,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties ;  and  may  also  require 
each  officer  to  make  oath  before  a  justice  of  the  peace 
that  he  will  honestly  and  faithfully  discharge  all  his 
duties  as  an  officer  of  the  corporation. 

§  6.  A  majority  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  form  Quorum. 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  7.  The  form  of  certificates  of  shares  of  stock,  and  certificate. 
manner  of  transfer  of  same,  shall  be  regulated  by  the 
by-laws  of  the  corporation,  and  a  lien  is  hereby  ere- 
ated  in  favor  of  the  corporation  on  the  stock  of  each 
share-holder  for  any  claim  that  the  company  may 
have  for  the  unpaid  part  of  his  shares. 

§  8.  A  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  company  shall  sutement  of 
be  made  on  the  first  Monday  m  January  of  each  year 
for  the  inspection  of  stockholders,  and  the  president 
and  directors  may  declare  a  dividend  of  profits  (if 
any  have  been  made)  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  this  corporation  to  do  savings  bank. 
business  as  a  savings  bank,  and  as  such  shall  receive 
on  deposit  any  sum,  during  banking  hours,  if  not  less 
than  one  dollar ;  and  minors  and  married  women  may, 
in  their  own  name,  deposit  therein,  and  check  there- 
from, unless  restrained  by  some  competent  tribunal. 
Interest  as  agreed  upon,  not  to  exceed  six  per  cent, 
per  annum,  may  be  allowed  on  such  deposits. 

§  10.  In  no  case  shall  this  corporation  exercise  the 
business  of  banking  by  issuing  notes  to  circulate  as 
money ;  but  they  may  make  advances  on  and  receive 
in  pledge  for  money  loaned,  or  debts  due  them,  pub- 
lic and  private  securities,  goods,  wares,  merchandise ; 
may  sell  the  same  on  the  non-payment  of  the  debt  or 
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demand,  according  to  the  terms  agreed  upon  between 
the  parties  by  written  contract  at  the  time  the  debt 
was  created,  ander  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the 
Greneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtli  of  Ken> 
tacky,  entitled  ^'An  act  for  the  benefit  of  the  in- 
corporated banks  of  Kentucky,"  approved  March  16, 
1871. 

§  11.  Said  corporation  may  receive  on  deposit  gold, 
Receive  deposits  sUver,  bank  notes  or  other  currency,  and  shaU  be  per- 
mitted to  deal  in  the  same ;  also  in  bills  of  exchange, 
promissory  notes,  and  other  evidences  of  debt ;  take 
personal  and  other  securities  therefor,  and  dispose  of 
the  latter  as  may  be  agreed  upon  in  all  respects  as 
natural  persons  may  do;  and  the  promissory  notes 
made  negotiable  and  payable  at  its  banking  house,  or 
at  any  bank,  which  may  be  discounted  by  it,  and  in> 
land  bills  which  may  be  discounted  by  it,  shall  ba, 
and  they  are  hereby,  put  upon  the  same  footing  of 
foreign  bills  of  exchange,  and  like  remedy  may  be 
had  thereon,  jointly  or  severally,  against  drawers  and 
indorsers. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

S.  Wright  and  W.  R.  Morgan*  and  their  successors 
and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  body-politic  and 
Name.  corporate,   by  the  name  of  the  Bedford  Loan   and 

Deposit  Bank,  with  power  in  that  name  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  saed,  plead  and 
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be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts  what- 
ever ;  and  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  to 
change  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  to  make  all  neces- 
sary rules,  regulations  and  by  laws  for  its  govern- 
ment and  management  of  its  business  not  inconsist- 
ent with  the  laws  of  the  State  and  United  States. 

§  3.  That  said  bank  shall  have  power  to  transact  a  Transact  bi»i- 
general  banking  and  financial  business ;  to  loan  and 
advance  money,  discount  promissory  notes,  buy  and 
sell  exchange,  stocks,  and  all  kinds  of  mercantile  se- 
curities ;  promissory  notes  made  negotiable  and  pay- 
able at  the  said  bank,  or  any  other  bank  doing  business 
in  this  State,  or  any  national  bank,  or  at  the  office  of 
any  licensed  broker,  and  all  inland  bills  which  may 
be  discounted  or  purchased  prior  lo  maturity  by  said 
company,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  put  upon  the 
footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange,  and  like  remedy 
may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  or  severally,  against  the 
makers,  drawers,  indorsers,  or  other  parties  thereto. 

§  3.  The  said  bank  shall  have  power  to  make  ad-  Powen. 
vances  on  securities  of  every  kind,  and  upon  any  and 
all  products  of  the  country,  and  any  and  all  manufac- 
tured articles ;  and  it  may  receive  stocks,  bonds  and 
all  other  thing  or  things,  or  any  part  thereof,  upon 
which  it  shall  have  loaned  or  advanced  money,  in 
pledge  for  the  security  thereof;  and  the  provision 
of  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  for  the  benefit  of  the 
incorporated  banks  of  Kentucky,"  approved  March 
16,  1871,  so  far  as  the  same  authorizes  the  disposition 
of  such  pledges  or  securities,  are  made  parts  hereof 
as  fully  as  if  written  and  printed  herein.  It  may 
receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver,  bank  notes,  United 
States  Treasury  notes,  and  all  other  currency,  and 
pay  the  same  in  kind  or  as  may  be  agreed  [upon  by 
general  or  special  contract ;  and  may  allow  interest 
on  deposits  not  to  exceed  the  late  allowed  by  the 
laws  of  Kentucky;  it  may  issue  letters  of  credit  pay- 
able throughout  the  United  States  and  elsewhere,  but 
it  shall  not  issue  bills  to  circulate  as  money. 
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§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  bank  shall  be  ($10,- 
Capital  Slock.  QOO)  teii  thousaiid  dollars,  with  the  rights  and  priv- 
ilege of  increasing  same  to  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 
The  shares  or  stock  shall  be  personal  property,  and 
transferable  on  the  books  of  the  bank  according  to 
its  by-laws.  Each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the 
holder  to  one  vote,  which  may  be  in  person  or  by 
written  proxy,  at  all  elections  and  all  meetings  of 
stockholders. 

§  5.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act  shall  act  as  commissioners  to  receive  sabscriptions 
of  stock,  and  when  as  much  as  five  thousand  dollars 
shall  have  been  paid  in  cash,  the  said  corporators  may 
proceed  to  business. 

§  6.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act  shall  be  the  first  board  of  directors,  and  shall  or- 
ganize by  choosing  one  of  their  number  president ;  bat 
if  any  of  said  persons  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  qualify 
or  act,  his  or  their  places  may  be  treated  as  vacant, 
and  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the 
remainder ;  and  all  vacancies  occurring  at  any  time 
may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  board 
of  directors.  An  election  for  directors  shall  be  held 
once  in  each  year,  from  and  after  the  expiration  of 
one  year  after  the  organization,  at  the  ot&ce  of  the 
bank  in  Bedford^  notice  of  which  shall  be  g^iven 
through  the  post-ofiice  to  each  stockholder,  at  least 
ten  days'  prior  to  the  day  of  election,  or  by  no- 
tice printed  in  some  paper  of  general  circulation  pub- 
lished in  the  county.  The  board  of  directors  shall 
be  composed  of  five  {S^  stockholders,  and  they  shall 
hold  their  office  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected 
and  qualified ;  and  the  president  shall  be  elected  by 
said  board  and  be  one  of  the  directors.  The  election 
of  directors  shall  be  held  by  three  stockholders,  two 
of  whom  shall  certify  the  result,  and  said  certificate 
shall  he  recorded  in  a  book  of  the  company. 

§  7.  The  said  bank  may  acquire,  hold,  possess,  use, 
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occupy  and  enjoy  all  real  and  personal  property, 
^oods,  chattels  and  other  things  necessary  for  the 
transaction  of  its  business,  or  which  may  be  con- 
veyed to  it  as  security  for  any  debt,  loan  or  ad- 
vance,  or  purchased  by  it  Hi  saiti&faction,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  of  any  debt,  judgment  or  decree,  and  sell 
and  convey,  or  otherwise  dispose  thereof,  as  a  natural 
person. 

§  8.  The  number  of  directors  and  officers  may  be 
increased  or  diminished  at  the  pleasure  and  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  stockholders. 

§  9.  !No  stock  or  certificate  of  stock  shall  be  issued 
until  fully  paid  for ;  but  any  subscriber  may  demand 
and  receive  stock  in  proportion  to  the  amount  he 
shall  have  paid  upon  his  or  her  subscription:  Pro- 
videdj  Said  payment  or  payments  shall  have  amounted 
to  as  much  as  fiftv  dollars ;  but  no  stock  or  certifi- 
cate  shall  be  issued  for  a  less  sum  than  fifty  dollars. 

§  10.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  from  minors 
and  married  women,  and  the  checks  of  said  minors 
and  married  women,  or  their  receipts  for  same,  shall 
be  valid  and  binding. 

§  11.  The  directors  may,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  board  at  any  time,  remove  any  cashier,  teller, 
clerk  or  other  officer  or  employe  ;  and  each  and  every 
officer  and  employe  shall  be  held  and  taken  to  enter, 
and  have  entered  upon  his  duties,  subject  to  the 
provisions  hereof  in  regard  to  his  or  her  removal, 
as  fully  as  if  the  same  had  been  reduced  to  writing, 
and  by  him  or  her  signed,  acknowledged  and  deliv- 
ered. 

§  12.  The  president  and  directors  may  appoint  all 
necessary  agents,  officers  and  servants,  fix  their  com- 
pensation, and  take  bond  or  bonds  as  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  and  may,  from 
time  to  time,  maintain,  in  any  court  having  jurisdic- 
tion, suit  or  suits  thereon  for  breaches  of  the  cove- 
nants thereof. 

§  13.  The  private  property  of  the  stockholders  shall

be  exempt  from  the  corporate  debts,  save  that  each 
stockholder  shall  be  liable  for  corporate  debts   to  the 
amount  of  his  or  her  unpaid  subscriptions  to  the  capi 
tal  stock. 

§  14.  The  president  of  said  bank  shall  have  power, 

by  and  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  board 

I      of  directors  entered  on  the  books  of  said  bank,   to 

convey  by  deed  any  real  estate  that  may  be  purchased 

under  section  6  of  this  charter. 

§  16.  This  charter  shall  continue  in  force' for  thirty 
years,  unless  sooner  dissolved  by  a  majority  of  the 
stockholders. 

§  16.  The  shares  of  stock  subscribed  shall  be  paid 
in  from  time  to  time,  and  in  such  installments  as  may 
be  required  by  the  president  and  board  of  directors. 

§  17.  The  directors  may  declare  annual  or  semi-an- 
nual dividends  of  the  profits  arising  from  the  business 
of  said  bank. 

§  18.  The  said  bank  shall  not  hold  any  real  estate 
conveyed  to  it  as  security  for,  or  in  payment  of  any 
judgment,  decree  or  debt  due  to  it,  for  a  longer  period 
than  five  years  ;  but  the  period  or  time  such  real  estate 
may  be  in  litigation  shall  not  be  computed  in  said 
five  years. 

§  19.  Any  stockholder,  or  any  person  or  committee 
appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  or  any  person  authorized  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  shall,  at  all  rea- 
sonable times,  be  permitted  to  examine  the  books  of 
said  bank. 

§  20.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

A^   ACT  to  incorporate  the  Hardinsburg  Normal  and  Collegiate   In- 

stitult). 

Se  it  eruicted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  is  established  in  the  town  of  Har-  High  school. 
dinsburg,  Breckinridge  county,  Kentucky,  a  high 
scliool,  to  be  known  as  the  Hardinsburg  Normal  and 
Collegiate  Institute.  Said  school  embrace  a  dis- 
trict including  the  town  of  Hardinsburg  and  common 
school  district  No.  16,  in  said  county,  and  is  hereby 
placed  under  the  control  and  management  of  five  Management. 
trustees,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  five  years,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  elected  each  year,  except  as  hereip 
provided.  Said  trustees,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  sha^[ 
also  be  the  common  school  trustees  for  said  district! 
They  shall  be  elected  by  the  persons  in  said  district 
having  the  qualifications  of  electors  under  the  com- 
mon school  law,  and  in  same  way,  and  at  the  same 
place,  as  is  provided  by  the  common  school  law  for 
the  election  of  common  school  trustees.  Said  election 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April  in  each 
year.  But  no  election  for  trustees  shall  be  held  before 
the  first  Saturday  in  April,  1889. 

§  2.  That  Morris  Eskridge,  Taylor  Beard,  James  inisteesap. 
Bishop,  A.  M.  Knichelor,  and  Joseph  Busby  are  *****"'"*■ 
hereby  appointed  trustees  for  said  school  and  dis- 
trict, and  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  first  Sat- 
urday in  April,  1889,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified.  The  trustee  having  the  short- 
est time  to  serve  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  board. 
The  members  of  this  board  of  trustees,  who  compose

tees  hereby  appointed  shall  determine  which  of  the 
two  new  appointees  shall  hold  for  four  years  and 
which  for  five.  Said  trustees  and  their  successors  in 
office  are  hereby  created  a  body-corporate  and  politic, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Trustees  of  the 
Hardinsburg  Normal  and  Collegiate  Institute  ;  '^  in 
which  name  they  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  and  contract  and  be  contracted  with. 
Before  entering  upon  their  duties  as  trustees  they 
shall  take  an  oath  to  faithfully  discharge  their 
duties  as  trustees  and  as  common  school  trustees 
for  said  common  school  district.  In  case  of  a  va- 
cancy in  the  board  by  failure  to  elect  or  hold  an 
election,  or  from  any  other  cause,  the  board  may  ap- 
point a  trustee  to  till  the  vacancy  until  the  next 
regular  election,  when  said  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  an  election.  Any  three  of  said  board  may  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  business. 

§  3.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  employ 
teachers,  and  dismiss  them  for  cause,  and,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  teachers,  to  grade  said  school,  and  to 
decide,  if  need  be,  who  shall  enter  each  grade,  and 
to  prescribe  the  text-books  to  be  used  in  said  school. 
The  trustees  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings, 
which  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  inspection.  They 
shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  treasurer,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  keep  all  the  money 
of  said  board,  and  pay  the  same  out  on  their  order. 
At  the  end  of  each  year  of  his  term  of  office,  the 
treasurer  shall  make  a  report  to  said  board,  showing 
the  amount  of  money  received  by  him,  and  the  amount 
paid  out,  and  file  with  said  report  the  proper  voucher 
for  each  payment  made  by  him.  He  shall  keep  a  true 
and  faithful  account  of  his  transactions,  which  shall 
be  open  to  inspection  at  auy  time  to  said  board. 
Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  he  shall 
execute  bond,  with  good  security,  to  be  approved 
by  the  board,  conditioned  that  he  will  safely  keep 
all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands,  and  pay 
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it  over  on  the  order  of  said  board,  and  for  a  faithf al 
X)erformance  of  his  duties,  which  shall  be  examined 
and  approved  by  the  board,  and  he  and  his  sureties 
shall  be  liable  thereon  for  any  failure  to  discharge  his 
duty,  such  action  to  be  in  the  corporate  name  of  said 
board.    Said  board  shall  also  appoint  a  clerk  fromcicrk. 
among  their  number,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep 
a  correct  record  of  all  their  proceedings.     Said  treas- 
urer and  clerk  shall  be  appointed  at  the  first  meeting 
of  said  board  after  each  election,  and  shall  hold  their 
office  for  one  year,   and   until  their  successors  are 
appointed  and  qualified ;  and  at  the  expiration  of 
their  term  shall  deliver  to  their  successor,   or   the 
board  of  trustees,  all  books  and  records  in  their  pos 
session  belonging  or  pertaining  to  their  office. 

§  4.  The  said  trustees  shall  cause  to  be  taught  the 
common  school  for  said  district  as  required  by  law, 
and  report  the  same ;  and  upon  their  complying  with 
the  law  as  required  of  common  school  trustees,  said 
district  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  its  per  capita  of  the 
common  school  fund,  according:  to  the  common  school 
law. 

§  5.  The  trustees  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  Tax. 
their  duty,  to  levy  upon  each  white  male  inhabitant 
living  in  said  district  a  poll-tax  not  exceeding  two 
dollars,  and  an  ad  valorem  tax  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  real 
estate  in  said  district,  whether  the  owner  resides 
therein  or  not,  and  on  all  personal  property,  money 
and  choses  in  action  owned  by  residents  of  said  dis- 
trict and  listed  by  them  for  taxation. 

§  6.  The  said  trustees  may  appoint  an  assessor  to  Assessor. 
assess  said  property  and  polls,  who  shall  be  paid 
therefor  the  same  as  the  county  assessor  is  paid  for 
like  services  ;  or  said  trustees  may  cause  the  clerk  of 
the  county  court  to  make  out  said  list  of  property 
and  i)olls  from  the  assessor's  book  of  the  county  for 
that  year.

The  collector,  before  he  proceeds  to  act,  shall  give 
bond,  with  sufficient  security,  and  similar  to  that 
given  by  the  sheriff  for  the  collection  of  the  county 
levy,  and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty, 
which  shall  be  examined  and  approved  by  the  board 
of  trustees ;  or  said  board  of  trustees  may  deliver 
said  list  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county  for  collection, 
^  *  *—  who  shall  be  required  to  give  bond  the  same  as  a 
collector  herein  provided  for.  Said  collector  or  sher-

Said  election  may  be  ordered  at  any  time  by  a  major- 
ity of  the  board  of  trustees.  Ten  days'  previous 
notice  of  said  election  shall  be  given  by  written  or

trustees  to  appoint  the  same.  Said  officers  at  the

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CHAPTER  796. 


AN  ACT  to  extend  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Mayfleld,  in 
Graves  county,  and  to  amend  the  charter  of  same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  tJie  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  May-  ExtcnMon  of 
field,  in  Graves  county,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
extended  as  follows,  viz :  From  the  north  line  of  the 
present  city  limits  north  to  the  south  fence  of  the 
Anderson  family  grave-yard ;  thence  east  as  far  as 
the  east  line  of  Dr.  Joe  Reynolds'  yard  fence ;  thence 
south  to  the  south  side  of  the  street  lying  north  of 
and  against  the  west  Kentucky  College  grounds; 
thence  west  to  the  east  side  of  the  old  tobacco  house 
on  the  Columbus  road,  owned  by  H.  J.  Moorman ; 
thence  north  to  the  beginning;  and  that  from  the 
points  above  mentioned,  viz:  the  grave-yard,  Rey-

§  9.  At  the  end  of  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this 
act,  and  at  the  end  of  every  year  thereafter,  the  offi- 
cers of  the  association  shall  ascertain  the  certificates 
of  deposits  issued,  and  the  executive  committee  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  declare  such  dividends  on  such  cer- 
tificates at  the  end  of  the  year  following  said  ascer- 
tainment as  the  affairs  of  the  club  will  permit. 

§  10.  The  certificates  of  deposit  in  said  association 
shall  be  held  by  the  person  to  whom  same  may  be 
issued,  their  personal  representatives  or  assigns,  and

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cam- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  David  Davidson,  Edwin  Brashear,  and 
Henry  E.  Haynes,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  api>ointed 
trustees,  and  they  and  their  successors  in  office  are 
hereby  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under 
<:crporate  name,  fc^e  name  of  the  Sandy  Creek  Farm  District ;  and  by 
that  name  are  made  as  capable  in  law  as  natural  per- 
corporate  pow-  SOUS  to  coutract  aud  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law 
and  equity  in  this  Commonwealth  and  elsewhere,  and 
may  do  and  perform  any  and  all  lawful  acts  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  objects  for  which  the  said  corporation 
is.  organized. 

§  2.  As  soon  after  the  passage  of  this  act  as  con- 
venient the  said  trustees  shall  meet  and  organize  by 
electing  a  president  and  secretary,  and  may  appoint 
such  other  officers,  agents  or  commissioners  as  they 
may  deem  necessary.

1885,  the  Governor  of  Kentucky  appointed  J.  Soule- 
Smith,  of  Fayette  connty,  to  represent  this  Common- 
wealth as  Commissioner  to  the  North,  Central  andi. 
South    American    Exposition  at  New  Orleans;   and 
whereas,  said  J.   Soule  Smith  did  prepare  for  and. 
place  in  said  exposition  an  exhibit  of  Kentucky  re- 
sources, and  did,  at  the  conclusion  of  said  exposi- 
tion, on  March  31,  1886,  return  the  same  to  this  State,, 
and  to  the  owners  thereof,  and  did,  during  the  time  of 
said  exposition,  represent  this  Commonwealth  thereat, 
for  which  services  and  expenses  said  Smith  has  re- 
ceived no   compensation  whatever  from  the  State  ;. 
now,  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  present  Governor  of  this  Common- 
wealth be  hereby  directed  to  investigate  the  facts  of 
said  employment,  and  the  value  of  said  services  and 
expenses,  and  fix  such  sum  as,  in  his  judgment,,  will 
be  a  fair  compensation  and  return  therefor. 
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§  2.  That  upon  the  written  certificate  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, fixing  said  amount,  being  presented  to  the 
Auditor,  he  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer 
for  the  amount  so  named  in  favor  of  said  J.  Soule 
Smith,  and  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  the  said  sum  to 
the  person  so  named  out  of  any  moneys  in  his  hands 
not  otherwise  appropriated.

inserted,  or  advertised  in  any  newspaper  of  the  city 
•of  Louisville,  and'  said  publications,  notices,  and  ad- 
vertisements  and  publications  to  have  same  effect  as 
if  published  in  any  newspaper  now  authorized  by 
law. 

§  2.  This  act  to  have  force  and  effect  from  day  of 
j)assage.

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  fiscal  affairs  of  Hardin  county,  and  provide  for 
the  cash  payment  of  all  claims  against  said  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cam- 
monweaUh  of  Kerdv/iky : 

%  I.  That  the  court  of  claims  and  levy  of  said 
county  shall,  at  any  meeting  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  appropriate,  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  said 
county,  so  much  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay 
the  county  claims  allowed  by  it  and  said  meeting ;  and 
the  county  treasurer,  on  the  order  of  said  court,  shall 
pay  the  same  upon  presentation  of  said  order,  duly 
certified  by  the  county  clerk  of  said  county,  at  any 
time  within  ten  days  after  the  adjournment  of  said 
court. 

§  2.  Said  court  shall,  at  each  term,  direct  the  levy 
and  collection  of  county  levy  and  ad  valorem  tax, 
suflBicient  to  return  into  the  hands  of  said  treasurer  the 
amount  he  is  directed  to  pay  at  said  term,  including 
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costs  of  collection  and  disbursement ;  but  nothing 
herein  shall  be  construed  to  increase  the  amount  of 
county  levy  or  ad  valorem  tax  as  now  fixed  by  law. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  or  collector  of 
said  county  to  pay  all  county  levy  and  ad  valorem 
taxes  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  now 
required  by  law ;  but  he  shall  pay  the  same  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  county  ;  and  for  failure  to  so  pay 
the  3ame,  said  treasurer  shall  have  the  same  remedy 
agahist  him  as  is  provided  in  favor  of  county  credit- 
ors by  section  7,  article  2,  chapter  27,  of  the  General 
Statutes. 

§  4.  Said  treasurer  shall  pay  no  claim  until  he  has 
knowledge  of  the  fact  that  the  person  to  whom  said 
claim  was  granted  owes  no  part  due,  taxes  or  county 
levy ;  and  the  amount  Of  any  such  taxes  or  county 
levy  shall  be  deducted  from  said  claims  and  paid  by 
the  treasurer  to  the  party  holding  said  tax  receipts : 
Provided^  Said  claim  is  as  large  or  larger  than  said 
tajces ;  the  word  taxes  herein  also  includes  the  taxes 
due  the  State.  No  assignment  of  any  claim  shall  pre- 
judice the  right  of  the  treasurer  to  retain  the  taxes 
owing  by  the  party  to  whom  the  claim  was  allowed, 
and  if  the  amount  of  said  claim  is  more  than  sufficient 
to  pay  off  said  taxes,  and  the  assignee  owes  taxes,  they 
may  in  like  manner  be  retained  and  paid  by  said 
treasurer. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  said 
county,  and  of  all  other  persons  holding  tax  re- 
ceipts, to  furnish  the  said  treasurer  with  a  list  of  all 
persons  owing  taxes,  to  whom  county  claims  have 
been  allowed,  within  three  days  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  said  court  of  claims ;  and  any  such  sheriff, 
or  other  persons,  failing  so  to  do,  may,  on  indictment, 
be  fined  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dol- 
lars nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  6.  Before  acting  under  this  law  said  county  treas- 
urer shall  execute,  before  the  county  judge  of  said 
county,  his  bond,  with  at  least  three  good  sureties 
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to  his  bond,  to  be  approved  by  said  connty  jadge, 
which  bond  shall  be  in  substance  as  follows,  viz: 

Hardin  County  Court. 

We,  John  Smith,  treasurer  of  Hardin  county,  and 
A.  B.,  C.  D.,  and  E.  F.,  his  sureties,  bind  and  obli- 
gate ourselves  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentacky 
that  said  treasurer  will  well  and  truly  discharge  his 
duties  as  such  treasurer  as  required  by  law,  and  that 
he  will  account  for  and  pay  over  to  the  person  enti- 
tled to  receive  the  same  according  to  law  all  sums  to 
which  they  may  be  entitled.  Witness  our  signatures, 
the day  of ,  1888. 

Said  bond  may' be  sued  upon  in  the  name  of  the  Com- 
monwealth for  the  use  and  at  the  cost  of  any  person 
aggrieved  by  a  violation  of  the  same.  Said  bond  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Hardin  county 
court,  and  a  minute  of  the  execution  approved  and 
filing  of  said  bond  shall  be  made  upon  the  book  of 
said  court,  and  said  bond  shall  be  duly  recorded  in 
said  office. 

§  7.  The  execution  of  said  bond  provided  for  herem 
shall  in  no  way  affect  the  bond  of  said  treasurer  ex- 
ecuted pursuant  to  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Kentucky,  approved  March  16th,  1886,  entitled  '*An 
act  for  the  benefit  of  Hardin  county,  and  to  dispose 
of  a  surplus  fund  in  the  hands  of  the  commissioner - 
of  the  sinking  fund  of  said  county." 

§  8.  The  bond  required  herein  shall  be  executed  at 
least  once  in  every  five  years,  and  as  much  oftener  as 
the  county  judge  may  direct,  by  an  order  of  record  in 
the  county  court.

ery, James  F.  Clay,  S.  H.  Lambert,  R.  H.  Ingram, 
P.  G.  Kelsey,  and  their  associates,  successors  or  as- 
signs, are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  a  body-cor- 
porate, under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Evansville 
Bridge  Company,  and  by  that  name  and  style  they 
are  hereby  invested  with  all  the  powers  incident  to 
corporations. 

§  2.  That  said  company  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  in-  character  of 
vested  with  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  nec- 
essary for  the  construction  of,  and  it  shall  be  and  it 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  construct,  a 
bridge  across  the  Ohio  river,  extending  from  some 
convenient  point  within  either  of  the  counties  of 
Henderson  or  Union,  to  some  convenient  point  on  the 
Indiana  side  of  said  river;  and  also  to  purchase  or 
condemn,  by  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum^  and  hold  as 
much  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  site 
of  said  bridge,  and  the  sites  for  the  piers,  abutments, 
toll-housesr  and  suitable  avenues  leading  to  the  same, 
and  such  other  lands  as  may  be  necessary  in  connec- 
tion with  the  construction  and  operation  of  said 
bridge :  Provided^  That  said  bridge  shall  be  con- 
structed so  as  not  to  obstruct  navigation  further  than 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  shall  allow :  And  pro- 
vided  further,  That  any  bridge  constructed  and  main- 
tained under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  a 
public  highway,  and  subject  to  use  by  all  persons  and 
corporations  electing  to  use  the  same  for  any  purpose 
or  purposes  to  which  the  same  is  adapted,  subject  to 
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and  the  several  tarnpike  road  companies,  portions  of 
whose  roads  may  be  now  or  hereafter,  by  reason  of 
the  extension  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  boundary 
lines  of  said  city,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
city,  the  said  road  companies  acting  through  their 
respective  board  of  directors,  agree  upon  terms  and 
conditions  upon  which  such  portions  of  any  such 
roads  so  within  said  city  may  be  surrendered  to  said 
city,  and  said  city  acquire  jurisdiction  thereof,  and 
improve  or  in  any  way  change  said  portions  of  said 
roads  so  as  to  make  parts  of  streets  thereof,  and  to 
the  end  also  that  said  city  may  have  power  to  make 
and  keep  up,  or  reqaire  lot-owners  whose  property 
abut  on  such  portions  of  such  roads  to  make  and 
keep,  sidewalks  along  said  portions  of  such  roads 
within  said  city  limits. 

§  2.  Upon  such  transfer  being  made,  said  city  may 
exercise  all  the  power  and  authority  over  and  along 
such  portions  of  said  roads,  through  its  corporate  au- 
thority, as  it  now  or  may  hereafter  have  over  and 
with  respect  to  the  streets  and  other  thoroughfares  of 
-said  city. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

Whereas,    The   Ekron    Gas   and    Manufacturing 

Company  was,  on  the day  of  ,  1887,  duly 

organized  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  66  of  the 
General  Statutes.  The  object  of  the  formation  of 
said  corporation  or  company  being,  as  stated  in  the 
articles  of  incorporation  thereof,  to  develop,  produce, 
utilize,  convey,  or  any  way  dispose  of  natural  gas, 
petroleum,  salt  water,  buildiRg  stone,  etc.,  etc.;  there- 
fore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaMh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  Z.  T.  Hetndon,  A.  J.  Thompson,  Gus.  W. 
Richardson  and  C.  L.  Cornwall,  their  successors  and 
assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- cor- 
porate, under  the  name  of  the  ''  Ekron  Gas  and  Manu- 
facturing Company,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  the  power  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and 
be  impleaded  ;  to  take,  hold,  own,  and  in  anywise 
alien  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed ;  to  have  a 
common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  to 
establish  by-laws  and  make  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  company,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  this 
State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  con- 
ducted by  a  board  of  directors  of  not  less  than  live 
nor  more  than  nine  directors,  who  shall  be  elected  for 
a  term  of  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
chosen.  At  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
corporation,  to  be  held  in  the  town  of  Brandenburg 
or  the  city  of  Louisville,  as  the  directors  from  time 

to  time  may  agree,  on  the in  ■'  of  each  year, 

said  directors  shall  elect  a  president  and  vice-presi- 
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dent,  who  shall  be,  and  a  secretary  and  treasurer 
who  may  be,  members  of  said  board.  The  meetings  of 
said  board  shall  be  called  by  the  president,  or,  in  case 
of  his  absence,  inability  or  refusal  to  act,  by  the 
vice-president,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  inability  or 
refusal  to  act,  by  a  written  call  of  not  less  than  one- 
half  of  the  directors.  The  powers,  duties  and  com- 
pensation of  the  president  and  other  officers  of  the 
company  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  directors. 
The  directors,  the  incorporators  named  herein,  shall 
constitute  the  board  of  directors  until  the  first  annual 
election  provided  for  herein.  In  all  meetings  of  the 
stockholders  they  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for 
each  share  of  stock  held  by  them.  They  may  vote  in 
person  or  by  proxy,  written  and  subscribed  by  them. 
Of  ail  meetings  of  the  stockholders  five  days'  pre- 
vious notice  shall  be  given  by  the  secretary  of  said 
company. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one 
million  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  which  shall  be  deemed  personal  prop- 
erty, and  subscribed  for  and  paid  in  at  the  times 
and  upon  the  terms,  and  transferable  in  the  manner  to 
be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws  of  said  company.  The 
stockholders  of  said  company  may,  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  all  the  stock,  at  a  meeting  called  for  that 
purpose,  increase  said  stock  not  exceeding  one  million 
dollars. 

§  4.  Said  company  is  hereby  empowered  to  develop, 
produce,  utilize,  convey,  or  In  any  otherwise  dispose 
of  natural  gas,  petroleum,  salt  water,  building  stone, 
lithographic  stone  and  potter's  clay,  or  any  of  them, 
which  may  be  upon  or  come  from  any  of  the  lands 
which  said  company  may  own,  lease,  acquire  or  con- 
trol, or  upon  which,  for  any  of  said  purposes,  or  to 
do  any  of  the  acts  in  this  section  mentioned,  it  may 
have  or  acquire  the  right,  and  to  these  ends  said  com- 
pany is  emi)owered  to  drill,  bore,  or  in  anywise  sink 
and  maintain  wells  for  the  purpose  of  producing  such 
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natural  gas,  petroleum  and  salt  water,  or  either,  and 
constructs  lay,  maintain  and  operate  derricks,  build- 
ings, machinery,  tanks,  pipes,  reservoirs,  receivers, 
gasometers,  warehouses,  manufactories,  and  any  other 
improvements  or  appliances  in  or  by  means  of  which 
such  gas,  petroleum  or  salt  water,  or  either,  may  be 
produced,  stored,  distributed,  sold  or  utilized ;  and 
to  construct,  lay  and  operate  conduit  pipes  of  any 
kind«  and  may  employ  any  other  suitable  means  for 
the  conveyance,  distribution,  storing,  sale  and  utiliza- 
tion of  the  products  of  said  company,  either  upon, 
under,  to  or  from  any  of  said  lands  or  other  places. 

§  5.  'With  the  consent  of  any  city  or  town,  by  ordi- 
nance resolution  of  its  general  council  or  its  board 
of  trustees,  said  company  shall  have  power  to  open 
the  ground  in  any  street,  alley,  park,  lane  or  other 
public  place  within  its  limits,  and  lay  therein,  re- 
move, alter,  maintain  and  repair  such  pipes  for  so 
conducting  and  distributing,  for  purpose  of  heating 
and  illumination,  said  natural  gas,  restoring  such 
ground,  however,  and  any  pavement  or  other  im- 
provement thereon,  to  as  good  condition  as  before, 
within  a  reasonable  time  thereafter;  and  in  doing 
the  acts  mentioned  in  this  section  said  company  shall 
cause  no  injury  to  any  gas  or  water  pipe,  or  connec- 
tion or  sewer,  laid  within  the  ground. 

§  6.  This  company  shall  have  power  to  consolidate 
with  other  company  or  companies  engaged  in  the  de- 
velopment of  natural  gas  in  Meade  county,  Kentucky, 
and  the  territory  contiguous  thereto,  on  such  terms  as 
may  be  agreed  on,  and  in  order  to  the  conveyance  of 
such  natural  gas  to  any  of  the  cities  and  towns,  and 
all  of  the  manufactories  within  this  Commonwealth ; 
and  said  company  shall  have  power  to  acquire,  by 
purchase,  gift  or  condemnation,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, the  use  of  any  land  along  such  route  or  routes 
as  may  be  selected  by  the  directors  of  said  company  ; 
to  lay,  maintain,  and  repair  such  pipes  and  any  build- 
ings, retorts,  and  any  other  apparatus  needed  to  be 
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used  in  order  to  the  proper  and  economical  convey 
ance  of  gas  as  aforesaid ;  and  in  order  to  such  acquisi- 
tion, by  such  dd  quod  damnum  proceedings  of  such 
use  of  land,  said  company  shall  cause  such  use  of,  in, 
over  and  under  only  so  much  land  as  it  may  fairly 
deem  necessary  therefor,  to  be  valued,  condemned, 
and  by  it  paid  for  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  an 
act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  prescribe  the  mode  of  con- 
demning lands  for  the  use  of  railroads  and  turnpike 
companies,"  approved  April  11,  1882. 

§  7.  The  principal  place  of  business  of  this  corpo- 
ration shall  be  in  the  town  of  Brandenburg  or  the  city 
of  Louisville,  as  the  directors  from  time  to  time  may 
agree. 

§  8.  The  private  property  of  its  stockholders  and 
officers  shall  be  e^eempt  from  its  corporate  debts  and 
liabilities.

Be  it  eridcted  hy  the  Oeneral  AssemJ)ly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  hereafter  the  clerk  of  the  city  court  of 
Louisville  shall  receive  no  fees  whatsoever  in  cases 
tried  in  said  court  or  for  the  taking  of  a  bond,  whether 
said  bond  be  taken  in  said  oflScer's  office  or  out  of  the 
same,  by  himself  or  deputy  ;  but  in  lieu  of  all  fees  and 
salaries  now  by  law  allowed  to  said  oflBcer,  he  shall 
receive  from  the  city  of  Louisville  a  salary  of  three 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for  his  own  services, 
and  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  shall  6e  paid 
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by  the  city  of  Louisville,  in  equal  proportions,  to  such 
deputies  as  said  officer  may  appoint.  The  marshal  of 
the  city  court  of  Louisville  shall  not  receive  any  fees 
in  any  action  or  proceeding  had  in  said  court ;  but  in 
lieu  of  all  fees  or  salaries  now  by  law  allowed  said 
officer,  he  shall  receive  from  the  city  of  Louisville  a 
salary  of  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for  his 
own  services ;  and  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars 
for  the  payment  of  such  deputies  as  said  officer  may 
appoint  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  of  Louisville,  in  equal 
proportion,  to  such  deputies. 

§  2.  That  in  every  case  tried  in  said  court,  upon  con- 
viction, the  defendant  shall  pay  as  costs  the  sum  of 
two  dollars,  which  sum  shall  be  collected  by  the  mar- 
shal and  be  paid,  together  with  all  fines  and  fees 
collected  by  him,  into  the  treasury  of  the  city  of 
Louisville. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  Louis- 
ville city  court  to  pay  into  the  city  treasury  all  fees 
collected  by  him  for  taking  bonds,  and  the  charge  for 
taking  same  shall  be  seventy -five  cents  ;  and  under  no 
circumstances  is  he  allowed  to  charge  for  such  service 
more  than  seventy-five  cents. 

§  4.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  confiict  with  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

§  2.  That  the  said  county  court  be,  and  it  is  hereby,

company,  for  necessaries  rendered  or  furnished  at 
such  person's  request,  a  reasonable  compensation  for 
board,  lodging,  clothing  and  tuition,  or  either  of  such 
person,  hereinafter  furnished  by  the  company,  where 
such  person  shall  have  or  acquire  estate  otherwise 
than  by  his  or  her  labor  or  skill.  But  suit  shall  not 
be  brought  therefor  after  six  months  have  elapsed 
from  the  time  such  person  attained  his  or  her  ma- 
jority. 

§  2.  Said  company  may  take  conveyance,  receive, 
have,  hold,  sell  and  convey  any  real  estate  hereafter 
or  heretofore  conveyed,  sold,  delivered,  given  to  or  in 
any  other  manner  acquired  by  said  company. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

[Became  a  law  without  approval  of  Governor  April  5,  1888.] 


CHAPTER  828. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  town  of  Parkland^  Jefferson  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  The  boundaries  of  the  town  of  Parkland  shall 
Boundary.       be  as  foUows,  uutil  the  same  shall  be  changed  by  law. 
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to  wit :  Commencing  at  a  point  where  the  present 
western  limits  .of  the  city  of  Louisville  intersects  the 
southern  line  of  Broadway  street;  thence  ranning 
west  to  a  point  two  hundred  feet  east  of  the  centre 
line  of  Thirtieth  street ;  thence  at  right-angles  south, 
to  a  point  of  intt^rsection  with  the  present  limits  of 
the  town  of  Parkland,  two  hundred  feet  north  of 
Gurland  avenue ;  thence  west,  on  a  line  with  the  pres- 
ent northern  limits  of  Parkland,  to  the  Ohio  river; 
the  western  boundary  shall  be  the  Ohio  river,  the 
southern  boundary  Gibson's  lane  and  the  Cane  Run 
Turnpike,  and  the  eastern  limits  shall  be  the  present 
western  limits  of  the  city  of  Louisville  south  of  Broad- 
way, excepting  the  grounds  and  improvements  known 
as  Conev  Island,  or  Riverside  Park. 

§  2.  That  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  amend  an  act  Aa  repealed. 
to  charter  the  town  of  Parkland,"  approved  April 
29th,  1880,  and  section  3  of  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act 
to  amend  the  charter  of  Parkland,  Jefferson  county, 
Kentucky,"  approved  April  19th  1882,  and  section  9 
of  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of 
the  town  of  Parkland,"  approved  March  10,  1876,  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  3.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Parkland  Board  trustees 

levy  and  collect 

shall  cause  to  be  levied  and  collected  a  general  annual »»«« 
tax  upon  all  property  in  said  town  liable  for  taxation 
for  State  purposes,  in  a  sum  not  to  exceed  fifty  cents 
upon  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  such  property.    But  Town  divided. 
for  the  purpose  of  levying  and  collecting  said  general 
tax  said  town  shall  be  divided  into  two  tax  districts, 
as  follows:  All  that  part  of  said  town  lying  east  of  First  district. 
Thirty-eighth  street  shall  be  known  as  the  first  general 
tax  district ;  all  tha^  part  lying  west  of  Thirty-eighth  second  disuict 
street  shall  be  known  as  the  second  general  tax  dis- 
trict.    The  money  collected  as  such  general  tax  from  Moneys  of  each 
each  of  said  districts  shall  be  kept  as  a  separate  fund,  aJate. 
and  spent  only  for  the  benefit  and  improvement  of 
the  respective  district  from  which  collected,  after  de- 
ducting necessary  general  expenses ;  and  in  the  elec- 
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tion  of  trastees  for  said  town  each  of  said  districts 
shall  be  represented  by  at  least  one  trustee. 
§  4.  That  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  school-house 

Establishing  aud  establlshiug  a  school  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
said  town,  and  for  the  purpose  of  grading,  mak- 
ing and  repairing  streets,  sidewalks  and  alleys  in 
said  town  of  Parkland,  said  board  of  trustees  may 
contract  debts  and  liabilities  on  behalf  of  said  town 
beyond  the  amount  of  the  revenues  of  the  current 
fiscal  year,  and  payable  within  or  beyond  such  year : 
Provided^  That  the  resolution  or  ordinance  wherein 
any  such  contract  shall  be  made  or  authorized  shall 
be  published  at  least  two  times  in  two  Loaisville 

Contract  submit-  dally  uewspapcrs ;  and  shall,  in  not  less  than  ten 
nor  more  than  thirty  days  after  the  first  date  of  such 
publication,  at  a  general  election  held  in  said  town 
for  oflicers  thereof,  or  on  a  special  day  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  board  of  trustees,  be  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  vote  cast  for  and  against  it  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  town:  Provided^  That  the 
aggregate  vote  for  and  against  the  same  is  not  less 
than  one  fourth  of  the  aggregate  vote  at  the  last 
preceding  election  for  town  or  State  purposes  within 
said  corporate  limits :  Provided  aZsOj  That  provision 
shall  be  made  in  said  resolution  or  ordinance  to  levy 
and  collect  an  annual  tax  upon  such  real  estate  within 
said  town  as  may  be  designated  by  said  board  of 
trustees,  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  of  such  debt  or 
liability  as  the  same  shall  become  due,  and  to  dis- 
charge the  principal  thereof  at  maturity;  and  full 
power  and  authority  is  hereby  conferred  uix)n  said 
board  of  trustees  to  levy  and  collect  said  annual  tax 
to  meet  such  interest  and  principal  as  same  shall  re- 
spectively mature. 
§  5.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have 

Hold  real  estate,  the  right  to  purchase,  hold  and  sell  any  real  or  per- 
sonal estate  within  or  without  the  limits  of  said  town, 
and  to  borrow  money  and  issue  negotiable  paper 
for  the  same,  but  only  for  appropriate  municipal  ob« 
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jevis ;  but  in  the  purchase  and  sale  of  real  estate,  and 
in  all  acts  or  contracts  for  raising  money,  or  involv- 
ing any  expenditure  thereof,  a  concurrence  \xjK)n  two 
different  days  of  a  majority  of  all  members  of  said 
board  of  trustees  shall  be  required. 

§  6.  Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  of  trus-  oondcmnauon  of 

"  J  JT  property  for  town 

tees,  property  shall  be  needed  for  town  purposes,  p"n><»" 
either  within  the  boundaries  of  said  town  or  the 
county  of  Jefferson,  said  board  of  trustees  may,  by 
ordinance  or  resolution,  order  the  condemnation  of 
such  property.  The  proceedings  for  that  purpose 
shall  be  instituted  either  in  the  Jefferson  county  court 
of  common  pleas,  the  Louisville  law  and  equity  court, 
or  the  Louisville  chancery  court,  and  shall  be  carried 
in,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  as  actions  at  law  by  ordinary 
proceedings;  warning  orders  against  non-residents, 
absent  defendants  or  unknown  owners  of  property, 
must  be  published  three  times  in  one  of  the  daily 
newspapers  published  in  Louisville,  the  last  publica- 
tion at  least  ten  days  before  the  trial.  The  owners  of 
distinct  parts  of  one  contiguous  tract  may  be  included 
in  one  proceeding,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them  hold- 
ing contiguous  tracts  may  be  proceeded  against  in  a 
separate  action.  The  court  shall  make  all  such  orders, 
rules  and  judgments  as  will  secure  a  fair  trial  by  an 
impartial  jury  of  not  less  than  six  freeholders  of  said 
town  or  county,  and  shall  give  precedence  to  these 
trials  upon  its  docket  as  soon  as  the  parties  are  before 
the  court  and  the  issues  are  made  up.  The  jurors 
shall  be  sworn  truly  and  impartially  to  ascertain  and 
determine  by  their  verdict  the  amount  of  compensa- 
tion each  owner  will  be  entitled  to  if  his  land  or  prop- 
erty described  in  the  petition  is  condemned.  Upon 
the  return  of  the  verdict,  the  court  shall  enter  judg- 
ment, vesting  title  to  the  property  in  the  town  of 
Parkland,  said  judgment  to  take  effect  upon  the 
payment  into  court  by  the  town  of  Parkland  of  the 
amount  of  money  named  in  the  verdict ;  but  the  said 
town  shall  have  thirty  days  within  which  to  make 
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said  compensation ;  and  if  not  so  made  within  said 
time,  said  town  shall  be  deemed  to  have  abandoned 
that  condemnation,  and  that  proceeding  shall  be  dis- 
missed at  its  costs,  but  without  prejudice  to  any  sub- 
sequent proceeding. 
§  7.  For  the  purpose  of  grading  and  making  Vir- 
Grading  streets,  gluia  aveuue,  from  the  Ohio  river  to  the  west  line  of 
Twenty-eighth  street,  and  said  Twenty-eighth  street 
from  the  south  line  of  Broadway  street  to  Dumesnil 
street;  thence  across  Dumesnil  street  and  along  Amber 
street  to  the  Cane  Run  Turnpike  and  Cecil  avenue; 
from  Virginia  avenue  to  the  north  line  at  Garland 
avenue.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Park- 
land shall  pass  a  resolution  directing  to  be  issued,  the 
bonds  of  said  town  of  Parkland,  to  any  amount  not 
to  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars; 
said  bonds  to  be  made  payable  at  any  time  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  years  from  the  date  of  their  issue,  and 
at  such  place  as  said  board  of  trustees  shall  by  resolu- 
tion determine,  to  be  of  the  denomination  of  fifty  dol- 
lars, one  hundred  dollars,  and  five  hundred  dollars,  in 
such  proportions  and  the  trustees  may  by  resolution 
determine  (said  bonds  to  be  signed  by  the  mayor  of 
said  town  and  countersigned  by  a  trustee,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  said  board,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  keep  a 
record,  in  a  book  prepared  for  that  purpose,  of  the 
number  and  amount  of  each  bond  so  countersigned 
by  him,  and  their  signatures  shall  be  necessary  to 
their  validity),  and  to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually, 
as  per  coupons  attached;  and  for  the  payment  of 
(he  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds,  said  board 
of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax 
upon  all  property  in  said  town  taxable  for  State  pur- 
poses ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  trustees 
to  order  an  election  to  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified 
voters  cf  said  town  upon  said  resolution,  after  pub- 
lishing the  same  twice  in  two  Louisville  daily  news- 
papers ;  and  should  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  favor 
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such  resolution,  then  the  said  board  of  trastees  shall 
canse  such  bonds  to  be  issued,  and  shall  levy  and 
cause  to  be  collected,  annually,  such  taxes,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  general  tax,  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay 
the  interest  of  such  bonds  as  the  same  shall  become 
due,  and  to  discharge  the  principal  thereof  at  matur- 
ity. The  whole  of  the  work  and  material  for  the 
grading  and  making  of  said  streets  or  avenues,  be- 
tween the  points  indicated,  shall  be  let  at  one  time, 
to  be  finished  as  a  whole  within  a  given  time ;  every 
portion  shall  be  graded  and  made  in  like  manner, 
constructed  of  the  same  kind  of  material,  and,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  of  the  same  quality ;  of  a  uniform 
width  and  depth  of  road-bed,  and  every  part  be  made 
and  completed,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  simultaneously 
with  every  other  part,  so  that  there  shall  be  no  un- 
due discrimination  in  the  material  or  work,  or  in  the 
style  or  time  of  construction  of  one  part  thereof  over 
another. 

§  8.  That  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  right, 
by  resolution  or  ordinance,  to  pass  such  laws,  from 
time  to, time,  for  the  good' government  of  the  town  of 
Parkland,  as  they  may  deem  in  their  judgment  pru- 
dent and  for  the  best  interest  of  her  citizens;  that 
said  board  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  such 
officer  or  officers  as  in  their  judgment  are  needed  to 
aid  and  assist  them  in  the  general  government  of  said 
town ;  to  designate  by  what  title  or  titles  such  officers 
may  be  known ;  to  designate  the  duties  of  any  officers 
or  employes  appointed  or  elected  by  them  ;  the  limit 
and  scope  of  their  powers,  and  their  salary  or  compen- 
sation, if  any. 

§  9.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  of  Parkland 
shall  have  power  to  pass  all  ordinances  or  resolutions 
necessary  and  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  powers 
granted  in  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Parkland  and 
the  acts  amendatory  thereto. 

§  10.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.  Approved  April  5, 1888. 
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CHAPTER  829. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Arlington,  in   OarlisV 

county. 

Be  U  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Ar- 
lington, in  Carlisle  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
authorized  and  empowered  to  lay  out  and  establish, 
by  ordinance,  such  streets  and  alleys  in  said  town  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  use 
and  enjoyment  of  the  public ;  and  for  this  purpose 
they  may,  by  their  oflScers  and  agents,  enter  aiK)n 
and  appropriate  the  private  property  of  any  person 
or  persons,  and  to  that  end  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  contract  with  the  owners  of 
any  such  property  for  such  streets  and  alleys,  and 
to  receive  a  conveyance  for  same  upon  such  condi 
tions  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

§  2.  If  said  board  of  trustees  is  unable  to  agree 
with  the  owner  of  such  property  as  may  be  laid 
out,  by  ordinance,  into  streets  and  alleys,  as  to  the 
compensation  therefor,  or  if,  by  reason  of  any  disa 
bility,  the  owner  is  incapable  in  law  to  contract,  or 
be  a  non-resident  of  the  county,  then,  in  either  of 
these  cases,  the  trustees  may,  by  application  to  the 
police  judge  of  said  town,  procure  a  writ  of  dd  quod 
dar/mum^  directed  to  the  sheriff  or  any  constable  of 
Carlisle  county,  commanding  him,  upon  a  day  therein 
named,  to  summon  a  good  and  lawful  jury  of  twelve 
men  to  meet  upon  the  land  or  at  a  place  convenient 
thereto,  who  shall  be  sworn  as  in  the  case  of  con- 
demnation for  a  public  highway,  and  shall  proceed, 
after  having  heard  the  evidence,  to  assess  the  dam- 
ages which  the  owner  has  sustained  by  reason  of 
his  property  having  been  taken  for  such  street  or 
alley ;  but  no  such  condemnation  shall  be  had  if 
the  owner  reside  in  the  county  until  he  has   been 
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served  with  a  copy  of  said  writ  for  at  least  ten  days 
before  the  condemnation ;  nor  if  the  party  be  labor- 
ing under  any  disability  other  than  coverture,  until 
a  guardian  ad  litem  has  made  defense;  nor  if  the 
party  be  a  non-resident,  until  defense  be  made  by 
an  attorney  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

§  3.  The  police  judge  shall  attend  and  preside  at 
such  condemnations,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  the 
proceedings,  file  same  In  his  office;  either  party, 
within  three  days,  may  file  exceptions  to  the  ver- 
dict, which  shall  be  tried  by  said  police  court,  and 
he  may  confirm  and  render  judgment  upon  the  ver- 
dict or  award  a  new  trial,  as  he  may  think  is  just. 

§  4.  Either  party  may,  within  sixty  days  from  the 
time  the  police  judge  renders  its  judgment,  prosecute 
an  appeal  to  the  common  pleas  court  of  Carlisle 
county ;  said  appeal  shall  be  taken  as  appeals  are 
now  taken  from  the  judgments  of  inferior  courts, 
except  if  the  party  taking  the  appeal  be  under  any 
disability  other  than  coverture,  no  bond  shall  be  re- 
quired ;  and,  upon  appeal,  the  case  shall  be  tried 
^  novo, 

§  5.  In  no  event  shall  any  such  street  or  alley  be 
opened  to  the  public  until  the  compensation  adjudged 
to  the  owner  shall  be  actually  paid  or  secured  in  the 
manner  the  court  finally  trying  the  case  may  pre- 
scribe ;  nor  shall  any  such  streets  or  alley  be  laid 
out  so  as  to  include  or  be  nearer  than  ten  feet  of 
any  dwelling-house. 

§  6.  That  said  charter  be  further  amended  by  pro- 
viding, that  in  all  case  when  a  fine  has  been  imposed 
by  any  judicial  officer  of  said  town  for  a  violation  of 
any  ordinance  or  by-law  of  thereof,  an  execution 
may  issue  thereon  for  tine  and  cost,  and  no  property 
49hall  be  exempt  from  such  execution. 

§  7.  Said  town  shall  put  and  keep  its  streets  in  good 
repair,  and  if  they  fail  so  to  do,  may  be  indicted  and 
iined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars ;  but  the 
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citizens  shall  not  be  required  to  work  the  road  ont- 
side  of  said  town. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  830. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  create  the  Covingtoo 
Police  Districti  in  Kenton  county,  and  to  provide  for  the  government        , 
of  same.''  | 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Oom- 
TnonweaUh  of  KeTducky : 

§  1.  That  section  two  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
amendment  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by 
striking  therefrom  the  words  '^receive  an  annual  salary 
of  two  hundred  dollars,  which  shall  be  provided  for 
by  the  city  council  of  Covington,"  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  words  ''each  receive  a  salary  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  which  shall  be 
provided  for  and  paid  by  the  city  council  as  the  sala- 
ries of  other  city  officers  are  provided  for  and  paid. 
And  said  commissioners  shall,  at  such  stated  times  as 
they  may  fix  by  by-law,  elect  a  clerk,  who  shall  hold 
his  office  for  a  term  of*  three  years,  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  elected.  The  commissioners  shall  prescribe 
the  duties  of  their  clerk,  and  he  shall  receive  a  like 
salary  with  that  of  the  commissioned,  which  shall  be 
paid  in  like  manner." 

§  2.  Said  act  is  further  amended  by  striking  out  and 
repealing  all  of  the  sixth  section  thereof,  and  substitut- 
ing in  lieu  of  said  section  the  following :  ' 'Section  6.  The 
powers,  jurisdiction  and  police  supervision  of  the  said 
board  of  police  commissioners,  and  of  the  police  depart- 
ment under  its  control,  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the 
district  hereby  created ;  and  all  patrolmen  and  officers 
under  the  said  commissioners  are  hereby  vested  with 
police  i)owers,  and  authorized  to  exercise  the  same 
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throughout  the  said  district,  and  to  preserve  order 
therein.  Upon  the  petition  in  writing  of  a  majority 
of  the  owners  of  the  greater  portion  of  the  assessed 
value  of  the  taxable  property  of  that  portion  of  the 
said  district  outside  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of 
Covington,  as  the  same  shall  have  been  valued  for 
State  taxation  for  the  year  preceding  the  date  of  such 
petition,  setting  forth  that  the  same  is  necessary,  the 
commissioners  shall  provide  for  additional  police  pro- 
tection, surveillance  and  patrolmen  for  the  inhabitants 
and  property  of  said  portion  of  said  district,  and  to 
pay  for  the  same ;  the  Kenton  county  court  shall  levy 
and  the  sheriff  of  Kenton  county  shall  collect  from 
the  inhabitants  and  property  thereof,  as  he  collects 
other  revenue  taxes,  such  rate  of  taxes  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  pay  for  such  additional  police  protection, 
surveillance  and  patrolmen,  to  be  fixed  by  the  said 
board  of  commissioners  upon  application  of  the  peti- 
tioners for  such  additional  police  protection,  and  cer- 
tified by  the  said  commissioners  to  the  said  county 
court  and  sheriff.  Said  tax  levy  shall  be  certified  by 
the  Kenton  county  court  to  the  sheriff  of  Kenton 
county,  and  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  as  he  col- 
lects revenue  taxes  for  the  Commonwealth,  and  shall 
be  paid  out  by  the  sheriff  only  upon  the  warrant  of 
the  said  board  of  commissioners,  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent thereof  and  countersigned  by  its  clerk ;  and  the 
sheriff  shall  be  responsible  for  the  collection  and  dis- 
bursement of  said  taxes  upon  his  county  levy  bond." 

§  3.  All  the  acts,  doings,  orders  and  transactions  of 
the  commissioners  appointed  and  acting  under  the  act 
to  which  this  is  an  amendment  are  hereby  ratified, 
confirmed  and  declared  to  be  valid  and  binding. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  ta£e  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

by  the  secretary.  The  directory  naay,  from  time  to 
time,  open  new  books  of  subscription  for  stock,  and 
may  issue  certificates  of  stock  therefor ;  whenever  the 
certificates  of  stock  are  fully  paid  into  the  treasury 
they  shall  be  real  property,  and  shall  be  deemed  as 
such,  and  may  be  assignable  on  the  books  of  said 
company. 
§  8.  The  officers  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  a

*  beer  stands  upon  said  grounds,  or  stand  for  the  sale 
of  spirituous  liquor,  providing  said  time  of  license 
shall  not  extend  only  from  the  day  of  the  beginning 
of  a  fair  or  other  performance  to  the  day  it  ends,  and 
that  said  company  shall  pay  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  two  dollars  per  day  for  such  liquor  stand 
so  erected  and  run. 

§  11.  All  contracts  shall  be  signed  by  the  president 
and  countersigned  by  the  secretary,  and  unless  so 
done  shall  not  be  binding  upon  the  company  or  their 
property:  Provided^  however ^  That  said  company 
shall  make  no  contract  unless  ordered  by  four-fifths  of 
the  directory.

%  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  bank  of  de- 
posit in  the  town  of  Mont.erey,  in  Owen  county;  and 
the  sabscribers,  their  associates,  successors  and  as- 
signs, shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  . 
name  and  style  of  the  ''First  State  Bank  of  Hon- corporate  name. 
terey;"  and  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  impleading 
and  being  impleaded,  and  of  answering  and  defend- 
ing,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatever.

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Bess  as  a  natural  person;  may  loan  money,  discoun t Business, 
promissory  notes,  bills  of  exchange,  or  other  evidence 
of  indebtedness;  may  buy  and  sell  gold  and  silver 
coin,  exchange  stocks  or  other  securities,  and  all  other 
evidence  of  indebtedness,  and  may  do  a  general  bank- 
ing business,  except  only  that  it  shall  not  have  power 
to  issue  notes  of  its  own  to  circulate  as  money.  The  General  banking 
promissory  notes  or  bills  of  exchange  made  negotia- 
ble and  payable  at  its  banking-house,  or  any  other 
banking-house  when  discounted  by  this  bank,  shall 
be,  and  hereby  are,  put  upon  the  same  footing  as  for- 
eign bills  of  exchange,  and  like  remedy  may  be  had 
thereon,  jointly  and  severally,  against  the  makers, 
drawers,  and  indorsers.  The  said  bank  may  receive, 
in  pledge  for  money  loaned  or  debts  owing  it,  bonds, 
stocks,  produce,  merchandise,  and  all  manner  of  per- 
sonal property  and  real  estate,  and  have  the  same 
sold  on  nonpayment  of  debt  or  demand  by  judicial 
proceedings. 

§  8.  That  said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,

Gutzeit,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  be,, 
and  are  hereby,  created  a  body-coporate  and  politic^ 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Meadowthorpe  Ken- 
nel, with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  and  to  have,  make  and  alter  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  to  have  all  other  powers,  rights  and 
privileges  incident  to  other  corporations. 

§  2.  That  the  object  of  said  corporation  shall  be  to

CHAPTER  836. 

AN  AOT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Pendleton  Agricultural  and  Me- 
chanical Association,  at  Falmouth,  Pendleton  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  KenttLcJcy : 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Pendleton  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  Association,  approved  March  16,  1878, 
be,  and  the  same  is,  so  amended  as  to  authorize  the 
board  of  directors  to  grant  the  privilege  of  selling 
malt  liquors  by  retail  on  its  grounds  during  the  days 
on  which  said  association  actually  holds  its  exhibi- 
tion. 

§  2.  That  said  charter  be,  and  the  same  is,  so 
amended  as  to  authorize  and  empower  said  board 
of  directors  to  appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  spe- 
cial policemen  as  it  shall  deem  necessary  to  keep 
and  preserve  the  peace  on  said  grounds  during  its 
exhibitions ;  and  said  special  policemen  shall  have 
such  power  to  preserve  the  peace  and  arrest  persons 
who  violate  the  law,  or  shall  be  disorderly  on  the

grounds  or  adjacent  thereto,  as  is  conferred  on  mar- 
shals of  towns  and  cities  in  this  Commonwealth ;  and 
their  jurisdiction  shall  only  extend  to  the  grounds 
of  the  association  and  the  grounds  immediately  ad- 
jacent thereto;  and  they  shall  have  like  power  and 
authority  to  carry  any  person  arrested  within  their 
jurisdiction  before  the  police  judge  of  Falmouth,  or 
nearest  justices  of  the  x>6ace,  or  to  the  jail,  as  other 
X>eace  officers  have.  Said  special  policemen  shall 
hold  their  office  during  the  time  said  association  is 
making  its  exhibition,  and  no  longer,  and  shall  be 
duly  sworn  to  faithfully  discharge  their  duties  before 
entering  thereon. 

§  8.  For  a  violation  or  neglect  of  their  duties,  said 
special  policemen  shaU  be  subject  to  such  punishments 
as  are  provided  by  law  for  other  peace  officers  for  like 
offenses. 

§  4.  Said  association  shall  be  responsible  to  any  per- 
son for  such  damages  or  injuries  as  he  may  receive 
by  reason  of  any  wrongful  conduct  of  any  of  said 
special  policemen,  which  may  be  recovered  by  action 
against  said  association  as  damages  for  x>6rsonal  in- 
juries and  injuries  to  property  in  other  cases  are  re- 
covered. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect  until  it  is  sub- 
mitted to  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  of  said  associa- 
tion and  voted  for  by  a  majority  of  said  stockholders. 
Said  election  shall  be  held  at  any  time  after  duly 
advertising  thirty  days  of  the  time  and  place  of 
the  election  by  the  directors  of  said  association  by  at 
least  two  insertions  in  one  of  the  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  Falmouth,  Pendleton  county,  Kentucky.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Ckmr 
monweaWi  of  Keniuoky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled   '^An  act  to  establish  a

Sebree,  in  the  county  of  Webster,  for  white  children 
only,"  approved  February  18,  1888,  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following 
as  an  additional  section,  viz :  Upon  written  applica- 
tion of  the  persons  named  as  trustees  in  section  11  of 
this  act,  the  county  court  of  Webster  county  shall 
order  an  election,  and  fix  the  time  and  appoint  the 
usual  oflicers  for  the  holding  of  same,  including  a 
person  to  act  as  sheriff.  At  least  two  weeks'  notice 
shall  be  given  of  said  election,  by  written  or  printed 
notices,  posted  at  six  or  more  public  places  in  the  pro- 
posed district;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  per- 
sons named  in  section  11  to  give  such  notice.

Incorporation    of  Tompkinsvllle,  in  Monroe  county,  Kentucky,  to  be 

and  capital  stock 

styled  the  ''Deposit  Bank  of  Monroe  County,"  with 
a  capital  stock  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  in  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each  par  value,  which  may, 
by  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  a  majority  of  the 
^  shares  of  stock  aforesaid,  be  increased  to  fifty  thou- 

sand dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each, 
to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  as  hereinafter  specified  ;

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CHAPTER  861. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  a  registration  of  voters  of  the  city  of  Cov- 
ington. 

^e  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Tnonweatth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  county  judge  of  Kenton  county,  the 
sheriff  of  said  county,  and  the  clerk  of  the  Kenton 
county  court,  shall  constitute  a  board,  which  shall, 
between  the  first  and  fifteenth  days  of  June  in  each 
year,  appoint  four  sober  and  discreet  citizens,  in  each 
election  precinct  of  the  city  of  Covington,  two  to  act 
as  judges  of  reidstration,  one  as  clerk  of  registration, 
and  one  as  sheriff  of  recastration,  in  the  precincts  for 
which  they  are  appointed.  No  person  shall  be  eligi- 
ble as  judge,  clerk  or  sheriff  who  is  not  a  voter  in  the 
precinct  for  which  he  is  appointed  and  a  housekeeper, 
and  when  there  are  two  or  more  distinct  political  par- 
ties, said  officers  of  registration  shall  be  so  selected  as 
that  one  of  the  judges  of  each  precinct  shall  be  of  one 
political  party,  and  the  other  of  the  opposing  politi- 
cal party,  the  clerk  to  be  selected  from  the  third 
political  party  (provided  that  there  should  be  more 
than  two  distinct  political  parties  at  the  time  of  regis- 
tration) ;  they  shall  serve  for  one  year  from  the  time 
of  their  appointment,  and  each  officer  of  registration, 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  shall 
take  the  oath  prescribed  by  section  1,  article  8,  of  the 
Constitution,  and  shall,  during  the  period  of  his  term 
of  service,  be  excused  from  jury  duty. 

§  2.  The  sheriff  of  the  county  shall,  at  least  seven 
days  before  the  general  registration  iin  each  year,  as 
provided  for  in  this  act,  give  each  officer  of  registra- 
tion written  notice  of  his  appointment.  Should  the 
court,  sheriff  or  clerk  fail  to  appoint,  or  should  all 
the  officers  appointed  fail  to  attend  at  the  place  of 
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registration  for  two  hours  after  the  time  for  com- 
mencing the  registration,  or  refuse  to  act,  then  the 
sheriff,  judge  or  clerk,  or  either  of  them  that  can 
be  found  in  the  county,  shall  appoint  officers  to  act 
in  their  stead  for  that  registration ;  but  should  two 
officers  be  in  attendance,  they  may  fill  vacancies  for 
the  purpose  of  conducting  that  registration,  and  may 
administer  the  necessary  oaths  of  office. 

§  8.  Officers  of  registration  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  preserve  order  at  the  places  of  registration 
as  is  exercised  by  officers  of  election  at  the  polls.  If 
the  officers  of  registration  entertain  any  doubt  as  to 
whether  or  not  any  person  offering  for  registration  is 
entitled  to  such  registration,  or  if  any  one's  right  to 
register  is  challenged,  citizens  may  be  called  in,  not 
exceeding  three  in  number,  who  shall  be  examined 
touching  the  qualifications  of  such  person  or  persons 
who  offer  to  register. 

Forms. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  of  Ken- 
ton county  to  prepare  the  proper  forms,  and  cause  to 
be  printed  two  registration  books  for  each  precinct  in 
the  city  of  Covington,  and  one  of  which  shall  be  kept 
in  his  office,  to  be  used  as  provided  in  section  9  of  this 
act,  and  the  other  furnished  to  the  clerks  of  registra- 
tion and  election,  before  each  registration  or  election 
day,  as  hereinafter  provided.  Said  books  shall  be  so 
arranged  as  that  the  names  of  voters  may  be  regis- 
tered alphabetically,  and  shall  be  ruled  and  headed 
as  follows :  Name,  residence,  color,  August  election, 
October  election,  November  election,  special  election, 
remarks. 

General  Registration, 

§  5.  The  officers  of  registration  shall  attend  at  the 
voting  places  of  their  respective  precincts  on  the  first 
Monday  in  July  in  each  year,  and  on  the  next  suc- 
ceeding day,  from  the  hours  of  nine  in  the  morning 
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nntil  nine  in  the  evening,  and  shall  record  in  the  reg- 
istration book,  which  shall  be  furnished  by  the  clerk 
of  the  county  court  to  each  registration  clerk,  a  list 
of  such  qualified  voters  of  the  precinct  as  apply  for 
registration.     If  either  of  said  days  fall  upon  tbe 
fourth  day  of  the  month,  then  said  fourth  day  shall 
be  omitted  as  a  day  of  registration,  and  the  registra- 
tion shall  proceed  on  the  next  succeeding  day  as  if 
said  fourth  day  had  not  intervened.      Said  list  of 
voters  shall  be  in  alphabetical  order,  and  shall  show 
the  name  of  the  person  registered,  the  name  of  the- 
street  or  alley,  and  the  number  of  the  house,  lodging 
or  tenement,  in  which  he  lives,  and  whether  he  be 
white  or  colored ;  and  if  said  house,  lodging  or  tene- 
ment be  not  numbered,  the  location  thereof  shall  be 
described  in  the  registra&ion  book  as  accurately  as^ 
is  practicable,  giving  the  street  and  between  what 
streets.     No  person  shall  be  registered  who  does  not 
personally  appear  before  the  officers  of  registration^, 
and  if  he  be  not  personally  known  to  one  of  the  offi- 
cers, or  if  any  by-stander  shall  demand  it,  he  shall  be 
sworn  by  one  of  the  officers  and  interrogated  by  him, 
xft  by  such  by-stander,  touching  his  qualifications  as 
provided  in  this  act.    Opposite  the  name  of  each  per- 
son so  sworn  the  clerk  shall  write  the  word  "  sworn," 
which  entry  shall  be  {'prima  facie)  evidence  of  such 
swearing  in  any  prosecution  under  this  act.     Said, 
registration  in  July  shall  be  known  as  the  general 
registration,  and  any  person  then  registered  may  vote 
at  all  elections  until  the  next  general  registration, 
unless  he  becomes  disqualified  after  registration.

and  interrogated  by  him,  or  by  such  by-stander,  touch- 
ing his  qualifications  as  provided  in  this  section. 

Aliens. 

%  7.  Any  alien  possessing  all  qualifications  of  a 
^oter  named  in  section  6  of  this  act,  except  citizen- 
ship, shall  be  entitled  to  be  registered,  but  the  clerk 
shall  write  opposite  to  his  name,  in  the  column  headed 
"remarks,"  the  words  "not  naturalized,"  and  such 
alien  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  held 
under  that  registration,  unless  he  shall  produce  to  the 
officers  of  election  his  naturalization  in  due  form  of 
law. 

Mode  of  Registration. 

§  8.  In  making  the  registration  the  clerk  shall  act 
as  the  recording  officer,  and  the  judge  shall  decide  all 
questions  relating  to  the  qualifications  of  persons  offer- 
ing to  be  registered,  except  that  in  case  of  a  difference 
of  opinion  between  the  judges  the  clerk  shall  have  the 
casting  vote.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to 
number  consecutively  the  names  recorded  under  each 
letter  of  the  alphabet  as  they  are  taken  down,  and  at 
the  close  of  the  registration  he  shall  sign  his  name  as 
clerk  after  the  last  name  recorded  under  each  letter  as 
aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as  that  no  more  names  can 
be  recorded  above  his,  and  shall  foot  up  and  certify  in 
the  back  of  the  registration  book  the  whole  number 
of  names  recorded  at  that  registration,  aud  this  cer- 
tificate shall  be  signed  by  all  the  officers  of  registration 
before  leaving  the  place  of  registration,  and  in  the 
presence  of  by-standers,  and  any  two  of  whom  may,  if 
they  desire,  sign  their  names  as  witnesses  thereto.  In 
addition  to  the  requirements  above,  the  clerk  shall 
.  sign  bis  name  as  such  clerk  at  the  foot  of  each  page. 
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Return  and  Chistody  of  Books. 

§  9.  On  the  day  following  the  close  of  the  reglstra- 
tiion  the  clerk  shall  deliver  the  registration  book  into 
the  hands  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  or  any  one 
of  his  deputies,  and  shall  take  his  receipt  therefor. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  county  clerk  to  keep  said 
•books  safely  in  his  office,  and  not  to  suffer  the  same  to 
be  taken  therefrom,  except  as  provided  in  this  act; 
he  shall  also  cause  to  be  made  one  copy  of  each 
registration  book  in  the  blank  book  retained  by  him 
as  provided  in  section  4  of  this  act,  which  shall  be 
kept  in  his  office,  and  not  to  be  taken  therefrom  for 
Any  purpose.  In  case  of  loss  of  any  registration 
book,  a  copy  shall  be  made  by  the  county  clerk  from 
the  copy  retained  in  his  office,  which  copy  shall  be 
used  in  registration  and  elections  with  the  same  effect 
as  the  original.  The  clerk  shall  permit  any  citizen, 
at  any  time,  to  copy  any  registration  book  without 
fee  or  charge ;  and  he  shall  also  furnish  copies  at  the 
same  rate  as  provided  in  section  20  of  this  act  for 
copying  the  book  kept  in  his  office.  Copies  furnished 
-citizens  under  this  section  shall  be  paid  for  in  cash  by 
the  person  ordering  them. 

SpeciaZ  Registration. 

%  10.  On  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  Septem- 
ber, 1888,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every  year  thereaf- 
ter, there  shall  be  a  registration  of  those  persons 
whose  names  were  not  registered  at  the  previous  July 
registration,  and  who,  but  for  this  act,  would  be  enti- 
tled to  vote  for  such  person  or  persons  as  were  candi- 
dates at  the  ensuing  election.  On  the  second  Monday 
in  October,  1888,  and  every  second  year  thereafter, 
there  shall  be  a  registration  of  those  persons  whose 
names  were  not  registered  at  the  previous  September 
registration,  and  who,  but  for  this  act,  would  be  enti- 
tled to  vote  at  the  ensuing  municipal  election.  When 
by  virtue  of  any  future  act  of  the  Legislature,  or  of 
any  proclamation  or  writ  of  election  issued  under  ex- 
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isting  laws,  an  election  is  ordered  for  any  other  than 
one  of  the  days  already  herein  provided  for,  at  which 
a  vote  is  to  be  taken  in  the  city  of  Covington,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  Kenton  county 
to  fix  a  day  for  the  registration  of  those  entitled  to 
vote  at  snch  election  whose  names  are  not  already  on 
the  registration  books  for  that  year,  and  to  pablish 
notice  of  such  day  as  a  part  of  his  notice  of  the  elec- 
tion  ;  and  where,  by  virtue  of  the  city  charter  or  any 
si)ecial  law,  an  election  or  vote  is  ordered  to  be  held 
or  taken  in  the  city  of  Covington  at  any  other  time 
than  one  of  the  days  aforesaid.  Then  the  council  or 
other  body  or  person  so  ordering  said  election  or  vote 
shall,  at  the  same  time,  fix  a  day  for  the  registration 
of  those  persons  entitled  to  vote  thereat,  whose  names 
have  not  been  recorded  on  the  registration  books  for 
that  year,  and  shall  require  the  same  to  be  published, 
in  like  manner  as  the  time  and  place  of  said  election 
or  vote  are  required  by  law  to  be  published.  Regis- 
trations  under  this  section  shall  be  known  as  special 
registrations,  and  any  persons  so  registered  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  at  all  elections  held  prior  to  the 
next  general  registration.  Registrations  prior  to  spe- 
cial elections  shall  be  held  not  less  than  ten  days  prior 
to  the  election. 

§  11.  On  the  day  prior  to  each  registration,  provided 
in  the  previous  section,  the  county  clerk  shall  deliver 
to  the  registration  clerks  the  registration  books  for  their 
several  precincts  ;  and  on  the  day  of  such  registration 
the  registration  officers  shall  attend  at  their  several 
places  of  registration,  and  shall  register  the  names  of 
all  persons  appearing  before  them  who  may  be  en- 
titled to  vote  at  the  election  for  which  the  registra- 
tion is  held,  and  whose  names  are  not  already  on  the 
registry  for  that  year.  The  names  shall  be  recorded 
immediately  following  the  names  recorded  at  the 
previous  registration ;  and  the  registration  shall  be 
conducted  and  the  books  returned  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided.   Immediately  after  the  books  are  so  returned^ 
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1;h6  county  clerk  shall  cause  the  names  recorded  at 
-that  election  to  be  copied  into  the  book  retained  in  his 
office  as  provided  in  section  9  of  this  act. 

Removals. 

§  12.  Any  person  removing  from  one  precinct  to  an- 
other, after  having  been  registered  for  that  year,  may 
apply  to  the  clerk  of  registration  of  the  precinct  from 
which  he  removes,  on  a  registration  day,  and  have  his 
name  canceled  oflf  by  writing  opposite  to  it  the  word 
^'  removed,"  and  thereupon  said  clerk  shall  give  him 
s,  certificate  in  the  following  form  :  "This  is  to  certify 

that has  removed  from  the precinct,  of  ward 

,  to  precinct of  ward ,  and  that  his  reg- 
istration has  been  canceled.    (Signed), ,  clerk." 

Upon  presenting  said  certificate  to  the  officers  of  reg- 
istration of  the  precinct  to  which  he  has  removed,  he 
«hall  be  entitled  to  be  there  registered,  if  he  possesses 
the  other  qualifications  named  in  section  6  of  this  act ; 
and  no  person  so  removing,  after  being  registered, 
shall  be  registered  in  another  precinct  without  the 
production  of  such  a  certificate. 

Striking  off  Names. 

§  13.  Any  voter  may,  by  giving  five  days'  notice  in 
writing  to  any  person  whose  name  has  been  registered, 
move  the  county  court  to  strike  his  name  from  the 
register,  and  both  parties  may  introduce  witnesses,  not 
exceeding  three  in  number  on  each  side ;  said  notice 
must  be  served  personally.  If,  at  the  hearing,  the 
<50urt  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  the  person  regis- 
tered is  not  lawfully  entitled  to  register,  it  shall  direct 
the  clerk  to  strike  his  name  from  the  register  by  in- 
serting opposite  to  it  the  words,  ''Stricken  oif  by 
order  of  the  county  court.  ,  clerk."  If  the  per- 
son upon  whom  notice  is  attempted  to  be  served  can 
not  be  found,  the  clerk  shall  write  opposite  such  name 
on  the  registration  book  the  word  ' '  doubtful ; ' '  and 
when  at  an  election  such  person  whose  name  is  marked 
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doubtfal  shall  offer  to  vote,  he  shall  be  sworn  and  his 
right  to  vote  be  investigated  fally. 

§  14.  On  the  Saturday  previous  to  the  first  Monday 
in  August,  1888,  and  on  the  judicial  day  previoas  to 
every  election  to  be  held  or  vote  of  the  people  to  be 
taken  thereafter  in  the  city  of  Covington,  the  clerk  of 
the  county  court  shall  deliver  to  the  clerks  of  election 
the  registration  books  for  their  several  precincts,  to- 
gether with  the  poll-books,  which  said  registration  and 
poll-books  shall  be  produced  by  said  clerks  at  their 
several  precincts  when  the  polls  are  opened  on  the 
day  of  election.    At  said  election  no  vote  shall  be  re- 
ceived unless  the  name  of  the  person  offering  to  vote 
is  on  the  registry  provided  in  this  act,  or  unless  he 
produce,  before  the  officers  of  election,  his  written 
affidavit  stating  that  he  was  necessarily  absent  from 
the  city,  or  that  he  was  ill  and  unable  to  attend,  or 
that  some  named  member  of   his  family  was  so  ill 
as  to  require  his  constant  attention,   such   absence 
or  illness  covering  the  period  allowed  for  registra- 
tion, and  stating  facts  showing  him  to  be  a  qualified 
voter  of  the  precinct,  and  also  the  facts  in  reference 
to  his  residence  required  to  be  entered  on  the  register, 
and  also  prove  by  written  affidavit  of  a  registered 
voter  of  the  precinct,  who  is  a  householder,  that  he 
knows  such  person  to  be  a  qualified  voter,  and  stating 
the  facts  in  reference  to  such  person's  place  of  resi- 
dence required  to  b^  entered  on  the  register.      Said 
affidavits  shall  be  returned  by  the  officers  of  the  elec- 
tion to  the  county  clerk,  indorsed  as  follows :  ''Piled 

before  us  this day  of  ,  18—.  ^judges;" 

and  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  county  clerk.  Any 
vote  received  by  the  officers  of  election  in  contraven- 
tion of  this  act  shall  be  void,  and  shall  be  rejected 
from  the  count.  The  officers  of  election  shall,  when 
a  vote  is  cast,  mark  opposite  to  the  name  of  the  per- 
son voting,  in  the  column  of  the  registration  book 
provided  for  that  election,  the  word  ''voted;"  and 
at  the  close  of  the  election,  and  before  closing  or 
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leaving  the  voting  place,  shall  mark  opposite  the 
name  of  each  person  who  has  not  voted  at  that  elec- 
tion the  words  "not  voted."  The  registration  book 
shall  be  returned  to  the  county  clerk  by  the  clerk  of 
the  election  the  day  next  succeeding  the  election. 

False  Registration. 

§  16.  Any  person  who  shall  cause  himself  to  be  reg- 
istered in  more  than  one  election  precinct  other- 
wise than  is  provided  in  section  12  of  this  act,  or 
more  than  once  in  the  same  precinct,  or  who  shall 
cause  himself  to  be  registered  knowing  that  he  is  not 
lawfully  entitled  to  registration,  and  any  person  who- 
shall  aid  or  abet  in  the  commission  of  any  of  said 
acts,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than 
one  nor  more  than  twelve  months. 

False  Begistration  Books. 

%  16.  Any  officer  of  registration  or  other  i)erson,, 
who  shall  unlawfully  alter  any  registration  book,  or 
add  any  names  thereto,  or  shall  willfully  secrete,, 
suppress  or  destroy  any  such  book,  or  who  shall 
make  or  aid  in  making  any  false  or  fraudulent  regis- 
tration book,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and 
shall  be  confined  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than 
one  nor  more  than  five  years,  and  shall  forfeit  any 
office  he  then  holds,  and  shall  forever  be  disquali- 
fied from  holding  office. 

Perjury. 

%  17.  Any  person  who  shall  willfully  make  any  false 
statement,  under  an  oath  lawfully  administered  under 
this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  false  swearing,  and 
confined  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  one  nor  more 
than  five  years. 

Obstructing  Registration. 

%  18.  Any  i^rson  who,  by  himself  or  in  aid  of 
others,  shall  forcibly  break  up  or  attempt  to  break  up* 
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a  registration  held  under  this  acfc,  or  shall  forcibly 
prevent  or  attempt  to  prevent  any  person  from  ajv 
proaching  or  entering  a  place  of  registration,  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  less  than  six 
nor  more  than  twelve  months  in  the  county  jaU  or 
both. 

§  19.  No  witness  shall  be  excused  from  testifying 
before  any  grand  jury,  or  in  any  prosecution  or  in- 
dictment under  this  act,  on  the  ground  that  his  teeti- 
mony  may  criminate  himself ;  but  no  such  testimony 
shall  be  used  against  him  in  any  prosecution,  except 
for  false  swearing  in  givins:  same. 

Fees, 
%  20.  For  his  services  under  this  act  the  county 
clerk  shall  receive  the  following  fees  and  no  other: 
For  copying  the  registry  lists  required  to  be  kept  in 
his  office,  or  to  be  used  in  supplying  lost  books,  the 
sum  of  two  cents  for  each  voter  whose  name  is  so 
<;opied;  for  his  services  under  section  13  of  this  act 
the  sum  of  ten  cents  for  the  name  of  each  voter 
stricken  off  the  lists  ;  for  receipting  to  clerks  of  regis- 
tration and  election  for  registration  books,  the  sum 
of  five  cents  for  each  book  receipted  for ;  the  sheriff 
shall  receive  for  serving  the  notices  provided  for  in 
section  2  the  sum  of  thirty  cents  for  each  actual  ser- 
vice ;  officers  of  registration  shall  receive  two  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  each  day  employed  in 
attending  at  the  places  of  registration.  But  clerks 
of  registration  and  election  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
any  pay,  except  upon  the  production  of  the  county 
<5lerk's  receipt  for  their  respective  registration  books, 
which  receipt  shall  be  the  voucher  of  the  officer  pay- 
ing them.  The  city  of  Covington  shall  pay  all  fees 
and  expenses  incurred  under  this  act  for  registration. 
The  sheriff  shall  have  published  in  one  daily  paper, 
published  and  circulating  in  the  city  of  Covington, 
the  names  of  all  persons  who  have  been  ree:istered  at 
least  three  days  after  each  registration. 
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§  21.  A  copy  of  this  act  shall  be  printed  in  each 
registration  book  made  under  its  provisions. 

§  22.  The  eighteen  precincts,  as  now  laid  off  and 
provided  for  by  law  for  general  elections  in  the  city 
of  Covington,  shall  continue  and  remain  as  now  estab- 
lished and  laid  off,  and  shall  be  regarded  as  precincts, 
and  treated  as  such  in  all  city,  as  well  as  general  elec- 
tions ;  and  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
a  registration  shall  be  made  of  the  voters  of  each  of 
said  precincts  at  the  times  heretofore  named ;  and  at 
3ll  elections  for  city  officers  of  said  city  it  shall  be  the 
-duty  of  the  officers  of  said  city  to  cause  a  voting  place 
to  be  opened  in  each  of  said  eighteen  precincts,  and 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  so  far  as  the  re- 
•quirement  of  eighteen  voting  places  is  concerned,  go 
into  effect  and  be  observed  at  the  next  county  election 
to  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1888 ;  and 
^11  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 

§  23.  The  city  council  of  the  city  of  Covington  shall 
:submit  this  act  to  the  legal  voters  of  the  city  of  Cov- 
ington, at  a  special  election  to  be  ordered  by  it  in  the 
dsual  manner,  which  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of 
April,  1888.  At  said  election  the  officers  thereof  now 
provided  by  law  shall  open  a  poll  at  each  election  pre- 
cinct, and  to  each  legal  voter  offering  to  vote  the 
question  shall  be  propounded,  *'Do  you  vote  for  or 
against  the  registration  bilir'  and  his  vote  shall 
thereupon  be  recorded  for  or  against  the  same  as 
he  shall  direct.  The  officers  of  said  election  shall 
make  returns  of  said  vote  as  officers  of  city  elec- 
tions are  now  required  by  law  to  make  returns  of 
city  elections ;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  Tegal  votes 
<3ast  at  said  election  are  for  or  in  favor  of  said  bill, 
the  city  council  shall  so  declare,  and  this  act  shall 
take  effect  from  that  date ;  but  if  a  majority  of  the 
legal  voters  shall  vote  against  this  bill,  the  city  coun- 
cil shall  so  declare,  and  this  act  shall  be  of  no  force 

or  effect.  Approved  April  6,  1888. 

61— LOCAL  LAWS,  VOL,  2. 
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CHAPTER  862. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  approved  March  7, 1876>  entitled  *^An  act  to 
amend  an  act  approved  the  seventh  of  December,  1850,  entitled  *An 
act  to  incorporate  the  Kentucky  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Asso- 
ciation at  Lexington,  and  to  repeal  an  act  amending  the  same,' "  tp- 
proved  January  80, 1888. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  t?ie  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  KerU/ucky : 

§  1.  That  the  stockholders  of  the  Kentacky  Agri- 
cultural and  Mechanical  Association  at  Lexington, 
Kentucky*  shall  hereafter  meet  in  October  of  each 
year  instead  of  February,  to  receive  reports  of  the 
business  of  the  year  preceding,  elect  directors,  and 
transact  any  other  business  they  are  competent  to 
transact. 

§  2.  The  president  and  vice-president  elected  by  the 
stockholders  last  February  shall  hold  office,  in  pur- 
saance  of  said  election,  until  next  October,  when  their 
successors  shall  be  elected  as  provided  by  this  act. 

§  8.  Four  of  the  directors  elected  at  the  last  Febru- 
ary meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  hold  office,  in 
pursuance  of  said  election,  until  the  stockholders^ 
meeting  next  October,  and  no  longer;  and  the  re- 
maining six  directors  elected  last  February  shall 
hold  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  stockholders  in 
October,  1889. 

§  4.  Within  one  month  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
the  board  of  directors  shall  determine,  by  lot,  among 
themselves,  the  four  directors  who  shall  go  out  in 
October,  1888,  and  the  six  who  shall  serve  until  the 
October  meeting  in  1889. 

§  5.  The  stockholders  shall,  at  the  October  meeting 
in  1888,  elect  six  directors  to  serve  for  two  years,  and 
they  shall,  at  every  regular  October  meeting  there- 
after, elect  in  the  place  of  the  six  directors  who  then 
go  out,  six  others  to  serve  until  the  October  meeting 
two  years  thereafter. 
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§  6.  Within  one  week  after  the  election  of  directors 
in  October,  1888,  and  within  one  week  after  each  suc- 
ceeding election  of  directors  in  October  of  each  year 
thereafter,  the  board  of  directors  shall  choose  from 
their  own  number  a  president  and  vice-president,  to 
serve  for  one  year  antil  their  saccessors  are  chosen  as 
aforesaid. 

§  7.  If  »  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  board  of  direct- 
ors from  resignation  or  other  cause,  the  remaining 
members  shall,  without  unnecessary  delay,  fill  the 
same  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  stockhold- 
ers the  following  October.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy 
from  any  cause  in  the  office  of  president  or  vice- 
president,  the  remaining  members  of  the  board  shall 
proceed  without  unnecessary  delay  to  fill  the  vacancy, 
first,  by  electing  another  member  of  the  board  of  di- 
rectors, and  then  from  the  entire  board  of  twelve 
members  to  choose  an  incumbent  for  the  vacant 
office  to  serve  the  remainder  of  his  predecessor's 
term  until  his  successor  is  duly  elected  by  the  stock- 
holders. 

§  8.  The  president,  vice-president  and  other  officers 
under  this  act,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  restric* 
tions  and  have  the  same  powers  heretofore  imposed 
on  said  officers,  unless  otherwise  provided  herein. 

§9.  All  of  the  officers  mentioned  herein  shall  be 
eligible  for  re-election. 

§  10.  That  chapter  59  of  the  Acts  of  this  session, 
approved  January  the  30th,  1888,  amending  the  char- 
ter of  the  Kentucky  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  As- 
sociation at  Lexington,  not  having  been  accepted  by 
the  stockholders  according  to  its  provisions,  is  hereby 
repealed ;  other  acts  incorporating  said  association,  and 
all  amendments  thereto,  are  repealed  or  modified  only 
in  80  far  as  they  conflict  with  this  act. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  eifect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

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CHAPTER  863. 


AN  ACT,  entitled  *<An  act  to  amend  an  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of 

Sowland,  in  Lincoln  county." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OeneraZ  A%$embly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  incorporate  the 
town  of  Rowland,  in  Lincoln  county,"  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows, :  That  so  much 
of  section  8  of  said  act  as  provides  that  the  clerk, 
tax  collector,  treasurer  and  assessor  shall  be  members 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
repealed;  and  the  said  board  of  trustees  are  hereby 
empowered  to  elect  such  persons  to  fill  said  offices  as 
they  may  deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the  town, 
which  persons  may  or  may  not  be  members  of  the 
board  of  trustees. 

§  2.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  power 
to  pass  all  by-laws  and  ordinances  that  may  be  neces- 
sary for  maintaining  the  'pesLCB^  good  government, 
health  and  order  of  the  town  of  Rowland,  and  to  en- 
force the  observance  thereof  by  prescribing  fines  and 
penalties  for  the  violation  thereof :  Promded^  The  fine 
shall  not  exceed  fifty  dollars,  and  the  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  shall  not  exceed  fifty  days.  The 
said  board  shall  have  the  pay  and  provide  for  the 
compensation  of  all  the  officers,  agents  or  servants 
of  the  town  of  Rowland,  and  to  announce,  by  ordi- 
nance, all  vacancies  in  office,  and  to  fill  the  same  by 
the  election  of  a  suitable  and  eligible  person,  and 
enforce,  by  ordinance,  a^  proper  discharge  of  the  offi- 
cial functions  of  all  the  officers  of  said  town,  and 
prescribe  the  penalty  for  their  non-observance;  the 
said  board  shall  have  the  power  to  receive,  grade, 
macadamize,  clean,  keep  open,  and  repair  all  the 
lanes,  streets  and  alleys  within  said  town ;  and  shall 
have  the  power  to  pass  such  ordinances  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  government  of  said  town,  and  to 
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make  all  by-laws  and  ordinances  that  may  be  neces- 
sary and  proper  for  the  carrying  into  effect  all  the 
powers  vested  by  this  amendment  and  the  charter 
in  the  corporation,  the  board  of  trustees,  or  any  de- 
partment or  office  thereof. 

§  8.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  a  lien  on  the 
property  assessed  for  all  taxes  under  the  charter, 
which  lien  shall  not  be  defeated  by  any  cause  what- 
ever, and  which  taxes  shall  be  assessed,  due  and  pay- 
able, in  such  manner  and  at  such  time  as  the  board  of 
trustees  may  by  ordinance  provide  ;  and  all  the  prop- 
erty within  the  town  limits,  not  exempt  from  taxation 
under  the  general  laws  of  the  State,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  tax  imposed  by  the  charter  for  city  purposes ; 
and  the  tax  collector  of  the  town  of  Rowland  shall 
have  the  same  power  to  collect  and  enforce  and  coerce 
the  payment  of  the  taxes  provided  for  by  the  charter 
that  sheriffs  now  have  under  the  State  laws. 

§  4.  In  all  civil  causes  within  the  limits  of  said  town, 
and  in  all  cases  for  the  violations  of  the  general  laws 
within  said  limits,  the  x>olice  court  shall  have  concur- 
rent jurisdiction  with  justices  of  the  peace  of  Lincoln 
county ;  and  in  case  any  person  shall  fail  to  pay  or 
replevy  any  fine  imposed  for  the  violation  of  any  of 
the  ordinances  of  said  town  or  the  general  laws,  the 
police  court  shall  have  the  power  to  imprison  such 
person  in  the  jail  of  Lincoln  county,  or  may  cause 
them  to  work  out  such  fine  on  the  streets  or  other 
place  within  the  town ;  said  work  shall  be  done  under 
the  supervision  of  the  marshal  or  other  person,  as 
the  court  may  direct ;  and  the  imprisonment  or  labor 
thus  Imposed  shall  not  exceed  one  day  for  each  dollar 
of  the  fine. 

§  6.  J.  H.  McPherson  is  hereby  appointed  police 
judge  of  the  town  of  Rowland  until  the  first  election 
shall  be  held  as  provided  for  by  the  charter,  and  until 
his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  of  Rowland 
to,  serve  and  execute  all  notices,  warrants,  processes. 
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writs  and  other  things  directed  to  him  by  the  police 
jadge  of  Rowland,  when  they  can  be  executed  within 
the  town,  and  shall  have  the  same  x>ower  to  serve 
same  as  constables  now  have  under  the  State  laws ;  and 
he  shall,  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  in  all  matters 
of  a  penal  or  criminal  nature  arising  under  the  ordi- 
nances  of  the  city  or  under  the  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth, x)ossess  the  same  powers  and  perform  the  same 
duties  as  sheriffs  and  constables. 

§  7.  All  general  laws  relating  to  town  and  cities, 
and  all  general  laws  relating  to  courts  and  officers, 
not  inconsistent  with  this  amendment  and  the  char- 
ter, shall  apply  to  the  town  of  Rowland,  to  the  police 
court  of  said  town,  and  all  the  officers  of  said  town. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Faducah  Savings  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assevribly  of  the  Oom- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  savings  bank 
in  the  city  of  Padacah,  Kentucky,  with  a  capital  of 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  increased 
by  order  of  the  directors  of  said  bank  to  any  sum  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for 
as  hereinafter  sx)ecified ;  and  the  subscribers,  their 
associates,  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Corporate  name.  Paducah  Savlugs  Bank,  and  shall  so  continue  for 
Corporate  pow-  tweuty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  in  contract- 
ing and  being  contracted  with,  in  suing  and  being 
sued,  and  of  impleading,  answering  and  defending, 


ers. 
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in  and  by  the  name  of  the  Padncah  Savings  Bank, 
in  all  Gonrts  and  places  whatever.  Said  bank  may 
liave  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at 
pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  and  man-  Direcion. 
agement  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven 
directors,  as  the  by-laws  may,  from  time  to  time,  reg-  By-iaw. 
ulate  and  prescribe,  who  shall  be  stockholders,  own- 
ing each  in  his  own  right  ten  (10)  shares  of  stock. 
They  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  Elections. 
-elected  and  qualified ;  and  after  the  bank  begins  busi- 
ness, shall  be  elected  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  Janu- 
ary of  each  year :  Provided^  That  should  such  election 
fail  to  be  held  upon  that  day,  the  directors  shall  order 
an  election  to  be  held  within  thirty  days  thereafter, 
written  or  printed  notice  of  which  shall  be  sent  to  each 
stockholder  at  least  seven  days  before  the  day  appoint- 
ed for  such  deferred  election.

§  4*  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold  and  sil- 
Generai  banking  ver  colu,  bauk  uotes,  and  other  notes  which  may  be 
"*  "**^         lawfully  circulated  as  money,  and  repay  the  same  in 
such  manner,  at  such  times,  and  with  such  rate  of 
interest,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  with  the  depositors  by  special  or  gen- 
eral contract ;  may  deal  in  the  loaning  of  money ; 
may  buy  and  sell  bills  of  exchange,  promissory  notes, 
uncurrent  money,  stocks,  bonds,  mortgages,  and  other 
evidences  of  debt ;  take  personal  and  other  securities 
for  the  payment  of  same,  and  dispose  of  the  latter  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  "  An

§  6.  Said  bank  may  acquire,  hold,  and  use  all  such  J^{an^d^S!>ai« 
real  estate,  goods  and  chattels,  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or  which  may  be 
purchased  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment  or 
decree ;  but  shall  resell  the  same  in  five  years,  except 
such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  trans- 
action of  its  business. 

§7.  Every  stockholder  shall  be  individually  liable  Liability  of

to  the  creditors  of  the  bank  to  the  full  amount  of 
stock  subscribed  for  and  owned  by  him ;  but  when 
the  same  shall  have  been  paid  for  in  full,  then  no 
further  individual  liability '  attaches  to  such  stock- 
holder. 

§8.  The  president,  directors,  and  other  officers  of  Take  oath. 
this  bank,  previous  to  entering  on  the  discharge  of 
their  duties,  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  justice 
of  the  peace  or  notary  public  of  this  State,  faith- 
fully, honestly,  and  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  skill, 
and  judgment,  to  discharge  all  the  duties  of  their  re- 
spective offices  and  stations  under  this  charter,  or 
which  may  be  required  of  them  by  the  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations,  of  the  corporation ;  and  that  they  will 
not,  during  their  continuance  in  office,  sanction  or  per- 
mit any  of  the  provisions  of  this  charter  to  be  violated; 
and  should  any  occur  without  their  concurrence,  that 
they  will  immediately  report  the  same  to  the  Attorney- 
General  of  the  Commonwealth. 

§  9.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  this  bank 
be,  and  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to 
wind  up  the  affairs  of  said  bank  whenever  a  major- 
ity in  interest  of  the  stockholders  shall  determine 
that  the  community  and  the  interest  of  the  company 
do  not  require  its  continuance. 
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§  10.  To  effect  this,  the  president  and  directors  shall 
have  all  the  powers  which  may  be  necessary  and  prox>er 
to  wind  np  and  liquidate  the  affairs  of  the  bank  apon 
jost  and  equitable  principles. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

Be  it  endded  by  tJie  OcTteral  Assembly  of  the  Cam- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  John  Bartman,  Sr.,  John  Bartman,  Jr., 
Oharles  Bartman,  Jacob  Bartman,  Gtoorge  W.  Bart- 
man, William  H.  Bartman,  John  Hoertz  and  John  Ull- 
rich, are  hereby  constituted  and  created  a  body-cor- 
porate, by  the  name  of  Michigan  Lumber  Company ; 
4ind  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  and  as- 
signs to  have  perpetual  existence  as  a  corporation. 
The  following  so  constitute  the  first  board  of  direct- 
ors :  John  Bartman,  Sr.,  John  Hoertz,  G^rge  W. 
Bartman,  William  H.  Bartman,  with  power  to  fill 
vacancies  as  they  occur  from  time  to  time ;  to  select 
from  their  number  a  president,  secretary  and  treas- 
urer and  general  manager.  The  said  corporation 
shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  to  make  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  to  purchase, 
take  and  hold  by  purchase,  gift  or  otherwise,  and  to 
sell  or  mortgage  any  real  or  personal  estate. 

§  2.  The  object  and  purpose  of  this  corporation  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  carrying  on  of  a  general 
lumber  business,  with  all  the  necessary  powers  in 
such  respects  as  private  individuals  now  enjoy ;  to 
buy  and  sell  lumber  and  logs,  and  provide  means  for 
sawing  logs. 
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§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
($25,000)  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  with  shares  of 
($100)  one  hundred  dollars  each ;  and  the  said  board 
of  directors  herein  named  shall  fix  the  time  when  and 
the  conditions  upon  which  it  shall  be  paid  in,  with 
power  to  increase  the  same  as  the  board  of  directors 
may  direct;  but  no  such  increase  of  stock  shall  be 
valid  unless  ratified  by  the  majority  of  stockholders 
of  this  body. 

S  4.  The  board  of  directors  of  this  corporation  may 
adopt  by-laws  or  make  any  other  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  management  of  its  business,  and  carry 
out  its  objects,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act  or  with 
the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of 
this  State. 

§  6.  The  said  board  of  directors  herein  named  shall 
hold  office  until  the  first  of  June,  at  which  time  there 
shall  be  an  election  of  a  board  of  directors,  and  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified,  and 
thereafter  in  each  succeeding  year,  on  the  first  day  of 
June,  the  board  of  directors  shall  be  elected ;  but  a 
failure  to  so  elect  shall  not  invalidate  any  incorporate 
act,  or  work  a  forfeiture  of  this  charter. 

§  6.  The  highest  amount  of  indebtedness  or  liability 
to  which  the  corporation  is  at  any  time  to  subject 
itself  shall  be  ten  thousand  dollars.

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CHAPTER  866. 


AN  AOT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Vanceburg,  in    Lewi^ 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  GeneraZ  AsserrMy  of  the  Oorry- 
monweoMh  qf  KeTducky : 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Vanceburg  be, 
and  the  same  is  so  amended,  that  the  city  assessor 
shall  'enter  upon  his  duties  of  assessing  said  city  on 
the  tenth  day  of  September,  or  soon  thereafter,  in 
each  year;  that  each  person  shall  be  assessed  with 
what  property  he  owned  or  had  in  his  possession  on 
said  tenth  day  of  September.  The  city  assessor  shall 
complete  his  work  and  make  his  report  to  the  council 
of  said  city  at  its  regular  meeting  in  November ;  the 
council  shall,  at  said  meeting,  appoint  three  persons 
to  act  as  supervisors  of  said  tax  and  as  a  board  of 
equalization ;  before  entering  upon  their  duties  they 
shall  take  an  oath  before  the  mayor  of  said  city;  they 
will  make  their  report  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the- 
council  in  December.  The  city  clerk  shall  make  out 
the  tax  receipts  and  place  same  in  hands  of  city 
collector,  taking  receipt  therefor,  by  the  fifteenth  day 
of  January,  or  when  the  incoming  collector  has  qual- 
ified and  been  sworn  in  office.  After  the  first  day  of 
May  in  each  year  the  city  collector  shall  advertise 
and  sell  ail  real  estate  listed  for  taxation  on  which- 
tax  has  not  been  paid;  he  shall  advertise  same  at 
three  or  more  public  places  in  said  city,  at  least 
fifteen  days  before  sale,  which  sale  shall  be  at  front 
door  of  court-house  in  said  city  on  some  county 
court  day.  Any  person  buying  said  real  estate  shall 
be  given  a  certificate  of  purchase  by  the  collector 
making  said  sale;  if  no  one  bids  on  said  property 
the  collector  shall  bid  same  in  for  said  city,  giving 
said  city  a  certificate  of  purchase  for  each  piece  so- 
bought  in ;  the  purchasers  shall  file  their  certificates 
with  the  city  clerk,  to  be  recorded  by  him  in  a  book 
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kept  for  that  purpose.  Any  time  within  two  years 
from  day  of  sale  the  owner  of  said  property,  or  some 
one  for  him,  may  redeem  same  by  paying  to  city  clerk 
the  tax,  ail  cost,  and  thirty  per  cent,  interest.  If  same 
is  not  redeemed  within  two  years,  the  collector  making 
said  sale,  or  the  collector  for  that  year,  shall  make  a 
deed  to  said  purchaser  for  said  property.  No  real 
estate,  however,  shall  be  sold  for  taxes  where  there 
is  any  personal  property  out  of  which  to  make  said 
tax. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  867. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Menelos  and  Silver  Creek  Station  Turnpike 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
^monweoMh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  Menelos  and  Silver  Greek  Turnpike 
Road  Company  be  incorporated  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  and  operating  a  turnpike  road  from  a 
point  at  or  near  Menelos,  in  Madison  county,  Ken- 
tucky, to  a  point  at  or  near  Silver  Creek  Station  on 
the  Kentucky  Central  Railroad  in  said  county  ;  or  to 
a  point  at  or  near  Moran's  scales  on  Paint  Lick  and 
Walnut  Meadow  Turnpike  Road  in  said  county,  or 
to  both  of  the  two  last-named  points.  The  exact 
location  of  said  road  or  roads  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
directors  of  said  company  in  accordance  with  the 
above  description. 

§  2.  Said  company,  by  the  name  designated,  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and 
buy  and  sell,  hold  and  convey,  any  real  estate  needed 
for  the  building  or  operation  of  its  road,  and  do  all 
lawful  acts  in  the  premises. 
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§  3i  John  Powers,  John  W.  Maupin,  W.  B.  Jones, 
Robert  Baerson,  Thompson  Barnam,  B.  F.  Brown, 
James  Adams  and  John  Ballard,  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners,  and  they,  or  any  three  of  them,  may 
open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  at  such  times  and  places  as 
they  may  choose.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company 
shall  not  exceed  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  and  shall 
be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars,  and  the  pri- 
vate property  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  exempt 
from  its  corporate  liabilities. 

§  4.  When  three  thousand  dollars  of  the  capital 
stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  a  majority  of  the 
commissioners  named,  who  may  act,  shall,  after  ten 
days'  notice  in  writing  of  time  and  place,  hold  an 
election  of  a  board  of  five  directors.  The  directors 
shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  success- 
ors are  elected  and  qualified.  Said  directors  shall  an- 
nually name  one  of  their  number  president,  and  also 
appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer  from  amon^:  the 
stockholders.  A  majority  of  the  directors  shall  be  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business  of  the 
company,  and  said  board  of  directors  shall  control  the 
aifalrs  of  the  company. 

§  5.  Similar  elections  for  the  election  of  directors 
shall  be  held  annually,  and  ten  days'  previous  notice 
of  same  shall  be  given  by  the  board  of  directors  ;  the 
voting  shall  be  in  person  or  by  written  proxy,  and 
each  share  of  stock  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

§  6.  The  grade  of  said  road-bed  shall  not  be  less 
than  sixteen  feet  wide,  and  the  metal  upon  same  shall 
not  be  less  than  twelve  feet  wide  :  and  said  company 
shall  have  all  the  rights  and  be  subject  to  all  the 
liabilities  now  granted  and  imposed  by  the  General 
Statutes  of  Kentucky. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  it.s  passage.

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CHAPTER  869. 

AN  AOT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  consolidate  common 
school  districts  Nos.  1  and  26,  in  Carroll  county,  and  to  provide  for 
a  school  building  and  a  better  organization  of  the  public  schools  in 
said  consolidated  district,"  approved  May  7, 1886 ;  and  providing  for 
the  levying  of  an  additional  tax  in  said  school  district  to  extend  the 
session  of  the  school  therein. 

Whbreas,  The  trustees  of  common  school  district 
No.  one  (1),  white,  in  Carroll  county,  are  in  debt  for 
a  school  bailding,  and  have  levied  a  tax  of  twenty- 
five  (26)  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
taxable  property  in  said  district  to  pay  said  indebted- 
ness, and  the  amount  of  such  indebtedness  being  such* 
that  said  tax  must  be  continued  for  at  least  three- 
years  ;  and  whereas,  the  amount  received  from  the 
State  common  school  fund  by  said  district  will  only 
maintain  the  school  for  five  (5)  months ;  and  it  being 
greatly  desirable  to  maintain  the  common  school  in 
said  district  for  a  term  of  from  eight  to  ten  months^ 
in  each  school  year ;  therefore,  to  provide  for  the  levy- 
ing of  an  additional  tax  to  accomplish  such  object, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  common  school' 
district  number  one  (1),  white,  in  Carroll  county,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  levy,  from  year  to 
year,  a  tax  on  all  taxable  property  within  said  dis- 
trict, which  is  owned  by  white  people,  not  exceeding 
twenty  (20)  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth* 
thereof,  in  any  one  school  year,  which  tax  shall  be 
collected  as  county  and  State  taxes  are  collected  ;  and 
any  officer  collecting  the  same,  or  a  collector  appointed 
by  the  board  of  trustees,  shall  execute  bond  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  such,  and  the 
payment  of  said  tax  as  collected  to  the  treasurer  of 
said  board  of  trustees. 

§  2.  The  officer  or  collector  making  such  collections 
shall  have  the  same  power  to  distrain  for  taxes,  and 
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enforce  the  same  in  the  same  manner  and  to  a  similar 
extent,  as  sheriffs  in  the  collection  of  State  taxes. 

§  3.  The  treasarer  of  said  board  shall  be  responsible 
on  his  official  bond  for  all  money  paid  to  him  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  pay  oat  the  same 
on  the  order  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  4.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  use  said  money  so

money  collected  and  how  expended  in  their  annual 
report. 

§  6.  Before  said  board  shall  levy  the  tax  as  pro- 
vided herein,  the  question  shall  first  be  submitted  to 
a  vote  of  the  white  voters  of  said  district,  qualified 
to  vote  under  the  common  school  law,  and  the  ques- 
tion may  be  submitted  at  any  time  and  as  often  as 
said  board  may  deem  exi>edient,  notice  of  such  elec- 
tion beiuK  given  as  required  by  the  common  school 
law ;  and  said  election  shall  be  conducted  and  the 
result  ascertained  as  in  school  district  elections  for 
district  taxation  under  the  common  shool  law. 

§  6.  At  the  election  herein  provided  for,  each  voter 
shall  be  asked  by  the  judge  of  the  election :  *'Are  you 
in  favor  of  the  school  tax  or  against  the  school  tax ! " 
and  his  vote  shall  be  recorded  in  favor  of  or  against 
the  tax,  according  to  his  answer.  If  the  result  is  in 
favor  of  ''school  tax,"  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
levy,  from  year  to  year,  such  tax  as  herein  provided, 
in  any  amount  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  year, 
not  exceeding  the  twenty  (20)  cents  aforesaid. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from

§  1/  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  authorizing  the 
Floyd  county  court  to  levy  a  poll  and  ad  valorem  tax 
to  pay  for  public  buildings  in  said  county,"  approved 
February  6,  1884,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended 
by  striking  out  of  the  sixth  line  of  section  1  of  said  act 
the  words  *'one  dollar,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  ''fifty  cents." 

§  2.  Arid  be  it  further  enacted^  That  no  poll  or  cap- 
itation tax  exceeding  two  dollars,  exclusive  of  that 
authorized  by  section  1  of  this  act,  shall  be  levied  upon 
the  tithes  in  said  county  in  any  one  year. 

§  3.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  pro*

CHAPTER  871. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  operation  and  maaa£;emeiit  of  bridges  span- 
ning the  Ohio  river  at  Covington,  and  to  prevent  extortion  and  dis- 
crimination upon  the  part  oi  companies,  corporations  or  individuals 
owning,  maintaining  or  operating  the  same. 

Be  it  ertxicted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
mhonweaUh  of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  no  company,  corporation  or  individual, 
now  or  hereafter  owning,  maintaining,  operating  or 
<;onducting  a  bridge  or  bridges,  from  any  point  within 
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the  city  of  Covington  over  or  across  the  Ohio  river  to 
the  opposite  shore  thereof,  shall  exact,  charge  or  re- 
ceive, for  passing  over  such  bridge  or  bridges,  in  a 
street  car  or  other  vehicle,  a  greater  rate  of  toll  or 
charge  or  amoant  than  is  exacted,  charged  or  re- 
ceived for  or  from  foot  passengers  crossing  such 
bridges.  Nor  shall  snch  companies,  corporations  or 
individuals,  charge,  exact  or  receive  from  any  street 
railway  company  or  corporation  any  toll  in  addition 
to  that  paid  for  the  passengers  carried  in  its  cars. 
Nor  shall  such  companies  otherwise  discriminate 
against  any  class  of  traffic  over  such  bridges. 
And  street-car  and  transportation  companies  oper- 
ating their  lines  and  vehicles  for  carrying  passengers 
over  such  bridges,  and  persons  riding  in  such  cars  or 
vehicles,  shall  be  accorded  equal  facilities  for  the  pur- 
chase and  use  of  commutation  tickets  for  passengers 
carried  by  or  riding  in  such  street  cars  or  other  vehi- 
cles as  is  accorded  by  such  bridge  companies  to  foot 
passengers  crossing  the  same. 

§  2.  All  such  bridge  companies  shall  at  all  hoars^ 
both  day  and  night,  expose  for  sale  such  coupons  or 
commutation  tickets  as  shall  be  offered  for  sale  by 
them  at  any  time. 

§  3.  Each  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or 
of  either  of  them,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  recoverable  in  any  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  the  day  of  its 
passage.

entitled  thereto,  for  which  said  treasurer  shall  receive 
a  credit  in  his  annual  settlement  with  said  board,  all 
of  which  vouchers  shall  be  numbered  and  registered 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  by  the  county 
clerk;   and  the  bond  executed  by  the  sheriflf   shall

cover  the  said  taxes  thus  to  be  collected  and  paid 
over,  upon  which  bond  he  and  his  securities  shall  be 
liable  therefor  in  the  same  manner  they  are  lia- 
ble  for  the  State  revenue ;  and  said  sheriff  shall 
receive  for  collecting  said  taxes  a  compensation  not 
exceeding  that  allowed  by  law  for  collecting  the  State 
revenue.  And  if  any  sheriff,  whose  duty  it  is  to  col- 
lect taxes  levied  under  this  act,  shall  fail  or  refuse  to 
execute  bond  as  required  by  this  act,  at  the  January 
term  of  the  Carter  county  court  of  each  year  in  which 
said  taxes  is  to  be  collected,  he  shall  forfeit  his  right 
to  collect  said  county  taxes,  and  said  commissioners 
shall  appoint  a  collector  for  said  year,  who  shall  exe- 
cute bond  in  the  county  court,  with  sureties  who  are 
solvent,  and  have  all  the  powers  and  be  subject  to  all 
the  duties  and  liabilities  of  the  sheriff  in  collecting 
taxes  under  this  act. 

§  16.  That  if  any  sheriff  or  collector,  having  in  his  sherirs  iiabin- 
hands  for  collection  taxes  levied  under  this  act,  shall  ^'" 
fail  to  collect  and  pay  over  the  same  to  the  treasurer 
within  the  time  herein  prescribed,  such  sheriff  or  col- 
lector shall,  with  his  sureties,  be  liable  for  the  amount 
Aiot  paid  as  required  and  ten  per  cent,  thereon,  to  be 
recovered  by  suit  or  by  motion  on  ten  days'  notice,  in 
any  court  in  said  Carter  county  having  jurisdiction  ; 
and  any  execution  issued  on  such  judgment  shall  not 
be  replevied,  and  shall  be  indorsed  by  the  clerk  issu- 
ing the  same  no  security  of  any  kind  to  be  taken  ; 
and  any  sale  made  under  such  execution  shall  be  for 
cash  in  hand.  No  demand  of  the  amount  due  shall 
be  necessary  to  put  said  sheriff  or  collector  in  default.

of  the  county,  to  make  annual  settlements  of  their  ac- 
counts with  the  county  at  or  on  a  day  or  days  to  be 
fixed  by  said  commissioners.

are  hereby  repealed. 
§  18.  The  board  of  commissioners  may  employ  a 

Employ  architect  comx>etent  arcMtect  to  draft  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  any  public  building,  or  a  civil  engineer  for 
any  bridges  they  are  about  to  erect ;  such  plans  and 
specifications  shall  be  such  as  to  afford  any  competent 
builder  all  needful  information  to  enable  him  to  un- 
derstand what  will  be  required  in  the  construction 
thereof;  said  architect  or  engineer  shall  make,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  a  full  and  accurate  estimate  of 
each  item  of  expense,  and  the  entire  aggregate  costs. 
If  such  drawing,  specifications  and  estimates  shall 
be  approved  by  the  commissioners,  they,  or  a  copy 
thereof,  shall  be  deposited  with  the  county  clerk,  and 
by  him  safely  kept  in  his  office. 
§  Id.  When  any  such  building,  or  bridge  and  ap-

hundred  dollars  or  more,  the  board  of  commissioners 
shall  advertise  for  sealed  proposals  to  furnish  the 
materials  and  build  and  perform  all  the  work  accord- 
ing to  the  plan  and  specifications,  a  copy  of  which 
shall  also  be  on  file  in  the  county  clerk's  office  in 
Grrayson  for  examination  by  those  desiring  to  bid  on 
said  work  and  materials. 

§  20.  When  the  commissioners  shall  advertise  for 
proposals,  it  shall  be  done  either  by  printed  or  writ- 
ten posters,  or  by  publishing  in  some  newspaper  hav- 
ing general  circulation  in  Carter  county.  It  shall 
state  where  the  plans  and  specifications  may  be  seen, 
and  the  time  in  which  bidders  have  to  tile  their  bids 
with  the  county  clerk  of  Carter  county,  and  the  time 
when  said  bids  will  be  opened,  which  shall  be  done 
by  the  clerk,  in  the  presence  of  not  less  than  two  of 
the  commissioners  and  such  bidders  as  may  be  pres- 
ent, and  publicly  read  and  examined.  They  shall 
accept  the  lowest  and  best  bid,  or  reject  all,  a^d 
re-advertise  as  before.     All  bids  shall  be  accompanied 
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by  the  names  of  at  least  two  responsible  persons,  resi- 
dents of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  as  surety  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  contract  if  the  bid  is  accepted.  In 
advertising  for  the  building  of  bridges  or  other  work, 
they  may  receive  and  take  into  consideration  and 
adopt  any  other  place  than  the  one  on  file  in  making 
their  award  before  opening  any  of  said  bids.  They 
may  adjourn  to  another  day  after  opening,  reading 
and  examing  such  bids ;  they  may  adjourn  to  another 
date  for  making  their  awards.  When  a  contract  is 
entered  into,  the  original  shall  be  kept  on  file  with 
the  plans  and  specifications  in  the  clt^rk's  office.  If  it 
shall  be  necessary  to  make  any  additional  repairs  to 
any  buildings  or  bridges  on  any  of  the  public  roads, 
the  commissioners  shall,  as  near  as  practicable,  con- 
form to  and  make  contracts  in  the  manner  herein  set 
forth;  and  it  is  especially  provided  that  neither  of 
the  commissioners  or  county  clerk  shall  bid  them- 
selves, or  procure  any  one  to  bid  for  them,  or  have 
any  interest  in  any  contract  for  the  building  or  re- 
pairing of  any  building  or  bridge,  or  improvement 
of  any  kind,  in  Carter  county,  during  their  term  of 
office  as  such.

unpaid,  and  tiled  with  the  clerk  of  the  Carter  county

this  act  collected  by  him  and  his  deputies,  from  whom

And  each  collector  who 
shall  fail  to  make  the  reports  required  by  this  section 
shall'  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dollars  for 
each  offense,  to  be  recovered  by  indictment  in  the 
Carter  criminal  court ;  and  if  any  collector  shall  make 
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ti  false  report  at  any  time  he  shall  be  guilty  of  false 
swearing,  and  punishable  as  now  provided  by  law  for

§  26.  It  shall  be  the  daty  of  the  sheriff  or  collector 
appointed  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act,  within  five 
days  after  making  each  report  required  to  be  made  by 
him  or  them  under  the  preceding  section,  to  pay  over 
to  the  treasurer  appointed  under  this  act  all  moneys 
collected  by  him  or  them,  and  set  forth  in  his  or  their 
report.  In  case  any  sheriff  or  collector  shall  fail 
within  said  time  to  make  such  payments,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  treasurer  to  make  report  of  such 
iailure  to  the  county  attorney  of  Carter  county, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  immediately  institute  a 
proceeding  in  the  Carter  county  court,  by  filing  in  the 
•clerk's  office  of  said  court  a  petition  in  the  name  of 
said  treasurer  against  the  sheriff  or  collector  and  their 
sureties  for  the  recovery  of  the  amount  remaining  un- 
paid, upon  which  such  sheriff  or  collector  and  his 
sureties  shall  be  summoned  ;  and  power  and  authority 
is  hereby  given  the  Carter  county  court  to  render 
judgment  in  such  proceeding  in  favor  of  such  treas- 
urer against  such  sheriff  or  collector  and  his  sureties 
in  their  bond,  or  such  of  them  who  shall  be  sum- 
moned in  the  action,  for  the  amount  reported  as 
having  been  collected  by  them,  together  with  twenty 
per  cent  damages  thereon  and  the  cost  of  such  pro- 
ceeding, and  to  enforce  the  collection  of  the  same  by 
execution,  on  which  no  security  of  any  kind  shall  be 
taken. 

§  27.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of 
•Carter  county,  through  a  commissioner  appointed  for 
that  purpose,  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  next 
succeeding  under  this  act,  at  the  court-house  in  the 
town  of  Grayson,  and  each  year  thereafter  in  Carter 
county,  to  cause  a  final  settlement  to  be  made  with 
the  sheriff  or  collector,  in  which  settlement  said  com- 
missioner will  charge  said  sheriff  or  collector  with  the 
.amount  of  taxes  levied  for  said  year  as  shown  by  the 
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assessment  lists  on  file  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Car- 
ter county  court,  copies  of  which  shall  have  been  de- 
livered to  such  sheriff  or  collector  by  the  clerk  of  the 
Carter  county  court  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and 
will  allow  said  sheriflf  or  collector  a  credit  for  the 
sums  of  money  collected  and  paid  to  the  treasurer  as 
hereinbefore  provided ;  and  taxes  on  such  property 
as  the  sheriff  or  collector  shall  not  be  able  to  find  after 
diligent  search,  and  due  inquiry  therefor  in  the  neigh- 
borhood where  located,  or  which  they  shall  be  unable 
to  sell  after  duly  advertising  and  offering  it  for  sale  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  a  list  of  which  prop- 
erty shall  be  presented  to  the  commissioners  at  said 
January  term,  or  that  he  has  duly  advertised  and 
offered  it  for  sale  and  could  not  find  any  bidders 
therefor,  which  oath  shall  be  taken  before  the  clerk 
of  the  Carter  county  court,  which  list  shall  be  exam- 
ined by  the  said  board  of  commissioners,  and  only 
so  much  of  it  as  shall  be  ordered  proper  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  said  board  of  commissioners ;  and  only  so 
much  as  shall  be  approved  by  said  commissioners 
shall  be  credited  to  such  sheriff  or  collector  on  'his 
settlement  with  said  commissioner  herein  appointed 
to  settle  with  them. 

§  28.  All  claims  not  made  out  and  presented  as 
herein  required,  within  two  years  from  the  date  of 
their  accrual,  shall  be  barred. 

§  29.  Appeals  may  be  taken  from  the  board  of  com- 
missioners on  all  matters  as  are  now  allowed  from  the 
county  court  of  claims,  and  in  the  same  manner,  under 
the  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  the  cir- 
cuit court  of  Carter  county,  where  the  amount  in 
controversy  is  not  less  than  twenty  dollars. 

§  30.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  874. 


AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act»  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Paducab 
and  North  Ballard  Turnpike  Road  Company,'*  approved  March  1, 
1872. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Asserribly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kerducky : 

%  1.  That  section  2  of  said  act  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  repealed. 

§  2.  That  the  width  of  said  company's  road  shall 
not  be  less  than  twenty  feet,  fifteen  feet  of  which 
shall  be  of  gravel,  of  sufficient  thickness  to  make  a 
good  substantial  road-bed. 

§  3.  In  the  event  said  company's  road  shall  at  any 
time  be  rendered  impassable  by  reason  of  overflow  or 
back  water  from  the  Ohio  river,  or  from  any  other 
power  or  agency  over  which  said  company  has  no 
control,  then,  and  in  that  event,  said  company  shall 
have  thirty  days  in  which  to  put  its  road  in  repair 
after  work  can  be  commenced :  Provided^  That  dur- 
ing the  time  said  road  is  out  of  repair  no  toll  shall 
be  charged,  and  said  company  shall  not  be  liable  to 
prosecution  or  indictment,  or  suits  for  damages,  by 
reason  of  its  road  being  out  of  repair  from  the  cause 
or  causes,  and  for  the  time  as  provided  herein. 

§4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  876. 

AN  ACT  to  establish   a  board  of  county  commissioners  for  Jefferson 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  CoTtt- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  specified  a  Estabiishinc 
board  of  commissioners,  consisting  of  seven  members, 
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is  hereby  constituted  for  the  coanty  of  Jefferson. 
These  seven  members  shall  be  chosen  for  one  year  in 
the  following  manner :  Two  of  them  shall  be  alderm^i 
of  the  city  of  Loaisville,  and  shall  be  elected  by  the 
board  of  aldermen  in  the  month  of  December  in  each 
year  by  the  new  board ;  three  of  them  shall  be  coun- 
cilmen  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  elected  by  the  board 
of  councilmen  in  the  same  month  by  the  new  board ; 
two  of  them  shall  be  justices  of  the  peace  from  that 
part  of  the  county  lying  outside  of  the  city  of  lioois- 
ville,  and  shall  be  elected  by  the  justices  from  that 
part  of  the  county,  called  together  for  that  purpose  by 
the  judge  of  the  Jefferson  county  court  on  some  day 
in  the  month  of  September  in  each  year.  For  the 
first  year  the  elections  may  be  held  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  the  persons 
so  chosen  shall  remain  members  until  the  regular 
elections  are  held  as  above. 
§  2.  The  board  constituted  as  above  shall  have  power 
Power*  of  com-  Qver  all  subjects  of  expenditures  connected  with  the 

tmissionen. 

court-house  and  jail,  and  the  public  records  of  the 
county,  or  any  other  subject  or  matter  of  which  by 
law  or  contract  the  city  of  Louisville  and  county  of 
Jefferson  jointly  bear  the  expense ;  and  no  contract 
shall  hereafter  be  made  concerning  the  same,  nor  any 
claim  allowed  or  bill  audited  on  any  of  these  subjects, 
except  by  the  board  herein  established.  The  payment 
of  all  claims  allowed  by  said  board  shall  be  appor- 
tioned between  the  city  of  Louisville  and  the  parts 
of  the  county  outside  thereof,  in  like  manner  as  if 
this  act  had  not  been  passed ;  and  the  contributions 
of  either  may  be  enforced  in  the  same  manner  as  here- 
tofore provided  for  by  law. 

§  3.  The  expenditures  authori25ed  by  the  board  for 
Limit  of  cxp«n-;any  year  (ending  on  the  fifteenth  of  September  thereof) 
shall  not  exceed  a  sum  equal  to  five  cents  on  the  hun- 
dred dollars  of  the  assessment  of  property  in  Jefferson 
county  for  State  purposes  in  that  year. 

§  4.  The  board  shall  meet  in  the  county  court-room  of 
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the  cotirt-hoase  of  Loaisville  on  the  third  Mondays  of  Time  and  pUce 

of  mccdns  of 

September  and  March  of  each  year.  The  jadge  of  the  *»»«>• 
Jefferson  county  court  shall  preside,  and  have  a  cast* 
ln>2:  vote  in  case  of  a  tie.  In  his  absence  the  board 
shall  elect  a  chairman.  The  clerk  of  the  county  court 
or  his  deputy  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  board, 
acting  as  its  secretary  free  of  charge.  No  contract 
dhall  be  authorized  or  claim  allowed  without  the  con- 
currence of  four  members  of  the  board.  The  board 
may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  or  to  a  subsequent  day. 
The  members  of  the  board  shall  receive  five  dollars  a 
day  for  their  attendance  for  not  exceeding  ten  days  in 
any  one  year;  the  per  diem  of  the  aldermen  and  coun- 
cilmen  to  be  paid  by  the  city  ;  that  of  the  justices  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  county  levy.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  county  attorney  and  city  attorney  to  attend  the 
meetings  of  the  board  to  advise  it,  and  to  oppose  any 
contracts  or  allowance  which  seem  to  them  to  be  ille- 
gal. 

§  6.  The  first  meeting  of  the  board  shall  take  place 
on  the  first  Monday  in  June,  1888,  at  ten  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  this  act  shall  go  into  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  877. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  and 
mixtures  of  same,  and  all  bitters  and  nostrums  that  intoxicate,  in 
a  radius  of  one  and  one-half  miles  of  Otter  Creek  Baptist  Church, 
in  Wayne  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  tJie  Oomr- 
WjonweaUh  of  KerUucky : 

§  1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell  spir- 
itaous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  mixtures  of  same, 
and  all  bitters  or  nostrums  that  intoxicate,  within  a 
radius  of  one  and  one-half  miles  of  Otter  Creek  Bap- 
tist Church,  in  Wayne  county. 
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§  2.  Any  x>er8on  or  persons  violating  the  provisions 
of  section  1  of  this  act  shall  be  gnilty  of  a  misde< 
meanor,  and,  npon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered 
in  any  court  having  competent  jarisdiction. 

^  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  {pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  878. 

AN  AOT  to  prohibit  the  selling,  loaning,  giving  or  furnishing  airy 
spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  thereof,  upon  the 
day  of  elections  or  political  conventions  in  Calloway  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Cam- 
monwealih  of  KenJtuoky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  sell,  give,  loan  or  famish  any  person  or  per- 
sons any  spiritaoas,  vinoas  or  malt  liqaors,  or  any 
mixtures  thereof,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  at  or 
within  one  mile  of  any  voting  place  on  the  day  of  any 
primary,  county  or  State  or  national  election,  or  upon 
any  day  of  a  political  convention,  in  the  county  of 
Calloway. 

§  2.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  violate  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  sixty  dollars  for 
each  offense,  to  be  recovered  by  proceedings  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

§  3.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
sales  made  by  wholesale  dealers  in  quantities  not  less 
than  thirty  gallons. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  enforced  from 
and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  879. 


AN  ACT  to  provide  for  keeping  certain  turnpike  roads  in  repair  in 

Shelby  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  upon  the  application  to  the  county  jud^e 
of  Shelby  county  by  the  president  or  any  three  di- 
rectors of  any  turnpike  road  in  said  county,  to  which 
road  said  county  may  have  given,  or  may  hereafter 
give,  aid  by  subscription  in  the  building  thereof,  and 
setting  forth  in  such  application,  under  oath,  that  no 
tolls  are  then  being  collected  for  travel  on  such  road, 
or  that  the  net  receipts  of  same  are  insufficient  to  keep 
it  in  good  condition  for  public  travel,  and  a  majority 
of  the  stockholders  in  said  turnpike  road  voting  hav- 
ing agreed,  by  vote  taken  under  the  supervision  of 
the  president  and  directors  of  same,  should  agree  to 
forfeit  their  charter  and  all  rights  to  said  road, 
either  individually  or  collectively,  said  county  judge 
is  hereby  empowered,  and  it  is  made  his  duty,  to 
cause  to  be  laid  off  into  suitable  and  convenient  dis- 
tricts the  territory  contiguous  to  such  turnpike  road, 
and  he  shall  appoint  a  supervisor  as  in  other  county 
roads ;  be  ex  officio  the  surveyor  of  such  turnpike 
road;  and  shall  have,  in  each  and  all  the  said  dis- 
tricts of  his  road,  all  the  powers,  and  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  all  the  duties,  penalties,  and  liabilities  as 
surveyors  of  county  roads  now  are  or  hereafter  may 
be  subject  to.  Such  persons  as  reside  or  own  land 
in  said  districts,  and  who  may  be  by  law  subject  to 
work  on  roads,  shall  be  liable  to  work  on  the  said 
turnpike  roads  upon  two  days'  previous  written  no- 
tice from  the  surveyor.  Any  person  owning  land  in 
said  districts,  who  are  by  law  exempt  from  work  on 
county  roads  by  reason  of  age,  sex,  etc.,  shall  never- 
theless furnish  a  hand  in  his  or  her  stead  to  work  on 
said  turnpikes.     Also  any  person  owning  land  or  a 
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non-resideDt  owning;  land  in  a  district,  for  each  fifty 
acres,  and  each  fraction  over  twenty-five  acres,  owned 
by  the  said  party  in  said  district,  shall  famish  each 
day  of  work  ordered  by  the  surveyor  a  wagon  and 
team  of  two  horses,  or  a  plow  and  team  of  two  horses, 
or  two  dollars  ($2)  in  money,  to  be  used  and  applied 
to  the  work  on  and  improvement  of  such  tompikes. 
Said  wagons,  plows,  teams  and  money  to  be  furnished 
without  compensation  or  charge  to  said  surveyor,  and 
subject  to  his  control  and  application ;  and  all  herein 
required  to  work  or  furnish  wagons,  plows,  teams  or 
money  on  said  roads,  and  who  shall  fail  so  to  do  when 
required  and  notified  by  written  notice  by  the  sur- 
veyor or  for  him,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penal- 
ties for  failure  as  is  provided  by  law  for  failure  to 
work  on  county  roads.  And  all  fines  and  forfeitures 
of  a  district  shall  be  applied  to  the  improvement  of 
the  roads  of  said  district,  after  the  surveyor  has  re- 
ceived one  dollar  per  day  for  days  of  actual  service. 
And  no  work  done,  or  wagons,  plows,  or  teams  fur- 
nished, on  any  such  turnpike  roads,  shall  be  a  charge 
against  Shelby  county  or  any  one. 

§  2.  If  any  such  turnpike  road  upon  which  no  tolls 
are  collected  shall  become  unfit  for  public  travel,  and 
shall  so  remain  for  ten  days  or  more,  the  surveyor 
appointed  under  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
fines  and  penalties  as  are  now  the  county  supervisors 
of  roads.  This  act  shall  have  no  application  to  any 
road  to  which  said  county  shall  not  have  given  aid  in 
the  construction  thereof.  The  fines  against  said  roads 
and  surveyors  to  be  recovered  as  fines  now  are  against 
surveyors  of  county  roads. 

§  3.  The  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
working  of  certain  turnpike  roads  in  Shelby  county," 
approved  April  4,  1884,  and  all  other  acts  or  laws  in 
conflict  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

AN  AOT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vioous  or  malt  liquors,  or 
any  mixture  thereof,  within  one-quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  Methodist 
MisBion  Church  near  Owensboro,  in  Daviess  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Asserably  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  KerduoJcy :

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawfal  for  any  person  to  sell, 
give,  famish,  or  trade  to  another  person,  within  one- 
qnarter  of  a  mile  of  the  Methodist  Mission  Church 
near  Owensboro,  in  Daviess  county,  any  spirituous, 
vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  thereof,  in 
quantities  less  than  one  quart,  except  he  be  a  bona 
Ude  druggist,  and  then  only  upon  the  prescription  of 
a  regularly  physician. 

§  2.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
twenty  dollars  and  not  more  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars for  each  and  every  offense ;  and  may  be  tried 
and  fined  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
within  said  county. 

§  3.  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply 
to  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  with 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Owensboro. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  881. 

AN  AOT  to  prohibit  the  sale,  give  or  furnish  of  spirituous,  vinous  or 
malt  liquors  within  a  radius  of  one  mile  of  Pleasant  Grove  Baptist 
Church,  in  Clay  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Toonwealth  of  KentucJcy : 

%  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell, 
give  or  furnish,  in  quantities  less  than  twenty  gallons, 
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and  then  not  to  be  drank  on  the  premises  or  adjacent 
premises,  any  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or 
any  mixture  thereof,  to  any  one  within  a  radius  of 
one  mile  from  Pleasant  Grove  Baptist  Church  house, 
in  Clay  county,  Kentucky,  except  for  sacramental 
purposes. 

§  2.  Any  person  who  shall  be  guilty  of  the  violation 
section  1  of  this  act  shall,  on  conviction,  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five 
nor  more  that  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  re- 
covered by  warrant  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of 
said  county,  or  before  the  judge  of  the  Clay  quarterly 
court,  or  by  indictment  of  the  grand  jury. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  882. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  a 
mixture  of  either,  or  hard  or  fermented  cider,  in  Spuriington,  or  within 
three  miles  thereof,  in  Taylor  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  KenttLcky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons in  the  town  of  Spurlington,  or  within  three  miles 
thereof,  in  Taylor  county,  Kentucky,  to  sell  spiritu- 
ous, vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  a  mixture  of  either, 
or  sell  hard  or  fermented  cider. 

§  2.  Any  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars  for  each  offense,  and  each  sale  shall  be 
deemed  a  separate  offense. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  883. 


.A.N  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  amending  and  reducing 
into  one  the  several  acts  relating  to  the  town  of  Scottsville,"  approved 
February  28,  1860,  and  the  amendments, thereto,  and  relating  to  the 
police  court  of  said  town. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
inonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  act  approved  April  27,  1880,  entitled 
'  'An  act  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *An  act  amending 
and  reducing  into  one  the  several  acts  relating  to  the 
town  of  Scottsville,' "  approved  February  28,  1860, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

§  2.  That  all  of  section  4  of  an  act,  approved  April 
2,  1884,  entitled  ''An  act  amending  and  reducing  into 
one  the  several  acts  relating  to  the  town  of  Scotts- 
ville," approved  February  28,  1860,  and  the  amend- 
ments thereto,  is  hereby  repealed,  save  and  except 
the  words :  '*And  the  said  judge  of  the  police  court 
shall  hold  regular  terms  on  the  fourth  Monday  in 
each  month  for  the  trial  of  civil  cases." 

§  3.  That  sections  11  and  19  of  the  aforesaid  act, 
approved  February  28,  1860,  are  hereby  re-enacted, 
save  and  except  the  words  of  said  nineteenth  section, 
to  wit:  "In  the  months  of  March,  June,  September 
and  December  in  each  year,  to  be  fixed  by  the  county 
judge,"  which  words  are  stricken  out,  and  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following  words  are  inserted  as  part  of 
said  section,  to  wit :  "On  the  fourth  Monday  in  each 
month." 

§  4.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

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CHAPTER  884. 

AJS  ACT  to  create  a  board  of  commissionen  in  Martin  ooontj.  to  pre- 
•erlbe  their  powers  and  duties,  and  to  aathorize  them  to  iasiie  boads  of 
laid  county. 

Be  it  enxusted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwecMJi  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  established 
in  Martin  connty  a  tribunal,  to  be  styled  '*The  Board 
of  Commissioners  for  Martin  Connty,"  which  ahall 
consist  of  three  members,  to  be  elected  on  the  first 
Monday  in  August,  1889,  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
Martin  county.  The  comparison  of  the  votes  and 
certificates  of  election  shall  be  by  the  same  board  of 
officers  appointed  by  law  for  that  of  county  judge. 
After  the  first  election  the  persons  first  elected  shall, 
on  the  fifst  Monday  in  October  succeeding  their  elec- 
tion, meet  at  the  court-house  in  the  town  of  Eden, 
when  they  shall  qualify  and  immediately  enter  upon 
the  duties  of  their  office  as  herein  imposed  upon 
them. 

§  2.  The  term  of  office  of  said  commissioners  shall 
be  three  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified. 

§  3.  Said  board  of  commissioners  shall  hold  their 
first  meeting  on  the  first  Monday  in  October,  1888. 
The  said  commissioners,  before  acting  as  such,  shall 
be  sworn  (in  addition  to  the  constitutional  oath)  to 
faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  said  office  as  herein 
set  forth ;  and  each  shall  execute  before  the  Martin 
county  court  a  bond  to  the  county  of  Martin  in  a 
sum  not  less  than  two  thousand  dollars  each,  with 
solvent  surety,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  as  commissioners  under  this  act.  After  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  present  treas- 
urer of  Martin  county,  the  said  commissioners,  at 
their  next  regular  meeting,  shall  appoint  a  treasurer 
for  Martin  county,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  twelve 
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months  from  the  first  Monday  in  October,  in  1889,  and 
until  his  successor  is  duly  elected  and  qaalified,  and 
annaally  thereafter,  on  the  first  Monday  in  October, 
said  commissioners  shall  elect  a  county  treasurer. 

§  4.  The  treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  and  hold 
all  money  belonging  to  said  county  subject  to  dis- 
bursement as    herein    set  forth,   and  shall    execute 
bond  to  the    county  of  Martin  in  a  sum  not   less 
than  five  thousand  dollars,  with  two  or  more  sure- 
ties, in  the  aggregate  worth  in  real  estate   double 
the  amount  of  said  bond  over  and  above  all  indebt- 
edness and  exemptions  from  execution,  conditioned 
for    the  safe-keeping  and  disbursing  of   all  money 
coming   to   his    hands,    and    for   the    faithful   per- 
formance of  his  duties  as  treasurer  aforesaid  ;   and 
further,  he  shall'  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties  as  such  treasurer ;  said  bond  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  county  judge  of  said  county,  and  attest- 
ed by  the  county  clerk,  and  by  him  recorded  with  thf* 
proceedings  of  said  board  of  commissioners  and  safely 
kept  in  the  county  clerk's  oflice.     County  judge  shall 
require  an  additional  bond  and  sureties  when  he  may 
^eem  it  necessary,  and  shall  do  so  when  said  treasurer 
has  or  is  about  to  have  a  greater  amount  of  money 
belonging  to  said  county  in  his  hands  than  Is  per. 
fectly  secured  by  former  bonds.     The  original  bond 
as  herein  contemplated  shall  be  filed  in  the  county 
clerk^s  oflSce,  and  suit  may  be  brought  on  the  same, 
from  time  to  time,  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  county 
of  Martin,  or  any  person  injured  by  any  breach  of 
said  bond  in  any  of  the  courts  of  Martin  county  hav- 
ing jurisdiction   of    the   sum   claimed  in  said  suit. 
The  treasurer   shall  receive  a  reasonable  allowance 
for  his  services  as  treasurer,  to  be  fixed  and  allowed 
by  the  board  of  commissioners,  payable  out  of  the 
county  levy. 

§  5.  The  county  judge  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member 
of  the  board  of  commissioners.  He  shall  attend  all 
the  meetings  of  said  board,  and  by  virtue  of  his  oflSce 
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shall  preside  as  chairman  of  said  board,  and  as  such 
shall  sign  all  of  the  orders  and  records  of  their  pro- 
ceedings ;  he  shall  not  vote  on  any  qaestion  pending 
before  said  board,  except  in  case  of  a  tie  vote;  he 
shall  then  give  the  casting  vote ;  and  in  the  absence 
of  the  county  judge,  or  upon  his  failure  from  any 
cause  to  be  present  and  so  preside  at  any  meeting  of 
said  board  of  commissioners,  they  shall  then  select 
one  of  their  number  to  preside  as  chairman  pro 
tem,^  who  shall  perform  the  same  services  and  ex- 
ercise the  same  power  and  authority  to  the  same  ex- 
tent as  the  county  judge  would  if  he  were  present 

§  6.  The  county  clerk  shall  be  clerk  of  the  board 
of  county  commissioners,  and  under  the  orders  there- 
of shall  procure  all  record-books,  in  which  he  shall 
keep  a  full  and  detail  record  of  all  proceedings  of 
any  and  all  meetings  of  any  or  all  said  commission- 
ers ;  and  he  shall  keep  said  books  fully  and  caref ally 
indexed  and  preserved  among  the  records  of  Martin 
county,  at  the  clerk's  office  in  said  county.  These 
books  shall  be  paid  for  on  order  of  said  board  out  of 
the  county  levy  of  said  county. 

§  7.  All  meetings  of  said  board  shall  be  held  at  the 
-court-house  in  Eden,  the  regular  meetings  of  which 
shall  be  on  the  iirst  Mondays  in  October,  January, 
March,  and  June  in  each  year.  The  county  judge 
shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  said  commissioners ; 
and  he  may  call  an  extra  session  of  said  board  on  his 
own  motion,  or  upon  the  application  of  two  of  said 
commissioners.  At  all  of  such  meetings  at  least  two 
of  said  commissioners,  together  with  the  county  judge, 
shall  be  present  to  form  a  quorum  to  do  business. 
The  said  session  of  said  commissioners  shall  not  con- 
tinue longer  than  live  days  at  each  quarterly  session. 

§  8.  Contested  election  of  said  commissioners  shall 
be  tried  and  decided  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the 
same  board  as  is  authorized  by  law  for  those  of  county 
judge. 

§  9.  The  per  diem  of  the  board  of  commissioners 
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^ball  not  exceed  three  dollars  each  per  day,  neces- 
:sarily  spent  in  the  transaction  of  said  business,  to  be 
fixed  by  said  board  and  paid  out  of  the  county  fund. 
§  10.  The  sheriff  shall,  by  himself  or  deputy,  attend 
on  said  board,  and  execute  all  of  its  summons  and 
orders  required  to  be  executed,  and  shall  be  allowed 
fees  therefor  as  allowed  by  law  for  such  services  in 
the  county  court,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
county  fund. 

§  11.  The  said  board  of  commissioners  shall  have 
exclusive  original  jurisdiction  in  the  same  manner 
and  to  the  full  extent  and  authority  to  exercise  all 
of  the  powers  and  transact  any  and  all  business  here- 
tofore transacted  by  the  court  of  claims,  or  that  may 
hereafter  be  given  by  general  enactment  to  the  court 
of  claims  in  this  Commonwealth,  and  shall  be  gov- 
erned by  and  subject  to  the  same  laws  and  penalties, 
when  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  act ;  and  all 
acts  or  parts  of  acts  creating  a  court  of  claims  appli- 
cable to  the  county  of  Martin  are  hereby  repealed  and 
held  for  naught,  so  far  as  they  apply  to  the  county  of 
Martin,  to  take  effect  as  soon  as  said  commissioners 
are  elected  shall  qualify. 

§  13.  It  shall  be  special  duty  of  the  said  board  of 
•commissioners  to  take  charge  of  the  county  buildings 
and  property  of  every  description;  also  all  of  the 
county  roads  and  bridges  in  said  county,  and  pre- 
serve the  same  from  waste ;  and  when  it  is  necessary 
to  build  or  repair,  or  in  any  way  improve  any  of  said 
buildings  or  property  belonging  to  said  county,  or  to 
build  or  repair  any  bridejes  and  the  approaches  hereto, 
on  any  county  road,  which  shall  require  a  sum  of 
money  to  do  the  same,  said  commissioners  shall  im- 
mediately cause  the  erection  of  all  such  buildings, 
bridges,  approaches,  or  repairs  thereon  as  may  be 
necessary,  at  the  expense  of  the  county. 

§  13.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  objects 
set  forth  in  this  act,  and  for  the  puri)ose  of  paying 
the  present  outstanding  indebtedness  of  said  county 
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that  is  now  due,  or  is  hereafter  to  become  doe,  and 
for  the  pari)ose  of  erecting,  remodeling  or  rei)airuig 
any  public  buildings  or  bridges,  and  other  necessary 
improvements  for  said  county,  the  said  commissioners 
are  hereby  authorized   and  empowered   to   ose   the 
bonds  of  said  county  in  amount  not  exceedin;^  ten 
thousand  dollars,  and  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money 
to  accomplish  such  purpose.     Said  bonds  so  issued 
shall  have  coupons  attached,  and  shall  bear  interest  at 
a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  such  in- 
terest to  be  paid  annually  or  semi-annually,  as  agreed 
upon  and  set  forth  in  said  bonds,  the  said  commis- 
sioners drawing  their  order  ux>on  the  treasurer  of  said 
county  for  the  same ;  and  the  treasurer  shall  pay  the 
same  out  of  any  funds  in  his  hands  subject  to  said 
order ;  said  bonds  shall  be  negotiable  and  payable  to 
bearer,  and  shall  not  be  issued  and  sold  at  less  than 
par,  and  they  shall  not  bear  interest  until  they  are 
issued  and  the  county  has  value  received. 

§  14.  Thp  bonds  so  issued  shall  be  signed  by  the 
county  judge  and  commissioners,  or  any  two  of  said 
commissioners,  and  countersigned  by  the  county  clerk 
under  the  seal  of  said  county  court,  in  sums  not  less 
than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars 
each,  and  to  become  due  and  payable  at  any  time 
within  five,  ten  or  fifteen  years  from  their  date,  the 
coupons  being  signed  by  the  county  clerk  alone  ;  and 
each  of  the  said  bonds  shall  distinctly  specify  the 
object  for  which  they  were  issued.     All  bonds  issued 
under  this  act  shall  be  correctly  numbered  in  the 
order  which  they  are  issued,  and  registered  by  the 
county  clerk  by  him  in  a  book  provided  and  kept  for 
that  purpose  in  the  county  clerk's  oflBce  at  Eden ;  and 
all  orders  drawn  upon  the  treasurer  for  the  payment 
of  the  principal  or  interest  of  said  bonds  shall  specify 
the  fund  on  which  they  are  drawn,  and  shall  also  be  re- 
corded in  said  book ;  and  when  the  clerk  shall  deliver 
to  the  holder  of  any  such  bond  an  order  on  the  treas- 
urer for  the  final  redemption  of  same,  he  shall  receive 
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«ach  bond,  and  forthwith  write  across  the  face  of  the 
:same,  in  red  ink,  the  word  "redeemed,"  and  date  the 
49ame  and  sign  his  name  thereto.    The  treasurer,  upon 
receiving  such  order,  which  shall  contain  the  number 
of  the  bond  for  the  redemption  of  which  the  order  was 
-drawn,  shall,  within  three  days,  proceed  to  the  clerk's 
office,  and  there,  in  the  presence  of  said  clerk,  write 
in  red  ink,  across  the  face  of  the  registry  of  such  bond, 
*^  redeemed,"  the  proper  date,  sign  his  name  thereto, 
when  the  clerk  shall  deliver  to  him  the  original  bond 
duly  canceled,  for  which,  together  with  all  orders  he 
has  paid  for  interest,  he  shall  be  credited  ia  his  annual 
or  semi-annual  settlement  with  said  commissioners. 
All  orders  drawn  upon  the  treasurer  by  the  commis- 
sioners shall  be  registered  by  said  clerk  before  he  shall 
<3ountersign  the  same;  and  it  is  especially  provided 
that  the  outstanding  indebtedness  of  Martin  county 
shall  not,  in  any  event,  exceed   the  sum  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars  at  any  one  time. 

§  15.  The  board  shall  annually,*  at  the  time  they 
make  the  annual  appropriations  for  the  current  ex- 
X>enses  of  the  county,  set  apart  and  appropriate  such 
additional  amount  as  will  pay  the  interest  on  all  bonds 
issued,  and  at  least  five  hundred  dollars  of  the  prin- 
<)ipal,  which  shall  be  sacredly  held  and  applied  to  the 
payment  of  the  present  bonded  indebtedness  of  Martin 
•county,  and  to  the  interest,  and  to  no  other  purpose. 
§  16.  And  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  any  bonds 
that  may  hereafter  be  Issued  in  pursuance  of  this  act, 
and  interest  on  the  same,  the  board  of  commissioners 
of  Martin  county  are  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  all  real  and  personal 
property  in  Martin  county  which  is  assessed  and  sub- 
ject to  taxation  for  revenue  purposes.  The  tax  herein 
authorized  shall  be  levied  at  their  October  meeting, 
from  year  to  year,  in  any  sum  they  deem  necessary 
:for  the  purpose  named  in  this  act,  not  to  exceed  fifty 
•cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable 
property  in  Martin  county  in  any  one  year.    The  board 
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of  commissioners  shall,  annually,  at  the  time  they  shall 
levy  other  taxes,  impose  or  levy  a  capitation  tax,  in 
any  sum  not  exceeding  three  dollars,  upon  each  male 
citizen  of  Martin  county  over  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
to  be  used  for  county  purposes. 

§  17.  That  the  sheriff  of  Martin  county  is  hereby 
empowered  to  collect  and  account  for  all  tax,  of  what- 
ever description,  that  may  be  levied  by  the  board  of 
commissioners  for  said  county  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  State  revenue  taxes 
are  now  collected  and  accounted  for  by  law.  He  shall 
have  the  same  right  to  distrain  and  sell  property 
therefor ;  and  shall  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
board  of  commissioners  all  moneys  thus  collected  or 
in  any  way  belonging  to  said  county,  which  money 
shall  be  kept  and  held  by  said  treasurer,  subject  to  the 
order  of  said  board  of  commissioners,  signed  by  the 
county  court  clerk,  which  said  treasurer  shall  pay 
upon  proper  vouchers  and  orders  to  the  persons  en- 
titled thereto,  for  which  said  treasurer  shall  receive  a 
credit  in  his  annual  or  semi-annual  settlement  with 
said  board  ;  all  of  which  vouchers  shall  be  numbered 
and  registered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose  by  the 
county  clerk ;  and  the  bond  executed  by  the  sheriff 
shall  cover  the  said  taxes  thus  to  be  collected  and 
paid  over,  upon  which  bond  he  and  securities  shall 
be  liable  therefor  in  the  same  manner  they  are  liable 
for  the  State  revenues  ;  and  he  shall  receive  for  collect- 
ing said  taxes  a  compensation  not  exceeding  that  al- 
lowed by  law  for  collecting  the  State  revenues  :  and  if 
any  sheriff,  whose  duty  it  is  to  collect  taxes  levied 
under  this  act,  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  execute  bond  as 
required  by  this  act  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  in 
each  year  in  which  said  taxes  is  to  be  collected,  he 
shall  forfeit  his  office.  And  the  county  court  of  said 
county,  composed  of  the  county  judge  alone,  shall  ap- 
point a  collector  for  said  year,  who  shall  execute  bond 
with  sureties,  and  have  all  the  powers,  and  be  sub- 
ject to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities,  of  the  sheriff  in 
collecting  taxes  under  this  act. 
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§  18.  The  said  board  of  commissfoners  shall  require 
tbe  treasurer  of  the  county,  and  the  sheriff  orcolle^^tor 
of  the  county,  to  make  annual  or  semi-annual  settle- 
ments of  their  accounts  with  the  county  at  or  on  a 
day  or  days  to  be  fixed  by  said  commissioners.  All  . 
acts  or  parts  of  acts  heretofore  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  author- 
izing the  Martin  county  court  of  claims  to  levy  an  ad 
valorem  tax  upon  the  real  or  personal  property  in 
said  county,  or  a  capitation  tax,  is  hereby  repealed. 

§  19.  After  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  Secretary  of 
State  shall  furnish  the  clerk  of  the  Martin  county 
court  with  three  copies  of  the  General  Statutes  and 
three  copies  of  the  Session  Acts  of  the  Lsgislature  for 
1888,  and  copies  of  any  other  books  which  the  other 
county  officers  are  furnished  by  the  State,  for  the  use 
of  the  commissioners  of  said  county;  and  the  clerk 
shall,  immediately  on  the  receipt  of  such  books,  de- 
liver to  each  of  said  commissioners  a  copy  of  each  of 
said  books,  for  use  during  their  term  of  office,  who* 
shall,  at  the  expiration  of  their  respective  terms  of 
office,  deliver  all  such  books  or  other  public  property 
to  their  successors  in  office. 

§  20.  Appeals  may  be  taken  from  the  board  of  com- 
missioners on  all  matters  as  are  now  allowed  from  the- 
county  court  of  claims,  and  in  the  same  manner, 
under  the  general  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  the 
circuit  court  of  Martin  county,  where  the  amount  in 
controversy  is  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

§  21.  The  board  of  commissioners  shall  have  full 
control  of  the  poor  of  Martin  county,  to  the  same  ex- 
tent the  court  of  levy  had  over  same.  The  manner  of 
keeping  the  poor  is  left  entirely  to  the  board  of  com- 
missioners. 

§  2?.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  23.  That  James  Crura,  J.  D.  Barrett  and  James  M. 
Stepp,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  commission- 
ers, as  provided  by  this  act,  until  the  first  Monday  iuv 
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August,  1889,  and  they  shall  hold  their  said  office 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified ;  and 
they  are  required  to  execute  bond  and  i)erform  all  the 
duties  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  24.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage.

Gardiner,  directors,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  created

County  Fair  Association ;  with  power  to  sue  and  to  be 
sued  in  all  courts  in  this  Commonwealth,  plead  and

fair  company,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  this  State  ;  with  power  to  change  or  alter

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Alexander  G  Gooch,  of  Logan  county. 

Whereas,  Alexander  G.  Gooch,  a  citizen  and  resi- 
•dent  of  Auburn,  Logan  county,  Kentucky,  was,  on 
the  27th  day  of  April,  1886,  duly  summoned  by  an 
officer  of  the  Commonwealth,  duly  authorized  for  that 
purpose,  to  guard  and  protect  a  prisoner  under  arrest 
for  attempted  rape,  and  in  the  hands  of  said  officer, 
and  threatened  with  violence  by  a  mob,  and  was, 
while  in  the  discharge  of  that  duty  and  service  to  the 
Commonwealth,  shot  and  wounded  so  as  to  paralyze 
him  and  render  him  incapable  of  locomotion,  or  of 
laboring  to  any  extent  for  the  rest  of  his  life ;  and 
whereas,  said  Gooch  has  spent  the  whole  of  his  for- 
tune in  trying  to  restore  his  former  health,  and  is  now 
poor  and  needy,  with  a  helpless  family,  consisting  of 
a  wife  and  three  young  children  ;  now,  therefore,  as  a 
compensation  for  the  public  services  rendered  to  the 
Commonwealth  by  said  Gooch,

Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  county  court  i 
claims  of  Marshall  county,  which  was  composed  uf 
the  county  jadge  and  a  majority  of  all  the  jnsticff 
for  said  county  concurring  therein,  at  a  spedsl 
term  of  said  court,  held  on  the  thirty- first  day  of 
March,  1888,  authorized  by  an  act  of  the  LieidslatoR. 
approved  March  13,  1888,  made  an  order  on  thdr 
order-book,  appropriating  fourteen  thousand  dolhis 
($14,000)  for  the  erection  and  building  a  new  court' 
house  and  clerk's  offices  combined,  in  said  county; 
and  whereas,  it  appears  that  said  court  failed  to 
make  any  arrangements  for  the  payment  of  said 
sum;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Gm- 
monweaUh  of  Kefntucky : 

%  1.  That  the  Marshall  county  court  of  claims,  com- 
posed of  the  county  judge  and  a  majority  of  all  the 
justices  of  said  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said 
county,  with  interest  coupons  attached,  not  exceed- 
ing fourteen  thousand  dollars  ($14,000)  in  amoant 
and  of  the  denomination  of  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  pay- 
able ten  years  from  their  date,  to  bear  interest  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  pay- 
able annually  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each 
year,  beginning  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1890,  at 
the  office  of  the  county  court  clerk  of  the  said  county, 
on  the  presentation  of  the  coupons. 

§  2.'  That  the  said  county  court  shall  prescribe  the 
form  of  said  bonds.  The  said  bonds  and  coupons 
attached  shall  be  signed  by  the  county  jnd^  and 
attested  by  the  county  court  clerk,  and  stamped  with 
the  seal  of  the  court. 
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§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  make  the

;„/.  t  is  hereby  provided  that  said  bonds  shall  be  redeem- 
able at  the  pleasure  of  said  court,  after  one  year  from 
late. 

§  4.  To  enable  the  court  to  comply  with  and  carry 
3Ut  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  is  hereby  authorized 
^  to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  twenty- 
"•  ^  live  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxa- 
^\  ble  property  liable  to  State  revenue  in  said  county. 
^;'  §  5.  That  the  tax  levied  under  this  act  shall  be 
-'  collected  in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same 
•"^  liability,  on  the  part  of  the  sheriff  or  collector,  on 
^'  his  official  bond,  that  the  other  county  levy  and  taxes 
^  are  collected. 

^  §  6.  Said  tax  may  be  levied  by  said  court  from  year 
^  to  year  until  said  bonds  and  interest  thereon  shall 
be  extinguished;  but  when  so  levied  and  collected,, 
shall  be  held  sacred,  as  hereinafter  provided,  for  the 
payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  of  said  bonds, 
and  for  no  other  puri)ose. 

§  7.  Said  court  shall  have  the  power  either  to  issue 
..     the  bonds,  as  set  out  in  this  act,  to  i>ay  for  the  build- 
ing of  said  court-house  and  clerk' s  oflBces,  or  to  pay 
for  same  out  of  the  said  ad  valorem  tax,  when  col- 
lected, by  annual  installments. 

§  8.  If  said  court  shall  adopt  the  bonded  system,  as 
above  set  forth,  then  they  shall  have  the  power  to 
appoint  a  commissioner,  who,  under  the  direction  of 
said  court,  shall  be  empowered  to  dispose  of  said 
bonds :  Provided^  however.  They  shall  not  be  sold  at 
public  outcry  to  the  highest  bidder,  nor  for  less  than 
par  or  face  value. 

§  9.  Said  court  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a 
county  treasurer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive 
and  collect  from  the  sheriff,  or  collector  of  said  coun- 
ty, said  ad  valorem  tax,  and  pay  it  out  on  the  order 
of  said  court,  and  under  no  other  circumstances. 
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§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  require 
said  commissioner  and  said  treasurer  to  execute  bonds, 
with  good  and  sufl9cient  security,  worth  not  less  than 
double  the  amount  that  may  come  into  their  hands, 
and  require  them  to  take  an  oath  to  faithfully  and 
honestly  discharge  and  perform  all  the  duties  and 
obligations  resting  upon  them,  and  to  obey  all  the  or- 
ders of  the  court  directed  to  them,  or  either  of  them, 
respecting  their  duties,  and  the  performance  of  their 
respective  trusts ;  and  the  said  court  shall,  require 
the  said  commissioner  and  treasurer  to  renew  their 
respective  bonds  once  each  year,  and  of  tener  if  the 
court  shall  deem  it  necessary.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  court  to  exercise  supervision  over  the 
acts  of  said  commissioner  and  treasurer,  and  to  re- 
quire them  or  either  of  tbem  to  execute  a  new  bond  at 
any  time  that  the  sureties  may  appear  to  be  insuffi- 
cient. The  said  court  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacan-

§  11.  That  said  county  court  shall  have  the  power  to 
make  all  necessary  orders  for  the  carrying  into  effect 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  county  judge  may, 
at  any  time,  convene  the  justices  of  said  county  for 
this  purpose. 

§  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  court  to  pro- 
vide for  the  payment  of  all  the  expenses  necessary  to^ 
secure  the  printing,  issuing  and  sale  of  said  bonds, 
and  all  other  expenses  that  may  be  properly  incurred

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assenibly  of  the  Qom- 
mtonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Dr.  I.  W.  McGinnis,  John  W.  East,  Geo.  Names  of  incor.

M.  Jessee,  Thomas  Peniston,  W.  O.  Bruce,  John  D. 
Collins,  F.  Maddox,  John  R.  Moss,  and  William  Car- 
xoU,  and  their  successors  in  ofl9ce,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  declared  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Drennon  Creek  Turnpike 
•Company;  and  by  that  name  may  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  sue  and  be  sued,  and  do  all  other  things 
necessary  or  proper  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  this 
incorporation,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession. 

§2.  Said  company  shall  have  the  right  and  power  Right,  and 
to  construct  a  turnpike  road  from  the  said  town  of  ^^'*'"*" 
New  Castle  to  any  point  on  the  Kentucky  river,  in 
Henry  county,  not  distant  from  the  point  where  Dren- 
non  creek  enters  into  said  river  more  than  one  mile 
and  a  half. 

§  3.  Said  road  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  feet  wide,  width  of  nMd. 
and  the  bed  of  said  road  upon  which  is  placed  tlie 
stone  foundation  herein  mentioned  shall  be,  in  all 
places,  not  greater  than  six  inches  higher  in  its  cen- 
ter than  on  its  sides — that  is,  it  shall  be  convex,  and  Repair  of  road, 
the  stone  or  metal  thereon  not  less  than  sixteen  feet 
wide,  to  be  thus  placed  where  practicable.  Sound 
stone,  not  less  than  one  and  a  half  feet  in  length  and 
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not  greater  than  one  foot  wide,  and  not  less  than 
three  inches  thick,  shall  be  set  np  on  edge  and  close 
together,  with  the  joints  well  broken,  for  a  founda- 
tion ;  this  foundation  to  be  not  greater  than  one  foot 
in  depth  and  sixteen  feet  in  width.

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not 
exceed  thirty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares 
of  twenty-five  dollars  each.  Every  stockholder  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  owned 
by  him  in  all  elections  held  by  the  stockholders. 

§  5.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act  shall  be  the  directors  of  said  company,Jand  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  success- 
ors are  elected  and  qualified.  They  shall  cause  an

or  purchase  or 

may  condemn  land  for  right  of  way  and  material  f ^r condcmnfor 
said  road,  either  in  constructing  or  repairing  it,  and 
also  ground,  not  to  exceed  two  acres  at  each  gate,  for  a 
toll-house.  It  may  also  purchase  and  operate  as  part 
of  its  road  any  part  of  the  New  Castle,  Drennon 
Creek  and  Kentucky  River  Turnpike,  after  rebuilding 
the  same,  in  accordance  with  section  3  of  this  act. 

§  9.  If,  in  any  case,  said  company  can  not  obtain  by  condemnation. 
voluntary  agreement  the  right  of  way  or  the  mate- 
rials  deemed  by  it  necessary  or  proper  for  the  con- 
struction or  repairs  of  its  said  road,  it  may  by  its  presi- 
dent apply  to  the  Henry  county  court  for  a  writ  of  dd 
quod  damnum  to  assess  the  damages  which  the  owner 
may  sustain  by  reason  of  the  location  of  said  road  on 
his  or  her  or  their  premises,  or  because  of  the  taking 
of  material  therefrom  for  the  construction  or  repairs 
of  said  road ;  and  upon  the  tender  or  payment  of  the 
damages  so  assessed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  com- 
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pany  to  open  and  make  said  road,  open  and  use  rock 
and  gravel  quarries,  and  do  all  work  pertaining  to  the 
construction  or  repairs  of  said  road.

§  1.  G.  A.  C.  Holt,  J.  T.  McElrath,  W.  P.  Peterson, 
J.  C.  McElrath,  J.  R.  Coleman,  W.  B.  Keys,  W.  P. 
Gatlin,  J.  W.  Gilbert,  N.  T.  Hale,  and  their  associates 
and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style 
of  the  *' Murray  and  Mayfield  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany;" and  said  corporation,  by  that  name,  shall  have 
the  right  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  do  any  and  all 
acts  necessary  to  effect  the  purpose  for  which  said 
corporation  is  created. 

§  2.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  construct  a  gravel,  plank  or  macadamized  road, 
and  bridge  and  culvert  streams,  bogs  and  marshes,  from 
the  western  boundary  line  of  Murray,  Calloway  county, 
to  the  eastern  or  southern  boundary  line  of  Mayfield^ 
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Graves  county,  over  the  route  that  may  seem  most 
practical  to  said  company  lying  between  said  town  of 
Mayfield  and  said  town  of  Murray ;  and  they  are 
hereby  allowed  ten  years  in  which  to  construct  said 
road ;  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  select  one 
of  their  number  as  president  of  said  corporation ;  also 
one  of  their  number  as  treasurer  thereof;  and  each 
and  every  one  of  their  number  may  be  directors  ;  and 
they  may  choose  their  own  time  for  the  election  of 
said  president  and  treasurer,  and  the  time  for  which 
they  shall  hold  their  respective  offices.

over  which  said  road  may  pass,  and  also  to  receive 
contributions  and  gifts  in  money  or  material  for  the 
construction  of  said  road  ;  and  they  are  hereby  em- 
powered to  condemn  such  land  as  may  be  necessary 
upon  said  route  for  the  construction  of  said  road,  and 
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^or  the  construction  of  any  toll-gate  or  necessary  build- 
ing for  the  use  of  said  company,  from  a  width  of  thirty

>or  material,  as  may  be  necessary  to  construct  said  road,

§  4.  Said  corporation  is  allowed  to  commence  the

<the  payment  of  said  bonds  and  the  interest  accruing 
thereon ;  and  said  bonds  may  bear  any  rate  of  inter-

license  for  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt 
liquors,  or  any  mixtures  thereof,  in  any  quantity 
whatever,  in  the  town  of  Bryantsville,  Garrard  county, 
Kentucky,  and  any  such  license  granted,  by  any 
authority  whatever,  shall  be  null  and  void,  and  no 
protection  against  the  penalties  of  this  act. 
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§  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  distillers, 
Rights  of  drug-  manufacturer,  merchant,  druggist,  or  any  other  per- 
s jn  or  persons,  with  or  without  a  prescription,  to  sell, 
give,  loan,  furnish  or  barter,  in  any  quantity  less  than 
one  barrel  of  thirty  gallons,  any  whisky,  brandy, 
foreign  or  domestic  wine,  cordial,  ale,  beer,  or  any 
mixture  thereof,  or  any  queen  taste  bitters,  sherry 
wine  bitters,  or  any  other  intoxicating  bitters,  cordial 
or  tonic,  whether  it  shall  be  a  so-called  patent  medi- 
cine or  not,  or  any  brandy  peaches,  or  any  kind  of 
fruit  soaked  in  any  kind  of  intoxicating  liquors,  or 
any  mixture  of  any  of  the  above  named  liquors  or 
compounds,  within  the  town  limits  of  Bryantsville, 
Oarrard  county,  Kentucky.  And  if  any  person  or 
persons  shall  so  sell,  give,  loan,  furnish  or  barter  any 
of  the  aforesaid  liquors,  compounds,  substances,  or 
any  mixture  thereof,  in  violation  of  this  act,  on 
conviction,  he  or  they  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  three  hun- 
dred for  each  and  every  offense :  Provided,  That 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit 
druggists  from  using  alcohol  for  compounding  medi- 
cines, or  from  manufacturing  or  selling  essences,  tinc- 
tures and  extracts,  or  selling  alcohol  strictly  for 
medical  purposes,  nor  the  use  of  wine  by  the 
churches  for  sacred  purposes,  nor  to  prevent  physi- 
cians from  using  alcohol  in  their  practice  strictly  for 
medical  purposes.  But  no  druggist,  nor  any  other 
person  or  persons,  shall  sell,  give,  loan,  furnish  or 
barter  any  pure  alcohol,  or  alcohol  diluted  with  water 
or  with  sugar  and  water,  or  alcohol  diluted  with  any 
other  simple  and  harmless  substance,  without  a  pre- 
scription from  a  physician  of  good  standing,  and  the 
same  identical  prescription  shall  not  be  filled  oftener 
than  one  time. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  keep  any  of  the  liquors,  compounds  or  mix- 
tures mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  in  his 
liouse  of  business,  or  in  any  room  adjoining  thereto, 
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in  any  cellar  beneath,  or  in  any  upper  room  there- 
of ;  and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  so  keep  or 
billow  to  be  kept  any  of  the  aforesaid  liquors,  com- 
pounds or  mixtures  in  violation  of  the  act,  on  convic- 
tion, he  or  they  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars  and  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  for 
«ach  oflfense :  Provided^  That  druggists  and  physicians 
may  keep  alcohol  for  medical  purposes,  and  artisan 
may  keep  alcohol  for  use  in  the  arts ;  and  any  person 
xaay  keep  any  of  the  liquors  named  in  this  act  in  his 
own  private  residence  for  his  own  private  use, 

§  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  circuit  judge  of 
this  district  to  give  this  act  in  his  instructions  to  the 
^randjury  at  each  session  of  his  court  in  Gurrard 
county. 

§  5.  Any  person  convicted  under  this  act  shall  forth 
with  pay  or  replevy  the  judgment,  and  upon  failure 
to  do  so  shall  be  confined  in  the  work-house  of  Gar- 
rard county  at  hard  labor,  and  shall  be  entitled  to 
credit  on  the  amount  of  the  judgment  at  the  rate  of 
two  dollars  per  day  for  each  day's  confinement,  and 
may  pay  or  replevy  at  any  time  the  residue  of  the 
judgment,  with  cost,  and  be  discharged  from  said 
work-house. 

§  6.  All  the  penalties  for  the  violation  of  this  act 
shall  be  collected  by  indictment  of  the  grand  jury  of 
the  circuit  court,  or  by  warrant  before  the  police  judge 
of  Bryantsville,  or  any  magistrate  of  Garrard  county ; 
and  all  the  funds  arising  from  the  collections  of  said 
penalties  before  the  police  court  of  Bryantsville  or  a 
magistrate  of  Garrard  county,  whether  in  the  name  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  Bryantsville  or  in  the  name 
of  the  Commonwealth,  shall  be  turned  over  to  the 
treasurer  of  Bryantsville,  and  shall  be  used  by  order 
of  the  trustees  for  paying  the  salaries  of  the  mar- 
shal, police  judge,  and  for  any  other  purpose  which 
a  majority  of  the  board  of  trustees  may  deem  for  the 
public  good.

CHAPTER  906. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  several  acts  incorporating  the  town  of  Nev 

Liberty,  in  Owen  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  tJie  Con^ 
monweaUh  of  Kerdweky : 

§  1.  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  New  Lib- 
erty, in  the  county  of  Owen,  be,  and  they  are  hereby^ 
incorporated  and  made  a  body-politic  and  corporate,, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  '*  Town  of  New  Lib- 
erty;" and  in  said  name  shall  have  full  power  to  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  to 
do  and  perform  all  such  other  acts  and  things,  either 
in  law  or  equity,  as  bodies-politic  and  corporate  bar- 
ing perpetual  succession  may  rightfully  do. 

§2.  That  the  territory  included  within  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  said  town  shall  be  identical  with  the 
plat  of  New  Liberty  made  by  C.  O'Hara,  surveyor  of 
Owen  county,  bearing  date  November  28,  1849,  and 
recorded  in  the  book  in  which  the  records  of  said 
town  are  now  kept,  except  that  the  part  of  said  town 
known  as  Adams  Town,  as  shown  by  said  plat,  shall 
be,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  extended  in  a  south- 
westerly direction  three  hundred  and  fifty  (350)  feet ; 
the  intention  being  to  include  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  said  town  the  residence  of  John  B.  English, 
that  of  the  heirs  of  Annie  Hays,  that  of  H.  B.  Mc- 
Nelly  and  the  college  building. 

§  3.  That  upon  the  first  Monday  in  August  next,  and 
upon  the  first  Monday  in  August  of  every  year  there- 
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lifter,  an  election  of  five  trustees  shall  be  held  in 
said  town,  at  which  the  qualified  voters  of  said  towrn 
sliall  have  the  right  to  vote  ;  said  trustees  shall  hold 
"tlieir  offices  for  one  year  after  their  election,  and  nntil  * 
l^heir  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.     Said 
-fcmstees  shall  elect  one  of  their  members  president  of 
'fclie  board,  who  shall  have  and  may  exercise  all  the 
irights  and  privileges  of  a  member  of  said  board ;  pre- 
side at  its  meetings  ;  sign  orders  and  drafts  for  money, 
and  do  and  perform  any  and  all  acts  and  duties  per- 
taining to  the  office  of  president  of  an  incorporated 
company. 

§  4.  That   the  legislation  power  of   said    town  is  GovemmenL 
hereby  vested  in    the  said  board  of  trustees,   who 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  have  full  power  and  author- 
ity to  make  by-laws  and  ordinances  for  the  govern- 
ment of   said  town;  for  the  preservation  of   good 
order,  decency  and  decorum  within  the  limits  of  said 
town ;  for  the  preservation  of  the  peace,  lives,  health 
and  property  of  the  citizens,  inhabitants  and  others 
within  the  corporate  of  said  town ;  for  the  preserva- 
tion and  improvement  of  the  streets,  sidewalks  and 
alleys  of  said  town ;  to  require  the  owners  of  prop- 
erty in  said  town  to  build  and  repair  sidewalks  in 
said  town,  with  such  curbing  as  the  board  of  trustees 
may  require  in  front  of  their  respective  properties,  to 
be  made  of  brick,  stone  or  such  other  material  as  the 
board  of  trustees  may  direct ;  that  should  the  owners 
of  property  in  said  town  Jail  or  refuse  to  make  the 
improvements  when  required  by  the  board  of  trustees 
as  aforesaid,  then  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall 
have  the  power  to  have  the  same  made,  and  shall  have 
a  lien  on  the  property  in  front  of    which  they  may 
make  such  improvements  for  the  costs  and  expenses 
thereof,  and  the  circuit  court  of  Owen  county  shall 
have  jurisdiction  and  powerto  enforce  such  lien  upon 
such  property  by  appropriate  proceedings  for  that 
purpose.     That  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  over  the  streets,  alleys  and

sidewalks  in  said  town,  and  may  direct  and  oompd 
the  improvement  thereof  as  they  may  deem  for  the 
best  interest  of  said  town.  They  shall  have  i>ower 
to  tax  shows,  menageries,  or  exhibitions,  which 
may  be  shown  or  exhibited  for  money  or  pn^ 
in  said  town,  or  within  one  half  mile  of  the  ccff- 
porate  limits  of  said  town,  and  snch  sums  as  the?, 
by  their  by-laws  or  ordinances,  may  declare,  nc^ 
exceeding  one-half  the  amount  taxed  them  by  the 
State;  that  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  ha^f 
power,  for  any  violation  of  their  by-laws  or  ordi- 
nances, to  provide  therefor  punishment  by  impns- 
onment  in  the  jail  of  Owen  county,  not  exceeding 
twenty  days,  or  by  fine,  not  exceedinii:  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  each  offense,  which  imprisonment 
may  be  inflicted  by  and  fine  recovered  before  the 
police  judge  of  said  town,  or  any  magistrate  of  the 
county  of  Owen.  They  shall  have  power  to  levy, 
assess,  and  collect  taxes  on  the  value  of  all  estate, 
real,  personal,  and  mixed,  held,  owned,  possessed, 
used,  or  employed  in  said  town,  or  on  such  classes 
of  the  same  as  they  may  designate;  but  snch  taxa- 
tion shall  be  uniform  on  cash  description  of  prop- 
erty aforesaid,  and  shall  not  exceed  fifty  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year ;  but  no 
tax  shall  be  levied  or  collected  on  the  choses  in  ac- 
tion, notes,  bonds,  bills,  or  money,  of  any  one  except 
upon  the  excess  of  any  one  over  and  above  his  just 
debts  and  liabilities  on  the  day  of  appraisement 
They  shall  have  power  to  impose  a  poll-tax,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  head  in  any 
one  year,  on  every  male  inhabitant  of  said  town  of 
twenty-one  years  of  age  and  over.  They  shall  tem- 
porarily fill  all  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  any 
office  in  said  town  until  said  vacancies  shall  be  filled 
as  herein  provided.  They  shall  have  power  to  fill  aU 
vacancies  which  may  occur  in  their  own  body.  They 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  annually  an  assessor, 
treasurer,  and  clerk  for  said  town,  and  shall,  from 
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time  to  time,  define  the  duties  of  their  assessor,  treas- 
urer and  clerk,  and  fix  their  emoluments  and  fees. 
They  shall  have  power  to  pass  such  by-laws  as  they  By  laws. 
may  deem  necessary  to  protect  from  desecration  or 
injury  the  property,  shrubbery,  tombstones,  graves 
and  monuments  in  all  grave-yards  and  burying- 
grounds  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town. 
They  shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to 
take  from  their  treasurer  a  bond,  to  be  approved  by  Bond  from  tr«as. 
them,  in  such  penalty  or  penalties  as  they  may  deem 
reasonable,  payable  to  the  town  of  New  Liberty,  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty  ;  and  for  a  violation 
on  the  part  of  said  officer  of  his  bond,  suits  may  be 
brought  and  motions  made  and  prosecuted  before  the 
police  judge  of  said  town,  or  before  any  tribunal 
having  jurisdiction  thereof,  in  the  same  manner  and 
under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  that  suits  are 
brought  and  motions  made  against  other  officers  for 
failure  of  duty ;  and  any  person  injured  by  a  breach 
of  said  bond  by  said  officer  may  maintain  his  action 
thereon.  Said  clerk,  treasurer  and  assessor  shall  hold 
their  respective  offices  subject  to  removal  by  said  trus- 
tees whenever  they  may  see  proper.  They  shall  have  suppress  uquor 
power  to  suppress  by  ordinances,  with  suitable  penal- 
ties, all  tippling-houses,  bawdy-houses,  all  retailers  of 
spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  contrary  to  law, 
riots,  routs  and  breaches  of  the  peace,  assaults  and 
batteries,  disorderly  or  indecent  conduct,  vagrancy, 
disturbance  of  religious  worship,  disturbance  of  the 
peace  and  tranquility  of  the  town,  and  all  unlawful 
gaming  in  said  town.  They  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  prohibit,  by  suitable  penalties,  hogs  and 
other  animals  from  running  at  large  in  the  streets  and 
alleys  of  said  town,  and  require  and  compel  the  abate- 
ment and  removal  of  all  nuisances  in  said  town.  They 
shall  have  power  to  prohibit  all  persons  from  ped- 
dling in  said  town  without  license  obtained  from  the 
board  of  trustees.  They  may  fix  such  license  in  any 
sum  they  may  deem  proper.     They  shall  have  full 
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power  and  authority  to  pass  any  and  all  by-laws  and 
ordinances  that  they  may  deem  right  and  proper  for 
the  good  government  of  said  town:  Provided^  That 
no  by-laws  shall  be  passed  by  them  which  conflict 
with  the  Constitution  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States. 

§  6.  That  each  male  citizen  of  the  United  States  who 
is  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  or  over,  and  who 
shall  have  resided  within  said  town  thirty  days  next 
preceding  an  election  for  an  officer  or  officers  for  said 
town,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  said  election  or  elec- 
tions. 

§  6.  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
trustee  in  said  town  unless  he  be  a  white  male  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years 
or  over,  and  shall  have  resided  in  said  town  at  least 
six  months  preceding  the  election  at  which  he  may  be 
a  candidate,  and  shall  be  the  owner  in  fee-simple  of 
real  estate  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town. 

§  7.  That  there  is  hereby  created  for  said  town  the 
office  of  treasurer.  The  treasurer  shall  be  apx>ointed 
by  the  board  of  trustees  at  its  first  regular  meeting 
after  the  first  Monday  in  August  in  each  year,  and 
shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  subject  to  removal  as 
herein  provided.  He  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  his 
duties,  take  the  oath  of  office  and  execute  the  bond 
required  by  this  charter. 

§  8.  That  the  terms  of  office  of  clerk  and  assessor 
Clerk  and  assess  shall  explre  ou  the  first  Monday  in  August  following 
their  respective  appointments. 

§  9.  That  on  the  first  Monday  in  August  in  1888, 
and  on  the  first  Monday  in  August  in  every  second 
year  thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected,  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  said  town,  a  marshal  for  said  town,  who 
shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his 
office  on  the  first  Monday  in  September  following  his 
election:  Promded^  He  has  taken  the  oath  of  office, 
and  executed  the  bond  of  office  required  by  this  char- 
ter ;  but  if  he  has  not  executed  the  bond  required  by 
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t^liis  charter  by  the  first  Monday  in  September  next 
3.f  ter  his  election,  the  office  shall  be  declared  vacant. 
'HAa  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years,  commencing  on 
'ttxe  first  Monday  in  September  succeeding  his  election. 
Ttat  the  marshal  of   said  town  shall  perform  such 
cl  nties  as  are  required  of  town  marshals  by  law,  and 
such  duties  as  may  be,  from  time  to  time,  prescribed 
by  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  said  town.    He  shall 
oollect  all  taxes  assessed  in  said  town,  and  in  the  col- 
lection of   the   same  he  shall  be  governed   by  the 
regulations   governing   sheriffs   in  the  collection  of 
taxes.     Said    marshal,   before   he    enters    upon    the 
duties  of    his  office,   shall  execute  to  the  town  of 
New  Liberty  an  obligation,  with  surety,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  and 
oontaining  covenants  and  stipulations   suitable  and 
proper  to  secure  the  faithful  performance  of  his  du- 
ties.   It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  marshal  to  execute, 
ipvith  good  surety,  in  the  Owen  county  court,  an  obli- 
gation to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  just  like 
the  obligation  a  constable  is  required  by  law  to  exe- 
cute before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
and  take  the  same  oath ;  and  upon  his  so  doing,  he 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  do  and  perform 
any  and  all  acts  which  a  constable,  by  virtue  of  his 
office,  may  do  by  the  laws  of  this  State ;  and  any  per- 
son injured  by  a  breach  of  any  of  the  covenants  of 
either  of  said^obligations  shall  have  the  same  remedy 
thereon  as  is  now  had  by  law  for  like  breaches  of  con- 
stable's bonds.    He  shall  have  full  power  and  author- 
ity to  transact  the  police  buTsiness  of  the  town,  as 
soon  as  he  shall  have  executed  the  bond  to  the  town 
of  New  Liberty,  and  taken  the  oath  as  marshal  as 
herein  provided.     His  fees  shall  be  the  same  as  con- 
stables and  sheriffs  for  similar  services,  and  collected 
in  the  same  manner.     Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
marshal  of  said  town  may  be  filled  by  the  board  of 
trustees  of  said  town,  until  the  next  regular  election 
of  town  marshal ;  or  said  board  may  fill  such  vacancy 
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temporarily,  and  order  an  election  for  towa  marshal 
to  fill  oat  the  remaining  part  of  the  term.  Bat  no 
such  election  shall  be  held  unless  ten  days'  previoos 
notice  of  the  same  shall  have  been  given  by  said 
board. 

§  10.  That  npon  the  first  Monday  in  Augast  next, 
Police  judge,     and  upon  the  first  in  August  in  every  fourth   year 
thereafter,  there   shall  be  elected,  foresaid    town  of 
New  Liberty,  a  police  judge,  whose  term  of  office  shall 
be  the  same  as  that  of  county  judge,  and  shall  be 
qualified  and  enter  upon  the  duties  of  Jhis  office  at  the 
same  time  that  county  judges  are  required  by  law  to 
enter  upon  the  discharges  of  their  duties.     He  shall 
have  jurisdiction,  within  the  county  of  Owen,  of  civil 
causes  to  the  same  extent  that  justices  of  the  peace 
now  have  in  this  Commonwealth.     He  shall  have  the 
same  jurisdiction  of  crimes  and  misdemeanors  com- 
mitted within  the  county  of  Owen,  which  is  by  law 
conferred  upon  justices  of  the  peace  in  this  Com- 
monwealth.    He  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  offenses 
against  the  by-laws  and  ordinances]  of  said  town  ;  he 
shall  have  power  to  render  judgments  and  issue  execu- 
tions for  all  fines  and  penalties  for  such  offenses,  and  his 
executions  and  capias  pro  fines  issued  by  him  may  be 
executed  by  the  marshal  of  said  town,  in  any  part  of 
the  county  of  Owen,  or  by  the  proper  officer  anywhere 
in  this  Commonwealth.    He  shall  have  power  to  issue 
capias  pro  fines  on  any  judgments  rendered  by  him 
for  fines  and  costs.     When  the  defendant  or  defend- 
ants are  in  custody,  or  present  at  the  trial  when  the 
fine  is  assessed,  he  or  they  shall  stand  committed  until 
the  fine  and  costs  are  paid  or  replevied.    He  shall  have 
power  to  commit  any  one  fined  to  the  jail  of  Owen 
county  one  day  fox  each  two  dollars  of  the  fine  and 
costs  of  prosecution  ;  but  such  imprisonment  shall  not 
satisfy  the  judgment,  but  execution  may  issue  thereon 
against  the  estate  of  such  defendant  or  defendants 
until  the  fine  and  costs  are  paid  ;  but  such  defendant 
or  defendants  shall  not  be  again  imprisoned  for  the

same  line  and  costs.     He  shall  keep  good  order  in  his 
court,  and  shall  have  power  to  punish  all  contempts 
against  his  authority  by  fines  or  imprisonment  or 
both.     In  prosecution  for  violation  of  the  ordinances 
and  by  laws  of  said  town  said  police  jndge  shall  have 
sole  and  exclusive  jurisdiction.     He  shall  have  all 
the  powers  conferred  by  the  general  laws  upon  po- 
lice judges  of  this  Commonwealth.     He  shall  hold  a 
court  four  times  a  year  in  New  Liberty  for  the  trans- 
action of    civil  business   properly  cognizable  before 
him,  to  wit:    On  the  first  Mondays  in  March,  June, 
September,   and  December,   and    continue  until  the 
business  is  completed.     He  may  hold  court  at  any 
time  for  the  transaction  of  police  business.     His  fees 
in  the  transaction  of  police  and  other  business  shall 
be  the  same  as  justices  of  the  peace  for  like  services, 
and  may  be  collected  in  the  same  manner.    A  vacancy 
in  the  ofiice  of  police  judge  shall  be  filled  in  the  same 
manner  that  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  town  marshal 
is  filled  under  the  provisions  of  section  10  of  this 
charter.     He  shall  be  commissioned  bv  the  Governor, 
Hnd,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
shall  take  the  oath  of  office  before  some  one  author- 
ized by  law  to  administer  oaths. 

§  11.  That  said  elections  shall  be  held  by  such  per-  officcnof  dec- 
sons  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  appoint,  and  that 
each  officer  of  election  shall,  before  he  enters  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  take  an  oath  before  some  one 
authorized  to  administer  the  same  that  he  will  faith- 
fully and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office. 
It  shall  be  the  duties  of  the  officers  of  each  election, 
within  three  days  after  the  close  of  the  same,  to  care- 
fully compare  the  polls,  and  give  their  certificate  of 
election  to  the  successful  candidate  or  candidates. 

§  12.  That  the  trustees,  marshal,  police  judge,  as- 
sessor, treasurer  and  clerk  of  said  town  shall  each, 
before  he  enters  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
his  office,  take,  before  some  judge  or  justice  of  the 
peace  for  Owen  county,  the  oaths  required  by  the 
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Constitation  of  this  State,  and  in  addition  thereto, 
they  mast  swear  or  affirm  that  he  or  they  will  faith- 
fully and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  his  or 
their  office  according  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
abilities. 

§  13.  That  all  writs  issued  by  the  police  judge  shall 
run  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
and  prosecutions  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  charter, 
of  the  for  violation  of  the  by-laws,  shall  be  in  the 
name  of  Ihe  town  of  New  Liberty. 

§  14.  That  all  fines  arising  under  this  charter  for  a 
violation  of  any  of  the  ordinances  or  by-laws  of  said 
to  .vn  sliall  vest  in  the  town  of  New  Liberty. 

§  16.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  906. 
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AN"  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *<An  act  to  establish  a  hoard  of 
commissioners  for  Boyd  county,  and  to  define  their  duties  and  the 
duties  of  other  officers  whose  duties  are  connected  with  the  duties 
of  said  commissioners,"  approved  February  9,  1884. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  tJie  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Keifducky  : 

§  1.  That  ttie  act,  entitled  ^'An  act  to  establish  a 
board  of  commissioners  for  Boyd  county,  and  to  de- 
fine their  daties  and  the  duties  of  other  coanty  offi- 
cers whose  duties  are  connected  with  the  daties  of 
said  commissionex's,"  approved  February  9,  1884,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
Appropriate  sum  lows :  *'  Sectlou  17.

vinous  and  malt  liquors  in  the  county  of  Muhlenberg 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following  section : 
That  on  the  fourth  Saturday  in  June,  1888,  there  shall 
be  opened  a  poll  in  each  of  the  voting  precincts  in 
Muhlenberg  county  to  again  take  the  sense  of  the 
people  upon  the  question  whether  the  people  are  for 
or  against  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt 
liquors  in  Muhlenberg  county;  said  election  to  be 
held  in  the  same  manner  as  now  provided  in  the  act 
to  which  this  is  an  amendment.  If  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  at  the  election  in  June,  1888,  are  in  favor 
of  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt  liquors  in 
Muhlenberg  county,  then  a  certificate  of  that  effect 
shall  be  made  by  the  board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
compare  the  polls  of  said  election,  which  shall  be  en- 
tered of  record  by  the  judge  of  the  county  court  in 
his  record-book.;  and  in  that  event,  the  officers  of  the 
law,  as  now  provided  by  law,  may  issue  license  for  the 
sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt  liquors  in  Muhlen- 
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berg  county.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  said 
election  in  June,  1888,  are  against  the  sale  of  spirit- 
nous,  vinous  and  malt  liquors,  then  that  fact  shall  be 
properly  certified  to  the  county  clerk,  as  provided  in 
the  original  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment ;  and 
in  the  event,  the  original  act  to  which  this  is  an  amend- 
ment is  continued  in  full  force  and  effect.  And  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell,  in  any  quan- 
tity, vinous,  spirituous  or  malt  liquors  in  Muhlenberg 
county,  subject  to  the  penalties  denounced  in  the  orig- 
inal act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment.

AN  AOT  to  incorporate  the  Mt.  Olivet  Depodt  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  KerUucky : 

§  1.  There  is  hereby  established  a  bank  in  the  town 
of  Mt.  Olivet,  in  Robertson  county,  Kentucky,  with  a 
capital  stock  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid 
for  as  hereinafter  specified  ;  and  the  subscribers,  their 
associates,  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body-pol- 
itic and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Mt. 
Olivet  Deposit  Bank,  and  may  so  continue  for  thirty 
years  from  its  organization  ;  but  the  board  of  directors 
of  said  bank  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  wind 
up  its  affairs  whenever  the  owners  of  two-thirds  of 
the  stock  determine  that  the  interest  of  the  company 
require  its  discontinuance ;  and  to  effect  this  the  board 
shall  have  all  powers  necessary  to  wind  up  and  liqui- 
date the  affairs  of  said  bank  upon  equitable  principles. 

§  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of 
a  natural  person  in  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  in  suing  and  being  sued,  in  all  places  and  courts 
whatever  ;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
change  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  3.  The  said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  of 
not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  nine  directors,  each 
of  whom  shall  be  a  stockholder,  and  a  majority  of 
whom,  at  all  times,  shall  be  residents  of  Robert- 
son county;  and  after  the  first  election  they  shall 
be  chosen  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  January  of 
each  year,  or  if  not  on  that  day,  from  any  cause» 
then  as  soon  thereafter  as  convenient;  and  shall 
hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.  They  shall  appoint  one  of  their  num- 
ber president,  and  may,  if  they  think  best  and  neces- 
sary, at  any  time  appoint,  also  from  their  number,  a 
vice-president,  who  shall  hold  their  positions  at  the

§  1.  That  hereafter  sheriffs  and  master  and  sx)ecial 
commissioners,  making  sales  of  real  estate  under  exe- 
cution, or  by  virtue  of  judgments,  where  the  execution 
or  judgment  is  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($260) 
or  over,  shall  advertise  the  time  and  place  of  sale  in 
some  nev^spaper  published  in  the  county,  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  court  or  the  officer,  when  under  execu- 
tion, where  such  sale  is  to  be  made,  for  two  weeks,  by 
weekly  insertions,  prior  to  the  time  of  making  the 
sale. 
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§  2.  That  sheriffs  shall  also  advertise  the  time  and 
place  of  sale  of  lands  for  State  and  county  taxes  in 
some  newspaper  published  within  the  county,  for  two 
weeks,  by  weekly  insertions,  prior  to  the  time  of  mak- 
ing the  sale. 

§  3.  That  the  publisher  of  such  newspaper  shall  be 
allowed  eighty  (80)  cents  per  lineal  inch  of  the  usual 
type  of  such  newspaper,  for  the  first  insertion,  and 
forty  (40)  cents  per  lineal  inch  for  the  subsequent  in- 
sertion of  such  advertisements  as  are  provided  for  in 
first  section  of  this  act,  to  be  taxed  as  costs  in  the 
action  or  proceedings,  and  twenty-five  (25)  cents  for 
each  tract  of  land  or  town  lot  of  taxable  property  as 
required  by  section  second,  to  be  taxed  up  as  costs  of 
sale. 

§  4.  That  the  master  or  special  commissioner  or 
sheriff  making  such  sales  shall  be  required  to  post  one 
notice  of  each  sale  at  the  court-house  door  aside  from 
such  publication. 

§  5.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed. 

§  6.  This  act  to  apply  only  to  Owen  county,  and 
shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

§  3.  That  section  28  of  the  charter  of  said  city  of 
Owensboro  be  amended  by  striking  out  of  said  section 
the  words,  ''when the  defendant  resides  in  or  is  sum- 
moned in  the  city."

Osborn,  be  hereby  appointed  a  board  of  trustees  for 
the  town  of  Springville,  to  act  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified,  and  that  E.  L.  Dunaway 
be  appointed  town  marshal,  and  Reuben  Thomson 
police  judge,  to  serve  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  924. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Laketown  Fence  Company,  in  DavieBS  and 

Henderson  counties. 

Whereas,  The  section  of  land  in  west  end  of  Daviess,  preamble. 
and  the  east  end  of  Henderson  counties,  lying  in  the 
Ohio  river  bottoms,  State  of  Kentucky,  are  subject  to 
overflow,  and  timber  suitable  for  making  rails  is  well 
nigh  consumed,  and  to  procure  and  transport  the  ma- 
terial is  attended  with  a  heavy  expense  ;  and  whereas, 
every  overflow  of  the  Ohio  river  has  demonstrated 
that  all  fences  are  impracticable  ;  and  whereas,  it  is 
believed  to  be  to  the  interest  of  all  concerned  that  one 
common  fence  should  be  built  and  kept  up.  The 
economy  of  such  a  fence  would  inclose  some  three 
thousand  acres  of  land,  the  necessity  existing  in  the 
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fact  that,  when  the  floods  come  late  in  the  sprin^^  of 
the  year,  it  would  be  impossible  to  get  in  a  crop  if  the 
farms  were  to  be  first  separately  fenced.  It  is  fur- 
ther believed  the  proposed  common  fence  can  be  so 
located  as  to  be  made  permanent;  and  whereas,  the 
cost  of  said  common  fence  should  be  shared  alike  by 
those  interested ;  whereas,  said  fence  crosses  two 
county  roads,  and  gates  are  already  established,  no  in- 
convenience thereby  resulting  to  the  traveling  public 
from  location  of  said  road ;  and  whereas,  the  expense 
of  building  and  keeping  said  fence  in  repair,  and  any 
and  every  outlay  necessary  to  the  success  qt  the  project, 
should  be  borne  alike  by  all  parties  receiving  benefit 
therefrom ;  and  whereas,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have 
awch  rules  and  regulations,  with  power  to  enforce 
them,  as  will  regulate  the  time  of  putting  up  stock 
inside  of  said  inclosure,  and  to  prevent  the  turning 
loose  of  stock  before  all  parties  shall  be  in  condition 
not  to  be  injured  thereby,  and  to  regulate  many 
and  various  other  matters  connected  with  the  use  of 
the  common  fence  unnecessary  to  enumerate  ;  and 
whereas,  it  will  be  necessary  to  inflict  fines  and  penal- 
ties in  order  to  the  enforcement  of  such  rules  and' 
regulations  as  may  be  established  ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kefrducky: 

§  1.  That  W.  F.  Mason,  N.  M.  Newman,  Hiram 
incorporatora.  Camcrou,  James  Mattingly,  J.  T.  ©ossler,  S.  A.  Wil- 
liams, J.  A.  Jones,  C.  R.  Priest,  G.  W.  Williams,  J. 
T.  Higgins,  T.  T.  McAtee  by  J.  G.  Taylor,  agent ; 
Mrs.  S.  McCormick  by  N.  G.  Stanley;  Miss  Sallie 
Bradshaw  by  N.  G.  Stanley ;  N.  S.  Parks,  H.  Gris- 
som,  Dr.  G.  B.  Tyler,  I.  M.  Herr,  and  such  other  per- 
sons in  their  steads  as  may  succeed  to  the  ownership 
of  said  lands  lying  iuside  the  fence  proposed  to  be 
built,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Name.  Laketowu  Fence  Company ;  with  power  to  sue  and  be 
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sued ;  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  for  the 
specific  purpose  set  forth  in  preamble  and  to  wit :  To 
bnild  and  rebuild,  and  keep  in  repair  from  year  to 
year,  one  common  fence,  inclosing  their  land  as  herein- 
before mentioned.  The  proposed  common  fence  shall 
begin  on  the  Ohio  river,  at  the  south-east  comer  of 
the  Scuffletown  Pence  Company's  fence,  in  Henderson 
county,  Kentucky ;  thence  up  the  ridge  to  Grissom'  s 
landing,  in  Daviess  county;  and  in  the  event  it  becomes 
necessary,  in  the  construction  of  said  fence,  to  cut 
down  or  use  any  valuable  timber  on  the  lands  of  any 
person,  the  parties  interested  shall  agree  on  the  value 
of  the  same,  and  in  the  event  of  their  failure  to  agree, 
the  question  of  valuation  shall  be  referred  to  disin- 
terested persons,  mutually  chosen  by  the  parties ;  and 
in  the  event  they  disagree,  a  third  party  may  be 
chosen  by  them,  and  they  shall  make  an  award  in 
writing,  which  shall  be  the  basis  of  payment  of  the 
fence  company ;  subject,  however,  to  appeals  from  the 
award  of  arbitrators  to  any  tribunal  of  competent 
jurisdiction. 

§  2.  They  shall  elect  of  their  number  a  chairman,  a  Elect  officers. 
secretary  and  a  treasurer,  two-thirds  of  the  parties 
above-named  constituting  a  quorum  for  such  election 
or  for  the  transaction  of  any  business  whatever.  In 
the  event  of  the  division  and  sale  of  any  of  the  lands 
inclosed  by  the  common  fence,  increasing  the  number 
of  parties  in  this  corporation  by  virtue  of  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  it  shall  require  two-thirds  of  all  the 
parties  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  set 
forth  in  this  section. 

§  3.  They  may  have  power  to  pass  any  rules  and  Rules. 
regulations,  and  to  impose  fines  and  penalties  they 
may  deem  proper  to  insure  the  success  of  the  object 
of  this  act. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  make  comnicis. 
all  contracts  involving  the  expenditure  of  money ;  but 
no  such  contracts  shall  be  binding  on  the  company

until  submitted  for  their  approval  and  countersigned 
under  their  order  by  the  chairman,  a  record  of  the  yeas 
and  nays  being  kept  by  the  secretary ;  and  whenever 
it  becomes  necessary  to  meet  the  expenses  incurred  by 
any  contract  of  the  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  secretary  to  assess  a  specific  tax  upon  the  i>arties 
named  in  this  act,  or  hereafter  becoming  parties  by 
virtue  of  this  act,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
acres  of  land  owned  by  each  inside  of  said  common 
fence,  which  shall  be  determined  by  the  deeds  filed 
in  the  clerk's  office,  sufficient  in  the  agj^regate  to 
cover  said  expense,  and  to  deliver  a  copy  of  snch 
assessment  or  assessments,  over  his  official  seal  or 
signature,  to  the  treasurer. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  collect 
all  assessments  made  and  delivered  to  him  by  the  sec- 
retary from  the  parties  against  whom  such  assess- 
ments have  been  made,  and  he  is  hereby  granted  the 
power  to  collect  the  same  by  law ;  and  to  secure  the 
payment  of  any  such  assessment,  the  company  shall 
have  a  lien  upon  the  land  inclosed  by  the  common 
fence,  and  against  which  the  assessment  has  been 
made,  which  lien  may  be  enforced  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  in  the  above  counties  of 
Daviess  and  Henderson.  It  shall  further  be  the 
duty  of  the  treasurer  to  collect  all  tines  im|)osed 
under  the  power  granted  in  the  several  sections  of  this 
act,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  collect  same. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  contract  for  the 
May  buy  fence,  purchasc,  aud  purchase  any  fence  or  parts  of  fence 
that  may  be  already  built  upon  the  route  of  the  pro- 
posed common  fence,  and  to  employ  and  salary  a  man 
to  keep  said  fence  in  good  order  and  repair. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  break  or 
throw  down  the  common  fence,  and  any  person  so 
offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
company  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty -five 
dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  a  jury,  recoverable  before 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  said  counties, 
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and  shall  be  farther  liable  for  all  damages  that  may  Dimages. 
accrue  by  reason  of  his  throwing  down  the  common 
fence,  recoverable  in  like  manner ;  and  any  stock 
roaming  about  in  the  common  inclosure,  after  the  time 
prohibited  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company,  shall  be 
taken  up  by  order  of  said  company,  and  kept  at  the 
expense  of  the  owner  (and  such  charge  shall  be  a  lien 
on  said  stock)  until  the  owner  comes  and  takes  it 
away,  and  pays  charges  for  the  keeping :  Provided^ 
howetei\  That  a  written  or  printed  description  of  said 
stock  shall  be  posted  at  the  entrance  to  the  common 
inclosure,  and  in  two  other  conspicuous  places  within 
said  inclosure. 

§  8.  The  first  annual  election  to  take  place  at  Car-  Elections. 
linsburg  the  first  Monday  in  March,  1888,  and  each 
subsequent  election  the  first  Monday  of  February  of 
each  year,  at  which  time  there  shall  be  chosen  a  presi- 
dent, secretary  and  treasurer,  each  of  whom  shall 
hold  their  office  until  the  next  annual  election.  Any 
vacancy  occurring  in  the  office  of  president,  secretary 
or  treasurer,  shall  be  filled  at  any  fixed  meeting  of 
the  company  by  regular  election,  times  of  holding 
meetings  to  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company. 

§  9.  The  right  to  alter,  amend  or  repeal  this  act'is 
hereby  reserved  to  the  General  Assembly. 

§  10.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as 
taking  away  the  right  of  any  person  to  maintain  an 
action*  for  any  trespass  on  the  lands  inclosed  by  said 
fence. 

§  11.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  926. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  a  board  of  commissioners  and  treasurer  ke 

Knott  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  KeTdncky : 

§  1 .  That  there  is  hereby  established,  in  Knott  coun- 
ty, a  tribunal  to  be  styled  a  board  of  commissioners 
of  Knott  county,  which  shall  consist  of  three  memberg, 
to  be  elected  on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1889,  by 
the  qualified  votes  of  Knott  county,  in  the  same  way 
and  manner  that  the  county  officers  of  said  county  are 
now  elected. 

§  2.  That  Jonathan  Jones,  £ilas  Boggs,  and  W.  J. 
Hall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  to  serve  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified. 

§  3.  That  the  term  of  said  commissioners  elected 
shall  be  four  years,  and  until  their  successors  be 
elected  and  qualified. 

§  4.  That  the  said  board  of  commissioners  shall  meet 
on  the  first  Monday  in  October,  January  and  June  of 
each  year,  and  may  remain  in  session  not  exceeding 
six  days,  if  the  business  shall  require. 

§  6.  Said  commissioners  shall,  before  entering  upon 
the  discharge  of  their  duties,  take  an  oath  (besides  the 
constitutional  oath)  that  they  will  faithfully  and  im- 
partially discharge  all  the  duties  devolved  upon  them, 
and  execute  a  bond,  with  approved  security,  in  the 
sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  to  Knott  county,  that 
they  will,  in  all  things,  honestly  and  faithfully  dis- 
charge all  duties  required  of  them.  Any  person  may 
sue  on  said  bond  who  injured  by  a  breach  of  same  in 
any  court  having  jurisdiction. 

§  6.  The  county  judge  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member 
of  said  board,  and  chairman  of  the  same,  and  shall 
preside  and  keep  order,  and  sign  the  records  of  all 
their  proceeding,  and  shall  only  vote  when  a  tie  shall 
occur.     If  the  county  judge  shall  fail  to  be  present,  or 
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could  not  properly  preside  at  any  of  such  meeting  of 
same,  they  shall  select  one  of  their  nnmber  to  preside, 
^who  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  the  county  judge, 
and  in  like  manner  sign  the  proceedings  of  said  com- 
missioners. 

§  7.  The  county  court  clerk  shall  attend  the  meet-  ooumy  cicrk. 
ings  of  said  commissioners  and  record  the  detailed 
proceedings  of  same  in  suitable  books  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

§  8.  AH  meetings  shall  be  held  in  the  court- house.     Meetings. 

§9.  The  county  judge  shall  have  power  to  call  the  caii  meeting.. 
said  commissioners  together  at  any  time  that  the  busi- 
ness may  require,  and  when  so  called  may  remain  in 
session  three  days. 

§  10.  Two  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  Quomm. 
together  with  the  county  judge. 

§  11.  That  the  per  diem  shall  be  three  dollars,  neces- 
sary engaged  in  the  transaction  of  business,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  county  levy. 

§  12.  That  the  said  board  of  commissioners  shall  Powers 
have  all  the  powers,  and  be  required  to  perform  all 
the  duties,  that  the  now  existiug  laws  is  vested  in 
the  court  of  levy  and  claims,  consisting  of  the  county 
judge  and  the  justices  of  the  peace,  sitting  as  a  court 
of  claims  for  said  county,  and  hereafter  the  said  board 
of  commissioners  shall  perform  of  said  duties  that  is 
now  required  to  be  performed  by  the  court  of  claims 
heretofore  in  said  county. 

§  13.  That  appeals  may  be  had  on  all  claims  pre-  Appeals. 
sented  to  said  board  of  commissioners  that  was  allowed 
from  the  court  of  claims  heretofore,  in  the  same  way 
and  manner  as  provided  by  law. 

§14.  That  said  commissioners  shall,  at  its  meeting  Elect  treasurer. 
January,  1889,  elect  a  treasurer  of  said  county,  and 
every  four  years  thereafter,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
receive  all  money  ordered  into  his  hands  belonging  to 
said  county,  and  safely  keep  it  until  ordered  to  pay 
the  same  out  by  said  board  ;  but  before  he  shall  enter 
upon  the  discharge  of  such  duty,  he  shall  be  required 
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to  give  a  bond  in  the  sum  sufficient  to  cover  all  money 
that  is  likely  to  come  into  his  hands,  with  good  se- 
curity; the  bondsman  must  be  worth  said  sum  in  real 
estate  in  this  State,  over  and  above  all  debts  and  liabil- 
ities, covenanting  that  he  will  perform  all  the  dnti^ 
required  of  him,  and  that  he  will  safely  keep,  and, 
when  ordered,  properly  disburse,  all  moneys  coming  to 
his  hands  as  such  treasurer ;  any  person  may  sue  on 
same  who  shall  be  aggrieved  by  the  wrongful  act  or 
omission  of  same. 

§  15.  That  all  acts  authorizing  the  county  judge  and 
justices  of  the  peace  to  sit  as  a  board  of  levy  and 
claims  in  Knott  county,  is  hereby  repealed. 

§  16.  That  if,  from  any  cause,  the  commissioners 
appointed  by  this  act  refuse  or  fail  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  said  act,  the  present  board  of  levy 
and  claims,  composed  of  the  county  judge  and  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  of  Knott  county,  shall  continue 
in  office  until  a  board  of  commissionei's  are  elected 
at  the  August  election  in  1889,  and  qualified  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  act. 

§  17.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

tees  of  said  town  shall  procare  a  lot  of  land,  by  lease 
or  purchase,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town, 
in  which  all  snch  stock  shall  be  impounded  as  herein- 
after provided. 

§  3.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  board  of  trus-  Trustees  appro-

loose  unprotected  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town,  or  between  Water  street  and  low  water-mark  in 
front  of  said  town  ;  and  for  taking  up  and  impounding 
the  same,  the  owner  thereof  shall  pay  to  him  seventy- 
five  cents  for  each  horse,  and  fifty  cents  for  each  head 
of  cattle,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  hog,  and 
when  said  stock  is  so  impounded,  the  owner  thereof 
shall  be  immediately  notified  of  the  same  by  said  mar- 
shal, if  the  owner  thereof  is  a  resident  of  said  town ; 
but  if  he  or  she  is  not  a  resident  of  said  town,  the 
marshal  shall  give  notice  to  such  owner  by  written 
notice  through  the  post-office. 

§  6.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  such  stock  is  not  stock  confined 
immediately  taken  out  of  said  pound,  the  marshal" 
shall  feed  and  water  the  same,  for  which  the  owner 
thereof  shall  pay  him  forty  cents  per  day  for  each 
horse  or  head  of  cattle,  and  twenty  cents  for  each  hog. 

§  6.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  said  stock  shall  besaieorstock 

impounded. 

sold  by  said  marshal  if  the  fees  and  expenses  are  not 
paid  within  thirteen  days  after  such  impounding ;  and 
for  the  purpose  of  making  such  sale  said  marshal  shall 
advertise  the  time  and  place  of  making  the  same 
within  three  days  after  such  stock  is  impounded. 
Such  notices  shall  be  in  writing,  and  posted  at  three  or 
more  public  places  in  said  town  ten  days  before  the 
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date  of  sach  sale  ;  and  said  marshal  shall  have  out  of 
the  procdeds  of  such  sale  the  same  commissioD  that 
is  allowed  by  law  to  constables  for  selling  similar  prop- 
erty under  execation.  .  Bat  if  said  stock,  when  so 
sold,  brings  more  than  is  necessary  to  pay  said  costs. 
expenses  and  commission,  such  overplus  shall  be  paid 
by  said  marshal  to  the  owner  of  said  stock. 

§  7.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  said  town  marshal, 
and  the  sureties  on  his  official  bond,  shall  be  held  and 
bound  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  all  his  duties  ander 
this  act,  and  for  all  damages  that  others  may  sustain 
by  reason  of  any  failure  on  his  part  to  discharge  such 
duties. 

§  8.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  this  act  shall  go 
into  full  force  and  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

CHAPTER  927. 

AN  ACT  to  repeal  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  amend  chapter  575;  an 
act,  entitled  *An  act  to  provide  for  appointing  and  electing  coantj 
commissioners  and  defining  their  duties/  "  approved  May  6,  1880. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  1  of  the  act  mentioned  in  the  title 
hereof  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county 
commis  loners  of  Kenton  county  to  keep  in  repair  the 
bridges  and  approaches  thereto,  and  the  culverts  on 
the  county  roads  in  said  county,  outside  of  the  city 
of  Covington,  and  other  incorporated  towns  and  cities 
in  said  county,  which  are  not  subject  to  county  levy ; 
and  said  commissioners  are  authorized  to  make  and 
build  new  bridges,  and  approaches  thereto,  and  cul- 
verts on  the  county  roads  in  said  county,  outside  of 
such  cities  and  towns,  whenever  the  same  may  be  by 
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them  deemed  necessary.    All  such  work  shall  be  done 
at  the  cost  and  expense  of  said  county. 

§  2.  This  «ot  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  928. 

AN  ACT  to  repeal  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Henderson  and  the  acts 
amendatory  thereto,  and  to  reincorporate  the  said  city  of  Hender- 
son. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

Article  I. 

That  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Henderson,  Ken- 
tucky, and  the  acts  amendatory  thereto,  are  hereby 
repealed,  and  said  city  of  Henderson  is  hereby  rein- 
corporated. 

§  1.  That  the  boundaries  of  the  city  of  Henderson  Boundary. 
shall  be  as  follows :  Beginning  at  a  stone  on  the  west 
side  of  the  Madisonville  road ;  thence  north  48°,  35' 
east,  five  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-one  feet  to 
a  stone  near  the  White  brid£:e  on  the  Henderson 
and  Zion  Gravel  Road ;  thence  in  a  straight  line 
north  11®  36'  west  to  the  dividing?  line  of  the  ten- 
acre  lots  Nos.  4  and  5 ;  thence  with  the  dividing 
line  of  said  lots  north  71°,  west  to  low-water  mark 
on  the  Ohio,  river  on  the  Indiana  shore ;  thence  down 
the  river  with  the  meanders  thereof  at  low- water 
margin,  to  a  point  opposite  the  south  line  of  Han- 
cock street;  thence  across  said  river  south  59®,  east 
along  the  south  line  of  said  Hancock  street  in  a 
straight  line  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  The  territory  embraced  within  this  boundary  corporate. 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  city,  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof  are  created  a  body-corporate  and  politic  for- 
ever, with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of  the 
'*City  of  Henderson;"   and  by  that  name  retain- 
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ing  and  possessing  the  power  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with;  to  have  and  to  use  a  common  seal,  and  the 
same  to  alter,  change  and  renew  at  pleasure;  and 
to  hold,  enjoy,  lease  or  sell,  and  dispose  of  any 
property  now  vested  in  the  city  of  Henderson,  or 
in  any  person  or  corporation  for  the  use  of  said  city, 
or  which  may  be  hereafter  required  to  the  intent 
and  purposes  for  which  the  same  was,  is,  or  may 
be  taken  or  granted,  notwithstanding  its  locality ;

known  as  First  street,  running  from  the  river  and  con- 
tinued in  the  same  direction  until  it  intersects  the 
back  boundary  of  said  city,  shall  divide  the  upper 
from  the  lower  wards.  That  portion  of  the  city  north 
of  First  street  and  west  of  Green  street  shall  comprise 
the  first  ward ;  that  portion  south  of  First  street  and 
west  of  Green  street  shall  comprise  the  second  ward ; 
that  portion  south  of  First  street  and  east  of  Green 
street  shall  comprise  the  third  ward;  that  portion 
north  of  First  street  and  east  of  Green  street  shall 
comprise  the  fourth  ward. 

Article  II. 
Distribviion  of  Powers  of  Oovernrrient. 

The  corporate  powers  of   the  city  of  Henderson 

Distribution  of  shall  be  divided  into  three  distinct  separate  depart- 

^"^^  ments,  viz :  Legislative,  executive  and  judicial ;  and 

no  person  or  officer  in  one  of  these  departments  shall

city  of  Henderson.

of  twenty-five  years,  and  who  has  not  resided  in  the 
connty  of  Henderson  two  years  next  preceding  his 
election,  and  the  last  six  months  thereof  in  the  said 
city,  and  who  is  not  a  bona  fide  resident  of  the  said 
ward  for  which  he  may  be  chosen,  or  who  holds  or 
discharges  any  office  or  agency  under  the  city  of  Hen- 
derson, the  county  of  Henderson,  or  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky, the  United  States  of  America,  or  any  depart- 
ment thereof,  or  under  any  of  the  States  thereof,  or 
any  foreign  government  whatever ;  or  who,  at  the  time 
of  his  election,  is  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
any  contract  with  the  city  of  Henderson,  or  who  holds 
any  office  of  trust  or  salary  in  any  corporation  which 
holds  any  contract  with  said  city,  the  terms,  rates  or 
prices  whereof  are  subject  to  modification  or  enforce- 
ment by  the  said  common  council ;  and  no  collector  or 
keeper  of  the  city  funds  or  money  shall  be  eligible 
until  he  shall  have  settled  with  said  city  and  obtained 
a  quietus:  Provided^  fvoweve)\  A  person  shall  not  be 
ineligible  as  a  common  councilman  who  is  a  notary 
public,  postmaster.  United  States  commissioner,  com- 
missioner  of  deeds,  examiner  for  Henderson  county, 
deputy  collector  of  the  United  States  internal  revenue, 
master  commissioner  of  the  Henderson  circuit  court, 
or  a  court  of  similar  jurisdiction.

shall  be  published  at  least  once  in  some  newspaper 
printed  and  published  in  the  city  of  Henderson  :  Pro- 
vided,  hoioever^  That  all  ordinances,   compiled  and  Pubush  ordi- 
printed  in  pamphlet  form,  during  the  year  1888,  as  "*"''*'* 
directed  in  section  9  of  this  article,  shall  be  deemed 
sufficiently  published,  and  shall  be  valid  without  any 
other  previous  publication. 

§  8.  During  the  year  1888,  and  after  the  passage  of  nigcsitobe 
this  act,  this  charter,  and  all  school  and  funding  bond 
acts  in  force,  and  all  general  ordinances  of  the  city, 
shall  be  digested,  compiled  and  printed  in  pamphlet 
form,  with  proper  marginal  references  and  a  general 
index  ;  and  then  at  any  time,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
common  council,  all  general  laws  and  ordinances  of 
the  city  shall  be  thus  digested  and  published.

Two-ihirds  vote,  scsslug  a  tax  against  the  property  of  any  person,  nor 
for  the  paying  out  of  money  of  the  city,  nor  of  a 
penal  nature,  shall  have  force  as  a  law  unless  the  same 
be  voted  for  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  councilmen  then 
elected,  and  unless  the  yeas  and  nays  thereon  be 
called  and  recorded  in  the  journal  of  proceedings. 
All  other  ordinances,  laws  or  resolutions  shall  be 
valid  if  voted  for  by  a  majority  of  the  members  pres- 
ent. 

§  14.  Upon  all  questions  voted  upon  by  the  common 
council,  any  member  shall  have  the  right  to  call  for 
the  yeas  and  nays,  and  have  the  same  recorded  by  the 
clerk. 

§  15.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Henderson 
shall  have  power,  in  addition  to  other  powers  herein 
granted,  to  impose  a  license  tax  upon  any  or  all  of

Article  IV. 

Executive  DepartmerU. 

§  1.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  the  city  of 
Henderson  shall  be  vested  in  a  chief  magistrate,  who 
shall  be  styled  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Henderson, 
who  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
city  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  2.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of 
mayor  who  is  ineligible  for  the  office  of  councilman. 

§  3.  The  mayor  shall  receive  as  comx)ensation  for 
his  services  an  annual  salary  of  not  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars  and  not  less  than  five  hundred  dol- 
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lars  per  annam,  payable  monthly;  and,  in  addition 
t;liereto,  he  shall  be  entitled,  for  ex  officio  and  other 
services,  to  such  compensation  as  the  common  coun- 
-oil  may  see  proper  to  allow  him  ;  the  amount  of  salary 
and  other  compensation  to  be  fixed  by  the  common 
council:  Provided^  however ^  The  annual  salary  shall 
be  fixed  for  his  term  of  office  at  some  meeting  of  the 
council  before  the  mayor  elect  enters  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties. 

§4.  The  mayor  shall  be  head  of  the  police  of  the  The  mavor,  ws

or  to  quell  riots,  he  may  summon  into  service  any 
of  the  citizens,  either  civil  or  military;  and  in  such 
-cases  he  must  be  present  and  command  in  person ;

suitable  fines  and  penalties  for  disobedience  of  the 
mayor's  orders  or  summons. 

§  5.  The  mayor  of  the  city  of  Henderson  shall  have  Policemen 
power,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  to  appoint  addi- 
tional policemen  for  said  city  whenever,  in  his  judg- 
ment, the  interest  of  said  city  may  demand  it.  The 
policemen  so  appointed  shall  receive  the  same  pay  for 
their  services  as  the  regular  policemen,  for  the  length 
of  time  they  may  serve:  Protided,  That  the  mayor 
of  said  city  shall  make  such  appointments  for  no 
greater  length  of  time  than  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  common  council. 

S  6.  The  mayor  shall  have  power,  and  he  is  author- May  suspend 
ized,  to  suspend  at  any  time  any  policeman,  for  any''''* 
•cause  which,  in  his  judgment,  may  seem  sufficient.

eration such  measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 

§  11.  He  shall  perform  and  discharge  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  charter. 

§  13.  He  may  call  special  sessions  of  the  common

§  15.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  mayor  from  the 
Mayor  pro  tern,  clty,  or  of  hls  death,  resignation,  removal  from  office, 
or  inability  or  refusal  to  act,  the  members  of  the 
board  of  the  common  council  shall  elect  one  of  their 
number  as  mayor  pro  tempore,  who  shall  exercise 
the  powers  and  discharge  the  duties  of  mayor  until 
the  disability  be  removed,  or  a  new  mayor  shall  be 
elected. 
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Article  V. 
Judicial  DepartTnent. 

§  1.  The  jadicial  power  of  the  corporation  shall  be  judicial  depart. 
-vested  in  and  exercised  by  a  court,  to  be  styled  the  ^^^ 
Henderson  City  Court,  which  shall  be  held  by  a  single 
judge,  to  be  styled  the  Judge  of  the  Henderson  City 
Court,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  city  at  the  time  of  the  general  election  for  mayor, 
that  is,  on  the  second  Monday  in  August  in  the  year 
1891,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  and  enter  upon 
the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  an  officer  on  the  first 
Monday  of  September  following,  and  hold  his  office 
lor  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  first  Monday  in 
September  as  aforesaid,  and  until  his  successor  is 
duly  elected  and  qualified.

courts  have,  and  the  like  power  to  take  the  same  as 
forfeited,  and  pronounce  judgment  thereon,  and  to 
enforce  full  compliance  with  the  same ;  and  shall  have 
the  power  of  a  judge  of  a  county  court  as  an  examin- 
ing court.

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city  court,  and  may  be  directed  to  the  marshal  or  a 

policeman  of  the  city ;  but  the  judge  of  said  court 

may,  for  special  cause,  direct  the  process  of  said  court 

to  any  sheriff,  constable,  coroner  or  jailer ;  and  the 

person  executing  the  process  of  said  court  shall  be 

entitled  to  the  like  fees  for  the  like  services,  and  to 

the  like  remedy  for  the  collection  thereof,   as  the 

sheriff  of  Henderson  county,  and  shall  be  subject  to 

the  like  fines  and  penalties  for  the  like  offenses  and 

failures,  recoverable  in  the  same  manner:  Provided^ 

however^   That  when  an  arrest   is  made  or  process 

served  by  a  policeman,  the  same  fees  for  making  said 

arrest  or  for  serving  said  process  shall  be  charged  (as 

if  the  marshal  had  made  said  arrest  or  served  said 

process),  and  taxed  against  the  defendant  as  cost,  and 

paid  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  persons  to 

whom  the  fine  is  paid ;  and  the  marshal  shall  not  be 

entitled  to  any  of  the  aforesaid  fees,  except  when  he 

makes  the  arrest  or  serves  the  process  in  person. 

§  10.  The  fines  and  forfeitures  recovered  in  the  city  Fines  and  for-- 
court  in  the  name  of,  or  in  the  name  of  the'^city  of  *  "'^* 
Henderson,  are  hereby  granted  to  the  city  of  Hender- 
son. And  all  fines  imposed  or  forfeitures  incurred 
for  a  violation  of  ordinances  or  penal  laws  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  said  city,  in  whatever  court  re- 
covered, are,  beyond  the  costs  and  fees,  hereby 
granted  to  said  city. 

§  11.  All  fines  and  forfeitures  recovered  in  the  city  Fines,  how  coi- 
court  are  to  be  collected  by  the  city  marshal  or  other  ^  *  * 
officers  to  whom  execution  or  capias  pro  fine  is  di- 
rected, and  to  be  paid  by  him  to  the  city  treasurer ; 
but  before  the  issual  of  the  execution  or  other  final 
process,  the  defendant  may  pay  the  fine  or  forfeiture 
to  the  clerk  of  the  city  court,  who  shall  pay  the  same 
to  the  city  treasurer. 

§12.  The  defendant  shall  have  the  right,  at  any  Replevy, 
time,  to  replevy,  for  three  months,  any  judgment,  fine 
or  forfeiture  of  the  city  court,  or  right  of  execution, 
or  other  final  process  thereon,  by  giving  *bond,  with.

§  14.  Any  person  convicted  in  the  Henderson  city

costs,  may  be  confined  m  the  station-house  for  such 
length  of  time  as  shall  not  exceed  one  day  for  each 
one  dollar  of  his  tine  and  costs ;  and  during  such 
confinement  may,  by  order  of  the  said  city  court,  be 
placed  at  labor  upon  any  of   the    public  ways    or 
squares  of  said  city,  or  may  be  required  to  do  any 
other  work  prescribed  by  ordinance  for  not  exceed- 
ing eight  hours  for  any  one  day;  and  while  so  at 
labor  he  shall  be  under  the  control  of  such  person 
as  the  common  council  may  designate,  and  may  be 
securely  fastened  to  a  chain  and  ball  not  exceeding

Executive  and  Ministerial  Officers. 

%  1.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  city,  at  the  time  and  places  provided  for  the  re^* 
ular  election  of  mayor,  one  city  prosecuting  attorney, 
one  marshal,  one  city  tax  collector,  and  one  city  treas- 
urer. 

§  2.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  mar- 
shal or  treasurer  who  is  not,  at  the  time  of  his  election, 
a  qualified  voter  and  a  bona  fide  resident  of  the  city 
for  at  least  three  months  next  preceding  his  electioiu 
nor  until  he  shall  have  had  settlement  with  the  city 
and  obtained  proper  receipt  or  quietus ;  and  any  of 
these  officers  who  shall,  after  his  election,  move  from 
said  city,  or  do  any  act  which  would  have  rendered 
him  ineligible  to  such  office,  shall  thereby  vacate  his 
office ;  and  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
prosecuting  attorney  unless  he  shall  have  been  a  li- 
censed attorney  for  at  least  two  years,  and  unless,  at 
the  time  of  his  election,  he  is  a  voter  and  a  bona  fide 
resident  of  said  city  for  three  months  next  before  his 
election. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  prosecuting  at- 
torney to  prosecute,  before  the  city  court,  all  cases 
for  violation  of  the  laws  or  ordinances  of  a  criminal 
or  penal  nature,  of  which  said  court  has  jurisdiction, 
and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  ordinance.

belonging  to  any  office ;  to  prepare  papers  and  copies 
from  his  office,  and  take  records  thereof  for  publica- 
tion ;  and  shall,  by  virtne  of  his  office,  be  clerk  of  the 
Henderson  city  court,  attend  its  sessions,  keep  the 
records  and  papers  thereof,  and  enter  the  orders, 
records  and  proceedings  of  said  court,  and  issue 
writs,  summons,  executions,  orders  of  arrest,  and 
all  other  process  of  said  court,  and  to  perform  sach 
other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance.

§  6.  The  council  cleik,  before  he  enters  on  the  duties  Bond.

formance of  his  official  duties,  and  said  bond  may 
contain  any  other  stipulation  the  council  may  require.

§  11.  The  council  clerk  shall  receive  for  his  services 
at  the  rate  of  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
per  annum,  payable  monthly,  out  of  the  city  treasury, 
in  addition  to  fees  for  his  services  in  the  city  court, 
which  fees  shall  be  the  same  as  circuit  court  clerks ;

Duties  of.  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  shall  report  at  its  fair 
cash  value  all  property  as  of  the  said  tenth  day  of 
January.  He  shall  also  report  all  persons  who  shall 
fail  or  refuse  to  give  in  a  list  of  their  taxable  estate 
after  being  duly  called  on  for  that  purpose,  or  who 
have  given  in  a  false  or  fraudulent  list — these  reports 
to  be  made  to  the  regular  meeting  of  the  common 
council  in  the  month  of  April  in  each  year— and  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by 
ordinance.  The  council  shall  fix  his  compensation. 
Said  assessor  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and 
until  his  successor  is  qualified:  Provided^  however s 
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He  may  be  removed  from  office  at  any  regular  meet- 
injs;,  a  majority  of  the  council  concnrring. 

§  30.  Said  assessor  shall,  after  making  a  written  list  Assessor  to  \m 

property,  how. 

of  each  person's  property,  require  said  person  to  sign 
and  swear  that  the  said  list  is  a  correct  statement  of 
all  the  property  he  owns,  subject  to  taxation  in  the 
city  of  Henderson.    The  said  assessor  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  administer  such  oath,  and  any  person  fail- 
ing or  refusing  to  sign  or  swear  to  said  list  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  nor 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars.    Any  person  failing 
or  refusing  to  list  his  property  when  called  upon  by 
the  assessor,  or  any  person  giving  in  a  false  or  fraud- 
ulent list  of  his  property,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars 
nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  nor  shall  any 
prosecution  for  any  of  the  aforesaid  offenses  exempt 
a  i)erson  from  a  felonious  prosecution  for  swearing  to 
a  false  list. 

§  31.  The  city  assessor  may,  by  consent  of  the  com- Assistants, 
mon  council,  appoint  as  many  assistants  as  he  may 
think  necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  the  office,  and  may  revoke  the  appointment  at 
pleasure.    The  assessor  and  his  sureties  on  his  official 
bond  shall  be  liable  for  the  acts  or  omissions  of  such 
assistants.    Before  entering  on  the  duties  of  his  office, 
he  shall  execute  obligation  to  the  city  of  Henderson, 
with  good  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  common 
council,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  official  duties,  upon  which  bond  suit  may  be  insti- 
tuted in  the  Henderson  circuit  court  against  him  and 
his  sureties  by  any  i)erson  aggrieved,  and  recovery 
had  from  time  to  time  to  the  extent  of  the  injury  sus- 
tained. 

§  32.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  make  Power  to  negu- 
all  needful  ordinances  regulating  the  assessment  and  nsld 
collection  of  taxes,  and  prescribing  the  duties  of  the 
assessor  and  collector  of  taxes,  the  advertisement  of 
time  and  place  for  payment  of  taxes,  the  sale  and 
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redemption  of  property,  and  the  conveyance  of  same 
when  sold ;  to  enforce  payment  of  taxes  as  far  as  au- 
thorized by  this  charter,  and  may  provide,  by  ordi- 
nance, for  the  correction  of  assessments,  so  as  to 
include  all  property  liable  to  taxation  omitted  from 
any  previous  assessment  upon  a  corrected  bill  or  list, 
charging  for  the  years  omitted  according  to  the  value 
and  rate  of  taxation  in  those  years,  and  may  provide, 
by  ordinance,  for  any  deductions  on  amount  of  said 
taxes  for  prompt  payment  thereof.  Said  council  is 
hereby  authorized  to  so  modify  the  provisions  herein, 
and  to  so  regulate  the  assessments  of  property,  by 
ordinance,  that  the  assessor's  book  will  show  upon 
what  square  or  block  the  real  estate  in  said  city  is 
located.  Said  council  may  also  provide  for  or  require 
a  diagram  or  a  map  of  each  square  in  said  city,  show- 
ing the  location  and  the  owner  of  each  lot  thereon. 
Said  common  council  is  further  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  make  any  regulation,  by  ordinance,  for  the 
assessment  of  property  or  the  collection  of  taxes,  not 
in  conflict  with  this  charter  or  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky. 

§  33.  If  the  assessor  fails  to  execute  this  obligation 
for  ten  days  after  his  election  or  appointment,  the 
common  council  shall,  by  order,  declare  the  office  va- 
cated, the  vacancy  to  be  filled  as  in  other  appointed 
offices.  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office 
of  assessor  or  collector  of  taxes  unless  he  be  a  male 
citizen  of  the  city  of  Henderson,  at  least  twenty-five 
years  of  age,  and  who  is  not  a  bona  fide  resident  of 
said  city,  and  unless  he  has  resided  in  said  city  at  least 
two  years  next  prior  to  his  election  or  appointment. 

§  34.  All  officers  of  the  city  of  Henderson,  before 
they  enter  upon  the  execution  of  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  oath  re- 
quired by  the  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth, 
take  in  substance  the  following  oath  or  affirmation : 
''I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faith- 
fully perform   the  duties  of  the  office  of ,  of 

the  city  of  Henderson,  according  to  law.'' 
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§  35.  The  oath  of  office  may  be  administered  by  any 
person  authorized  by  this  charter  or  by  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  Kentucky  to  administer  an  oath  ;  and 
a.  certificate  thereof  shall  be  noted  on  the  journal  and 
filed  with  the  records  of  the  city. 

§  36.  Any  officer  of  the  city  of  Henderson,  whether 
appointed  by  the  council  or  elected  by  the  people, 
who  shall  continuously  fail  or  refuse  in  person  to  at- 
tend to  the  duties  of  his  office,  or  shall  farm  out  the 
same,  shall  forfeit  his  compensation  to  the  city  of 
Henderson,  and  shall  be  subject  to  a  removal  from 
office  by  the  common  council  at  any  regular  meeting, 
such  person  first  having  ten  days'  notice.

§  1.  The  common  council  may  provide  one  or  more  voting  places, 
voting  places  in  each  ward  where  it  may  be  deemed 
necessary,  and  prescribe  the  limits  for  each  of  such 
voting  places  within  which  persons  entitled  to  vote  at 
such  place  shall  be  residents ;  but  no  election  polls 
shall  be  held  in  any  coffee-house  or  other  establish- 
ment in  which  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors 
of  any  kind  are  kept  or  sold.

the  judges  for  each  voting  place  shall  be  selected  in 
equai  numbers  from  the  two  principal  political  par- 
ties. Officers  of  city  elections  shall  perform  similar 
services,  and  be  entitled  to  like  pay  as  officers  of  State 
elections,  and  be  governed  in  all  matters  not  incon- 
sistent with  this  charter,  and  liable  to  the  penalties 
imposed  by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth.  Should 
such  officers,  or  any  of  them,  fail  to  attend  the  place 
where  the  election  is  being  held  for  one-half  hour 
after  the  time  for  opening  the  polls,  or  if  the  coun- 
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cil  fail  or  refase  to  make  snch  appointment,  the 
mayor  shall  appoint  other  competent  persons  fo  act 
as  such  officers,  and  report  snch  appointment  to  the 
council  at  its  next  regnlar  meeting,  and  such  persons 
shall  be  sworn  as  herein  required.

§  5.  Every  male  citizen  over  twenty- one    years  of

the  State  two  years  next  preceding  the  election,  and 
who  is  a  bona  fide  resident  of  the  ward  in  which  he 
offers  to  vote,  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  for  any  city 
officer,  elective  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city 
under  this  charter ;  but  such  voter  shall  have  been  for 
sixty  days  next  preceding  the  election  a  resident  of 
the  city, ''and  shall  have  paid  his  head  tax  for  the  pre- 
ceding year,  and  shall  have  registered  as  required  in 
this  charter. 
§  6.  Any  laws  in  force  in  this  Commonwealth  pun- 

iiiegai  voting     isMug  Illegal  voting  at  the  State  election  shall  apply 

to  illegal  voting  in  the  city  of  Henderson  for  any  city 

officers,  subject,  however,  to  all  the  provisions  of  this 

charter  touching  the  qualifications  of  the  voter. 

§  7.  All  vacancies  in  elective  offices  shall  be  filled 

Vacancies,  how  by  elcctiou  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city,  or  of 
the  ward  in  which  such  vacancy  may  occur,  under 
writ  of  election  to  be  issued  by  the  mayor,  except  va- 
cancies occurring  within  three  months  next  preceding 
any  regular  election,  which  last  vacancies  shall  be 
filled  until  the  next  general  election  by  the  common 
council,  by  the  appointment  and  qualification  of  a 
person  eligible  to  snch  office  according  to  this  charter. 
The  common  council  may  fill,  by  appointment,  all  va-

«lect  such  officer  from  the  persons  in  said  ward  eligi- 
ble according  to  this  charter ;  and  the  officers  so 
elected  shall  perform  their  duties  and  hold  their  offices 
for  such  terms,  and  be  entitled  to  compensation,  as 
though  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  such  ward. 

§  9.  When  in  elections  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  ne,  how  dcter- 
city,  or  of  any  ward,  two  candidates  are*  equal  and"'"* ' 
highest  in  votes  for  the  same  office,  the  election  shall 
be  determined  between  them  by  lot,  in  such  manner 
as  the  council  may  direct,  and  in  the  presence  of  not 
less  than  three  other  persons. 

§  10.  The  common  council  shall  judge  of  the  qualifi-  Returns. 
cations,  elections  and  returns  of  its  members,   and 
cases  of  contested  elections  for  any  city  officer  shall 
be  heard  and  determined  by  the  common  council, 
under  such  rules  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

§11.  The  council   clerk   shall,    immediately  after  cicrk  to  cemfy 
their  election,  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  State  the°  *^"  ***''' 
names  of  the  persons  elected  for  mayor  of  the  city, 
and  for  judge  of  the  city  court ;  and  the  Governor  of 
this  Commonwealth  shall  issue  commissions  to  said 
officers. 

§  12.  The  poll-books  of  all  elections  in  the  city  shall  Pou  books.

who  shall  keep  them  on  file  as  part  of  the  records  of 
his  office,  and  issue  certificates  to  the  officers  elected.

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  com- 
mon council  to  prepare  the  proper  forms,  and  cause  to 
be  printed  two  registration  books  for  each  ward  in  the 
city  of  Henderson,  one  to  be  kept  in  his  office  to  be 
used  as  provided  in  section  9  of  this  act,  and  the 
other  furnished  to  the  clerks  of  registration  and  elec- 
tion before  each  registration  or  election  day,  as  here- 
inafter provided.

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§  5.  The  officers  of  registration  shall  attend  at  the 
voting  places  of  their  respective  wards  for  two  days 
in   immediate  succession,  beginning  on  the  second 
Monday  in  July  of  each  year,  from  the  hours  of  six 
in  the  morning  until  eight  in  the  evening,  and  shall  re- 
cord in  the  registration  book,  which  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  clerk  of  the  council  to  each  registration  clerk,  a 
list  of  such  qualified  voters  of  the  ward  as  may  apply 
for  registration.     Said  list  of  voters  shall  be  in  alpha- 
betical order,  and  shall  show  the  name  of  the  person 
registered,  the  name  of  the  street  or  alley,  describing 
briefly  the  house  in  which  he  lives,  giving  the  street 
and  between  what  two  streets  it  is  located.    No  per- 
son shall  be  registered  who  does  not  personally  appear 
before  the  registration  officers ;  and  if  he  be  not  per- 
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Bonally  known  to  one  of  the  oflSicers,  or  if  any  by- 
stander shall  demand  it,  he  shall  be  sworn  by  one  of 
tlie  officers,  and  interrogated  by  him,  or  by  such  by- 
stander, touching  his  qnalifications  as  provided  in  this 
act.     Any  person  absent  from  the  city  on  the  second 
Monday  in  July,  or  the  day  thereafter,  or  should  sick- 
ness of  himself  or  family  prevent  his  registering,  he 
may,  at  any  time  on  or  before  the  day  the  election  is 
bein^  held,  apply  to  the  clerk  of  the  common  council, 
who  shall  have  the  same  power  to  register  his  name  as 
the  clerk  of  registration,  and  he  shall  produce  such 
clerk's  certificate  at  the  polls  and  be  entitled  to  vote.

Any  person  registered  may 
vote  at  all  elections  until  the  next  registration,  unless 
he  becomes  disqualified  after  registering.     And  pro- 
vided, that  should  any  person  become  entitled  to  a 
vote  according  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  at  any  called  or  special  election  after  the 
second  Monday  in  August  and  before  the  second  Mon- 
day in  July,  such  person  may  apply  to  the  clerk  of 
the  common  council,  and  be  registered  on  the  book 
kept  by  such  clerk,  which  shall  entitle  him  to  vote 
when  he  produces  the  certificate  to  the  officers  of  elec- 
tion.

ference of  opinion  between  the  judges,  the  clerk  shall 
have  the  casting  vote.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
clerk  to  number,  consecutively,  the  names  recorded 
under  each  letter  of  the  alphabet  as  they  are  taken 
down,  and  at  the  close  of  the  registration  he  shall 
sign  his  name  as  clerk  after  the  last  name  recorded 
under  each  letter  as  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as  that 
no  more  names  can  be  recorded  above  his,  and  shall

It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  council  to  keep  said 
books  safely  in  his  office,  and  not  suffer  the  same  to 
be  taken  therefrom,  except  as  provided  in  this  act. 
He  shall  also  cause  to  be  made  one  copy  of  each  reg- 
istration book  in  the  blank  book  retained  by  him,  a& 
provided  in  section  4  of  this  act,  which  shall  be  kept 
in  his  office  and  not  be  taken  therefrom  for  any  pur- 
pose. In  case  of  loss  of  any  registration  book,  a  copy 
shall  be  made  by  the  clerk  of  the  council  from  the- 
copy  retained  in  his  office,  which  copy  shall  be  used 
in  registrations  and  elections  with  the  same  effect  as- 
the  original.  The  clerk  of  the  council  shall  permit 
any  citizen  at  any  time  to  copy  any  registration  book 
without  fee  or  charge,  and  he  shall  also  furnish  copies 
at  the  same  rate  as  provided  in  section  17  of  this  act 
for  copying  the  book  kept  in  his  office.  Copies  fur- 
nished to  citizens  under  this  section  shall  be  paid  for 
in  cash  by  the  person  ordering  them. 

Removals. 

§  10.  Any  person  removing  from  one  ward  to  an  Remova&. 
other  after  having  been  registered  for  that  year,  may 
apply  to  the  clerk  of  registration  of  the  ward  from 
which  he  removes  on  a  registration  day,  and  have 
his  name  canceled  off  by  writing  opposite  to  it  the 
word  *'  Removed,"  and  thereupon  said  clerk  shall  give 
him  a  certificate  in  the  following  form:  ''This  is  to 

certify  that has  removed  from  the ward 

to  the ward,  and  that  his  registration  has  been 

canceled.    (Signed) ,  clerk."     Upon  present- 
ing said  certificate  to  the  officers  of  registration  of  the 
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ward  to  which  he  has  removed,  he  shall  be  entitled 
to  be  there  i^stered  if  he  possess  the  other  qual- 
ifications named  in  section  6  of  this  act;  and  no 
person  removing,  after  being  registered,  shall  be  ro- 
istered in  another  ward,  without  the  production  of 
such  a  certificate. 

Striking  Off  Names, 

§  11.  Any  voter  may,  by  giving  five  days*  notiGe  in 
writing,  addressed  to,  and  served  on,  any  person 
whose  name  has  been  registered,  move  the  council  of 
the  city  of  Henderson,  at  its  next  regular  meeting,  not 
less  than  five  days  after  service  of  said  notice,  to  strike 
the  name  of  such  person  from  the  register.  The  coun- 
cil shall  thereupon,  at  once,  appoint  a  committee,  con- 
sisting of  three  members  of  the  council,  who  shall 
hear  proof  on  the  question  of  striking  the  name  of 
such  person  from  the  register ;  and  if  the  committee 
shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  person  registered  is  not 
lawfully  entitled  to  be  registered,  after  hearing  the 
proof,  the  committee  shall  direct  the  clerk  of  the 
council  to  strike  his  name  from  the  register,  by  in- 
serting opposite  his  name  the  words,  "Stricken  by 

order  of  the   council  committee.    ,  clerk  of  the 

council."  The  person  having  the  notice  served  and 
the  person  upon  whom  it  is  served  may  each  introduce 
not  exceeding  two  witnesses  on  a  side.  Within  two 
days  after  its  appointment  by  the  council,  the  com- 
mittee shall  hear  proof  of  the  parties  on  the  question 
of  registration,  and  shall  make  report  in  writing  of 
the  result  of  its  action,  which  report  shall  be  filed 
with  the  clerk  of  the  council  within  one  week  after 
the  appointment  of  the  committee.  If  the  person  upon 
whom  notice  is  attempted  to  be  served  can  not  be 
found,  a  return  of  that  fact,  sworn  to,  and  signed  by 
the  person  who  endeavored  to  serve  it,  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  council  at  its  first  regular  meeting,  not 
less  than  five  days  after  date  of  the  notice,  accom- 
panied by  motion  in  writing  to  strike  the  name  of  the 
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person  in  question  from  the  register ;  and  the  coun- 
cil, at  its  next  regular  meeting  after  the  filing  of 
the  motion,  shall  order  the  council  clerk  to  insert  on 
the  register,  opposite  the  name  of  the  person  whose 
qualification  to  register  is  questioned,  the  following  : 

''  Doubtful,  by  order  of  the  council.    ,  clerk  of  the 

council;"  and  when,  at  any  election,  such  person 
whose  name  is  marked  doubtful  shall  ofFer  to  vote, 
he  shall  be  sworn,  and  his  right  to  vote  investigated 
fully. 

§  12.  On  Saturday  previous  to  the  second  Monday  Reeistration 
in  August  of  each  year,  and  on  the  day  previous  to  «v««d  50  officer. 
any  called  or  special  election  to  be  held  thereafter  in 
the  city  of  Henderson  for  the  election  of  city  officers, 
the  clerk  of  the  council  shall  deliver  to  the  clerks  of 
the  election  the  registration  books  for  their  several 
wards,  together  with  the  poll-books,  which  said  regis- 
tration and  poll-books  shall  be  produced  by  said 
clerks  at  their  several  wards  when  the  polls  are 
opened  on  the  day  of  election.  At  said  election  the 
vote  of  no  person  shall  be  received  unless  the  name 
of  the  person  offering  to  vote  is  on  the  register,  or 
unless  the  certificate  of  the  clerk  is  produced  as  here- 
jiibefore  provided, 

False  Registration. 
§  13.  Any  person  who  shall  cause  himself  to  be  reg-  Fauc  registration

istered  in  ^ore  than  one  ward,  otherwise  than  is  pro- 
vided in  section  10  of  this  act,  or  more  than  once  in 
the  same  ward,  or  who  shall  cause  himself  to  be  regis- 
tered, knowing  that  he  is  not  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
or  knowing  that  he  is  not  lawfully  entitled  to  registra- 
tion; and  any  person  who  shall  aid  or  abet  in  the 
commission  of  any  of  said  acts,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined  not  ex- 
ceeding two  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twelve 
months,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  jury.

Perjury. 


False  Registration  Books, 

§  14.  Any  officer  of  registration  or  other  person,  who 
shall  unlawfully  alter  any  registration  book,  or  add 
any  name  thereto,  or  who  shall  willfully  secrete,  sup- 
press, or  destroy  any  such  book,  or  who  shall  make 
or  aid  in  making  any  false  or  fraudulent  registration 
book,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and  shall  be 
confined  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  one  nor 
more  than  five  years,  and  shall  forfeit  any  office  he 
then  holds,  and  shall  forever  be  disqualified  from 
holding  office. 

Perjury. 

§  15.  Any  person  who  shall  willfully  make  any 
false  statement,  under  oath,  lawfully  administered 
under  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury, 
and  confined  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  five  years. 


Obstructing  Registration. 

§  16.  Any  person  who,  by  himself  or  in  aid  of 
Obstructing  reg.  others,  shall  forcibly  break  up,  or  attempt  to  break 
uhmenrfor!*"'  up,  a  reglstratlou  held  under  this  act^  or  shall  forci- 
bly prevent  any  person  from  approaching  or  entering 
a  place  of  registration  for  the  purpose  of  registering, 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  less  than  six 
nor  more  than  twelve  months  in  the  county  jail,  or 
both. 

Fees. 

§  17.  For  his  services  under  this  act  the  clerk  of 
the  council  shall  receive  the  following  fees,  and  not 
other:  For  copying  the  registry  list  required  to  be 
kept  in  his  office,  or  to  be  used  in  suppljdng  lost 
books,  the  sum  of  one  cent  for  each  voter  whose 
name  is  copied;  for  his  services  under  section  11  of 
this  act,  the  sum  of  ten  cents  for  the  name  of  each 
voter  stricken  from  the  lists  ;  for  receipting  to  clerks 
of  registration  and  election  for  registration  books,  the 
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-sam  of  five  cents  for  each  book  receipted  for ;  he  shall 
Teceive  for  serving  the  notice  provided  for  in  section 
"2  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  actual  service. 
Officers  of  registration  shall  receive  two  dollars  per 
■day  for  each  day  employed  in  attending  at  the  place 
of  registration  ;  but  clerks  of  registration  and  election 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  pay  except  upon  producing 
the  receipt  of  the  clerk  of  the  common  council,  which 
receipt  shall  be  the  voucher  of  the  officer  paying  them. 
For  his  services  in  cases  arising  under  section  11  of 
this  act,  each  member  of  the  committee  shall  receive 
two  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  he  actually  serves. 
The  city  of  Henderson  shall  pay  all  fees  and  expenses 
incurred  under  this  act  for  registrations,  except  in 
contests  arising  under  section  11  of  this  act ;  the  per- 
son by  whom,  or  at  whose  instance,  notice  was  served, 
shall  pay  all  costs  of  the  proceeding  in  such  contest, 
should  the  committee  decline  to  strike  from  the  reg- 
ister the  name  of  the  person  upon  whom  the  notice 
was  served. 

§  18.  At  any  time  after  the  second  registration  day,  ^*«**^'^'i^ 
and  before  the  next  ensuing  August  election  there- *^**^- 
after  for  the  election  of  city  officers,  the  council  may, 
in  its  discretion,  have  the  registered  list  of  voters, 
including  the  name,  color  and  local  residence  of  each 
voter,  published  in  one  of  the  daily  papers  of  the 
<;ity  of  Henderson,  or  the  council  may,  in  its  discre- 
tion, have  said  list  published  in  any  other  way  the 
council  deem  proper. 

§  19.  A  copy  of  this  article  shall  be  printed  in  each 
registration  book  made  under  its  provisions. 

Article  IX. 

Streets^  Alleys^  Sidewalks^  Cisterns. 

§1.  The  common  council  shall  have  power,  by  or- streets,  aiieys,

actual  position  as  opened,  neither  in  width  nor 
length,  unless  by  consent  of  the  claimant  of  the 
ground  affected  by  such  alteration  or  change: 
Provided^  however^  The  common  council  may,  by 
an  ordinance  passed  by  two- thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers elected,  and  yeas  and  nays  thereon  being  re- 
corded in  the  journal  of  proceedings,  whenever 
the  public  necessity  shall  require  it,  cause  any  new 
street  or  alley  to  be  opened,  or  an  old  street  or  alley 
extended  or  widened,  or  establish  any  market  place, 
and  to  procure  the  condemnation  of  any  real  estate 
for  such  purposes  as  follows :  Provided,  That  in  no 
case  shall  private  property  be  taken  for  any  such 
purpose  without  the  written  consent  of  the  claim- 
ant, or  a  just  and  full  compensation  therefor  be  first 
paid  in  money  to  said  claimant.  If  the  amount  of 
such  compensation  can  not  be  fixed  by  agreement, 
the  common  council  shall  cause  a  petition  to  be  filed 
in  the  Henderson  county  court,  stating  the  street  or 
alley  they  wish  opened,  widened  or  extended,  and 
the  names  of  the  owners,  if  known,  of  the  lots  and 
lands  through  which  they  desire  to  have  said  street 
or  alley  opened,  widened  or  extended,  and  the 
width  thereof ;  and  thereupon  said  court  shall  order 
a  summons  to  issue  for  such  owner  or  owners  to 
appear  on  some  day  of  that,  or  some  subsequent 
term  of  said  court,  to  show  cause  why  such  street 
or  alley  should  not  be  opened^  widened  or  extended, 
which  summons  shall  be  executed  on  such  owner  or 
owners  if  in  the  county  of  Henderson ;  if  not,  on 
his  or  their  agent,  if  one  is  known ;  and  on  the  re- 
turn of  the  summons  executed,  or  the  return  of  no 
inhabitant  or  known  agent,  or  that  the  owner  is  a 
non-resident,  and  no  one  appearing,  the  said  court 
shall  order  the  said  street  or  alley  to  be  opened,. 
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.^dened  or  extended ;  and  if  any  one  or  more  of 
acli  owners  of  lots  or  lands  appear  and  demand  it, 
tie  court  shall  award  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  to 
>e   directed  to  the  proper  county  officer,  to  be  exe- 
5U.ted  and  returned  as  provided  by  law  for  writs  of 
:liat   nature  for  opening  public  roads ;  and  on  the 
return  of  the  writ  duly  executed,   the  court  shall 
>rder  the  common  council  to  pay  the  damages  as- 
sessed to  the  party  or  parties  entitled  thereto,  and 
shall  order  the  street  or  alley  to  be  opened,  widened 
or  extended  upon  the  payment    of   said    damages : 
Provided^   The  common  council  may  authorize  the 
mayor  to  offer  to   the  owners  of   the  property,   if 
adults,  a  reasonable  price,  and  make  the  purchase 
if   assented  to ;  but  if  the  owner  refuse  to  sell  at 
sach  price,  and  the  property  is  condemned,  the  owner 
shall  pay  costs  of  the  proceedings  to  condemn  same, 
unless  the:  jury  award  him  an  amount  greater  than 
the  mayor  had  offered  him. 

§  3.  The  common  council  shall  have  power,  at  any 
time  before  the  final  decree  or  order,  to  dismiss  their 
];)etition,  which  shall  not  prevent  their  again  institut- 
ing proceedings  for  opening,  widening  or  extending 
such  street  or  alley,  at  any  time  after  one  year  from 
said  dismission. 

§  4.  Appeal  may  be  taken  to  circuit  court  and  Court  Appeal. 
of  Appeals,  as  is  now  provided  by  law  in  cases  of 
•  opening  public  roads. 

§  5.  The  common  council  shall  have  full  power  to 
keep  open  all  streets  and  alleys,  wharves  and  other 
public  places,  and  free  them  from  all  obstructions  by 
the  infliction  of  suitable  fines  and  penalties,  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

§  t>.  The  common  council  shall  have  full  power,  by  sirccu  graded. 
ordinance,  to  cause  and  procure  any  or  all  streets  and 
alleys,  or  any  parts  thereof,  in  said  city,  now  estab- 
lished or  hereafter  to  be  established,  or  any  part  or 
portion  thereof,  to  be  graded,  paved,  macadamized, 
graveled  and  curbed,  in  such  manner  as  they  may

direct,  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  lot-owners  front- 
ing on  e^ch  side  of  said  street  or  alley  where  such 
work  is  done;  the  cost  and  expense,  when  the  said 
work  is  completed,  shall  be  apportioned  between  the 
owners  of  lots  in  each  sqaare  fronting  each  street 
where  the  work  is  done,  in  proportion  to  the  number 
of  front  feet  owned  by  each  person ;  and  a  lien  is 
hereby  given  to  the  said  city  on  all  lots  and  parts 
of  lots  fronting  on  such  work  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  the  cost  of  the  work:  Provided^  That  in 
no  case  shall  the  total  assessment  or  cost  of  im- 
provement against  any  person  or  ground  exceed  in 
am  )ant  the  one-half  actual  cash  value  of  the  ground 
owned  by  such  person  and  subject  to  said  assessment. 
The  balance  of  the  cost  of  the  work  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  city  treasury. 
§  7.  The  common  council  shall  have  full  power,  by 
-Streets  and  side- ordinance,  to  cause  and  procure  any  and  all  of  the 
streets,  or  any  parts  thereof,  in  said  city  to  be  gut- 
tered, and  any  or  all  the  sidewalks  of  said  city,  or 
any  parts  of  said  sidewalks  now  established,  or  here- 
after to  be  established,  to  be  graded  and  paved,  or 
improved  in  such  manner  as  they  may  direct,  at 
cost  and  expense  of  the  lot- owners  fronting  such 
street  or  alley  where  such  work  is  done.  The  cost  and 
expense  when  the  work  is  completed  shall  be  appor- 
tioned between  the  owners  of  the  lots  fronting  on  the 
street  where  the  work  is  done,  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  front  feet  owned  by  each  person  ;  and  a  lien, 
which  may  be  enforced  by  proceedings  in  court,  is 
hereby  given  to  said  city  on  all  lots  or  parts  of  lots 
fronting  such  work  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  costs 
of  the  work ;  and  said  city  is  aathorized  to  sue  and  re- 
cover a  personal  judgment  against  any  person  failing 
or  refusing  to  pay  for  such  improvements  or  any  part 
thereof ;  and  no  error  in  the  proceeding  of  common 
council  shall  affect  the  lien  of  the  city,  nor  shall  it  ex- 
empt any  person  from  the  payment  of  the  work  after 
same  has  been  done  as  required  by  ordinance  or  con- 
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tract :  And  it  is  further  provided^  That  if,  in  any  case, 
the  city  has,  in  good  faith,  attempted  to  pass  a  valid 
ordinance  for  street  improvements,  and  has,  in  good 
faith,  attempted  to  make  a  valid  contract  for  the 
doing  of  such  work,  and  the  said  work  has  been  done 
in  good  faith  and  in  accordance  with  such  attempted 
ordinance  and  contract,  the  city  shall  have  a  valid 
and  enforceable  lien  on  said  property  for  the  cost  of 
such  work,  and  may  also  have  a  personal  judgment, 
enforceable  by  ordinary  execution,  although  the  said 
ordinance  may  not  have  been  passed  or  the  contract 
made  in  strict  compliance  with  this  charter.  The 
object  of  this  provision  being  to  avoid  the  hard- 
ship resulting  from  the  strict  and  technical  con- 
struction of  similar  provisions;  and  this  provision 
shall  be  construed  so  as  to  accomplish  such  intent, 
liens  given  said  city  in  this  article  shall  stand  on 
the  same  footing  as  mortgage  liens,  and  may  be  en- 
forced in  the  same  way ;  and  proceedings  in  court 
to  enforce  said  liens  shall  be  the  same  as  in  case 
of  mortgage  liens ;  and  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court 
tind  the  time  and  manner  for  redemption  shall  be  the 
same,  and  the  proceedings  in  all  other  respects  shall 
be  the  same. 

§  8.  The  cost  and  expenses  of  the  work,  either  for  oost  of  grading, 
.grading,  paving,  macadamizing,  graveling,  curbing  or 
fluttering,  and  for  grading  or  paving  sidewalks  men- 
tioned in  the  two  preceding  sections,  together  with 
the  costs  of  collecting  same,  may  be  collected  as  other 
taxes  by  the  city  collector,  who  shall  have  power  to 
sell  and  convey  the  lots  or  parts  of  lots  for  the  same, 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  ordinance :  Provided^  That  the  owners  of  lots  or 
parts  of  lots  sold  for  such  work,  who  have  not  con- 
sented in  writing  for  such  work  to  be  done,  shall  have 
one  year  from  the  day  of  sale  made  by  the  said  col- 
lecting officer  to  redeem  the  property,  on  paying  the 
purchase  money  with  ten  per  cent.  i)er  annum  interest 
thereon,  with  all  the  taxes  and  levies  that  may  have 


etc. 
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subseqaently  accrued,  and  ten  per  centum  per  annum 
thereon.  And  those  who  have  consented  in  writing 
may  redeem  their  property  at  any  time  within  one  year 
from  day  of  sale,  by  paying  the  purchase  money  and 
interest  at  ten  per  cent.,  and  subsequent  taxes  and 
levies  and  ten  per  cent,  thereon :  And  provided  also^ 
That  infants,  as  to  any  property  sold  by  the  said  col- 
lecting officer,  shall  have  privilege  of  redemption  on 
like  terms  at  any  time  within  one  year  after  the  dis- 
ability is  removed. 

§  9.  All  intersections  of   streets  shall  be  graded, 
paved  and  guttered,  and  stepping-stones  placed  across 
walks,  made  at  the  expense  of  the  said  city. 
§  10.  Where  the  paving,  guttering  and  curbing  or 

Expense  of  gut-  gravellug  has  been  done  with  stone  or  gravel,  or  both, 
and  the  sidewalks  have  been  paved  with  brick  or 
stone,  as  herein  provided,  and  under  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  common  council,  and  has  been  accept- 
ed by  the  council,  all  repaving,  regraveling,  recurb- 
ing  and  reguttering  of  the  said  street  or  side,  or  any 
repairs  thereon,  shall  be  at  the  expense  of  the  city. 
§  11.  Where  aiiy  person  has  had  the  street  in  front. 

Streets  in  front  of  hls  lot  gKidcd,  guttcred  and  paved  to  the  center,, 
and  the  sidewalk  curbed  and  paved  in  accordance 
with  the  general  plan  of  the  city,  he  shall  be  free 
from  any  assessment  thereafter  for  the  work  dona 
on  the  balance  of  the  square  on  which  he  has  had 
the  work  thus  done  ;  and  any  person  hereafter  de- 
siring to  do  such  work  shall  notify  the  council  of 
the  fact,  and  shall  have  the  grades  given  by  the 
city  engineer,  and  do  the  work  under  and  according 
to  his  direction  or  that  of  the  council,  or  he  shall 
not  be  exempt  as  aforesaid. 
§  12.  The  common  council  shall,  for  any  of  the  work 

Work  on  streeu.  doue  ou  thc  streets  as  directed  in  the  foregoing  sec- 
tions, advance  the  money,  and  may,  for  that  purpose,, 
borrow  the  same,  and  issue  bonds  of  the  city,  with 
coupons  therefor,  not  to  run  longer  than  ten  years, 
and  bearing  interest  not  greater  than  seven  per  cent.,. 
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payable  semi-annually,  and  shall  cause  an  assessment 
annually  against  the  owner  of  said  lot  sufScient  to 
meet  tbe  interest  and  enough  of  the  principal,  so  that 
when  the  bond  matares  the  whole  amount  will  have 
been  paid  into  the  city  treasury ;  and  this  fund  shall 
not  be  applied  to  any  other  purpose,  but  shall  be  held 
as  a  sinking  fund  to  discharge  such  bonds.  This  pro- 
vision and  assessment  aforesaid  shall  only  be  made 
upon  application  of  the  lot-owner,  and  shall  be  col- 
lected as  other  taxes:  Provided^  Tiowever^  That  the 
lien  shall  always  continue  upon  said  lot  until  the  en- 
tire cost  of  the  work,  and  all  expenses  and  interest 
aforesaid,  are  fully  paid  off  and  discharged. 

§  13.  No  person  or  persons  shall  lay  out  or  extend  Extension  of 
any  street  or  alley  within  the  limits  of  the  city  with- 
out the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  common  council ; 
and  when  any  person  or  persons  have,  with  such  con- 
sent, laid  out,  or  shall  hereafter  lay  out  or  extend  any 
street  or  alley  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  and  shall 
have  sold  and  intend  to  sell  lots  binding  thereon,  the 
council  shall  declare  the  same  to  be  established  as  a 
public  street  or  alley,  and  exercise  all  the  power,  jaris- 
diction  and  authority  over  the  same  that  they  have  by 
this  charter  over  other  established  streets  and  alleys, 
and  may  cause  them  to  be  improved  as  herein  pro- 
vided ;  but  no  street  shall  be  laid  out  or  accepted 
within  the  city  limits  which  is  less  than  sixty  feet 
wide. 

§  14.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  re-  strceu  around 
quire  the  public  streets  on  any  or  all  sides  of  the  pub-

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after  the  completion  of  the  work ;  and  upon  the  ld| 
are  or  refusal  of  the  coonty  court  to  levy  snch  ta^ 
the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Henderson  shall  applj  x 
the  judge  of  the  Henderson  circuit  court;  who  ^ 
issue  a  mandamus,  compelling  said  coanty  court  n 
levy  and  collect  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  for  aal 
work  and  costs  incurred,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  citr. 
§  15.  The  common  council  shall  have  power,  by  or- 
dinance, to  procure  the  digging  and  walling  of  welk 
or  to  procure  the  construction  of  cisterns,  or  the  phot- 
ing  or  erection  of  hydrants,  for  supplyin/z;  water  bt 
the  extinguishment  of  fires,  on  any  of  the  establisbad 
streets  within  the  city  limits,  at  the  cost  of  the  owneis 
of  the  property  within  such  distance  of  any  such  weU 
or  cistern  as  may  be  specified  in  the  ordinance,  asd 
cause  the  cost  thereof  to  be  apportioned  amongst  tte 
owners  of  such  property  according  to  the  number  of 
feet  each  may  own;  and  a  lien  is  hereby  created 
against  such  property  for  the  amounts  so  apportioned. 
The  amounts  thus  apportioned,  and  the  costs  of  col- 
lecting the  same,  may  be  collected  as  other  taxes  by 
the  city  coUecter,  who  shall  have  power  to  sell  and 
convey  the  lots  or  parts  of  lots  for  the  same,  under 
such  rules  and  r^ulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
ordinance :  Provided^  That  the  owner  shall  have  like 
power  of  redemption  as  hereinafter  given  in  case  of 
sales  of  real  estate  for  taxes. 

Article  X. 

Assessment  and  Collection  of  Taxes. 

§  1.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  anaaally 
to  cause  to  be  assessed,  as  hereinbefore  directed  in  re- 
gard to  the  duties  of  the  city  assessor,  at  its  fair  cash 
value,  all  property  in  the  city  of  Henderson  subject 
to  taxation  under  the  revenue  laws  of  this  State  for 
State  purposes  ;  and  in  like  manner  shall  cause  to  be 
listed  all  male  inhabitants  of  said  city  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  and  upwards  ;  and  shall  have  power 
annually  to  levy  and  collect  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not 
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needing  eight-tenths  of  one  per  cent,  for  the  years  Levy  and  collect 

,  ad  valorem  and 

1888  and  1889,  and  not  exceeding  six-tenths  of  one  per  poiurx. 
cent,  thereafter,  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  value 
of   all  the  property  assessed  as  aforesaid  ;  and  also  to 
levy  and  collect  a  tax  of  not  exceeding  two  dollars  each 
on  the  inhabitants  to  be  listed  as  aforesaid  ;  but  such 
taxation  shall  be  uniform  and  equal  upon  every  de- 
scription of   property  assessed :    Provided^   That    no 
land  embraced  within  the  city  limits,  and  outside  of 
ten-acre  lots  as  originally  laid  off,  shall  be  assessed 
and  taxed  by  the  city  council,  unless  the  same  is  di- 
vided or  laid  out  into  lots  of  five  acres  or  less ;  and 
unless  all  of  same  is  actually  used  and  devoted  to 
farming  purposes  ;  nor  shall  the  court-house  and  pub- 
lic lot  belonging  to  the  county  be  taxed. 

§2.  The  common  council  shall,  at  the  last  meeting  Board  or  super. 
in  the  month  of  March  in  each  year,  appoint  three ''"'^"  "* 
discreet  citizens  of  the  city  as  a  board  of  supervisors 
of  tax,  who,  after  being  duly  sworn  faithfully  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  assigned  them  according  to  law, 
shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  ordinance,  and  examine  with  care  the  as- 
sessor's report  of  taxable  property  returned  for  that 
year,  and  correct  any  errors  of  the  assessor,  whether 
in  fact  or  in  relation  to  the  valuation  of  the  estate 
listed ;  and  in  cases  where  they  shall  be  of  opinion 
that  the  estate  has  been  incorrectly  valued,  to  fix  the 
same  at  its  proper  value.     But  they  shall  not  increase 
the  valuation  made  by  the  assessor,  without  summon- 
ing the  owner,  if  a  resident  of  the  city,  before  them, 
to  show  cause  why  the  change  should  not  be  made. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  and  his  as-  Assessor  to  at-

enable  them  to  discharge  their  duties  ;  and  shall  have 
power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  the  assessor  and 
his  assistants,  and  examine  them  as  witnesses.

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§  4.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  tax  shall  keep  a 
shauj'eep »  Tecoid  of  their  proceedings,  and  correct  the  tax-book 
thereby ;  they  shall  make  fall  reports  of  their  acts  to 
the  common  council ;  they  shall  also  report  the  names 
of  persons  liable  to  taxation,  who  have  been  omitted 
by  the  assessor  in  his  tax-book. 

§  6.  The  common  council  may,  by  ordinance,  pre- 
scribe any  further  duties  for  said  board  of  supervisors 
of  tax,  and  fix  the  amount  of  compensation  for  their 
services.

§  7.  For  all  taxes  levied  as  hereinbefore  authorized, 

i.icn  for  taxes,  the  clty  of  Heudersou  shall  have  a  lien,  relating  back 
to  the  day  of  assessment,  upon  all  real  and  personal 
estate  therein  belonging  to  the  persons  or  corpora- 
tions owing  such  taxes:  Provided,  That  purchasers 
of  property  from  persons  owing  taxes  shall  be  liable 
only  for  the  taxes  upon  the  property  purchased  ;  and 
said  city  is  authorized  to  institute  suit  and  enforce 
said  lien  in  any  of  the  courts  of  Henderson  county 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount  or  the  subject-mat- 
ter, and  no  irregularity  or  error  in  the  assessment,  or 
in  the  suit,  nor  shall  any  dismissal  of  the  suit  by  the 
court,  operate  to  discharge  or  release  the  lien  of  the 
city  until  the  back  taxes  are  paid.  Said  city  is  hereby 
further  granted  the  same  power  and  authority  to  sue 
for  and  recover  personal  judgment  for  taxes  as  in 
cases  of  ordinary  debt,  and  may  have  execution  of 
fieri  facias  on  said  judgment. 

§  8.  The  council  clerk  shall,  within  thirty  days  from

common  council,  make  out  therefrom  an  alphabetical 
list  of  all  the  persons  liable  for  tax,  with  the  number 
of  levies  and  the  aggregate  value  of  each  person's  tax-

and  having  certified  the  same  over  his  official  signa- 
tjure  to  be  correct,  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  city

directed  or  authorized  by  laW  to  be  collected  or  re 
<^ived  by  him.     Said  collector  may,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  common  council,  appoint  such  deputies 
as  are  necessary  to  aid  him  in  the  collection  of  said 
taxes;  and  said  deputies  shall  have  the  same  rights 
and  powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties,  as 
the  collector ;  and  said  deputies  may  be  required  by 
the  council  to  execute  such  bond  as  the  collector  is  re- 
quired to  execute.     The  appointment  of  said  deputies 
may  be  revoked  at  any  time  by  the  collector,  and  he 
shall,  together  with  his  sureties,  be  responsible  on  his 
bond  for  any  and  all  acts  of  said  deputies.

The  obligors  in  said 
bond,  their  devisees,  heirs,  executors  or  administrators^ 
may  be  made  liable  by  suit  in  the  Henderson  circait 
court,  or  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amonni 
sued  for,  jointly  or  severally,  for  a  breach  of  die 
same,  until  the  whole  amount  of  the  collector's  liabil- 
ity shall  be  discharged  ;  and  said  lien  may  be  enforced 
by  suit  in  equity,  etc. 

§  12.  The  city  tax  collector  shall  account  for  and 
pay  into  the  city  treasury  all  taxe8  and  other  public 
moneys  for  which  he  is  bound,  at  such  times  as  thej 
are  respectively  collected,  and  under  such  regulations 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance  of  the  common 
council,  and  the  council  shall  fix  his  compensation. 
§  13.  The  city  tax  collector  shall,  from  and  after  the 
Taxes,  when  to  day  ho  recelves  the  tax-book  or  receipts  in  each  year^ 
proceed  to  collect  the  taxes  due  the  city,  and  upon 
failure  by  the  persons  bound  therefor  to  pay  the  same, 
may  distrain  the  personal  property  owned,  or  in  the 
rightful  possession  of  the  person  from  whom  the  tax 
is  due,  notwithstanding  the  existence  of  any  lien 
upon  the  same,  and  may  proceed  to  sell  the  title  of 
such  person  in  so  much  thereof  as  will  pay  the  tax 
due,  and  all  costs  and  expenses  of  sale.  The  sale 
must  be  for  cash,  and  be  made  at  the  door  of  the 
court-house  on  some  county  or  circuit  court  day  ;  the 
time,  place  and  terms  of  sale  shall  be  first  advertised 
at  least  fifteen  days,  by  two  publications  in  some 
weekly  paper  published  in  the  city  of  Henderson,  or 
in  such  other  manner  as  the  common  council  may  by 
ordinance  direct.  If  the  collector  make  illegal  or  un- 
1  easonable  seizure  and  distress  for  taxes,  he  shall  be 
liable  in  damages  to  the  party  aggrieved.  If  any  per- 
son, owing  any  taxes  to  the  city  and  failing  to  pay

same,  has  not  sufficient  personal  property  known  to 
the  collector  in  the  city  that  can  be  distrained  to  pay 
same,  the.  said  collector  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  collect  such  taxes  by  attachment  or  gar- 
nishee, in  the  same  manner  and  in  the  same  court  as 
the  sheriff  is  now  authorized  to  attach  and  garnishee 
for  taxes. 

§  14.  All  persons  paying  their  taxes  in  the  month  Discount.

amount  thereof.     Persons  paying  taxes  in  the  month 

of  August  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  discount.     On 

all  taxes  not  paid  before  the  first  day  of  September 

(of  the  year  same  are  due)  there  shall  be  added  one 

per  cent.,  which  shall  be  collected  and  accounted  for 

in.  the  manner  now  provided  for  the  collection  of 

taxes  ;  and  on  all  taxes  not  paid  on  or  before  the  first 

day  of  October  (of  the  year  same  are  due)  there  shall 

be  added  and  collected  two  per  cent.

must  convey  by  deed  the  title  sold  to  the  purchaser  or 
his  assignees,  or  his  heirs  or  devisees,  if  the  same  is  not 
redeemed  as  herein  provided  ;  and  the  collector  or  his 
successor  in  office  shall  make  this  deed.

§  2.  A  board  of  commissioners  of  said  sinking  fund 
is  hereby  established,  to  be  styled  the  board  of  com- 
missioners of  the  sinkinc:  fund  of  Henderson.     The 
mayor  of  the  city  of  Henderson,  the  president  of  the 
Henderson  branch  of  the  Farmers'  Bank  of  Kentucky, 
the  preirident  of  the  Henderson  National  Bank,  and 
their  successors,  shall,  ex  officio^  together  with  two 
persons  to  be  appointed    annually  by  the  common

and  use  a  common  seal;  pass  rules  and  by-laws  for 
the  government  of  themselves,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

§  3.  The  clerk  of  the  common  council  of  the  city  of 
Henderson,  and  his  successors,  shall,  ex  officio^  be  sec- 
retary of  said  board,  and  shall  keep  a  faithful  record 
of  the  proceedings,  acts,  orders  and  doings  of  said 
board,  which  record  shall,  at  all  times,  be  subject  to 
the  inspection  of  the  common  council,  or  any  com- 
mittee appointed  by  them  for  that  purpose. 

§  4.  The  mayor  shall  be  president  of  said  board, 
and  any  three  of  the  commissioners  shall  be  compe- 
tent to  compose  a  board  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. 

§  6.  The  funds,  estate,  income  and  resources  belong- 
ing to  or  set  apart  by  law  or  ordinance  for  the  use  of 
the  sinking  fund,  shall  be  vested  in  and  controlled  by 
the  said  commissioners ;  and  when  injured,  withheld 
or  obstructed,  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  for  them 
either  in  their  corporate  name  or  in  the  name  of  the 
city  of  Henderson.

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the  means  and  income  of  said  fund,  to  provide  for 
the  payment  of  the  public  or  bonded  debt  of  said  city,  Bonded  debt.

they  shall  have  power  to  apply  any  funds  on  hand 
at  any  time  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  public  or 
bonded  debt  of  said  city,  by  payment  or  purchase 
of  the  bonds  of  said  city :  Provided^  That  no  bond  of 
the  city  of  Henderson  shall  be  purchased  or  paid  by 
said  commissioners  at  more  than  the  par  value  thereof 
unless  all  the  commissioners  concur  therein ;  and  the 
said  commissioners  may,  at  any  time,  lend  to  the  city 
of  Henderson  any  money  they  may  have  on  hand,  not 
as  an  investment,  but  to  aid  and  accommodate  said 
city.

A^  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  owners  or  lessees  of  the  ferry  at  the 
town  of  Russell,  in  Greenup  county,  and  providing  penalties  for  a  vio- 
lation of  the  same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tJte  Com- 
TrwnweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
corporation,  within  one-half  mile  each  way  frt>ni  the 
established  ferry  at  Russell  over  the  Ohio  river,  to 
keep  or  maintain  a  ferry  across  said  river,  or  keep  a 
boat,  skiff  or  other  water  craft,  with  a  hand  or  hands, 
to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  ferrying,  or  in  which 
they  may,  for  compensation  or  otherwise,  transport  or 
carry  any  horse,  wagon,  carriage,  person  or  other 
thing  whatever,  over  or  across  said  river  within  the 
limits  aforesaid,  nor  shall  any  person  or  corporation 
furnish,  hire  or  loan  to  another  any  boat,  skiff  or 
other  craft  to  be  used  for  ferrying  any  person  or 
thing  over  said  river  within  the  limits  aforesaid, 
with  or  without  compensation :  Provided^  That  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  resi- 
dent owner  of  a  skiff  or  other  water  craft,  when 
used  by  him  or  them  in  ferrying  any  member  of  his 
family  or  employe  over  said  river,  within  the  limits 
aforesaid,  or  for  ferrying  supplies  to  or  for  them  or 
either  of  them,  or  for  using  the  same  in  any  way  for 
the  use  of  himself  or  the  use  of  his  own  family. 

§  2.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall,  for  each  offense,  be  fined  any  sum  not 
less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  recoverable 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  Greenup  connty, 
having  jurisdiction  thereof,  upon  a  warrant  in  the 
name  of  the  owner  or  owners,  lessee  or  lessees  of  said 
established  ferry,  which  may  be  tried  at  any  time. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

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CHAPTER  931. 


AN  ACT  again  submitting  to  the  voters  of  Hardin  county  the  question 
as  to  whether  or  not  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  shall  be  sold  in 
said  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
tnonweaUh  of  Kerduoky : 

§  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  the  Hardin 
-county  court  to  make  an  order  on  the  order-book  of 
eaid  court,  at  least  sixty  days  prior  to  the  election 
provided  for  in  this  act,  directing  the  officers  of  the 
election,  in  all  the  voting  precincts  in  said  county,  to 
open  a  poll  at  the  regular  August  election,  1888,  for 
the  purpose  of  again  taking  the  sense  of  the  legal 
voters  in  said  county  upon  the  proposition  whether 
or  not  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mix- 
ture thereof,  shall  be  sold  in  said  county  as  a  bever- 
age. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  Hardin 
xjounty  court  to  furnish  the  necessary  poll-books  for 
oonducting  said  election,  and  of  the  sheriff  to  publish 
a  copy  of  the  order  of  the  county  court  ordering  said 
-election  in  all  of  the  weekly  newspapers  published  in 
said  county,  not  less  than  four  weeks  previous  to  said 
•election. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  said  elec- 
tion to  propound  to  each  voter  who  may  vote  this 
question:  *'Are  you  in  favor  of  license,  or  are  you  in 
favor  of  prohibition?"  and  his  vote  shall  be  recorded 
on  the  poll-books,  furnished  as  aforesaid,  as  he  shall 
•direct;  said  poll-books  shall  be  returned  as  other 
poll-books  in  said  election,  and  shall  be  examined  and 
-compared  by  the  same  officers  now  provided  by  law. 

§  4.  If  it  shall  be  found  that  a  majority  of  the  legal 
Totes  cast  at  said  election  were  given  in  favor  of  pro- 
hibition, then  the  present  prohibitory  law  now  in  force 
in  said  county  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect ; 
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bat  if,  at  said  election,  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  a 
majority  of  the  legal  votes  cast  therein  were  given  in 
favor  of  license,  it  shall  be  the  daty  of  the  examining 
board  to  certify  that  fact  to  the  county  court  of  said 
county ;  and  said  certificate  shall  be  spread  upon  the 
order-book  of  said  court  at  its  next  regular  term 
thereafter ;  and  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and 
malt  liquors  shall  be  thereafter  permitted  within  said 
county,  under  the  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 
§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Prank  Ingram,  C.  C.  Mengel,  Henry  S.

same  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate^ 

under  the  name  and  style  of  ''  Lumbermans'  Exchange 

of  Louisville;"  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be 

sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  receive,  acquire  and 

hold  property  and  effects,  real  and  personal,  by  gift, 

devise  or  purchase,  and  dispose  of  the  same  by  sale 

and  conveyance,  or  by  lease  or  otherwise ;  may  have 

a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  the  same  at  pleasure ; 

and  shall  possess  and  enjoy  all  powers,  privileges  and 

immunities  incident  to  corporations  for  the  purpose 

herein  mentioned  and  contemplated. 

§  2.  The  amount  of  capital  stock  shall  be  fifty  thou- 

oapiui  stock,     sand  dollars,  divided  into  one  thousand  shares  of  fifty 

dollars  each ;  but  said  capital  stock  may  be  increased 

by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  to  one  hundred 

thousand  dollars.

§  1.  When,  in  the  opinion  of  the  coroner,  it  shall

effect  that  they,  the  said  coroner  and  other  i>er8ons  so 
giving  their  affidavits,  believe,  or  have  reason  to  be- 
lieve, that  it  is  necessary,  in  order  to  ascertain  the 
Chemical  anaiy.  causc  of  dcatb,  that  a  chcmical  analysis  should  be 
made  of  the  contents  of  the  stomach  of  such  dead  per- 
son, or  a  chemical  analysis  of  any  part  of  the  body  of 
such  dead  person,  the  said  coroner  employ  a  compe- 
tent analytical  chemist  for  the  purpose  of  analyzing; 
the  stomach,  its  contents,  or  any  part  of  the  body  of 
said  deceased  person,  and  for  the  purposes  of  dis- 
covering the  nature  and  effect  of  any  drug,  medicine, 
chemical  preparation,  or  any  other  substance  proved 
to  have  been  given  to  or  taken  by  said  person  before 
Court  of  claims,  death,  the  court  of  claims  of  the  county  in  which 
said  dead  person  is  found,  and  in  which  said  services 
may  be  rendered,  shall  allow  the  chemist  a  reasonable 
sum  therefor,  not  to  exceed  thirty  dollars :  Provided,

however^  That  if  the  chemist  herein  mentioned  is  em- 
ployed, the  competent  surgeon  and  physician  men- 
tioned in  this  section  shall  not  be  employed:  And 
provided  further ^  That  if  said  analysis  is  made  upon 
a  dead  person  found  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  the 
general  council  and  mayor  of  said  city  shall  allow  a 
reasonable  sum  therefor,  not  to  exceed  thirty  dollars. 
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§  2.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  that  come  in  con- 
flict herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  That  this  act  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  Kentucky  Manafactaring  Establish-  iscue  bonds. 
xnent  for  the  Blind  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  authorized  to 
issue  bonds  to  the  amount  of  twenty-five  thousand 
cLollars,  payable  in  not  exceeding  ten  years,  at  a  rate 
of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  inter«t. 
payable  semi-annually ;  and  said  bonds  may  be  in  the 
denomination  of  one  hundred  dollars,  five  hundred 
dollars,  and  one  thousand  dollars,  and  may  have  cou- 
pons for  the  interest  attached ;  and  the  issue  of  said 
bonds  to  be  voted  and  authorized  at  a  meeting  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  said  establishment.     Said  estab-  f;3"StSJSt?^ 
lishment  may  secure  the  principal  and  interest  of  said 
bonds  by  a  first  mortgage  of  the  said  establishment  on 
its  property,  situated  on  the  east  side  of  Fifth  street, 
in  the  city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  and  said  mortgage 
may  be  made  to  some  one  of  the  trust  companies, 
banks,  or  persons  in  said  city  of  Louisville.     The  pro-  Proceeds  of

ceeds  of  said  mortgage  bonds  shall  be  applied  to  the 
erection  and  building  upon  the  said  real  estate  of  said 
establishment  of  tenement  and  business  houses,  which 
houses  are  to  be  rented  or  leased  out  at  the  best  price 
that  can  be  obtained  therefor ;  and  after  paying  for 
the  necessary  repairs  and  expenses  of  insurance  and 
janitor,  the  net  proceeds  of  rents  shall  be  put  into  a 
sinking  fund,  which  said  establishment  shall  create, 
with  any  bank  or  trust  company  in  this  State,  on  such 
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terms  as  to  interest  and  other  particulars  as  may  be- 
agreed  upon ;  and  the  property  and  money  in  said 
sinking  fund  shall  be  applied  to  the  redemption  and 
payment  of  said  bonds  herein  authorized. 

§  2.  When  said  bonded  debt  authorized  by  the  first 
section  of  this  act  shall  have  been  paid  off  and  extin- 
guished, the  rent  and  income  from  the  property  of 
said  establishment  shall  be  applied  and  used  for  the 
maintenance  and  education  of  blind  apprentices,  as 
contemplated  in  the  original  charter. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  enforced  from  and  after  its- 
passage.

CHAPTER  936. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  city  of  Carlisle 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Oorrk- 
ToonweaUh  of  Keniucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for,  and  the  Nicholas 
county  court,  by  its  presiding  judge,  is  authorized,  for 
and  on  behalf  of  said  county,  to  subscribe  a  sum  not 
exceeding  six  hundred  dollars,  provided  an  equal 
amount  is  subscribed  by  the  city  of  Carlisle,  both  said 
subscriptions  to  be  and  are  applied  in  aid  of  the  pur- 
chase and  construction  (with  proper  and  substantial 
stone  abutments)  of  an  iron  bridge  to  span  Brushy 
Fork  creek,  at  a  point  just  inside  the  limits  of  said 
city,  where  a  street  of  said  city  crosses  said  stream,  a 
short  distance  from  the  intersection  of  said  street  with 
the  Carlisle  and  Concord  roads,  and  provided  that 
said  bridge  shall  be  purchased  and  its  erection  con- 
tracted for  by  a  commission  consisting  of  the  '*  com- 
missioners of  turnpike  roads  of  Nicholas  county,"  and 
a  member  of  the  common  council  of  said  city  selected 
and  appointed  to  that  duty  by  said  common  council. 

§  2.  Upon    said  subscription  being  made  by  said 
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county  coart,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court,  by  its 
presiding  judge,  to  levy  a  tax  upon  all  the  taxable 
property  of  said  county  sufficient  to  pay  the  same, 
Etnd  the  sheriff's  commission  for  making  the  collection, 
sind  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  to  collect  the 
same  and  pay  it  over  to  or  upon  the  order  of  said 
l3ridj3;e  commission. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  937. 

AN  ACT  to  authorise  the  restoration  of  deeds  and  titles  to  real  estate, 
in  Graves  county,  Kentucky,  destroyed  by  fire  and  otherwise,  and  to 
provide  for  such  restoration. 

Whebeas,  On  the  morning  of  the  eighteenth  day 
of  December,  1887,  the  court-house  in  Graves  county, 
including  nearly  all  the  records  of  the  county,  circuit 
and  common  pleas  courts,  and  the  records  in  the 
./^dntyand  circuit  clerk's  offices,  were  destroyed  by 
fire ;  now,  therefore. 

Be  it  eTiacted  by  tJie  Oeneral  Asserribly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  KenMcky  : 

§  1.  The  judge  of  the  Graves  county  court  shall  commissioners. 
appoint  three  discreet,  intelligent,  bona  flde  house- 
keepers, resident  in  said  county,  not  less  than  twen- 
ty-five years  of  age,  who  shall  act  as  commissioners, 
whose  duties  shall  be  to  take  evidence  in  regard  to 
titles  to  real  estate  in  Graves  county,  Kentucky, 
where  the  owners,  holders  or  claimants  have  no 
record  title  to  their  realty,  and  whose  deeds  or 
written  evidences  of  title  have  been  lost,  destroyed, 
or  so  mutilated  as  to  be  unintelligible ;  or  where 
such  owners,  holders  or  claimants  ho'd,  by  devise  or

§  8.  The  commissioners  shall  receive  for  their  ser-

§  9.  The  county  clerk  shall  receive  for  his  services 
herein  one  dollar  for  recording  each  deed  made  as 
herein  provided,  including  the  taking  of  the  acknowl- 
edgment and  certificate  of  same,  the  record  of  such 
certificate  and  the  certificate  of  record,  and  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  additional  tract  embraced  in  each 
deed,  should  there  be  more  than  one  tract  included  in 
any  one  deed,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  filing,  index- 
ing and  packaging  the  evidence  in  each  case,  all  of 
which  fees  shall  be  paid  to  him  by  the  commissioners 
at  time  of  filing  the  deeds  and  evidence  as  hereinbe- 
fore provided. 

§  10.  No  State  tax  shall  be  collected  on  such  deeds 
as  may  be  made  and  recorded  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  the  county  clerk  of  Graves  county  shall 
not  be  required  to  account  therefor.

CHAPTER  939. 

AN  ACT  to  repeal  the  original  charter  and  amendment  thereto,  and 
to  make  a  new  charter  for  the  town  of  Morehead,  in  Rowan  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  KervtucJcy  : 

§  1.  That  the  act   approved  January  26,  1869,  in-  Amending  ongj. 
corporating  the  town  of  Morehead,  in  Rowan  county,  "^^  ''^''"" 
and  all  acts  amendatory  thereof,  are  hereby  repealed, 
and  this  act  shall  be  in  lieu  thereof,  and  shall  stand  as 
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the  charter  of  said  town ;  and  the  inhabitants  of  the 
same,  as  designated  in  the  boundary  hereinafter  set 
out,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  body-politic  and  cor- 
porate, with  perpetual  succession  ;  with  power  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  by  the 
name  of  the  town  of  Morehead. 

§  2.  That  the  limits  of  said  town  shall  extend  and 
Extend  limiu  of  embrace  all  the  area  included  in  the  following  bound- 
ary, viz. :  Beginning  in  the  road  known  as  the  "  County 
Road,"  one  hundred  yards  west  of  the  dwelling  house 
where  the  widow  of  Colonel  John  Hayes  now  resides  ;

§  1.  That  there  be  established  in  the  town  of  Han- Estobushing  and 
fion,  in  the  county  of  Hopkins,  and  State  of  Ken- 
tucky, a  graded  school  to  be  known  as  **The  Hanson 
Oraded  School,"  with  Hanson  near  the  center  of  a 
district,   to  be  bounded  as  follows,  viz:   Beginning 
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with  the  farm  owned  by  J.  S.  and  E.  F.  W^aller,  one 
mile  north-west  north  of  Hanson ;  thence  raniiiog 
south-west,  including  Thos.  M.  Jones,  Jas.  P.  BrowB 
and  Esquire  J.  W.  Brown ;  thence  south,  including 
Sam'l  and  Henry  Adams;  thence  east,  including  the 
farm  of  J.  S.  Waller  (known  as  the  Ward  place)  and 
that  part  of  Gid.  RualFs  farm  known  as  the  Annie 
Stodghill  place,  John  and  Isaac  Stodghill,  and  Es- 
quire E.  W.  Orton's  farm  ;  thence  north,  includinf^ 
Mrs.  Bethia  Nance,  Mrs.  Nolle  Haywood,  Thomas 
Brooks  and  Wm.  Bickard;  thence  west,  including 
Rob't  Brooks,  and  Dan'l  Rudd,  and  back  to  beginning 
at  the  J.  S.  and  E.  P.  Waller  farm.

elected  by  the  persons  in  said  district  having  the 

qualifications  of  electors  under  the  common    school 

law ;   to  be  elected  on  the  same  day  set   apart  by 

the  common  school  law  for  election  of  trustees.     The 

election  to  be  held  at  the  school-house,  and  by  such 

persons  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  cointy  court.

the  people,  and  apply  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the 
erection  of  a  new  building  upon  a  site  purchased  by 
the  board  of  trustees  ;  also,  they  shall  have  power  to 
purchase  a  suitable  site  in  or  near  the  town  of  Hanson, 
^d  erect  thereon  a  school  building,  and  provide  fur- 
niture for  same,  and  to  fence  or  inclose  said  lot  or 
site  and  other  needed  improvements  ;  the  cost  not  to 
exceed  two  thousand  dollars  for  site,  building,  fur-

§1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the 
Treasurer  for  the  sum  of  eight  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
in  favor  of  W.  A.  Butt ;  and  the  Treasurer  is  directed 
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to  pay  the  same  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  no: 
otherwise  appropriated.

AN  ACT  for  police  regulations  at  Crittenden  Springs. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
ToonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  county  court  for  Crittenden  county, 
upon  the  application  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Crittenden  Sulphur  Springs  Company,  shall  appoint 
one  or  more  persons  to  act  as  policemen  at  the  Crit- 
tenden Sulphur  Springs,  in  Crittenden  county. 

§  2.  That  said  policemen  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority to  preserve  order  and  arrest  any  one  for  drunk- 
enness, disorderly  conduct,  and  all  other  violations  of 
the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  while  at  said  springs ; 
and  shall  be  clothed  with  all  the  authority  of  a  peace 
officer  of  this  Commonwealth  in  regard  to  offenses 
committed  at  said  springs. 

§  3.  All  persons  arrested  by  the  policemen  at  said 
springs  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  civil  authorities 
of  the  county  to  be  tried  by  them,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  if  they  had  been  arrested  by  any  other  peace 
officer  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  4.  Before  said  policemen  shall  act  as  such,  they 
are  required  to  take  the  oath  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  duties  required  by  law  of  the  con- 
stables of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Corporate  name  io  the  towQ  of  Mt.  Pleasant,  a  savings  and  deposit 
institution,  which  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corpo- 
rate, by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Farmers'  Bank  of 
Mt.  Pleasant ;  and  shall  have  power  and  authority  in 
that  name  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and

ciation, the  time,  place  and  manner  of  their  selection, 
and  their  term  of  office,  the  qualification  of  electors, 
and  the  time  and  place  of  the  meetings  of  the  officers 
and  stockholders,  shall  be  governed  by  the  by-laws : 
Provided^  That  in  all  meetings  of  stockholders  each 
stockholder  shall  have  but  one  vote;  except  in  the 
election  of  officers  each  stockholder  shall  have  one 
vote  for  each  share  owned  by  him,  not,  however,  to 
exceed  twenty-five  votes. 

§  17.  All  installments  of  moneys  received  by  the 
association  from  its  members  shall  be  receipted  for 
by  a  person  or  persons  designated  by  the  by-laws,  in 
a  pass-book  to  be  held  by  each  member,  and  provided 
by  the  association,  which  book  shall  be  plainly  marked 
with  the  name  of  the  member  holding  same,  and  must 
show  the  number  of  shares  held  by  such  member,  the 
number  and  designation  of  the  series  to  which  such 
share  belong.  All  moneys  so  received  by  the  associ- 
ation shall  be  entered  by  the  proper  officer  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose,  and  the  entries  therein  shall 
be  made  so  as  to  show  the  name  of  the  payer,  the 
number  of  shares  paid  on,  and  the  number  of  the 
series  to  which  they  belong,  as  well  as  the  dues,  pre- 
miums, interest  and  fines  paid  thereon.  All  pay- 
ments or  disbursements  made  by  said  association 
shall  be  made  only  on  order,  check  or  draft  upon 
the  treasurer,  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary, 
and  indorsed  by  the  person  or  i)er8ons  in  whose 
favor  the  same  is  drawn ;  and  no  such  order,  check 
or  draft  shall  be  drawn  unless  authorized  by  the

entered  on  the  counterfoil  of  said  order,  check  or 
draft,  and  preserved  as  a  voucher  by  the  officer  draw- 
ing same.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to 
make  out  a  statement  in  writing,  sworn  to  by  him 
before  some  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  in 
this  Commonwealth,  and  forward  same  to  the  Aud- 
itor of  State,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in 
esLch  year,  showing  the  actual  gross  amonnt  of  dues 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  association  for  the 
twelve  months  next  preceding  the  first  meeting  for 
the  payment  of  dues  in  the  month  of  March ;  and 
the  association  shall  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  the 
State  on  account  of,  and  for  its  stockholders,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  seventy- 
five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  such  dues ; 
and  the  stock  thus  taxed  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
taxation,  State,  county  or  municipal;  bat  this  ex- 
emption shall  not  be  construed  to  apply  to  the  real 
estate  owned  by  the  association,  nor  to  the  real  estate 
purchased  by  said  advanced  members  from  the  ad- 
vancements received  from  said  association,  or  any 
real  estate  mortgaged  to  said  association. 

§  18.  The  stockholders  in  said  association,  in  all 
meetings  and  upon  all  matters  in  which  they  may 
be  entitled  to  vote,  may  cast  their  votes  either  in 
person  or  by  written  proxy. 

§  19.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

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CHAPTER  960. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  CitizenB*  Bank  of  Frankfort. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Asseinbly  of  the  Com- 
ToonweaUh  of  Kentvxiky :

§  1.  There  is  hereby  established  a  bank  of  deposit  capital  stock. 
in  the  city  of  Frankfort,  Franklin  county,  Kentucky, 
with  a  capital  stock  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  shares. 
and  paid  for  as  hereinafter  provided;  and  the  sub- 
scribers to  said  stock,  their  associates,  successors  and 
assigns,  shall  be  a  body- politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Citizens'  Bank,  and  shall  so  corporate  name 
continue  for  the  space  of  twenty-five  years  from  its*"  ^'*'''"" 
organization ;  and  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and 
being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of 
impleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  answering  and 
defending,  in  all  of  the  courts  and  places  whatsoever ; 
it  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  change  and  renew 
same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  and  direc-  Directon. 
tion  of  seven  directors,  each  of  whom  shall  be  stock- 
holders to  the  extent  of    not  less  than  ten  shares^ 
who,  after  the  first  election,  shall  be  elected  on  the 
second  Monday  in  January  in  each  year,  or  as  soon 
as  practicable  thereafter,  and  who  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.

McDonald  and  W.  L.  Collins  are  hereby  con- 
stituted and  appointed  a  board  of  directors  for  said 
bank,  to  hold  office  as  such  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified,  who  shall  o])en  books  and  re- 
ceive subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock ;  and  when  five 
hundred  shares  have  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  give  notice  to  the  stockholders,  by  printed 
advertisement  or  otherwise,  and  appoint  a  day  for  the 
election  of  a  board  of  directors,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  the  ensuing  regular  election,  at  which 
election,  and  each  subsequent  one,  every  stockholder 
shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one  vote,  in  person  or  by  wri^ 
ten  proxy,  for  each  share  of  stock  owned  by  him,  and 
on  which  he  has  paid  in  full  all  the  called  install- 
ments due  at  the  date  of  said  election ;   and  every 
stockholder  shall  be  individually  liable  to  the  cred- 
itors of  the  bank  for  the  full  amount  of  the  unpaid 
stock  subscribed  for  and  owned  by  him ;  but  in  no 
case  shall  his  private  property  be  liable  for  the  debts 
of  the  corporation  beyond  the  amount  of  his  subscrip- 
tion.    The  payment  of  the  shares  subscribed  shall  be 
made  in  such  installments  or  at  such  times  as  the 
board  of  directors  may  order  ;  and  when  tweirty  thou- 
sand dollars  shall  have  been  paid  in,  and  the  cashier 
makes  oath  of  said  fact  before  some  jadge  or  justice 
of  the  peace,  the  bank  may  begin  business. 

§  4.  The  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver,

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money,  and  repay  the  same  in  sach  manner,  at  sach 
times,  and  with  sach  interest,  not  to  exceed  the  rate 
fixed  by  law,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the  de- 
positors by  special  or  general  consent.     It  may  borrow 
or  lend  money,  buy  or  sell  checks,  bills  of  exchange, 
promissory  notes  or  current  money,  bonds,  stbcks,^ 
mortgages  and  other  evidences  of  debt,  and  do  a  gen- 
eral banking  business ;   may  take  personal  or  other 
securities  for  the  payment  of  obligations,  and  dispose 
of  them  according  to  the  provisions  of  an  act,  enti- 
tled '  'An  act  for  the  benefit  of  incorporated  banks  of 
Kentucky,"  approved  March  16,  1871,  and  such  dis- 
position shall  pass  a  valid  title  to  the  same ;  may 
receive  deposits  from  minors  and  married  women,  and 
their  checks,  receipts  and  acquittances  shall  be  valid. 
All  promissory  notes  and  bills  made  negotiable  and 
payable  at  the  banking-house  of  said  corporation,  or 
any  other  banking-house,  may  be  discounted  by  it, 
and  they  are  hereby  placed  upon  the  footing  of  for- 
eign bills  of  exchange,  and  like  remedy  as  upon  said 
bills  of  exchange  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  and 
severally,  against  the  drawers,  acceptors  and  indorsers 
thereof. 

§  6.  The  bank  may  acquire,  hold  and  use  all  such  hom  t«ai  and 
real  estate,  goods  and  chattels,  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or  which  may  be 
conveyed  to  it  as  surety,  or  in  satisfaction  of  any  debts, 
judgment  or  decree,  and  may  sell  and  convey  the  same 
at  pleasure :  Provided^  that  said  bank  shall  not  hold 
any  real  estate  conveyed  to  it  as  security  for  any  debt 
due  to  it,  or  in  payment  of  any  judgment  or  debt  due 
it,  for  a  longer  time  than  five  years.  The  board  of 
directors  may  make  all  needful  by-laws  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  bank  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of 
this  State  and  of  the  United  States. 

§  6.  Before  entering  upon  their  duties  the  president, 
directors  and  other  officers  of  the  bank  shall  take  an 
oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  notary  public, 
or  police  judge,  to  faithfully  perform  all  duties  incum- 
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bent  upon  them  under  this  charter,  and  that  they  will 
not  sanction  or  permit  any  violation  of  it ;  should  anj 
occur,  will  at  once  report  same  to  the  Attorney-Gfeneral 
of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  7.  The  General  Assembly  at  all  times  shall  have 
the  right  to  examine  the  affairs  of  the  bank  by  any 
committee,  officer,  or  agent  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  reserves  the  rigljt  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal 
this  charter  at  pleasure. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  961, 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  to  provide  for  a  stoek  law  for  Jeffenoo 

and  Oldhani  coanties. 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  a  poll  was  oi)ened  in 
the  Cane  Run  and  Schardine's  precinct,  of  Jefferson 
county,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  June  in  1882.  under 
and  in  accordance  with  an  act,  entitled  ^'An  act  to 
provide  for  a  stock  law  for  Jefferson  and  Oldham 
counties,"  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  approved  April  15,  1882,  in  order  to  take 
the  sense  of  the  people  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  said  precinct,  in  answer  to  the 
question :  *'Are  yon  for  or  against  a  stock  law  ?  '*  and 
whereas,  a  vote  of  said  precincts  was  taken ;  and 
whereas,  all  the  requirements  of  said  act  and  of  the 
law  were  complied  with ;  and  whereas,  the  vote  and 
majority  of  votes  cast  was  and  were  in  favor  of  enact- 
ing said  stock  law  in  said  precincts ;  but  whereas,  the 
record  of  said  votes  and  certificates  of  the  examining 
board  provided  in  said  act  were  lost ;  now,  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§1.  That  the  county  .court  of  said  Jefferson  county 
shall,  as  soon  after  the  passage  of  this  act  as  practica- 
ble, cause  to  be  posted  up  upon  the  door  of  the  court- 
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Iiouse  of  said  county  the  following  notice:  "(Giving 
t:liereon  the  day  upon  which  said  notice  was  x>osted 
np)  ten  (10)  days  after  the  foregoing  date  upon  which 
"this  notice  was  posted  up  the  county  court  will  hear 
evidence  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Cane  run  and  Schar- 
dine's  precincts  of  Jefferson  county  did,  at  the  elec- 
tion held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  June,  1882,  adopt 
the  stock  law  for  Jefferson  and  Oldham  counties  by  a 
majority  of  votes  cast  at  said  election.  The  members 
of  the  examining  board,  and  all  persons  having  infor- 
mation on  the  subject,  are  hereby  notified  to  appear 
before  said  court  ten  (10)  days  after  this  notice,  and 
f^ive  evidence  as  to  said  matter  and  matters  pertinent 
thereto." 

§  2:  Whereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  county 
court  to  hear  evidence  as  to  whether  said  act  wa& 
adopted  by  a  majority  of  said  votes  cast  at  said  poll 
held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  June,  1882,  and  all  mat- 
ters pertinent  thereto.  The  court  shall  find  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  facts,  and  shall  order  its  judgments 
to  be  entered  on  record  in  lieu  of  said  lost  certificates 
in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  Jefferson  county, 
together  with  all  pertinent  matters  found  or  recited  in 
said  judgment. 

§  3.  When  said  judgment  is  entered  upon  records- 
of  the  Jefferson  county  court,  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  Jefferson  county,  it  shall  be  conclusive  of 
the  facts  recited  therein,  and  the  requirements  of 
said  act  as  to  examining  board  and  certificate  are  dis- 
pensed with. 

§  4.  This  act  is  amendatory  to  said  act,  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  a  stock  law  for  Jefferson  and  Old- 
ham counties,"  approved  April  15,  1882;  and  in  case^ 
that  said  Jefferson  county  court  shall  find  that  said 
stock  law  was  adopted  for  said  precincts  by  a  majority 
of  votes  cast  at  aforesaid  poll,  then  said  stock  law 
shall  be  and  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  in  said 
precincts. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage. Approved  April  10,  1888. 
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CHAPTER  963. 


AN  ACT  to  empower  the  county  court  of  Ballard  county  to  levy  a  tai 
for  road  purposes,  and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  collecting  and  dis- 
bursing same. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  tJjbe  Oeneral  Asserribly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  coart  of  Ballard  coanty,  com- 
posed of  the  county  judge  and  a  majority  of  the  jos* 
tices  of  the  peace  in  said  county,  are  hereby  aathoriied 
and  empowered  to  annually  levy  an  ad  valorem  t^x 
not  exceeding  fifteen  cents  on  each  one^  hundred  dol- 
lars' worth  of  property  in  said  county  subject  to  taxa- 
tion for  State  revenue,  and  a  poll-tax  not  exceeding 
one  dollar  upon  each  titttable  in  said  county,  to  be  ap- 
plied exclusively  to  the  improvement  ^  the  public 
highways  therein. 

§  2.  Said  tax  shall  be  certified  to  the  sheriff  or  tax 
-collector  in  the  same  manner  that  other  county  levies 
are  now  certified ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
isheriff  or  tax  collector,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  and 
•empowered  to  collect  said  tax  as  other  county  levies 
are  collected. 

§  8.  The  sheriff  or  tax .  collector  is  hereby  directed 
to  pay  said  tax,  when  collected,  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
county  at  the  same  times  and  in  the  same  proportions 
as  other  county  levies  are  now  directed  by  law^  to  be 
collected  and  paid,  and  the  sheriff  or  collector  is  here- 
by made  responsible  upon  his  county  levy  bond  for  said 
tax  as  fully  as  he  is  for  any  other  county  levy;  and  he 
and  his  sureties  may  be  proceeded  against  upon  the 
same  grounds  and  in  the  same  way  that  they  are  liable 
to  for  any  defalcation  in  respect  to  any  other  county 
levy. 

§  4.  The  treasurer  of  Ballard  county  shall  keep  a 
separate  and  accurate  accouut  of  all  money  charge- 
able to  the  sheriff  or  collector  under  this  act,  in  the 
manner  that  the  account  of  other  county  levies  are 
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^required  to   be  kept;    and  he   shall    also  keep   an 

-accurate  accoant  of  all  money  received  by  himself 

-on    account  of   the  levy  herein   provided  for;   his 

-duty  in  reference  to  this  levy  being  similar  in  all  res- 

X>6cts  to  other  county  levies ;  and  he  and  his  sureties 

upon  his  official  bond  shall  be  liable  for  all  money 

received  under  this  act  to  the  same  extent,  and  may 

be  preceded  against  in  the  same  manner  provided  for 

J.D  case  of  defalcation  respecting  any  other  county 

levy. 

§  5.  The  county  court,  composed  of  the  county  judge 
and  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  said  coun- 
ty, shall  lay  the  county  off  into  road  districts  and 
number  them  ;  they  shall  then  divide  the  roads  in  each 
district  into  sections,  and  number  them«  all  of  which 
■shall  be  done  and  entered  of  record. 

§  6.  The  court  shall  then  proceed,  in  the  manner 
most  expedient  and  satisfactory  to  itself,  to  ascer- 
tain the  condition  of  the  public  roads  in  the  sev- 
eral districts,  and  the  sections  of  roads  in  said 
districts;  and  shall  set  apart  to  the  credit  of  each 
district  SQch  specific  sum,  to  be  expended  therein, 
as  the  court  shall  think  fair  and  just ;  and  in  making 
this  distribution  the  amount  of  travel  upon  the  vari- 
ous roads,  as  well  as  the  condition  of  the  roads,  shall 
be  borne  in  mind ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
•court  to  so  expend  this  money  as  to  promote  the  gen- 
-eral  welfare  of  the  county. 

§  7.  After  the  court  has  determined  upon  the 
amount  of  money  to  be  expended  in  any  district, 
they  shall  next  determine  what  road  and  what  sec- 
tion of  road  shall  first  be  improved ;  and  they  shall 
then  ascertain  specifically  the  character  and  extent 
of  improvement  to  be  done  upon  such  section  as  they 
have  decided  to  improve ;  and  shall  appoint  a  com- 
missioner to  let  such  improvement  to  the  lowest  and 
best  bidder ;  and  shall  direct  said  commissioner  as  to 
when  and  where  said  work  shall  be  let,  and  the  mode 
and  manner  of  advertising  same. 
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§  8.  Each  section  shall  be  let  separately,  bat  anj 
person  may  bid  on  and  become  the  contractor  for  any 
number  of  sections ;  but  in  all  cases  the  contracted 
shall  enter  into  a  written  contract,  in  which  the  work 
to  be  done  shall  be  fully  and  completely  set  oat,  and 
the  time  in  which  said  work  is  to  be  perfornaed,  and 
the  price  to  be  paid  therefor,  shall  be  stated  ;  and  said 
contract  shall  contain  a  covenant  to  the  effect  that  the 
contractor  shall  be  responsible  in  damages  in  a  snm  at 
least  equal  to  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  contract  price,  for 
any  failure  upon  his  part  to  comply  with  his  ander- 
taking  as  therein  expressed.  Said  contract  shall  be 
signed  by  the  contractor  and  his  sureties,  if  any  re- 
quired, in  the  presence  of  the  commissioner,  and 
attested  by  him ;  and  he  shall,  within  ten  days  after 
the  contract  has  been  executed,  return  same  to  the 
county  court  cleric,  who  shall  file  the  same  in  his 
office,  and  of  which  he  shall  thereafter  be  the  lawf ol 
custodian. 

§  9.  No  money  shall  be  due  or  paid  upon  sach  con- 
tract until  the  work  is  fully  completed,  nor  until  the 
commissioner  with  whom  said  contract  was  made  shall 
indorse  upon  the  back  of  such  contract  that  he  has 
carefully  examined  the  work,  and  that  the  same  is,  in 
all  respects,  completed  according  to  the  terms  of  said 
contract ;  but  when  said  bond  is  so  indorsed,  the  clerk 
shall  issue  his  order  upon  the  treasurer  for  the  amount 
of  the  contract  price,  and  the  same  shall  be  due  and 
payable  upon  presentation,  and  when   paid,  it  shall 
be  receipted  by  the  person  to  wBom  it  was  paid,  and 
retained  by  the  treasurer  as  a  voucher  ;  but  said  treas- 
urer shall  not  pay  out  the  road  fund  except  upon  such 
order  of  the  clerk,  or  upon  order  of  the  county  court. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  attorney  to 
prepare  all  contracts  for  work  under  this  contract, 
and  no  commissioner  shall  accept  any  contract  until 
the  same  has  been  examined,  and,  as  to  form,  ap- 
proved by  said  attorney. 

§  11.   No  commissioner  appointed  under  this  act 
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hall  have  or  acquire  any  interest  whatever  in  any 
<<3ontract  which    he  or  any  other  commissioner  ap- 
pointed hereunder  shall    make  for  work  upon  the 
x*oads  of  said  county ;  and  before  any  such  commis- 
:€iioner  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  he 
-shall  appear  in  the  county  court  and  take  an  oath  to 
-tJie  effect  that  he  will  faithfully  observe  and  perform 
liis  duties  as  such  commissioner,  and  the  fact  of  his 
^taking  said  oath  shall  be  noted  of  record  ;  and  if  such 
<;ommissioner  shall  willfully  fail  to  observe  and  per- 
:f orm  his  duty,  he  may  be  indicted  for  false  swearing, 
^nd,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  punished  as  now  pro- 
-vlded  for  such  offense. 

§  12.  The  power  to  levy  the  tax  herein  provided  for 
is  altogether  discretionary  with  the  county  court ;  but 
if  levied,  this  act  shall  in  all  other  respects  be  com- 
plied with,  and  in  the  event  of  a  levy,  all  other  laws 
providing  for  the  working  of  public  roads  shall  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  repealed,  in  so  far  as  they  apply 
to  Ballard  county. 

§  13.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent the  county  court  from  using  any  other  fund 
Tinder  their  control  in  repairing  and  improving 
roads,  but  may,  when  they  ascertain  that  there  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  treasurer  an  uuexpended  balance 
arising  from  any  source,  direct  him  to  transfer  it  to 
the  credit  of  the  road  fund,  to  be  used  as  any  other 
fund  raised  under  this  act. 

§  14.  If  any  commissioner  under  this  act  shall 
move  from  the  county,  or  become,  mentally  or  phys- 
ically unable  to  examine  any  work,  or  make  the 
proper  indorsement  upon  contracts  made  with  him, 
this  fact  shall  be  suggested  of  record  in  the  county 
court,  who  shall  appoint  some  one  to  perform  said 
duties,  who  shall  be  sworn  as  other  commissioners. 

§  15.  The  county  court  may  make  the  first  levy 
under  this  act  at  any  call  term  held  not  later  than 
the  first  Monday  in  June,  1888,  but  all  subsequent 
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levies  shall  be  made  at  the  same  time  that  otber 
county  levies  are  made. 

§  16.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  irtm 
and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  I.  N.  McGlothlio,  of  Simpson  coontT. 

Whereas,  I.  N.  McGlothlin  did  pay  this  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky  the  sam  of  one  hundred  dollars 
for  a  license  to  retail  intoxicating  liquors  in  Simpson 
county  ;  that  he  paid  the  said  license  on  the  twentietii 
day  of  February,  1886  ;  and  whereas,  the  sale  of  said 
liquors  was  prohibited  in  said  county  after  January 
first,  1887  ;  and  on  the  said  first  day  of  January,  1887, 
said  I.  N.  McGlothlin  did  cease  to  sell  in  said  coonty, 
in  accordance  with  said  prohibitory  law  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OenercU  Assembly  of  the  Oomr 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and 
the  same  is,  authorized  and  directed  to  draw  his  war- 
rant on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  in  favor 
of  said  I.  N.  McGrlothlin  for  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars, 
the  amount  due  said  McGlothlin  for  said  unexpired 
time  of  said  license. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

ACT  allowing  the  jailers  of  Edmonson  county  pay  while  guarding 
prisoners  at  work  on  streets,  public  roads  and  public  buildings.

§  1.  That  the  jailer  of  Edmonson  county  be,  and  he 
is  hereby,  allowed  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day 
for  guarding  prisoners  whilst  they  are  paying  fines,  as 
now  provided  by  law  in  working  on  streets,  public 
roads  and  public  buildings  in  said  county,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  county  levy  and  allowed  by  the  court  of 
claims  of  said  county. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  966. 

AK  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  New  Hope,  in  Nelson^ 

county. 

Be  it  eTmcted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com,' 
monweaUh  of  KentucTcy : 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  town  of  New  Hope,  in 
Nelson  county,  be  so  amended,  that  in  the  event  the 
police  judge  should,  at  any  time,  fail  or  refuse  to  act,.

corporators, or  any  one  of  them,  may  open  such  book 
or  books  and  organize  said  association.

Cruelty,  having  for  its  object  the  prevention  and  re- 
pression of  cruelty ;  with  perpetual  succession,  and 
^ower  to  acquire,  hold  and  sell  real  estate  for  cor- 
porate use;  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to 
«ue  and  be  sued ;  to  adopt,  make  and  use  a  common 
«eaK  and  the  same  to  alter  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  officers  of  said  corporation  shall  consist  of 
a  president,  two  vice-presidents,  one  secretary,  one 
treasurer,  one  superintendent,  and  an  executive  com- 
mittee of  three  members,  and  such  other  officers  as 
ishall  from  time  to  time  seem  necessary  to  the  societv. 
§  8.  The  foregoing  officers  shall  be  chosen  from 
among  the  members  of  the  society.  A  library  may  be 
-created  for  the  use  of  the  society. 

§  4.  This  society  shall  not,  in  its  corporate  capacity, 
hold  real  estate  exceeding  in  value  at  any  one  time 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

§  6.  The  said  society  for  fixing  the  terms  of  admis- 
sion  of  its  members,  for  government  of  the  same,  for 
the  election,  changing  the  officers  above  named,  and 
for  the  general  regulation   and  management  of  its 
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affairs,  shall  have  power  to  form  a  code  of  by-lawa 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States,  which  code,  when  formed  and  adopted 
at  a  regular  meeting,  shall,  until  modified  or  rescinded, 
be  equally  binding  as  this  act  upon  the  society,  its 
officers  and  members. 

§  6.  The  police  force  of  the  cities  of  Covington  and 
Newport,  as  well  as  of  all  other  places  in  this  State 
where  societies  for  the  prevention  and  repression  of 
acts  of  cruelty  exist,  or  may  hereafter  be  established, 
and  where  police  organizations  exist,  and  all  sheriffs, 
constables  and  justices  of  the  peace,  shall,  as  occasion 
may  require,  aid  the  society,  its  members  or  agents,  in 
the  enforcement  of  all  laws  which  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  enacted  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty. 

§7.  The  said  society  may  appoint  agents  in  any 
county  of  this  State  where  no  active  society  exists,  to 
represent  the  society,  and  receive  and  account  for  all 
funds  coming  to  this  society  from  membership  daes, 
donations  or  any  other  source,  and  may  also  appoint 
agents  at  large  to  prosecute  the  work  of  said  society 
throughout  the  State. 

§  8.  The  agents  of  said  society,  and  all  other  socie^ 
ties  heretofore  or  hereafter  organized  under  the  pro- 
visions  of  this  act,  shall  have  power  to  arrest  any 
person  found  violating  any  law  for  the  prevention  or 
repression  of  cruelty;  and  upon  making  such  arrest 
shall  forthwith  convey  the  person  arrested  before 
some  court  or  magistrate  having  jurisdiction  of  the 
offense,  and  there  make  complaint  against  them  ;  but 
said  agents  shall  not  be  authorized  to  make  such 
arrests  within  any  municipal  coporation  unless  their 
appointment  has  been  approved  by  the  mayor,  coun- 
cil or  police  commissioners  thereof,  nor  within  any 
county  beyond  the  limits  of  a  municipal  corpora tirn, 
unless  their  appointment  has  been  approved  by  the 
county  judge  of  said  county;  and  the  mayor,  coun- 
cil, police  commissioners  or  county  judge  shall  keep 
a  record  of  all  such  appointments* 
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§  0.  Branches  of  the  society,  consisting  of  not  less 
tlian  ten  members,  may  be  organized  in  any  part  of 
'the  State  to  prosecute  the  work  of  the  society  in  their 
several  localities,  ander  rules  and  regulations  pre- 
scribed by  the  society. 

§  10.  Such  associations  may  elect  such  officers  and 
make  such  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  as  may  be 
deetiied  necessary  or  expedient  by  their  members  for 
t^heir  own  government  and  the  proper  management  of 
their  affairs,  said  laws  not  conflicting  with  the  laws  of 
-this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  11.  Such  associations  may  appoint  agents  for  the 
purpose  of  prosecuting  any  person  guilty  of  any  act 
of  cruelty  to  persons  or  animals  within  this  State, 
i?vho  shall  have  power  to  arrest  any  i)erson  found  vio- 
lating any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  other 
law  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  persons  or  animals, 
or  preventing  any  act  of  cruelty  thereto ;  and  upon 
Ti^^king  such  arrest,  such  agent  shall  convey  the  per- 
son so  ariifited  before  some  court  or  magistrate  having 
jurisdiction  ol  the  offense,  within  the  municipal  cor- 
poration or  county  irberein  the  offense  was  committed, 
and  there  forthwith  make  complaint,  on  oath  or  affirm- 
ation, of  the  offense;  but  all  appointments  by  such 
associations  under  this  section  must  have  the  approval 
of  the  mayor,  council  or  police  commissioners  of  the 
city  or  town  in  which  the  association  exists ;  and  if  it 
exists  outside  of  any  city  or  town,  the  appointment 
must  be  approved  by  the  county  judge  of  the  county; 
and  the  mayor,  council,  police  commissioners  or  county 
judge  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  such  appointments. 

§  12.  Any  officer,  agent  or  member  of  any  such  as- 
sociation may  interfere  to  prevent  the  perpetration  of 
any  act  of  cruelty  to  children  or  animals  in  his  pres- 
ence, and  may  use  such  force  as  may  be  necessary  to 
prevent  the  same,  and  to  that  end  may  summons  to 
his  aid  any  by-standers. 

§  18.  Any  sheriff,  marshal,  policeman,  constable,  or 
agent  of  any  society  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to 
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animals,  may  kill  or  canso  to  be  killed  any  animal 
found  neglected  or  abandoned,  and  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  three  reputable  citizens,  is  injured  or  dis- 
eased past  recovery,  or  by  age  has  become  useless. 

§  14.  All  fines  collected  under  the  laws  for  the  pi«- 
yention  of  cruelty  to  children  or  animals  shall  be  paid 
to  any  duly  incorporated  society  for  the  preventioii 
and  repression  of  cruelty.  But  any  such  society  insti- 
tuting any  such  prosecution  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive all  fines  collected  from  such  prosecution. 

§  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  AOT  to  authorize  the  county  court  at  its  court  of  claims  to  lerj  sn 
^ad  valorem  tax  and  fix  the  county  levy  in  Adair  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Ccm- 
momoeaUh  of  Kefrd/woky : 

%  1.  That  the  county  court  of  claims  for  the  county 
of  Adair  shall  have  the  power  to  levy  an  ad  valo- 
rem tax  of  not  exceeding  fifteen  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  in  said 
county,  to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  that  the 
State  revenue  is  collected,  which  tax  shall  be  used  for 
county  purposes  only. 

§  2.  The  said  county  court  is  also  authorized  to  col- 
lect a  per  capita  tax  from  each  white  voter  not  ex- 
ceeding one. dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  the  purposes 
named  in  section  one. 

^,  §  3.  The  sheriff  of  said  county  shall  be  responsible 
on  his  bond  to  the  same  extent  for  the  collection  of 
the  tax  imposed  in  this  act  as  the  State  revenue. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

A17    ACT  to  authorize  the  county  judge  of  Trimble  county  to  issue 

certificates  to  physician  for  pauper  claims. 

Be  it  endcted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
moTiweaJih  of  Kenivxiky : 

§  1.  That  it  sliall  be  unlawful  for  the  court  of  claims 
of  Trimble  county,  Kentucky,  to  allow  any  physician 
any  claim  for  attending  on  any  pauper  of  said  county ,^ 
nnless  authorized  by  the  certificate  of  the  county  judge. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  ita 
passage.

CHAPTER  972. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  trespassing  on  real  estate  in  the  county  of  Jeffer-- 

son. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  No  one  shall  knowingly  and  unlawfully  throw 
down  or  leave  open  any  bars,  gate  or  fence  upon  the 
land  of  another. 

§  2.  No  person  shall  enter  upon  the  inclosed  land  of 
another  without  permission  of  the  owner,  occupant  or 
person  in  charge  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  hunting, 
trapping,  fishing,  taking  or  destroying  the  nests  or 
eggs  of  birds,  or  gathering  nuts,  fruits  or  berries. 

§  3.  Violation  of  any  provisions  of  the  preceding 
sections  of  this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  one  dollar  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  ;  or  in 
default  of  payment  of  the  fine,  by  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  twenty  days. 

§  4,  The  owners  of  any  land,  with  such  others  as  he 
may  command  to  assist  him,  may  arrest  on  such  land 
any  person  violating  this  act,  and  forthwith  take  him 
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before  any  jastice  of  the  peace  or  proper  magistrate 
for  prosecation  according  to  law, 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage, but  shall  only  apply  to  the  county  of  Jefferson.

CHAPTER  974. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Proctor,  and  redace 

into  one  the  several  acts  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TTionwealth  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  The  boundary  of  Proctor  shall  be  as  follows : 
Beginning  at  low  water*  mark  on  south  side  of  the 
Kentucky  river,  at  the  mouth  of  Knob  branch,  at  the 
lower  end  of  the  Samuel  Johnson  farm,  running  with 
the  meanders  of  Knob  branch  to  where  the  Booneville 
road  crosses  said  branch ;  thence  with  said  road  to 
where  the  said  road  forks  to  go  to  Proctor  and  Con- 
gleton  shoals ;  thence  in  the  nearest  straight  line  to 
the  South  Fork  of  the  Kentucky  river ;  thence  down 
the  South  Fork  of  Kentucky  river  with  the  low  water- 
mark to  the  mouth  ;  thence  with  the  Kentucky  river 
with  the  low  water-mark  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  The  fiscal,  prudential  and  municipal  concerns 
of  said  town  shall  be  vested  in  five  trustees,  to  be 
styled  the  board  of  trustees  of  Proctor,  all  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  annually,  on  the  first  Saturday  of 
April,  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  who  shall 
have  resided  therein  at  least  sixty  days  next  before 
said  election.  The  trustees  shall  hold  their  oflSce  for 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified  ;  they  shall,  before  they  proceed  to  act,  take 
the  official  oath  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  the  State,  which  may  be  administered  by  any 
person  authorized  by  the  laws  of  the  State  to  admin- 
ister an  oath.    The  officer  administering  the  oath  shall 
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oei*t^ify  the  same  to  the  board  of  trustees,  and  such 
oertificate  shall  be  spread  on  the  records  of  the  board 
of   trustees.    They  shall  select  one  of  their  number  a 
oha-irraan  of  the  board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  pre- 
side at  all  meetings  of  the  board ;  give  the  casting 
vote  in  case  of  a  tie ;  preserve  order  and  decorum ; 
oall  the  board  together  when  emergency  may  demand, 
a»nd  see  that  all  rules  and  regulations  concerning  their 
meetings  are  enforced.     In  case  a  vacancy  shall  occur 
in   the  board  of  trustees,  they  may  till  such  vacancy 
\>Y  appointment  until  their  next  election.    No  person 
sliall  be  a  trustee  who  is  not,  at  the  time,  over^wenty- 
one  years  of  age,  and  who  has  not  resided  therein  for 
at  least  six  months  next  before  his  election  or  appoint- 
ment. 

§  3.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town, ,  and  their 
successors  in  office,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corpo- 
rate, and  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Proctor ;  and  by  that  name 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with ;  they  may  take  and  hold  real  estate  or  ;)ersonal 
property  by  purchase,  devise,  bequest  or  donation, 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  town,  and  may  lease  or 
sell  and  convey  the  same,  and  may  sell  and  convey 
any  property,  real  or  personal,  owned  by  them :  Pro- 
vided, however^  They  shall  not  lease  or  sell  any  such 
property  except  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  board 
of  trustees ;  and  the  names  of  those  voting  for  the 
lease  or  sale  of  such  property  shall  be  entered  upon 
the  records  of  said  board  of  trustees. 

§  4.  The  board  of  trustees  may  fix  by  their  by-laws 
the  time  and  place  of  their  regular  meetings,  and  the 
mode  of  special  meetings.  A  majority  of  said  trus- 
tees shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business. 
They  may  provide  for  punishing  those  who  fail  to 
attend  the  meetings,  without  a  reasonable  excuse,  by 
fines.  In  the  absence  of  the  chairman  they  may  elect 
one  of  their  number  chairman  for  the  occasion.  The 
officer  presiding  shall  sign  the  minutes  of  the  meet- 
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ings,  when  approved  by  the  board ;  and  shall  have  all 
the  powers  on  that  occasion  as  the  regular  chairman. 
The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  i)ower  to  provide  by 
by-laws  for  punishing  any  one  guilty  of  disorderly 
conduct  in  their  presence  while  sitting. 

§  5.  That  the  titles  of  the  streets,  alleys,  and  all 
public  grounds  in  said  town,  shall  be,  and  is  heiebyr 
vested  in  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  and  they 
may  maintain  any  appropriate  action  to  prevent  any 
damage,  obstruction  or  injury  to  said  streets,  alleys  or 
other  public  grounds,  shade  trees,  ornamental  trees,  or 
other  thing  or  fixtures  placed  there  by  them  ;  and 
may  compel  the  removal  of  obstructions  in  any  of  the 
streets,  alleys,  or  public  grounds,  or  to  recover  dam- 
ages for  any  injury  hereafter  done  to  any  of  the 
streets,  alleys,  public  grounds,  shade  or  ornamental 
trees,  thing  or  fixture.  Said  board  shall  have  ix>wer 
to  build  cisterns,  dig  wells,  and  to  regulate  the  storage 
of  gunpowder  or  other  combustible  material,  or  mate- 
rial of  an  unhealthy  character;  and  they  may  pro- 
hibit the  sale  of  firecrackers,  roman  candles,  sky- 
rockets, or  any  other  article  of  the  kind  within  the 
limits  of  said  town. 

§  6.  The  said  board  of  trustees  may  require  chim- 
neys, fines  or  stove-pipes,  which  may  endanger  the 
safety  of  property,  to  be  repaired  so  as  to  make  them 
safe,  and  may  provide  penalties  for  a  disobedience  of 
their  orders,  and  provide  for  repairing  or  removing 
such  danger  or  defects,  at  the  cost  of  the  owner  of  the 
property.  They  may  require  owners  or  occupiers  of 
property  fronting  on  the  streets  or  alleys  to  keep  the 
streets  and  alleys  in  front  of  their  property  clean ; 
and  may  prevent  the  exhibition  of  stud-horses  or 
jacks  on  the  streets  of  said  town,  or  the  exhibition  of 
any  obscene  or  immoral  show  or  pictures. 

§  7.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  open 
new  streets  or  alleys  in  said  town,  or  may  extend, 
straighten,  or  widen  any  of  the  present  streets  or  alleys 
in  said  town  ;  or  may  close  any  of  the  streets  or  alleys 
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xk    said  town  that  they  may  deem  useless,  the  owner 
:>f  CLny  land  giving  his  consent;  and  in  case  they  can 
aot>  agnize  with  the  owner  of  the  ground  nequired  for 
snebi  new  street  or  alley,  or  for  widening  or  straight- 
ening old  ones,  they  may  file  their  petition  in  the  Lee 
county  court  against  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land 
required,  setting  forth  the  boundary  and  location  of  the 
la.n.d  required, 'on  which  petition  summons  shall  be 
issued  and  served  on  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land, 
if  residing  in  Lee  county  ;  and  if  not,  then  on  a  known 
agent  or  attorney  of  such  owner  or  owners ;  but  if 
-there  be  no  kaown  agent  or  attorney,  then  the  sum- 
mons may  be  served  on  such  owner  or  owners  in  any 
county  of  this  State  ;  but  should  such  owner  or  owners 
be  non-residents  of  this  State,  they  shall  be  warned  to 
appear,  and  be  provided  against,  as  provided  in  the 
Civil  Code  of  Practice.     When  such  owner  or  ownera 
shall  be  properly  before  the  court,  the  court  shall 
direct  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  to  issue,  which  writ 
sball  be  executed  by  the  sheriff,  and  the  value  of  the 
land  required  for  any  such  new  street  or  alley,  or 
alteration  or  extension  of  an  old  one,  shall  have  been 
ascertained,  the  court  shall  enter  judgment  condemn- 
ing such  land,  and  ordering  the  new  street  or  alley  to- 
be  opened,  or  the  old  one  extended  or  altered :  Pro- 
Tnded^  however^  That  no  such  order  shall  be  made 
until  the  trustees  of  said  town  have  paid  into  the 
court  the  amount  of  damages  assessed  and  all  cost  of 
the  proceedings :  Provided  further^   That  the  trustees 
shall  not  be  compelled  to  pay  the  damage  assessed, 
after  the  damages  are  assessed,  they  elect  to  do  so ;. 
and  they  may,  if  they  see  proper,  abandon  the  pro- 
ceeding, being  responsible  for  cost  only ;   but  upon 
their  doing  so,  the  court  shall  enter  an  order  annulling: 
the  order  condemning  the  ground :   Provided^  how- 
ecer^  Either  party  may  appeal  from  the  final  judgment 
of  the  court,  condemning  the  land  or  assessing  th& 
damage  to  be  paid,  to  the  Court  of  Appeals,  if  the^ 
Court  of  Appeals  have  jurisdiction  of  the  amount ;  but 
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no  such  appeal  shall  be  taken  after  six  months  from 
the  final  judgment  appealed  from. 

§  8.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  ha?e 
power  to  cause  any  of  the  streets  or  alleys  of  said  town 
to  be  graded,  the  owner  of  lands  giving  his  consent, 
paved  or  graveled,  or  otherwise  improved  ;  they  shall 
have  power  to  order,  at  the  cost  of  the  owners  of 
property  fronting  the  streets,  the  sidewalks  to  be 
paved  or  graveled,  or  otherwise  improved ;  and  they 
shall  fix  in  their  order  the  grades,  width,  character  of 
material  to  be  used  in  curbing,  paving  or  other  improve- 
ment, and  shall  notify  the  owner,  agent,  or  attorney 
of  such  property,  if  they  reside  in  said  town,  of  the 
intended  improvement,  giving  them  a  reasonable  time 
to  make  the  same ;  but  upon  their  failure  to  do  so 
within  the  time  specified  in  such  notice,  it  shall  then 
be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  to  have  the  improvement 
made  at  the  expense  of  said  town,  and  shall  enter  the 
cost  of  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  them  for  that 
purpose,  together  with  a  fair  description  of  the  lot 
or  lots  so  improved,  which  cost  of  improvement  shall 
stand  as  a  tax  assessment  and  lien  against  the  whole  of 
the  lot  or  lots  so  improved,  together  with  such  bmld- 
ings  as  may  be  upon  it ;  the  election  of  said  tax  assess- 
ment and  lien  shall  be  enforced  by  a  sale  of  such  lot 
or  lots  so  described,  but  not  until  such  tax  and  assess- 
ment  has  been  prosented  for  payment  to  the  owner,  his 
•or  her  agent  or  attorney,  provided  such  owner,  agent 
or  attorney  resides  in  said  town.  Should  said  owner 
not  reside  in  said  down,  or  have  no  agent  or  attorney 
residing  therein,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  give  the 
notice  required  by  this  section  nor  make  the  dem^id 
herein  named.  A  copy  of  the  assessment  and  descrip- 
tion of  the  property  herein  named,  attested  by  the 
<5lerk  of  the  board  of  trustees,  shall  be  authority  to 
the  marshal  of  said  town  to  make  the  sale  herein 
named.  Said  sale  shall  be  made  as  like  property  is 
required  to  be  sold  for  State  and  county  tax  by  the 
Jaws  of  this  State ;  and  the  owner  or  owners  shall 
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Ixave  the  same  rights  to  redeem  said  property,  by  pay- 
dug  the  assessment,  cost  of  sale,  and  per  cent,  now 
.allowed  by  law  in  the  collection  of  the  revenue  and 
<^oanty  levy  of  the  State.  Said  marshal  shall  return 
t^lie  original  assessment,  under  which  he  made  the 
sale,  together  with  his  return,  to  the  board  of  trus- 
"tees,  which  shall  be  copied  in  full  by  the  cl^rk  of  the 
l>oard  on  the  records  of  said  board,  in  a  book  to  be 
Ikept  by  them.  Should  the  owner  or  owners  fail  to 
xedeem  said  lot  or  lots  or  land  within  the  time  pre- 
scribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  marshal,  or  his 
«nccessor  in  office,  to  make  deed  of  conveyance  to  the 
«ame  to  the  purchaser,  which  deed  shall  pass  full  and 
complete  title  to  the  same  to  the  purchaser. 

§  9.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall 
thave  the  exclusive  right  and  power  to  license,  and 
provide  by  ordinance  for  licensing  auctioneers,  the 
sale  of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  of  any  descrip- 
tions' whatever ;  livery  and  sale  stables ;  all  vehicles 
running  for  hire  ;  and  shall  have  the  right  to  tax  any 
show  or  exhibition  exhibiting  in  said  town  ;  that  the 
tax  on  auctioneers  shall  not  be  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  ten  dollars  per  year ;  that  the  tax  on  each  person 
or  firm  for  the  sale  of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise 
shall  not  be  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty-five 
dollars  per  year ;  that  the  tax  on  each  livery  or  sale 
stable  shall  not  be  less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten 
dollars  per  year;  that  the  tax  on  each  vehicle  shall 
not  be  less  than  two  nor  more  than  five  dollars  per 
year ;  that  the  tax  on  each  show,  exhibition  or  per- 
formance shall  not  be  less  than  two  nor  more  than 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  performance. 

§  10.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  may, 
Ijy  general  or  special  by  laws  or  ordinances,  require 
all  vendors  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  in 
said  town,  to  close  their  bar-rooms,  and  keep  them 
closed,  and  not  to  sell  or  give  to  any  person  on  the 
Sabbath  day;  and  may  require  bar-rooms  to  be  closed 
and  prevent  the  sale  of  spirituous  liquors  on  any  pub- 
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lie  day  as  they  may  deem  proper ;  and  may  require 
all  bar-rooms  to  be  closed  at  a  specified  hoar  at  night, 
not  earlier  than  nine  o*  clock. 

§  11.  That  when  a  license  is  required  ander  the 
charter  to  carry  on  a  business,  or  do  an  act,  the  pro- 
ductioa  of  the  treasurer's  receipts  for  the  arooants  of 
said  tax  or  license  to  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be 
evidence  to  that  said  amount  has  been  paid  into  the 
treasury;  and  upon  which  they  may  or  not,  in  their 
discretion,  issue  a  license  to  the  holder  by  his  exe- 
cuting the  bond  required  by  law,  if  a  bond  shall  be 
required  in  such  case;  the  order  of  said  board  of 
trustees,  entered  on  their  records,  specifying  the  busi- 
ness to  be  done,  signed  by  the  chairman  and  attested 
by  the  clerk,  shall  be  authority  and  a  license  to  the 
holder  to  carry  on  the  business  or  perform  the  act 
therein  named  ;  but  in  case  the  license  is  refused  by 
said  board,  the  treasurer  shall  refund  the  money  to 
the  applicant  by  his  returning  said  receipts  and  de- 
manding the  same. 

§  13.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have 
power,  by  suitable  by-laws  or  ordinances,  with  penal- 
ties adequate  for  the  purpose,  not,  however,  to  exceed 
one  hundred  dollars'  fine  or  fifty  days'  imprisonment^ 
or  both,  to  suppress  tippling-houses,  gaming-houses, 
and  to  punish  any  one  guilty  of  rioting,  disturbing 
the  public  peace,  disorderly  or  indecent  conduct  or 
language,  disturbing  religious  worship,  schools,  pub- 
lic speaking  or  lectures,  or  any  lawful  public  meeting, 
injury  to  streets,  alleys  cr  public  grounds,  shade  or 
ornamental  trees,  cisterns,  wells,  pumps,  churches, 
school-houses  or  other  public  buildings  or  property 
belonging  to  said  town  or  the  county  of  Lee,  includ- 
ing bridges  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
erected;  and  to  pass  all  such  bylaws  or  ordinances 
as  shall  be  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  out  any 
power  given  by  this  charter,  or  for  the  suppression 
and  punishment  of  all  such  disorders  and  irregulari- 
ties as  shall  be  prejudicial  to  the  good  order  and 
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<}aiet  of  said  town.  The  by-laws  and  ordinances  now 
in  force  in  said  town  shall  remain  nntil  changed  by  ' 
-the  trustees.  No  by-law  hereafter  passed  shall  go 
into  effect  nntil  ten  days  after  the  same  is  posted  at 
'the  most  public  place  in  the  said  town ;  but  it  shall 
not  be  necessary,  upon  the  trial  of  any  one  charged 
with  a  violation  of  said  by-laws,  that  this  provision 
has  been  complied  with,  unless  such  person,  before 
the  trial  is  commenced,  demand  such  proof. 

§  13.  The  board  of  trustees  may  levy  and  collect, 
annually,  a  tax,  not  exceeding  forty  cents,  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  in  said  town, 
taxable  under  the  revenue  laws  of  this  State,  includ- 
ing the  amount  owned  by  any  person  residing  in  said 
town,  which  ought  to  be  given  in  under  the  equali- 
2ation  law ;  and  on  such  personal  property  in  said 
town  owned  by  persons  not  residing  in  said  town,  as 
shall  be  employed  by  such  person  in  business  in  said 
town  ;  they  may  also  levy  a  poll  or  capitation  tax,  of 
not  more  than  two  dollars  in  any  one  year,  on  all  the 
male  inhabitants  of  said  town  over  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years ;  and  a  special  tax  on  all  dogs,  over  one  to 
the  family,  of  not  more  than  three  dollars  in  any  one 
year ;  and  all  dogs  permitted  to  stay  at  or  about  the 
house  of  a  family  shall  be  construed  as  belonging  to 
And  owned  by  such  family. 

§  14.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  pub- 
lish annually,  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  each 
board,  an  account  of  all  the  money  received  by  them 
and  all  the  payments  made  out  of  the  treasury  during 
the  year,  and  the  amount  of  the  debt  of  the  town,  and 
the  amount  due  the  town,  which  statement  shall  be 
veriiied  by  the  chairman  of  the  board. 

§  15.  Each  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  a  treas- 
urer, whose  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year,  who  shall 
be  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  of  good 
moral  standing.  They  shall  take  from  him  bond, 
with  approved  security,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
disbursement  of  all  moneys  received  by  him  as  or- 
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dered  by  the  board ;  aad  that  he  will  settle  his  a^ 
counts,  and  pay  over  to  his  saccessor  in  office  anj 
balance  in  his  hands  at  the  expiration  of  his  term; 
and  the  trustees  may  require  him,  at  any  time,  to 
renew  his  bond,  and  on  his  failure  to  do  so  in  five 
days,  may  remove  him.  The  marshal  or  other  col- 
lecting officer  collecting  fines,  money  due  for  licenses, 
tax  or  assessments,  or  any  money  received  in  the 
name  of  the  trustees  or  for  their  use,  shaU  p&j  the 
same  over  to  the  treasurer  within  ten  days  after  col- 
lecting the  same,  and  take  the  treasurer's  receipt 
therefor,  and  on  his  failure  to  do  so,  he  shall  be  re- 
iipiwilil  €tt  kw  boaik  bxt  the  amount  so  collected, 
and  twenty  per  cent,  therwv.  Tk»  tamnnrer  shall 
pay  out  no  money  except  on  the  order  of  tt»  hamL 
of  trustees,  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  board  aod 
certified  and  attested  by  the  clerk. 

§  16.  Any  person  desiring  to  test  the  validity  of 
any  by-law  or  ordinance  passed  by  said  board  of 
trustees  may  do  so  by  petition  in  the  Lee  circuit 
court  against  the  board  of  trustees,  setting  forth 
the  particular  by-law  or  ordinance  believed  to  be 
illegal,  and  stating  that  if  enforced  it  will  affect  the 
rights  of  plaintiff;  and  on  filing  such  petition  an 
injunction  may  be  granted  the  plaintiff,  as  provided 
by  the  Civil  Code  of  Practice,  and  the  cause  shall 
be  docketed,  and  stand  for  trial  on  the  third  day 
of  the  first  term  of  said  court  after  filing  said  peti- 
tion: Provided^  Said  petition  be  filed  twenty  days 
before  the  beginning  of  said  court.  Either  party 
may  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  circuit  court 
to  the  Court  of  Appeals,  without  any  regard  to  the 
amount  in  controversy ;  but  no  such  appeal  shall 
be  taken  after  six  months  from  the  rendition  of  the 
judgment:  Provided^  however^  That  upon  the  disso- 
lution of  the  injunction,  the  plaintiff  and  his  secur- 
ities shall  be  liable  on  their  bond  for  all  damages, 
including  the  amount  of  any  license,  fines,  tax,  or 
assessments  that  may  have  been  prevented  from  be- 
ing collected  by  said  injunction. 
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§  17.  There  shall  be  elected,  on  the  first  Saturday 
in  April,  1888,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  by 
•the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  a  police  jud^e, 
^who  shall  hold  his  ofiice  for  two  years,  and  until 
liis  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  No  person 
shall  be  police  judge  who  is  under  twenty  one  years 
of  age,  and  who  has  not  been  a  resident  of  said 
town  for  six  months  next  preceding  his  election  or 
appointment,  nor  a  vendor  of  spirituous  liquors  or 
retail  by  license,  keeper  or  owner  of  a  billiard  saloon 
or  bowling  alley ;  and  any  person  holding  the  office 
of  police  judge,  who  shall  become  a  vendor  of  spirit- 
nous  liquors  by  license,  or  keeper  or  owner  of  a  bil- 
liard saloon  or  bowling-alley,  shall  ipso  facto  vacate 
his  ofiice ;  and  should  the  office  of  police  judge  be- 
come vacant  at  any  time,  the  trustees  of  said  towh 
shall  appoint  one  until  the  next  election  for  trustees 
of  said  town,  or  until  the  next  regular  election  for 
police  judge,  whichever  may  occur  fir»t>  at  which 
election  a  police  judge  shall  be  elected,  who  shall 
hold  his  ofiice  until  the  next  regular  election  for 
police  judge  of  said  town,  and  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified. 

§  18.  The  police  judge  of  said  town,  or,  in  his  ab- 
sence,  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees,  shall 
have  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  offenses  against  the 
by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  town,  and  the  police 
judge  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the 
county  judge  and  justices  of  the  peace  in  all  penal 
and  criminal  oifenses  committed  in  the  county  of 
Lee  ;  and  the  police  judge  shall  have  concurrent  juris- 
diction in  all  civil  cases  with  the  justices  of  the  peace 
of  said  county  ;  he  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace 
in  said  county,  and  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, and  take  a  similar  oath  to  that  required  by  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  and  execute  bond  as  now  required 
by  the  laws  of  this  State.  The  police  court  shall  be 
styled  the  police  court  at  Proctor,  and  is  declared  to 
be  a  court  of  record,  and  shall  have  all  such  power  of 
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presernng  order,  pnnishing  contempts  of  its  aothor- 
ity,  and  enforcing  obedience  to  its  mandate,  precept 
and  authority  that  is  possessed  by  the  county  judge. 
All  fines  imposed  by  the  police  court  for  offenses  com- 
mitted in  said  town  against  the  by-laws  thereof,  shall 
be  for  the  benefit  of  said  town,  and  shall  be  paid  over 
by  the  officer  collecting  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  board  of  trustees  within  ten  days  thereafter.  All 
warrants  issued  by  the  police  judfi:e  of  said  town  for 
offenses  committed  in  said  town  against  its  by-laws, 
which  are  cognizable,  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the 
€ommon wealth  of  Kentucky,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
trustees  of  said  town,  and  shall  be  executed  by  the 
marshal,  or  any  other  peace  officer  of  Lee  county*  to 
whom  they  are  delivered  and  returned  by  said  officer 
to  the  police  court  for  trial.  Said  police  judge  shall 
have  power  to  take  bail  for  the  appearance  of  per- 
sons charged  with  offenses  within  its  jurisdiction 
at  a  subsequent  day  for  trial,  or  indorsed  on  war- 
rants issued  by  him,  the  sum  the  defendants  may 
be  admitted  to  bail  in,  by  the  officer  making  the 
arrest,  for  his  appearance  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by 
such  officer ;  and  in  case  any  defendant  shall  fail  to 
appear  in  discharge  of  his  or  her  bail,  may  declare  the 
same  forfeited,  and  summons  the  defendant  and  his 
or  her  securities  to  show  cause  why  judgment  should 
not  be  rendered  against  them  for  the  amount  of  the 
bond ;  and  if  no  sufficient  reason  is  shown  within  ten 
•days  after  the  service  of  the  summons,  may  give 
judgment  for  the  amount,  on  which  judgments  a  ca- 
pias  pro  fine  may  issue ;  and  when  collected,  the  same 
shall  be  paid  to  the  town  treasurer :  Prorrided^  Jum- 
ener^  That  the  bail  required  of  the  defendant  shall 
In  no  case  exceed  the  amount  of  the  fine  which  might 
be  imposed.  His  court  shall  be  open  at  all  times  for 
the  trials  of  infraction  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances 
<yi  said  town,  or  the  trial  of  criminal  or  penal  causes. 
He  shall  hold  a  court  on  the  second  Saturday  in  each 
.month  for  the  trial  of  civil  cases,  and  may  adjourn 
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the  same  until  Monday,  and  from  that  to  other  days, 
until  the  business  of  the  term  is  completed:  Pro- 
Tdded^  Jiowever^  That  his  jurisdiction  in  civil  cases 
shall  not  be  construed  to  go  beyond  the  town  lim- 
its, except  the  defendant  consents  in  writing,  in- 
dorsed on  the  summons  or  warrants,  and  signed  by 
himself :  Arid  provided  further^  That  the  process  or 
summons  must  be  served  five  days  before  the  com- 
mencement of  the  term.  Copies  of  his  records,  at- 
tested by  himself  or  his  successor  in  office,  shall  be 
received  in  evidence  as  copies  of  other  records  are 
now  admissible  under  the  law. 

§  19.  The  police  judge  may  charge  and  collect  the 
following  fees,  which  shall  be  due  and  distrainable 
as  fees  of  justices  of  the  peace  now  are:  For  issuing 
a  warrant  for  an  infraction  of  the  by-laws  or  ordi- 
nances of  the  town,  or  criminal  or  penal  laws,  one 
dollar ;  for  swearing  a  jury  and  presiding  at  the  trial, 
two  dollars ;  for  presiding  at  a  trial  where  no  jury  is 
required,  one  dollar ;  for  each  subpoena  for  one  or 
more  witnesses,  twenty -five  cents ;  for  recognizance 
or  bond  to  keep  the  peace,  to  be  paid  by  the  appli- 
cant, one  dollar ;  and  for  all  other  services  he  shall 
be  allowed  the  same  fees  that  are  allowed  to  justices 
of  the  peace  for  similar  services. 

§  20.  Either  party  may  appeal  from  a  judgment  of 
the  police  court  to  the  Lee  circuit  court,  in  any  case, 
as  now  provided  by  law ;  such  party  would  have  the 
right  to  appeal  from  the  judgment  of  the  quarterly 
oourt  or  justices  of  the  peace;  also  to  the  quar- 
terly court  as  is  now  allowed  from  justices'  court. 
The  appeal  shall  be  taken  in  the  same  manner,  with- 
in the  same  time,  and  on  the  same  conditions,  as  from 
the  quarterly  court  or  justice  of  the  peace.  The  po- 
lice judge  shall  have  power  to  enforce  the  laws  of 
the  State  against  vagrants,  gypsies  and  peddlers  who 
shall  offend  against  the  laws  of  this  State ;  against 
vagrants,  gypsies  and  peddlers  within  the  limits  of 
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said  town,  and  to  require  bonds  to  keep  the  peace 
and  be  of  good  behavior. 

§  21.  There  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Saturday  is 
April,  1888,  and  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April  ey&j 
two  years  thereafter,  by  the  qualified  yoters  of  said 
town,  a  marshal,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  two 
years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 
The  marshal  shall,  within  ten  days  after  his  election, 
in  addition  to  the  oath  required  by  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  this  State,  take  an  oath  faithfally  to  dis- 
charge all  his  duties  under  this  act  and  the  by-laws  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  and  execute  bond, 
with  security,  approved  by  the  board  of  trustees,  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties; 
and  that  he  will  in  due  time  collect  and  pay  over  to 
the  proper  jyerson  all  taxes,  fines,  assessments,  forfeit- 
ures or  other  dues  of  said  town  placed  in  his  hands  for 
collection,  and  make  final  settlement  with  the  board 
at  the  expiration  of  his  office ;  and  that  he  will  in  good 
faith,  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  judgment,  execute 
all  such  duties  as  may  be  lawfully  required  of  him  by 
the  board  of  trustees,  as  are  imposed  by  this  act.  The 
marshal  shall  execute  all  process  to  him  directed  from 
the  police  judge  or  other  officer,  for  breaches  of  the 
by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  board  of  trustees,  or  for 
any  ofi^ense  committed  in  said  town ;  and  he  may 
execute  process  issued  by  any  officer  in  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky  for  an  infraction  of  the  criminal 
or  penal  laws  of  this  State,  and  for  these  purposes 
may  go  to  any  part  of  Lee  county ;  and  said  marshal 
shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  constables  of 
said  county  in  all  civil  cases :  Provided^  Tunoeter^  He 
shall  have  no  power  to  execute  civil  process  until  he 
shall  have  entered  into  bond,  with  approved  security, 
in  the  county  court,  in  the  same  manner  that  consta- 
bles are  required  to  do.  He  shall  have  all  the  powers 
to  levy,  distrain,  and  sell  for  all  taxes,  fines,  assess- 
ments,  or  forfeitures,  or  other  dues  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  that  sherifi^s  have  in  the  collection  of  the 
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county  levy,  and  shall  have  the  same  com- 
X>ensation,  or  any  additional  compensation  the  board 
of  trustees  may  allow ;  and  upon  his  failure  to  collect 
and  pay  over,  he  and  his  securities  shall  be  liable  in 
the  same  manner,  and  proceeded  against  in  the  same 
Tv^ay,  that  constables  are  proceeded  against  in  this  Com- 
monwealth. The  marshal  shall  have  the  power  to  sell 
any  real  estate  to  pay  any  town  tax  or  assessment 
against  it^  owner,  in  the  same  manner,  and  on  the 
same  terms,  that  sheriffs  have  to  sell  for  State  revenue 
and  county  levy,  when  he  shall  be  unable  to  find  per- 
sonal property  in  said  town  to  pay  the  same,  and  shall 
return  a  copy  of  the  authority  under  which  he  made  ' 
the  levy  and  sale,  with  his  return  indorsed  thereon,  to 
the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  Lee  county,  who 
shall  record  the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  sales  for 
taxes  under  the  revenue  laws  of  the  State  are  required 
to  be  recorded,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees 
therefor.  Such  real  estate  shall  be  subject  to  redemp- 
tion in  the  same  manner,  and  in  the  same  time,  and 
on  the  same  terms  as  real  estate  sold  for  revenue 
and  county  levy;  and  if  not  redeemed  in  one  year, 
shall  be  conveyed  to  the  purchaser  by  the  marshal, 
in  the  same  manner  as  real  estate  is  conveyed  by 
the  sheriff ;  and  for  making  such  deed  the  marshal 
may  charge  and  collect  two  dollars  from  the  pur- 
chaser. The  original  authority  under  which  the  sale 
was  made  shall  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  and  by  him  recorded  in  full,  together  with 
the  marshal's  return  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the 
board  for  that  purpose. 

§  22.  The  marshal  of  said  town  may  appoint  a  dep- 
uty, who  shall  reside  in  the  town  of  Proctor.  The 
marshal  shall  be  responsible  on  his  official  bond  for 
the  acts  of  his  deputy ;  but  such  deputy  shall  have 
jurisdiction  only  in  cases  of  infractions  of  the  by- 
laws and  ordinances  of  the  board  of  trustees.  No 
I)erson  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  town  marshal 
unless  he  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  old  at  the  time 
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of  his  election  or  appointment;  but  this  proiisigi 
shall  not  apply  to  his  deputy. 

§  23.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  amsai 
all  persons  who  may,  at  any  time,  be  guilty  of  a  tio- 
lation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  by-laws  or  ordi- 
nances of  said  town,  or  of  the  charter,  respecting  tke 
good  order,  peace  and  tranquility  of  said  town,  or 
any  of  its  inhabitants,  and  when  necessary,   he  maj 
call  to  his  aid  any  or  all  the  male  inhabitants  of  said 
town,  and  all  others  who  may  be  in   the  town,  to 
enable  him  to  make  arrests  or  quell  disturbances ;  and 
any  inhabitant  or  person  who  shall,  on  being  sum- 
moned by  the  marshal  to  aid  him  in  the  execution  of 
his  office,  refuse  to  obey  him  and  render  assistance, 
shall  be  lined  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  ten  dol- 
lars for  each  offense,  recoverable  in  the  police  court. 
He  may,  at  all  times,  arrest  drunk  or  disorderly  per- 
sons ;  and  he  may  commit  to  the  jail  of  Lee  county 
any  person  who  may  be  found  in  said  town  drank  or 
disorderly,  between  dark  in  the  evening  and  dayligbt 
in  the  morniufj; ;  and  the  jailer  of  said  county  is  aa- 
thorized  and  required  to  receive  such  person  into,  and 
confine  him  or  her  in  the  jail  until  morning ;  but  he  \ 
shall  bring  such  person  before  the  police  judge  or 
chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees,  or,  in   their  ab- 
sence, before  the  county  judge  of  Lee  county,  or  a 
justice  of  the  peace  for  said  county,  before  twelve 
o'clock  next  morning ;  and  if  no  one  appears  against 
such  person,  he  or  she  shall  be  discharged ;  or  if  nont; 
of  the  aforesaid  officers  be  found,  the  marshal  shall 
discharge  such  person.     The  marshal  shall  attend  all 
the  sittings  of  the  police  court,  and  may  be  required 
by  the  board  of  trustees  to  attend  any  or  all  of  their 
meetings,  and  to  perform  other  services,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  nature  of  his  office,  as  they  may  pre- 
scribe by  the  by-laws. 

§  24.  In  case  the  police  judge  or  marshal  shaU  fail 
to  give  bond,  as  required  by  this  act,  vdthin  ten  days 
after  the  former  receives  his  commission  and  the  lat- 
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ter  his  certificate  of  election,  he  so  failing  shall  for- 
feit his  office,  and  the  same  shall  be  declared  vacant 
by  a  resolution  of  the  board  of  trustees ;  or  if  either 
remove  from  said  town  his  office  shall,  in  like  manner, 
be  declared  vacant ;  should  the  office  of  marshal,  from 
any  cause,  become  vacant,  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
fill  the  same  by  appointment,  and  the  appointee  shall 
be  required  to  take  a  similar  oath  and  execute  a  simi- 
lar bond  to  that  required  in  this  act,  and  shall  hold 
his  office  until  the  next  election  of  trustees,  or  regular 
election  for  police  judge  and  marshal,  whichever  may 
occur  first,  and  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor 
is  elected  and  qualified. 

§  25.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  annually  appoint 
one  town  assessor,  who  shall  take  a  list  of  property 
in  said  town,  taxable  under  section  fifteen  of  this 
charter,  and  to  fix  a  just  and  fair  valuation  upon  all 
property  listed  for  taxation  on  the  10th  day  of  Janu- 
ary in  that  year,  together  with  all  dogs  over  one  to 
the  family;  all  mercantile  establishments,  taverns, 
brokers,  billiard  saloons,  bowling-alleys,  livery  and 
sale  stables,  and  vehicles  of  all  classes  run  for  pay ; 
which  list  shall  be  made  on  the  oath  of  the  party  ;  or, 
if  any  one  refuse  to  give  in  a  list  and  swear  to  it,  or 
fails  from  any  cause  to  do  so,  the  list  shall  be  made 
from  the  bast  information  the  assessor  possesses. 
Said  list  shall  be  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  and 
shall  be  completed  and  returned  to  the  board  of  trus- 
tees at  their  first  regular  meeting  in  June,  whereof 
notice  shall  be  given,  that  said  inhabitants  or  owners 
may  examine  the  same ;  and  if  any  one  shall  feel 
aggrieved  thereby  in  excessive  valuation,  application 
may  be  made  to  the  board  of  trustees,  and  proof  be- 
ing made  to  their  satisfaction,  the  list  may  be  cor- 
rected. The  board  of  trustees  shall  pay  said  assessor 
a  reasonable  compensation  for  his  services.  Before  he 
proceeds  to  act,  he  shall  take  a  similar  oath  to  that 
required  by  law  of  county  assessors,  and  shall  be  com- 
petent to  administer  the  oath  required  by  this  sec- 
tion. 
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§  26.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  a  clerk  of 
their  board,  whose  duty  and  pay  shall  be  determined 
by  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  27.  The  board  of  trustees  may  employ  an  attorney 
to  prosecute  persons  brought  before  the  police  court 
for  offenses  committed  within  the  town,  and  may  a^ree 
with  him  as  to  his  compensation. 

§  28.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to 
acquire  lands  for  cemetery  purposes,  and  may  lay  out, 
ornament,  and  improve  the  same  in  such  manner  as 
to  them  may  seem  proper,  and  may  provide  by-laws 
for  protecting  it  from  desecration,  trespass,  or  inju- 
ry, and  may  appoint  a  sexton  to  take  charge  of  the 
same. 

§  29.  This  charter  shall  vest  the  board  of  trustees  of 
said  town  with  power,  by  by-laws  and  ordinances,  to 
suppress  crime  and  disorderly  conduct  on  that  jjart 
of  the  river  extending  along  the  town  to  low-water 
mark  on  the  north  bank,  as  fully  as  though  the  same 
was  embraced  within  the  limits  of  the  corporate 
boundary  of  said  town  ;  and  all  by-laws  and  ordi- 
nances passed  by  the  said  board  of  trustees  for  the 
protection,  good  order,  quiet,  and  well-being  of  said 
town,  shall  be  construed  to  embrace  said  river  the 
whole  length  of  said  town  to  the  north  bank  as  afore- 
said ;  and  the  jurisdiction  of  the  officers  of  said  town 
for  the  enforcement  of  such  by-laws  and  ordinances 
shall  be  exclusive. 

§  30.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  any  of  the 
offices  provided  for  by  this  charter  unless  he  be  over 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  a  resident  of  said 
town  for  at  least  six  months  next  before  his  election 
or  appointment,  except  the  town  clerk  and  deputy 
marshal.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  vote  for  any 
of  the  officers  elective  under  this  charter  unless  he  be 
over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  a  resident  of 
said  town  for  at  least  sixty  days  next  preceding  the 
election :  Provided^  however^  That  any  qualified  voter 
in  Lee  county,  owning  real  estate  in  said  town,  shall 
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be  eligible  to  vote  for  any  of  the  officers  of  said 
town. 

§  81.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  a  saperin- 
teudent  of  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  town ;  said 
superintendent  shall  be  a  sober,  discreet  person,  well 
experienced  in  such  matters;  his  duties  shall  be  to 
watch  over  and  see  that  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said 
town  are  In  good  and  safe  condition ;  report  any  de- 
fects or  breaks  to  the  board,  and  repair  or  improve* 
them  as  ordered  by  the  board ;  they  shall  agree  with 
him  as  to  his  wages,  and  may  remove  him  at  any  time 
and  put  another  in  his  stead.  The  marshal  of  the 
town  shall  be  eligible  to  said  position,  and  shall  al- 
ways have  the  preference  in  appointment  when  his 
qaalitications  are  sufficient.  Said  commissioner  or 
superintendent  shall  have  power  to  call  out  all  male 
citizens  of  said  town,  who  are  now  required  to  work 
on  the  public  roads  in  the  county,  to  assist  him  in 
working  the  streets  and  alleys,  at  any  time  he  may 
deem  it  necessary;  he  shall  superintend  the  work, 
and  shall  give  them  the  same  notice  of  the  time  of 
snch  work  as  is  now  required  by  the  laws  of  the 
State.  Should  any  person  subject  to  work  fail  to  do 
so  when  legally  notified,  he  or  they  failing  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  penalties  now  prescribed  by  the 
State  laws,  recoverable  on  warrant  before  the  police 
judge  ;  and  when  said  fine  is  collected,  it  shall  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  the  town  as  other  fines.  Should 
any  person  subject  to  work  under  this  section  prefer, 
when  called  out,  to  pay  fifty  cents  per  day  in  lieu 
thereof,  he  may  deposit  the  same  with  the  mai'shal  or 
superintendent,  and  be  relieved  from  such  time  ;  and 
said  marshal  or  superintendent  shall  pay  said  sum  of 
money  to  the  treasurer  and  take  his  receipt  therefor  : 
Provided^  That  all  persons  required  to  work  the 
streets  under  this  section  shall  be  exempted  from 
working  on  the  public  roads  of  the  county  outside  of 
the  corporate  limits  of  said  town. 

§  33.  The  jail  of  Lee  county  shall  be  used  as  a  town 
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prison,  in  the  absence  of  a  prison  in  the  said  town  of 
Proctor,  and  the  jailer  thereof  shall  be  the  keeper 
until  the  town  shall  provide  a  prison  and  a  prison- 
keeper  ;  his  fees  shall  be  the  same  as  now  provided 
by  law  for  similar  service,  and  the  same  shall  be  pay- 
able out  of  the  town  treasury  when  ordered  by  the 
board  of  trustees. 

§  33.  All  male  persons  convicted  under  the  by-laws 
or  ordinances  of  said  town,  when  the  punishment  is  a 
fine  or  imprisonment,  shall  be  compelled  to  work  on 
the  streets  or  alleys  of  said  town,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  marshal  or  superintendent,  under  guard 
or  with  a  ball  and  chain  attached  to  him,  until  the 
number  of  days  worked,  at  one  dollar  for  each  day, 
shall  equal  the  whole  amount  of  said  fine  and  cost, 
and  until  one  day's  work  equals  one  day^s  imprison- 
ment satisfies  the  who^e  of  said  imprisonment  and 
cost  of  the  prosecution,  which  shall  fully  satisfy  the 
judgment  and  cost  in  either  case  ;  and  upon  such  per- 
son  producing  to  the  police  judge  the  certificate  of 
the  superintendent  of  the  streets  that  said  work  has 
been  performed,  said  police  judge  shall  enter  said 
judgment  and  cost  fully  satisfied  by  work  on  the 
streets  :  Provided^  That  this  section  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  prevent  any  person  fined  under  the  by-laws 
or  ordinances  of  said  town  from  paying  or  replevying 
the  same :  And  provided  further^  That  the  jKilice 
judge  or  chairman,  or  other  officer  presiding  at  the 
trial  of  any  offense  committed  under  the  by-laws  or 
ordinances  of  the  said  town,  shall  indorse  at  the  foot 
of  each  judgment  of  conviction  that  the  defendant 
shall  work  on  the  streets  or  alleys  to  satisfy  the  same ; 
and  a  copy  of  said  judgment  and  indorsement,  at- 
tested by  the  police  judge,  shall  be  authority  to  the 
jailer  or  superintendent  of  the  streets  to  work  said 
person  therein  named,  as  required  by  this  section: 
Provided  fibrtlier^  That  no  person  shall  be  compelled 
to  work  more  than  eight  hours  per  day  in  satisfaction 
of  any  fine  or  imprisonment  herein  provided  for.     The 
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board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  make  provisions 
for  the  safe-keeping  of  sach  person,  dnring  the  time 
be  or  they  may  be  at  work,  by  ball  and  chain  or 
otherwise  deemed  best. 

§  34.  That  all  elections  held  under  this  charter  shall 
be  held  at  some  public  place  provided  by  the  said 
board  of  trustees,  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, or  in  his  absence  or  disability  to  act,  by  some 
one  appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees.  The  officer 
holding  the  election  shall  be  responsible  in  every  way, 
as  officers  of  other  elections  are  by  the  laws  of  this 
State.  The  poll-books,  together  with  the  certificate  of 
the  officer  holding  the  election,  shall  be  returned  to 
the  board  of  trustees,  who  shall  spread  the  result  of 
the  election  upon  their  records,  and  certify  the  same 
to  the  person  found  to  be  elected. 

§  35.  This  act  shall  repeal  all  laws  and  by-laws  in 
conflict  with  it,  and  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  976. 

AN   ACT  in  relation  to  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt  liquors, 

in  Webster  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
momoeaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§1.  That  an  election  shall  be  held  in  the  several  Election. 
voting  precincts  in  Webster  county,  to  take  the  sense 
of   the  legal  voters  of  said  county  on  the  question 
whether  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  shall  be 
sold  therein. 

§2.  Said  election  shall  be  held  on  the  order  of  the  county  judge  to 
county  judge  of  said  county,  entered  on  the  order- ° 
book  of  his  court,   and  upon  thirty  days'   printed 
notice  posted  at  the  court-house  door,  and  at  each 
voting  place  in  said  county;  and  shall  be  held  and 
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condacted  by  the  officers  who  hold  and  condact  the 

election,   on  the  first  Mondav  in  An&mst,    1888,    or

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate 
the  town  of  Ezel,  in  the  county  of  Morgan,"  approved 
March  6,  1882,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended 
by  extending  the  "corporate"  limits  of  said  town 
east,  so  as  to  include  the  new  cemetery  lot,  containing 
about  one  acre. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  986. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Kentucky  Biver,  Port  Koyal  and  Hope- 
well Tampike  Company,  and  authorize  a  portion  of  Henry  county 
to  indorse  the  bonds  of  said  company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
manweoMh  of  Kefrduoky : 

§  1.  That  the  persons  who  reside  or  own  property,  corporate  pow. 
real  or  personal,  in  the  tax-paying  district  hereafter 
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to  be  described,  are  hereby  declared  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Ken- 
tucky River,  Port  Royal  and  Hopewell  Turnpike 
Company;  and  by  that  name  may  contract  and  be 
contracted,  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  and  do  all  other 
things  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  out  the  objects 
of  this  incorporation,  and  shall  have  perpetual  sac- 
cession. 
§  2.  Said  directors,  to  be  hereafter  mentioned. 
Nature  of  busi-  shall  have  the  right  and  power  to  construct  a  tarn-

road.  pike  road  from  the  site  of  Old  Palmyra  Church  to 

the  Kentucky  river,  and  to  run  through  the   town 
of   Port    Royal   and   intersect    with    the  Kentucky 
river  at  a  distance  not  more  than  one-half  a  mile 
on  either  side  of  Lane's  Landing. 
§  3.  Said  road'bed  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  feet

acter  of  road.  , 

sixteen  feet  wide,  to  be  thus  placed:  sound  stone, 
not  less  than  eight  inches  long,  and  the  same  in 
width,  and  from  one  and  one  half  to  three  inches 
thick  ;  foundation  not  less  than  eight  inches  in  depth 
and  sixteen  feet  in  width.  Said  stone  shall  be  sound, 
and  set  up  on  edge,  with  points  well  broken  for  a 
foundation.  On  top  of  this  foundation  shall  be  placed 
napped  stone  of  a  depth  not  less  than  four  inches, 
and  such  napped  stone  shall  be  broken  small  enough 
to  pass  through  a  two  inch  ring.  On  this  napped 
stone  shall  be  placed  dirt  or  gravel  of  a  depth  of 
not  less  than  one  inch,  and  the  bed  of  said  road, 
upon  which  is  placed  the  stone  foundation  herein 
mentioned,  shall  be  in  all  places  not  less  than  six 
inches  higher  in  its  centre  than  on  its  sides ;  that 
is,  it  shall  be  convex ;  the  metal  to  be  well  shouldered 
or  supported  by  earth  thrown  up  against  the  sides  of 
said  road.  The  grades  of  said  road  shall  not  exceed 
three  degrees  in  any  part  except  at  the  river  hill, 
and  then  not  to  exceed  five  degrees.  Within  the 
above  limitations,  the  board  of  directors  of  said  com- 
pany may  determine  the  manner  of  constructing  said 
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■road,  and  locate  the  same;  bat  it  must  be  h 
^wdthin  the  boundary  of  the  civil  district  hereof 
mentioned  as  the  Kentucky  River,  Port  Ro; 
Hopewell  Turnpike  District.  Wherever  thei 
pike  at  present  on  this  road,  the  directors,  il 
-deem  it  practicable,  may  use  the  old  bed  by  ni«».^..^

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  oapitai  stock. 
-exceed  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

§  6.  The  following  named  persons  are  declared  to  be  Names  of  direct- 
the  directors  :  John  Batts,  Sr.,  Eli  Corbin,  Frank  Pen-°"" 
iston.  Dr.  W.  L.  Nuttall,  J.  J.  Berry,  Granvelle  Gob- 
lin, M.  B.  Perry,  P.  J.  Honaker,  Jr.,  W.  T.  Hill, 
Ashpby  Bullock,  Albert  Lindsey,  James  Mathews,  W. 
H.  Douglas.'  The  above  named  directors  are  to  act  in 
this  capacity  for  one  year  from  the  time  of  the  voting 
upon  this  act  by  the  tax-payers  in  the  above  men- 
tioned districts.  Said  directors,  after  the  first  year, 
are  to  be  elected  by  the  tax-payers  of  the  aforesaid 
district,  at  such  place  within  said  district,  and  at  such 
time  as  the  board  of  directors  may  select ;  but  printed 
or  written  notices  of  such  election  must  be  posted  in 
several  places  in  said  district  before  said  election  is 
held.  There  must  be  an  election  each  year  for  direct- 
ors. Majority  of  the  directors  shall  transact  business, 
and  shall  be  convened  at  any  time  by  order  of  the 
president.  None  but  the  tax-payers  in  this  district 
shall  be  eligible  as  directors. 

§  6.  The  directors  shall  elect  one  of  their  members  Election  of  offi-. 
as  president,  and  one  as  secretary,  and  one  as  treasurer 
of  said  road.  Only  the  treasurer  shall  receive  any 
compensation  for  any  services  rendered,  and  his  com- 
pensation shall  not  exceed  two  per  cent,  of  the  money 
paid  out  by  him  by  order  of  the  board.  He  shall  exe- 
cute bond,  with  sufficient  security,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  the  safe-keep- 
ing and  proper  disbursement  of  the  funds  which  may

the  aforesaid  conditions,  contain  snch  others  as  the 
board  of  directors  may  determine.

ance with  section  3  of  this  act. 
§  9.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  that  portion  of   Henry

a  north-westemly  direction  in  a  straight  line  to  Elisha 
Tingle,  including  him  ;  thence  in  a  westerly  direction 
to  Dave  Haydon's,  including  him  ;  thence  in  a  south- 
westerly direction  to  John  Bansdell,  including  him : 
thence  in  a  south-westerly  direction  to  Frank  Hay- 
don's, including  him ;  thence,  following  the  Oram

§  10.  If  in  any  case  said  company  can  not  obtain  by  oopc 
Tolnntary  agreement  the  right  of  way,  or  the  material 
deemed  by  it  necessary  or  proper  for  the  construc- 
tion or  repairs  of  its  said  road,  it  may,  by  its  presi- 
dent, apply  to  the  Henry  county  court  for  a  writ  of 
ad  quod  damnwrn  to  assess  the  damages  which  the 
owner  may  sustain  by  reason  of  the  location  of  said 
road  oa  his  or  her  or  their  premises,  or  becaase  of  the 
taking  of  material  therefrom  for  the  conatmction  or 
repair  of  said  road  ;  and  upon  the  tender  or  payment 
of  the  damages  so  assessed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
company  to  open  and  make  said  road,  open  and  use 
rock  and  gravel  quarries,  and  do  all  work  pertaining 
to  the  construction  or  repairs  of  said  road ;  in  the  as- 
sessment of  the  damages,  the  advantages  and  disad- 
vantages of  said  road  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
land,  or  materials  taken  therefrom  for  the  road,  shall 
be  taken  into  consideration ;  the  proceedings  in  such 
cases  and  the  right  of  appeal  shall  be  as  is  provided 
by  the  general  laws  of  this  State  as  in  cases  of  turn- 
pike roads,  subject,  however,  to  the  limitation  of  this 
section. 

§  11.  The  company  shall  have  the  right  to  erect  toll-Tou- 
gates  not  less  than  two  and  a  half  miles  apart,  and 
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collect  tolls  thereon  not  to  exceed  the  rates  fixed  by 
the  General  Statutes.  The  company  may  contract 
with  any  one  for  travel  over  their  said  road,  or  any 
part  thereof,  by  such  persons,  Ms  family  and  ser- 
vants, for  a  term,  and  may  charge  and  receive  such 
compensation  as  may  be  agreed  on ;  and  it  may,  by 
suit,  collect  from  any  one  traveling  over  its  road,  or 
any  part  thereof,  tolls  for  such  travel,  not  exceeding 
the  rates  fixed  by  the  General  Statutes.  If  the  toll- 
gate  be  erected  west  of  Port  Royal,  all  persons  trav- 
eling on  said  road  to  and  from  Port  Boyal,  and  to 
and  from  the  river  to  Port  Royal,  must  jmy  to  the 
nearest  toll-gate  keeper,  or  the  directors,  for  such 
travel ;  and  if  they  refuse  to  pay  for  the  same,  the 
directors  can  collect  the  same  by  suit.  The  directors 
can  contract  by  month  or  year  with  such  people  trav- 
eling over  the  road  as  above  mentioned  if  they  see 
proper. 
§  12.  Said  company  is  hereby  given  power  and  au- 
May  borrow  thorlty  to  borrow  money  and  create  indebtedness  for 
the  construction  of  its  road,  and  to  receive  the  same ; 
is  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  bonds,  bearing 
a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  per 
annum,  payable  at  such  times  and  places  as  it  may 
deem  expedient ;  and  to  secure  the  payment  of  the 
bonds  so  issued  or  sold  may  execute,  by  its  president, 
deeds  of  mortgage  or  trust  upon  any  or  all  of  its 
property,  rights  and  franchises:  Provided^  howef>er^ 
That  said  indebtedness  shall  not  exceed  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  that  said  bonds  shall  not  mature 
in  less  than  five  or  more  than  twenty  years  after  their 
execution,  and  shall  be  so  conditioned  that  they  may 
be  paid  at  the  option  of  the  company  at  any  time 
after  five  years,  and  within  twenty  years  from  the 
date  of  their  execution :  Provided  further^  That  the 
net  proceeds,  or  the  indebtedjiess  so  created,  shall 
be  used  in  the  construction  of  said  road  and  the  pay- 
ment of  the  salaries  or  wages  of  those  engaged  in 
its  construction,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever.

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§  13.  Upon  the  application  in  writing  therefor  of  Jf ^^'^^d  *°** 
ten  legally  qualified  voters,  resident  in  said  district, 
to  the  Henry  coanty  coart,  at  any  special  or  regular 
term,  said  court  shall  order  an  election  to  be  held  in 
said  district  to  ascertain  whether  the  legally  quali- 
fied voters,  resident  in  said  district  at  said  election, 
which  to  indorse  said  bonds  guaranteeing  payment  of 
the  principal  and  interest  thereof  to  the  owners  or 
purchasers  of  said  bonds.  Said  court  shall  give  notice 
of  the  time  and  places  of  holding  said  election  by 
one  or  more  insertions  of  such  notice  in  one  of  the 
county  papers.  Such  notice  she  11  contain  a  state- 
ment of  the  aggregate  principal  of  the  bonds  pro- 
posed to  be  issued,  and  the  object  for  which  the 
proceeds  are  to  be  applied.  Said  court  shall  appoint 
the  officers  of  election,  who  shall  be  duly  sworn. 
They  shall  prepare  a  book,  in  which  shall  be  written 
the  names  of  the  voters,  and  no  one  shall  vote  at 
said  election  unless  he  is,  at  the  time  he  offers  to 
vote,  a  legally  qualified  voter  of  Henry  county,  and 
a  bona  fide  resident  in  the  civil  district  above  men- 
tioned; and  as  each  voter  offers  to  vote  he  shall  be 
asked,  in  the  presence  of  the  officers  of  the  election 
holding  the  election  at  that  poll,  the  question:  Are 
you  for  the  pike?

^^'  '  salaries  and  wages  of  the  officers,  agents  and  employes 

necessary  for  its  operation;  to  the  payment  of  the 
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interest  on  its  bonds  as  it  falls  due,  and  to  the  pay> 
ment  of  said  bonds  at  their  maturity,  or  within  the 
time  when  the  holders  or  owners  of  them  can  be  com- 
pelled to  accept  payment,  and  for  no  other  purpose 
whatever,  until  all  said  bonds  are  paid  in  full ;  and  to 
this  end  the  surplus  in  the  treasury  of  the  company 
shall,  at  the  end  of  each  year,  be  loaned  out  to  solvent 
persons,  in  such  sums,  and  for  such  times  as  the  com- 
pany may  direct,  who  shall  execute  their  promissory 
notes  therefor,  securing  the  payment  of  the  sum  by 
mortgage  or  unincumbered  real  estate  of  the  cash 
value  of  at  least  twice  the  amount  so  borrowed. 
Whenever  any  of  the  bonds  of  the  company  can  be 
paid,  then  so  many  or  much  of  these  loans  as  are 
necessary  for  that  purpose  shall  be  called  and  so  ap- 
plied. 

§  15.  After  all  the  bonds,  with  interest  thereon, 
shall  have  been  paid  off  in  fall,  then  the  company 
shall  have  the  option  of  erecting  turnpikes  on  roads 
leading  to  this  turnpike,  out  of  the  annual  proceeds 
of  said  turnpikes,  or  said  annual  proceeds  is  to  be 
equally  distributed  among  the  several  school  district.

obligations  of  any  corporation,  association,  or  muni- 
<5ipality.  State  or  public  authority,  and  may  receive 
and  manage  any  sinking  fund  therefor ;  and  may

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David  Bartley,  of  the  city  of  Lonisville,  tlieir  asso- 
ciates and  successors,  are  hereby  incorporated  under 
the  name  Dollar  Savings  Bank;  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  sue  and  be    saed, 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  adopt  a  seaL 
The  corporation,  by  its  board  of  directors,  may  adopt

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
live  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($500,000),  in  shares  of 
fifty  dollars  ($60)  each.  When  twenty  thousand  dol- 
lars of  the  capital  stock  have  been  subscribed,  the 
stockholders  may  meet  and.  organize  the  corporation^ 
and  when  the  subscriptions  have  been  paid  in  cash, 
the  bank  may  commence  business. 

§  4.  Within  one  year  from  the  approval  of  this  act 
any  three  of  said  incorporators  may  open  books  for 
the  subscription  to  the  stock  of  the  corporation,  and 
when  twenty  thousand  dollars  of  the  stock  have  been 
subscribed  the  incorporators,  or  any  three  of  them, 
shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers  for  the  election 
of  a  board  of  five  directors  of  the  corporation,  to 
serve  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  have 
been  elected  and  qualified.

The  board 
of  directors  shall  elect  from  their  number  a  president 
and  vice-president,  and  may  appoint  a  cashier,  a  tel- 
ler, and  such  other  ofiicers  as  may  be  provided  by  the 
by-laws.  All  ofiicers  shall  hold  office  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  majority  of  the  board  of  directors.    It  shall 
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be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  directors  to  require  of  the 
officers  of  the  bank  bond,  with  good  security,  in  a 
proper  amount,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their 
duties.  At  any  meeting  of  the  stockholders  stock  ' 
may  be  voted  by  proxy,  in  writing,  and  each  share  of 
stock  held  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote. 

§5.  The  corporation  is  empowered  to  exercise  byotyect^ofincor- 
its  board  of  directors,  or  duly  authorized  officers  and 
agents,  subject  to  law,  all  such  incidental  powers  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the  business  of  bank- 
ing, by  discounting  and  negotiating  promissory  notes, 
drafts,  bills  of  exchange  and  other  evidences  of  debt ; 
by  receiving  deposits ;  by  buying  and  selling  exchange, 
coin  and  bullion ;  by  loaning  money  on  personal  secu- 
rity and  on  collateral:  Provided^  That  it  shall  not 
issue  notes  for  circulation.    It  shall  have  power  to 
receive  on  deposit,  at  interest,  such  sum  or  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  offered  to  it  of  not  less  than  one 
dollar,  and  to  pay  interest  on  deposits,  not  to  exceed 
four  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
by-laws  of  the  bank.     Such  deposits  may  be  received 
from  married  women,   not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars,  and  minors,  and,  together  with  interest  there- 
on, be  payable  to  them,  or  upon  their  order  or  re- 
ceipt,  as  may  be  regulated  by  the  by-laws  of  the 
bank ;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  parent  or 
guardian  of  such  minor,  or  the  husband,  or  the  cred- 
itors of  the  husband,  of  such  married  woman,  to  at- 
tach or  in  any  way  interfere  with  any  deposit  or 
interest  thereon  of  such  minor  or  married  woman; 
but  whenever  it  shall  become  apparent  to  the  presi- 
dent of  the  corporation  that  it  would  be  unwise  and 
injurious  te  the  interests  of  a  minor  to  pay  his  order, 
or,  upon  his  application,  any  money  standing  to  his 
credit,   the   said   president  may  demand    a  written 
order   to    pay   such    payment   from  the   parent   or 
guardian  of   such  minor;    or,   if    there    be    neither 
parent  nor  guardian,  may  require  an  order  from  the 
judge  of  the  Jefferson  county  court  before  making 
the  payment.

exchange,  and  like  remedies  may  be  had  thereon, 
jointly  and  severally,   against  the  drawers  and  in- 
dorsers. 

§6.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire,  hold,  pos- May  hold  reat 
sess,  use,  enjoy  and  occupy  all  such  real  estate,  goods 
and  chattels,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  transaction 
Ox  its  business,  or  which  may  be  conveyed  to  it  as 
surety  for  any  debt,  or  purchased  in  satisfaction  of 
Hny  debt,  judgment  or  decree,  and  sell  and  convey 
the  same ;  but  no  real  estate  purchased  by  it  in  satis- 
faction of  any  debt,  judgment  or  decree,  shall  be  held 
by  it  for  a  longer  period  than  five  years;  and  they 
may  make  all  needful  by-laws  for  the  government  of 
said  bank,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States  or  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  7.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue  Not  lawfoi  to 

issue  currency. 

any  note  or  bill  to  be  passed  or  used  as  currency.  . 

§8.  That  the  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  subscriptions, 

how  paid. 

said  bank  shall  be  paid  in  assessments,  to  be  made  by 
the  board  of  directors,  in  sums  of  not  less  than  five 
per  cent.,  and  not  exceeding  twenty-five  per  cent.,  of 
the  sums  subscribed;  and  said  assessments  shall  not 
be  made  less  than  thirty  days  apart. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  pro- 
vided said  bank  is  organized  under  it  within  two  years 
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from  the  date  thereof,  and  may  continue  in  force  for 
thirty  years  from  the  date  of  its  organization. 

§  10.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter, 
amend  or  repeal  this  act  at  pleasure.

CHAPTER   1000. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Fidelity  Trust  CompanT 
of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  approved  April  22,  1882,  and  name  chaDged 
to  Fidelity  Trust  and  Safety  Vault  Company,  by  act  approved 
March  i,  1884. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cam- 
monweaZth  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Fidelity  Trust  and 
Safety  Vault  Company  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  be, 
and  the  same  is,  so  amended  that  promissory  notes, 
payable  to  any  person  or  persons,  or  to  a  corporation, 
and  payable  and  negotiable  at  the  office  of  said  com- 
pany in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  which  shall  be  in- 
dorsed to  and  discounted  by  any  bank  incorporated 
under  any  law  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  organized 
in  this  Commonwealth  under  any  law  of  the  United 
States,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  placed  on  the 
same  footing  as  foreign  bills  of  exchange. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  April  12,  1888. 


CHAPTER  1001. 

AN  ACT  chartering  the  Marshall  County  Banking  and  Trust  Com* 

pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Cowr 
monweaUh  of  KentucTcy : 

§  1.   That  there  is  established  a  saving   and   de- 
•Capital  stock,    poslt  bank  and  trust  company  in  the  town  of  Ben- 
ton, Marshall  county,  Kentucky,  with  a  capital  of 
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one  Imiidred  thousand  dollars,  ia  shares  of  one  han- 
dred    dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  as 
hereinafter  specified;  and  the  subscribers,  their  asso- 
-cisLtes,  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body-poli- 
tic   and    corporate,   by  the    name  and  style  of    the 
Marshall  County  Banking  and  Trust  Company,  and 
shall  so  continue  for  fifty  years  from  its  organiza- 
tion ;  but  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company  are 
authorized    and    empowered   to   reduce   the    capital 
stock  or  to  wind  up  its  affairs  whenever  the  owners 
of  1}wo- thirds  of  the  stock  determine  that  the  inter- 
est  of  the  corporation  requires  its  reduction  or  dis- 
continuance;   and  to  effect  either,   the    board  shall 
have  all  power  necessary  to  reduce  the  capital  stock 
or   to  wind  up  and  liquidate  the  affairs  of  said  cor- 
poration on  equitable  principles :  Provided^  That  said 
reduction  or  dissolution  shall  not  prejudice  the  rights 
of  any  existing  creditors  of  said  corporation. 

§  2.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  all  the  rights  Powen. 
and  privileges  of  a  natural  person  in  contracting  and 
being  contracted  with,  in  suing  and  being  sued,  and 
of  impleading,  answering  and  defending,  in  all  courts 
and  places  whatever ;  said  corporation  may  have  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  the  same  at  pleas- 
ure. 

§  3.  Said  corporation  shall  be  under  the  control  of  J>i«cto«. 
five  directors,  who  shall  be  stockholders,  residing  in 
the  State,  each  of  whom  shall  own,  in  his  own  right 
and  name,  at  least  twenty-five  shares  of  stock,  on  all 
-the  calls  of  which  payment  shall  have  been  made, 
and  after  the  first  annual  election  shall  have  owned 
ihis  stock  at  least  twelve  months  before  his  election ; 
:and  they  shall  hold  their  office  until  their  successors 
shall  be  elected  and  qualified;  and  after  the  first 
election  shall  be  elected  each  year  thereafter,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  practically  convenient ;  and  in  case 
of  a  vacancy  the  remaining  directors  shall  have  the 
power  to  appoint  a  qualified  stockholder  to  fill  it. 
They  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president,  who 
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shall  preside  at  their  meetings,   and  perform    sach 
other  daties  as  may  be  assigned  him  by  this  charter 
and  their  by-laws.    They  shall  have  power  to  sell 
any  of  the  stock  unsold ;  to  declare  dividends  arising 
out  of  the  business  of  said  corporation ;  to  appoint 
sach  officers,  agents '  and  employes  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of  said  corporation^ 
and  contract  with  and  pay  them  for  their  services; 
to  take  from  the  president,  cashier  and  other   em- 
ployes,  such  bond  as  they  may  deem   proper  and 
reasonable  to  secure  a  faithful  performance  of  their 
respective  duties,  and  to  make  such  by-laws  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  management  of 
the  affairs  of  the  corporation:  Provided^  The  same 
be  not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this 
State  and  of  the  United  States.     The  stock  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  personal  property,  and  shall  be  trans- 
ferable only  on  the  books  of  the  corporation  by  the 
stockholder,  his  agent  or  attorney,  and  under  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  the  directors  may  from  time 
to  time  establish;  but  the  corporation  shall  have  a 
prior  lien  on  the  stock  as  security  for  any  debt  owing 
on  it. 
§4.  That  W.   M.   Reed,   John  W.   Dycus,   T.   3, 
Commissioners.  Strows  aud  C.  H.  Starks,  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioner, any  two  of  whom  may  open  books  in  the 
town  of  Benton,  Kentucky,  and  receive  subscriptions 
for  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  ;  and  when 
one-half  or  more  of  the  said  capital  stock  shall  have 
been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  notice, 
verbal  or  written,  to  the  stockholders,  and  appoint  a 
day  for  the  election  of  directors ;  and  the  directors 
elected  on  the  day  so  appointed  shall  hold  their  of- 
fice until  the  next  annual  election.    The  payment  of 
shares  subscribed  for  shall  be  as  follows :  Twenty -five 
dollars  on  each  share  on  the  day  of  the  first  election 
of  directors  as  herein  provided,  and  the  remainder 
in  such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as  the  directors 
may  require :  Promded,  That  no  one  call  shall  be  for 
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more  than  twenty-five  dollars  on  the  share,  and  at 
shorter  notice  than  ten  days ;  and  said  corporation 
shall  commence  business  when  fifteen  thousand  dol- 
lars shall  have  been  paid  in  as  capital. 

§  6.  Any  subscriber  of  stock,-  who  shall  fail  to  pay  Forfeit  stock. 
ti^enty-five  dollars  on  each  shar^  subscribed  on  the 
day  designated  in  the  notice  named  in  the  last  preced- 
ing section  for  the  election  of  the  first  board  of  direct- 
ors,   shall  cease  to  be  stockholders,   and  the  stock 
subscribed  by  them  may  be  subscribed  for  by  others, 
nnder  the  direction  of  the  person  or  persons  who  re- 
<^ive  the  original  subscription ;  and  in  case  of  any 
subscriber  shall  fail  to  pay  any  call  made  by  the  board 
of  directors  for  the  unpaid  balance  of  his  subscription 
and  remain  in  default  thirty  days,  the  board  may,  in 
its  discretion,  forfeit  his  stock  for  the  benefit  of  the 
<5ompany,  upon  the  company  refunding  to  him  the 
value  of  his  stock.     In  any  election  under  this  char- 
ter each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for 
each  share  of  stock  :  Provided^  That  no  subscriber  of 
stock  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  on  any  share  of  stoek, 
on  a  call  of  payment  of  which  he  shall  be  in  arrears  ;

§  7.  Said  corporation  may  receive  deposits  of  gold  Business, 
and  silver  coin,  bank  notes  and  other  notes  that  may 
be  lawfully  circulating  as  money,  and  repay  same  in 
such  manner,  at  such  times,  as  may  be  agreed  on 
with  the  depositors  by  special  ^^  general  coxiXxact; 
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may  deal  in  the  loaning  of  money  ;  may  buy  and  seO* 
bills  of  exchange,  promissory  notes,  nncarrent  money ^ 
stocks,  bonds,  mortgages,  gold  and  silver  coins,  se- 
curities of  any  kind,  and  any  evidences  of  debt  what- 
ever;  take   personal    and    other   securities    for    the 
payment  of  same,  ^and  dispose  of  such  stocks  and 
bonds  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  as  a 
natural  person,  and  pass  a  valid  title  to  same  ;  and 
may  do  a  general  banking  business,  except  only  it 
shall  not  have  power  to  issue  notes  of  its  own  for 
circulation.     All  promissory  notes  and  bills  of  ex- 
change made  payable  and    negotiable  at    its    office 
and  banking-house,  or  any  bank  incorporated  under 
any  law  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  organized  in  the 
Commonwealth  under  any  law  of  the  United  States, 
when  discounted  by  this  corporation  shall  be,  and 
are  hereby,  put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of 
exchange;    and   like   remedy  may  be    had  thereon, 
jointly  and  severally,   against   the  makers,   drawers 
and  indorsers. 

§  8.  Said  corporation  may  make  advances  on,  and 
receive  in  pledge  for  money  loaned  or  debts  due  it, 
securities  of  any  kind,  goods,  wares  and  merchan- 
dise, upon  agricultural,  mechanical  or  other  products, 
including  growing  crops  and  produce  of  the  country, 
and  may  sell  the  same  on  the  non-payment  of  the 
debt  or  demand  according  to  the  terms  agreed  upon 
between  the  parties  by  written  contract  at  the  time  of 
creation  of  the  debt ;  but  before  the  sale  or  disx>06al 
of  any  of  the  property,  pledges  or  securities  men- 
tioned in  this  charter,  the  party  making  the  same  or 
depositing  the  pledge  shall  have  ten  days'  notice,  in 
writing,  if  a  resident  of  this  State,  or  if  not  a  resi- 
dent, the  company,  before  proceeding  to  sell  or  dis- 
pose of  the  property  or  pledge  or  security,  shall  cause 
notice  to  be  inserted  in  some  newspaper  published  in 
the  county  for  at  least  twenty  days ;  but  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  to  confer  power  or  author- 
ity on  said  corporation  to  sell  or  dispose  of  real  estate, 
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or  any  interest  therein,  so  given  in  pledge  or  security 
otlierwise  than  by  regular  judicial  proceedings. 

§  9.  No  certificates  of  stock  shall  be  issued  under  certificates. 
this  charter  until  the  shares  of  stock  subscribed  for 
shall  be  paid  in  full ;  upon  payment  of  calls  on  stock 
entries  shall  be  made  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose, 
and  receipts  executed  to  the  subscriber  for  the  amount 
paid,  signed  by  the  president  and  cashier. 

§  10.  Said  corporation  may  acquire,  hold  and   use  Reai  estate. 
all   such  real  estate,  goods  and  chattels,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or  which 
may  be  conveyed  to  it  as  security  for  any  debt,  or 
purchased  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment  or 
decree,  and  sell  and  convey  the  same  ;  but  when  it 
purchases  real  estate  in  satisfaction  of  any  judgment 
or  payment  of  any  debt  due  to  it,  it  shall  hold  the 
same  not  longer  than  five  years  ;  and  may  buy  its  own 
stock  inpayment  of  a  debt,  judgment  or  decree,  but 
shall   resell  the  same  as  soon  as  practically  conven- 
ient.    A    conveyance,   duly  executed    by  the    pres- 
ident, shall  pass  the  title  of  said  corporation  to  any 
real  estate  it  may  want  to  dispose  of. 

§  11.  Said  corporation  may  receive  deposits  from  Deposit*.

§  12.  Every  stockholder  shall  be  individually  liable  Uabiuty.
